THE FIRST REPORT of the Commifiioners of His 
Majefty’s Woods, Forefts, and Land Revenues j in 
Obedience to the Dire&ions of an Act of Parliament, 
palled in the Thirty-fourth Year of His Majefty’s Reign, 
intituled lt An A£t for the better Management of the 
“ Land Revenue of the Crown, and for the Sale of Fee 
“ Farm and other unimprovable Rents — and of another 
A<ft, pafled in the Fiftieth Year of His Majefty’s Reign, 
intituled “An Aft for uniting the Offices of Surveyor 
“ General of the Land Revenues of the Crown, and 
u Surveyor General of His Majefty’s Woods, Forefts, 
“ Parks, and Chafes.” 



npHE Aft of the 34th of His Majefty, Cap. 75, for the better Management of 34 G«o. III. 0.75. 

A the Land Revenue of the Crown, and for the Sale of Fee Farm and other 
unimprovable Rents, was the refult of the very able Reports and Opinions of the 
Commifiioners for inquiring into the State and Condition of the Woods, Forefts> 
and Land Revenues of the Crown, appointed under the Statute of 26th Geo. III. 26Ge 0 . m. c.87. 
Cap. 87. The firft-mentioned Aft eftablifiied a new fyftem for the management of eCi2 ‘- 
the Land Revenue, and required, that in every Third Year the Surveyor General 
fhould certify and report in writing, under his Hand and Seal, unto the KING’S 
Moft Excellent Majesty, and both Houfes of Parliament, certain particulars, 
therein fpedfied, touching the progrefs made in the Improvement of the Land 
Revenue under his management ; “ and all fuch other matters and things touching 
“ or concerning the faid Land Revenue, or any part thereof, as to the faid Sur- 
“ veyor General fliall feem proper and neceflary to be contained and fet forth in 
<s fuch Reports.” 

In purfuance of this requifition of the Statute, the late Mr. Fordyce, then Sur- 
veyor General of the Land Revenue, and who bad been one of the Parliamentary 
Commifiioners above mentioned, prepared and fubmitted to His Majefty, and the 
two Houfes of Parliament, four different Reports, at fucceffive intervals of time } in 
which, befides certifying the fpeclfic matfers enumerated in the claufe juft mentioned, 
he took occafion to detail various Regulations which had been eftablifhed, on his 
recommendation, by the authority of the Lords of the Treafury, or which he had 
fuggelted as fit to be adopted, in execution of the feveral provifions of the Statute ; 
together with explanations of the moft confiderable Improvements in the manage- 
ment of the Effaces of the Crown, and in the Amount of the Revenue arifing there- 
(189.) A a from 
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from, which had taken place from the time when the A ft in queltion came into 
operation. 

The fame Commiflioners had alfo propofed a great variety of meafures, with 
refpeft to the Royal Forefts, and a future fupply of Navy Timber from them, 
forming together the bafis of a fyftem which began to be carried into efieft in the 
year 1803, “d has been Readily kept in view ever fince. 

One of the meafures they mofl particularly recommended was, that the two 
Departments of Woods, Forefts, and Land Revenue, fhould be united, and the 
functions of the rcfpeftive Surveyors General transferred to a Board of Commif- 
fioners to be appointed for the management of both ; and a convenient opportunity 
of carrying this fcheme into effect having occurred by the death of the late Surveyor 
General of Land Revenue, in the year 1 809, an Aft was paffed for that purpofe in 
the year 18 io- (50th Geo. III. cap. 65); the bufinefs of the Land Revenue Depart- 
ment having in the mean time been carried on by the chief fubordinate Officer of 
that Department, as afting Surveyor General. 

This Aft provides, that all Reports, which, by any Afts of Parliament then in 
force were required to be made by the Surveyor General of the Land Revenue of 
the Crown, or the Surveyor General of His Majefty’s Woods, Forefts, Parks, and 
Chafes, “ fhall be made by the faid Commiflioners” (the Commiflioners of His 
Majefty’s Woods, Forefts, and Land Revenues, to be appointed by virtue of the 
Aft) “ in fuch manner and form as the faid Surveyors, or either of them, were or 
“ was required to make the fame.” 

In compliance with this provifion, and the above-mentioned Aft of the 
34th Geo. III. the three years from the time of Mr. Fordyce's laft Report having 
elapfed, We, the underfigned Commiflioners, appointed by His Majefty in purfuance 
of the faid Aft of 50th Geo. III. do report as follows : 

THE firft matter which we took into confideration upon entering on the 
execution of our funftions, was the Eftabliffiment which would be neceflary for the 
purpofe of the combined Duties we were called upon to perform; and having 
tranfmitted to the Lords of the Treafury a Plan of fuch an Eftablilhment as feemed 
to us effential to the furtherance and effeftual attainment of the important objefts 
for which the Board had been inftituted, the fame was, with certain modifications, 
approved of, and fanftioned by a Treafury Warrant bearing date the 26th of 
March 18 ti. 

Our next proceeding was to inform ourfelves correftly of the ftate of the Bufinefs 
in each of the two Departments, when we found that there was an arrear in the 
Land Revenue Branch, of References from the Treafury, which had not been 
proceeded upon, or upon which the proceedings had not been completed, and which 
had accumulated from the fufpenfion of renewals of Crown Leafes for nearly eight 
years during the inveftigations of the Parliamentary Commiflioners, and from the 
inadequate ftate of the former Eftablilhment, to not lei's than 36 1 different cafes. 

For the purpofe of bringing thofe cafes more diftinftly under our view, we direfted 
Lifts of them to be prepared, and a chronological Regifter compiled from thofe 
Lifts, to be entered in a Book, and to be continued as new References fhould come 
in, in order that they might be proceeded on, as far as fhould be found prafticable, 
according to their priority in point of time. 

We in like maimer caufed a chronological Regifter of other mifcellaneous docu- 
ments to be prepared ; and alfo a Book containing, according to their dates, the 
different Standing Orders we have found it neceflary to make from time to time, for 
the more regular and expeditious difpatch of our bufinefs. One of thefe Standing 
Orders is, that the ftate of all the Books in each of the two Departments (including 
thofe we have fpecified) fhall be examined, and entered in the Minutes of the laft 

Board 
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Board in each month, and we have the fatisfa&ion to fay, that they have, in general, 
been brought down as near to that time as the nature of the matters to be entered 
would admit of. 

AU the cafes comprifed in the Lifts have now been under our confideration ; many 
of them have been finally difpofed of, and in all of them fuch proceedings have been 
had as the circumftances feemed to require. 



PART I. 

WE now proceed, in purfuance of the aforefaid provifion of the A & of 34 Geo. III. 
to certify concerning the matters therein fpecifically enumerated. 

Adopting the courfe purfued by the late Surveyor General, Mr. Fordyce, we 
give in the firft place, an Account of the Leafes of the Land EJlates, which have 
been palled fince the making of his 4th Report. 

Of thefe Leafes of Land Eftates, the particulars are ftated in a Schedule inferted 
in the Appendix : from which it appears, that fince the date of that Report, die 
Eftates which have been-fo granted are of the annual Value of £.8,473. l2s - 4^ 
according to the Reports of Surveyors a&ing on Oath ; and the clear yearly Rents 
referved for the fame/. 8,1 14. 7/. yd. That the annual Value of the famePremifes by 
the lateft Surveys, or other Accounts previoufly exifting in the Surveyor General's 
Office, was £.3, 247. 8 j. i\d. the Rents referved in the laft Leafes /.6i 1. 17/. 4 Id. 
reduced by an allowance in refpeft of Land Tax to about £.489. 10/. 4 *d. and the 
pines paid £. 5,842. tgs. 3 d. 

Of the new Leafes of Hou/es, the particulars are alfo ftated in a Schedule in the 
Appendix ; Ihowing that the yearly Value of the Premifes, as eftimated by Surveyors 
on oath, was/. 13,607. 14J. 8 d. the clear yearly Rents referved /.8.500. 5#. 2d. Appendix, No. 4* 
and the Fines paid / . 28,787. That the yearly value of the fame Premifes by the 
lateft Surveys, &c. was £.6,7 15. u. 8 d. the Rents referved in the loft Leafes 
/.i,o 65. 41. 10 d. reduced by Land Tax to about /.8 52. 4 s. iod. and the Fines 
paid £.7,226. 13/. 11 id. 

The fame Schedule alfo fltows, that Leafes have been granted of Houfes which 
had not been before in Leafc ; the certified annual Value of which is £.220. 1 Js. 3 d. 
the Rents referved in the Leafes, /.172. 19 s. $d. and the Fines paid /. 1,900. Part 
of thefe Premifes is an Efcheat of the annual value of /.70, granted at one third 
only of the value, as a reward for the difeovery, according to the ufual pra&ice in 
fuch cafes. 

Leafes have alfo been agreed to be granted of feveral Eftates, of both Land and Leafes agreed for 
Iloufes, and are now in the courfe of palling, under the authority of Warrants from the yvarnwts^ 11 ' 7 
Treafury ; the particulars of which are ftated in Schedules alfo annexed to this 
Report. 

Of the Land Eftates fo agreed to be granted, the certified yearly value is £-9,S66. OF Land E lates.

There is alfo a Treafury Warrant, authorizing the proceedings for a Leafe of 
Mines and Minerals in certain Wade Lands in Carnarvonlhire, which have cot 
been before in Leafe. The Rents to be referved in this Leafe are to be a fixed 
annual payment of £.1, as an acknowledgment, and a tenth part in value of all the 
produce of the Mines 5 but the proceedings have been fulpended-, on account of 
(1-89.) B unexpected 
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unexpeded difficulties the Applicants for the Leafe have met with in making arrange- 
ments for executing their intended Works. 

And of the Houfes fo agreed to be granted, the certified yearly value is £.6 469. 
171. 9 d. the clear yearly Rents to be reserved in the Leafes £.4,405. i8j. and the 
Fines to be paid £.17,397. The yearly value of the fame Premifes by the lateft 
Surveys, See. was £.3,548. 161. 2 4 . 7 . the Kents referved in the laft Leafes £.454.

Terms for new Leafes, founded on valuations made on Oath, and fiibjed to the 
approbation of the Treafury, have alfo been propofed to various perfons, whole 
applications for fuch Leafes had been referred to the Surveyor General, or to us. 

Of the Land Eflates thus propofed to be demifed, the annual value is £.12,269. 
Si. ^\d. and the clear Rents to be referred £<1,527. ioi. id. The annual value 
of the fame Ertates, by the lateft Surveys, &c. £5,050. oi. i{d. the Rents referved 
in the laft Leafes £.773. 71. reduced by Land Tax to about £.61 8. 141. and the 
Fines paid £.22,746. tu. 9 d. 

And of the Houfes the annual value is £.8,434. 41. the clear Rents to be referved, 
£.5,999. 141. and the Fines to be paid for the new Leafes £.25,7 14, The annual 
value of the fame Premifes, by the lateft Surveys, &c, was £.4,288. is. $d. the 
Rents referved in the laft Leafes £.599. 141. id. reduced by Land Tax to about 
£.479. 161. id. and the Fines paid £.6,491. is. 

Mr. Fordyce, in his Fourth Triennial Report, ftaied the particulars of a Grant 
fm^l' edit RCP 8— a 6 reed to be made to the Earl of Weftmorland, under the authority of a fpecial 
large edit’ p. 188. Ad of Parliament, of all the Eftate and lntereft of the Crown in the Hayes and 
Grant inPcrpetaity. Walks of Sulehay Ferraes, and Shortwood, and Moorhay, in Rockingham Foreft. 
ppen ix, 1 o. 7. Grant has fince been completed, and the Confideration Money, viz. £.10,038. 

1 51. 6 d. with lntereft thereon to the day of payment, (which, after deducting the 
Property Tax, amounted to £.1,842. 171. at/.) making together £ n,S8t. iis. 8 d. 
has been paid; and, agreeably to the provifions of the faid Ad, we have laid out 
the fame in ihepurchafe of £.17,867. 01. Sd. Capital, in the Three Pounds per 
Centum Confolidaced Annuities, in the name of the Lord High Treafurer of 
• Infra, p. 18. England*. 

A Schedule of the Fee Farm, and other unimprovable Rents, which have been 
fold fince Mr. Fordyce's Fourth Report, is alfo inferted in the Appendix ; the net 
amount whereof is £.42. 9 s. 2 d. the Purchafe Money paid for the fame £1,109. 7 - !m 
and the Three Pounds per Centum Confols bought therewith £.1,752. 11s. lod. 
the annual Dividend on which is £.52. 111. 3 d. which Stock, added to that flared 
in the faid Report to have been purchafed by the Surveyor General, being £ 17,961.

Other Turns, arifing from the following fources, have alfo been inverted in the 
fame Stock, in die name of the Lord High Treafurer. 

An Ad which patted in 1 805, for inclofing Lands in the Parifh of Hampton-in- 
Arden, in the County of Warwick, empowered the Surveyor General to enfranchife 
Copyhold or Cuftomary Tenements of the Manor of Hampton-in-Arden ; and the 
Ad of 48 Geo. III. cap. 73, authorized him generally to enfianchife Tenements of 
that defeription holden of any Manor belonging to the Crown. Under tbofe powers 
feveral Enfranchifements have been made, of which a Schedule is annexed. The 

Coufideraiion- 
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Confiderarion-money paid for thofe Enfranchifements, amounted to £9 1 8. 13/. (>d. 
and has been laid out in the purchafe of jf 1,543. 19 s. 10 d. Three per Cent. Contois'. 
The Fines payable on Adiniflions to thofe Tenements, were certain, and confequently 
unimprovable, and were very fmall in amount. The Quit-Rents amounted to no 
more than £$. is. $d. per annum. 

Another Act was palled in 1805 “ for enabling His Majefty to grant a certain 
“ Creek, called Chelfon Bay, otherwife Shilfton Bay, in or near the Parilh of 
“ Plympton Saint Mary, in the County of Devon, and for veiling the fame, for 
“ a valuable Confideration, in the Right Honourable John Lord Boringdon, and 
“ his Heirs by which it was enafted, that upon payment of the fum of £ioq into 
the Bank of England, in the name of the Lord High Treafurer, by the faid John 
Lord Boringdon, the laid Creek, or Plot, or Parcel of Mudland, containing about 
105 Acres, fhould be thereby veiled for ever, freed and difeharged from all Claims 
of His Majefty, in right of his Crown, his Heirs and Succeffors, in the faid John 
Lord Boringdon, his Heirs and Afligns, in Fee Simple. And that fum having been 
paid, has agreeably to the direction in the faid Act been laid out in like manner in 
the purchafe of ^3 1 4. 6 s. led. Three per Cent. Confols. 

In 1807 an Aft was palled “ for draining, embanking, and improving Lands in 
“ the Parilh of Ottringham, in Holdemefs, in the Eait Riding of the County of 
“ York;” which Aft gave the Commiflioners thereby appointed a general power to 
purchafe any Lands which might be wanted for the purpofes of the Drainage in 
the exercife of which power, the Commiflioners gave notice to the Leflees of an 
Eftate of the Crown, called Sunk Ifland, in the Humber, of their intention to 
purchafe certain Lands, part of that Eftate, lying near the Outfall of their Drainage ; 
but as part of thofe Lands were material to the convenience of the Eftate, and the 
King was not named in the Aft as a Party, fubjeft to its provifions, Mr. Fordyce 
refilled that proceeding of the Drainage Commiflioners. His objeft, however, being 
to protect the Crown’s Eftate, and not to interrupt the Drainage, an arrangement 
was made with thofe Commiflioners, by which they were allowed to take 12 Acres 
of the Land, paying for the fame the price of ^488. of which Sum, the proportion 
accruing to the Crown, for its reverfionary Intereft in the Land, was £262. This 
Sum has been laid out in the purchafe of ^386. of the fame Stock. The remainder 
of the price above mentioned, being £226. was paid to the Leflee of the Eftate, 
he continuing to render the fame Rent to the Crown as before the fale of the Land ; 
and the Drainage Commiflioners alfo paid to the Leflee the fura of £s'$q. to be 
expended in improving the Drainage of Sunk Ifland. 

Another Aft was paffed in 1811, “for enabling the Coheireffcs of Edward 
“ Sulyarde, Efquire, deceafed, and their Hufbands, to pay the Sura of Three 
“ ThouGmd Pounds for the benefit of His Majefty, in fatisfaftion for the Claim of 
“ His Majefty, his Heirs and Succeflors, to the Manor and Eftate of Haughlev, in 
“ the County of Suffolk by which it was enafted, that as foon as the faid Sum 
of €‘3,000. fhould be paid into the Bank of England to the Account of the Lord 
High Treafurer, and the receipt for the fame, thereby direfted to be given by the 
Calhier of the faid Bank, fhould be inrolled in the Office of the Auditor of His 
Majefty’s Land Revenue for the faid County, and entered in the Office of the Com- 
miflioners of His Majefty’s Woods, Forefts, and Land Revenues, or the Surveyor 
General of the Land Revenues, the Manor aforefaid, with the Park and Heredita- 
ments deferibed in the Schedule annexed to the Aft, fhould be for ever exonerated 
and difeharged of and from all Claims and Demands of His Majefty, his Heirs and 
Succeffors, in, to, and againft the fame Premifes ; and that fum having been paid, 
we have, purfuant to the direction in the AIL invefted it in the Sum of ^4,790- 
Ss. 4 d. of the fame Stock.

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On part of the Ground at Chelfea, of which a Building Leafe has been granted 
to Colonel Gordon, there was Handing an old Garden Pavilion, which it was necef- 
fary to take down, and the Materials of it were fold to him, under the authority of 
the Lords of the Treafury, for the fum of £200. with which fum ^294. 13^. 2d. 
of the fame Stock has been purchased. The particulars of this Leafe are Hated in the 
Appendix, No. 4. 

And on the Ground in the Green Court, or Palace Court, at Richmond, of 
which a Building Le^fe has b.een agreed to be granted to Whitfhed Keene, Efquire, 
there were Handing fom« very old Cpach-houfes and Stables, which it was needfary 
to take down, in order to enable Mr. Keene to ereft new Coach- houfes and Stables 
of a better clafs, and the Materials were fold to him under the like authority for the 
fum of ^£78. with which £ tig. 5s. %d. of the lame Stock has been purchafed. 
The particulars of the Leafe agreed to be grauted to Mr. Keene are Hated in the 
Appendix, No. 6.

IndvuCtions were 
fubfequently fent to the Land Revenue Department, from the Treafury, to caufe 
an Edimate to be made of the value of the Premifes, and to report the fame to their 
Lordfliips, when they would give the neceffary direClions for completing the faid 
Transfer. Such an Edimale was accordingly made, and the value certified to be 
£.1 1,186. lys. which we reported to the Treafury on the 3d of January lad, and 
requeded the authority of their Lordfliips Warrant to enable us to make forth a 
Certificate of Contract for a Sale to the faid Board, in confideration of that fum. 

We underhand that a Treafury Warrant for that purpofe has been iffued to the 
Board of Ordnance, but it has not yet been brought to us for execution. The Leafe 
of the Premifes expired on the 5 th of April, 1811. 
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This Abstract (hows, that the actual Augmentation of the Land Revenue that 
has arifen from the part of the Property of the Crown let or difpofed of, under the 
new l'yftem of management, is, in Rents and Dividends, £(£80,906. o.c. per 
annum; and in Fines, £.23,708. i6j. 6\d. befides what may have been derived 
from Leafes of Mines, and other property of uncertain produce. 

Mr. 
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Mr. Fordyce, in ht6 Firft Report, after obferving “ That the Cotnmiflioneis of the 
Land Revenue had given it as their opinion, that if the Plans they bad fuggefted 
“ Ihould be followed, the demifed Eftates of the Crown might be expected, under 
** a careful management, to yield at the Expiration of the (then) prefent Leafes, 

“ an Income of about £ 2oo,coo per annum, or at leaft that the value of the de- 
** mifed Eftates, with the Dividends of Stock expected to arife from the Sale of 
“ Fee Farm Rents, which they computed at £ i 2,000 would amount to that Sum,” Trien^ntd»oiti 
Rated, that on comparing the Valuations made, under his authority, of different fmall tdit.pp.21, 23. 
parts of the Eftate of the Crown, preparatory to their being granted on Leafe, with lar 8 eedit - PP-9> 10 * 
the former Valuations of the fame Parts, and alfo with the aggregate Valuation of 
the whole of the faid Eftate by the lateft Surveys, or other Accounts thereof, he had 
the fadsfaction to find, that if the annual Values of the Eftates which had not then 
come under furvey, Ihould, on taking f'refli Surreys, be fouDd to bear to the whole 
a fimilar proportion of Increafe with the annual Value of the Eftates that had been 
fo furveyed, the total value of the demifed Eftates would amount to about £ j 89,250 
per annum ; to which, if there were added the faid Sum of £ 12,000 from Fee Farm 
Rents, the whole would amount to about £ 201,250 per annum, without reckon- 
ing any thing for the Value of Mines let for a fliare of the Ore raifed. 

According to a fimilar mode of comparifon of all the Valuations made under the 
Authority of the Aft of the 34th Geo. III. down to the prefent time , with the former 
Valuations, &c. the total annual Value of thofe demifed Eftates may now be efti* 
mated at about <£“231,160, and the addition thereto of the expected Sum of ,=€T 2,000 
per annum, from the Sale of Fee Farm Rents, (and of which £. 3.764. 10s. jd, 
is now actually in Receipt, as before ftated) raifes the Total to .^243,160 
per annum, exclufive of the Increale from the propofed Improvements which we arc 
about to mention, in Marybone Park, amounting, according to Mr. Nalh’s laft Ef- 
timate, to nearly <£'.40,000 per annum, and making the whole £.283,160 per 
annum. 

HAVING thus briefly explained the Schedules inferted in the Appendix, we fliall 
now mention fuch other matters and things as feem to us neceffary or proper to be 
adverted to in this Report. 

The principle which appears in a great meafure to have regulated the Inquiries of Maryboxi Par*. 
the Parliamentary Commilfioners of Land Revenue, and to have given rife to the 
Acts of the 34th and 48th of His prefent Majefty, by which the Surveyor General 
of Crown Lands was to be governed in the Execution of his Office, naturally led 
Mr. Fordyce to conftder the Increafe of the Revenue which might be derived from 
the valuable Eftate of Marybone Park, upon its reverting to the Crown, as the 
main object in the Improvement of that Eftate ; and this was the view in which he 
prefented the fubject to His Majefty and the Legiflature, in his Firft Triennial 
Report. 

Since we have come to exercife fimilar funftions with his, the fame principle has 
guided us in the confideration of the meafures which our duty has required us to 
adopt, or recommend. "With this impreffion, one of our firft occupations was to 
deliberate on the molt advifablc method of increafing the Income arifing from Mary- 
bone Park, in a manner confident with increafed accommodation to the Public, and 
an elegant addition to that part of the Metropolis. 

It will be feen from his Report laft mentioned, that as far back as the Year 1793 Ibid. 

Mr. Fordyce propoled that he (hould be authorized to employ a Surveyor to examine 
the accuracy of a Map of the Eftate in his Office, and to add to it a general Sketch 
of the adjoining Streets and Lands ; to have this improved Map engraved, and to 
diftribute Copies of it among Architects, with the offer of a confiderable Reward to 
the Perfon who ftiould produce fuch a Plan, as, alter being laid before His Majefty 
and the Lords of the Treafury, fhould be adopted 5 that thefe fuggeftions were ap. 

proved, 
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proved, and Mr. Fordyce empowered to caufe fuch Map to be prepared, and to offe r 
a Reward (not exceeding 1,000) for fuch a Plan as fhould prove fuccefsful on the 
propofed competition. A new Map of the Ground was accordingly formed and 
engraved. 

As the Report, together with the Letter from the Secretary to the Treafury autho- 
rizing fuch offer, had been printed for above twelve years before the time when the 
fubjecl came before us, and copies of the new Map delivered to various Architects, 
there was no reafon to doubt that the matter had become very generally known 
among perfons of that profeilion throughout the Kingdom ; yet the only Plans re- 
ceived during the life of Mr. Fordyce, were three, and all of them from Mr. John 
"White, who had a connection with the Eftate, from being the Agent of the Duke 
of Portland, in the management of it under his Grace's Leafe. 

Indeed we believe it has been found, in many inftances, that profefled Architects 
do not like to bellow their time, and rilk their reputation, in competitions of this 
nature ; and if each of a numerous fet of Candidates had been to be paid for the 
Plans they might fubmit, whether fuccefsful or not, fuch a competition would, pro- 
bably, in the prefent cafe, have been attended with a heavy Expence, in addition 
to that of the Premium. 

On thefe grounds, we were induced to think that it would be inexpedient any 
longer to try the efl'eCt of a competition in the cafe of Marybone Park, particularly 
as the intereft in ir which the Duke of Portland held jointly with the Grown, was fo 
foon to expire* ; and it had therefore become necefTary, that as little delay as poffible 
fliould take place in ultimately deciding how to difpofe of this property. 

After weighing thefe feveral confiderations, we determined to refer the fubjeft to 
the Architects employed under the united Departments of Woods and Land Revenues 
w ho, from their fituations, were likely to give their attention more fully to all the 
circuru fiances connefted with it, than thofe who might have been difpofed to prepare 
Plans with no other view, than as Candidates for the Premium. 

Accordingly, after communicating to them refpeCtively fuch particulars con- 
cerning the Eftate, as the Reports of Mr. Fordyce and other Documents in the Land 
Revenue Department enabled us to furnifh, we directed them (by fpecial Inftruc- 
tions, dated 8th of October 1810) to report what fliould appear to them the moft 
eligible mode in which the Eftate might be laid out and let, fo as to produce the 
greateft prefent Rent to the Crown, as well as the greareft progrellive addition to 
fuch Rent, and the iargeft permanent augmentation of the value of the property ; 
but uniting with thofe objeCts a handfome and commodious addition to the Town, 
fuch as the peculiarly fortunate expofure of the ground feemed to fugged. They were 
defired to accompany their refpeClive Reports with circumftantial Maps or Defigns, 
fully exhibiting the diftribulion of the Ground, and the objeCts of its appropriation, 
according the fchemes of improvement which they fhould feverally recommend ; 
together with Estimates of the probable Expence, and means of carrying fuch fchemes 
into execution, compared with the amount of the expected Revenue. 

In July following, we received Reports and Defigns both from MefTrs. Leverton 
and Ciiawner, ArchiteCls in the Department of Land Revenue ; and from Mr. Nafli, 
one of the Architects for the Department of Woods. 

By the former it was propofed to lay out two thirds of the Ground in Streets and 
Squares, of a ftyle and character in fome degree refembling thofe upon the neigh- 
bouring Eilates of the Dukes of Bedford and Portland, Lord Southampton, Mr. Port- 
man, See. Thefe, they conceived, might be difpofed of in Building Leafes in the 
courfe of a few years. The remaining third part they thought fliould be let out for 
Villas, with Gardens and Paddocks, or for Nurferies. The neceflary Outlay, they 
eftimated at ^8,200, and the Ground Rent, when the Buildings fliould be com- 
pleted, at about £. 23,000, the aCtual Rent at that time being only^. 5,165. 

Mr. 
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Mr. Nafh’s Plan was formed on a different view of the fubjeS. To counter- 
balance the difadvantage arifing from the diftance between Marybone Park and 
St. James’s, Carlton Houfe, the Houfes of Parliament, the Courts of Juft ice, and Places 
of public Amufement, he endeavoured, by confulting pi&urefque beauty, and other 
inducements, which he has explained in his Report, to render the intended new part 
of the Town as attractive as that on its Weftern boundary, in the neighbourhood of 
Hyde PaTk. The Houfes in fuch Streets, Squares, Circuses, and Crefcents, as he had 
defigned, he intended to be in the bed ftyle of architecture, and fo fituated, as to 
harmonize with a Park formed in the interior, and confiding of between 200 and 
300 Acres, with Villas, having Shrubberies annexed, difpoied at various didances 
from its verge, and communicating with an external Drive or Ride round the whole- 
In addition to this, within the Park, in a Valley dividing the Northern part from I5r ( { v . e 1 l { ) ad J l “ j f " s * 
the high ground to the South, which it partly encompafles, he propofed to form a Amotions, °aud " 

large ornamental piece of Water, and on the Eadern fide to edablilh a chain of f ° nne < 1 a, *° P art

Markets, communicating with a Baion and collateral Cut, fupplied from a Canal other Architect*. 

which was then in contemplation, and which was alfo to fumifh the ornamental 
Water. His Edimate of the Money neceffary to be laid out in the execution of this 
Plan, amounted to jf'12,115; the Rent to be expe&ed, to .€’59,429. and the 
yearly value, on the expiration of the Building Leafes, to €’187,724 : So that it 
appears that although Mr. Na(h had confulted beauty and ornament to a very con* 
fiderable degree, he had dill made it a principal objedt of his attention to form hi s 
Plan with a view to a very great increafe of Revenue, fuch being the leading principle 
of our Inftrudtions. 

In tranfmitting the Reports and Defigns in quedion to the Lords of the Treafury, Appendix, No it. 
(on the 7th of Auguft lad) we obferved, that the Report of Meffrs. Leverton and 
Chawner contained many important and feemingly practicable details, concerning 
the redriclions which it would be proper to impoi'e upon Builders, in order to make 
them adhere to the general Outline of the Plan which Ihould be determined upon ; 
the excavation of the Ground, and difpofal of the Soil for Brick-earth ; the formation 
of new Drains, and common Sewers, and the connecting them with the two exifling 
main Sewers called King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, and Hartfiiorne Lane Sewer, which 
they dated to be conveniently fituated for that purpofe. 

With regard to the Report and Defign of Mr. Nalh, we particularized, among 
other Matters comprifed in them, that he had propofed, for the purpofe of draining 
the new Buildings in Marybone Park, and with a view to leffcn the quantity of Drain- 
age by the prefent Sewers which lead from that Neighbourhood, and 10 which it is 
generally underdood that they are becoming daily more and more incompetent,'* the • j n f, a] p ,g_ 
formation of a new fydem of Sewage for the whole of the Diftrict between Marybone 
Park and the Thames ; which, according to his reafoning and calculations, would 
not only remedy the exiding or threatened evils, but might be made a fource of 
Revenue to the yearly amount of .€'19,105. And we fubmitted on the whole, that 
the meafure he had fuggeded appeared to us to embrace fuch a comprehenfive, 
yet, generally fpeaking, rational and practicable fcheme of public Improvement, 
exclufive of the great increafe of the Land Revenue to be expected from it, as would 
call for mature confideration, before any other appropriation of the Ground of 
Marybone Park Ihould be ultimately refolved on. 

But His Majefty’s Government having thought, that, befide6 confidering how the 
annual Value of this Property might be bed improved, it was incumbent on them to 
keep equally in view other purpofes of a public nature, as well as to fecure abundant 
means of free Air andExercife, for the prefervation of the Health of the Inhabitants, 

Mr. Nalh was directed, after an interview with the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
to reconfider thefubjeCt, and alter bis Defign, in the contemplation of fewer Buildings, 
and a greater extent of open Ground. This he accordingly did, dill retaining the 
(189.) D effemial 
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efTential features of the former; and a Copy of his Defign fo altered will be found 
Appx.No.i2.(Cr.) In the Appendix. By thus leflening the intended number of Buildings, the Revenue 
mull, of courfe, fall fhort of his original Eftimate, though probably not in proportion 
to the diminifhed number of Buildings, as, from the increafed extent of Park, the 
Sites for Houfes and Villas may be expe&ed to be let at a higher Rate. Mr. Nafli, 
however, in an Eftimate which he has been directed to make according to this new 
Plan, has not reckoned upon any increafe from that caufc ; and he appears befides 
to have found, upon further confideration and inquiry, that he had in fome inftances 
calculated upon higher Ground Rents than he now thinks likely to be obtained. 
App*. No. 12. (I.) According to this new Eflimate, the immediate Revenue to be expected, when this 
Planfhall be completed, will amount to .£45,268. ijj. 

While thefe different Plans where in agitation, the intention of Government to 
appropriate a portion of the Ground to the ere&ion of Barracks was made known to 
us. This was communicated to the feveral Architects ; and the quantity of 27 Acres 
being firft fpecified as wanted for a regiment of Cavalry, Ground to that extent will 
be found to be laid down in the original Defigns, both of MeTrs. Leverton and 
Chawner, and of Mr. Nafh. But before Mr. Nafh ’s fecond Plan was fini (lied, he 
was directed to add ten farther Acres, for a Barrack for a Detachment of Artillery j 
fo that, in that fecond Defign, 37 Acres have been laid down as defiined for thofe 
Purpofes. 

Appt.N0.r7 (Ft.) On the 22d of October 1811, we received from the Treafury a Minute of that 
'■ ® oar d> acquainting us, “ that their Lordfhips could not approve of the Plan fub- 
“ mitted by MefTrs. Leverton and Chawner, for appropriating fo much of the Eflate 
** to building ; and tliat, with regard to that fumifhed by Mr. Nafh, they were not 
c< at prefect prepared to form any judgment to the full extent of the appropriation 
“ of Marybone Park, in Sites for Streets, Squares, Circuses, and Villas, with oma- 
** mental Water, and Plantations fo difpofed as to impart a high value to the Buildings 
“ fo ereCted ; although they concurred with the Commiffioners of Woods, and with 
“ Mr. Nafh, in thinking it highly expedient that a broad Drive or Road for exercife 
ce on Horfebnck, in Carriages, and on Foot, fhould be immediately formed round 
“ the whole Property : And that their Lordfhips were further clifpofed to aflent to 
“ the Idea of Mr. Nafh, that it may be proper to make Plantations on all fuch parts 
“ of the Ground as are in his Plan, N* 4, marked for Building Ground, except the 
“ Sice of the Barracks, and alfo on fuch parts as lie between fuch Plots and the 
exterior Boundary of the Eflate ; being of opinion, that the covering fo much of 
“ the faid Park with Wood will be extremely ornamental in the Neighbourhood of 
“ the Metropolis, if it fhould hereafter be determined not to ere£l any Buildings ; 
“ and that on the contrary, if the whole or any part of Mr. Nafh’sPIan for building 
“ fhould at any time come to be executed, the exiftence of the propofed Plantations 
“ will obviate that deformity which is occafioncd by the flow progrefs of Buildings ; 
“ and the Trees removed to make fpace for Houfes may be difpofed of at any ftage 
“ of their growth to great advantage. That with this impreffion, their Lordfhips 
“ were pleafed to dired fuch Plantations to be made as are marked out to the South- 
“ ward of the ornamental Water defigned by Mr. Nafh’s Plan, N“ 4 , and alfo fuch 
“ Plantations to the North of the faid Water, as. being confined to the Eafl and 
c‘ Weft fides of that divifion of the Park, would leave a very large fpace open for 
“ Grafs Land ; conceiving that to whatever purpofes the greater part of the Eftate 
t‘ may hereafter be defiined, it is indilpeulable to render the fame as ornamental to 
“ the Metropolis as its fituation allows. And their Lordfhips further directed the 
“ Drive or Road marked on the faid Plan to be formed of a convenient width for 
“ Carriages aad Horfes, and a Turf Walk along the inner Circuit thereof, fenced 
“ from the Park and outward range of Plantation, as fuggtfted by Mr. Nafh.” 
Heceit's Ca^al. There is an object we have already adverted to of a general nature, but ultimately 
connected with both Mr. Nafh's Plans, in refpeft of Improvement both in Revenue 

and 
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and- Beauty, which, during a confiderable part of the prefent Seffion, has been under 
the confideration of Parliament ; we mean the formation of a Canal, called “ The 
Regent’s Canal,” to pais through Marybone Park, and connect that part of the 
Grand Junction Canal which terminates at Paddingdon, with the River Thames to 
the Eafl of London. 

By a collateral Cut from the Regent’s Canal, as laid down in his Second Defign, 
he propofes to eftablifh Markets for the eafy and economical fupply of every article 
of confumpdon to the Inhabitants in and near the Park ; and to thofe Markets, and 
the Rents of the Wharfs. Shops, and Houfes of the Tradefmen and Artificers near 
them, and along the collateral Cut, he looks for a confiderable part of the whole im- 
proved Revenue ; while at the fame dme he propofes to furnifh the ornamental Water 
for the Park from the Canal itfelf. 

We have had feveral occafions to communicate to the. Lords of the Treafury our 
opinion refpecling the advantages or difed vantages which might accrue to rhe Eflate 
of the Crown frdtn this Canal ; dr ft, when the projectors laid their general Plan before 
their Lordfhips ; and afterwards, on the reference, for our confideration, of their 
Bill, when it had palled the Committee of the Houfe of Commons; and we recom- 
mended certain condidons and guards, which if enacted will in our opinion obviate 
any actual or eventual injury, and fecure thofe ends of Beauty and Revenue which 
Mr. Nafh had fuggefted. 

As on thefe the Legiflature itfelf will have to determine, it is unnecefTary for us to 
enter upon them more at large in this place. 

The prefent diflance, and, in many parts, mean and inconvenient accefs, from 
Mar ) bone Park to the parts of Weftminfler between that and the Thames, are 
manifeft drawbacks on the value of the Eftate ; and a more direct and commodious 
line of communicadon, while it would enhance that value, would alfo improve to a 
great extent that of other property, both of the Crown and Individuals, fituated in 
the above diftrict. 

This important objeft had not efcaped the attention of Mr. Fordyce, who has ex- 
plained his ideas of the local and general advantages which would accrue from fuch 
an improvement judicioufly executed, in his Fourth Triennial Report. It appeared 
to us to be fo cffentially connected with the more immediate fubjed of Marybone 
Park itfelf, that in our lnftruftions on that fubjeft we particularly dire&ed the Archi- 
te&s to coufider of the beft and moll practicable means they could devife for die 
accompliftmient of fo defirable a work ; and to accompany their Reports and Defigns 
with deferiptions ol the Line of Street they Ihould refpeftively propofe, with Eftimates 
of the Sums which might be required for its execution ; and Statements of the manner 
in which they (hould think fuch Expcnce might in the whole, or in what proportion 
be afterwards made good to the Public. 

In anfwering this part of our Inftructions, MelTrs. Leverton and Chawner referred 
us to a Line of Communication they had recommended to Mr. Fordyce, upon a 
Survey made by them in December t8o8, and tranfmitted to him by their Letter 
bearing date the 27th of that month, which will be found in the Appendix. It is 
the feme Line which Mr. Fordyce fuggefted in the paflage we have referred to at the 
end of his Fourth Repot t; and proceeds, in a dire&ion pretty nearly ftraight, and 
with a breadth of 70 feet from the Pantheon, till it coincides with the Haytnarkef, 
terminating at the Eafl end of Pall Mall. The Expence they eftimated at .±’290,000, 
and die value of die Fee Simple of the Ground, when vacant for building, 
with frontage to the Street, together with the Materials, at about £ 236,000, leaving 
a deficit of ^'54.000. 

Mr. Nafh has propofed a Street 100 feet wide, in a lefs direct line, but which 
would have the advantage of falling in with Portland Place, and proceeding fo as to 

terminate 
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terminate oppofite to Carlton Houfe, through Streets where many of the Houfes belong 
to the Crown, and are held under Leafes, feveral of which have actually expired, and 
others are nearly expiring. He eflimates the original Expence which would attend the 
execution of every part of his Scheme at £399,803, befides the value of the Materials 
of the Buildings which would be to be purchaled ; but calculates on the other hand, 
that the Rents to arife from the Sites of Houfes on each fide of the new Street, 
would amount to £28,734 per annum, a Sum which would defray the Intereft 
of the original Expenditure, and fupply a Sinking-fund for the liquidation of the 
Capital. 

Since we tranfmitted his Report to the Treafury, Mr.Nafh has reprefented to us, 
that he has reafon to believe that fome of the Infurance Companies would undertake 
to advance the whole Sum neceffary for executing this Street, on the Security of the 
Sites of the Houfes to be erected, and an engagement that thofe Houfes fliould 
be infured with them, at the rate of premium required by other Companies. 

Under the authority of the Minute of the Treafury above quoted, the external 
Drive or Road round Marybone Park has already been nearly completed, and alfo 
molt of the Plantations mentioned in that Minute. And, in purfuance of fimilar 
authority, fince communicated to us, there are treaties depending for building the 
whole of the Circus at the end of Portland Place, (the ground in the centre of which 
has been agreed to be given. up, according to a power veiled in the Crown by the 
A& of 51!! Geo. 111 . cap. 115. to the Veftry of Marybone, in order that a Parifh 
Church may be erected there) , and for Building-Leafes of other parts on theEaft fide 
of the Etlate, near the intended Markets. 

Though Government has not yet come to any exprefs decifion rejecting Mr. 
Nalh’s propofed Communication from Marybone Park to Weltminlter, we have re- 
ceived the directions of the Lords of the Treafury to fufpend for the prel'ent any pro- 
ceedings concerning Leafes which have been or may be applied for, of fuch Houfes 
belonging to the Crown as are fituated in the direction of that intended Street. 



Befides the more important Improvements liitherto mentioned, there are others of 
lefs moment in progrefs in different parts of the Town, molt of which were either 
undertaken or iu contemplation, when Mr. Fordyce’s lalt Triennial Report 
was made. 

The Houfe which was built feveral years ago for the accommodation of the Land 
Revenue Eftablilhment, and has now become the Official Houfe of the united De- 
partments, conftitutes the firll on the North fide of a fpacious and handi'ome Street 
intended to lead from Whitehall, facing the Admiralty, to the River. But the 
rights or claims of the Occupiers of fome old irregular and inferior Buildings, fituated 
nearly on the fame line of frontage, have hitherto prevented the creation of any more 
Buildings, on that fide, correfponding in defign and elevation to the firll intention ; 
and no part of the other fide can ; be executed till after the expiration of the 
Leafe of thofe of an inferior defeription, alfo now Handing there, of which Leafe 
there are (till twelve years to run, when, the Street is meant to be widened to the 
breadth of forty feet. 

Lately, feveral of the Houles on the fame fitter with this Official Houfe, and di- 
vided from it by a vacant fpace, 39 feet in length, have either become empty, or can, 
without any r-eafonable objection, be taken 'immediate poffelfion of on the part 
of the Crown, to an extent, in front, of 1 68 feet, by 1 01 feet in depth ; and our 
Architects have reported, that four, or perhaps five, new Houfes of the firll clafs 

may 
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may be built in that line, on a Building-Leafe for ninety-nine years, at a Ground 
Rent of 2 Guineas per foot, or 336 Guineas in all. 

We have tranfmitted this Report to the Treafury, in order that we may receive 
.authority either to treat for the immediate execution of that Plan, or of fome other 
in the fame dyle of architecture, by which this Property may be rendered equally 
valuable to the Crown and the Public. 

By an arrangement with the Leffees of three inconfiderable Tenements in the fame 
line, that North Side of the Street might be continued dill further Eadward, by 
.three or four more Houfea on the fame fcale. 

In the year 1799, an Act of Parliament palled, which dated in the Preamble, that 
the Avenues and Approaches to the Theatre in the Haymarket called the King’s 
Theatre, were not fufficiently convenient for the accefs of the great number of Car- 
riages and Perfons reforting thereto ; that it would be a great accommodation to all 
perfons reforting to the faid Theatre, by rendering the accefs thereto eafy and commo- 
dious, and would alfo tend to their fafety, by making the faid Theatre more fecure 
from fire, if a new Street were made and opened from the Street called the Hay- 
market, into Charles-dreet, St. James’s Square ; and that William Taylor, Efquire, 
-was willing to lay out and make fuch new Street, and to ereft proper Houfes and Build- 
ings on each fide thereof. The Aft then granted powers to Mr. Taylor, for the purpofe 
of enabling him to make fuch new Street accordingly, provided he (hould execute 
that work within the fpace of two years from the palling of the Aft ; and, if he 
{hould fail in this, then veiling the fame powers in the Lords of the Treafury, or fuch 
perfon as they {hould appoint. Mr. Taylor having failed to perform the condi- 
tion, the powers created by the Aft now remain veiled in the Lords of the 
Treafury. 

Several years before the palling of this Aft the principal part of the Site of the 
Opera Houfe, and other Buildings and Ground near it, had become veiled in 
Mr. Thomas Holloway, by various affignments and other conveyances ; and divers 
applications having been made by him to the Treafury, for the purpofe of obtaining 
l'uch farther intered in the Premifes as might enable him to enlarge the prefent Opera 
Houfe, and finilh it, as well as the new Street, according to fuch plan, and on fuch 
terms as lhould be agreed upon, a correfpondence on that fubjeft had been 
carried on between him and Mr. Fordyce, for a confiderable time before the death 
of Mr. Fordyce. 

In this Hate the matter remained, when the funftions of the Surveyor General 
were transferred to us ; and after much difcuflion with Mr. Holloway, a Plan was 
fixed upon, which it was our Intention to recommend to the confideration of the Lords 
of the Treafury, under dipulations as to the Rents to be paid, and the duration of the 
term to be granted, which we thought would produce a very confiderable improve- 
ment of the Land Revenue, befides effefting the declared purpofes intended by the 
Aft of 1799, and at the fame time contributing to the beauty of that part of tire 
Town. 

The general outline of the Plan was to complete the Street from Charles-dreet to 
the Haymarket ; to extend the front of the Opera Houfe facing the Haymarket, from 
the comer of that new Street, Southwards to Pall Mall ; to widen Pall Mall at the 
Fad end to its larged Breadth, as foon as the Leafe of the Houfes there, which has 
now nearly expired, lhould fall into the Crown ; and to make two fimilar End-fronts 
facing the new Street and Pall Mall, and correfponding in the dyle of their architefture 
with the principal front, according to Elevations which were to be fubmitted 
to the approbation of the Lords of the Treafury. There were to be other leffer Im- 
provements, efpecially in regard to the narrow Lane at the back of the Opera Houfe, 
called Market-lane. 

(189.) E But 
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But when our Report on this fubjeft was nearly ready, a Gentleman who had been 
formerly poflefled of a term not yet expired in part of the Premifes neceflary to com- 
plete Mr. Holloway’s Plan, intimated that he had llill an equitable intereft in that 
part, the legal Title to which appeared to us to be compkmly veiled in Mr. Holloway, 
We have not hitherto had an opportunity of inveftigating this equitable claim ; and 
in the mean time Mr. Nalh’* Plan for the new Avenue from Marybone Park to Weft- 
minder having appeared to us, if it fliould be adopted, likely to make fome modi- 
fication of that of Mr. Holloway neceflary, we have fufpended any further 
proceedings in the Treaty with him till fome determination lhall be come to on 
•that fubject. 

The Leafe of the three old Houfes at the end of Tichbourne-ftreet, and running 
cut to a point between that Street and Piccadilly, will expire on the 5th of April 
next ; and the prefent LelTce of the Crown having applied for a new Grant, an 
opportunity has been afforded, by an agreement he has juft entered into, of making 
further progrefs in the improvement fuggefted by Mr. Fordyce, and authorized by 
the Treafury in 1796. Tbofe old Buildings are to be pulled down, and one Tub- 
ftantial brick MelTuage erefted on a part of the ground, fo as to leave a frontage of 
about 3 1 feet in Piccadilly, and the end or front towards Coventry-ftreet to be fet 
back, andifinilhed with an elliptic Bow, by which an eafier turn will be obtained from 
Piccadilly, the Haymarket, See. into Tichbourne-ftreet, and an enlargement of that 
Street at its Entrance to the lame width as was effected farther on, when the adjoining 
new houfes were built. 

Mr. Fordyce fuggefted to the Treafury fome years ago, that the Entrance into Swal- 
low-ftreet from Piccadilly might be advantageoufly enlarged ; and he was thereupon 
authorized to caufe the four old Tenements (landing on the plot of ground which 
extends from the School attached to the new Scots Chapel in that Street, to Piccadilly, 
to be taken down, and the Ground added to the breadth of Swallow-ftreet, when 
the fubfifting Leafe of thofe Tenements lhould expire. The Leafe includes other 
Houfes in Piccadilly, and will expire on the 19th of December 1815; and in the 
Terms for a new Grant agreed to be made of fitch parts of the Premifes as are to 
continue in Leafe, it has been ftipulated, that immediately on the expiration of the 
prefent Leafe, the LelTees (hall take down thofe four old Tenements, and fet back 
the Line of Swallow-ftreet, fo as to range with the new Scots Chapel to the north ; 
and that the Flank wall of the Houfe in Piccadilly, which will then be at the comer 
of Swallow-ftreet, lhall be repaired, coloured, and pointed, in a fuitable manner, 
for an external wall. By this arrangement, the entrance into Swallow-ftreet from 
Piccadilly will be much improved, and enlarged in breadth from 17 to 30 feet. 

The Plan for rendering more commodious one of the great communications between 
the Weftem andEaftern Divifions of the Town, by widening the narrow Entrance 
into Holbom at the End of Drury-lane, is nearly completed ; feven of the ten new 
Houfes agreed to be ereSed, are already finilhed and inhabited ; and we have reafon 
to believe that the remaining three will alfo be foon built, Meflrs. Cleaver, the Leflees 
of the Crown, having at length fucceeded in concluding an agreement with the pre- 
fent Tenant of one of the old Buildings, for the purchafe of his Intereft in it, which 
he had previoufly refufed to aflign to them upon fuch terms as they thought reafonable, 
and which had therefore prevented the whale of the Improvement from being effected 
at once. v 

It may be proper alfo here to mention, that confiderable progrefs has been made 
towards the improvement of certain property connected with'oilr Department, but not 
entirely under the management of it ; namely the Precincts of the Savoy. The pait? 
of this Eftate belonging to His Majefty, in his feveral capacities of King, and Duke 
of Lancafter, although fettled by the Act of i 2 Geo. III. cap. 42, arc fo intermixed 

with 
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wifh each other, that it has been judged advifable, after much difcuffion and cor- 
refpondence on the fubjeft, between the late Surveyor General and ourfelves, on the 
one part, and the Chancellor and Officers of the Duchy, on the other, that the whole 
■of the property Ihould be placed under the fupermtendence of the Court of Duchy 
Chamber, and that the rent to be received for the whole fpace of ground, when im- 
proved according to a plan for that purpofe, to be approved by both parties, ihould 
be divided between the two Eftares, in the fame proportion as the fuperficial contents 
of the improvable part of the ground belonging to one Eftate bears to thofe of the 
other, with this exception only, that a certain portion of the ground belonging to the 
Duchy, which, by a late Aft of Parliament for building a Bridge over the Thames 49 Geo. II. c. 191. 
from the Precindts of the Savoy, was given up by the Duchy without any remunera- 
-tion, with a view to the fpecial accommodation of His Majeity’s Offices in Somerfet 
Place, ihould be confidered in apportioning the Rent accruing from the whole 
fpace, when improved, between the Eftate of the Crown and that of the 
Duchy. 

We thought it our duty to fubmit, that the remuneration would more properly have 
been made to the Duchy Eftate by the Public, who were to be benefited by the 
Ground fo given up, than by any diminution, however frnall, of His Majefty’s Here- 
ditary Property ; but on grounds of a more general nature, the arrangement we have 
juft ftated was adopted ; and the only difficulty which then ftood in the way of this 
arrangement was a doubt as to the competency of the Officers of the Duchy, under 
•the law, as it at prefent ftands, to grant Building-Leafe* for a longer term than 50 
years, and which would not, we thought, be fufficient to induce Leffecs to ereft 
fuch fubftantial and durable Houfes as might be expefted to be built under the exift- 
ing power of granting, for the more extended term of 99 years, Leafes of the Property 
•under our own management. But a claufe for authorizing the Officers of the Duchy 
to grant Building-Leafes for 99 years, has been introduced into a Bill now before 
Parliament ; and (hould that Bill pafs into a Law, there will be no longer any obftade 
to the immediate execution of an Improvement, which is likely to add much to the 
•ornament and convenience of that part of the Metropolis. 



WE have already mentioned the prevalent opinion concerning the impeded ftate 
of the Drainage or Sewage in the Weftem part of the Town.* The great importance 
'of that fuhjeft, merely viewed as affecting the Value of the extenfive Property of the 
Crown, between Marybone Park and the Thames, independent of other Hill more 
•fericus confiderations, muft be very obvious. Our attention had been already drawn 
to it, when a Propofiuon for forming a covered Sewer from the Eftate of the Biftiop 
of London, through Hyde Park, was referred to us by the Lords of the Treafury, 
for our opinion. We are perfuaded it will not be expeded that we Ihould enter 
here into the difcuffion of a matter in many refpeds of a fcientific nature : but we 
think it our duty to obferve, that among other Documents which we had occafion 
to perufe at that time, certain Reports of a Committee of the Court of Sewers, of 
Mr. Treadgold their Surveyor, and of Mr. Rennie, appear to us juftly deferving the 
attention of Government and the Legiftature ; and we have therefore thought it pro- 
per to infert them in the annexed Appendix.

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Mr. Fordycc, in a Memorial to the Lords of the Treafury, dated the 1 alh of May 
1 802, and inferted in the Appendix to his Second Triennial Report, after obferving, 
that, before the paffmg of the AG of 34 Geo. III. no Covenants ufed to be inferted 
iu the I.cafes of the Landed Property of the Crown. refpeding the management of the 
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Land, but that fince the Eftablilhment of the new fyfterrt under that Ad, fome filch 
Covenants were neceflary, in order to fecure the permanence of the expected Improve- 
ments, and to proted the Property from wafte, proceeded to fubrnit thofe which at 
that time he thought it would be advifable to adopt ; and after a modification of them, 
in confequence of fome correfpondence between the Lords of the Treafury and him, 
the forms of a feries of Special Covenants were fettled, and were inferted in allfub- 
fequent Leafes, unlefs when a departure from any of them was recommended by the 
■Land Surveyor, in which cafe, fuch other Stipulations were fubftiluted as appeared 
to be better fuited to the particular circumftances of the Eft ate. 

But we found that, during the feven years which had elapfed fince that Plan was 
adopted, it had happened on the one hand, in many in fiances, that after a new 
•Leafe had been agreed toby the intended Leflee, with the approbation of the Lords of 
the Treafury, fuch Leflee, upon being made acquainted with the Covenants, had 
refufed to execute the Leafe unlefs fome of them were omitted; and on the other 
hand, we had reafon to apprehend' that Leafes had been accepted containing all the, 

• Covenants, under the perluafion that it would either turn out to be impoffible, ac- 
cording to the prefent eourfe of proceeding with regard to Crown Eftates, to fubflan- 
tiate the infringement of thofeCovenants, orell'e, if fubllantiated, to enforce the penal- 
ties expreffed in the Leafe, or the legal confequences incident to fuch infringement, 
in a manner confiftent with the lenity and indulgence the Leflees might not unreason- 
ably exped to meet with, on the part of the Crown. 

But befides the objedions on the part of the Leflees to certain of the Covenants, 
there werefeveral of them which very experienced Land Surveyors had repeatedly re- 
-prefented as either inexpedient in general, or not adapted to the circumftances of parti, 
cular diftrids of the Kingdom ; and one or more which, as we were informed 
Mr.Fordyce himfelf had come to think ought to be either altered or relinquifhed. 

From thefe confiderations, we were induced to confult the molt eminent Land 
•Surveyors in the ordinary employment of the Land Revenue Department on the 
-ftipulations contained m the eftablilhed Covenants, refpeding Payment of Rent, Fences , 
Drainage, Timber, Wood and Planting, Wajle, Repairs, The genera 1 eourfe of Manage- 
ment , The eourfe of Management during the lafi five years, and The Field Book ; after which 
we laid before the Lords of the Treafury, in a Report dated 15th July lafi, a new 
fcheme of Covenants, modelled and altered in various refpeds, according to the 
beft judgment we were able to form on a comparative view of the different opinions 
and arguments which had been communicated to us by thofe Surveyors. 

By a Letter from one of their Secretaries, of the 29th Odober following, their 
Lordlhips fignified their approbation of the whole of this fcheme, except as to one 
particular in the fifth Covenant concerning the management of Coppice Wood, which 
they directed to be altered ; and a copy of the whole, as they have been printed with 
that alteration, will be found in our Appendix. 

Mr. -Fordyce had alfo eflabliflied a printed form of Inftrudions to be tranfmitted to 
the Surveyors employed, according to the directions of the Ad of 34th Geo. III. in 
the furvey and valuation of Eftates about to be let, direding their attention to the 
.points which he thought of the greateft importance. Befides making thofe Inftruc- 
-tions more fpecial in certain other refpeds, we have added two entire dairies by 
one of which the Surveyors are required to confider and report, with their reafons, 
how far all, or any, and which, of the propofed new Covenants (a copy of winch is 
lent with the Inftrudions) or under any, and what, modifications thereof, or any, 
and what, additional or other Covenants, ought-, in their opinion, to be inferted in 
the Leafe to be granted. 

The expediency of fuch a diredion as this mull be evident, when it is confidered, 
that after all, Covenants framed upon general principles can only ferve as a fort of 
land-marks to guide the Surveyors in the firft inftance, and thofe who are intruded 

with 
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with the management of the Eftates of the Crown afterwards, in determining which 
of fuch Covenants, and what others, may be applicable to the particular Eftate 
under confederation. 

A difficulty had fometimes occurred refpech'ng the Covenants inferted in a Leafe, Aiter-vtiov ht 
even after the intended Leffee had been perfedly apprifed of, and had agreed to, all , FOt 

thofe propofed by the Surveyor General, and approved of by the Treafury, from 
the circumftance that the cuftomary Warrant for making out the Leafe authorized 
the Clerk of the Pipe to infert, not only fuch Covenants as had been fo agreed to 
and approved of, but alfo “ fuch others as he (hould think necefiary for His Ma- 
jefty's Service, and ufual in Leafes of the like nature." Under thofe words, that 
Officer had thought himfelf authorized to make additions to the Covenants, and had 
often exercifed fuch power. But as this might have the effect of throwing the whole 
treaty loofe, by the intended Tenant refufing to execute the counterpart of the Leafe 
with fuch additions, we propofed to the Treafury, that the words above mentioned 
fhould be omitted in future Warrants, and that the Clerk of the Pipe fhould be 
direded to confine himfelf to the infertion of the Covenants contained in the Inftru- Treafury Minute, 
ments called Conffats and Rates prepared in this Office, and annexed to the 21 O&ukcr 1 3 1 1, 
Warrant ; and their Lord (hips concurring in the opinion that it would be expedient Appendix ‘ No - * 3 - 
to difeontinue the Claufe which conveyed fuch power, fignified to us that they had 
direded it to be left out in all future Warrants. 

Since that time, when the terms upon which a new Leafe will be recommended 
are fent to the intended Leffee, a Copy of the printed Covenants, with any altera- 
tions that on the recommendation of the Surveyor we may have approved of, as 
adapted to the pariicular cafe, are alfo tranfiuitted to him, with an intimation, that 
if he agrees to accept the Leafe on the terms and with the covenants fo communi- 
cated to him, a ftrid compliance with thofe Covenants will be expeded and enforced* 

Having had nccafion to apply to the Lords of the Treafury, by our Letter dated

7th of September lalt, tor the money necefiary to difeharge Surveyors Bills to a 

confiderable amount, which had fallen into anear, and thinking it very inexpedient 

that bills of that fort (hould remain unfettled for an indefinite time, we propofed that, 

in future, annual lids of fuch bills as (hould have become due for bufinefs done in 

the preceding year (hould be prepared and laid before their Lord(hi;:s, in order that 

we might then receive the proper Warrants for their payment. This propofition 

was approved of, and the other additional Claufe in our general Inflmdions was Appendix, No. 14. 

framed with a view to this objed ; fuch Claufe diredlng the Surveyor to fet forth in 

his Report the amount of the Account of his charge for the fervice required by the 

Inftrudions, and to annex a Copy of that Account to fuch Report. 

It has fometimes happened, particularly with regard to Leafes of Houfes, that Expense of 
when a Leffee has applied for a renewal a confiderable time before the expiration of Scy- 
the Leafe, and a Survey has been made for the purpofe of afeertaining the terms 
to be required on the renewal, the Leffee has refufed to agree to the terms propofed. 

As, in fuch cafes, it is not probable that the Survey then made would be fufficient 
to afeertaiu the value at the time when the Leafe expires, fo that a new Survey 
would again become neceffary, we have direded by a general Order, that all parties 
applying in fuch cafes (hall be required to fignify that they will undertake to pay the 
charges of the Survey, whether they (hall afterwards agree to the terms to be propofed 
to them, or not. 

When reviewing the matters depending in the Land Revenue Department, we had Lihu-ation oj 
frequent occafion in the cafe of Inclofure Ads where the Intereft of the Crotvnis th.se yeah 
concerned, to obferve that much time had intervened, (fometimes ten years) between 
the pafiing of fuch Ads, and the publication of the Awards of the Commiffioners Inclojuxe Acti. 

(>89-) F appointed 
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appointed to carry them into effeft, The great inconvenience and unneceflary Ex- 
penfe which this has a tendency to produce, is apparent, and has been reprefented 
or admitted by fome of the moll experienced Surveyors, perfons who hare them- 
felves very often a&ed in fuch Coramiffions, and who have declared their ©pinion, 
that in all but very fpecial cafes, where, for inflance, drainage of extenfive diftricts 
or embankments againft the fea, are to be executed under the authority of the Com- 
miflioners, a limitation of three years would allow ample time for every purpofe cf 
fuch Acts. Entertaining ourfelves that opinion, we have eftabliflied, as a rule to 
guide our diferetion, that the parties applying for the confent of the Crown to any 
fuch A£l (unlefs where they (hall (late fatisfaftory grounds for making an excep- 
tion in their peculiar cafe) (hall be required to agree to a claufe, directing that the 
Award (hall be publifhed at or before the end of the third year after the paffing of 
the AS, before we will recommend that fuch confent be given. 

In confequence of this rule, in far the greater number of fuch Private Bills which 
have been introduced during the lafl and prefent Seffious of Parliament, a claufe 
enacting the limitation of three years has been inferted. 

A Lift of the Adis for Inclofures, and other purpofes affedling the Intereft of the 
Crown, which have palled fin.ee the period of Mr. Fordyce’s lad Report, will be 
found in the Appendix. 

According to a computation formed on the recitals of thofe Adis, there is realoa 
to believe that by their operation above 14.0,000 Acres, formerly fubjedl to 
Rights of Common, will become the exclufive property of Individuals difeharged of 
thofe rights. If we fuppofe about one third part of that whole quantity to confift of 
Common Fields already employed in Tillage, there will ftill remain near 100,000 
Acres, which if fit for the production of Corn, will be added to the Arable Land 
in the Kingdom ; and which will probably continue to be farther increafed to a very 
confiderabie extent by fimilar Acts for many years to come. • 



PART II. 

IT dill remains for us to take notice of certain Proceedings, which have been had 
fince the union of the two Departments, relative to feveral Forefls, or reputed Forefts, 
and other Eftates of the Crown, heretofore under the management of the Surveyor 
General of Crown Lands, part of which, it has been thought, might be appro- 
priated to the growth of Timber for the ufe of the Navy. And although the Provi- 
fion of the Statute which has piefcribed thefe Triennial Reports, does not extend to 
the Department of Woods, we think it will be convenient to take this occafion to 
give a fummary account of the principal Meafures which have been adopted in that 
Department, fubfequem to the Reports of ihe Parliamentary Commiflioners, down to 
the prefent time : That account will naturally include a ftaiement of the proceedings 
above mentioned. 

From the Eleventh Report of the Parliamentary Commiflioners, it appears that 
the average annual confumption of Oak Timber, in the confirmation and repairs of 
His Majefty’s Ships in the year 1788, was above 50,000 Loads ; and that the Woods 
on private Eftates could not be relied on for any thing like a regular fupply to that 
amount, their inquiries having led them to conclude that the quantity of large 
Timber on thofe Eftates was in a (late of progreflive diminution, and from the 
operation of various caufes would probably in the courfe of time be totally exhaufted ; 
it having been proved that it cannot be the intereft of individual Proprietors to per- 
mit their new Plantations to grow to the lize neceflary for moil Naval purpofes. 
It was therefore their opinion that a fufEcient quantity of Land belonging to the

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Crown fhould be fet apart for fecuiing in future a certain fupply equal to the mh Report, p.ij. 

above amount, and they computed that ioo,coo Acres would be required for that 

purpofe. 

From that time various attempts which had been made to carry into effeft fome of Firft 
the Plans on which they had founded their hopes of appropriating Land to that ex- 
tent, as Nurferies for Naval Timber, had proved unfuccefsful, and particularly the laige edit. p. .o. 
Bill relative to New Foreft, mentioned in Mr. Fordyce’s Firft Triennial Report, 
which palled the Houfe of Commons*, but according to his expreffion, was “ unfor- • Amo 1792. 
tunately” loft in the other Houfe. 

If the wife and provident enaftments of the Statutes of Charles the Second and 20 c j ias - ”P- 3* 
William the Third, for making fucceffive Enclofures in the Foreft of Dean and the dp. 36. 
NewForeft, had been regularly enforced, thofe two Forefts might by this time have 
been nearly equal to furnifh the annual Supply above mentioned ; but, except 
during the firft years after thofe Laws had paffed, and on two or three more recent 
occafions, when they were attempted to be executed in a manner not warranted by 
their legal conftruftion, they feem to have been almoft entirely overlooked ; and 
when (on the fuggeftion of the Parliamentary Commiifioners) it was intended to make 
them again available, it was found, after confulting the Law Officers of the Crown, 
that from the non-compliance with the conditions neceffary for continuing them in 
force, it bad become very doubtful whether they could now be acted upon, without 
new authority from the Legillature. 

In confequence of this opinion, it was thought advifable to pafs the Declaratory 48 G. III. cap. *3. 
Aft of jSGeo. 111. cap. 72. Since that Time Enclofures and Plantations, to the 
extent intended by thofe two former Statutes, have been undertaken, and are now 
nearly completed in both Forefts. 

It appears from authentic information, and ftatements, which have been before us, 
that the Tonnage of the Navy in 1806, amounted to .776,057 Tons, which at i-J load 
to a Ton (the ufual calculation ), would have required, to build the whole, 1,164,085 
Loads ; and, taking the average duration of Britiffi-built ships to be fourteen years, 
the annual average quantity of Timber requifite for fuch a Navy, would be 83,149 
Loads, exclufive of Repairs. 

The average annual quantity actually ufed both in building and maintaining, or 
repairing, the Navy for eighteen years, from the ift of January 1789 to the ill of 
January 1806, has been calculated at 85,202 Loads; but the average quantity in the 
Prizes taken during thofe eighteen years, exclufive rf re-captures, had been 21,341 
Loads, which, dedufted from the whole number of 85,202 Loads, leaves 63,861 
Loads. 

The great increafe of the Navy, both by building and capture, between the begin- 
ning of the above period of eighteen years and the year 1806, will account for the 
finallnefs of the difference between an annual confumption of 83, 1 49 Loads, calculated 
according to the quantity of Navy Shipping in the laft year of that period, exclufive 
of Repairs, and only 85,202 Loads on the average of the whole period, including 
Repairs. 

We have not afeertained how much ought to have been added to the 83,149 Loads 
for annual Repairs ; but as it has been dated generally, that from 1 00,000 to 1 20.C00 
I.oads by the year would be neceffary to maintain the Navy on its prefent footing, it 
follows, if we take the medium of 110,000 Loads for the whole, that about 27,000 
of that number would be annually employed in Repairs. 

If for building and repairs together the whole annual demand is put at 110,000 
Loads, then, after deducting 2 1 ,341 Loads as the average of Prizes, the annual quan- 
tity neceffary to be provided for both purpofes will be 88,659 Loads. 

It 
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It does not feera an unreafonable fuppofnion, that of thefe 88,659 Loads, 28,659 
may in future be fupplied (even afluming what is extremely probable, that little or 
no Oak fhall be fuffered to remain on private eftates till they attain the fize of large 
timber) by the introdudiion of a greater quantity of other forts of Wood in the con- 
ftruflion of Ships of War, and the ufe of other means and refources to economize Bri- 
tifh Oak, on account of the increafing fcarcity of that fort of Timber. 

This leaves 6o,oco Loads of fuch Oak as the quantity which would be fufficient 
annually to fupport, at its prefent unexampled magnitude, the whole Britifli Navy, 
including Ships of War of all forts, but which may be taken as equivalent, together, 
to 20 Seventy-fours, each of which, one with another, contains about 2,000 tons, or 
would require, at the rate of a load and a half to the ton, 5,000 Loads, making just 
60.000 Loads for Twenty fuch Ships. 

It is a current opinion, that not more than Forty Oaks can be produced and grow 
to maturity on an acre of land ; and in feveral of the Anfwers to the printed Queries 
which the Surveyor General of Woods, &c. circulated intheyear 1808, and of which 
he tranfinitted a copy to the Lords of the Treafury, they had been put at a fmaller 
number ; but on the other hand there is reafon to believe, from the actual experience 
of feveral very intelligent Owners and Managers of extenfive Oak Woods and Plant- 
ations in different parts of England, that in a favourable fituation, and with proper 
management, more than Eighty fuch trees may be produced on one Acre*. 

Adhering, however, to the above average of Forty to the Acre, and taking the aver- 
age quantity of timber in each tree at a load and a half, 1,000 Acres will, at the end of 
one hundred years, the period of time generally allowed for the full growth of an oak, 
produce 60,000 Loads, or enough, with the concurrent refources of capture, &c. 
above mentioned, to maintain the Navy on its prefent fcale for a year. 

And, according to this deduction, 100,000 Acres would be requifite, and 
adequate, if fo planted and managed that the Timber on each 1 ,000 could be felled 
in fucceflive years, and that 1,000 immediately replanted, for maintaining a Navy 
like the prefent for ever. 

If the above general condufions can be taxeu as fuifficiently ellabUfhed, the remain- 
ing confiderations mull be, 

I. How the 100,000 Acres are to be obtained: 

II. In what courfe or rotation to be planted : 

III. How the annual fupply is to be furnilhed, till the timber to be railed in them 

fhall progrefiively arrive at the requifite maturity. 

I, On the firft of thefe points, the late Surveyor General of Woods, &c. Lord 

Glenbervie, in his Report to the Treafury, bearing date the 11th of April 1809, 
fubmitted a Statement which he had formed on a confideration of the circumflances 
of the different Royal Forefts, as they appeared to him at that period ; the refult of 
which was that about 60,000 Acres might be reckoned upon from thofe Forefts. 

In addition to this quantity, he fuggelted that the remaining 40,000 might 
probably be obtained, 

ifl. From Forefl Lands in the Duchy of LancaftCr : 

• On the Divifion of Needwood Foreft, under an Act of 41 Geo. III. cap. 56, 3,000 
Acres were appropriated in Severalty to the Crown, and of thefe, 1,000, then confid- 
ing of Wood Land, have been filled up in the vacant pans with young Trees of dif- 
ferent forts. 

cdly. From the allotments to the Crown on the Divifion of Waites and Commons, 
where the King is Lord of the Soil, or has other Rights. 

3 dl y* 
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II. — If Oaks planted in ioo.cco Acres could be fuppofed to attain their maturity 
exaftly in 100 years, and thofe growing on each 1,000 Acres, were to be cut in fuc- 
ceffion annually, the proper courfe would be to plant but 1 ,ooo the firft year, and a like 
number of Acres every fucceffive year, fo that the lalt 1,000 Acres would not come to 
be planted, nor the firft to be replanted, till 10c years after the commencement of the 
operation. 

But it is impoflible to fuppofe that this could in fa£t be the cafe. On account of 
differences in the foil, expofure, quality of the Seeds, accidental ftate of the weather, 
and other caufes, the growth of different Trees in the fame Plantation, as well as of 
Trees in different Plantations, muff vary very confiderably. In fome inllances, all, 
or fome of the Trees in the Plantations of the fame year, will have attained their 
maturity in lefs than 100 years, in others, not till after the expiration of that 
period. 

It is further to be obferved, that according to the majority of the opinions collected 
from experienced judges of the fubjedt. Trees, after they have reached their maturity 
and full growth, will continue ftationary, and without any fenfible deterioration, for a 
very connderable fpace of time. 

It cannot be expected that any operation, the completion of which is to continue 
in the uniform annual execution of particular pans of it, through a progrefGye 
feries of fo many years, would not be materially deviated from, or relinquilhed before 
its completion, whatever means of prevention the Government which adopts it might 
eftablifh. 

Gonfi derations of this fort induced the Surveyor General to think that the whole 
ioo,®oo Acres (which ought to be fixed upon and appropriated as foon aspoffible) 
fliould be enclofed and planted at the rate, on the average, of about 4,000 Acres 
annually. The whole would thus be completed in 25 years, a portion of time during 
which it may be reafonable to fuppofe, that fome of thole who may have had a concern 
(i 3 g.) G in 



3dly. From fimilar allotments within the Duchies of Lancaiier and Cornwall. 

4thly. By the acquifition, either by purchafe, exchange, or otherwife, of Lands 
locally fituated within the different Royal Forelts, but in the occupation and confidered 
as the property of individuals, whether originating in legal title, or in encroachments 
beyond the time within which poffeffion may be queflioned. 

5thly. By the purchafe, either abfolute or qualified, of Woodlands, conveniently 
fituated, and lying together in fufficicnt extent, from private Owners. 

6fhly. By purchafing out, or fullering to expire without renewal, Leafes of part of 
the Domains of the Crown, either Oak Coppices, or Land where Oak Timber has 
formerly grown, or which fhall be deemed fit for the growth of Oak. 

It has been objected to fuch non-renewal or refumption of the Leafes of any part 
of the cultivated EAares of the Crown, that “.in the prefent date of the agriculture of 

the Kingdom, die produce of Food being infufficient for the Population, it would 
* c not be advifable that any part of the cultivated Ellatcs of the Crown fliould be 
" planted.” 

But if it fliall be found expedient, in fome cafes of new Plantations on the Eflates 
of die Crown, to include portions of Pafture or Com Land, the part fo abftraSed from 
the production of Food will be compenfiited ten-fold by the divifion in Severally of 
various Royal Forefts and Waftes • which has taken place for fome years part, and is 
likely to be continued, in confequence of which many thoufimd Acres, which otherwife 
could never have been ufed in railing Corn, have been, and will be, fet at liberty for 
that mode of cultivation. 
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in the adoption of that plan, may live both to take a part in its gradual execution, 
and to fee it brought to a conclufion. 

III. — If the firft Fall of Navy Timber from the propofed Plantations of 1 00,000 
Acres cannot be reckoned upon in lefs than too years from the prefent time, it becomes 
a matter of the molt anxious concern to examine how the necefiary demand is in 
the mean time to be fupplied. 

But here it is to be remarked, that the adoption of the propofed meafures for fo 
remote a fupply in future will not in the lead clafli with, or impede, the necefiary 
intermediate provifion. 

The chief refources for that provifion feem to be, 1. Whatever Oak Timber (till 
remains in the Royal Forefts, either proper now to be felled, or in different ftages 
of its growth : — 2. The Oaks of the fame defcription in the other Woodlands of the 
Crown, to be rcfumed or referved in the manner above mentioned : — 3. Whatever 
there is of the fame fort upon private eftates : — 4. As in the latter thinnings of the 
Plantations, and long before the lapfe of the 100 years, many Trees muff: be felled 
which have acquired the contents of from 20 to 40 cubic feet or upwards, (and it 
appears by returns in the Office of Woods, that Trees of thofe inferior fizes are 
fometimes accepted for the ufe of the Navy,) a considerable quantity of Timber may 
be obtained from thofe thinnings. Indeed, although 100 years have been aflumed 
in the foregoing reafonings and calculations, as the period when Oaks will acquire 
the average contents of a load and a half, there is great reafon to believe, that in 
favourable foils and fituations, they will grow to that fize much fooner ; as it is certain 
that they will often continue to thrive and increafe long afterwards : — 5. The impor- 
tation from beyond Seas, of Oak, the growth either of our own foreign territories, 
or of other countries : — and, 6. The ufe of other Sorts of Wood which may have 
been proved fit for the conftruction of Ships, whether the produce of the United 
Kingdom, of America, or of the Weft or Eaft Indies. 



What follows will (how what has attually been done or undertaken, in both 
Departments, in profccution of the Plans for raifing Navy Timber, above detailed. 

The fpecific Number of Acres authorized under the Acts before mentioned to be 
enclofed and planted in Dean and New Forefts, is — In Dean Foreft 1 1,000 Acres j 
in New Foreft 6,000 Acres. 

By an A£t of die 50th of Geo. III. c. 1 15, there have been appropriated in Seve- 
ralty to the fame ufe, in Bere Foreft 1,400 Acres. 

By Bills now depending, if they pafs into Laws, diere will be obtained, in Alice 
Holt Foreft 1 ,600 Acres ; in Woobncr Foreft a, 000 Acres ; in Parkhurft Foreft 
from 750 to 1, coo Acres j and in Delamere Foreft from 3,000 to 4,000 Acres. 

I11 the Forefts of Whittlewood, Salcey, and Whichwood, there are fundry Coppices, 
the Timber in which belongs to the King. Of thofe in Whittlewood, the Under- 
wood is the property of his Grace the Duke of Grafton, who is Grantee thereof, and 
of the office of Warden of the Foreft, in fee. In the two others the Underwood 
belongs to the King, fubject, in the cafe of Whichwood, to a Leafe for three exifting 
Lives to the Duke of Marlborough, and in Salcey, to the life eftate of Lord 
F.ufton. Thofe Coppices are thrown open to the King’s Deer and the Cattle of the 
Commoners, at the end of 8 or 9 years from the time when they are enclofed, after 
each cutting of the Underwood, at which period the growth of the maiden Oaks cr 
Shoots which had fprung up from healthy (tools fincethe former cutting, is feldom 
fuch as to put them out of danger from thofe animals ; and therefore the (lock of 

growing 
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growing Trees or young Plants in thofe Coppices, has never been fufficient to 
furnifli the quantity which ought by Law to be ultimately left there. 

A method has occurred of aiding this fpontaneous production, by planting after 
each cutting a confiderable number of young Oaks, of fuch a fize as to be beyond 
all danger from the Cattle and Deer, at tile end of the limited number of years. 



In various in fiances, Oaks planted out, when of that fize, in Dean and Bere Append!*, No. 
Forefts, and elfewhere in Parks and open Commons, and even unprotected by p ‘ l6/ ' 
fencing, have not only taken firm root, and grown kindly, but, (in fome of thofe 
infiances) have in the fpace of 60 years come to yield from a load to a load and a half 
of Timber. 

Thefe fads having been Hated to Lord Francis Spencer, to whom the Wardenfliip 
of Whichwood, and the Leafe of the Coppices there have been afligned, and to the 
Duke of Grafton, they readily contented to the Plan of making the experiment in 
the different Coppices in each of the faid Forefts fuccefiively, as they come to be cut 
and re-enclofed in the courfe of the eftablifhed rotation. 



Suppofing this plan to fucceed, we may add, to the quantity already enumerated, 
the whole of the Coppices in queftion, amounting to 6,439 Acres. 

There are, befides, Encloftires in the different Forefts belonging in Severalty to 
the Crown, now appropriated to the growth of Navy Timber, confifting in the 
whole of 1, 1 50 Acres. 

Of Woodlands on other Eftates of the Crown which have been ufually demifed, Woodlasdj 
there have been actually referved out of the renewed Leafe of the Manor and Efiate c»ow» S 
at Eltham, 295 Acrc3. And it is propofed to retain, out of l'everal other Eftates, 
for which there are treaties now depending for new Leafes, to the amount of 863 
Acres. 



Authority has been given to treat for the purchafe of certain Woodlands in the 
County of Kent, fituated very near to His Majefty’s Dock- Yard at Chatham, con- 
fifting of 227 Acres. 

By the Bere Foreft Aft above mentioned, and the Bills {till depending for dividing 
and enclofing Parkhurft and Delamere Forefts, power is given to the Crown to pur- 
chafe, for the exclufive purpofe of Navy Timber, the allotments made and to be 
made to individuals ; and having been empowered by the Treafury to treat for fuch 
purchafes in Bere Foreft, we have already received propofitions from two Gentlemen, 
for the Sale of their Allotments there.

GIVEN TO TREAT 
FOATHEPURCHASI

There are two very extenfive trafts of Land, which, like Delamere, appear to 
have been formerly Royal Forefts, and of which the Soil belongs to the Crown, viz. 
the Foreft of Brecknock, in the County of Brecon, and that of Exmoor, in the 
Counties of Devon and Somcrfet. 



The Foreft of Brecknock confifts of 40,000 Acres ; but of this, as appears from Brpocn-ocr 
a Report made by a Perfon who has been employed to furvey it, there are only about Forest. 
2,000 Acres fit for the growth of Oak. Under the Aft of 48 Geo. III. we have a Cap 

power, with the approbation of the Lords of the Treafury, to fell the whole of the 
King’s Intereft in this Eftare ; and though it would be very defirable to retain thofe 
2,000 Acres in the Hands of the Crown, yet the Rights and Claims over the whole 
are of fo complicated and extenfive a nature, that an attertpt to divide and enclofe it 
in the manner of Bere Foreft, and the others we have mentioned, appropriating a 
due proportion to His Majefty, might be attended with infurmountable difficulty. 

We therefore think that the beft courfe will be, to fell the entire Intereft of the 
Crown in Brecknock Foreft by Auftion, or otherwife ; when, we truft, we may 
be authorized by the Legiilature to apply the produce of fuch Sale to the purchafe of 
other Woodlands, better fituated and Ms objectionable in other refpefts. 

The 
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Esiiooi Fonsx. The Forefi of Exmoor is laid to contain about 20,000 Acres, and we have fome 
reafon to hope that part of it may be found proper for planting with Oak. A Memo- 
rial to the Lords of the Treafury, by the Leffee of this ERate for a renewal of his 
prefent Leafe, which will expire in the year 1814, having been referred to the late 
acting Surveyor General of Land Revenue, wc ordered a Survey to be made in the 
ufual courfe, and infiru&ed the Surveyor particularly to report his opinion on that 
point. 

Should the refult of this Survey confirm the expectation we have been led to 
entertain, we hope it may be found practicable, with the confent of Perfons having 
Rights of Common over this Eftate, to obtain an Act of Parliament for dividing it, 
and appropriating the portion allotted to the King in the fame Manner, and for the 
fame exclufive ufe, as has been done with refpeCt to his Majefiy’s fhare of Bere 
Foreft. 

Rockingham In the Ninth Report of the Parliamentary Commifiioners, they recommended, 
Ioks.t. for the reafor.s therein Rated, that an A£t of Parliament fhould pats, by which His 

Majefty fhould be empowered to appoint Commifiioners or Truitees to treat feparately 
with Lord Weftmorland, Lord Exeter, Lord OfTory, and Mr. Hatton, the Grantees 
of the different Offices in Rockingham Foreft, for the Sale of the Intereft which the 
Crown had over each of their Eftates therein, on fair and reafonable Terms. 

It was afterwards found that a more convenient mode of executing this purpofe 
would be by diftinft Ads, enabling His Majefty to make feparate Grants to each of 
thofe Perfons in Fee Simple, of the remaining Interefts of the Crown in and upon 
their feveral Difirids, for an adequate confideration in money, the fame to be valued 
and afeertained by the proper Officers of the Crown ; and accordingly four different 
A&s paffed for that purpofe. 

Triennial^ eport After a negotiation between Lord Weftmorland and Mr. Fordyce, the particulars 

fmallcdii. p. 15. of which are fet forth in his Third Triennial Report, the price to be paid for His 
larftMrdH.pp. 1x8 ^i a j e fty’ s Rights in his Lordfhip’s part of the Foreft*, was fixed at the Sum of 
* Supra, p. 6. ^10,038. 15s. 6d. and, as Rated in the preceding pait of this Report, that Sum 

having been paid into the Bank of England, with IntereR thereon to the day of 
payment, has been laid out by us, in the purchafe of 17,867. os. 8d. Three per 
Cent. Confolidated Annuities, according to the terms of the Ad. 

Similar treaties had alfo been entered into by Mr. Fordyce with Lord Exeter and 
Lord Offory; but Lord Exeter having died in the mean time, and theTruftees under 
his Will having declined coming to an ultimate fettlement until the tranfaclion with 
Lord Weftmorland fhould be finally concluded, the fum they were to pay was not 
completely fixed till very lately. They have now agreed to the price propofed by 
Mr. Fordyce, amounting to ^1,556. 4s. 2d. 

In the cafe of Lord Offory, certain quefiions, relative to the nature and value of 
t he refpedive rights of the Crown and his Lordfhip, arofe in the courfe of the nego- 
tiation between liim and Mr. Fordyce j and no final fettlement had been ceme to at 
the lime of Mr. Fordyce’s death ; but during laR fummer, in confequence of an 
agreement between Lord Offory and us, thofe quefiions were referred, under the 
authority of the Lords of the Treafury, to Arbitrators mutually named, with liberty 
to choofe an Umpire, if they fhould differ in opinion. The decifion of thofe Arbi, 
trators will fix the fum to be paid by Lord Offory, and we have reafon to expect 
that decifion in the courfe of a few weeks. 



As the whole of this money will be the produce of His Majefiy’s Forefi Property, 
we fubmitted to the Lords of the Treafury, that it might be fit to propofe to Parlia- 
ment to authorize the re-transfer of the .£’17,867. os. 8d. Three per Cent Confo- 
iidated Annuities above mentioned, and to dired the Application of the fum pro- 
duced by that re-transfer, as well as of thofe to be paid by Lord Exeter and Lord 

Offory 
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Oflory, to the purchafe of Lands fit for the growth of Navy Timber ; and a claufe 
has been introduced for that purpofe into a Bill refpecting the management of the 
Forefls, now depending in the Houfe of Lords. 

Mr. Finch Hatton, though entitled to the benefit of the AS authorizing the Sale 
to him of the Crown’s Intereft in his part of Rockingham Foreft, has, hitherto, de- 
clined entering into any Treaty for that purpofe. 

It was once our intention to conclude this Report with an account of the methods 
of Planting which have been purfued in the new Enclofures in Dean and New Forefls, 
under the immediate direSion and fuperintendence of the late Surveyor General of 
Woods, and his Deputies. This, however, would lead to a greater detail than feems 
neceffary on this occaGon ; we, therefore, content ourfelves with the infertion in 
the Appendix of certain Statements of Fads and Opinions, explanatory of rhofe 
methods, and illullrative of the principles on which they have been adopted. 

The Enclofures and Plantations hitherto executed have coll at the rate of about 
^5 per Acre, which Expenfe has been defrayed from the Fund in the Bank, arifing 
from the Sale of His Majefly’s Timber.

My Lords, Office of Woods, &c. nth September 1810. 

TT A V ING taken the Oath prefcribed by the Aft of the ljift Seffion of Parliament (5c Geo. IIL 
■ cap. 6 5. feft. 5.) before Mr. Baron Wood, a Certificate of the Adminiftration of which 
has been indorfed on the back of the Letters Patent by which we are appointed; We have, 
this day, entered upon the execution of the Duties prefcribed by the faid Aft, ami our Com- 
miffion ; and Lord Glenbervic haying Rated to the Board that it had appeared to him, as well 
from the terms of the Treafury Minute of the 26th of September 1809, and the tenor of the 
fajd Aft of Parliament, as on tire beft attention he had been able to give to the fubjeft, that it 
was the intention of Government, and would be necefiary, that various arrangements flrould 
be made by the authority of your Lordflfips, for the due and prQper conduct of the aflairs of 
the Two Departments, now united and placed under the Management of this Board ; and that 
he had therefore thought it his duty, ever fince the paffing of the faid Acl, maturely to con- 
fider of the nature of tire bufinefs of the faid Departments, and to confer repeatedly refpefting 
tire fame with tire principal and confidential Officers of each, in order to form the beft opinion 
in his power concerning the moll convenient method of diftributing and executing the various- 
details which will fall under the management of this Board, among fuch an Eftablifhment of 
Officers and Clerks, in refpeft both of numbers and appointments, as will in his judgment be 
required for tire purpofes aforefiml, and that he had accordingly prepared, and reduced into 
writing, a Plan, for fuch Eftabliflrment of Officers aird Clerks, together with various Obfer- 
vations explanatory thereof ; and he having laid the faid Plan before the Board, the fame was 
taken into confideration ; and the two other Commiffioners, to whom he had communicated the 
faid Plan previoufly to this Meeting, concurring with him, as far as their prefem limited know- 
ledge of the fubjeft will admit, in the opinion that the Eftabliflrment therein propofed will be a 
proper Eftabliflrment for the due performance of the combined Duties of the two Departments* 
we beg leave to fubmit the laid Plan to your Lordlhips, and requefl your decifion and direc- 
tions thereon.

[t is prefumed that the meafure of uniting the two Departments would never have been 
adopted, if Government had not been perfectly fatisfied that advantages, infinitely greater 
than to counterbalance that fmall additional Expenditure, would refult from it. 

It is true the propofed charge will exceed, to a confiderably larger amount; thofe of the two 
Offices as they have ilood fince Lord Glenbervie was re-appointed ; becaufe, fince that time, 
there has been a dedu£tion of £ 1,000. a year from the Salary of the Surveyor General of 
Woods, and the extinction of the Office of Superintendant of Dean Foreft, the Salary whereof 
was £400. a year; and there will be a faving arifir.g from die faleof the prefent houfe of the 
Office of Woods, which may be put at not lefs dian ^300. a year. 

But it is fubmitted, that upon every fair view of the fubjecl, this fum of £\,noo. actually 
gained from the former Eftablifliment, and which it is conceived mull be confidered as remain- 
ing cxclufivelv applicable to the proper objects of Expenditure in the Department of His 
Majefty's Woods, Forefts, Parks, &c- or at leaft as not merging in die general revenue of ;!ie 
State, cannot be applied to more juft and advantageous purpofes than, ill. To raifmg the 
Salaries of the different Officers and Servants, fo as to bear l’uch a. proportion to thole annexed 
to fimilar Gtuations in other Departments of the State, as the qualifications they require, the 
duties they have to perform, and die increafed prices of all the neceffaries of life would have 
demanded, if the prefent meafure had never been adopted : — Anti stdly. To fuch addition of 
Clerks as has now become indifpenfible, the bufinefs of the Office of Woods, &c. (and it is 
believed of the other) having increafed fo much, that notwithftnnding the extta Clerks whieh 
it has been found necefiary to keep almoft in conftant employment, the ordinary Clerks, during 
a great part of the year, have been obliged to work at extra hours, often very early, and very 
late, in order to keep the various Books and Writings in a tolerable degree of forwardnefs. 

In the feparste Departments, diere are at prefent two perfons who have been heretofore 
employed under the refpeclive Surveyors General in all direct communications with the Trea- 
fury, and in the moft confidential and refponfible bufinefs; thus exercifing thejuuclisru of 
official Secretaries for the refpeftive Ofiices. And though for the important confiderations 
fuggefted to the Legiflatureby the Commilfioners of Land Revenue, Government have thought 
it advifable to propofe, and Parliament to famftion, the meafure of placing all His Majefty’s 
Eftates in Forefts, Woods, Lands, Houfes, &c. under the Management of the fame Board, yet, as 
there are various reafons, which will readily occur to thofe acquainted with the courfe of bufinefs 
in the refpeclive Departments, for Hill keeping feparate and diftinift the details of the proceed- 
ings in each, it has been thought due to the former fervices of thofe perfons, whofe functions 
have been, in many refpedls, very analogous, and that it will be the beft means of avoiding 
djfiatisfacUon from any feeming preference of either, to recommend that they fhould be placed

pcrfons in the two Offices, who hay? equal pretentious, may, as far as poffible, have equal 
emoluments. 

The further Qbfervations on the propofed Plan are Gated under die four following heads : 

1 ft. The Salary propofed to be apnexed to each Office. 

2d. The progreffive*mcreafc. 

3d. The addition to the number of Clerks on die Eftablifbment ; and 
4th. Allowances of fuperannuatipn. 

tft. The Seale of Eflabliflimcpt propofed in the accompanying Statement will be found, ons 
Ebmparifon with thofe of other Departments, where the pcrfons employed require like quali- 
fications, and have to exercife like functions, to be very moderate. 

In the Departments of the Navy and Vi&uaUing Offices, die Secretaries have Salaries of 
^T,200. or £ 1,400. a year qnd ike /ffliflaut. Secretaries, and Secretaries to the Committees of theft 
Boards , £8 c®. ayear. The Secretary to die lately eftablithed Board of Auditors has £900- 
a year and die two temporary Secretaries to the Subdivifion Boards of Audit, £ 700. a year, 
after five years fervice : The Secretary to the Comptroller of £rgiy Accqupts £800, a yeay ; 
and the Secretary to the Commiffioners for die Sale of Land, for die Redemption of the 
Church and Corporation Land Tax, £-joo. a year. The Salary of die Deputy Surveyor 
General, or Secretary, in die Department of Crown Lauds, was propofed by Mr. Fordyce, 
in a Rcprefentadon to foe Lords of the Treafury, dated 29th January 1 806, to be made £ 8pc. 
a year, which fum Mr. Fordyce Hated to be in his opinion no more than a fair compenfatjon 
for the Fees which were abolifhcd, and the great increafe of bufinefs which had taken place it} 
every branch qf his Office ; and this Salary was approved of by the Board of Treafury, as 
fignified in a letter from Mr. Freemantle, dated die 10th of December 1806. But Mr. 
Fordyce having afterwards found it neceflary tp new model the Eftablifliment, and fubdivide 
the bufinefs of his Office, and to create a new Department for Leafes of Houfes, inltead of 
applying to the Treafury to be allowed an adequate Salary for die perfon to be placed at the 
head of that Department, made proviGon for fuch Salary, by reducing the Salaries which bad 
been before landioned for the other Officers of his Eftabrifhment. 

The Senior Clerks, who have the charge of the particular Departments in the Navy and 
Victualling Offices, have Salaries of from £600. to £jco. a year. The Infpe&ors in the 
Audit Office, ^vhofe duties are analogous to thofe of Senior Clerks, have from £500. to 
£800. a year, according to their rank and length of fervice ; and in the very recently modified 
Eftablifliment of die War Office, from ,56:400. to £ 700, a year. 

The Chief Clerks (of which defcription none are propofed for this Eftablifliment) in the 
Offices of the Secretaries of State, Treafury, Admiralty, War Office, and Paymafter General’s 
Office, have much larger Salaries than thofe which are fuggefted for any of the appointments- 
in die propofed Eftablifliment. 

The amount of Salary, and fcale of increafe, propofed for the Junior Clerks, is fimilar to 
what has bran adopted in fomc, and recommended for others, of the Offices above referred 
tp. The Junior ellablithed Clerk in each of the two Departments of Woods and Land Revenue 
has, at prefect, £15 o. ayear. 

The finall propofed increafe to the Salaries of the prefent under Officers in the two Depart- 
ments, will only place them on a footing with perfons of the like defcription in many other 
Offices i and confidering the dearnefs of every article of life, will be hut barely fufficient for 
their maintenance, and that of their families •, and though it would probably be thought harfh 
to difmifs any of them, on account of an arrangement which they could not have had in con- 
templation, when placed in dieir refpective fituarions, or to put fuch of diem as had fimilar 
duties under the two Eftabiifhments, on a different fcale of allowance, on which account it is 
fubmitted that each of the two Door-keepers ffipuld for die prefent have the fame Salary, yet 
it is propofed, that upon a vacancy by the death or removal of one of them, there fhould be in 
future one only Door keeper. With reflect to the prefent Office-keeper at the Land Revenue 
Office, it is not propofed to Increafe her finall allowance of ^'35. a year, as her hulband is 
one of die Meflengers ; but though her place need not be fupplied oa a vacancy, it will pro- 
bably hardly be thought aidvifably to difeontinue that finall allowance, until fuch vacancy fhall 
happen. 

The private Secretary to the late Surveyor General of Crown Lands haying been allowed a 
Salary of £"jc. a year, the propofed Salary of £ 100. a year to the perfon whom the firft 
Comrniffioner fhall felecl to be his private Secretary, caunot, it is prefumed, be confidcred as 
unreafonable. 

2d, The Plan of a progreffive Augmentation of Salaries, according to the length of fervice, 
and die extenfioii of the benefit thereof to paft fervices, has been followed in mod of the 
public Departments where the Eftabliihments have been lately formed, or modified. In a 
comparatively finall Eftablifliment, where occafions of promotion can but feldom occur, the 
adoption of fuch a plan is almoft the only encouragement held opt to perfons, properly qua- 
lified, to remain in the Office, and to wait for the fuCCcfSon to the more refponfible Gtuatioqs 
when vacancies do occur. 

This 
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This plan of increafe was ftrongly recommended by Lord Glenbervie, and adopted, in the 
Office of the Committee of Council for the Affairs of Trade, during the time when he afted 
as Prefident of that Committee, in the abfence of the late Lord Liverpool ; and it is alfo under- 
ftood to liave been adopted in tlie Treafury, in the Offices of the Secretaries of State, Audit 
Office, and War Office, and in the Office of the Paymafter of the Forces. 

3d. The neceffity of an addition of three new Clerks to the two Departments is fubmitted, 
as notwithftanding the regular employment of the extra Clerks, who are now propofed to be 

{ daced upon die eftablifliment, and the occafional hire of writing Stationers, neither of the 
eparate Eftablifliments has been found fufficient for the great increafe of butnefs in the two 
Departments. 

In die Department of Woods, the increafe of bufinefs has been already fuch, Gnce Lord 
Glenbervie’s re-appointment to the Office of Surveyor General, in confequence of the extenfive 
Enclofures and Plantations which have been undertaken or determined upon in fome of the 
Forefts, and the meafures under confideradon for the improvement of others, that die imme- 
diate addition of another Clerk has, in his opinion, become indifpenfably neceffary. 

In the Department of Crown Lands, a new branch of bufinefs mull be expected to arifeby 
the enfranchifement of Copyhold Eftates, Sales of Manors, Manerial Rights, Quit Rents, and 
fmall quanrities of Land, and die Exchanges of Land, under the Aft of 48 Geo. III. cap. 73. 
for which additional affiftance will be required, as well as for profecuting the meafures pro- 
pofed by the late Surveyor General, refpefting die Crown Property in Wales, and the dif- 
pofal of the very valuable Eftate of Marybone Park, the Leafc of which will expire in January 
next. 

4th. Allowances of Superannuation, in cafes where the parties have ferved with diligence 
and fidelity for given periods, and where, from old age, ill health, or other infirmity, they have 
become incapable of executing the duties required of them, have been now fettled in refpeft 
both of principle and amount by an Aft of die laft Seflion of Parliament ; but it may be 
proper to referve to future confideradon thofe cafes in the United Departments, as diey fliall 
occur, in which the parties fliall be deemed to be entitled to diis advantage.

My Lohds, 

IN the obfervations which accompanied our Letter to your Lordffiips of the nth of Sep- 
tember laft, explanatory of the Eftablifliment which we there took the liberty to propofe, for 
condufting the bufinefs of the united Departments of Woods and Land Revenue, the necef- 
fity of au addition of three new Clerks was fubmitted to your Lordfliips, each of the feparate 
Eftablifliments having been found infufficient for die great increafe of bufinefs which had taken 
place in bodi Departments ; and in our Letter, dated the 16th of Oftober laft, we further Hated, 
that after having had an opportunity of confidering both individually and at the Board, the Plan 
of Eftablifliment fubmitted in our laid Letter of the 1 ith September, and having had frequent 
occafion to oblerve the inconvenience and delay in the execution of the bufinefs of our Office, 
arifing from die imperfeft ftate of both the former Eftablifliments, we felt ourfelves urged by 
a fenfe of duty to reprefent to your Lordihips our confirmed opinion, that the adoption of- 
fuch a Plan of Eftablifliment as we had propofed, W3S effential to the furtherance and efleftual 
attainment of die important objefts for which this Board has been inftituted. 

For the purpofe of bringing more diftinftly to our view the arrears of bufinefs of different 
•deferiptions, which from various caufes with which we deem it at prefent unneceffary to 
trouble your Lordfliips, have unavoidably accumulated in the Land Revenue branch of the 
united Departments, and thereby enabling us more fyftematically to arrange a Plan for getting 
through die whole of it as fpeedily as a due attention to the current and more preffing occupa- 
tion of the day would permit, we have direfted Lifts to be prepared ; 1. Of expired Leafes of 
Lands belonging to die Crown, which have not been renewed. 2. Of applications for Leafes, 
- or for the purchafe of Lands belonging to die Crown, which have not been before in Leafe. 3 . 
Of expired Leafes of Houfes which have not been renewed. 4. Of Leafes of Lands; and 5. 
Of Houfes which are fo nearly expired, that they may legally be renewed, and applications 
for the renewal of which Leafes your Lordihips either already have received, or may foon ex- 
peft to receive.

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• B. We take the Liberty of tranfmitting herewith, Copies of all thofe Lifts, by which your 
Lordfhips will fee the number of fubjefts before us that require our early attention : But bo- 
lides thefe we liave found other Cafes, amounting in the whole (including thofe contained in 
the faid Lifts) to the number of 361, and we have not been able to proceed to any efficient 
meafures with regard to any of them, except a very few, and thofe moftly matters nearly 
of courfe, or at leaft of a.lefs complicated nature than that of much thcgreateft number ; very 
many of which, be (ides the original Memorials or Petitions, are accompanied with numerous 
Documents, confifting of Surveys, Valuations, and Correfpondence, amounting, in many in- 
ftances, to from 5010 too, all of them requiring to be read and confidered, previoufly to 
our taking any fteps refpefting them. 

Under thefe confiderations, and from an entire conviGion now forced upon us by the ex- 
perience we have already had, that with the number of Clerks we found on the Eftabiilhments, 
it would be impoflible to carry on the bufinefs with due regularity and attention to the in- 
terefts of the Crown, it has appeared to us indifpenfably neceflary to appoint, provifionally, 
and until your Lordfliips (hall Unction the fame, the three additional Clerks recommended, 
under the deferiprion of 8th, 9th, and 10th Junior Clerks, in the beforementioned Plan of Efta- 
bJilhment, and which we liave done accordingly. 

In our faid Letter of the 16th of OGober we requefted, in purfuanceof a Provilion in the 
AG for uniting the two Departments (50 Geo. III. cap. 6j. fee. 6.) that your Lordfhips would be 
pleafed to iffuc your Warrant to the Auditor of His Majefty's Land Revenue, to make out a 
Debenture few one Moiety of the Salaries which had accrued and become due to us under the 
laid Aft and our Commiffion, up to the 29th of September, being the ufual quarterly day of 
payment in the Department of the Woods ; and that for the future, Debentures (hould in like 
manner be made out for one Moiety of die faid Salaries in each lucceediug quarter, to be re- 
ceivable on the four ufual quarterly days of payment for the Department of the Woods. Not 
yet having received an anfwer from your Lordfliips to our laid Letter, nor any communication of 
your decifion refpefting the propofed Eftablilhment, and another quarter having elapfed, we 
have, in the mean time, drawn upon die Fund of die Woods and Forefts for die amount of 
the faid Salaries up to the 25th ultimo, the Moiety of which, we fubmit (hould be repaid to 
the faid Fund from that of the Land Revenae Department, when your Lordfliips (hall ilfue the 
neceflary authority for that purpofe, purfunnt to the above-mentioned ProviGon of the faid 
A&. 

We liave alfo felt it neceflary to make an advance to the feveral Officers, Clerks, and Ser- 
vants, who were employed under the refpeftive Surveyors General, on account of the Salaries 
to which they may ultimately become entitled upon the fetdement of the EftabUfliment for the 
united Departments, as it would naturally have been attended with inconvenience to thofe 
parties to withhold longer the whole of their Salaries, which, in the Department of Woods, 
were in arrear for Six months, and in that of . die Land Revenue from the date of our 
.Commilfion.

COMMISSIONERS REPORT on PLANS propofed for the Improvement 
of Marybone Park. 



Office of Woods, &c. 7th Auguft 18 if. 

My Lords, 

O N entering upon die execution of the duties of our Office of Commiflioners of His 
Majefty’s Woods, Forefts, and Land Revenues, we found that the attention of your Lord- 
fhips had been frequently called by the late Surveyor General of Crown Lands, Mr. Fordycc, to 
the circumftances of the extend vc and valuable Eftatc of Marjbone Park , and that great ex- 
pectations have been formed of the increased revenue which would arife from that Property at 
no vers diftant period, by adopting fuch Plan for its improvement, as on full coafideration, 
and with the belt advice, Ihould be deemed molt for the benefit of the Crown. 

With this view, Mr. Fordyce, in a PiCport to your Lordlhips Board, dated die 27th of 
June 1793, propofed that he (hould be authorized to employ a Surveyor to examine the accu- 
racy of a Map of the Ellate in his Office, and to add to it a general Sketch of the adjoining 
Streets, and of fuch of the furrounding Lands as appeared to be materially connected with 
the Property ; to have fuch new Map engraved, and to circulate Copies thereof among Archi- 
tects of eminence, with an offer of a coufiderable Reward to the Perfon who (hould produce 
fuch a Plan for an addition to the Town on tiiat Eftatc, as, after having been laid before His 
Majefty, and your Lordlhips, {hould be adopted. 

Thefe feveral fuggellions were approved of, and Mr. Fordyce was authorized by a Letter 
from Mr. Long, dated the 19th of September following, tocaufefuch Plan to be made; and 
to offer a Reward, not exceeding £ 1 ,000. for the purpofe aforefaid. 

A new Map of the Ground was accordingly formed and engraved ; and Copies of the faid 
Report of Mr. Fordyce (together with Mr. Long’s Letter) were annexed to his Firft Triennial 
Report to Parliament, and are printed No. 3. A. and B» in the Appendix to that Report. 

It does not appear that this offer of a Reward was ever publifhed by Advertifcment in the 
Newfpapers, or that it was promulgated in form in any other way than by being annexed 
to fuch Triennial Report; but, as tiiat Report has now been printed, and in circulation, for 
above twelve years, and divers Copies of the new Map have been diftributed to various Archi- 
tects, there is no rcafon to doubt that the matter has been very generally known among perfons 
of that profeflion throughout the kingdom ; yet the only Plans offered during the life of Mr. 
Fordycc were three, all received by him from Mr. John White, who had a connexion with 
the Eftate from the circumftance of his being the Agent of the Duke of Portland in the 
management of it, under his Grace’s Leafe ; but Mr. White did not, as we underlland, 
profels to offer tliofe Plans as a Candidate for the Premium. 

We alfo find, that Mr Fordyce was about the fame time authorized to offer a Reward of 
£200. to the perfon who Ihould produce fuch Plans and Elevations for new Streets and 
Buildings in Whitehall and Scotland Yard, as (hould meet the approbation of your Lordfhipa 
Board ; and that a competition for fuch Reward was propofed to different Architects of 
eminence : but that only one complete Plan was produced in confequencc thereof, and that 
Plan was confidered to be, in a great degree, impracticable in the execution. 

We have further learned, that none of the Plans which were given in to the Commiflioners 
for building on the vacant Ground near Weftminfter Abbey, and the two Houfes of Parlia- 
ment. in confequence of a public competition for Premiums offered by Advertifcment, were 
approved of by the Committee of the Legiflature appointed to confider the fame ; and that 
recourfe has, after all, been had to the Architect or Clerk of the Works employed by the 
Commiflioners for conducting thofe improvements, to prepare a Plan under their direction. 

Indeed, we believe it has been generally found, that Archite&s of eftablilhed pTofeflional 
charafterdo not liketobeftow their time, and rilk their reputation, in compeiitionsof this 
nature ; and if each of a numerous let of Candidates were to have been paid for [the Plan* 
which they might fubmit, whether tuccefeful in the competition, or not, this, in the prefen* 
cafe, would very probably have been attended with a heavy cxpenTs, in addition to that of the 
Premium for the beft. 

Under all thefe circumftances we were induced to think that it would have been unavailable 
to try any longer the effect of a competition for the Reward in the cafe of Marybor.e Park ; 
particularly as the remaining intereft in the Iicafe of the Eftate held by the Duke of Portland 
was to expire in January laft, h that it had become neceffary that as little further delay as 
{189) X poffible 
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1 2. poflible thould take place in ultimately deciding how this Property is to be difpofed of. It 

appeared to us, therefore, upon full confideration of the whole matter, that the moll advifable 

courfe. would be to refer the fuhjefl, fcparately, to each of the two lets of Architects employed 
under the united Departments, who are perfaus of experience and eminence in their profeflion, 
and are, from their fittsations, more likely to be well acquainted with the nature of the Ground 
in queftion, and to give their attention more fully to all the circumftances connected with it 
than ihofe who might have been difpofed to prepare Plans with no other view than as Com- 
petitors for the Premium. 

Having come to this determination, of which, on the ground above dated, we trud your 
Lordlhips will approve, we communicated to each of thofe two fets of Architects the Inftruc- 
tions, Copies whereof are hereunto annexed ; and in which we directed their attention to thofe 
circum fiances and advantages belonging to the Eitate, which appeared to us mod material 
for their confideration. 

In framing thofe Inflructions we certainly felt that it is our fird duty to promote the utmoft 
improvement which can be made in the value of the Edates of the Crown placed under our 
management, and to confider that the reverfionary poffeflion of Marybonc Park had been 
long looked forward to as the means of cncrealing that Revenue to a very great amount. 

It feems clear that this was the general view of his Majedy’s Government with refpeft to 
that Edaie in the year 1793, when the before-mentioned Reward of ^1,000. was authorized 
to be offered ; and Mr. Fordyce appears to have a£led under that impreffion in all his fubfe- 
ouetit communications to your Lordlhips Board on the fubjedt, andalfo in his Reports to 
Parliament. At the fame time it alfo appears, that it has always been in contemplation to 
unite with this objedt of prel'ent and growing improvement in point of Revenue, that of ahand- 
fome, elegant, and commodious addition to the Metropolis ; fuch as the peculiarly fortunate 
and beautiful expofure of the ground feems naturally to fugged ; and which may, with propri- 
ety, be expected on fuch an appropriation of an Eitate belonging to his Majefly. 

We can by no means think it advifable that Land of the Crown of the extent of Marybone 
Park, fituated fo near the Metropolis, fliould be dealt with as common Building Ground belong- 
ing to Individuals, wbofe only objedt generally is that the annual value of fuch property may 
be improved to the greated extent, by covering it with ns many Houfes as it will admit of ; but 
that die health and general accommodation of His Majedy’s Subjedts fliould be a main con- 
fideration in the appropriation of fuch Crown Land ; the means of free air, and wholefome and 
agreeable exercife on foot, onhorfeback, and in carriages, provided and rendered as convenient 
and eafy as poflible ; and, confidently with thofe feveral purpofes, the additional ornament, 
and even magnificence, of the Capital of a great Empire borne in mind. It will be found 
that particular attention has been given to allthefe objects. 

The diflance, and inconvenient and mean acccfs, from Marybone Park to the Two Houfes 
oFParliament, to Wedminder Hall, and to the feveral Public Offices in and near Whitehall, 
have always been confidered as great drawbacks on the value of that ground for building. It 
is therefore a moll important object to improve that accefs, and to leffen the time required in 
going from the one Didrict to the other. The mode of doing this fuggeded by the late Mr. 
Fordyce, was to open a communication by means of a broad Street in a direct line from about 
Charmg-Crofs to the middle of the Southern Boundary of the Edate : Wc therefore direCicd 
the attention of the Architects to the means of forming fuch a communication, defiring them 
to fubmit fuch Plan or Plans as fhould feem to them mod eligible and practicable for that pur- 
pofe, and to accompany the fame with Eflimatcs of the expence thereof, in die fird indance, 
and of the manner and time in which that expenfe might afterwards be made good in whole, or 
in part. 

Wc alfo dire£lcd them, in purfuance of your Lorddiips references to us (by Mr. Wharton’s 
Letter, dated 7th September lad) of an application from die Board of Ordnance to have a few 
Acres of that Edate in order toerefi a Barrack thereon fora detachment of Artillery; and (by 
Mr. Hartifon’s Letter, of the 28th of February following) of a like application from the Commif- 
lioners for the Affairs of Barracks, to have a fpace of about 27 Acres, for die purpofe of 
erecting a Cavalry Barrack, to confider the faid appiicadons ; and if a compliance therewith 
fliould be compatible with die Plans which they meant to propofe, 10 mark on Copies of die 
engraved Plan die Ctuations in which they would recommend fuch Buildings to be placed ; 
and upon what terms it would be proper to grant Leafes thereof to thofe rcfpectivc Boards. 

We now lay before your Lordlhips herewith Plans we have received from Meffrs. Leverton 
and Chawner, and from Mr. Nafii ; .together with the Reports, Calculations, and Edimates, 
which accompanied the fame. 

By the Plan and Report of Meffrs. Leverton and Chawner, your Lordlhips will fee that for 
the propofed extenfionof the Town on the Southern part of Marybone Park, they have fug- 
gefied the formation of new Streets and Squares of a dyleand clurafler in fome degree fimilar 
to the Buildings which have been cre&ed on ihe lands of the Duke of Portland, Mr. Portman, 
and others, on the South fide of the New Road, within the lad 50 years : They are of opinion, 
dint about two-thirds of die Eflate might be advantageoufly difpofed of to Builders in this way ; 
ttfid that the remaining third lhould be let for the purpofe of creeling detached Villas, with 

portions 
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portions of Land annexed to each, or in the firft inftancc, perhaps, -for Garden Ground, Planta- 
tions and Paddocks ; and they have recommended that the Building Leafes fhould vary from 69 to 
61 years, according to the quality of the Houfes to be ereCted, and that the Leafes for thepur- 
pofesof Agriculture (hculd be from 31 t0 2t years, or in fome cafes for perhaps fliorier terms. 

The Revenue to arife from this appropriation of the EGate is eGimated by them at .#23,005 
per annum (including the fum of #975. as the annual value of the Land which they have 
propofed for die file of the intended Cavalry Barrack). Tills would form an addition of 
# 1 7,8 19. 1 3/. 6d. to the prefent Grafs Rents, which amount to #5,185 . 6s. 6d. 

On the fubie& of a more eafy and direct communication from about Charing-Crofs to 
Marybone Park, MefTrs. Levertonand Chawner continue to think a Line which they liadfub- 
mitted to Mr. Fordyce in the year 1808, the molt advifable, as being the eaGell to be carried 
into execution from its extent, the quality of the property to be purchafcd, and die expenfe 
to be incurred. 

We annex a Copy of theSunrcy which they made on that occaGon, but which applied only 
to the part between the North end of the Hayrnarket and Oxford-flrect. From this Survey it 
appears, that the value of the Property to be purchafed, as computed by them, would amount 
■to ,#290,000 ; but that deducing from that fum the value they put upon the Areas to be let 
for budding, and the old Materials to be fold, die adtual coil would not exceed jt '5 4,000. 

The Report of MclFrs Leverton and Chawner contains many important and feemingly 
practicable details, concerning the Reftri&ions which it will be proper to impofe upon Builders, 
in order to make diem adhere to the general outline of the Plan which fhall be determined 
upon; the excavation of the Ground and difpofal of die Soil for brick earth ; the formation 
•of new Drains and Common Sewers, and die connecting them with die two exitling main 
Sewers called King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, and Havtfhorne Lane Sewer, which appear to be 
■conveniently Gtuated for that Purpofe. 

Mr. Nafh has individually anfwcred the inftruClions fent to him and Mr. Morgan ; and in 
his Report, your Lordfhips will Gnd much acute and ingenious general realoniiig, with very 
Grilling arguments, for eroding Houfes of a more fubGantial and durable nature in Marybone 
Park, than thofe which have been generally built upon the land of Individuals over which die 
Town has been extended of late years. He then enumerates the eaufes which in his opinion 
have occafioned the preference given to Houle* in particular Gtuations, and propofes that 
inducements Giould be devifed which may operate to the fame effect in the cafe of Marybone 
Park, and has formed his Plans and Report on thel'e grounds ; and he has propofed, that 
Marybone Park Giould be conncCted with that part of the Town to which it adjoins by two 
principal Entrances, the one leading from Portland Place, and the edier from Baker-Greet; 
and that for the Purpofe ofdifguifing the feparation which the prefent Graight line of the New 
Road makes fo apparent between Marybone Park and the Streets on the South fide of that Road, 
part of the Field at the end of Portland Place, called Dupper's Field, together w ith a like ex- 
tent of ground 011 the North fide of the New Road, Giould be converted into a large Circus; the 
intervention of a Plantation within the Area of which, and the continuation of the Street round 
it, would effectually cor.neCt Portland Place with Marybone Park, without the appearance of 
eroding die New Road, fo that the continuity of the Old with the New part of the Town 
would be preferved. He would carry 011 thofe two Streets in the fame direction for a con- 
Jiderable length Nordiwards ; and in the Space lying between them, he recommends the for- 
mation of a Park, to be laid out and planted in a piCiureCquc manner, and to contain 250 Acres, 
being confiderably more than the extent of Saint James’s and the Green Parks added together; 
and that Houfes of a fuperior clafs Giould be built round the external boundary of this Park, 
and in the centre, which would be 011 die fumrait of the highelt Ground, a Circus laid our 
■with the fronts oftheFIoufc to look externally over die Park.; and alfo an interior Circus to 
•front towards an Area of ornamented Ground within ir, of die fame fizc with that propofed at 
the end of Povdand Place. The other parts of the EGate he would appropriate to Streets, 
■Squares, Crefcents, and Villas, in the manner Qiewn on his Plan. 

Your Lordfhips will obferve Mr. NaOi recommends that the intended Park Giould be 
embelliGicd with ornamental Water, to be fupplied from a Canal which it is, it Gems, in 
contemplation to make from that at Paddington to the Thames below London Bridge, the 
Jine of which would pafs through a part of this EGate of the Crown. His original Plan was 
that fuch intended Canal Giould be carried through nearly the centre of Marybone Park, in 
the manner fliewn in his Plan marked No. i.j but it appeared to us, that it might be very 
obje£ltonable to have all die traffic carried on by this Canal introduced into the interior of the 
beft built and moG ornamental part of the EGate, and that none of the precautions fuggefted 
1 >y Mr. Nath would be fufficient to remedy that evil* 5 and having mentioned this to Mr. Nafh, 
he has fubmitted the Plan marked No. 2. by which die Canal will be kept near to the external 
Northern Boundary. According to eidier Plan, he would have a lateral Cut made from the 
main Canal to communicate widi, and convey the various niceffary fupplies to, the Markets 
•to be eGabliflied on the Fall Gde of die Crown Property, and adjoining to that of Lord 
Southampton ; fuch Cut to be terminated with a Bafin, where Shops, Wharfs, Ste. may be 
ereCled.

it will be executed, to be able to ftate to your Lordfhips any farther particulars concerning it. 
If it car. be effected, it will undoubtedly add much to the value of the Eftate, by fu mi fil- 
ing an eafy and cheap mode of conveyance for merchandize, and the various articles of domeltic 
confumption, to thofe who may fix their relidcnce there, and to the whole of the 
extenfive and populous part of the Metropolis in that neighbourhood. 

The Revenue to arife from the immediate Ground' Rents, according to either of the Plans 
propofedby Mr.Nafh,is eftimated by him ^£.39.429. per annum (being £.54,243 13*. 6«/.more 
than the prefent Grafs Rent, and £.36,424. more than the Eftimate of Meflrs. Leverton and 
Chawner), and the annual value of the Property on the expiration of the Building Leafes, at 
£.137,724. In both thofe valuations, lie includes the fum of £1,100. a year as the value 
of the Ground for the propofed lite of the Barrack which, for the realons Rated in his Report, 
he recommends to be placed on the Northern Boundary fronting towards Hampftead and High- 
gate, and adjoining the South fide of the intended Canal. 

We think this fitefor the new Barracks the bell that could be fixed on. It is fufficiently 
remote from what would be the handfomeft ard molt relpectably occupied part, to be un- 
objectionable in that rcfpcct ; and the difference to Cavalry and Artillery drawn by Horfes 
between that fituation, and any other part, even the molt Southerly of the Eftate, cannot, we 
apprehend, be of any material confequence ; while, if the projc&ed Canal fliall be executed, 
it will be attended with very great advantage in the carriage of provender and other ftorcs to 
the new Barracks, and in the lanoval of manure from thence. 

Mr. Nath has alfo, in confequence of our Inftruftions on that head, recommended a Line 
fora new communication between Marybone Park and VVeftminlter, confuierably to the Weft 
of that formerly and now propofed by Meflrs. Leverton and Chawner j which Line, if executed 
as Mr. Nafli has advifed, would create an expenditure amounting in the whole to £-399,803. 
befldes the value of the old materials ; but lie calculates, that the Rents on Leafes to be 
granted by the Crown, which would arife from the fites of the Houfes on the Ground to be 
purchafeu on each fide of this new Street, would yield £.28,734. tor. per annum, an amount 
which, being realized, would not only defray the intereft on the original expenditure, but alfo 
fumifli a Sinking Fund for liquidating the Capital. 

Tour Lordfhips will obferve, that this Plan of Mr. Nafh applies to the whole intervening 
fpace between Marybone Park and Pall Mall (while that of Meflrs. Leverton and Chawner, as 
before mentioned, only extends from Piccadilly to Qxford-ftreel), and propofes to fubftituta, 
as one of the principal Entrances to the Capital, and that which leads to it from the moft diftant 
parts of the Iiland, inftead of an approach almoft proverbially mean and difagreeablc, one of 
perhaps unexampled beauty and magnificence. 

The proportion of Mr.'Nalli's eftimate for that Part of his entire Line to which that of 
Meflrs. Leverton and Chawner extends, is f. 190.821. bpfides the value of the old Materials. 
The yearly income expc£led, according to his calculation, to arife from Leafes of the new fites 
on that part is £.14,377. Meflrs Leverton and Chawner’s eftimate amounts to £.298,000. 
of which they think only £.234,000. would be reimburfed by the fale of the old materials, 
and of the Fec-fimple (for this enters into their computation) of the fites for newBuildings, leaving 
an expenditure of £.54,000. for which no return would be made. 

For the purpofe of draining the propofed new Buildings in Marybone Park, and with a view 
to leffen the quantity of drainage by the prefent Sewers which lead from that neighliourhood, 
and to which they are reprefented, in certain proceedings of the Commiffioners of Sewers, and 
in a very able and elaborate Report by Mr. Rennie prepared for them (printed copies of which 
are hereunto annexed), ns becoming daily more incompetent, Mr. Nafh propofes the formation 
of a capacious new Sewer, to be carried in the exa& line of the new Street, and from thence 
to the Thames at or near the end of Northumberland-ftreet ; the whole expen fe of which, 
including a Cut from the old Sewer in Brook-ffreet, to the new Marybone Park Sewer, 
lieeitimates at .£.120,330. ; and he calculates, that a Revenue may be derived from this Sewer 
by a rate of eight-pence in the pound upon the tents of the Houfes to be drained into it, of 
£.19,105.; and that this new Sewer would befides fave £.75,000. which has been eflimated 
10 be neceflary for improving the old Sewers, fome reafonable proportion of which, he 
thinks, may beexpefled to be paid by the Commiffioners of Sewers, towards defraying the 
expsnee of the new Sewer. 

Upon the whole, we take the liberty to fubmit to your Lordfhips, that the Report and Plan 
of Mr. Nafh appear to us to embrace fuch a compreher.five, yet, generally fpeaking, rational 
and practicable fcheme of public improvement, exclufive of the great incrcafe to the Land 
Revenue, as will call for the mature confideration of His Majelty’s Government before any 
other appropriation of the whole, or any conliderablc pan of the Land of Marybone Park, fliall 
b* ultimately refolved on. 

We are flrongly inclined to think, that the Park which he propofes to form would poffeft 
attractions fully fufficient to conterbalance any objections arifing from its fituation, in refpeCfc 
of dtllance from the Houfes of Parliament, the public Departments of Government, and places 
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of fafhionable refort, which might flill remain even after the new Street fhould be formed. No. 

It would, alfo, be a mofl diftinguiflied ornament to the Metropolis, and would contribute to 

the health of its Inhabitants, by affording enficr means of pure air and agreeable exercife than 
are now to be found, except in the immediate vicinity of the prefent Royal Parks; and far- 
ther, it is worthy of attention, that there would Hill be an opportunity, by the agiftment of 
Cattie, of fumilhing that fupply of one of the find ncccflhries of life, Milk, which has hitherto 
been derived from the Fields in M.uybone Park, and which, in cafe the chief pan of the Ground 
fhould be applied to any other ufe, mull be brought from a greater diltance, and at an 
iucreafed Expencc. 

But whatever Plan of improvement fhall be ultimately adopted, it feems to be equally ihe 
opinion of the feveral Architects, that it will greatly facilitate and expedite the execution of 
futh improvement immediately to form an external Road, Ride or Drive, round the whole of ihe 
Eftate, together with one or more crofs Divifions or Roads, fenced on each fide in fuch man- 
ner as fhall be deemed moil advifable. The Boundaries of the proposed Park fhould alfo be fet 
out, and Plantations made in different parts, of the moll approved, fall growing, and ornamental 
Trees ; intermixed with a due proportion of Foreft Trees. 

The Eflimate made by Meffrs. Leverton and Chawncr, for forming and fencing fuch exter- 
nal Ride, amounts to £.6,000. ; and that for two Ceofe Divifions. to £.3, qoo ; together, 

/ho, 9004 die Fence they propofe is only of poll and rail : — That of Mr. Nafli for making diofe 
lie recommends, for inclofing the Park with clofe park paling, and for planting it, amounts to 
but it is to be obferved, that bis Plan is to make the Rides of the width of fifty- 
feet; and that Meffrs. Leverton and Chawner have only calculated on a breadth of Twentv- 
feven feet, which we do not think would be fufficient. 

There is, fortunately, good Gravel on thcEftate, and if yourLordfhips {hall be pleafed to 
authorize this very important preliminary ftep towards die general improvement, we will have 
the lines of Rides, and the Boundaries of the Park fet out ; and that work adverriled to be let 
by contract on tenders to be delivered to us. 

The prefent Grafs Rent of the Eftate for one year, with the value of the Brick Earth to be 
got from the bed of the new Canal, and on thelites of the intended Buildings, would, wc 
have no doubt, futnifli a fullicient Fund for this expenditure; and we trull that your 
Lordfliips will not diink it unreafonablc dial thofe means fhould be applied to that 
purpofe. 

The amount will ultimately be recovered in the fbape of additional Rents, or it may be 
•charged in proper proportions, by way of Fine, upon diofe who lake the Leafes. 

There is now a Right of Way claimed through Marybone Park by the Duke of Portland, tq 
his adjoining Ellate and Manor called Barrow Hills ; a part of which has been purchafed by 
die Vcllry of the Parilh of Marybone, for the purpofe of converting it into a Burial Ground, 
and who conceive that, under fuch purchafc, they are entitled to the fame right of way with 
his Grace. — The Veftry are, however, defirous to form a Carriage Road from the New Road 
to the Burial Ground, and have, by their Memorial to your Lordfliips, referred -to us by Mr. 
Wharton’s letter, dated the 2ydi ultimo, prayed pcrmiifion to make fuch Road of the breadth 
of fifty feet along the Wcftera boundary of Marybone Park, and have offered, in cafe they 
obtain fuch permifiion, to give up their claim to a Right of Way, and to form and fence out 
the new Road at their own expenfe in fuch Manner as ihall be required. 

We underftand that bis Grace the Duke of Portland, who is one of the Churchwardens, 
concurs in tins propofition, and is ready in like manner to relinquifli his claim to fuch Right 
•of Way, if the Prayer of the Memorial fhall be complied with. 

Wc are inclined to think that the fort of compromife, thus propofed, is entitled to your 
•Lordfliips favourable confideration, as being the eafielt means of getring rid of the claim to 
a Right of Way, whether well founded or not; and as the Line of intended Road to the 
Burial Ground may be made to correfpoml with, and form part of, the external Ride or 
Drive, by which a confiderable expenfe will be faved to the Crown, We think it will be proper 
that fuch Road to the Burial Ground fhould be marked out by fome perfou to be appointed 
on behalf of the Parilh, and that Architect of our Department vhofe general Plan your 
Lordfliips fhall think entitled to the preference. 



The firft Outlay for all the different objects we have mentioned, according to either of the 
Plans of our Architects, is ceriainly very confiderable ; but, on the other hand, befides that 
it is an Outlay which it is almoil certain will be returned with accumulated profit, your Lord- 
•Ihips will weigh againft it the great importance of thofe objects; and particularly of the new 
communication between the Northern and Southern diftridts of the Metropolis ; a communi- 
cation terminatingat that dillrifl, for the improvement of which, important, no doubt initfelf, 
but comparatively much lefs fo, a fum exceeding ^200,000. has already been expended, and a 
confiderable addition to that fum authorized by die Houle of Commons in the laft Seilion of 
Parliament. 

Wc alfo lay before your Lordfliips herewith, the Plans before-mentioned, received by Mr* 
Fordyce from Mr. White, together with a copy of his Letter which accompanied them. 

We have thought it unnecefiary for the prefent to enter into many other particulars con- 
-nccted widi the fubjedl of the Reports and Plans of the feveral Archiccdls, the details of which 
(180.1 , T will . 
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No. 1 2. will require to be attentively conGdered and inveftigated when we (hall have been made ac- 

quainted witli the general views and fentiments your Lordlhips may entertain on this l'ubjeft, 

after giving fuch weight to the opinions of the Archiiccls, and to the obfervations we have 
now taken the liberty to fubmit thereon, as they (hall feem to deferve. 

We will hereafter have under our confideration, and fubmit what (hall occur to us concern- 
ing the remuneration it may be proper to make to the Architects for their trouble, and the cx- 
pence they have incurred, in preparing their refpeftive Plans and Reports ; and which they 
have made in confequence of our reference and inflruQions to them, as our proper profef- 
fional Advifcrs in matters of this fort.

REPORT of Meflrs. Leverton and Chawker, Architects in the Department of 
Land Revenue} with PLANS for the Improvement of Marviione Park. 



Mr Lord, and Gentlemen, 

TT AVING received your directions by Mr. Pillar’s Letters of the 8th of October, and 
f 2'7th of November lad, to confider the prefent Rate and circumftances of the Crown’s 
Eftate, called Mary-le-bone Park, with a view to the mod advantageous improvement thereof, 
chiefly as Building Ground ; we have now the honour to fubmit our Report to you on the 
feveral heads of inftruCtion and inquiry contained in die faid Letters, accompanied witli fuch 
obfervations as have occurred to us to be material to the fubjeCt according to die order in which 
thofe heads are arranged in die faid Letters. 

i . — The Eftate, being upwards of 540 acres, is fo large, it is not to be expe£lcd any Indi- 
vidual will come forward to offer himfelf as Tenant to the Crown of the whole, upon a 
fcheme of extenfive improvement ; it would be too great an undertaking for any one Perfon, 
even of the very firlt fubftance, and the pTOgrcfs of the improvement taken up in fuch a way 
would be tedious compared with what might be done by feveral perfons, each taking a diftinci 
portion of the Eftate ; and as sve are perfuadedthc Northern part of the land will rile in value, 
in proportion to the improvements carried on upon the Southern part, it therefore appears to 
be eligible for the Crown to treat with feveral Parties of competent property, and dial arc dif- 
pofed to exert themfelves upon their Allotments. 

The Southern part of the Eftate being neareft to the Metropolis, and having a handfome 
•open main Road upon its front, is well adapted for an enlargement of die Town, and is very 
fuitable for building on ; and as there are many of the mod falhionaMc Streets which do already 
abut upon that Road, running from the Town in a Northen direction, a Plan (or the intended 
new Buildings may be fo arranged as to continue fuch as may be moll appropriate for opening 
direct communications to the Northern Part of this Eftate. 

We thhik it very probable that the Crown will quickly receive Propofals from Builders for 
carrying into execution ranges of Buihii.igs upon the Southern part, taking into view the whole 
extent of the Ground from Eaft to Weft ; but wc apprehend that ftyle of building will be con- 
fined to about two-thirds of the Ground from South to North; the remainder will be better 
adapted for detached Villas, with a portion of land annexed to each, in the ftyle of Country 
Houfes, and parts may be let, in the firft inftance, for Gardeners Grounds, Planta'ions and Pad- 
docks, fo neverthelefs that the lines of communication, ultimately intended, be provided for, and 
that the Plots be fo adjufted as hereafter to become fites for detached Villas alfo, according to 
different degrees of convenience. 

The terms of years to he granted in each cafe will of courfe be proportionate to the different 
objefls for which the land will be taken and employed. Buildings of the firft Clafs, at fuitable 
Ground Rents, will require 99 years; thofe of a fccond Clafs 80 years, and dccreafing to not 
lefs than 61 years; while, for purpofes of Agriculture, the fcale may be dccreafing from 31 to 
31 year. ; or even for fliortir terms ; but it is neccflary for the encouragement of building on 

fpeculation 
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fpeculation to grant the Builders long terms of years, and where building fubftantially is an I2i A. 
objeci, it is more a matter of importance to them to obtain long Leafes. * 

In order to fubdivide the letting of this extenfive Eftate, it will be neceffary a well-digefted 
Plan fhould be fixed on, and when fuch Plan may be fanGioncd witli approbation, very little, 
if any departure from it, fhould be permitted as to its outlines ; every Builder will then know 
what leading Streets and communications he may depend on, bcGdcs the immediate Street or 
place in which his Houfcs may be fituated, and the Crown may then readily treat for the letting 
of the Ground to be covered with Houfes after fuch Plan, in greater or f mailer Allotments, as 
may be agreeable to the wifhes of tliofe applying to build ou fpeculation, or for their own 
individual accommodation. 

2. — Having already pointed out the manner in which we conceive the Eftate will be moft 
profitably employed, namely, by building, we proceed to report our opinion of '.lie practica- 
bility of thofe parts intended to be built on-being effeGually drained, an objeG of the greateft 
importancero the Ground Landlord, and the Tenants. We have ascertained, that the Southern 
and Weftcm parts of the Eftate chiefly Dope down towards the South, and that there is a main 
Sewer, called the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, commencing nearly at the Weftern extremity ; 
and another main Sewer, called the Hartfltorne Lane Sewer, commencing near the Eaftem ex- 
tremity of die Southern Boundary ; and again, towards the Eaftem Boundary of the Eftate, in 
which direction a;part of the Ground Dopes down, another Sewer commences, which leads on to 
Battle Bridge, and from thenceby Fleet Ditch to the Thames •, befules thefe, there are fubordi- 
nate Sewers intervening. All thefe Sewers may be rendered effectual, if care be taken not to Gnk 
the bafement ftories of the Houfes too deep, which is an error that has been fallen into on 
other Eftates, andmuft be cfpecially guarded againft in this in the firft inftance, as no remedy 
can hereafter be applied. Builders have been led into fuch miftakes fometimes by an anxiety 
to reap an early advantage in die Sale of the Soil dtey difeover fit for Brick-making or odier 
purpofes. 

Common Sewers for the new Buildings fhould be continued along the centers of Streets 
upon proper regulations, and may be built by the Builders feveraily in front of their refpeGive 
Houfes, or by the Crown, upon receiving a compilation in prelent money, or in annual 
rent from the Builders. The open Land Drains at the Northern part of the Eftate, we appre- 
hend, may be rendered fuDiciendy effective for that quarter, as we anticipate it will not be 
immediately employed, otberwife than for Gardeners Grounds arid Paddocks, and eventually 
will be appropriated for detached Villas. 

In refpeft to the Soil for Brick-making, we have caufed the Ground over the greater part 
of this Eftate to be bored, and have the fatisfaGion of being enabled to ftate, that it generally 
contains Soil fuitabiefor Bricks to a confidcrable depth, for which the excavations to be made 
for Bafements, Cellars, and Sewers, may be appropriated ; and that there arc fome extenfive 
beds of Gravel, of good quality. We have hereto annexed a defeription, referring to the 
engraved Plan marked C. of the nature of the Soil in different places where we have had the . r r 
Ground opened.* • M», p. 9 >. 

Covenants fhould be made in treating with the Builders, to regulate the depths for their 
Bafements and Cellars ; and fituations fhould be decided on for making and burning Bricks, 
not infringing upon the AG of Parliament refpcGing the new Road from Paddington to Tfling- 
ton, which we underftand contains a Claufe forbidding the burning of Bricks within tbe fpace 
of 150 yards of the Road. 

We have reafon to apprehend there are fome parts of the Eftate where it may be improper 
to permit Builders to make excavations for Bafements, and that they muft build nearly on the 
l'urfaceof the Ground; there is, however, in Lodge Field, which is very high Ground, Brick 
Earth in very large quantity ; the lowering that Hill will tend to the benefit of that part of the 
Eftate materially, and the cubic contents of the Soil which may be dug from thence will coni- 
penfate for the deficiency of other parts ; and it may be proper for us to add, that we are of 
opinion the Brick Earth and Gravel which may be dug out to carry the plan of improvement 
into execution, fhould be confidcred at the Crown's dilpofal, clear of die Ground Rents of the 
different plots. 

With regard to Water, we have made inquiries, and are informed that a fupply may be had 
from the Grand Junction Canal, the Company having entered into engagements for the con- 
ftrudion of Waterworks upon a very extended fcale, purfuant to an AG of Parliament, as 
appears by a printed paper circulated by that Company, of which we annex a Copy we have * Infra p.03. 
obtained.* 't 1 - tw- 

in addition to this fource, we have been informed there is a capacious Well made on the 
high Ground called Battle Hill, adjoining to Primrofe Hill, adjacent to this Eftate, which 
Well isftated by Mr. White, agent to the Duke of Portland, to be capable of fupplying any 
number of new Houfes to be built on this Land with a fufficiency of pure foft Watef. We 
have feen the fite of this Well, but the Earth has been covered over it nearly to the furface of 
the Ground, and wc doubt whether the faG of its capacity for what has been calculated Upon 
has been completely afeertained. 

The New River Company have made a Rcfervoirat a confidcrable elevation, contiguous to 
the Road leading from Tottenham Court Road towards Hampftead, which wc prefume will 

enable 
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m. , a enable that Company to give a fupply of Water from their Works; and we have learnt that 
the Eftatc of Mr. Eyre, adjoining Weftwards, is fupplied from the Chelfea Waterworks. 
This Water, we imagine, might alfo be extended over part of the Marybone Eftatc. 

In the Metropolis, Water from the Thames, New River, Chelfea and orher Works, is 
laid into the doufes by the refpeefive Companies at a certain rate per annum, in proportion 
to the magnitude of the Houfcs ; and we expect the Grand Junction, the New River and 
the Chelfea Waterworks Companies, will be anxious that they may be allowed to fupply 
the Marybone Eftate, or as much of it as they may feverally fupply efficiently upon moderate 
terms. 

Hard Water will be obtained from Wells to be funk and Pumps to be put up in public 
fituations, as may be arranged by the Crown with the Builders, where fprings may be 
difeovered. 

Having attentively confidered the circum (lances herein-beforc detailed, and having ftudied 
various fchemes for the manner of laying out the Marybone Ellate for building, relerving a 
part thereof for a Barrack, according to an outline Plan accompanying your dircQions to us 
thereon of the id of February laft, we humbly fubmit die Defign which accompanies this, 
marked B. to which, upon die whole, we give the preference ; and we have made up an 
Ellimate of the probable Ground Rents which the Crown uiay derive, by letting out the 
Ground in fmall Allotments fuitable to the general Clafs of Builders of the firft refpeflabUity, 
and by which means the whole improvement will be moll fpeedily accomplilhed. Wc have 
• Infra, p. 94 die honour to fubjoin our Ellimate to this Report.* 

g. — Wc think, however, that if a more direct communication could be made between 
Oxford-llreet and Charing Crofs, that it would have an influence in the rapidity of letting the 
Marybone Eftate, as it is more than probable many of the Houfes may be taken by Member* 
of Parliament, to whom die diftance from Weltminfter would be an cfleutial object, as well 
as to perfons holding Offices under Government, who might wilh to place tliemfclvas and 
families in an open airy fituation, as contiguous as poffible to their rcfpeflive offices. The 
inconvenience of the narrownefs and circuity of the prefent ill-difpofed Sircets, South of 
Oxford-llreet, towards Charing- Crofs, is conftantly experienced by the Public in ftoppages 
both in carriages and on foot ; a great faving both of diflance and time would certainly be 
experienced on the way between Marybone and Weltminfter, if a ftraighr wide Street, as was 
heretofore fuggefted by the late Surveyor General, were to be made ; and although wc do 
not think it of importance to decide at prefent exaflly upon what line diis new Street fliould 
be formed, yet it may be prudent to hold out to the Parties applying for building Ground, 
thatfuch an improvement of that part of the Town is in contemplation of Government. In 
reference to making the wide Street above-mentioned, it would be well to have in view for 
the line of it fome prefent leading avenues ; by which means, rather than cutting completely 
through Buildings, that is to fay, Iflatidsof Houfcs, the line of the wide Street may be conti- 
nued, and it may not be improper for us to refer to the Line for fuch Street which wc had the 
honour to fugged and recommend to the lare Surveyor General upon a Survey in December 
1 b“o8, and upon which he commented in his laft Parliamentary Report, and which we Hill 
confider to be the bell line for it, and the mod eafy to be cffedled, in point of extent, quality 
of property, andexpenfe to Government. The improved Ground Rent which might fpeedily 
be put up to fale, and the value of the Materials of the old Houfcs, which would be imme- 
diately received, would together reimburfe a confiderablc part of die fum at firft to be expended 
in buying out the different Interefts of Landlords and Tenants. The proprietors of Houfes 
in the vicinity of the new Street will naturally feel it to be to their advantage to rebuild where 
the Houfes are found inadequate in clafs, or in condition for reparation ; and thole that are 
found fit to Hand will be improved. 

^._We have, in connexion with the improvements of Marybone Park, directed our atten- 
tion to the piece of Ground fituate on the South Side of the New Road, oppofite the end of 
Portland Place, called Duppa Field, and have laid it down in our Plans for building ; but that 
in the Plan herewith delivered we think the bell adapted to it. We beg leave to obferve, that 
this Plot called Duppa Field contains Gravel of a good quality, as Hated in the particulars 
hcrein-before referred to refpecting the Soil. 

In regard to the Improvements which have been recently made by the Dukes of Bed- 
ford and Portland, and others, on the North Side of the Town, various ways have been 
adopted; fome of the Proprietor* have confined the Builders with whom they have contrailcd 
to a certain Plan as to the general diftribution of the intended Streets, Squares, &c. without 
reference to the particular Oafs of Houfes ; others have gone further, (Updating the Clafs 
of Houfes. and the numbers of them ; others again have fuffered the Builders to whom they 
have let their Ground to diflribute the Streets, and cover the Ground as they have thought 
proper : But upon the Marybone Park Eftate, it being, as it were, a public concern, in which 
the Inhabitants of the Metropolis will all take an intereil, and from its extent affording on oppor- 
tunity of difplaying Architectural Talent, we are of opinion that the Crown (hould be moTe tena- 
cious, and make a point that the defign of Building Ihould be fubje£l to the approvalof its Officers. 

The Proprietors of Grounds above alluded to, in order to induce Builders to come forward, 
have, for the firft few years taken only a Peppercorn and in fome inftances a Grafs Rent ; 

their 
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their ultimate Ground Rent has in few inftances, if any, commenced immediately; and if Ho. 12. A. 

the Ground is let out in large Allotments, it is done upon fuch terms as will enable the Builders „ 

to take an improved Ground Rent to be laid upon their Houfcs in fuch proportions as may- 
be molt fuitable to themfeives. 

6. — In refpefl to the additions made in the City of Edinburgh forty years ago, and at Bail* 
at a mure recent period, we have not been able to learn what iteps were reforted to ; but we 
cannot omit mentioning, that the new part of the City of Edinburgh, as to the manner of 
building, is highly worthy of imitation. 

7. — We have given our attention to the Works done, and thofein contemplation, by Lord 
Southampton and Mr. Portman ; we have had interv iews with Lord Southampton’s Solicitor, 
and find that his Lordfliip's Land from oppofite. St. James’s Chapel up to Britannia-lanc, Camden 
Town, islet on a Building Leafe for 99 years from Michaelmas 1809, with a Covenant that the 
Builder lhall erect 500 third-rate Houfcs, ora Idler number of a fuperior rate, fo as to be of 
the fame value, within 14 years, within which time the full Ground Rent agreed for is to com- 
mence ; and the Parties are allowed by his Lordfliip to make Bricks on the Ground. 

The quantity.of Land in this Building Leafe is about 50 Acres. There are no other reft fic- 
tions with the Builders in refpefl to covering the Ground that we know of, than thole above 
mentioned, except that fix different openings of Streets, fome of which are to be 00 feet 
wide, lhall be left againft the Eaftern boundary of the Marybone Park Eftate, to open into 
the Hampftead Road, between the Southern extremity of the Land let to the Builders, and 
Britannia-lane ; whidi openings are to be fiuilhed towards Marybone Park with Dwarf Walls, 
and Iron Rails thereon. 

We prefume it mull be equally beneficial for the Crown and Lord Southampton hereafter 
to do away thefe intended barriers. 

We hare made enquiries into the management of Mr. Portman’s Eftate, which partly 
environs the Marybone Park Eftate on the Weft ; we underftand he haslet all, or the grcatelt 
part of it, to a Builder of the name of Porter, without any reftriciion in the mode of covering 
it ; and a good deal of the Ground is already covered with new Houfes : A row of thefe new 
Houfes has been built to look upon the Marybone Park Fields, feemingly as if the Builder 
had anticipated that thofe Fields would not be built upon ; and on a part of the line of Boundary, 
between Mr. Portman’s Ground and the Crown’s Eftate, a wall has been ere&ed as if to ihut 
the Crown out from making any communications with the Street already formed thereon. 

Mr. Eyre’s Eftate adjoins Mr.Portman’s on the North, and alfo abuts upon Marybone Park 
on theWeft. It is believed that he has been difappointed in obtaining a communication with Mr. 

Portman’s Eftate, lor the Street or Place running in a parallel dirrftion with the Weftem 
boundary of Marybone Park on Mr. Porrman’s Ground, has been clofed up at the North end 
thereof ; and it is underftood Mr. Eyre has been actually refufed the privilege of ufing it as a 
Thoroughfare without paying Rent for it. 

TheParifh of Marybone has lately formed a Burial Ground upon a part of Mr. Eyre’s Eftate» 
and expe£tcd to have been able to ufe the communication over Mr. Port-nan’s Ground above 
alluded to ; and we apprehend this way being (topped up is partly thccaufe of the Veltrymen 
of that Parifh for the privilege of ufing and improving what they call “ an ancient Church 
“ Footpath of corifiderable width, beginning at the North end of Pleafant Row, in the New 
“ Road, and extending from thfcnce along the Weftem boundary of Marybone Park for 
11 the length of about 6 go yards, as a Carriage Road for the conveyance or Corpfes to their 
“ new Burial Ground And we underftand that a Claim of a Right of way through Mary- 
bone Park is afferted on behalf ol his Grace the Duke of Portland, and that there is reafon to 
think his Grace might be inclined to relinquilh that Right, if fome fuch W ay were to be grant- 
ed as the Veftrvmen now apply for. As, from prefent appearances, it feems very ooubtful 
that any advantageous negociation between the Crown and Mr. Portman can take place in 
refpeG of deviation from the Boundary line between the Properties, the Houfes on that Part 
of Mr. Portman’s Eftate having been built to accommodate them to the outline, We think that 
a Road within the edge of that part of Marybone Park will be neceffary, and we recommend 
its being continued entirely round, as highly advantageous to die Eftate ; it will be the means 
of affording direfl communications to all the centtal Streets and Roads, as well as to the ad- 
jacent Property where openings are already formed, or may hereafter be formed to abut 
thereon ; and it will alfo prove a delightful Ride for the immediate Inhabilants of the Eftate 
and to the fafliionahle Public, vicing in fome degree with the Rides at prefent re furred to in 
Hyde Park ; and if fuch Road was to be forthwith made in a temporary manlier, it would 
conduce to ihow the Eftate to fuch advantage, as to hzllen the Improvements being carried into 
execution : and it may not bean unfair expectation, that the Parilh lliou’.d contribute towards 
the expence of the formation of that length of the Road of which they are Jclirotis to derive 
the benefit, and that the Duke of Portland will, in confequence of this Road being made, 
reGgn his Right over other parts of the Eftate. 

This being as near a Road from the prefent Church in High-ftreet, and from the intended 
Chapel on the South Gde of the New Road, to the new Burial Ground, as can be obtained ; 
and as the Parifti may now, or hereafter, be defirous of having a Plot of Ground allotted to 
them upon the Marvbonc Park Eftate for a new Church, we think we have fixed upou a fite 
(189.) Z , ,n 
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12. A. in reference to the Plan for Building, where it would be at once ornamental, conveniently 

fituated to the New Road and the new Burial Ground, and at the fame time fuitably placed 

in refpe£t id the extent of the Parifh itfelf. 

8. — We have replied to this head of inquiry, under the firft article of our Report, perfuaded 
that the Northern part of the Eflate will be molt advantageoufly difpofed of for Villas, having 
each an Allotment of from two to five, ten, or a greater number of Acres; and if this cannot 
be effected, then we are of opinion, that 

q. — P lantations may he made upon parts thereof, with Trees bell fuited to the Soil 
(of which we do not pretend to he adequate judges) ; but doubtlefs thefe Plantations may be 
made to be not only ornamental but profitable; Timber Trees would in a few years rife. Was 
break off the North winds materially, and if a perfon of rank and fortune Would become 
delirous of creating a handfome rclidence on the Northern part of the Eflate, at the extremity 
of one of the chief avenues from South to Notth, he would be glad to have it backed and 
Weltered by fuch Plantations, and to have fcope fufficient for laying out fuitable Pleafure 
Grounds and Gardens round his 1 loufe. 

ro. — We have, in forming our opinion on the matter before us, pCrufcd the fuggeftions of 
the late Mr. Fordyce, in his correfpondcnce with the Treafury, and have endeavoured to profit 
by the comprehenfive view he took of the fubjeft. The flops that have already been taken by 
the Proprietors of the furrounding Lands on the Eaft and Well, neceflarily confine the improve- 
ments we m3y fuggeft to the immediate Property of the Crown; but by preferving a Road 
entire upon the outfkirta of the Eflate, communications over the Lands may hereafter be made 
at any parts found defirable by the Crown and the Proprietors thereof, as heretofore alluded 
to, and we conceive it will no doubt be their mutual inte-reft, eventually, to have fuch an 
underftanding with each other. 

11. — We have alfo confidered the fubjett of the ereflion of a Barrack, for which about 
47 Acres of Ground is faid to be requifite, within the. Walls. We have difpofed them in our 
Plan (exaftly according to the Outline and Dinienfions for them delivered by the Barrack De- 
partment,) towards the Weftern boundary of the Eltate, which appears to us upon the whole 
the beft calculated for this purpofe, under the impreffion that Upper Bakcr-flrect will in all 
probability eventually be opened ro the Crown Land 5 and if fo, it is the fituation of all others 
the belt in reference to their contiguity and eafy acceis to the Park ; and that the Land in that 
quarter will not be fo readily difpofed of for building, as the land towards the centTe of the 
Eltate. But we cannot omitexpreffing our apprehenfions, that if a Military Barrack be cre£l- 
ed as propofed, it will have the cffcfl of depreciating the value of the building Ground near it, 
although lor the purpofe of direct communications from the propofed Barrack to the Park, 
we have in our Plan defigned the from of it, with its Court Yard, to be towards the Eaft, 
and opening upon Upper Baker-ftreet, continued ; it may, upon the whole, on account of 
■what we have jult ftated, be more advantageous to tire neighbouring building ground to 
change the afpe£t, making the outer Boundary Road the line of communication to the Barrack, 
though it canfes a fmall increafc in the diltance. 

12 — Agreeably to your further directions to us by Mr. Pillar’s Letter of the 22d February 
laft, we have confidered what annual Rent ought to be paid by the Commiflioners of Barracks 
for a Lcafe of 99 years, of the Land Ihewn upon our Plan to be appropriated for the fite of 
the intended Barrack ; if it (hould be deemed advifable that any (hould be ereClcd on Marybone 
Park, to confift of 27^ Acres, according to the Flans tranfmitted to us with Mr. Pillar’s Letter 
of the 1 ft of February, calculating the amount of fuch Rent, with a view to the probable in- 
creafing value of the Ground ; and we think that, belides the 27! Acres requifite within the 
Boundary Walls of the Barrack, there fhould be an Allotment for a Belt in front and at the 
North and South ends, of about 5 Acres more, making in the whole 32^ Acres, in order to 
detach the front wall a little from the Road, and to afford Plantations againft the Northern and 
Southern Boundaries, to fccure from the Houfes that may front thereon the immediate view 
over the buildings, which we think the Barrack Commiflioners (hould lay out accordingly ; and 
wc are of opinion that ^9. per acre per annum will be a fair Rent to require for the Ground 
for tlie firft three years, and *£30. per acre per annum for the remainder of the term, taking 

Infra, p. 93. the probable incrcafing value ol the Ground into our view.* 

. J 3 - — We have, agreeably to ihe further directions of the BoaTd, confidered the making 
1 immediately a Coach and Ilorfe Road, with a raifed Foolpath by the fide of it, quite round 

-r ^? te ’ we 'hink fliould altogether comprife a width of 27 feet, out of which the 

raifed Footpath (hould be 7 feet ; and in refpecl to the fort of Fence to be made on tlie lides 
thereof, wc imagine, on the outfide next the propofed Belt or Plantation, a Ditch and Bank 
will be fufficient, and on tbe inner fide (where we recommend the Footpath to be) we advife a 
common Fence of polls and fingle rail, by which the Meadows will be protected ; and we are 
of opinion fuch Road, Footpath and Fence, to be continued entirely round the Eftatc, willcoft 
about £ 6 , 000. ufing the materials for the Road that may be found upon the Ground, of which 
we have reafon to believe a fufficiency may be procured. Our Eftimate of the Crofs Road of 
the lame width, with a Foolpath in like manner, from Weft to Eaft, and a poll and rail Fence 
on cacli fide thereof, is ^2,200. 

The 
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The other Crofs Road which we are direded to eilintrte, we have taken npon the line >>: ^ 0> , 2t ^ 
Upper Harley-Ilrect, and we are of opinion fuels Crofs Road, to be ioraied ftmilar to the above- 
mentioned, with a Fence on each fide, will coil £*.1,900. 

14. — In refpe£k to a general Eilimate of -the manner in which the prefent Grafs Rents’ 
amounting to £.5, 185. 6s. 61/. may be maintained or incrcafed during the execution of the 
improvements, we obferve, from the Abftract of the Rent', that ihe turns derived from die 
Buildings form /% 1,357. 17/. of the grols l'um ; but we prefume thefe Buildings mud, in a 
verylhort time after the improvements arc begun upon, be cleared away. We therefore pro- 
pofe, as the bell mode of maintaining and fomewhat increafing die prefent Rents, that a Rene 
of £.9 per Acre maybe laid upon the whole Fibre, to commence immediately, being only an 
iiicreafe of £. 2 . per acre per annum on the prefent Grafs Rents, which, with the prefent 
Rentals on the buildings to be received during the rime they may with propriety be kept up, 
and the value of the materials of the fame to be received when it is found neceflary to clear 
them away, will not fail to prove at lead an equivalent Rental. 

15 — We have further to obferve, that as we propofe the Rent of £ 9. per acre to commence 
immediately, wc think that the ultimate Ground Rents for Buildings cannot be expected to 
take place with the Builders on fpeculation until the 8th year after the term of die Leafcs, Ihall 
be refpetlively agreed upon. 

We were defired to include in our Report any information we might be able to obtain - irr 
refpect to the Canal, that was fuggefted fome years ago to be carried from that at Padding- 
ton to the London Docks ; we believe the Scheme has been entirely abandoned. We have 
endeavoured to get a Plan of what was then intended, which wc have not been able to effect ; 
but we underftnnd it was a Scheme that neither the late Surveyor General, Mr. Heaton, or 
Mr. White, countenanced, according to a Plan and Sedlion they then infpected. 

We beg leave in concluding this Report to obferve, that we have taken our lines for building 
over the major part of the Ground at right angles, in preference to difpofing them in circular 
or octangular figures, upon a principle of greater general convenience, and much lefs expenfe 
in erecting, finilhing and fumifhing ; and we conceive that from the arrangement of the Plan, 
by which a continuation of ail the principal Places or Streets on the South fide of the Road 
is preferved, a cheerful and open alpe£l will be produced through the whole Ellate, and thac 
the propofed mode of covering the Ground will be found equal, if not preferable, to any other 
fimilar fupeTficies in London or its vicinity already built upon ; and is not only calculated 
to meet the views and tafte of thole who are mod likely to refide upon it, but equally defirabie 
for the health, comfort and convenience, of an extenfive Metropolis, and productive of a very 
large increafe of Revenue to Government. We alfo flatter ourfclves, that the importance of 
tliefe views will he experienced from the incitement they are likely to hold forth to the Public 
in the difpofal of the Ground ; and, that by rendering the Plana popular and general Improve- 
ment, a benefit will be bellowed upon the Community.

BY an A£l of 38 George III. cap. 33. the Grand Jun&ion Canal Company are empowered 
to make Water- works to fupply the Pariffi of Paddington, and Pariflies and Streets adjacent 
with water, and at various times fince that year have emdeavoured to carry thofe powers into 
effect ; but in confequence of the unprecedented and unforefeen expenfes attending the com- 
pletion of the Canal and its Appendages, the Funds raifed by the Proprietors were inadequate.

which they could not otherwife have obtained. 

The Works which are now carrying on by the authority of the Grand Jun&ion Canal 
Company, and under the direction of Mr. Rennie the Engineer, are in great forwardnefs ; 
the Inhabitants of the different Parilhes and Streets will therefore in a very Ihort time be 
fupplied with an abundance of pure and excellent foft water. 

This the Subfcribers are enabled to do at a comparatively fmall expenfe, from the height of 
their Ground, and its proximity to the Pariflies and Streets to be ferved. From tliefe peculiar 
advantages, the Inhabitants will with the greateft eafe be fupplied with Water in the upper 
ftories of their Houfes, or other Buildings. 

The Grand Main (30 inches in diameter) part of which is now ready for laying down, 
will convey a body of Water unequalled in the Metropolis, and afford immenfe advantages in 
cafes of Fire to all the Diftri£ls through which the pipes will pafs. 

The Water will be taken very confiderably above all the Wharfs at Paddington ; it has been 
analyzed by Mr. Accum, and Mr. Aikin, who have declared it to be mofl excellent for all 
domeftic purpofes ; to be alfo lighter, and contain lefs foreign matter, than the Thames 
Water. 

The Grand Jundtion Water-works Subfcribers do not apply to Parliament for any new 
Powers : they only feek a confirmation of their Agreement with the Grand Junction Canal 
Company. 

It is laftly to be obferved, that as the Powers for carrying on thefe Works are already in 
exiftcnce, and ate now acting upon, no injur)' whatever can be fultained by any other Com- 
pany from the fandlion of Parliament to this meafure.

IN reply to your inquiry of us, on the fubjedt of Increafc of Rental for the Pafture Lands 
at Marybone, fuggefted by us in our Report, we have to inform you, that we adverted to the 
Abftraft of die Rental which took place at Michaelmas 1 804, now nearly feven years ago ; 
and we rcfledled that fince that period a vaft quantity of Land, theretofore employed as Paf- 
ture Land, had been taken up for building on, and that a very large extent was at the inllant 
marked out for die fame purpofe. We remark die Eftates of the Duke of Bedford, Lord 
Southampton, The Foundling Hofpital, The Skinners Company, Mr. Eyre, Mr. Portman, 

Lord Grolvenor, The Bifhop of London, and Lord Cadogan ; diat in proportion to die diffi- 
culty of obtaining Land at the outlkirts of the Town for Pafture, convertible into Building 
Ground, fuch as may dill be employed as Pafture, Land would be die more eagerly fought 
for, and higher Rents obtained ; and independendy, diat Property of all deferiptions had rifen 
materially in value ; and we were led from thefe circumftances to conclude that £ 9. per 
Acre, as an average Rent, might at this time be readily procured, more efpecially as we have 
been credibly informed that Pafture Land, more remotely fituate, has been let at a fimilar 
rate.

IN obedience to your directions, we have furveyed certain Ground and Buildings fituate 
between the North end of the Haymarket ami the South fide of Oxford Street, nearly in the 
courfe of Great Windmill-ftreet, Little Windmill-ftreer, Cambridge-ftreet, and Poland-ftreet, 
communicating with Oxford-ftreet, a little to the Ea ft ward of the Pantheon ; and extending 
in a ftraight line a parallel breadth of about 210 feet averagely, with a view of opening a 
broad Street (not lefs than 70 feet in breadth) from the Haymarket into Oxford Street, and of 
building fuitable new Houfes on both fides of fuch new Street, with Ground Plots about 70 
feet in depth, whereby a handfome communication would be made from Weftminfter Bridge 
to the northern extremity of the Town, in the direClion of Marybone Park. We have efti- 
mated the fum we ftiould confider requifite for the purchafe of the faid Ground and Buildings 
to make way for this improvement, which amounts to about ^290, 000. We have alfo con- 
fhlered the value of the Materials of the Honfes and other Buildings which mult be pulled 
down, and the value of the Fee Simple of die Ground, when vacant, for building upon, with 
Froatages to the propofed new Street ■, and are of opinion, the Materials and Ground to- 
gether would produce about .^236,000. leaving a deficit of only about ^54,000. to accom- 
plifli this very defirable object, not only for die public convenience, but alfo for improving 
the value of that very extenfive Eiiatc belonging to the Crown, called Marybone Park, of 
which there are but a few years to come of the exifting Leafe, and where it may be expected 
very large {peculations for Building would take place, upon high Ground Rents, as fotm as 
it were made known that the Ground would be let out for that purpofe, as that Eftate is 
peculiarly adapted for the enlargement of that fafhionable quarter of the Metropolis. 

We take leave to notice, that moft of the Buildings now (landing upon the Ground over 
which the new Street is intended to be made, are or very inferior clafs both as to fize and 
manner of building, and none of them fcarcely of modem date ; and that there is no public 
Edifice, or very extenfive Building employed in Trade, that would be intercepted, except it 
be Starkey & Jennings’s Brewery, which is altogether very old, and, with fome few Houfes 
contiguous, belong to the Crown.

REPORT of Mr. John Najh, Architect in the Department of Woods; with Plans for the 
Improvement of Mary-le-bone Park. 



To the Commiffioners of His Majedy’s Woods, Foreds, and Land Revenues. 



My Lord, and Gentlemen, 

<c T AM honoured with your commands (as one of the Architefts and Surveyors to the Depart- 
“ ^ ment of Woods and Foreds,) to Purvey the Crown Lands of Mary-le-bone Park, and after 
“ confidering the feveral documents communicated to me, I am defired to report to you my 
“ opinion, fird, as to what appears to me the mod advantageous and eligible method of 
“ letting that Property, for what term of Years, and how fubdivided, fo as to produce the 
“ greated prefent yearly Rent, the progreflive increafe of that Rent and the larged permanent 
“ value to the property, as the ultimate refult of the improvement which I (hall propofe ; 

“ always having in view the beauty of the Metropolis, and die health and convenience of the 
“ Public ; and I am defired to confider, in the event of recommending the formation of 
“ ftreets and fquares, the general Fall of the Land from North to South, as facilitating the 
** condrudtion of Sewers and Drains, the nature of the foil for the purpofe of making bricks, Infra. 

“ and of the means of an ample fupply of Water from the higher grounds ; and having Appendix, 

“ weighed all thefe circumflances, I am defired to accompany my Report with a detailed Plan, 11 Q. 

“ and full explanations of the diftribution of the Ground, fo as to unite the objects of 
“ prefent and growing Improvement in point of Revenue, with the advantages of forming 
“ a handfome, elegant, and commodious addition to the Metropolis of the Empire, fuch as 
« the peculiarly fortunate expofure of the ground feems naturally to fugged ; and which 
“ may with propriety be expected on fuch an appropriation of property belonging to His 
“ Majedy. I am further defired to confider the fubjed as conne&ed with the meafure of a 
“ new convenient communication by means of a broad dreet in a direct line from about 
“ Charing Crofs to the Southern boundary of the Edate in queilion ; and I am defired to 
“ fugged fuch plan or plans as fiiall feem to me mod eligible and mod pra&icable for open- 
“ ing fuch a communication, together with an Edimate of the Expenfe of making it in the fird 
“ indance, and the manner in which fuch Expenfe might in the whole, or in part, be 
** afterwards made good to the Public ; and I am alfo defired to confider the fubjetl on the 
“ fuppoGtion that forming fuch a communication may not for the prefent be found prafli- 
“ cable or expedient. I am further defired to procure information, and date the methods 
“ which have been purfued with regard to improvements of a like nature by the Dukes of 
« Bedford and Portland, Lord Camden, Lord Southampton, Mr. Portman, and others, on 
« whofe adjoining property extenfive llreets and fquares have been recently formed ; and in 
“ the great additions, made forty years ago, to the City of Edinburgh ; and at a more recent 
“ period to the City of Bath. I am alfo defired “ particularly to attend to the improvements 
“ already made, and in contemplation, on the adjoining edates of Lord Southampton and 
“ Mr. Portman ; and to concert meafures with them, if I (hould think a more advantageous 
** plan could be formed by fo doing I am alfo defired “ to confider on the fuppolition that 
“ the Northern part of Mary-le-bone Park may be fituated at too great a didance from the 
prefent boundary of the Town to render it probable that Streets and Squares, and Dwelling- 
“ houfes, fora co'nfiderable length of time, could be edablilhed there, whether it might not 
be an advantageous and probable mode of laying our foine of that portion of the Edate 
“ to divide itintofmnll allotments of from Five to Ten Acres each, and let them for the pur- 
** pofe of forming Villas for fuch Individuals as might he difpofed to undertake them ; to 
“ be returnable as opporunities might occur of extending the projected dreets, &c. over the 
« whole or part of that portion of the Edate ; and whether fuch portions of the Edate 
“ as might not be fuitable for fuch Villas might not be planted with Timber, which, 

« till it had grown to maturity, might be fo difpofed as to flielter the neighbouring llreets and 
“ buildings from the North and North-cad winds; and, ladly, I am defired to give particular 
“ attention to the fuggedions of the late Mr. Fordyce on this fubjed, in his correfpondence •Supra,p.i5J 
« with the Treafury, and Reports to Parliament, and their Appendixes*.” 



IN obedience to the preceding commands, I have furveyed the Edate in quedion, have af- 
certained the feveral Levels of the Ground, and corrected thofe of the Crown Map, which I 
found very erroneous. I have afeertained the Levels of all die difi’ereut dreets between Mary- 
le-bone Park and the River Thames, for the purpofe of drainage, and furveyed the exiding 
Sewers ; and having alfo maturely confidered the fuggedions of the late Mr. Fordyce, con- 
tained in the feveral documents laid before me, I beg leave, my Lord and Gentlemen, to fubmit 
to yonr confidevation the following Report, accompanied with explanatory Plans, Defigns, Eili- 
mates and Calculations, as the refult of my judgment and opinions on the fubjedts referred to 
me ; in which will be found, digeded and coimcdled, all the matters contained in your ln- 
it ructions and in the fuggedions of Mr. Fordyce. 

(V89.) B b Mary- 
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!No. IS.(B.) Mary-le-bone Park lies on the North- weft boundary of the Town, abutting South on the 

- New Road from Paddington to Iflington, and part of it advances Southward of the New Road 

to the ends of Portland-place, Harley-ftreet and Portland Road, all which parts of the Town 
have long fince been built up to the Southern boundary . of Mary-le-bone Paik, — Lord South- 
ampton's Land lying .between Mary-le-bone Park and Tottenham-court Road, and the Land 
between Mary-le-bone Park and Camden Town form its Eaftern boundary. Camden Town is 
already built, as is alfo a conGderable length of the Well fide of TottenIum-court Road, and 
the remaining length is let for building. Out of the Well fide of Tottenham-court Road and 
Camden Town, ftreets are forming in a direction towards the boundary of Mary-le-bone Park, 
fo that in a very few years Mary-le-bone P;trk will, oh the whole of the Eaftern fide, be en- 
clofed by buildings. The "Weftern fide of Mary-le-bone Park is bounded by Mr. Portman’-s 
Lands neareft the New Road, and afterwards by thofc of Mr. Eyre : thole Lands at prefent 
are not built upon, but they are offered for building, and a very conGderable part already 
taken, fo that in contemplating Mary-le-bone Park it will be proper to confider it as en- 
tjofed on three (ides by buildings. The Northern boundary is on Land belonging to the Duke 
of Portland to the Weftward, and on Lord Southampton’s Land to the Eaftward, and imme- 
diately North, by College land let to Mr. Earle. The Northern boundary lies open to Hamp- 
ftead and Highgate ; and, great as the fpecUlations in building are, the period mult be Very 
remote when Mary-le-bone Park (hall be cnclofed on its Northern fide. The Houles forming 
the ftreets abutting on the Southern boundary of Mary-le-bone Park, fuch as Baker-ftreet, 
'Nottingham-ftrect, Nottingham-plncc, High-ftreet, Devonlhfte-piace, Harley-ftreet, and 
Portland-place, are of the general clafs of houfes Occupied by the Gentry of the Metropolis. 
Portland-place is therr|oft magnificent ftreet in London ; and, in point of breadth, Bevon- 
fliire-place and Baker-ftreet are next in rank. 

Thofe three ftreets, therefore, fliould be die Lines of Communication with the Lands of 
"Mary-le-bone Park, and of their connexion with the Town. The New Road feems to be at 
prefent the boundary of fpeculation in buildings of any confequence ; beyond which, houfes 
of cheap rent have become the object of builders ; and the principle of fpeculation is to take 
large tracts of ground by the Acre, and to crowd as many ftreets and lanes into it as they 
can, in order to create fo many feet lineal, to underlet for building ; and the fruit of die fpe- 
culation is the Tale of the increafed Ground-rents. Thofe houfes are therefore of the meaneft 
'fort, are built of the worft and flighted materials, and but for their dependence on each other 
•for fupport, would, many of them, not (land the term of their Leafes ; and a Proprietor of 
Land, who lets his ground for the building of fuch houfes in the expectation of a valuable 
eftate at the termination of the Leafes (as Lord Grofvenor has fortunately experienced) will 
find his Land encumbered widi heaps of ruins, as old expiring Leafes, where the buildings 
have been of diat flight and mean fort, every where ihow ; ami even in the cafe of the better 
and more fubftantial houfes, fuch as are feen on Lord Grofvenor’ s Property, (if die wife 
meafure of renewing the Leafes before the original terms expired had not been taken,) his 
Lordfliip would have found a very different Eftate, for the buildings were running fail into 
decay ; and unlefs fome fuch ftep (hall be taken by the Duke of Bedford, and the Trufteeg 
of the Foundling Holpital Land, they will find at the expiration of the Leafes that the nume- 
rous houfes built on their Land, fo far from having increafed the value of their Eftates, will 
be encumbrances to themfelves, and a difgrace to the Metropolis. Nothing but defence againft 
weather will be the repairs done by tenants within the laft 20 years of their term ; and the negleik 
of repairs accelerates the diftrufilion of buildings ; the materials themfelves wear out in a long 
term, and require rit>t only repairs but renovation. Houfes inhabited by the firft daffy s of fo- 
ciefy laft longer, becaufe theft luxuries and comforts require that their houles fliould be kept clean 
and renovated ; and the changes of fafliion occafion fo many alterations, th.it the houfes of die 
firft claffes may be fnid to be rebuilt many times during the term of a building leafe; but in 
meaner buildings, fuch as are about to furrotmd Mary-le-bone Park, there will not be the ability 
or t!.e inclination to preferve them by fucli means ; and nothing fo much accelerates the 
natural decay of buildings, as allowing them to be negle&ed in cleanliliefs or timely repairs. 
The houfes of the lower order of people are therefore more liable to decay than thofe inhabited 
by the higher claffes. Mary-le-bone Park and die lands around it form the beginning of the 
ai'cent of the high grounds of Hanipftead and Highgate, which overlook die Town ; and it is 
to be lamented that houfes of fuch a mean fort as have been built at Somers Town, and are 
now building on Lord Southampton's ground, fliould difgrace this Apex of the Metropolis, 
particularly as there is faificient fpace on die lower grounds for any increafe of buildings 
required for the lower claffes; and it is demonftrable that Lord Soudiamptoii, Mr. Purtman, 
Mr. Eyre, and die Duke of Portland, are not advancing dieir belt interefts in permitting their 
grounds to be covered with fucli buildings. 

The beft-built part of that quarter of die Town is comprifed between Baker-ftreet Weft- 
ward, and Pordand-ftreet Eaftward; Mary-le-bone Park very fortunately lies immediately 
behind thofe Streets, and the Crown has dierefore the power of preferving diat belt built-part 
of the Town from the annoyance and difgrace which direaten it on either fide, and of efta- 
.bliftiing a beautiful termination to that elevated and confpicuous Boundary of the Metropolis. 

The artificial caufes of the extenfion of the Town are the fpeCulations of Builders, en- 
couraged and promoted by Merchants dealing in the materials of Building, and Attomies with 
monied Clients facilitating, and indeed putting in motion, the whole fyftem, by difpofing of 

their 
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.their Clients Money in premature Mortgages, the fain of improved Ground-Rents, and by No. 1 2.(8.) 

numerous other devices, by which their Clients make an advantageous ufe of their Money, 

and die Attornies create to themfelves a lucrative bufineOs from the Agreements, Affignments, 

Leafes, Mortgages, Bonds, and other indruments of Law, which become necefiary throughout 
Juch complicated and intricate tranfqflious. It is net necefiary for the prefent purpofc to enu- 
merate the bad confequences and pernicious effefts which arife from fuch an unnatural and 
forced enlargement of the Town, further than to obferye, that it is the intereft of thofe con- 
cerned in fuch Buildings that they fliould be of as little cod as poffible, preferring an at- 
tractive exterior, which Parker's Stucco, coloured Bricks, and Balconies, accomplifh ; and a 
fafhionable arrangement of rooms on the principal floors, embellifhed by the Paper-hanger, ahd 
a few fiimfy marble chimney-pieces, are the attractions of the interior. Thefe are fuEficient 
allurements to the Public, and enfure the fale of the Houfes, which is the ultimate objedt of 
the Builders, and to this finery every thing out of fight is facrifieed, oris no further an objedt 
of attention, than that no defects in the conltructive and ftibftantial parts {hill make their- ap- 
pearance while the Houfes are on fale; and it is to be feared, that for want of thofe eflehtials, 
which conftitute the ftrength and permanency of Houfes, a very few years will exhibit 
cracked walls, fwagged floors, bulged fronts, crooked roofs, leaky gutters, inadequate drains, 
and other ills of an originally bad conditution ; and it is quite certain, without a renovation 
equal to re-building, that all thofe Houfes long, very long, before the expiration of die 
Leafes, will ceafe tD exid, and the reverfionary Eftate the Proprietors look for will never be 
realized, as it is not till the end of tire Builders term that the Proprietor of the Fee will be en- 
titled to the additional Ground-Rents laid on by the Builder. It is evidently, therefore, not 
the intereft of the Crown that Mary-lc-bone Park Ihpuld be covered with Buildings of 
that dofeription ; and confequently that it is not to the mode of letting out the Ground by 
the Acrefcr builders to feek their profit by fub-dividiug it into fuch Streets as will beft anl’wer 
their fpeculations, however large the amount of the Ground-Rents which Builders lay on mar 
appear on paper, and in thecourfe of time perhaps be realized by them, upon the fuppofition 
that thofe Ground.Rcnts would revert to the Crown. Such is the price of labour and ma- 
terials, that Builders on fpeculation cannot ereG Houles capable of enduring a building term 
of 99 years, or even 61 years, and therefore thofe Ground-Rents will not be realized by the 
Crown. So precarious is the value of Houfes .from the change of laffiion only, that thofe 
which were not quite out of fafhion lad year are abandoned, for thofe which are forhetning 
more cliaracterized by the newer falliion of this; and uoihiug is more common than to .fee 
old Houfes covering large fpaces of Ground, with ample Yards and Offices, anil mod fub- 
ilantiaily built, deferred for Houfes flightly built on contracted fpots, and with fmall and in- 
convenient Offices, on no other account than that the latter have the poliih of newnels anil 
falliion, and that the former are clothed in the refpe£lable garb worn 40 years ago. If this is 
true with regard to Houfes of infinitely more intrinfic value, what will be the date of requert 
40 years hence, of the flight and fiimfy Buildings of which the modern enlargement of Ihe 
Town iscompofed, may be very eafily imagined. It is therefore recommended, not to trud’to 
thofe forced and unnatural means of procuring Buildings to be creeled in Mary-le-bone Park, 

-but to advert to the advantages and circuindances belonging to the place itfelf, and to advance 
and improve thofe, and to endeavour to create fuch others as are obvioully the motives of ope- 
-tating on the wealthy part of the Public in the choice of fituations for their Houfes, or which 
iliall hold forth advantages to the indudrious and inferior clafies. 

'Hie parts of the Town which the great and opulent prefer, are the Wed fide of Arlington- 
.'ftreet, the upper end of Piccadilly, Park-lane and Grofvenor-place; not becaufe thofe Streets 
-arc nearer die Court or Houfes of Parliament, for Pall-mall, St. James’s-fquare, and many 
other Streets, arc dill nearer, and the Houfes as refpettable ; but becaufe thofe fituations 
look into Hyde Park, the Green Park, and the Queen’s Garden ; even the Streets in the neigh- 
bourhood of the- Parks participate in that influence; and thofe immediately behind Park-lane, 
though many of them are of inconvenient and circuitous accefs, are preferred to hand fome 
llreets and better houfes further removed from the Parks. Grofvenor-fquare on this account 
is preferred to Cavendiih-fqunre, Berkeley-fquare, Hanover-fquarc, or St. James’s Tquare ; fuch 
are die attractions of open fpace, free air, the feenery of nature, and the means which the 
Parks afford for Horfe-exercil’e, for walking, and for airing in Carriages ; and although the 
houfes of Grofvenor-place have a dufty road in front of them, a Turnpike to pafs through, 
and the lower rooms looking againd a dead-wall, with all its attendant uuifances, it is quite 
fufficieut that die upper Apartments look into the Queen’s Garden. Many of the Houfes in 
Park -lane have a like dead-wall before the fewer Apartments, and thofe in the upper part of 
Piccadilly, (except where iron railing has been fubdituted) have not only a dead-wall to lqok 
againd, but die noife of die Carts, Waggons, StageCoaches, and odier Carriages -of one of 
the mod crowded outlets of the Town, to endure. The fame inducements of free air, open 
fpace, and feenery of nature, are fcea operating on the lefs elevated chides of Society. Sloane- 
ftreet, when it was fird built, had an open field to look into, acd the Houfes were ranged at 
didances from each other; and though attended with many diladyasitages, fuch as didance 
from Town, the unfiniflied Hate of the Street, the lonelinef3 of the lituation, and niauy 
others, yet the Houfes were not only .hired, but many of them purchafed as foon as they 
were built; and as the fpaces between the Houfes were filled up, the ficuarion became more 
in requed, and the Houfes increafed in value, until that immenfe line of Country refidences 
was formed. In .the like manner, and from the fame inducements, handfome Houfes are

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No 1 2. (B.) faen built and building on the Tides of all the Roads near the Metropolis, wherever there is an 

open field ora garden to look into ; but in the courfe of time thofe iituations are deprived of 

thofe allurements, by the fields and gardens over which they look being alfo buih upon, as 
in Sloane-ftreet and other places : Before that happens, however, the Houfes are fold to thofe 
who inhabit them, and who on that account aTe fixed to the fpot ; and a good neighbourhood 
becomes the lubtlitute for the lofs of open fields and gardens. 

The principles on which this Report, and the defigns accompanying it, are formed, 
and the obje&s propofed to be obtained, arc, that Mary-le-bone Park fliall be made to con- 
tribute to the healihfulnefs, beauty, and advantage, of that quarter of the Metropolis; that 
the Houfes and Buildings to be eredted fhall be of that .ufeful defeription, and permanent con- 
ftru&ion, and pofiefs fuch local advantages, as fhall be likely to allure a great augmentation 
of Revenue to the Crown at the expiration of the Leafes ; that the attraction of open fpace, 
free air, and thefeenery of Nature, with the means and invitation of exercife on horfeback, 
on foot, and in Carriages, fhali be preferred or created in Mary-le-bone Park, as allurements 
and motives for the wealthy part of the Public to eltablifh themfelves there; and that the ad- 
vantages with the circumflances of the fituation itfelf prefent fhall be improved and advanced ; 
and that markets, and conveniences eflential to the comforts of Life, fhall be placed in Gtua- 
tions, and under fuch circumltances, as may induce Tradefmen to fettle there. 

It is propofed that the two principal Entrances into Mary-le-bone Park fhall be Portland- 
place and Baker-ftreet ; that Portland-place fhall be continued in the prefent dire&ion and of 
the fame width, for the length of fifty yards Northwards into Mary-le-bone Park ; that Baker- 
ftreet (widened to the fame breadth as Portland-place) fhall alfo be continued Northward to 
the famediftance, and that the extreme ends of thofe .Streets fhall be united by a Crofs Street. 
The whole Area enclofed by thofe Streets (which will contain a fpace confidcrably larger than 
St. James’s and die Green Parks put together) is propofed to be laid out and planted as a Park, 
and appropriated to Houfes of the firft magnificence, for which reafon there will be no other 
accefs to them but Portland-place, Baker-ftreet, and a Street oppofite Devonfhire-place ; and 
to difguife the appearance, and to prevent the impreffion of having crofted the New Road, it 
is propofed diatthe field immediately adjoining the end of Portland-place, together with the 
like quantity of the field beyond the New Road, fhall be converted into a large Circus, die 
intervention of the Plantation in the Area, within the railing of which Circus, and die conti- 
nuation of the Street allround, will effeftually conneft Portland -place with Mary-le-bone 
Park, widiout producing the ieaft fenfation of having crofted the New Road. This Circus 
will enclofe an Area equal to diat of Lincoln’s inn Fields, and be in unifoa with the magni- 
ficent Tcde of Portland-place. 

In the. centre -of the Park, on the fummitof the riGng ground from which it falls on every 
-fide, it is propofed to ereft another Circus, with die fronts of die Houfes looking externally 
over the Park which furrounds it ; and round die Circus fo formed to make a circular Road, 
feparated only from the Park by a Haha, or funk fence, fuch as divides Kenfington Gardens 
drain Hyde Park ; the circumference of the Road will.be 3-4dis of a mile. Within the ex- 
ternal curve of houfes an inner Circus is propofed to be formed, of equal magnitude with that 
propofed at the end of Portland-place. The Park may be embelliihed widi a Lake of Water 
in the form of a River, equal in magnitude to the Serpentine River in Hyde Park, the (nape 
of which, by the declination of die varying furface of the Ground, will aflitme the form 
•fiiown in the Plan. 

At the upper part of the Park it is propofed to make a Canal or Bafin of Water of the lengdi 
-and breadth of that in St. James’s Park, and round the fides of die Canal to form three Terraces 
•of Gravel, the Upper Terrace being the Street, with eafy ilopc3 of Turf between, and rows 
•of Trees regularly planted, forming Avenues to the Terraces. The Canal or Bafin to be fur- 
rounded by a ftone baluftvadc, and fed from the fpring on Priinrofe-hill, dirough an oma- 
jnental Fountain erected in the centre of the Canal ; thofe Promenades, and lii.it ftyle of de- 
coration, will be novelties to the Metropolis, and the houfes which furrouud the Terraces 
will alfo participate in die Scenery of the Parks behind them. A Square is alfo propofed to 
be built on the South fide of the Park, immediately beyond die New Road, of the fize of 
■R'jflelkfquare (the largeft in London) with a Street at each cud, of the fame breadth asPort- 
land-placc, leading to it. The Houfes on the North fide of this Square and Street will enjoy 
the Scenery of the Park, as will alfo the two great Streets which furrouud the Middle Park. 

The houfes before deferibed, and the Park which they enclofe, are fituated in the middle 
-of Mary-le-bene Park, and occupy 2jo Acres, leaving 260 Acres round diem, which it is 
•Infra propofed to appropriate in the following manner. A circular Road* to be made round die 
boundary, leaving a breadth of 120 feet next die boundary line for buildings ; the Road to be 
50 feet wide, and the remaining ground in front of the Road to be laid out and planted as 
Lawns or Parks ; the Road to be feparated from the feenery only by a funk fence, as before 
deferibed, n (Fording to the houfes that may be built on the ground between the Road and the 
boundaiy line Views over thofe Lawns or Parks ; and it is prefumed, that thofe who are 
tempted to build or purchafe houfes by the fides of the dufty roads at the Oudets of the 
Town, for the tike of looking over fields or gardens, often naked and widiout Trees, widi the 
•continual approhenfion of thofe fields and gardens being alfo covered with buildings, and their 
„profpe£b deftroyea, will prefer to eftablifh themfelves by the fide of a Road faced with fuch

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dreff.d Scenery r.s ir is propofed to make round Mary le-bone Park, and which will be con- No.i 2.(P.) 

tinually improving as the Pl.nr.itions flourHh, and of the view of which their houfes cannot be ' 

deprived. At the Weiiernmoft part of the circular Road the ground to be plant d is fo broad 
as to admit of two Crefcents of houfes, each fronting the moil beautiful part of the Scenery, 
each Crelcent having a fort of Park of its own in front, and the water which adonis it full of 
Variety ; befides-the beauties nf fuch a Road and Scenery, it will form a Ride or Drive, three 
miles in length (befides the circular Road in the interior of the Park before deferibed), a cir- 
eumihiice which none of the old Parks poffefs ; and when all thofe attractions and advan- 
tages are confidered, a reafonnble hope may be entertained tint the great and opulent will 
fettle here in preference to the prefent favoured fpots in the vicinity of the old Parks, par- 
ticularly if the grand approach from the Houfes of Parliament, Courts of Law, and State 
Offices in Weftminfter, to Portland-place, hcrem-aftcr recommended, fhould ever be accom- 
plilhed ; for then Mary-ie bone Park will be brought as nearby di fiance, and nearer by time, 
to thofe places of conltant refort, as either Hyde Park or Grofvcnor -place, and the grandedr 
of the accefs, and the vicinity of the Great, will all be additional inducements to the wealthy 
who feek for relidences where there is Country Scenery, to elhiblifli ihcmfclves 011 the fides of 
the circular Road. 

The interior and exterior Parks are propofed to be let in parcels of from Four to Twenty 
Acres, for thepurpofe of building Villas, and fo planted that no Villa fhould fee any other, but 
each fhould appear to poffefs th? whole of the Park ; and that the Streets of Houfes which 
Overlook the Park fhould not fee the Villas, nor one Street of Houfes overlook thofe of another 
Street. 

After having thus transferred to Mary-le-bone Park the allurements which are the obvious 
eaufes of the preference given to the favourite fpots of refidence in the neighbourhood of the 
Parka, and to other favourite filuations on the fkirts of the Town, it remains to confider and 
take advantage of the local circumftances favourable to improvement prefented by the place 
tfelf. 

The firff of thefe is the intended Navigation between the Grand Junction Canal atPaddington, 
and the River Thames below London Bridge, by the extenfion of that Canal at the back of the 
Town through Illington, to the Thames, below London Bridge, a Subfcription for which has 
been entered into, and an npplicat on intended to be made to Parliament in the enfuing Seflion. 

The line of that Canal will he ncrof; the ground of Mary-le-bone Park, in a North eafterly di- 
reQion and it is propofed to take advantage of that Cana! in the formation and fupply of the 
Ornamental Water which is to embelliih the Parks, and to carry a lateral Cut, jufl hefore it 
leaves Mary-le-bone, in the dirc&ion and nearly as far as the New Road, a few yards to the 
Eaft of the point where Portland Road enters the New Road, at which place die propofed 
lateral Cut will terminate in a large Bafin. 

The advantages of this Cut are obvious j it will bring the produce of the country, and the arti- 
cles which the Sea and Thames fupply, at a cheaper rate to the mod centra' fituation of that 
populous neighbourhood, and round which Bafin it is propofed to eftablilli a Market, as large as 
Covent Garden Market, for the fupply of Vegetables ; alfo a Hay and Straw Market, as large as 
that at the end of Piccadilly ; a Corn Market, and Com Exchange, as in the City ; Coal 
Wharfs and Coal Exchange ; a Meat and Poultry Market, and Butter and Eggs Market, on cx- 
tenfive l’cales ; all of which will be fupplied by the eafy and cheap means of Water Carriage. 

On the fides of this branch of the Can J will be eftabliflied Wharfs for Timber, Lime, Stone, 

Manure; &c. and on each fide a rew of Houfes for thofe employed in the commerce of the 
Canal. By this Cut all die convcnic.icies of life will be brought home to the doors of thofe 
who cftabliOi lliertifelves 011 the Lands of Mary-le bone Park, ami the Revenue arifing to the 
Crown from property fo circumltanced will not only be great but permanent, the fourccs from 
which it arifes being identified with the comforts and neceffities of the Public. 

Another advantage which the locality of Mary-le-bone Park prefents, is the means of making 
a nearer way to Hampftead and Highgate from every part of die Town Weft of Poniand- 
ftrect, than bv Tottenham Court or any other Road, namely, by continuing I’ortland-llreet, 
in its prefent direction through Mary le bone Park to its Northern extremity, from which a 
very fiiort ftreet made through Lord Southampton's Land would enter the great Road at 
Mother Red-Cap’s, where it divides, and branches off to Hampftead and Highgate. The 
thoroughfare of fuch a ftreet would be an inducement for people to build on it. The fpace 
which would be left between that ftreet and the backs of die houfes on the Weft fide of the 
Commercial Cut, might belaid out in ftreets for the habitations of thofe connected with the 
Markets, or for tradefmen and others who fhould find it their intereft to fettle in the neigh- 
bourhood of (it is to be hoped) fo much opulence and fo much commerce. 

By infpe£ting the Plan, it will be feen that neither the Commercial Canal, nor its Wharfs 
nor die elongation of Porcland-ftreet, as a near way to Hampftead and Highgate, nor die 
(189.) Cc Markets, 
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No.I 2 .(B.) Markets, nor the ftreets between the Canal and Portland-flreet, incommode or interfere with 

the privacy and rural Scenery of the propofed Parks, or circular Roads ; the Street continued 

from Portland Road cutting off all communication between them. From the Commercial Canal 
feveral lateral Streets are propofed to be formed, to connect with Streets that are made, and 
others that are making, on Lord Southampton's Ground, and in Somers Town, which would 
be to many feeders and outlets for the Commerce on the Canal. Convenient fituations for 
Taverns, funs, Alehoufes, Livery Stables, &c. are provided in different fituations on the 
Plan. The public Hotels, the fronts of large Villas, public Buildings, and Churches, arc 
placed fo as to terminate the Viftas of Streets, or embellifh the Squares and Circufes, and 
to enliven the Scenery ; and it would be particularly appropriate to place in the Area of the 
double Circuj, on the high ground where Willan’s Farni-houfe now Hands, a public Build- 
ing to receive the Statues and Monuments of great and diltinguilbed Men, as the Dome of 
fuch a Building would rife above the Houfes, and form the grandeft Apex pollible to the 
whole Scenery. 

Such is the general defeription of the Plan recommended for the improvement of the 
Revenue arifing from the Lands of Mary-le-bone Park j founded, not on a forced augmenta- 
tion of the Town by the precarious and generally ruinous fpeculations of adventuring Builders, 
but on principles which may be reafonably expecled to operate on the inclinations of the 
Public, and produce an Eltate, the Revenues of which are likely to be permanent. 

The way in which Builders would lay out the Ground according to the method made uf* 
of by them, as feen in the numerous exifting Streets and Squares, would be to continue the 
feveral Streets of Baker-ftreet, Nottingham -dreet, High-ftreet, Devonfhire-place, Upper 
Harley -ftreet, Portlund-place, New-flreet, Charlotte-flreet, Portland-ftreet, and Norton- 
flreet, in their prefent direction Northward to the extremity of Mary-le-bone Park, and crofs 
them by a continuation of the new Streets forming in Somers Town and Tottenham court 
Road, with the ufual intervention of Squares, Crefcents, and Circufes, Alehoufes, Taverns, 
and Stable-yards ; but there would be no other means of carrying luch a Plan into execution 
but by the precarious funds, and through the medium, of fpeculating builders j and when 
the extent of ground to be covered with Houfes and Streets is confidered, the probability 
is, that fo vaft a fcheme, by fuch means, is impracticable ; but admitting its polfibility, the 
improved Ground Rents would not in the firlt inftance belong to the Crown, but to the 
Builders, to whom the Crown mull let the Ground by the Acre, or otherwife, at low rents ; 
and what fuch an Eltate would be at the end of the term, has been before deferibed. 

A Plan, No. i, accompanies this Survey, fhowing the Streets, Plantations, and Water ; alfo 
a View of the Parks from the main circular Road, and one of the inner Park from the cir- 
• p a ge , 0 p_ cular Road round the double Circus ; and in the Appendix, No. I.*, is a calculation of the 
Revenue immediate, and in Reverfion, to be expected from Mary-le-bone Park according to 
this Survey. 

It appearing to be the opinion of the Board, that the Canal from the Paddington Canal to 
*Infra,p.i09. the River Thames, would be objectionable if it palled through the Parks, as in the Plan juft 
deferibed, a fecond Plan has been formed,* No. II, which propofes to convey it on tire out- 
fide of the centre or principal Park, and to admit no Water into that Park but for the pur- 
pofe of ornament. To effect this, it was neceffary to omit the Canal, with its Terraces at 
the upper part of the Park, and to fubftitute a Square and Circus in its place, and to bring 
the great double Circus in tire centre of the Park nearer die New Road, which occafions the 
omilfion alfo of the Street and Square between the double Circus and the New Road} and 
the Commercial Cut to be made from the Canal, for die purpofe of fupplying the Markets, 
is carried on the outfide of the circular Road inltend of the infide. The advantages of that 
change will be, that the Commercial Cut can connect with the Boundaries of Mary-le-bone 
Park, and the Streets forming ami to be formed on the adjoining Lands, without interfering 
with the circular Roadj and it will be feen diat the circular Road in die lad Plan will enjoy 
more extent of Park Scenery than in the former. It will however be more expenfive to 
carry the Canal through the Park, as in the lafl Plan, than it would have been as in the 
former, and the Canal and Terraces at the upper end of the Park would have been a grand 
and novel feature in the Metropolis ; and many Perfons would confider the circumltance of 
Boats and Barges paffmg along the Canal as enlivening the Scenery, provided the Bargemen, 
or People from the Boats were prevented landing on the Parks, and which might be done by 
fencing out the Towing-path on one fide, and by flakes in the Water on the other. 

But, to realize the effects deferibed, it will be neceffary to form the Roads and plant the 
Parks ; they would then immediately become Rides and Drives to thofe of the Public to whom 
it fhould be thought proper to give keys ; the effect of the whole would be immediately feen, 
and its allurements and inducements let in motion, and which would increafe as the Planta- 
tions grew, and the Scenery improved, infomuch, that if they could be even fhut up for a 
time, the fituations for Buildings would fo much advance in value by the Improvements of 

the 
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*he Scenery, that a greater Revenue would be produced than if the whole of Ac Ground No. 1 2 . 
intended for Building could be let in the firft inftance. ___ 

And, if the fpots on which the houfes forming the ftreets are propofed ultimately to (land 
were alfo planted with fuch Trees as would be faleable at every period of their growth, thefe 
Trees would when fold produce a greater Sum than could have been produced from the 
Ground let in any other way ; nor would it be neceflary (if fuch Trees were planted) that 
when a Street of Houfes fhould be begun, the whole line (liould be completed ; a (ingle houfe 
might be built in any Street without injury to the general effeCt, by raking down only fuch 
Trees as would be neceflary to make room for that particular houfe ; and by thofe means, 
however flow the progrefs of forming the Streets might be, the Scenery would not only at 
all times be complete, but improving in beauty ; and until the Ground forming the Parks 
fhould be let for building Villas, the Fences would form Enclpfures to the different Spots, 
which might in the interim be let for Grazing, for Nurferies, and fuch other temporary pur- 
pofes. Nor is it meant that the money fo laid out in forming the Roads and Fences fliould 
be funk, or ultimately facrificed, but that every individual who may take the Ground fhall 
pay for fo much of the Road and Fence oppofite to him as the front of his houfe occupies, 
according .o the original ccf: of it to the Crown ; and the Proprietors of the propofed Canal 
will purchafe and pay for fo much of the ground as they ufe, which will produce an im- 
mediate fund for making thofe Roads and Fences ; and a further Sum by way of fine may 
be raifed from the Barrack Board for the Ground required by them. The ornamental 
piece of Water, which is alfo recommended to be made in the firft inftance, would be de- 
frayed by the value of the Brick-Earth which the forming of it would produce. It is alfo 
recommended, that fuch Trees which are permanently to remain in the Parks fliould be 
planted for the purpofe of concealment of die houfes from each other, which will produce 
the effect of lnndfcape fhown in the perfpeftive Drawings which accompany this Report, 
and the expenle of which would alfo be refunded by thofe who fhould take die Ground of 
the Park for the purpofe of building Villas. 

If thofe Roads, Water, and Planting could be accomplifhed in the prefent year and the 
Spring of the next (and they might eafily be accompliflied), there is every reafon to expeCt 
that before the expiration of the following year all the Parks would be taken for building of the 
Villas ; and if die Canal and Commercial Cut were formed, die Wharfs and Sites for the 
Markets would immediately let. The Plan of the Road and Plantations here recommended 
is marked No. Ill, and an Eftimnte of making and gravelling the Roads, and planting and 
forming the Parks, will be feen No. 2, in the Appendix.* * Page 

Purfuant to the directions I have received to make proviGon on die land of Mary-le-bone 
Park for the reception of a Barrack, according to a Plan tranfmitted by the Barrack Board 
for that purpofe, fuch a Barrack makes part of the Plan propofed, and is placed where it will 
not interfere with die principles on which the general arrangement for laying out the Ground 
is formed ; it is placed where it cannot be a nuilance to the neighbourhood ; die front of it 
)> turned towards the open country of Hampftead and Higligate, and its back againil the backs 
of other houfes ; fo that thofe within the walls of the Barrack will not overlook, or be feen 
from, any houfes in the neighbourhood, and at the fame time will enjoy the molt open and 
healthful fituation poflible ; and if it fhould be thought neceflary alfo to eflablifli an Ordnance 
Barrack, it may be put next to the Horfe-Barrack ; and the intended Canal from Paddington to 
the Thames below London Bridge, being clofe to the fide of thofe Barracks, would make that 
fituation more defirable for fuch a purpofe than any other in Mary-le-bone Park, on account of 
the cheapnefs and facility of fupplying Corn, Hay and Straw, and carrying away the Manure, 
and on account of its communication by Water-carriage widi the Tower and Woolwich. 

The new Street direct from Charing-crofs to Mary-le-bone Park, propofed in your Inftruc- 
tions to rife, would be of fuch advantage to the Crown Lands of Mary-le-bone Park, by the 
additional value it would give to that property, as alone to juftify die Crown in carrying it 
'into execution, and of fuch advantage to the Nobility and Gentry occupying the principal 
houfes in the Weft and North-weft quarters of the 'l own, in their communication with the 
Houfes of Parliament, the Courts of Law, the Treafury, Admiralty, and other public Offices 
in the lower parts of Weft milliter, that I have confidered it under three diftinCt heads : its 
Utility to the Public ; Beauty to the Metropolis ; and the Practicability of die Meafurc ; and 
have drawn a Plan fhowing the courfe of the Street propofed, and its connection with the 
adjoining ftreets. 

In dating die Utility of fuch a new Communication, it will be neceflary to deferibe the 
defefls of the prefent ; thofe who live in. the Weft and North-weft quarters of die town 
meet in Cockfpur-ftreet, in their way to and from Weftminfter, and that ftreet is too nar- 
row for fuch a concourfe of people, and fo irregular in its breadth, that horfes and carriages 
admitted into the wider parts are frequently jammed together and impeded in the narrower j 
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No.l 2.(5.) the entrance into Pall-Mall from Cockfpur-ftreet is peculiarly narrow and inconvenient; there 

is no good entrance into Si. James’s-fquare, except from Pall-Mall, and the inhabitants of 

thofe magnificent houfes mud go back to Pall-Mall, and up St. Jimes's-ftfect. in their com- 
munication with the other well-built parts of the Town, or go through the narrow and mean 
ftreets of Bury-ftreet, Duke ftrect, and Jermyn-llreet ; the only communication which is 
direct, or in any degree convenient, between the principal houfes, ftreets, r. d fquares in 
Piccadilly, ami South of Piccadilly, and thofe between Piccadilly and Oxford 11 >ad, is Oond- 
ftreet; from this ftrect the inhabitants of Berkeiey-fquare, Groft nor-fquare, and the f- veral 
handfome ftreets in that neighbourhood, diverge Wcftward, and thr.e in Hanover- ft juare 
and Conduit-llrect Eaftward. Bond-fbreet U alfo the raoft coiv :: - ut, and there h .• the 
ftrcet almoft exchifivcly ufed as the accefs to the numerous fpacious and elegant fquares and 
ftreets North of Oxford-road j thus the common intercourfe of the Nobility an d Gentry re- 
fiding in the Weil and North -weft quarters of the metropolis is through Bond-ftreet, (and for 
that reafon die fliops appropriated to fafhion have eilabliftied themfelves in Bond-ftr-et and 
its vicinity), info much that the throng of carriages, horfes, and foot -paflengers which a item - 
ble daily in that ftrect, choke up the pall age, to the inconvenience of all, and to the interrup- 
tion and detention of thofe who have occafion to pafs through it in their way to St. James’s 
Palace, or to the Houfes of Parliament, Courts of Law, &c. 

Such are the inconveniencies and defects of the prefent Communications; and thefe, great 
as they are, will be greatly incre.ifed when that part of the Crown Land in Mary-le-bone 
Park, I have propofed, (hall be covered with Buildings, and the numerous ftreets now form- 
ing in Paddington, and the vicinity of that part of the New Road, fhall be completed ; it 
would therefore be definable, and of the greateft utility lo the Public, and in a few years will 
become indifpenfable, that a broader and more dire£b Communication ihould be made be- 
tween. Charing-crofs and the Weft and North -weft quarters of the Metropolis. 

It was fuggefted by the late Surveyor General of the Crown Lands, " that a ftrect froni 
“ Charing-crofs to the end of Coventry- llreet, through part of the houfes South and Weft 
“ of die Mews,” or, “ from Charing-crofs and the Mews, ihould be made ilireftly to the 
“ lower part of the Hay- Market, and by that ftrcet to Piccadilly, and then by Piccadilly, in 
“ die bell direGiou, to Oxford-ftreet.” 

But it is believed that neidier of thofe ftreets would in the fmaUeft degree remedy the incon- 
veniencies before deferibed (except as to the widening of Cockfpur-ftreet) ; the fame narrow- 
entrance into Pall-Mall would remain ; thofe who occupy St. Javnes’s-i'quare, St. Jaraes's-ftreet, 
Arlington-ftreet, and the Weft end of Piccadilly, would ftill go through that narrow pal's ; and 
any llreet which could be made into Oxford-ftreet from the top of the Hay-Market, would leave 
Air-ftreet, Swallow-ftreet, Warwick-ftrrct, King-ftrcet, and all the alleys, ale-houfes, and 
lanes between fuch new llreet, and the principal ftreets and fquares in the Weft end of the 
town, through which the inhabitants of diofe ftreets and fquares mull pafs if diey make any 
ufe of the new ftrcet; and if the llreet from Charing-crofs through Cockfpur-ftreet, and the 
Hay-Market, and from thence to Oxford-ftreet, has thofe objections, the other ftreets fug- 
gefted by the late Surveyor General, namely, from Charing-crofs through the Mews to Co- 
ventry-ftreet, and from thence to Oxford-ftreet, would be Hill more obje&ionable, as by its 
being fituated further Eaftward, there would intervene a larger diltridt of thofe mean houfes, 
and a greater number of fuch narrow ami dirty ftreets, lanes, and pafiages to pafs through. 

It may be Hated, that lateral Communications from the ftreets fuggefted by the late Surveyor 
General might be made into the principal ftreets of the Weft end of the Town, and fo avoid 
palling through the objectionable ftreets and lanes ; no doubt fuch lateral Curamunications with 
the principal ftreets would leffen the objections, but not remove them, for fuch lateral flreets 
mull pafs through thofe diftriob of inferior habitations, the occupiers of which, with the carts, 
horfes, &c. ufed in their trades, and the neceflary communication between them and the like 
dafsof inhabitants on the Well fide of the new iuggefted ftreets, would fully occupy thofe 
lateral ftreets, and make them lefs defirablc Communications with the principal ftreets ; befides, 
that fuch lateral ftreets would only be partial accommodations to particular parts of the Town, 
and not one of them a llreet of genets! Communication. 

In coufidcring the arrangement qf the ftreets and fquares of the Weft and North-weft 
quarters of the Town, it will be feen, that Northwards of Oxford-ftreet, the principal ftreets 
and fquares are fituated Well of Portland plSce ; and that between Oxford-ltreet and Pic- 
cadilly, die Line ol Separation between the liabitations of the firft dalles of fociety, and thofe 
of the inferior clafiei, is Swallow llreet; and that if St. Alban’s-llreet could be continued 
Northward into Piccadilly, fuch a llreet would make the like reparation of the houfes of the 
different claffes of fociety lying between Piccadilly and Pall-Mall, excepting only thofe on the 
Weft fide of St. James’s-nurkct. 

The llreet, therefore, which is here recommended, begins at Charing-crofs, and terminates 
in Portland-place, and Portland-place, being the widclt llreet in London, is taken as a model 

for 
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for the breadth of fuch new ftreet. Pall-Mall mult be always one of the inlets to the Weft- No.J2.(B.) 

eml of the Town, on account of Carlton Houfe, and other magnificent houfes which it con- 

tains, and the Palace and Cleveland-row at the extremity of it ; and the Club-houfes in Sr. 
James’s-ftreet, and the fuperb refidences on the Eaft fide of the Green Park. It is propofed 
therefore that Pall-Mall fhall be continued Eaft ward, of the full width of its broadeft part, 
until it inrerfe&s the Hay-Market on one fide, and Cockfpur-ftreet on the other, at which 
place the ftreet will be then of tliat ample breadth it ftiould be, for the paflage of die con- 
courfe of people coming from every part of the Metropolis, all of whom mull meet at that 
place in their way to and from die Public Offices, Courts of Law, and Houfes of Parliament. 

Prom Carlton Houfe it is propofed to carry the new ftreet at right angles with Pall-Mall 
into Piccadilly, the Weft fide of St. Alban’s-flreet forming one fide of it, out of which Charles- 
ftreet will run as it now does, into Sc. James's-fquare ; and it is propofed to continue Charles - 
ftreet Eaftward until it intcrfecls die Hay-market. By this arrangement the Opera-houfe 
will be infulated, and (land in the middle of a large Area formed by Pall-Mall on the South, 
Charlcs-ftreet (continued) on die North, St. Alban’s-ftreet on die Weft, and the Hay-Market 
on the Eaft fide. King-ftreet, leading to St. James's-fquare, is now on the fame line, and of 
the fame breadth as Charlcs-ftreet on the oppofite fide of the Square ; and if King-ftreet be 
continued and opened into St. James 's-ftreet, King-lireet and Charles-flrcet will form a Vifta 
and handfome Communication between St. James’s-ftreet and die Hay-Market, parallel with 
Pall-Mall, and improve the outlet from St. James’s-fquare ; and if it fliould be thought ad- 
vifable to take down one fide of Jermyn-ftreet, and widen it, another good Communication 
would be formed from the propofed new Street, into St. James’s-ftreet, Arlington-ftreet, and 
the upper part of Piccadilly. 

It will be feen by the Plan that there would be no Opening on the Eaft fide of the new 
Street all the way from the Opera-houfe to Piccadilly, and that the footpath conftantly would 
be uninterrupted by Croffings ; and the inferior houfes, and the traffic of die Hay-Market, 
would be cut oft" from any communication with the new Street. 

The point where the propofed ftreet would enter Piccadilly, is half way between Air- 
ftreet and the end of Titchborne-ftrcet, from which point it is propofed that the new Street 
fhall be continued in a ftraigbt line into Oxford-ftreet, entering Oxford-ftreet at the point 
where King-ftreet and Swnllow-ftreet unite; this line of the ftreet will Hand in an oblique 
polition to that of Piccadilly to Pall-Mall ; and to difguife the deviation from a ftraigbt line, 
it is propofed to form a fmall Circus where the oblique lines meet in Piccadilly, and to place 
a Column, or odier public Monument, in the centre ; at die fame time diat the obliquity of 
die lines of ftreet is concealed, the fituation will be moft eligible for a public Monument, as 
it will interrupt die view, and arreft the attention of all who pafs along thofe ftreets of 
general intercourfc ; it will alfo contribute to the beauty of that part of the new Communi- 
cation from Carlton Houfe ; it will be a central object terminating that Vifta, at the fame 
time that Carlton Houfe will terminate the fame Vifta from the oppofite end. 

Between Piccadilly and Oxford-ftreet it will be necefiary to form a fmall Square, m order 
to avoid Golden-fquare, the Area of which lmall Square will aflbrd a Site for a Theatre, or any 
other public Building, to which its central fituation will be peculiarly applicable, and round 
which Building the Street is propofed to continue of its full breadth ; this Break in the ftraight 
Line will make the remaining Street lefs oblique, and avoid the neceflity of purchafing any 
of the Houfes which form Golden-fquare. 

From the Weft fide of this length of new Street will diverge New Burlington-ftrcet, lead- 
ing to the refpe&able Houfes in Saville-row, Old Burlington and ClifFord-ftreets ; next, C011- 
duit-ftreet, leading through Bruton-ftreet into Berkelcy-fquare ; dien, Hanover-ftreet, and 
Princes-ftreet, leading into Hanover-Square ; and it is propofed that none of the fmaller Streets 
on the Weft fide fhall open into the new Street, except Vigo-lane, all the reft having accefs- 
to diem from that part of Swallow-ftreet which remains, aftd through Swallow-ftreet, into 
Piccadilly. On the Eaft fide, the only Streets which will nccefl'arily enter this Street will 
he Brewer-ftrect as a continuation of Vigo-lane, Silver-ftreet, Mariborough-ftreet and Argyle- 
ftreet ; thus in the whole extent from Piccadilly to Oxford-ftreet there will be but four CrofT- 
ings on either fide the Street, and Carts and Drays can carry on tlieir traffic by means of 
the back Streets without interfering with the principal Street. It will alfo be feen by the Plan 
that the whole Communication from Charing-Crofs to Oxford-ftreet will be a boundary and 
complete feparation between the Streets and Squares occupied by the Nobility and Gentry, 
and the narrow Streets and meaner Houfes occupied by mechanics and the trading pan of the 
community. 

A Street fo formed, of fuch ample breadth, and fo circumlbmced, being the neareft and 
moft commodious approach from every part of the belt inhabited quarters of the Weft and 
North Weft ends of the Town to Charing crofs, will be ufed by every one who has any 
Dd thing 
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No.I 2.(B.) thing to do with Weftmrafter-holl, the Houfes of Parliament, Treafury, Admiralty, or any 

other of the public Offices in their vicinity ; and (hops appropriated to articles of talle and 

falhion will, when this new Street ftiall become the great thoroughfare, range thenifelves along 
it, and the dream of fafliion be diverted to a new Street, where the Footpath will be 15 feet 
wide, inftend of 7 feet, and the Carriage-way double the width of that in Bond -ftreet, 'and 
where there will be room for all the faihionable ihops to be aflembled in one Street ; and if 
the Foot-pavements were to be covered by a light Colonnade, furmounted by a Baluftrade, 
thofe who have daily intercourfe with die Public Eftablifhments in Weftminfier, may go two- 
thirds of die way 011 foot under cover, and thofe who have nothing to do but walk about 
and amufe thcmfelves, may do fo every day in the week, inflead of being frequently con- 
fined many days together to their Houfes by rain ; and fuch a covered Colonnade would be of 
peculiar convenience to thofe who require daily exercife. The Baluftrades over die Colon- 
nades will form Balconies to the Lodging-rooms over the Shops, from which the Occupiers 
of the Lodgings can fee and converfe with thofe palling in the Carriages undemeadi, and 
which will add to the gaiety of die feene, and induce lingle men, and others, who only vifit 
Town occafioually, to give a preference to fuch Lodgings. 

Thofe who may fear diat the Shops under Colonnades would be dark and gloomy, are 
requelled to confider the great width ( 1 20 feet) of the Street, and that die Mezzanines be- 
tween the Shops anil Lodging-rooms, neceffary for the Sleeping Apartments of the Proprie- 
tors of die Shops, will make die Colonnades very lofty ; and that if fmall Areas are made in 
the Flats over the Colonnade, immediately above the Shop windows, and the projecting part 
of the Windows roofed with glafs, the articles in thofe windows having a light immediaicly 
over them, fuch Shops will be better lighted, and have a more brilliant effect, than by light 
received in the ordinary way ; and thole who may fuppofe that the Pillars to fupport the 
Colonnade may become nuiiances, are requefled to confider that they are not propofed to 
be fquare Pillars, or Piers, but round Columns, die receding form of which will preclude any 
Ihelter to thofe who may be difpofed to commit nuifances againll them ; and that they will 
he fo far apart, and fo fmall in diameter, diat they will be no impediment to die return of 
any one prefled from the Foot-pavement to the Carriage-way, and that even fuch accidents 
from a Pavement 1 5 feet wide are fcarcely ever liable to happen. 

The propofed Street is deferibed as entering Oxford-llreet at the point of j unci ion of 
Swallow-ftreet with King-ftreet ; and if Portland-place were elongated undl it (hould interfe£l 
Oxford-ftreet, it would be exactly oppofite that point of junction. Foley-houfe is immediately 
to be pulled down, and Pordand-place continued dirough Foley-houfe Gardens, to their 
Southern extremity, and this Survey propofes to extend that condnuation until it lhall enter 
Oxford-llreet. 

The magnificent Squares and Streets North of Oxford-llreet are fo numerous and extenGve, 
that they form the largell portion of the faihionable part of the Town ; but for want of direct 
and fuitable approaches, it has been always conlidered as 3 diftant quarter. It is not yet forgot 
that Oxford-llreet was once one of the Turnpike Roads forming the boundary of the Town ; 
and the buildings even now retain fomething of the appearance of houfes feen by die fides of 
roads immediately round the Metropolis. Croffing Oxford-llreet has always been a faihionable 
objection to the Refidences North of Oxford-llreet ; to do away that impreffioti, it is pro- 
pofed, that where the continuation of Portland-place with Oxford-llreet unites with the new 
Street intended from Oxford-llreet to Piccadilly, namely at the end of Swallow ftreet, a Circus 
(hould be formed, Oxford-llreet eroding it from Eall to Welt, and the new Street from South 
to North ; in the centre of which Circus, if a public Monument were placed, as before de- 
feribed. for the croffing of Piccadilly, and the fame Colonnade and Shops be continued round 
fuch Circus, as recommended for the fides of the new Street, the fenlstion of having paffed 
Oxford-llreet will be entirely done away, and the two divifions of the Town infenfibly united 
in the bell manner poffible. 

There is no dire£t way from the end of Bond-ftreet to the principal flreets North of Oxford 
Road, which ftrengthens the impredion of thofe two divifions of the Town being dillinrt and 
feparate; but Portland-place will form one continued ftreet from Charing-crofs, interfetling 
many of the principal flreets North of Oxford-llreet at right angles, and afford the nearell and 
hell communication from Charing-rrols and the lower parts of Weftminlter to every part of 
that magnificent and extenfive Neighbourhood ; and if the utility of fuch a ftreet to that part 
of the Parilh of M.iry-le-bone would be fo great, the advantage of it to the Crown Lands of 
M ary- le -bone Pat k would be incalculable; no part of the unbuilt ground furrounding the 
Town would have fo good or fo direct an approach; and in the future enlargement of the 
down, the North-weft pan of Mary-le-bone mull have a preference to every other fituation. 
By the ftraight direction of this ftreet, Mary le-bone Park is brought nearer the Houfes of 
Parliament, Courts of Law, the Treafury, Admiralty, Sec. than many other parts of the Town, 
in the higheft re quell of falhion ; it is within 1 70 yards as near as the nearell part of Grofveno r- 

pl.ice.

place, and half a mile nearer than the lower end of that ftreet; it is within 80 yards as near No. 1 

as the Weft li.le of Grofvenor-fquare, and 70 yards nearer than the ueareft end of Upper 

Brook-ftreec, and 300 yards nearer than the upper end of Upper Grofvenor-ftreet , it is 
within 00 yards as near as Stauhope-ftreet ; it is more than one third of a mile nearer than 
Port m an -fq liar e or Manchefter-fqu.ir.r; it is three quarters of a mile nearer titan the upper 
end of Park-lane, Cumberland-place, &c. and, incredible as it may appear, it will be only 50 
yards further to Mary-le-bone Park, t the extreme end of Portland-place, than' it is by the 
prelent circuitous route to the entrance of Cavendifh-fquare, and 30 yards nearer than it i- to 
the North fide of that fquare. Such are the advantages of a direct llreet ; and if, as the late 
Surveyor General obferves, “ diftance is be ft meafured by time,” Mary-le-bone Park, being 
without die impediments and interruptions of turning corners, and criffuig ft reefy, will be 
nearer to the Houles of Parliament, Courts of Law, anil Public Offices, than four parts out of 
five of die principal refidences in the Weft and North-weft ends of the Town. 

Such are the advantages, and fuch will be die utility, of the Street propofed. The beauty 
of the Town, it is prefumed, would be advanced by a ftreet of l'uch magnificent ilimenGons ; 
by the Colonnades and Baluflr.ules which will adorn its fides ; by ue infulacing the 
public building of the Opera; by die effect of the Monuments in the centre of the eroding 
ltreets ; by the Villa between Carlton Houfe and Piccadilly, terminated by a public Monu- 
ment at one end, and by the Palace of Carlton Houfe at the other ; every length of ftreet 
would be terminated by a fagade of beautiful architecture ; and to add to die beauty of the 
approach from Weftminfter to Charing-crofs, a Square or Crefcent, open to anil looking 
down Parliament-llreet, might be built round the Equeftrian Statue at Charing-crofs, which, 
at the fame time that it would open and enlarge that fpace, from whence, as before obferved, 
the greateft part of the population of the Metropolis meet and diverge, it would afford a 
magnificent and beautiful terminadon of the ftreet from Weftminfter. The lofty fituation of 
Charing-crofs and gradual afeent to it, are peculiarly calculated to produce a grand and 
ftriking effedt. Such a building might be appropriated to additional Offices for the Govern- 
ment, which it is underftood arc much wanted ; or the Itoyal Society, Royal Academy, arid 
Antiquarian Society might be placed there; and the apartments in Somerfet-houfe, now 
occupied by thofe Societies, be appropriated to fuch Public Offices as die reft of the buildings 
of Somerfet-place are. 

In forming this Street, the practicability of carrying it into execution has been continually 
kept in view ; and prefiuning as a principle, that the Crown, from its relation with the Public, 
is more interefted in the general welfare, and its interefts more identified with thofe of the 
Community, than thofe of any individual, a better bargain would be made for the purchafe of 
Crown Property for the Public ufe, than could be for die Property of individuals, who would 
adf upon the principle of felf-intereft in any bargain they would have to make. For this 
Teafon, in forming die Street propofed, die neceffity of purchafing the Property of individuals 
has been as much as polfible avoided ; and it will be feen that from Charing-crofs to Piccadilly, 
and from Piccadilly to Vigo-lane, the whole of the Property through which the Street is to 
pafs belongs to the Crown, and that of the reft of the Street to Oxford-ftreet. nearly one- 
third is alfo the Property of the Crown, fo that out of 1,700 Yards (die lengdi of the new 
Street from Charing-crofs to Oxford-ftreet,) 1,280 Yards go through Property belonging to 
the Crown, and 420 Yards only through the Property of individuals ; ami which Property to 
be purchafcd of individuals confifts of Houfes of the meaneft deferiptioo, being thole a; the 
upper end of Swallow-ftreet, feparating Swallow-ftreet- from King-ftreet, and between King- 
ftreet and Swallow-ftreet, from Vigo -lane to FoubertVpalTage. Of the Streets Juggelted by 
the late Surveyor General, that through the Mews to Coventry-ftreet, and from Coveutry- 
ftreet to Oxford-ftreet, would have gone through die Property of individuals die whole way 
from the back of the Mews ; and die other, which was to have gone through Cockfpur- ftreet 
and the Hay market, would have gone all the way from the Top of the Hay-market to Oxford- 
ftreet, through The Property of individuals. In the former Street three times, and in die latter 
twice, as much as in the Street propofed by the prefent Survey, mult have been purchafed of 
individuals, and the Property itfelf is of much greater value. That part of the Street North 
of Oxford ftreet, and which is propofed to enter Ponland-plaee, or in other words Portland- 
place continued Southward into Oxford-ftreet, will pal's through die Yards and Gardens 
belonging to the Houfes on the Eaft fide of Cavenditli lquare, and it would certainly be molt 
defirable to take down the Houfes, and lay the whole of the Ground which diey ftaml upqn 
into the Square, and re-build the Houfes on the Eaft fide of the new Street, making that 
part of the Street the Eaft fide of Cavendifli-fquare, and the Plan -of the new Street is fo 
drawn ; but as the Value of the Property to be purchaled and facriticed to accomplifli fuch 
an objedt might be confidered as too great, another Plan is atuiexeil to that part of the Survey, 
ft 10 wing the Street carried dirough the Y ards-aml Gardens without taking down the Houfes 
themfelves ; and as the purchafe of die Property -to accompltfh even the latter object might 
be attended with difficulties, (till another Plan is annexed, ftiowing how the Junction may 
be made with Portland-place, by widening Bolfover-ftreet and Edward-ftreet, to the width of 
the new Street.

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No.l*.(B.) An Eftimate of the Houfes to be purchafed to malce the Street, and the Revenue to

IT now remains to confider the Means of Draining fo large a Diftridl of Houfes, as Mary- 
le-bone Park when built upon will contain. 

There are only two Sewers by which the Lands of Mary-le-bone Park can be drained ; the 
one is the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, coming from the high grounds at Hampftead, entering 
Mary-le-bone Park by its Northern boundary near the Weft end, and palling through it in i 
direction from North to South, crofting the New Road from Paddington to Iflington at Alfop’s 
Buildings ; crofting Oxford-ftveet, at the North end of South Molcon-ftreet ; crofting Piccadilly 
in the lowed part, and palling down the Green Park, below the Bafin ; going through Buck- 
ingham-gate to Charlottc-ftreet, Pimlico ; from whence it is an open Sewer through the low 
Lands on the Weft fide of Tothill Fields ; difeharging itfelf into the Thames at Milbank, a 
little above the new Bridge building from Vauxhall. This fewer is the natural drainage of 
the Land, the whole of the furface of Mary-le-bone Park declining to that fide. 

The other Sewer which might contribute to the drainage of Mary-le-bone Park commences 
on the South fide of the New Road, palling down Cleveland-ftreer, Bemers-ftreet, Wardour- 
ftreet, Coventry-llreet, Pamon-ftreet, the Hay-market, Cockfpur-ftreet, Charing-crofs, and 
Northumberland-ftreet, to the Thames ; and though this Sewer does not advance Northwards 
beyond the New Road, nor does any of the furface-water of Mary-le-bone Park pafs off - that 
way, yet Us proximity to the South ea ft corner of rite Park, where the ground is low, would 
make it a convenient Drain for the Eaft fide of it. 

It is prefumed the former Drain may be made ufe of as a matter of right, but that the other 
cannot, without the confent of the Commilfioners of Sewers ; but Ihould the Coinmilfioners 
of Sewers adopt Mr. Rennie’s Plan of making a new Drain along Baker-ftreet, Davies-ftreet, 
Berkeley-fquare, Berkclcy-ilreet, Piccadilly, Jermyn-flreet, St. James’s-lquare, Cltarles-ftreet, 
the Hay-market, Cockfpur-ftreet, Charing-crofs, and Northumberland-ftreet, to the Thames, 
it maybe made of l'ufficient capacity to take the additional drainage of any number of buildings 
that may be erected oh Mary-le-bone Park without the alfiftance of any other fewer, and 
would enter Mary.le-bone Park at the exatl place bell calculated to drain it j but if any part 
of the old King's Scholars Pond Sewer is to be ufed, or if any Sewer is made through die flat 
grounds in the neighbourhood of Tothill-fields, or Chelfea, the neceflity of clofing die gates 
of the Sewer where it enters the Thames, to keep out the tides from flooding die Rind, during 
the time they rife above their level, would pen back die water in the Sewer fo as to overflow 
the low Lands, and produce die like mifehief the tides would do were there no gates. This 
mult frequently be the cafe, even with its prefent Drainage, unlefs relieved by the fmaller 
Drains from the Houfes admitting the water to fpread itfeu in diem, which is a Itill greater 
mifehief. 

King’s Scholars Pond Sewer has always had the fame extent of natural furface to drain 
which it now has: but unbuilt ground abforbs and detains the Water, and the prefent inca- 
pacity of the Sewer arifes from the great number of paved Streets conveying the whole of die 
Rain-water immediately into the Channel widiout (fcarcely) any abforption, with the additional 
Water laid on by artificial means from Rivers and Wells for the ufe of the houfes. The paved 
Streets and built furface which that Sewer has now to drain between Piccadilly and die New 
Road, contain nearly 600 Acres, to which, when Mary-le-bone Park Hull be covered with 
Streets and Buildings, mull he added 540 Acres, betides the immenfe number of Houfes and 
Streets building and laid out for building on Lord Southampton’s, Mr. Portman’s, Mr. Eyre’s, 
and the Duke of Portland’s Lands round Mary-le-bone Park ; befides all which, in a very 
few years, die Vauxhall Bridge being completed, it may be expedled that die flat Land 
through which the Road will go from die Bridge in die Neighbourhood of the open part of 
the Sewer, will be formed into Streets, and covered with Houfes, the Drainage of all which 
will have at leaft a right to be carried through that Sewer. It is therefore utterly impoflible 
that the open Sewer from Charlotte ftrect, Pimlico, to the Thames, can ever be made to 
convey into the Thames fuch a Drainage as it will in a very few years have to perform. 

It has been fuggefted that .1 Balin might be made in die low grounds to receive all the Water 
during the time that die ride is above the level of die Lands, and die Mouth of the Sewer 
next the Thames clofed ; but the great quantity of Land required for fuch a purpofe, and that 
Land becoming daily more valuable from the prol’pedt of its being required for buildings when 
the Vauxhall Bridge {hail be completed, and the expenfe of forming fuch a bafin, and the 
nuifance to the Neighbourhood from fuch an immenfe extent of ftagnant Water, charged with 
filth, the difficulty, labour, and expenfe of cleaning out, from time to time, fuch an immenfe 
Bafin, make fuch a Scheme all but impra£ticable ; and if the Drainage mull be performed 
through thofe flat grounds, it would be better to continue a navigable Cut or Inlet from the 

Thames, 
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'Thames, in the line of the Common Sewer, as far back as to Chariotte-Rteet, Pimlico, where No.I£.(B.) 
the covered Drain ends, and embank the Tides above the level of the high Spring Tides ; ■ 

the advantage of fuch a Cut would be, that the banks of it would become valuable for Whatis 
and Buildings all the way, that it would be cleaned out every tide, and be of great advantage 
to the Neighbourhood round it ; and if it were not that the intervention of the Green Park and 
Queen’s Gardens offer infurmountable difficulties and render fuch a fcheme hopelefs, it would 
be of great public utility if fuch a navigable Cut were continued by the courfe of the prefent 
Sewer all the way from the Thames to Piccadilly ; it might join the Canal in St. James's-park, 
and by that branch make a moR ornamental piece of Waccr to both the Parks : but if fuch a 
navigable Cut were made, only as far back as die end of the prefent covered Sewer, namely, 
to Chai lotte-llreet, Pimlico, the Thames would be brought even nearer than it would be at 
the end of Northumberland ftreet ; and die only objection that I am aware can be Hated to 
fuch an open Cut is, that the high Water at high Spring Tides is above the level of the lower 
floors of the houfes in the Neighbourhood of Buckingham-gate and Pimlico, and would 
be liable to overflow them. This is true ; but diere is no doubt that Valves on the entrance 
of the Drains from thofe houfes into die Sewer would be fhut by die riflng tide, and the Water 
prevented entering thofe Drains, and diat Security might be augmented by additional valves fo 
placed, that if die former were neglected, or out of order, the fecond would become the bar- 
riers, and the number of thofe fmaller Drains which enter into the Sewer might be leflbned by 
receiving them into one or more common Drains, and thofe only enter die Sewer on which 
the Valves might be put, and therefore fewer required. But fuppofing the defers of 
the level Courfe or open Drain were fo removed, Hill the covered Drain from the New 
Road to Charlotte-llreet, Pimlico, is incapable of performing its prefent Drainage, and is 
in fo ruinous a Hate diat a new Sewer mult be made, or fuch an expenfe incurred in repair- 
ing and improving the old one, as would in all probability exceed the expenfe of a new Sewer, 
and the old Sewer fo improved and repaired would retain many of its prefent inconveniencies ; 
it would Hill pafs under the houfes, to the annoyance of the Inhabitants, and the difficulty 
and expenfe of future repairs, and the irregularity of its currents would ftill remain ; nor, 
widiout a very confiderable enlargement, would it even then be equal to the additional Drainage 
which in a few years it will have to perform. 

I dierefore conlider, that if an adequate new Drain is not made, to empty itfelf into the 
Thames in the neighbourhood of Chnring-crofs, as Mr. Rennie propofes, or a new Sewer made 
to the prefent open Drain at Pimlico, (for the old Sewer cannot be made adequate) and then* 
be received into a Cut from the River, or into the enormous Balm propofed to be made on 
the flat ground, to hold the upper drainage whilR the flood-gates next the Thames are ihut 
(which I think all but impra&icable), it will be abfolutely neceflary to provide a new Drain, 
even for the drainage of Mary-le-lione Park and its immediate neighbourhood above Oxford- 
flreet ; and in iliat cafe the projected new Street from Mary-le-bone Park to Charing-crofs, 
offers the fhortell and moll direu drainage that can be had, and to the bell point of difeharge 
into the Thames, namely, at the end of Northumberland-flreet, having all the advantages of 
Mr. Rennie’s plan, and at the fame time opening a fource of permanent Revenue, or imme- 
diate gain to the Crown, or to any new eflablifhment of Sewers which the Crown fhall clioofc 
to form. Mr. Rennie’s Sewer from the top of Baker-Rreet to die Thames in Northum- 
berland-ftrect, he Hates to be 4,338 yards ; that propofed by the new Street from the New 
Road to the fame point at the Thames is 2,930 yards; and fuppofing both Sewers made by 
Tunnelling (which they may be), the former would coH .£’70,002, and the latter only 
£54,000.* •Infra, p. 1 12. 

If Mr. Rennie’s Sewer is made, it will become neceffary to alter all the Drains going into die 
old Sewer, and carry diem into the new Sewer, or to build crofs-walls in the old Sewer at 
different places, and appropriate the old Sewer as fo many receptacles for the fmall Drains, 
and convey the contents by Crols Cuts into his new Sewer ; and as this latter method would 
be leaH expenfive and moll practicable, it would in all probability be adopted ; and perhaps the 
firH of thofe Crofs Cuts would be in the New Road, the next in Oxford- Hreet, and die next 
in Piccadilly. Thofe Crofs Cut? mull therefore be added to the expenfe of the main Sewer, 
and would amount to at leail =£13,000, and make die whole expenfe of Mr. Rennie's 
Sewer £83,000. 

If the new Sewer along the propofed new Street be made, a Crofs Cut of only 460 yards 
from the old Sewer in Brook-fireet, through Hanover-fquare, and along Hanovcr-llreet, would 
connect the old with the new Sewer, and cut off and relieve the old Sewer from all the drainage 
above Brook -Hreet, and leave the reH of it no more to perform than if properly repaired and 
improved it would be equal to- The expenfe of fuch a Crofs Cut would be x 8,000. Thus 
the new Sewer for draining Mary-le-bone Park being made, the Commiflioners of Sewers may 
at an expenfe of £’8, coo fave the whole expenfe of Mr. Rennie’s Drain, amounting to 
£'70,000, and the Crofs Cuts to £13,000 more, and would entitle the Crown to receive a 
proportionable compenfation for the ufe of its Sewer, and which compenfation might go in 
(1S9.) E e aid 
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No 12. (B.) a *^ ma k m g the new Street. The Revenue ariGng from the drainage which the new Sewer 
' would have to perform, independently of receiving the drainage of die old Sewer above and 

North of Baker-ftreet, would produce a very ample Revenue for the capital expended, fup- 
pofing Mary-le-bone to be built upon, exclufive of what may be expe&ed from the ufe which 
would be made of it by the houfes about to be built on die Ellates on each fide, and at the 
back of Mary-le-bone Park. 

The Tunnel Sewer about to be made through Hyde Park from the Bifliop of London’s Eftate 
at Paddington, to join the prefent Sewer at Knightibridge, will have to pafs through die low 
Lands about Ranelagh and Chelfea, in an open Sewer, and therefore it is liable to the fame 
objections as diat of the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, pafling dirough a great extent of the 
like flat ground v and I am of opinion that the open Sewer below Knightibridge will be found; 
inadequate to the additional drainage of the Tunnel propofed, without including Mary-le-bone 
Park •, nor will it be Gtuated in any degree convenient for the draining of that Eftate. King’s 
Scholars Pond Sewer intervenes between Mary-le-bone Park and the Hyde Park Tunnel ; andf 
any Sewer to convey the drainage of Mary-le-bone Park into that T ur.nel, mull enter the 
King's Scholars Pond Sewer, or pafs over it or under it. The fuggeition, therefore, that ic 
might become ufeful to the drainage of Mary-le-bone Park, is unfounded ; and if it weTe not too 
late to make the obfervation, I fliould fay, that as long as there is any profpeQ of making Mr. 
Rennie’s Sewer from thetopofBaker-ftrcctto the Thames in Northumberland-ftreet, there is 
no plea whatever for eftabliihing a Tunnel through Hyde Park for the purpofe of draining the 
Bifliop of London’s Eftate at Paddington ; for, the diftance from the South-eafl corner of that 
Ellate to Mr. Rennie's Sewer, whine it would crofs Osford-ftreet at the bottom of Baker- 
ftreet, is only 400 yards. The Tunnel acrofs Hyde Park, winch they propofe to make, will 
be 1,450 yards in length, will empty itfelf into an adequate open Sewer, and the fame land 
might be drained by a Tunnel 400 yards in length, into an adequate and permanent Sewer, 
fuch as Mr. Rennie’s would be. 

Even fliould Mr. Rennie's Sewer be carried into eftecl, or give place to the Sewer propofed 
to be made for the purpofe of draining Mary-le-bone Park, by the line of the new projected 
flrcet to Charing Crofs, a Tunnel of 1,400 yards made along Oxford-ftreet would convey the 
drainage of the Bifliop of London’s Eftate into that Sewer and if King’s Scholars Pond Sewer 
above Brook-ftreet fliould be made to difeharge its contents into that Sewer, it would only 
require a Tunnel from the Bifliop of London’s Eftate into the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, 
where it erodes Oxford Road, and which is a diftance of 870 yards. It is evident therefore, 
that in the event of either of the above Sewers being made, it will be unwife to drain the 
Bifliop of London’s Eftate at Paddington into the inadequate open Drain below Knightibridge, 
and confequently there would be no neceflity for eftablifliing a common Sewer through Hyde 
Park, which when made might, and would in time, become the Drainage of a much larger 
diftr-.tt of buildings.

REPORT of the COMMITTEE of the COMMISSIONERS of SEWERS, appointed 
by an Order of Court on the 10th October 1806, for viewing the Hate of the Open 
Sewer from Pimlico to the Thames. 

t N proceeding on the general bufinefs of the View, the Bril obje£t that engaged the attention 
of the Committee, was, the Damage occafioned by the late overflow of the main Sewer, the 
Water having palled over the ftde-walls into the grounds of John Elliot, Efq. the garden of Jofeph 
Fryer and others, which are on this fide of the two-foot bridge in the Willow Walk ; and alfo 
over the gardens beyond it, extending nearly three quarters oi a mile in length $ deftroying the 
crops throughout the whole of this great fpace, befides the great damage done on other lands. 

This evil has been regularly increafing from year to year, as the Petitions from tUcdiftrefled 
fufferers have too well evinced ; diftreiTes that call aloud for a£tive interference. 

Evidence was given to the Committee, that in former floods the water did not rife to the level 
of the rope-walk at the fide of Fryer's garden ; that it has gradually increased in height above 
the walk, within the lalt five years, and now rifes to more than two feet above it. 

The Committee then proceeded to examine into the Defeats of the Sewer ; which appeared 
to them to be principally as follows : 

Where the Sewer difeharges into the Thames, the neighbouring Meadows are about fix feet 
beneath the furface of high water, at high fpring tides. In palling through the bank that con- 
fines the River, the Sewer is feparated into two diverging branches, each of which has a flap 
to clofe an opening of about three feet by two feet fix inches, both at the fame level ; the bot- 
toms of which are fomewhal more than twelve feet beneath the river water at high fpring tides ; 
the openings to which thefe flaps are fufpended, arc very inadequate to a fpeedy diichargc, 
when the hewer is much filled with water. This is a fubject of great importance, when it is 
confidered that the time which is occupied in the River rifing from the bottom of the flaps, 
and again defeending to the fame level at high fpring tides, isufually about nine hours, during 
which there can be but little emiflion, great damage always enfuing when a violent ftorm of 
rain falls during that period. The Committee were furpril'cd, on being informed that the evil 
was much increafed by the operation of thefe flaps, which are opened by machinery, a man 
being engaged by the Commiflioners for that purpofe. By the laws of Hydroftatics, thefe flaps 
(hould be capable of being eafily opened, as foon as the river water defeends belcw that in the 
Sewer ; but it is Hated, that when the water at each fide of die flaps, is at a confidcrablc height 
above diem, the flaps cannot be opened, with all the aid of the machinery, until the river 
water has defeended to three feet below the water in the Sewer. 

There is a want of capacity in the main Sewer, from that part which is walled in Fryer’s 
garden, to where it joins Mr. White’s premifes. The gardeners of die contiguous land between 
thofe points, have been allowed to plant trees on the banks of the Sewer. The difpofition to 
make the moll of a feeming advantage, has occafioned a continual cncroachmcnc on the Sewer : 
this clafs of men being inattentive to the ruinous confequence which in one day may be brought 
on tkemfelves, and of the accompanying devaftation that may be produced on the lands of their 
neighbours. 

For the relief of the main Sewer, when overcharged, collateral Sewers of confiderable breadth 
appear to have been contrived; they arc too fyflematic to have been the effect of chance, 
or the promifeuous work of the neighbouring Landholders ; they nearly pafs round three fides 
of Tothill Fields, and alfo between Tothill Fields, the main Sewer, and the River ; tliey arc 
in many places interrupted by Dams, and from long ncglefl are nearly choaked up and ufelefs ; 
the greater part, if not the whole of diefe collateral Sewers appear from evidence to have been 
formerly under the management of die Commiflioners. The Committee received information, 
which information was alfo confirmed by their own obfervntion, that the channels deftined to 
receive the furplus water of the main Sewer, in the time of high tides, united with the main 
Sewer without any impediment to the free paflage of the water, but that the branches deftined 
for draining particular diftrifts, invariably have, and it is Hated always had, valvtd flaps where 
they communicate with die main Sewer; this dicy found to be the cafe with all the Sewers on 
the Weft fide of the main SeweT, and the only one that has a valved flap on the Tothill lidc, 
is a draining Sewer from Weftminfler, that communicates with the main Sewer at the two- 
foot bridge immediately at the end of Fryer’s garden. 

The Decree of the Commiflioners for collecting the rates lor this Sewer, Contains a State- 
ment, that King’s Scholars Pond, in Tothill Fields, formed a pail, from time immemorial, 
with the Sewers under the care of this Commiflkra ; no pond is there known at this time under 
that name, but if fearch Ihould be made, probably more documents would lie found relative to 
the fame fubject ; the only pond anfwering the defeription is now called Duck Pond, which, 
though fmall, evidently appears fufceplible of being extended over a large tract of common land, 
in refief of the Sewers at the time ol floods ; this common land forms a natural bafin, but from 
negletfr of the communications, does not now anlwer the purpofe of relieving the Sewers. The 
Committee could not Iram that there was any increafc to this pond, by water from the main 
Sewer during the hwtioods.

“ on the Totlnll fide of the main Sewer. He Hates, that what is now called the Great Duck Pond, 

was called King's Scholars Pond, when he was concerned in thete works, and that he regularly 
called the channels leading tn it front the main Sewer, for the Comntifiioncrs. There was alfo 
another Pond, ultimately wiled the Little Duck Pond, the fire of which is now occupied by the 
Military Hofpiral and its garden : he Hates that there was alfo a channel likewife called by him 
for the Commiffioncrs, which led to this Pond from the mam Sewer. 

Much of the furface that formerly received the furplus water of the Sewer, during the conti- 
nuance of a high tide, is now raifed or otherwife occupied. The little Duck Pond is completely 
annihilated, as has been obferved. Several Roads have been formed over Tothill Fields and 
through Ring’s Scholars Pond, raifed, according to die expreflion of a perfon who was con- 
cerned in making one, by bringing there an incalculable quantity of rubbilh. Rubbifli continues 
Hill to be brought and depofited in Totliill Fields in large quantities ; die effect of this procedure, 
in the conrle of time, mull be evident. The fpace that formerly received die water is already 
reduced ; the water, when impeded by the tide from faffing into the Thames, mull find a 
receptacle : if it is deprived of the low ground on wafte land, it mull fpread over parts that 
are cultivated, carrying deltruction wherever it goes; for, as It was Hated and Ihovvn to the 
Committee, the water from the Sewer is of fo noxious a. quality, that it poifons every herb 
affording nourilhmenr eidier to man or beaff. 

In the courfe of this View, the Committee made particular enquiry in what Officer’s depart- 
ment it was to watch and prevent, or to give norice of any fudden impediment or annoyance 
committed on the open Sewers : They could not learn that any one confidered it to be part of 
his duty. 

The 1 Committee cannot help fuggeffing, that the evils which occafioned their being called 
upon this View, have arifen, in a great meafure, from a miffaken economy of the public money. 

It is in evidence, that the cleanfing of the open Sewers, and the maintenance of the Embank- 
ments, was formerly done at the charge of die Commillioners ; which the Committee are 
allured is alfo corroborated byttheir books. Some years Cnee (laid to be about twenty) application 
was made and leave was granted to the cultivators of the contiguous lands, to plant oziers at 
the fides of the Sewers, under the fuppofition that thofe plantations would defend the banks, 
and that the embankments would be maintained without any charge to the Commillioners. Since 
then, little more has been done, on the parr of die Commiffioncrs, than fometimes giving 
notice to a cultivator at the fide of the main Sewer, to make good an obferved breach. In 
the transferring of the care of diefe works from die Commillioners to the individual neighbours, 
the caufe of the dcclenlion of die Sewers becomes evident. 

In confidering of the remedies, the Committee confined their attention to the relief of the 
Sewer, from the walled part in Fryer’s garden to the Thames ; leaving the prudence of letting 
down more water from the Town, to an after conlidcration : it being obvious, that at prefent, 
fuch a precedure would be extremely impolitic, when fo much damage enfues from die water 
now received. The firll objeft that appeared to diem to require attention, was the getting a 
fpeeriy difeharge into the Thames, as the high water fubfides ; for this purpnfe, it may be 
neceffary, 

To enlarge and deepen the main Sewer near the River ; to increafe the number or 
enlarge the flaps, and to form them on a confirmation that may always admit oftheir 
being opened, when the water on both fides is at the fame level : 

To widen the main Sewer beyond the walled part in Fryer’s garden, with broad, 
ftrong and high embankments, to be preferved clear of any planting, and of a certain 
breadth : 

To rebuild and enlarge the two-foot Bridge over the main Sewer: 

To reftore all the collateral Sewers for receiving the furplus water, with regulations for 
their being periodically called and maintained of a conlifient breadth ; valved flaps 
at the fides of the main Sewer to be unly allowed to the draining Sewers from the 
well fide, and from Weftminfter, north of the two-foot Bridge : 

To rellore King’s Scholars Pond for the great refervoir in violent florms of rain, at 
the time of high water, with additional Channels from the main Sewer to the fame; 
one or more additional emilTorics may be made near the White Houfes, about midway 
betweeu the prefent flaps and Grnfvenor Houfe, for quickening the difeharge from 
the collateral Sewers and King’s Scholars Pond, when loaded with fuperabundant 
water: 

The man who has the care of die flaps at the Thames, to be wholly retained in the fervice 
of the Commiffioncrs ; his attendance at the flaps is wanted about the time of high 
water ; in the intervals he may be occupied in watcliing the Open Sewers, which may 
be put under his charge for that purpofe. 

Thefe Remedies are fubmitted by the Committee, only as thofe haflily fuggefted at the time 
of making the View ; but, being a l'ubjeit of confiderable confequence to the public welfare, 
they are aware that it demands mature conlidcration ; and being altogether in the department 
of engineering, they recommend that application be made to a perfon in that profeffion, for his 
opinion thereon.

Honourable Sirs, 

P URSUANT to your Order of the ifl inftant, to prepare a Report of the Defefls in King’s 
Scholars Pond Sewer, together with the Mifchiefs arifing therefrom; I beg leave tofubmit, 
on the fubject of the Defefls of the Sewer, an Abftrafl from the Survey made by me, altd 
deferibed in a book of drawings now in your Office. 

It is not in my power to (late a full account of the Mifchiefs which are the natural con- 
fequence of the Defefls of this Sewer; many perfons having for along time been deterred 
from reprefenting their cafes, from a belief that the evil was incurable ; others having been 
difeouraged by not procuring relief in confequence of their complaints ; and, latterly, the 
fufferers have been appeafed by the aiTwrance of a remedy being under confuler3iion. The 
Minutes of the Commiirioners, however, fhow circumftance of deplorable diftrefs ; from which 
and from fome information which l have been able to colleft, I (hall point out circumftances 
in die courfe of the Sewet, which I hope will fuffice for bringing to your minds fome idea of 
the Mifchiefs which are felt in the fevcral neighbourhoods.

From South-ftrcet down Marr-le-honc-lane, to oppofite Bentinck- ftreet, the 
Sewer is nearly upon a dead level ; a confide rable part of it is very ruinous, and 
the foil here collefts in great quantities. 

In this neighbourhood the water rifes From the Sewer into the lower ftory of 
the houfes in ordinary rains. 

From Mary-le-bone-lane the Sewer pafles under the houfes on the eaft fide of 
John’s-court, under houfes in 
Barret's-court, and under buildings through 
Stratford-place Mews to 

Oxford-ftreet, where it pafles under the Stratford Cdffee-houfc. 

Under Oxford-ftreet there is a Pier built in the Sewer, and a fmall arch turned 
over Qn each fide, which has been termed a breakwater, and appears to have been 
placed for the purpofe of preventing the water from palling down too rapidly. 

The houfes in Henrietta- ftreet, in James ftreet, Edward-ftreet, and Wig- 
morc-ftreet, and moll' of the houfes in that neighbourhood, near to the 
line of Sewer, are flooded in heavy rains,; antnilance of which is the cafe 
of Mr. Pinfent, a baker, redding it the comer of Edward- ftreet and 
James-ftreef, who lately petitioned your Honourable Court, praying to 
be Enumerated for the lofs he had fuftained by the overflowings of the 
Sewer, whereby he had a great quantity of flour and other articles fpoikd, 
and his buiiuefs interrupted for feveral days ; this he ftates to be frequently 
the cafe in ftorms. 

From Oxford-ftreet the Sewer pafles between 
South Molton-ftreet and South Multon-lane, under houfes the greater part of the 
way to 

Lower Brook-ftrect, oppofite to Avery Row ; a great part of which is very 



much decayed. 



The melancholy event, and the enormous expenfc incurred by the burfting 
of the Sewer under houfes at the north end of South Molton-lanc, are 
cireumflances that happened too recently to require being detailed here. 

The lower ftreets between Oxford-ftreet and Brook-ftreet, in the neighbour* 
hood of this Sewer, are flooded in heavy rains ; and petitions have been prefented 
by perfons inhabiting thofe houfes, dating the great dcftru&ion of their property 
by the overflow of the Sewers. • 

From the New Road to Brook-llrect tbe Sewer is not of fufficient depth to 
drain the houfes in any of the lower ftreets bordering on the fine of it ; tho 
drains from the houfes neceflarily enter the Sewer clofe to its bottom, and con- 
fequently are chunked up by any trifling depofition of fulliagc ; and much of the 
di Uriel between the main Sewer and the Edgcware Road, is badly drained for 
want of fufficient current. 

From Lower Brook ftreet the Sewer pafles down 

Avery Row, ia a direS line to Lower Grofvenor-ftreet. 

About the middle of Avery Row there ii a contraction, whereby the Sewer ia 
reduced in breadth to three feet ten inches. 

From Grofvenor-ftreet it pafles under a houfe nearly oppofite to Avery Row, 
and from thence under buildings to Bruton-flrect, which it crofk-s, and then takes 
an irregular courfe down South Bruton Mews, and under buildings nearly all the 
way to the north end of Berkeley-ftreet. 

From Bruton-ftreet to Berkeley-ftreet the Sewer is full of contraftions and 
breakwaters, which have evidently been built for the purpofe of checking the 
impetuofity of the water, as in the inftance before ftated ; and fome parts of this 
length are very much decayed. 

There is a Pier in the Sewer of South Bruton Mew* erefied for a foundation 
to part of a houfc (formerly Lord Howe’s) which is a great impediment to the 
paifage of the waters, the Sewer being there reduced to three feet eight incites- 
in breadth. 

In all the neighbourhood of Berkelev-fquare along the courfe of this Sewer, 
from Grofvenor-ftreet to Berkeley-ftreet, the lower ftories of the houfes 
are inundated three and four feet deep during violent rains j one inftance 
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of the 
Sewer.

The, Sewer from Piccadilly continues of the lame file through the Park ; the 
form is that of an EUipfis. The fall of the Sewer to the bottom of tLe 
Green . Park, with a few exceptions, is from half to three quarters of an 
inch to ten feet. 

From Buckingham Gate it paffes along Stafford Row and part of Stafford 
Place, where It tiirhi fuddenly under the houfes, and takes a direct courfe to 
Charlotte- ftreefr 

The Queen’s Palace las lately fullered, much f rom the overflowing of the 
Sewer ; a few years pall, the lower floors were raffed to what was judged 
to he a fufficient height to overcome this inconvenience, Cnee which, the 
inundations have fo much increafed, that the Palace is again fubjeft to 
the fame evil. 

From Charlotte-ilreet it ' is an open Sewer to the Thames, paffing at the fide 
of Mr. Penny's timber-yard and the Stag brewhoiife premifes, having fide-wapa 
in its continuation from Charlotte-ftreet, for about' four hundred and thirty yards 
in length. 

At BreWer-tfre’et the paflage of the water is divided for about fifty yards, 
under a bridge and buildingB belonging lo the : Stag brewhoufe premifes, which 
impede the paflage of the’ water ; ncvertbelefs the effefi of the torrent has been 
fo great beyond this bridge, as frequently to force down the walls built by the 
Commiffibncrs for the protiSiori of the Sewer, as well as for the protection of 
the adjoining landtr

From the walled part, the Sewer takes au indirefl courfe through the low 
lands on the well lide of Tothill Fields, and difeharges into the river Thames at 
Milbank, nearly oppolite to Vauxhall. 

The average fall of the open Sewer is about one-eighth of an inch to ten feet. 

The top of the wall at the fide of the Sewer, by the Stag brewhoufe premifes* 
is about two feet four inches under the high fpring tides ; the banks of the 
Sewer from thence to the river are, on an average, hve feet four inches under 
the high fpring tides; and the bottom of the Sewer, where it pafles under 
Milbank at tbe ilTuc into the river, is about thirteen feet below the high fpring 
tides. 

During high water the Sewer does not difeharge into the river Thames, the 
communication being flopped by flaps conllrucled for the purpofe of protecting 
the neighbouring grounds from being overflowed by the tides. 

The difeharge of the drainage from this large diflriCt being only obtained 
at intervals, which are regulated by the tides, is a circumllance that lias 
of late years produced incalculable mifehief. When a great fall of rain 
occurs while the river water is near its fummit, the banks of the Sewer 
arc overflowed, and a vail tract of cultivated land (chiefly market 
gardeners') is inftantly laid wafte. 

The deplorable Gtuation of the occupiers of thefe grounds, and other 
premifes in the fame quarter, wiien thofe devaflations take place, has 
been reprefented in a Report of a Committee of the ComiuilEoners, dated 
OClober 13, 1806. 



HAVING dated wliat occurred to me on the feveral parts, in proceeding along the Sewer* 
I think it neesflary here to advert to the general confcqucnce of die various breakwaters and 
contia&ions. 

It is obvious, that the breakwaters have been built in the Sewer from time to time, to check 
the impetuofity of the water, each one to relieve an evil which exilted in its neighbourhood ; 
but in doing this the effeft of impeded water was only removed from a lower to a higher part 
of the diltricl. 

There is a want of increafing capacity as the Sewer advances ; the Gze of the Sewer varies 
in an order the reverfe of what it ought to do inftead of increafing in capacity as it proceeds, 
ir is varioufly contracted from die New Road to Half-Moon-llreet, Piccadilly, in which laft 
place it is coufidered to require an increafe of more dian half of the capacity which the Sewer 
obtains at the New Road. 



If all the ob(lru£tions that occur in the prefent Watercourfe fhould be removed, and a 
fuihcient capacity obtained for the water to pafs freely from all the upper parts of the di(tri£t, 
the fudden defeent of fo great a quantity of water in florins, when flopped from paffing into 
the River at high water, mufl inevitably inundate all the low lands ; or, in other words, the 
removal of the obftruQion in tbe upper part of the Sewer, would only occafion an accumu- 
lation of the evils upon that part of the diflri£l which is beneath the high water of the Thames, 
that is, upon the part which is between the Green Park and the River. 

This mufl be the confequence, if water is fuffered to pafs down more rapidly dian it now 
does from the town, without firll procuring a free inlet to the River at high, as well as at low 
water ; the quantity of water paffing down is always increaGng with the extenfion of the town, 
and feveral large Plans are now in agitation, for continuing the buildings in the higher parts of 
the diltridl drained by King's Scholars Pond Sewer. 

The Summary of the DefcQs in King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, reprefented in the foregoing • . 
Statement, is as follows : 

A want of a free outlet into the River Thames : 

A want of increafing capacity 2s the Sewer advances, in proportion to the quantity it has 
to drain : 

A want of depth north of Brook-flreet : 

A want of a better diftribudon of its current. 

Befides which, it is nearly one half of its length under houfes and other buildings, in its 
paflage through the town, occafioning an enormous expenfe when works are required to be 
done in thofe dire&ions j and in feveral parts, the Sewer is in a ruinous Rate.

I N purfuancc of your Order of the 18th May lall, that I (hould confider whether any and 
what Improvement can be made on King's Scholars Pond Sewer, To as to remedy the drilling 
inconveniences as ftatedin my Report of the 13th April, coupled with the means of providing 
for the drainage of any additional buildings, and that I fhould report to you thereon forthwith ; 

I beg leave to prefent to you my Report thercou, as follows : — 

The arched Sewer commences at Crown Bridge fitunted in Park Place, which is a continuation 
of Bakcr-ftrcet, on the north fide of die New Road at Mary-le-bone. 

The part lately arched over in Park-llreet, near Crown Bridge, which is five feet ten inches 
high, and five feet fix inches wide, is not more than fufficiently large for the ufe of the addi- 
tional buildings that may be crcQed upon the diftrict above; but the, Sewer, in its courfe 
to Mary-le-bone-lane, is in parts much contra&ed, and very deficient in depth, particularly 
in South ftreet, Mancheftcr-fquare, where the Gzc is only four feet three inches high, and 
four feet four inches wide. 

At the eaft end of South-flrcet, the bottom of the Sewer is only eleven feet below the fur- 
face of the pavements. Where the paving of the area of the heufes is nine feet below the 
furface of die ftreet, as at South-ftreet, the proper depth from the furfacc of the ftreet to the 
bottom of the Sewer, in order to prevent the houfes from being flooded when the Sewer 
is full of water, is fifteen feet ; but jefs dum thirteen feet is very unfafe. 

This want of depth in the Sewer, exifts all the way from the New Road to Manchefter-flreet, 
being mod deficient in B aker-ftrect. 

Down Mary-le-bone-lane there is a great want of current, nearly one half being upon a dead 
level ; and ihc capacity requires to be much increafed when it arrives at Bentinck-ftreet, where 
it will have received the water from all the diftrift north of Portnian-fquare and weliward of the 
main Sewer; and when it arrives at Barret’s Court, it will have received all die drainage of the 
diftrifl eaftward of the main Sewer to Oxford-ftreet. 

The fum of the two apertures at the breakwater pier in Oxford-ftreet, is about one-fourth 
lets than the Sewer at Crown Bridge. If that breakwater pier fhould be removed, the Sewer 
would have, a tolerable capacity for about 130 feet in lengdi, which includes the part rebuilt 
in 1806. 

From the part rebuilt in 1806 under the houfe in Oxford-ftreet at the corner of Davxes- 
ftrect, and under thefliedsat the back of South Molton-ftreet to Brook-duet, the Sewer is again 
conGderably lefs than at Crown Bridge, and for want of depth from South-ftreet to Brook - 
ftreet, all the low ground on the weft fide of the Sewer in that diftrid is conftantly fubje£t 
to inundation. 

Except the fbort length mentioned at Oxford-ftreet, this Sewer, from the commencement, 
of South-ftreet to Brook-ftreet, is deficient in capacity ; and the whole length from the New 
Road to Brook-ftreet, is deficient in depth. I am not aware of any means that will remedy 
thefe evils, fhort of rebuilding the Sewer ; and I am of opinion that at fome future time, a new 
Sewer muft be ereded from the New Road . to Brook-ftreet. 

From Lower Brook-ftreet to Lower Grofvenor-ftreet, I confider the Sewer to be of fufficient 
capacity, except in two places ; the one is a contraction in breadth, which may be removed, 
and the other is in the height, for the length of about fifty feet ; to remove tliis, the arch may 
be taken off, and the fpringing walls raifed. 

From Lower Grofvenor-ftreet to Bruton-ftreet, the Sewer continues of fufficient breadth • 
the fpringing walls will require railing for about 180 feet in length. 

From Bruton ftreet to Berkeley -ftreet, the Sewer will be of fufficient breadth, when all the 
contra&ions and breakwaters (hall be removed. It will however be neceflary to take down the 
arch, and raife th*- fpringing walls for about 600 feet ; and, for the prefervation of the 
Sewer, it will require a new bottom from the propofed new part near Brook-ftreet to 
Berkeley-ftreet.

But the fail of the Sewer is very deficient from Bruton ftrcct to Berkdey-ftreet, being left 
than two feet in a length of 746 feet; and to remedy this, the Sewer will require to be altered 
or rebuilt all the way from Brook-flreet. 

The whole length of Sewer from Crown Bridge at the north end of New Baker-flreet to 
Berkeky-ftrcet, is about 7,800 feet, of which 7,020 fact will require to be rebuilt, 2,358 feet 
lieiug under houfes and other premifes the property of individuals, and 4,662 fed under 
i tracts. 

Between Crown Bridge and Berkeley -ilrcet, the part of the Sewer requiring to be rebuilt 
pafles under eleven homes, of which three are of the tiril rate, five ef the fecond rate, two uf 
the third rate, and one of the fourth rate, and under the courts and offices of other houfes 
making the total number of dilUfldt premifes 77. 

I beg leave to notice, that this point near the ibuth-eaft corner of Berkeley- fquare, is the 
place from whence a new main Sewer along Berkdey-ftreet to the Thames, near Charing Croft, 
lias been propnfed by Mr. Rennie, the Engineer employed by the Court ; by which all the 
water from the whole diltritl northward of Berkdey-ltreet, is propofed to be carried off, with- 
out any communication with the old Sewer running under Lanfdownc Houfe. In that cafe, 
the remainder of the old Sewer running from Berkdey-ftreet to the Thames by Tothill Fields, 
would have no other fervice to perform lor the town, than that of draining fo much Gf it as lies 
betweeu Berkeley fquare and the Parks; a fervice for which the prefent capacity of that part 
of the old Sewer is amply fufficientall the way from^Berkdey-fquarc to the River, and is not 
likely ever to want alteration on account of denriency, under all die changes that can poffibly 
take place on the lands it would have to drain. 

But, begging it may be underftood, that I am moft perfectly convinced of the fuperior ad- 
vantage of Mr. Rennie’* Plan, I now proceed, in obedience to file directions which 1 have 
received, to confider what alteration will be required in the editing Sewer from Berkdey- 
ftreet to the Thames, to make it capable of draining the whole of the DiftriCt, as well 
ab'.ive Bcrkcley-lquare as below it, extending from Hnmpftend to the Thames, by Tothill 
Fields. 

The prefent Sewer continues from die bottom of Ilay Bill, through the whole length of 
I.anfdowne Gardens to the north-call angle of die houfe, palling under the houfe and offices in- 
a diagonalline; and from thence under other houfes and buildings to Curzon-ftreet, a length 
of about 920 feet, the whole of which will require ro be r.cw, as the capacity of this 
Hewer is here but half that which it is at Crown Bridge, Mary-lc-bone, where the arched 
Sewer commences. 

The taking up the old Sewer and ereftmg a new one, under a building of fucli magnitutfe' 
and confequence ns Lanfdowne Houfe, would be a ferrous operation; the Sewer palling in a 
diagonal line, and the length under this houfe and offices being about J30 feet, would require a 
large proportion of the lower floors to be removed, and many of the walls to" be undermined, 
and part ut ihe. offices under the garden to be taken down. 

After quitting Lanfdowne Houfe, the Sewer continues to pafs under buildings nearly all 1 the' 
way to Curzon-ftreet, and is only four feet fix inches wide from Lanfdowne Houfe'to where' 
it pafles under a houfe in Half-Moon-ftreet ; it again pafles under buildings the greater part 
oft lie way from Half-Moon- ilreec to Piccadilly; there is-about 105 feet in length adjoining 
to Half-Moon-llrcet that is nearly of. a proper fize ; but all the- reft to Piccadilly is very de- 
fiant in capacity ; the whole length therefore (except this lhort piece by Half-Moon-lireei) 
njuii be rebuilt to convey the water from Berkdey-ftreet, being 1,670 feet in length- to Picca- 
dilly, exdulive of the 105 feet that has been mentioned. 

Where the Sewer croflis Piccadilly, a length of about 70 feet is of an-ample Gze, but the 
Sewer down the Green Park is now fully charged in heavy ilorms of rain. Should an uninter- 
rupted p-iflagsbe given under Lanfdowne Houfe, See. I have no doubt that- the Sewer in the* 
Gtecn Park would prove to be deficient in capacity; where it reaches’ the low grounds about- 
Buckiugham Houfe, it has but a fmall current ; lire water there receives a -check, and to relieve 
this, i!> Sewer requires more breadth than it has above, where the defeent is quicker. Al- 
though I am aware of ; the general effect, I am not competent to fay the exact proportion the 
flat Hewer fliould bear to the other ; but I am of opinion, that it fliould not' he left than one 
four ill larg'r in breadth, even if the Queen’s Palace and the houfes in Stafford Row weref fiif- 
ficicntly high toprotedi themfelves ; but as they are not, finee the water now fldws into them J 
in flormsofrain, it will be ncceflary togivefuch breadth as may remove the prefent inconve- 
niences, and give pvotedlion to thefe houfe*, when an. uninterrupted paffage {hall be given 
above; therefore, there will be required a new Sewer from Piccadilly to Cfiarlolte-iireet, 
Pimlico, where, the arched Sewer terminates; a length of about 2,634 fccT; 

Exclufive of the ioy feet by Half- Moon-ftreet, and the 70 feet eroding Piccadilly, anew 
Sewer would be neceffiry from Berkdey-ftreet to Charlotte-llreet, Pimlico, in length 4,234. 
feet, of which 1,410 feet are under houfes and other private premifes, anti 2,824 feet under 
ftreets and open grounds. The Sewer pafles under three houfes of the firft rate (one of which 

is 
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is Lanfdowne Houfe) and three of the fecondrate, between Berkeley-flreet and Piccadilly, and N“ 12. (E.) 

one of the third rate in Stafford Place, and under tlie courts and offices of 36 more houfes ; 

making the total number of diltinft preraifes 43. 

At the fide of Charlottc-ftreet, Pimlico, die open Sewer commences, having Gde-watls 
from thence to fome diltance in Fryer's garden, a length of about 1,300 feet; this Sewer is 
from feven feet three inches to eight feet nine inches wide, fpreading a little way towards die 
end. The lad funimer was remarkably free from dorms, and during diat feafon (1807) lefs 
inconvenience was experienced dian ufual throughout the whole line of this Sewer; but gene- 
rally this open part of the Sewer has been fully charged, and overflows at times when heavy 
rains occur. If the Sewer above thould be enlarged, to as to pafs down die water freely from 
the town, diis open Sewer, which is very flat, would be found to be greatly deficient, and 
mult be mncli widened, requiring new walls part of the way on one fide, and where it is 
very crooked, on bodi tides. This Sewer is alfo confined in the paffage under a Bridge and 
fome buildings at the fide of the Stag brewlioulc, where it would require to be rebuilt. 

From the end of the walled part in Fryer’s garden to the River, the Sewer is a ground 
channel, excepting where it paffes under die two-foot Bridge in the Willow Walk, and under a 
Bridge in diepremifes of John White, Efquire; the laft has an arch of very ample dimenfions 
for the paffage of the water, but at the two-foot Bridge the water-way is very much contracted, 

^nd it would become neceffary to rebuild the whole of it. 

If the water fhould have a free paffage from the town, and the ground channel (hould be 
retained of a moderate breadth, the increafed velocity of the water through it, would require 
the Gdes to be fecured by fome flrong works, either of compofition or brick, in length about 
3,828 feet, from within Fryer’s garden to the Thames, nearly oppoGte to Vauxhall. 

I have confidcred the works neceffary to bring the water by the old line of Sewer with a 
free paffage to the low grounds near the Thames. Thefe low grounds are from fix to feven feet 
beneath the high fpring tides ; and when the tide rifes to the level of the low grounds, the 
opening to die River is (hut, and mull remain fo until the tide fliall again defeend to that 
level. The range of high tides being about 1 8 feet four inches, and the flux and reflux ex- 
ceeding 12 hours, it follows that at high tides the bell conflruflcd flaps or gates at the Thames 
mult be (hot more than 4 hours out of the 12, or more dun 8 in the 24. It is necdlary to 
guard againft a violent fall of rain, which may happen when the tide is making ; and if the rain- 
water fhould be brought down by a free and uninterrupted paffage to the lower parts, it muft 
be retained there, until the tide fliall fubfide fufficiendy for the flaps to be opened. It is necef- 
fary to provide even for an extreme cafe, hecaufe if an inundation fhould take place, however 
fhort a time the water may lodge, the mifehief will be effected. Therefore the hanks of the 
open Sewer muft be raifed above the high fpring tides, or a refervoir muft be provided for the 
reception of die defeending water at die time of high tides. 

Here is a large quantity of valuable property, extending not lefs than a mile and a quarter 
in length, and coniifting of meadows, garden grounds, and numerous buildings of various 
kinds, including Buckingham Houfe, -the fafety of whiph depends on the high water of the 
Thames being fecureiy fliutout at Milbank, and on preventing at the fame time an inundation, 
by the water defcemling from the town. 

It lias been decided, diat confiderable inconvenience would occur from an embanked Sewer 
to hold water to a height equal to that of the high water in the River, while drains from Buck- 
ingham Houfe, and many other houfes in that neighbourhood, which are beneath the high- 
water mark, communicate with it, becaufe of die improbability of keeping valves to every drain 
in fuch good order as to prevent the high 'water from flooding the houfes ; a refervoir would 
therefore become neceffary, to receive and retain beneath the furface of the low grounds the 
fuperfluous water defeending from the town. 

The main Sewer may be calculated to contain a quantity of water equal in height to that of 
the furface of the low grounds ; which furface being taken at fix feet beneath the high-water 
mark, would be nearly the level of the bottom of the clofe Sewer at Charlotte-ftreet, Pimlico, 
a length of 5,128 feet from the River, the Sewer cannot be quite empty when the tide 
has rifen to fix feet beneath high-water mark ; but reckoning die whole contents, the depdi 
next the River would not be eight feet, and the bottom forming an inclined plane to Charlottp- 
ftreet, Pimlico, the average depth may be reckoned at four feet, and being in length 5,128 feet, 
and taking the breadth at 12 feet, the main Sewer, as a refervoir, would hold 246,144 cubical 
feet of water. 

More than two inches of rain has fallen within an hour, and as I am defired toconfider how 
the water from the whole diftrift, when built upon, may bedifeharged by the line of the prefent 
Sewer, I muft fuppofe a provifion to be made for the quantity that would defeend while the 
outlet to the Thames would be clofed ; and as this at certain times is more than four hours, 
the gTeat body of water would pafs down from the town much within that time, if all the water- 
courfes fhould be made fufficiendy capacious, which is the objeftin view. 

The length of the diftrift which this Sewer drains, is about five miles and a half, and on an 
average about three quarter of a mile in breadth, that is, 29,040 feet long and 3,960 feet broad,

' ' cubical feet ; tt is difficult to fay what abforption and lodgments may take place, but if the 

whole diftricl lhould be covered with buildings or pavements, the abforption and lodgment 
would not be great. If only half of the rain-water lhould proceed to the lower end of the 
main Sewer, the quantity would be 9,583,200 cubical feet, of wliich I have fuppofed 2415,144 
might be contained in the main Sewer; there tlieu remains 9,337,056 cubical feet to he pro- 
vided for, which I conceive could only be done by a refervoir in tbe nature of a baliu, to be 
well walled in, and to be fecured from encroachment and damage, having flaps or gates at the 
difeharge into die River. 

The bottom of the balin mud be above the low water of a neap tide, and therefore cannot 
in depth be more than nine feet beneath the lurface of the low ground. The bnfin would 
therefore require afurface of 1,037,450 fuperficial feet, which is nearly 24 acres, and would 
be larger than the new Loudon Dock, without reckoning the addition necefiary for enclofures. 
Dopes, &c. 

My directions being to ftate what could be done on the line of the ex i fling Sewer, I did no 1 
feel myfelf at liberty to propofe any deviation from it by auxiliary Sewers. But I beg leave to 
offer my fenfiments generally upon that fubjeet. When a defeending Watercourfe diverges 
into two channels, lodgments of filt eafily take place in one of them, by a paffage being kept 
free in the odier by die palling water, and this continuing for a length of time, die lodg- 
ments of lilt inereafe id the one until it be quite filled up. This is a common occurrence in 
open watercourfes, where the lodgment of lilt requires to be removed from time to tune, but 
in clofe Sewers the lodgments would not be known, while only the ordinary water (which one 
Sewer would convey) would pafsdown, and the impediment would only be difeerned when 
great torrents fliould defeend and the fervice of both Sewers would be wanted. I am decidedly 
of opinion, tliat a main Sewer lhould have but one channel, in order that it may be continually 
fcoured by the water being confined to that paffage. 

The length of the aid Sewer from Berkcley-ftrcet to the Thames is 9,5 37 feet, of which 
4,409 feet is a clofe Sewer, requiring 4,234 feet to be rebuilt to obtain the necefiary capacity, 
if it lhould be required to convey, without impediment, ail the water from the Diftricl north 
of Berkeley- itreet. There are about 1,300 feet of open walled Sewer that would alfo require 
to be enlarged and rebuilt, and two Bridges, and the contiguous parts to be alfo rebuilt ; .and 
3,828 feet of ground channel to be fecured, either with walls, or other llrong works, bolides 
the formation of a Baliu or Kefervoir, of a magnitude not lefs than tliat .already deferibed.

A REPORT, prefented on the 27th May, 1807, to die COMMISSIONERS of 
SEWERS for the City and Liberty of Wcjhninjltr, and part of the County of 
Mitldkfnt, fuggelting Means for the Improvement of the Drainage of that Dill rid, 
now drained by King’s Scholars Pond Sewer.

Genti^mem, 

x 17 ERE it merely a queftion, What is the bell Line of a Sewer to carry away all the Water 
” that falls on that di thrift of Land which now drains into the river Thames by King’s 
Scholars Pond Sewer ? the oueftion would be eafily folved ; but this queftion involves in it fo 
many other important confiaeradons, that I candidly confefs I have felt more difficulty in 
deciding what Line, under all th» circumftances of die cafe, is the beft, than in almoft any 
other fubjeet of much more natural difficulty than this appears to be. 

The prefent King's Scholars Pond Sewer, I believe, is admitted by all that have examined 
it, not only to be laid down in a very irregular direction, but fo imperfectly executed, in fuch 
bad repair, and to have fo bad an outfall into the Thames, that it would be only wafting 
mpney to attempt to render it perfect. 

Many places of it are befides fo much covered with houfes that the expenfe would beeorqc 
enormous. It is therefore advlfable that this Sewer lhould not become the principal fource hy 
which the "Water, Soil, &c. of fo important and increaling a part of the Metropolis as it now 
has to drain, Uiould be iKfcharged into the Thames. 

Independent of its bad direction and imperfect couftraftion, its outfall into the Thames is 
fo Jew, and this low or flat land continues to fuch a diftance backward, tliat, were even die 

higher

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higher parts of the Sewer perfect, this alone would be almoft fufficient to condemn it. Water jj. (F.} 

draining from an extenfive tradl of ground, covered with houtes, where much mud and foil is 

to be carried off, becomes fo pregnant with this kind of matter, that whenever a flagnation 
takes place it depofits its contents, and choaks up its channel 5 although, therefore, it is pof- 
fible to raife the banks of the low Flat between die Queen’s Palace, and where it difeharges 
the Water into the Thames, yet it would not be practicable to occafion fuch a current dirough 
this flat (unlefs by the deftru&ion of much valuable property), as to prevent a very confulerable 
fettlement of mud taking place in its channel ; and this, by degrees, would raife die bottom 
to fuch a height as to overflow many valuable lioufes in Pimlico, and even Her Majefty’t 
Palace itfelf. No doubt, that by keeping people conltandv employed to clean it out this might 
in fome meafurc be remedied ; but a Sewer that is to perform its work by conftant attention 
and repairs, is not lit for the Metropolis of the Britifli Empire. 

A perfect Drainage can bed be effected by a perfect outfall that will keep itfelf clean, with- 
out die conflant a Hi fiance and fuperintendence of your Surveyor. Such an Outfall fhould 
therefore be found, not in die low and flat marllies lying between Whitehall and Chelfea, but 
in fome place where the-ground is futficiemly high to admit of a Sewer being laid, with a de- 
clivity capable of clearing away its own mud and foil, and of difeharging its water fully and 
freely into the Thames. 

On examining the Shores of the River with much attention, I have not been able to find 
any place, within a moderate diflance, where fuch an outfall could with advantage be made 
higher up the river dian Scodand Yard. Here, no doubt, the ground is lower dun could be 
wiflied clofe by die Thames ; but this low Land extends but for a lliort way backwards ; at 
Charing-crofs it is high, and die rife from dience is rapid ; but from about the end of Craig’s 
Court, to the Thames at Scodand Yard, it is but little above the high water of an ordinary 
fpring Tide. The diltance however is fhort, and dierefore there can be little doubt that the 
Current from the Sewer above will be fuflkient to keep die Outfall clear. At die fame time 
I have no hefitation in giving it as my opinion, that it will be better if the declivity can be main- 
tained quite to the verge of the Thames itfelf : for diis purpofe it may be a matter worth con- 
fideration, whether it would not be better to make the Outfall at the bottom of Northumberland 
ftreet, where the declivity of the ground extends quite to the Thames, than to pafs through 
any low Land at all. 

There appear to me three Lines from Charing-crofs, diatmay be followed : 

The firft is to pafs from Charing-crofs along the main ftreet, towards Whitehall, as far a 8 
the Land Revenue Office, and thence turn to the Fall, through Middle Scotland Yard, to the 
Thames at the Lime-wharf. By diis line the whole of die Sewer would be in die wide ftreets 
eafy of accefs for execution, as well as to receive any repairs that hereafter may be wanted. 

The fecond is to pafs through Craig’s Court, and from thence to the Lime-wharf above men- 
tioned, nearly in a ft might line ; but here there mult be fomehoufes pulled down on the South 
fide of the Court. 

The third is to pafs up part of the Strand, and turn down Northumberland-flreet, and enter 
the Thames by Wood and Co’s Coal- wharf. 

The firft will be by far the eafiefldane ; the ftreets are wide, and the ground low. It does 
not interfere with the Plans that are in contemplation by the Crown, for building on their 
lands ; but the diflance is eighty yards longer than the fccond and the ground is lower thau 
could be wifhed. 

The fecond is more difficult of accefs ; the entrance to Craig’s Court is narrow, and the 
depth of cutting would endanger the lioufes on each fide of the entrance while the work was 
in hand. This narrow entrance is about 30 yards in length. The houfes on the South-weft 
fide of the fquare are valuable ■, and the line from thence to the Lime-wharf in Scotland Yard 
would interfere in fome degree with the Plans of the Buddings intended by the Crown. The 
line of Sewer is befides 80 yards fhorter than the other, and the ground is alfo higher and more 
regular in its declivity ; were it not therefore for the obftacles in queftion, I Ihould greatly 
prefer this line to the former. 

The third line is on higher gronnd than cither of the two former ; it is fhorter than the firft 
by 33 yards, but longer than the l'econd by 47 prds. The entrance to Northumbcrland-ftreet 
is however narrow for about 1 6 yards, but not fo much fo as that to Craig’s Court. 

From the whole of thefe chrumftances taken together, I am inclined to prefer the line by 
Northumberland- ftreet ; though, were the obftacles in Craig’s-court removed, I fhould prefer 
that line. 

On the fuppofition that the Honourable the Comraiffioners will function the Outfall to beat 
or near where I have ftated, I will next proceed to deliver my Opinion refpe cling the various 
projefts that have been laid before them, for the beft Line of Sewer from the high grounds 
North of Saint Mary-le-bone to Charing-crofs ; and afterwards deferibe another Line which 
has occurred to myfelf. 

There 
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12. (F.) There is a di Uriel of ground covered with houfes of not lefs than 1,027 Acres, as well .is 

a diftriS of 962 Acres not yet built upon, but which, at no very diltanc period, is likely to be 

covered in part, if not entirely, with houfes. All the water from which, as well as what is 
fupplied for the ufe of the Inhabitants from the New River and Chelfea Water-works, drains 
through the prefent King's Scholars Pond Sewer ; and this Sewer lias been carried along the 
bottom of the valley into which the diftrict above deferibed drains. 

The bottom of a valley is no doubt the natural channel to which the water on each fide of the 
valley fliould come ; and had the main Sewer been laid down in a proper manner, and of fuf- 
ficient capacity and declivity to carry off the whole water, mud, and foil, and that it could 
have been readily got at to repair, there is no doubt time it would have been the bed Line for 
the laid Sewer, that could have been devifed, its entrance to the Thames excepted. The en- 
trance, however, might be a proper one in the original (late of die Thames, although very 
much otherwife now ; but fo far as this line, namely, the bottom of the valley, can conve- 
niently be followed, it ought lobe done in whatever is now to be executed, as die drainage of 
die whole naturally tends diat way. 

Several lines have been laid down for the Sewer to drain the extenfive di Uriel already men- 
tioned, by various Members of your Honourable Board. All thefe lines, one excepted, com- 
mence at the fame point, namely, at the head of Baker-flreet, which, in my opinion, is the 
bed place that could have been chofen, as the whole water of the didridl above the New Road, 
ami which is at prefent little built on, declines to diat part. The lines they propofe to follow 
from di|s place to the Thames, are, however, various. 

The fir (l Plan is to begin at the head of Baker- dreet, to pafs along that dreet, Orchard-dreet, 
North Audley llrect, anil South Audley dreet, to Mount-ilreet, along part of the faid dreet 
to the lower end of Davies-dreet; then to crofs Berkeley-fquare, and along Berkeley-dreec to 
Piccadilly; then to turn Eadward along the faid dreet, to the head of Saint James’s-dreet ; 
then to turn down St. James’s-dreet to Pall-mall, there to take in the Pall-Mall Sewer, and 
tun along this dreet and Cockfpur-dreet, to Charing-crols, and from thence to the Thames. 

The Line of the above Sewer is no doubt a very draight one, and paffes through Areas of 
great width, by which it could not only be eafily made, but readily got to whenever repairs are 
wanting; but it teems to me that the Line from the lower end of Orcliard Street to Berkeley- 
fquare lies too near the Wed fide of the valley, and leaves too much to be done by the old 
Sewer, which now, in eroding Brook-dreet, Lower Grofvenor-dreet, and Bruton dreet, 
pafles under many houfes, and 1 fear would be dill apt to overflow them ; befides it could not 
well be got at for repairs, and Sewers, or branches from the Ead fide, could not be readily 
brought into it, as the ground rifes to the Wedwanl. 

The Sewer in Pall-Mall is too low, and if fucli a quantity of water as would come from the 
above didrict were brought down to fuck a level as this dreet lies in, I ihould fear mud would 
fettle in it, and die Houfes in Pall-Mall would frequently be overflowed. 

The fecund Plan is to make a Sewer from Oxford dreet, along Bond-dreet, and Piccadilly, 
to the head of the Haymarket, and down this dreet to Cockfpur ftreet, and from thence, by 
Charing-crofs to the Thames. 

This Line of Sewer is what I (hould much prefer to the former, was it not for the very 
great depth of cutting from the end of Bruton-lltreet, along Bond dreet, Piccadilly, to near 
the Opera Houfe ; for although a good deal of this ground is uot fo high as tile upper part of 
Bond-dtreet, yet, as the Sewer (hould have a regular declivity, die cutting becomes deeper 
and deeper until it readies the head of the Hay-market, where it is upwards of 42 feet 
deep. 

By borings which have been made at the lower end of Bond-dtreet, at die Brown Bear, 
Piccadilly, and at the head of the Hay market, it appears that at die firtt there is fix feet made 
earth, fix feet gravel, and afterwards clay downwards to at lead 38 feet deep. A Sewer with 
a regular declivity would here be 38 feet deep to the bottom ; and as the brickwork of the 
fewer itfclf would require to be at lead 10 feet high above the bottom, it would come within 
1 1 feet of the top of the clay. 

At the Brown Bear, Piccadilly, there is 8 feet of made earth, 10 feet of gravel, and after- 
wards clay ; the Sewer would therefore be here about 3 8. feet deep, fo that its top would be 
aDout 1 o feet under the top of die clay. 

At the North end of the 1 lay-Market there is feven feet made earth, five feet of gravel, 
and afterwards clay ; the bottom of the Sewer at diis place w.ould therefore be about 42 feet 
under die ground, fo that there would only be about 22 feet of clay above its top. 

In making a Sewer through fuch a Line it become-- a ferious queilion, whether if (hould be 
done by cutting the ground open to the top, or by Tunnelling. If die whole of die ground 
had been ftrong clay to die furface, there is no doubt tliat Tunnelling would have been by 
far the bed mode; but as the depth of clay above the Tunnel is only in the deepeft place 
22 feet, and in others not more dian 10 or 11 feet, with a bed of gravel above, in which 
there is a good deal of water, I (hould fear that Tunnelling would be a very dangerous opera- 
tion indeed, and fuch as I fliould be litde inclined to advife being undertaken. Cutting open 

to 
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to die depth of from 30 to 44 feet I alfo conceive a very ferious undertaking, and fliould not 12. (F.) 

be done, if it is poflible to avoid it. It therefore appears to me, that making a Sewer in this 

Line, would be a meafure too expenfive and hazardous to be adopted. 

The third Plan is, to follow the firft Line from the head of Baker-ftreet to South Audley- 
■ftreet, through Seymour -place, Hamilton-ftreet, acrofs Conftitution-hill ; and by die North- 
weft wall of the Queen's Palace Gardens, acrofs Grofvenor-place, to Bloody Bridge, and 
from thence to Grofvenor-row, Chelfea, where it is propofed to communicate with the Creek 
that turns up from the Thames at Ranelagh-ftairs. 

This Line I think very obje£tionable, on two grounds : firft, on account of its length, being 
nearly Two Miles and an Half to the crofting of the road at Grofvenor-row, Chelfea ; which is 
above a Quarter of a Mile longer than the fecond Plan, and of courfe the fall per mile is pro- 
portionably lets. 

Secondly, on account of its being on the verge of die Parifli, and diftant from the greater 
part of the ground to be drained, and any Side-Sewer that may be brought to it muft be made 
•on ground riling to this line ; thefe reafons are fufficient in my mind to fet this Plan afide. 

The fourth Plan begins at the top of Baker-ftreet by the New Road, and coutinues along 
■this ftreet to the corner of Blaudford-ftreet ; along this ftreet, South-ftreet, and Mary-le-bone- 
lane to Ox ford -11 reet, which it crofles, and runs along Bond-ftreet to the comer of Vigo-lane, 

■into which it turns, and pafles through Glafshoufe-ftreet, Mary-le-bone-ftreet, Shug-lane, 
and the Hay-Market, to Charing-crofs. The author of this Plan propofes alfo to continue 
down Bond-ftreet, to Piccadilly, in place of palling by Vigo-lane, and to go along Piccadilly 
to the Hay-Market, and fo on to Charing-crofs, as before. A third change is alfo propofed, 
namely, to pafs along Bond-ftreet acrofs Piccadilly, down Duke-ftreet, and along Jermyn- 
ftreet, to York-ftreet ; down that ftreet, and acrofs Saint James’s-fquare, along Charles-ftreet, 
and into the Hay-Market ; and down the Hay-Market into Cockfpur-ftreet ; and along the 
laid ftreet to Charing-crofs, where it joins the former line. 

The author of thefe Plans has taken great pains to examine the ground ; and he has cer- 
tainly pointed out feveral good lines ; but there is a great quantity of deep cutting between 
the end of Vigo-lane, and the lower part of the Hay-Market, by the two firft-mentioned of 
thefe lines; and the laft is alfo objectionable on Gmilar grounds, though not to fuch an 
extent as the former. Had Tunnelling been advifable, L fhould moll likely have preferred 
one of thefe lines. 

The fifth Plan proceeds upon the principle of catching or intercepting the water in its 
courfe towards the Thames by three feveral Lines of Sewers crofting the valley to be drained, 
tranfverfe ways, and embracing a much larger diftrift of country than either of the others. 

This Plan confifts, firft, of a Line of Sewer to commence at the end of Portman-ftreet in 
Oxford Road, and running Weft ward to difeharge itfelf into the Thames, either by the Line 
-of Bayfwater, or fome other Sewer near to Hammerfmith. 

The fecond Line is propofed to commence near Lord’s Cricket Ground, and to pafs through 
-Church-ftreet and Paddington Green, to the T unnel under the Paddington Canal. 

The third; or Eaftern branch, is propofed to commence near to Holles-ftreet in Oxford- 
•ftreet, and to continue in a ftraight line Enftwards, till it meets Holbom, from tins it is 
propofed to be in the belt line to the Sewer begun by the Proprietors of Ellates to the Weft 
•of Saint Clement’s Inn. By thefe lines, the branches which now in heavy rains overload 
King's Scholars Pond Sewer would be cut off, and that Sewer relieved from a great part of 
the drainage rt has now to perform ; and it is imagined that it would be fuflicient to drain 
-what would then remain to fall into the main Sewer. 

Were the diftrifl of country to be fewed very extenfive, and that there would be great 
difficulty in conftru&inga Sewer fufiiciently large to take the whole of the Downfall-water, as 
well as that brought in for the ufe of the inhabitants, a plan on the catch-water fyftem might 
be advifeable ; and fomething of this kind would then become neceffary : But, as I appre- 
hend, if a fhort Line -with a regular Fall was adopted, a Sewer of moderate dimenfions would 
be equal to the object, I am of opinion that it will be better to follow a ftiort and dire& 
line of Sewer with fuch a Fall ns can here be got, than to follow a line more circuitous, 
where the Fall per running yard muft of confequence be much lefs : On this account, there- 
fore, it appears to me that the plan above deferibed is objectionable. 

The fixth Plan is, £rft to follow the old Sewer until it crofles Baker-ftreet, but there to 
depart from it, and pafs along Baker-ftreet in a ftraight line to the Weft end of Curzon- 
ilreet ; dien to turn to the Eaft along Curzon-ftreet, until it meets the old Sewer at the 
North end of Half-Moon-Street, where it is propofed to join, and pafs to the Thames by the 
old Sewer. 

Secondly, to make a new Sewer from the head of High-ftreet, Mary-le-bone, until it joins 
the old Sewer at the crofting between South-ftreet and Bulftrode-ftreet ; then to follow the 
•old Line to the end of Ave: v-ftreet; from thence to go along Grofvenor-ftreet into Bond- 
•(189.) Kk ftreet; 
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N 8 12. (F.) ftreet ; and by a new Line of Sewer along Bond-ftreet, Mary-le-bone-ftreet, Hay-Market, and 
Cockfpur-ftreet, to Charing-crofs. 

In the firft place, it appears to me, that there is a much greater extent of Sewer by this 
Plan than is neceffary : fecondly, following the old Sewer from the eroding of South.ftreet 
and Bulftrode-ftreet to the lower end of Avery.ftreet, is exceedingly objectionable j becaufe 
in this line the Sewer palfes under many houfes, and the ftreets in general are very narrow, 
which renders it difficult of acoefs either to do Hew work or make repairs. The ground 
from Vigo-lane to near the lower end of the Hay-Market is all high, and will render the 
expenfe of the work very great ; under thefe circumftauces, I muft give my opinion againft 
this plan. 

On coufidering attentively thefe different Plans, it appears to me that the one lead ob- 
jeftionable is that deferibed in the Fourth Article, where it commences at the head of Bakcr- 
flreet, and continues along that ftreet to Blandford-llreet, along this lirect, South-ftrcet, Saint 
Mary-le-bone-lane, Bond-ftreet, Piccadilly, Hay -Market, Cockfpur-ftreet, Charing-crofc, and 
fb on to die Thames : and I fairly confefs I feel feme difficulty in deciding whether the plan 
I mean to propofe is much lefs obje&ionable than this 5 1 lhall liowever (hie my reafons why 
1 prefer this plan, i and leave it to the difcreliou of the Honourable Commiihoners to decide. 

The Plan which under all the circumftances of the cafe appears to me the beft, is as 

twJer* 

I would commence the new Sewer at the head of Baker-ftreet, and from theuce pafe down 
this ftreet and Orcbard-ftreet to Oxford-ftreet ; at Oxford-ftreet, l propofe to turn to the 
Eaft, and pafs along that ftreet to the head of Davies-ftreet ; then turn to the South along 
this ftreet, and acrofs Berkelev-fquare to the head of Berkeley-ftreet '. here the old Sewer may 
either difeharge its water into the new one, or may crofs it : the former teems to me the beft. 
The new Line of Sewer fhould then run along Berkeley-ftreet to Piccadilly. So far the whole 
Line of this Sewer will pafs through wide Streets •, and where the depth of cutting is feldom 
nipre than wliat is juft neceffary for the depth that it ought to be made under the furface of 
the ftreets, to afford a complete drainage to the diftr'dt of houfes through which it pafles, 
except a very fljort diftance, where it croffes tbe old Sewer at the bottom of Hay-hill : here I 
propofe that the ground fhould be raifed from two to three feet at the loweft place, this will 
no doubt occafion an inconvenience to the lower houfes at the head of Berkeley-ftreet ; but as 
it will improve the accefs to Berkeley-fquare, and to Hay-hill, I am of opinion that it would 
on the whole be of advantage to the Public. 

At die lower end of Berkely-ftreet, where it joins Piccadilly, the difficulties commence. 
Were the Sewer to pafs along Piccadilly, and down the Hay-Market, moft of the depth of 
cutring, before ftated as an objeftion, would ftill exift ; and if it was to go along St. James's*- 
ftreet and down to Pall-Mall, the obje&ions againft the lownefs of the ground before made, 
would by this line equally apply ; foinething like a middle courfc fhould therefore, if poffible, 
be adopted. Jermyn-ftreet unfortunately is only about ten feet lower than Piccadilly ; and 
St. James’s-ftreet at the end of King-ftreet is only about two feet higher than Pa!l-Mal| j fo 
that, whichever of thefe lines be followed, ohje£iions to a certain extent will exift. But I 
defpair of being able to propofe any line that is entirely unobjectionable ; and therefore that 
■which is die leaft fo ought to be adopted : if wide Streets, not being the great thoroughfares 
of Weftminfter, could be found to carry a Sewer along, thefe, in my qpinion, ought to be 
followed in preference to others through which the thoroughfare is great : there are fcarcely 
any ftreets in London more frequented than Piccadilly, St. James’s-ftrect and Bond-ftreet ; 
the firft is the great thoroughfare to the Weftward j the fecond between the King’s Palace, 
the Houfes of Parliament, and ail the extenfive and populous di Ariel North of Piccadilly ; 
and the latter includes moft of that above Oxford-ftreet ; fo that any long interruption which 
a Sewer might occafion in thefe ftreets would be a ferioys inconvenience to the Public. 

The ftreets I have named between the New Road and Piccadilly are much lefs objeftionable 
in this refpect ; fo far as die propofed Line goes along Piccadilly and St. James’s-ftreet, it is 
equally obje&ionable ; but the Ihort diftance it pafies along Piccadilly, being only about 130 
yards, cannot occafion a long interruption. Although, tlierefore, the line of ftreets through 
which the Sewer is here propofed to pafs were equally high, and equally expeufive in cutting 
open to build the Sewer in, yet I am decidedly of opinion that it would occafion much lefs 
inconvenience during the execution of thp Sewer than if it pafled through Bond-ftreet, Picca^ 
dilly, and the Hay-Market ; but it fo fortunately happens that they are not fo high ; and that 
part between the South end of Berkeley-ftreet and the head of St. James’s-ftreet is from two 
to three feet lower than the South end of Bond-ftreet ; and the diftance. is only about 130 
yards ; from this to the end of Jermyn-ftreet the diftance is only about 40 yards ; and there is 
a Fall of 10 feet; but Jermyn-ftreet rifes fomething to the Eaftward, and therefore it 
Cannot well be reckoned more than averagely about 10 feet lower than Piccadilly. I propofe, 
therefore, that the Line of Sewer (hall run from the South end of Berkeley ftreet, along 
Piccadilly, to the head of St. James’s-ftreet ; along that ftreet to the Weft end of Jermyn-ftreet ; 
and along the faid ftreet to the head of York-ftreet, taking in the Sewer that erodes St. James’s 
Church-yard, then turn to the South, down York-ftreet, into St. Jafliw’&-fquarc, asrofs an 

angle 
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angle of that fquare into Charles-ftrcet ; along the feid ftreet into the Hay-Market ; and from N" 1 2. (I'.") 
thence by Cocklpur-tlreet, Charing-crofs, through Nordiumberland-ftreet, and into the Thames ■■ 

near Wood and Co’s Coal -wharf. 

Tire -end of lermyn-ftreet next St. Jnmes’s-ftrect is narrow For about 40 yards, including ii* 
boufes ; thefe belong to the Crown ; and I have little doubt they would be willing to confcnt 
to their being taken down if neceflary, and rebuilt in a better manner- There vs alfo foirle 
houfes between Clurles- ftreet and the Ilay-M^rket, which are propofed to be taken down, 
they alfo being die property of die Crown, for die purpofe of making a wide opening into the 
Hay-Market; no material obftacle is, therefore, likely to arife there. But fhould even an 
-obftacle arife at either of thefe places, the former may be avoided by continuing die Sewer 
abng Piccadilly to Duke-ftreet ; and turning down this ftreet into Jermyn-ftreet 5 the latter 
by turning down St, Alban's-ftreet into Pall-Mall ; but I trail neither of thefe deviadons will 
be found neceflary. 

The length of Sewer between die head of Baker-ftreet awl Charing-crofs by this line is about 
3,982 yards; by the line of Bond-ftreet, Piccadilly, and the Hay-Market, it is about 3,772 
yards ; but in this latter, although 210 yards jliorter than the former, there is about one fevendi 
more of excavation ; and this is in deep cutting, which generally runs from 30 to 40 feet in 
depth. Although therefore, the Line of Sewer I liave pointed out is longer dian the ocher, 
yet under all the circumftances of the cafe it appears to me preferable ; and fuch therefore as 
1 beg leave to recommend to the Honourable Court of Sewers to be adopted. 

Having now given my opinion refpe&ing the Line of Sewer which, under all the circum- 
ftances of the cafe, feems to me preferable, the next material object that arifes is refpe£Ung 
its Dimenfions and Fall. 

The total Fall from the head of Baker-ftreet at the New Road, to the level of half flood of 
an ordinary fpring-ude at die foot of Northumberland-ftreet, is about 885 feet ; but deducing 
from diis 1 2 feet for the depth of the Sewer under the ftreet at die beginning, will leave a 
a Fall of 7 6\ feet or a little above 2-ioths of an inch in a yard, if the Fall be regular; which, 
as all the ground, except from the middle of Berkeley-ftreet to about the middle of York-ftreet, 
a diftance of about 760 yards, admits of its being very conveniendy done, and no part of this 
760 yards being above 8 or xo feet deeper tlian could be wifhed, 1 am therefore decidedly of 
opinion the Sewer fhould be made to have a regular Fall from its commencement to Clianng- 
crofs ; there 1 would advife it to defeend a little quicker until it enters the Thames. No doubt 
the Fall might be further varied fo as to fave fome expenfe in the execution ; but it would by 
no means be fo complete ; and in a work of fuch importance as this, it will be found in the 
end by far the greateft economy to do it on the befl plan that can be devifed, although the 
expenfe fhould be greater. 

In refpe£t to the Size of the Sewer, it will be neceflary th?t it be made of different fizer, 
according to the extent of furface it will have to drain, and whether what is to be drained be 
covered, with houfes and paved ftreets, or meadows and arable land ; in the former cafe the 
rain cannot be abforbed as it will in the latter ; and confequently will run off more fuddenly : 
the Sewer ffiould therefore be of fuflicient dimenfions to take off the Water as quick as it 
may fall. In the 1,027 Acres covered with houfes and ftreets it will run off immediately; 
in the 962 Acres not covered with houfes and ftreets it will lie for fome time ; but as it is 
not unlikely that at no very diftant period a great part of what is now meadow and arable 
land will alfo be covered with houfes, I am of opinion the Sewer fhould be made fulhoiently 
large to take the whole of the Water even on that fuppofition. Now taking the greateil 
-quantity that ever fells in one day at 2 A inches perpendicular over the whole furface, fey of 
1 ,989 Acres, I am of opinion it will require the Sewer to be eight and a half feet wide at the 
•lower end, diminifliing towards die top, where, at the New Road, it fhould be about fix 
feet wide ; it is here made larger in proportion, from the rife being lefs per yard upwards 
-than downwards. 

If die water came regularly into the Sewer as it advanced in its courfe, the diminution in 
fize fhould be regular ; but as this will not be the cafe, and as it will come in at particular 
places, where the fide-branches of Sewers join the main Line, its diminution ought to take- 
place near thefe junctions ; I cannot at prefent fay where ; but if the extent of ground drained 
by each branch be fumifhed to me, and the places where ihey join, I will calculate the di- 
menfions of the Sewer accordingly ; no diminution fhould however take place where there is 
any bend in the Sewer ; but always above the bendj as more room is wanted where the turns 
are than any where elfe. 

As.to the form of the Sewer, I have no hefitation in faying, that it ought, in my opinion, 
to be made like a Canal Tunnel : die bottom Oiould be an inverted arch, die tides curved, and 
the top a kind of eHipfis,- approaching nearly to a parabolic form, having the longer axis 
upwards ; the p re dure is generally the moil irregular at the top, there being fo much loofe 
eairth above, and therefore the form fhould be failed to fuftain that irregular preflure. 

As to materials, there is no doubt good ftone is the befl ; but the expenfe of ftone would 
-exceed all reafonable bounds ; and as well-burnt brick, laid in good mortar, will lafl for ages, 

. A I lure 
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“ 12. (F.*) I have nohefitation in advifing that brick be adopted. Great care fliould be taken in obtain- 
.. ■ . ing the beft lime and fand 4 the lime fhould be brought as frefh as poflible from the kiln, 

ground to a powder, and water kept from it until it be about to be ufed 4 and if a fmali 
proportion of pozzolano, or tarras, was mixed with the lime and fand, fo much the better ; 
the joints of the brick-work fhould be line, and where the water is to be let foon into the 
Sewer, they fhould be made with Roman cement. 

If the Sewer be required to be executed in a fhort period, it mufl be begun on in different 
places at once 4 this will render drainage difficult to be obtained ; and I fear, from the great 
extent of the bed of gravel which lies on the clay, there will be a good deal of water to pump 
•in fome fituations ; proper machinery fhould therefore be provided in due time 4 the quantity 
•of water likely to annoy the work may probably be obtained from an examination of fuch 
wells as have been made in the courfe of it 4 and from them the machinery may in fome 
meafure be afcertained. 

The Fall being great, the wateT will run rapidly through the Sewer ; and as running water 
accumulates air, proper wells or fhafts fhould be left to carry off this air, otherwife the 
work will be apt to be blown up ; thefe fhafts will alfo be of ufe for enabling workmen to 
go down frequently to examine die ftate of the main Sewer. Particular care fliould be taken 
to make fuch branches as communicate with the principal Sewer to enter in a proper manner 4 
the eafier the curve, and the lefs fall they have, the better. Some ftone-work may probably 
be wanted at thefe junctions ; this flone thould be of the hardeft kind 4 neither Portland nor 
Purbeck, in my opinion, would be proper; the hard Yorkfhire or Scotch flone would be 
_greatly preferable for fuch puipofes.

E have received,, and tranfmit herewith, a fupplementary Plan, and Letter, or Report, 
we lave juft received from Mr. Nath, on the fubject of Mary-le-bone Park. 



As this Plan does not feem to differ in. its leading and eflential features from that which we 
took the liberty to fubmit in our late Report on- this fubjecl, we do not think it necefijiry fo 
add any thing to what we then faid, and whnt is contained in Mr. N.ilh's prefent Letter to us, 
farther than roexprefs our decided opinion that ike propofed Canal for. connecting that at Pad- 
dington with the Thames, to the Eaftward of London, ought not to be carried fo far into the 
interior of the ground as is marked on. the -Plan herewith, tranfmitted.

Mv Lord, and Gentlemen, 

IN an interview which the Right Honourable the Chancellor of the Exchequer honoured me 
with, for the purpofe of explaining my Plans, he recommended to me to form another, with 
fewer buildings and a larger extent of Park, to be fubmitted with thole which I lad already 
prefented*. ‘Supra.p.x^ 

I was afraid fuch an arrangement would have been at the expenfe of that variety which 
arifes from a fucceffive combination of Buildings and rural Scenery, as well as of that fe- 
curity and protection of neighbourhood fo eflential to houfes which form a Metropolis ; but I 
have the pleafure to fay, that by the difpofidon of the Villas in the new Plan, which are pro- 
pofed to occupy the Park, and the Terraces, Circuses, Crefcents, and Squares which furround 
and overlook the whole, I have been able to form a combination perfectly to my fatisfa&ion, 
inafmuch as it is founded upon and embraces all the leading principles on which I confider the 
complete fuccefs of the meafure to depend. Thofe principles I wiil take the liberty (only 
Ihortly) to recapitulate, having dilated them in the Report accompanying the former Plans 
which I had the honour of fubmitting. They are, 

Firft, to create inducements for the Public, and particularly the higher claffes of the 
Public, to eftablifli themfelves in Mary-le-bone Park, and to found thofe inducements on 
caufes likely to be permanent 5 and this it is propofed to effeflfc by creating Scenery that will 
attract the Public, and fecure to the houfes the enjoyment of tlat Scenery ; at the fame 
time making it fek£t, by Slutting out all connexion with the inferior ftreets, approaching it 
only through the wide and handfome Communications of Baker-ftreet at the Weft, and Port- 
land Place at the Eaft ; whilft the diftance will be fliortened from the Houfes of Parliament 
and Inns of Court of Weftminfter, by means of the direft and magnificent Street from Charing- 
crofs to Portland -place, and a cheap, certain, and immediate fupply afforded of the neceffaries 
and luxuries of life, which will be obtained by the Commercial Canal and Markets propofed 
to be eftabliflied on the North and North-eaftern boundary of the Park. 

The Second principle is to make this elevated ground contribute to the beauty and falubrity 
of the Metropolis : 

The great fpace to be occupied by the Area of the Park, and by the Squares and Crefcents 
open to it (being larger than Hyde Park, St. James’s Park, and the Green Park put together), its 
elevated fituation, South expofure, and gravel fprings, cannot fail fo enfure the healthfulnefs 
of that part of the Town ; and it is humbly fubmitted, that the Double Circus on the Apex of 
the ground in the middle of the Park, the river-like Lake of Water in the Valley which will 
furround it, the ftatelinefs of the ornamental Canal, with its Hopes, terraces, baluftrade and foun- 
tain, now propofed on the fummit of the Eaftern fide of the Park, the range of handfome houfes 
which will overlook it, the two ample Crefcents open to the Park on its Northern boundary, 

(189.) L 1 and 
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No.I 2.(G.) and the extenGve line of houfes on the Southern boundary, will all be objeQs of grandeur, 
,■■■■. fuited to the great extent of the Park which they will furround ; and when combined with the 

rural and pitiurefque fcenery of the Park itfelf, formed by the intermixture of Trees, Lawn, 
and Water, (provided that in the grouping of them a general unity of Park-like chara&er be 
preferved), as great a variety of beautiful forms, comprehended in one magnificent whole, 
will be produced, as the mind can conceive. 

The Third principle is the Revenue to arife to the Crown ; and that is propofed to be pro- 
duced, not by a multiplicity of Buildings crowded over the whole furface, but from thofe 
eftabliQiments which anfe out of, and are indifpenfable to fatisfy, the demands of a neighbour- 
hood compofed of the great and opulent ; fuch as Markets, and the means of fupplying them ; 
antUhofe are placed on the Ikirts of the property clofe to, but unconne&ed with, the inhabitants 
of die Park, and the Houfes which furround it j and by die convenience which the locality of 
Mary-le-bone Park offers to the Public, of fhortening the diftance to Hampftead and Highgate 
by the continuation of Portland-ftreet through the Eaft fide of the eftate, and which will in 
no refped. interfere with the Area of the Park as to Gze, or otherwife. The Park itfelf will 
afford an infinitely greater Revenue, by being laid out in Villas and Lawns, than if occupied 
in any other way, at the fame time that it will afford a greater variety of beautiful fcenery, 
and that fcenery be better preferved. 

There is no doubt that in the Plan I have now the honour to prefent, the Revenue will not 
be fo great by a confiderable amount as it would have been by the former one, there being 
fewer of the higher clafs of houfes which fubdivided the Parks in the form of Streets ; but the 
Scenery will be equally beautiful, and fo far as relates to the ornamental Canal, with its 
Terraces, and the ample Areas of the two Upper Crefcents, the Plan which I have now the 
honour to prefent is the mod magnificent. 

I therefore take the liberty, My Lord and Gentlemen, of prefenting this Plan as another 
arrangement or difpofition of the Lands of Mary-le-bone Park, and requeft the favour of its 
being taken into confideration with the former Plans which I had die honour to fubmit to you.

Copy of TREASURY MINUTE, dated 1 8 th O&ober 1811. 

READ, Report from the Commifiioners of Woods, tranfmitting the Reports, Plans, and 
Eftimates, of Meffrs. Leverton & Chawner, and of Mr. Na(h refpe&ively, on ihe fubjefl of 
Marybone Park. 

Read alfo, another Report from the faid Commifiioners, tranfmitting a further Report and 
Plan from Mr. Nalh, for the fame objefl, in which the quantity of Building is confiderably 
abridged. 

My Lords refume the confideration of the Commifiioners of Barracks Letters of the 26th 
December 1810, and of the 21ft March 181 1, on the fubjeft of erecting a Barrack for the 
Life Guards on the faid Park j and alfo of a Letter from Colonel Neville, of the 19th July 
18x0, in which he ftates, that he is directed by the Board of Ordnance to make application 
to My Lords for a few Acres of Land in Marybone Park, as the fite of an Artillery Barrack. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer acquaints the Board, that he has had an interview with 
his Royal Highnefs the Commander in Chief, and that His Royal Highnefs has exprefled an 
opinion, that the fituation marked on the northern confine of the faid Park in Mr. Nafh’s 
Plan, No. 4. for the faid Barracks, is well adapted for that purpofe. 

With reference to the applications feverally made by the Commifiioners of Barracks, and 
Colonel Neville, My Lords, under all the circumftances which ought to be confidered in the clif- 
pofition of this property, and being informed of the opinion entertained on this fubjeft by His 
Royal Highnefs the Commander in Chief, are pleafed to concur with the Commifiioners of 
Woods in thinking that the faid portion of Land, containing twenty-feven Acres, marked 
towards the northern boundary of the faid Park in Mr. Nalh’s Plan, No. 4. will be mcft conve- 
niently and fuitably appropriated for the fite of the Life Guards Barrack, and that fucli portion 
of the Land immediately joining thereto on the Eaft, as may be deemed neceflary for the pur- 
pofe, may with equal propriety he appropriated as the Gte of the Artillery Barrack ; and My 
Lords are pleafed to direct the Commifiioners of Woods to communicate as foon as poflible 
with tlic Board of Ordnance, and with the Commifiioners of Barracks, on the fubjefi, re- 
porting to My Lords the refult of fuch communication. And My Lords are alfo pleafed to 
direct Letters to be written to the Commifiioners of Barracks, and to Colonel Neville, ac- 
quainting them refpettively with the fites which My Lords have been pleafed to appropriate 
for the two Barracks in queftion, and requefting they will communicate immediately with the 
Commifiioners of Woods, in order that no time may be loft in proceeding to the erection 
thereof. But with refpeft to the general Plan of converting the faid Eftate, My Lords have 
no hefitation in dating, that they cannot approve of appropriating fo much thereof to Building 
as is recommended by Meffrs. Leverton & Chawner, and therefore cannot approve of the Plan 
fubmitted by thofe Gentlemen ; neither can they at prefent function the Plan fumillied by 
Mr. Nafh, for the appropriation of the faid Park in fites for Streets, Squares, Circuses, and 
Villas, with ornamental W ater and Plantations fo difpofed as to impart a high value to the 
Buildings fo erected. My Lords are not prepared to form any judgment to the full extent 
thereof, although they concur with the Commifiioners of Woods, and with Mr. Nafh, in 
(189.) M m thinking 
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12. (H.) thinking it highly expedient tint a broad Drive or Road for exercife on horfeback, in car- 

riages, and on foot, (hould be immediately formed round the whole of die faid property. My 

Lords are further difpofed to aficnl to the idea of Mr.Nafli, that it may be proper to make 
Plantations on all fuch parts of die faid Ground as are in his Plan, No. 4, marked for Build- 
ing Ground, except the fite of the Barracks, and alfo on fuch parts as lie between fuch Plots, 
and the exterior Boundary of the Ellate ; being of opinion, that the covering fo much of the 
faid Park with Wood will be extremely ornamental in the neighbourhood of the Metropolis, 
if it (hould hereafter be determined not to erect any Buildings ; and that, on the contrary, if 
the whole or any part of Mr. Nadi's Flan for Building {hould at any time be executed, the 
exiftence of the propofed Plantations will obviate that deformity which is occafioned by the flow 
progrefs of Buildings, and the Trees removed to make fpace for Houfes may be difpofed of at 
any ftage of their growth to very great advantage. 

My Lords alfo think that it may be expedient to make fuch Plantations as are marked in the 
Plan of Mr. Nadi, No. 4, to the Southward of the ornamental Water therein defigued, and 
alfo fuch Plantations to the North of the faid Water, as being confined to the Ealt and Welt 
fidesofthat divifion of the faid Park, may leave a very large open fpace for Grafs Land ; con- 
ceiving that to whatever purpofe tile major part of this Ellate may hereafter be ddliaed, it is 
indifpenfable to render the fame as ornamental to the Metropolis as its fitu-ition allows. With 
this imprefiion, My Lords are pleafed to dire£k that the faid Commiflioners of Woods thail 
forthwith proceed to lay out the Drive or Road as it is marked in the faid I*, in, of convenient 
width to contain a broad gravel Way for Carriages andllorfes, and a turf YY'alk along the inner 
circuit thereof, fenced from the Park, and outward ra-nge of Plantations, as fuggeited by 
Mr. Nadi ; and alfo to {lake out and fence, and plant with every variety of Ford?, Fir, and 
Larch Trees, the Plots of Ground hereinbefore mentioned, during the prefent Autumn and 
approaching Winter : My Lords directing the faid Commiflioners to apply the accruing Rents 
of the faid Ellate, as far as they will go, towards defraying the charge of the faid Works, and 
to report to this Board the progrefs made therein, taking particular caie to make fuch arrange- 
ments with the prefent Tenant for the refumption of thofe parts of the faid Land which .ire fo 
to be employed, as well as for his further tt nancy of the remainder, fubjett to refuuipiion at 
the pleafure of the Crown, as may be moll advantageous to His Maielly, My Lord referving 
for more mature confideration the ulterior management of the main body of the faid Ellate.

Further LETTER from Mr. Najh \ with Estimate of probable Revenue, according to 
his amended Plan.* 



To the Commiflioners of His Majetly’s Woods, Forefts, and Land Revenue*. 

My Lord, and Gentlemen, 

T N obedience to your commands, I have made a new Eftimate of the probable Revenue from 
A the improvements in Marybone Park, as laid down in the Plan, No. 4, authorized by the 
Treafury, and now a£ting upon. 

The diminution of the Revenue below the Eftimate delivered with the original Plans, arifes 
from the great reduction in the number of Houfes propofed to be built in the original Plan. 
Experience from the offers I have had already made for Ground for building, has induced me 
in this new Eftimate to alter the valuation of feveral parts of the Ground ; I have made none 
higher than fifteen (hillings per foot -, but the fites for the Villas, allotting two Acres to 
each Villa, I find, will bethought moderate at *£’15 per Acre, inftead of £ 10. (my former 
valuation). 

The fite for an Artillery Barrack has been determined upon Gnce my former Eftimate, and 
therefore was not comprehended in that Eftimate. 

The fite of the Park unoccupied by Villas I have valued at afiio per Acre, as in the former 
Eftimate j but the real Revenue to arife from the open Ground will depend upon the purpofe 
to which it is applied. If it is divided among the Villas, it will let for £ 15. per Acre ; if for 
Pafture of Cows and for Hay, £10. per Acre ; if thrown open to the Public and grazed only 
by Cows, not more than £ 6 . per Acre. 

In 
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In a valuation of this kind, much will depend upon circumftances ; if thofe parts firft N° 1 2. 
finilhed fliould be refp;-£tably inhabited, the value of the reft will be increafed, and as the . 
l’cenery improves, the unlet Land will be of greater value. If the Street (hould be made from 
Carlton Houfe to Portland Place, I am perfuaded that the whole of the property would increafe 
two-thirds, at leaft, in value ; but the Eftimates herewith fent are formed on what experience 
{hows us that we can get in the prefent crude ftate of the Undertaking.

To the Right Honourable the Lords Commiffioners of His Majefty’s Treafury. 

Mt Lords, 

\ S Solicitors to a body of Subfcribers, denominating themfelves The Regent's Canal Company, 
■T ^ we are directed to lay before your Lordfhips the Plan, Dcfcription, and Objects of a Canal, 
which they intend to folicit Parliament, at the enfuing Seflion, for authority to make and 
maintain, and which His Royal Highnefs the Prince Regent has gracioully permitted to be 
dignified by the Appellation of The Regent's Canal. 

It is propofed to carry this Canal through the Crown Land of Marybone Park, and that 
one of its Feeders for fupplying it with Water ihould, by means of a Tunnel or Archway, 
pafs under His Majefty’s private Road leading to Pimlico, and alfo under Hyde Park, in 
its courfe from the Thames at Chelfea to its fummit level at Paddington. 

The Company humbly folicit your Lordfliips concurrence and fupport of the mcafure, on 
account of the advantages which they prefume will refult to the Crown Property of Marybone 
Park, and to the Public at large ; and which they confidently hope the following ftatement will 
demon (Irate. 

The public utility of the Grand Junction Canal is felt and admitted in the certain and 
cheap conveyance to the vicinity of the Metropolis at Paddington, of the Manufactures and 
Produce of the Counties through which it paffes. 

The Regent’s Canal is propofed to be a continuation of die Grand Junction Canal from 
Paddington, to unite with the Thames at Limehoufe, palling as near to the Northern Boundary 
of the Metropolis as the prefent ftate of the Buildings will permit. By its means, die 
Produce and Manufactures of the Counties, dirough which the Grand Junction Canal, and 
the various other Canals therewith connected, take their courfe, may be brought to every 
part of the North of die Metropolis, and to the River Thames, for exportation, at the 
precife point where the Trade concentrates.; namely, between the London and Weft India 
Docks : and the Imports to_the River Thames may in return be conveyed to the ulterior of 
the Kingdom. 

Thefe Articles are, the produce- of Europe and the Eaft and Weft Indies, Coals coming 
coaftways, Stone, Lime, Iron, Copper, Tin, Paving and Flagging Stones, Slates, &c. &c. ; all 
which may, by the Regent’s Canal, be conveyed to the Grand Junction Canal by miles of 
water-carriage, inftcad of going the prefent circuitous route of near 40 miles, and of courfe at 
a confiderable lefs expenfe, and in a much (hotter time. 

The annoyance occafioned by Carts and Waggons carrying Coals, Timber, Stone, and other 
heavy Materials, from the Thames, acrofs the Metropolis to its Nordiem boundary, which 
frequently choak up the paffage, and occafion the univerfal bad ftate of the Pavements, will, 
in a great meafure, be removed ; and provifions and other neceffaries of life will be afforded 
to that fide of the Town on as reafonable terms as on the Banks of the Thames ; and in this 
refpeCt, the populous Towns and Villages of Iflington, Hackney, Hornfey, Highgate, Hamp- 
ftead, Camden and Kentilh Towns, the diftance of which from the Thames enhances the 
price of all the Articles coming from that River, cannot fail to be materially benefited ; and 
the confequent diminution of Horfes ufed in the prefent Land conveyance, muft have an effect 
on the price of Hay, Com, See. 

The particular advantages which it is humbly prefumed the Regent’s Canal will afford to 
the Crown Eftate of Marybone Park, are, that of water conveyance for Military Stores to and 
from the Barracks (fhnuld they be eftablifhed there), for fupplying Hay, Corn, &c. from the 
Counties through which the Canal and Grand Junction Canal pafs, and for taking away the 
Manure, &c. 

In order to efl'e£t thefe defirable objects, the Company, at a very confiderable additional 
expenfe, propofe to make the Canal along the line of front of the Barracks as they are now 
flaked out.

"IN purfuance of your Lordfhips reference to us, dated the 7th ultimo, of the annexed 
Letter from Meflrs. Edwards and Lyon, Solicitors for a Bill for making a Canal from 
Paddington to die River Thames at Blackwall, which it is propofed to carry through Marybone 
Park, we have fully conGdered the faid Letter, and the Plans which accompanied it* and after 
conferring with Mr. Nafli thereon, we prepared and tranfmitted to Meflrs. Edwards and Lyon 
the annexed} copy of the Conditions upon which it appeared to us that it would be proper 
to recommend the meafure to your Lordlhips favourable confideration ; and we have received 
from them a Minute of a Committee of the Subfcribers to this Undertaking, dating that the 
Company are willing to comply with thofe Conditions ■, and they have alfo fubmitted to us 
certain Claufes for that purpofe, which are propofed to be inferted in the Bill now depending 
in Parliament, fo far as the requifite forms will permit ; but it appears that the collateral 
Cut delineated on Mr. Nafh’s Plan, No. 4, and fpecificd in the 7th article of the annexed Con- 
ditions, cannot be executed under the prefent Bill, as no mention was made of fuch collateral 
Cut in the Notices of die intended application to Parliament.

. from the Canal ; that fuch ornamental Water (hall be kept on a level with the W atcr of the

of the faid ornamental Water, for the purpofe of preventing vefiels palling up and down the 
Canal, from entering the fame.

fhips are of opinion, that in addition to the Conditions fpecified in our Letter of the 22d ult. 
as proper to be required before His Royal Highnefs the Prince Regent fhall be advifed to 
give his confenr to the Bill now before Parliament, for making a Canal from Paddington to 
the River Thames at Blackwall, it ought to be dipulated with the Proprietors of die faid 
Canal, that no Steam Engine fhall be ere&ed in Marybone Park ; and that all retaining Walls 
which may be neceflary in that part of the Canal which is contiguous to the propofed Cavalry 
and Artillery Barracks, (hall be built and maintained by the Proprietors of the Canal ; and 
having communicated the faid Minute to Meffrs. Edwards and Lyon, Solicitors for the Bill, 
and acquainted them that if the Company were difpofed to accede to thofe Conditions, they 
mult be inferred fpecifically in the Bill : We have received a Letter from them, informing us 
that the claufes already prepared have been fo altered as to embrace effectually and fpecifi- 
cally the objects mentioned in the faid Minute.

'THE Chancellor of the Exchequer having communicated to this Board two Letters from 
Mr.Portman, reprefenting the detriment which will accrue to the Public and to himfelf, 
if a Bill now pending for malting a Navigable Canal from Paddington to Limehoufe, lately 
referred for your confideration, fliould pafs into a Law ; and alfo a Letter, with its Enclofure, 
from the Commiflioners of Sewers, reprefenting that the operation of the (aid Bill will tend 
to ruin the Drainage of the North-weftern parts of this Metropolis; I am commanded by the 
Lords Commiflioners of His Majefty's Treafury, to tranfmit the faid Papers to you, and to 
defire that you will, at your parlieft leifure, report upon the feveral allegations contained 
therein : And I am particularly to call your attention to that part of the Statement of the 
Commiflioners of ‘'ewers, which aliens, that the Level of the bottom of King’s Scholars Pond 
Sewer, at the extremity of Baker-ftreet, is one foot above the level of the bottom of the pro- 
pofed Canal, where the fame erodes Marybone Park, in confequence of which, no contrivance 
can poflibly prevent the faid Canal from intercepting the Waters which flow from the Grounds 
North of the propofed line thereof, and thereby diverting them from their ancient courfe to 
the faid Sewer ; with a view to your afeertaining the corredtnefs of that fadt, by means of 
fuch information as you may be enabled to collect from Engineers and other perfons wholly 
unconnefied either with the project of the faid Canal, or with the Commiflioners of Sewers ; 
and alfo with a view to your enabling yourfelves to report fully to My Lords whether any, 
and what extent of public or private injury may, in reality, be derived from the operation 
of the faid Bill, in cafe His Majefty fliould be advifed to confent to the fame palling into 
a Law.

My Lords, Office of Woods, See. nth May 1812. 

WE received a Letter from Mr. Wharton, dated the 5th inflant, referring to us a Print of 
' the Regent's Canal Bill, for our confideration, and defiring we would report to your 
Lordfliips whether, in our judgment, it is expedient that the Regent’s confent Ihould be 
given on the 3d reading thereof ; and alfo Mr. Wharton's fubfequent Letter of the 7th, tranf- 
mitting, by your Lordfhips commands, two Letters from Mr.Portman, reprefenting the detri- 
ment which, as he therein alleges, will accrue to the Public and to himfelf, if the faid Bill 
fliould pafs into a Law ; and alfo, a Letter from the Solicitor to the Commiflioners of Sewers 
for Wedminder and part of Middlefex, inclofing a Paper, intituled, “ Obfervations on the 
“ propofed Paddington Canal,” which Paper reprefents that the operation of the faid Bill 
will tend to ruin the Drainage of the North-wellem part of the Metropolis ; and deGring 
us to report on the feveral allegations in the faid Papers, and particularly calling our attention 
to that part of the Statement of the Commiflioners of Sewers, wliicli aflerts “ That the 
Level of the bottom of the King's Scholars Pond Sewer at the extremity of Baker-ftreet, is 
one foot above the Level of the bottom of the Canal where the fame erodes Marybone Park, 
in confequence of which no contrivance can poflibly prevent the faid Canal from intercepting 
the Waters which flow from the Grounds North of die propofed line thereof, aud thereby 
diverting them from their ancient courfe to the faid Sewer and fuggefting the means you 
were defirous we Ihould adopt for afeertaining diat fact ; and “ whether any, and what pub- 
lic or private injury may, in reality, be derived from the operation of the faid Bill, in cafe 
His Majefty Ihould be advifed to confent to die fame paffing into a Law.” 

(189.) Oo Aud 
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And having taken the faid Papers into our conGderation, we thought it right to refer the 
queftion above dated to Mr. Rennie, an Engineer of eftablilhed reputation and experience, 
and not connected with the project of the faid Canal, or with the faid Commiflioncrs of Sewers, 
and of whofe Ikill and intimate acquaintance with the fubjett of the Sewers and Drainage of 
and near the Wcdem part of the Metropolis We had formed a very favourable opinion, from 
an elaborate Report of his on that fubjedt, which we had occafion to perufe when the Tun- 
nel, now making in Hyde Park, was under our conGderation. 

We have now received Mr. Rennie’s Report on our faid reference to him, of winch a copy 
is hereto annexed, and the general rcfult thereof appears to be, that by the means he pro- 
pofes, the complete Drainage and full advantage of the Surface Water of the higher Ground 
adjoining to the North fide of the intended Canal, in its courfe through Marybone Park, 
may be obtained by carrying it either in the direction of the prelent Watercourfe, at the point 
marked B ; in a Plan alfo hereunto annexed, through fuch a Culvert as he deferibes under die 
bed of the Canal, and fo purfuing the prefent line down to the head of the Sewer in North 
Baker-ftreet, or by forming a new Watercourfe in the direction marked A. B. C. on the Plan, 
that is, within and clofe to the North-weftern boundary of Marybone Park, fo as to crofs the 
line of the Canal at A’ where it enters the Park, aud to terminate in like manner at the head 
of the Sewer in North Baker-ftreet. 

It feems to be Mr. Rennie’s opinion, however, that this laft mode of Drainage is preferable 
to the other, and as it is material to the Plan for the Improvement of Marybone Park, which 
has in part received your Lordlhips fan&ion, diat this laft-mentioned Line ihould be adopted. 
We think that it may be proper to infert a Provifo in die Claufe in p. 59. of the Bill, direct- 
ing that the Drainage Sewer from the North Ihould be brought under die Canal at that point, 
and we have accordingly had the Draft of fuch a Provifo prepared. 

With refpeft to the more general inquiry as to whether any, and what public or private 
injury may arife from the Bill, as it has palled the Committee of the Houfe of Commons, 
(with the addition of the Provifo we have now propofed, and certain other corre&ions to he 
afterwards mentioned), May we be permitted to fubmit to your Lordlhips what has appeared 
to us to be the only matters for our conGderation, in all cafes where Bills introduced into 
Parliament at the fuit of private parties, have been referred for our opinion. 

ill. — We have conceived diat what may be deferibed as die initiative confent of die Crown 
to any private Bill, can only be neceflary when any of its proviGons tend to affect die landed 
property of the King, and that fuch confent, in fuch cafes, is required on the fame principle 
on which that of other Proprietors of land is made neceflary, previoufly to the introduftion 
into Parliament of any Bill affefting their Eftates, with this difference only, that die intereft 
of the King, in refpedt of his Hereditary Eftate, is confidered as of fo facred a nature, that 
no fuch Bill is fuffered to pafs either Houfe until die confent of die Crown is publicly declared 
in that Houfe, and which confent of courfe is not fo GgniGed until thofe who have to advife 
His Majefty in that refpeft have formed their opinion, and who naturally refer the queftion 
to the conGderation of the perfon or perfons to whom the management of the Land Reve- 
nues of die Crown, under die controul of Your Lordlhips, is intrufted. 

ad. — That whatever may concern die intereft of the Public at large, in fuch cafes, is left 
to the wifdom of Parliament in its ordinary courfe of proceeding. 

3d. — And what concerns die intereft of Individuals, to the eftablilhed courfe of litigation 
with die promoters of the Bill, who, upon their Petition, can be heard againft it, by them- 
felves, their Counfel, or Agents. 

According to this uiiderftanding of the matter, the points to which We direfted our at- 
tention, when die original application of die Projectors of die Bill to your Lordlhips was 
referred to us, were, 

1. How far die value of the Land of the Crown, through winch die Canal was to pafs, 
would be diniiniflied or improved thereby. 

2. In cafe of any fuch diminution, whether it was fuch as to admit of compenfadon, 
and if fo, what the nature an-.i amount of die compenfation ought to be ; and, 

3. What guards ought to be provided againft eventual injury. 

As to all thefe points, it appeared to us that proviftoii was made by the Conditions which 
we fubmitted to your Lordlhips on that occalion, with the addition of thofe contained in a 
communication from Mr. Wharton to us on the fubject, by which we were informed that 
your Lordlhips concurred with us in thinking die faid Conditions perfe&ly proper. Cla'ufes 
will be found in die Bill , pages 79, tgc.fcq. calculated to give them effect. 

It is true, that in confidering the particular ftipulations to be required on the part of the 
Crown, it did not occur to us to propofe any fpecific regulation on the fubjeCt of the Drain- 
age of and through Marybone Park, fuch as die prefent reference by your Lordfhips, and the 
opinion of Mr. Rennie, have fuggefted. How that happened wall be belt explained by Hating 
fhonly what we had previoufly done in that refpeCt. 

The 
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The queftion of Drainage and Sewage was one of the obje&s of our attention in die In- N® 1 2 

ftructions * we gave to the Architects who prepared the Plans and Reports for the Im- 

provement of the Mate of Marvbonc Park j and Mr. Nafli,’ accordingly, in the Plan which •Supn 
obtained the preference from your Lordfhips, recommended a new and general fyftem of 
Sewers throughout the whole of die Weftern part of the Metropolis and the other Land 
adjoining thereto on the North fide of the Paddington Road, con«e£ted both with the local 
Drainage and the reft of his propofed improvement of Marybone Park. 

This being the cafe, we naturally fuppofed that no difficulty would arife from the intended 
courfe of the Canal, which he would not forefee and guard again ft ; and if the opin ion of 
the able and unbiaiTed Engineer whom we have confulted, may bo depended upon, namely, 
that the Drainage in queftion can be completely provided for from beyond Marybone Park, 
by the new Sewer laid down in the Plan to be conduced in the manner above Vet forth at 
the point As under the bed of the Canal, the Claul'e we have prepared in purfuance of that 
opinion will fuffieiently anfwer the purpofe, and ought not to be objected to, either on the 
part of tho Canal Company, or on that of the Commiffioners of Sewers. 

After what we have thus taken the liberty to reprefent, We truft your Lordfhips will not 
«xpe£t any particular obfervations on die various topics of objection let forth under the 
heads of “ public or private injury” in the Statements of the Commiffioners of Sewers, and 
Mr. Porlman. Indeed, we are itrongly perfuaded that any inquiry wo could have die means 
of initituting on thofe fubjeits, mull have been extremely uul'atisfa&ory. 

Li the firft place it would, we diink, have been neceflary for us to call upon the odier party 
fbr fuch anfwers as they might be able to give to thofe allegations ; after which, we fhould 
have had lo enter into an examination of great extent and difficulty, without having it in our 
power to obtain information or evidence under any of diofe i’nn&ions which are neceflary 
for the eftablilhment of controverted fadts. And fecondly, though we have thought it molt 
confident with the general tenor of your prefent reference to us, not to enquire into die par- 
ticulars of die Evidence produced on each fide by die contending Parties, when the Bill was 
before die Committee of the Houfe of Commons, it cannot but be believed that during the 
long inveftigation diat took place before that Committee, every material objection now relied 
qn was brought forward, and met by evidence and argument. This indeed is to be gathered, 
as to many of the points, from the papers now before us ; and the ueceflary inference feems 
to be, that the Committee concluded, on the whole, either that the objections were unfounded 
in point of fa£t, or that none of them were of fufficient weight to countervail the public 
benefit to be expedited from the meafure. 

But further, it will be in the power, both of the Commiffioners of Sewers, and of Mr. 
Portman, when the Bill goes to the other Houfe of Parliament, if they {hall be fo advifed, 
and {hall make out a cafe for furdier litigation there to the fatisfaction of their Lordffiips, to 
renew their objections, and be heard by dieir Counfel and Witnefles, and in that event die 
Evidence on both fides will be given upon oath. 

To conclude : — We think it our duty to fay, diat under all the circumftances of this cafe, 
as it now ftands, it appears to us, that on the adoption of the fpecific provifo herein recom- 
mended, and certain correclions we have had inferted on the margin of die printed copy of 
the Bill, it would not be advifable to interpofe the audiority of the Prerogative of the Crown 
to the efFeft of ftopping its further progrefs in Parliament 5 and dierefore, in our judgment, 
it is expedient that The Prince Regent’s Confent fliould be given on the third reading 
thereof.

REPORT of Mr. John Rennie, on the means of obviating the Objeftions to the Regent’s 
Canal , in xelpe£t to die Drainage of the Weftera part of the Metropolis. 



Mt Lord, London, May nth 1812. 

I N confequence of your Lordfhip’s and the other Commiffioners of the Office of Wood’s 
Inftrucrions, dated 8th inftant, tranfmitted to me by your Secretary, Mr. Milne, I went 
to Paddington on Saturday Iaft, and had the Levels taken from the furface of the Water in 
the Grand Jun&ion Canal, when kept at its ordinary navigable height, and the bottom of die 
Sewer in North Baker ftreet, and found the bottom of the faid Sewer to be fifteen feet eleven 
inches and a half lower than die furface of the Water in the faid Canal ; this Fall may not 
correflly agree with other levels that have been taken, owing to the irregularity of the bottom 
of the Sewer, but I believe the difference will be found very inconfiderable. 

The intended Regent’s Canal is propofed, as I am informed, to be made on the fame level 
with that of the Grand Junflion Canal, except where the fupply of Water is to be brought 
into it, and there it is to be kept by means of a Gauge Lock about fix inches above the level 
of the Grand Junction Canal. 

Its courfe acrofs Marybone Park has been pointed out to me, and I have meafured the 
diftance between it and the end of the Sewer in North Baker-ftreet in two places. The one 
where it enters the Park at the Letter A : on the annexed Plan, and the odier where it croffes 
the prefent Watercourfe that takes the drainage from the Lands, which decline to it at B-. 
The former diftance I found to be 1650 feet, and the latter, taking the regular bend of the 
valley, to be 2,244 feet. 

Taking the depth of Water in the Regent’s Canal to be five feet (the fame as that of the 
Grand Junction Canal) the heighth of the bottom of this Canal above the bottom of the Sewer 
at the upper end of North Baker-ftreet will, according to the before-mentioned levels, be ten 
feet and eleven and a half inches -, fo that the fall to convey the Water which drains from the 
Land, North of the intended Regent’s Canal, will be confined within the limits above ftated. 

In referring to levels and meafurements taken under my direftions in the year 1807, and 
upon which I founded my Report on the Sewage of Weftminfter, I recommended that the 
Main Sewer ffiould pafs along the line of Baker-ftreet, and through various other Streets 
therein named, to the Thames at the bottom of Northumberland-ftreet, Charing-Crofs ; and 
that taking the level of the bottom of the Sewer at the upper end of York Place, (and which 
I called Baker-ftreet, New Road,) at twelve feet under the furface of the laid Road, there 
would be a fall in the bottom of the Sewer to the furface of half-tide in the Thames of little 
more than two-tenths of an inch in a yard ; but allowing the fall between Charing-Crofs and 
the Thames to be fomewhat greater than that above, there would be a regular fall of two- 
tenths of an inch in a yard from the New Road St. Mary-le-bone to Charing-Crofs, and this 
rate of fall per yard is about five-eighths of an inch for every ten feet, which is what the 
Commiffioners of Sewers for Weftminfter feem to confider as a proper declivity to be given to 
all the Main Sewers, whenever it can be had, within their diftrift 

If the above rate is to be applied to the continuance of a Sewer from the head of North 
Baker-ftreet to the propofed Regent’s Canal, it will appear that if the Sewer were to crofs 
the Canal at the neared point A 2 , namely, one thoufand fix hundred and fifty feet from the 
upper end of North Baker ftreet, the rife in the bottom of this Sewer would be eight feet, 
feven inches, one-eighth ; i. e. the bottom of the Sewer would come within two feet, four 
inches, three eighths, of the level of the bottom of the Canal ; but if it was to crofs it in 
the line of the prefent Sewer at B. it would be eleven feet, eight inches ; i. e. the bottom of 
this Sewer would be eight and a half inches above the bottom of the Canal. From the above 
facts it is quite clear, that whether a Sewer from the drainage of the Lands North of the 
Regent's Canal crofs it at the neareft Point A. or in the line of the prefent Sewer or Ditch 
at B. it cannot be made to have the declivity of five-eigluhs of an inch in ten feet, unlefs the 
Tunnel or Culvert under the Regent’s Canal is a Syphon Culvert; otherwife it could not be 
made of a fulficient capacity to take the Water which now falls on the Ground above fpecified, 
and which, when the Ground is built over with Houfes, will run off with more rapidity than 
it now can do. 

The Quantity of Land lying North of the Regent’s Canal, and which now drains by the 
King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, is, according to the bed of my information, about 575 Acres. 

If the whole was built over with Houfes, and the greateft quantity of Rain were to fall 
upon it in one day which has been known to fall within the memory of man, and this quantity 
was to be difeharged through a Tunnel or Culvert to be made under the propofed Re- 
gent's Canal, it would require to be of a capacity fufficient to difeharge about 3,000 cubic 

feet 
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feet per minute ; which, if the Sewer was to be made with a declivity of five-eighths of an j 2 /j^ 

inch in ten feet, could not be made with convenience under the Regent’s Canal, even if it 
were to be crofibd at the neareft point A*. : but if it were to be eroded at the mod; diftant ' 

point, namely, where the Canal erodes the prefent Sewer, it could not be made at all, unlefs 
•the Culvert was to be a Syphon one. 

I cannot venture to point out the bed place for carrying the Water which drains from the 
Grounds lying North of the Regent’s Canal, under it ; that will in a great meafure depend 
on the Plan to be adopted for the Buildings; but I will fuppofe that even the mod diftant 
point B a . is fixed on as the place for this purpofe. 

Then, if a Sewer is made from that at the head of North Bakcr-dreet, having a declivity 
of four-tenths of an inch in ten feet, the bottom cf the Sewer will come within three feet fix 
inches of the bottom of the Canal, and if a Syphon Culvert is made having one foot of 
curvature, and fix and a half or feven feet wide, it will be of fuflicieut capacity to pafs all 
the drainage Water from the Land lying North of the Regent’s Canal ; or if five-eighths of 
an inch in ten feet were to be given to the bottom of the Sewer, and the curvature^ of the 
Syphon increafed, a fmall difference of head between the North and South fide of the Canal 
would be fufficient to force the Water under it. But if the Sewer is to pafs under the Canal 
at the neared part A*. lefs curvature in the Syphon would be required. 

I will not pretend to fay that a Syphon Culvert is as perfect as one which is not a Syphon ; 
but 1 have no doubt in my mind, from the refult of many works which I have executed of a 
fimilar kind, that every willved-for purpofe will be fully attained by fuch means, and therefore, 
in my view of the fubject, no reafonable objections can be made to this mode. 

The Claufe in the Act, page 59, contains the powers requifite for this purpofe ; hut perhaps 
it would be more llitisfactory if 2 fpecific Claufe were to be inferted iri the ACt, fixing the 
place where die Culvert is to be made, its condruction and dimenfion9, and the fize and 
declivity of the Sewer from thence to its j undiion widi the Sewer in Nordi Baker-dreet.

TT 7 E feel it incumbent upon us to addrefs your Lordfiiips on the fubjecl of the Special 
Covenants inferted in Crown Leafes ; with regard both to the objects of feveral of them, 
and to the manner of fecuring a due compliance with them. 



Mr. Fcrdyce, the late Surveyor General of His Majefly’s Land Revenue, in his Memorial 
.ApTi.-No.-i6. t0 y our Lordfiiips’ Board, dated the 1 2th of May 1802, and inferted in the Appendix to his 
Second Triennial Report to His Majefty and the two HoufeS of Parliament, — after obferving 
that, before the palling of die A Q. of 1794, for the better management and improvement of 
the Land Revenue, no Covenants ufed to be inferted in the Leafes of that property refpe£ting 
the management of the Land, but that fince the eftablilhment of the new fyftem under that 
Acl, it had become obvious that fome fuch Covenants in thofe Leafes were neceflary, in 
order to fecure the permanency of the expected improvements, and to protect the property 
from wafte, — proceeded to recommend, under four divifions the fubftance of die Covenants 
which, at that time, he thought it would be advilable to adopt. 

Mr. Fordyce, .afterwards, and after fome intervening communication with your Lordlhips 
• Appendix to" "Beard on the fubjeft, prefented another Memorial,* in which he laid before you a fcheme of 
«l"-dTricnniai twe * ve different Covenants which, on mature confideration of the fubje£t, and for reafons which 
Report, No.y. J' e had then, or on die former -occafion, fubmitted, he thought it would be advilable, generally 
P J . ipeaking, to iufert in the Leafes for thirty-one years the longeil term which -can now be granted) 

.«£ the Landed Property of the Crown. 

Itj the firft of the faid Memorials, lie had propofed, that for the laft ten years of a 
Thirty-one year's Lcafe, a certain fpecific courfe of management fliould be pofitively pre- 
feribed to the Tenant, on the ground that, during that period, it would become the Tenant’s 
intereft, if r.ot put under fuch a reftri£tion, though ultimately injurious to the Eftate, 
to- Taife on it as many Crops, of the molt profitable k'md to himfelf, as the ground would 
produce. 



3d Triennial But it appears, that after much attention given to what was propofed in his faid firft 
Repon, p.113. Memorial,' it was thought by your Lordlhips’ Board, that it was not neceflary that the fixed 
mode of cultivation he nad recommended Ihould be eftablifhed for fo great a part of the term, 
and that proper reftrictions on the management for the laft five years would give fufficienc 
, fecurity for die improvement of the Land. 

Mr. Fordyce, therefore, in his faid fecond Memorial, confined his propofals, for a fpecific 
courfe of hulbandry, to the laft five years, and among the Covenants therein recommended, 
inferted two (the tenth and eleventh) on the above principle ■, and he alfo then took occafion 
to fubmit, that a general rule and order Ihould be made, for the infenion of the Covenants fo 
recommended by him in all Leafes, except in cafes where the Land Surveyors, a tiling on 
oath, Ihould reprefent that the nature of the foil, or other circumftances, rendered it advifable 
to adopt a different courfe of management ; which reafons being ftated to the Treafury in the 
Report of the Surveyor General, Orders might be given for an alteration in thofe particular 
inltanees. 

Letter from Mr. Your Lordfiiips, on confideration of thofe two Memorials, caufed Mr. Fordyce to be in- 

Sar^ent, 14th formed, that you approved of die infertion of all the Covenants fuggefted by him in die fecond 
M*yi8o4,Ap- Memorial, except the tenth, die object of which was, to compel the Leffee to keep one-half 
Trie«ma°Re- of liis whole Land, not being Woodland, in Grafs, during the laft five years, and which did 
port. No. 9. not appear to your Lordlhips to be cidier generally applicable or neceflary. 
y. 149. 

In confequence of thefe proceedings, printed copies of the fpecial Covenants, fo recom- 
mended by the Surveyor General, were prepared, ftill retaining the Covenant laft-mentioned ; 
but with this explanation by Mr. Fordyce in the text of his Third periodical Report to 
Parliament, that it was not intended to be inferted in Crown Leafes, except in particular 
inftances, where, from the nature of the foil, it fhould be found to be applicable. 

The faid Covenants have accordingly been inferted in all fubfequent Leafes, unlefs where a 
departure from any of them has been recommended by the Land Surveyor employed, in which 
cafes fuch other ftipulations were fubftituted as appeared to be better fuited to the circum- 
ftances of the particular Eftate. 

In the courfe, however, of the feven years which have nearly elapfed fince your Lordfiiips* 
approbation was given to thofe Covenants, it has happened. 

On the one hand, that, in many inftances, even where the Land Surveyor had not recom- 
mended any deviation from them, the intended Leffee lias refufed to execute the Leafe propofed 
xo him, if fome one or more of them were not omitted : 

And, 
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And, on the other hand, We apprehend that Leafes may have been accepted, containing 
all the Covenants, under the perfuafion that it either would turn out to be impolhble, according 
to the prefent courfe of proceeding with regard to Crown Eltates, to fubilantiate the breaches 
of thofe Covenants, or elfe, if fubftantiated, to enforce, in a manner confident with the lenity 
and indulgence the Leflees may not unreafonably expeft to meet with on the part of the Crown, 
the Penalties attached by the terms of their Leafes, or the confcquenccs by Law incident to 
breaches of Covenants. 

But, befides the objections on the part of the Leflees to certain of the Covenants, there 
were fome which very experienced Land Surveyors have repeatedly reprefented as either 
inexpedient in general, or not adapted to the circumdances of particular Di drifts of the 
Kingdom, and one or moTe which, as we arc informed, Mr. Fordyce himfelf, upon farther 
confideration, had come to think ought to be either modified or relinquiOied. 

A s foou as We became acquainted with thofe circumdances, we determined, 

id. To endeavour to colleft, both what the experience of near Seventeen years fince palling 
the Aft of 34 Geo. HI. may have fuggeded to the late Surveyor General, or any of the Officers 
under him, towards any defirable alteration or amendment of the eftabliflied Covenants, ahd 
what of that nature the many able Laud Surveyors who have been employed during that time 
in the different parts of the kingdom by his authority, might, upon referring the fubjeft to 
them, think it right to propofe ; and after collecting thofe materials, to form the bed judgment 
in our power of the value of the different alterations, fuppreffions, or additions recommended, 
and to new model the feries of Covenants according to fuch judgment. 

andly. To confider of, and fubmit to your Lordfliips, the mod praftical and efficient plan 
that a full confideration of the fubjeft fliould enable us to recommend, for enforcing a proper 
compliance with fuch of thofe Covenants, as fliall, in each particular cafe, be fanftioned by 
your Lordfliips. 

In purfuance of this intention, we caufed to be tranfmitted to a confiderable number of the 
moll eminent and experienced Land Surveyors in the ordinary employment of the Department, 
•printed copies of the prefent let of Covenants, but with certain alterations, which had either 
occurred to the late Surveyor General or to ourfelves, or were fuggeded to us by any of the 
Officers of the Department, and teemed to merit confideration, accompanied with indruftions 
adapted to the fubjeft, and requeding them to report to us their opinions on the various points 
t o which the Covenants relate. 

We have now received the anfwers of all thofe Surveyors, and after having given theutmod 
attention in our power to their different Opinions upon the feveral heads of Payment of Rent , 
Pences, Drainage , Timber , IP ood and Planting , Wajle , Repairs, Genera! courfe of Management , 
Courfe of Management during the If Jive Tears, and Field Book, We have new-modelled and 
altered the Covenants in various refpefts according to the bed judgment we have been able to 
Form on a comparative view of the different opinions and arguments which have been com- 
municated to us by the faid Surveyors. 

Of the Covenants fo altered, We tranfmit a copy herewith, and We propofe to have the 
fame printed, and copies thereof tranfmitted in future to each Land Surveyor to whom di- 
reftions fliall be given for the Survey and the Valuation of any of the Crown Eftates, together, 
not only with certain printed general Indruftions fettled for die mod part by the late Surveyor 
General, but alfo with fuch other more fpecial Indruftions as the particular circumdances of 
the Edate to be furveyed and valued may feem to render neceffary ; and, as it becomes daily 
more and more apparent that the management and courfe of cultivation of many Edates mud 
be controuled and modified by the peculiarities of lituation, foil, local habits, and otherwife, 
requiring of fuch Surveyor to date in his Report, what variations from the Covenants la 
tranfmitted to him, or what new Covenants and Stipulations, he would recommend in the 
particular indance, with hisreafons for luch recommendation ; and, after receiving his Return, 
we farther propofe to fend to the Applicant for a new Leafe, togetlier with the terms as to 
Rent, 8tc. calculated in the ufual way, a Statement of all the Covenants which we fliall be of 
•opinion ought to be inferted in that particular Leafe. 

We underftand, that hitherto it has not been the ufual courfe of the Office thus to fend a 
Copy of the propofed Covenants with the Propofal of Terms, and, in conl'equence of this, 
feveral indances have occurred where, after the terms have been accepted, the Report thereon 
made to your Lordfliips Board, your Lordfliips Warrant iffued, the Leafe aftually ingrafted, 
and the Counterpart tendered for execution, die Party has refufed to execute it on die ground 
of objeftions to fome of the Covenants. 

As Covenants framed upon general principles can only ferve as a fort of landmark or outline 
to guide the Land Surveyors in the firft place, and ourfelves, and your Lordfliips afterwards, in 
determining which of them, and what others, fliall be applicable to the particular Eftate under 
confideration. We trull that your Lordfliips will not difapprove of our tranfmitting them as 
new-modelled in the manner we propofe, where an immediate reference to any Surveyor may 
be neceffary, without waiting for your Lordfliips previous general approbation. 

Mr. 
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13, Mr. Fordyce, in his faid Memorial dated the 1 2th of May 1802, has obferved, “That it 

“ majr not, perhaps, be too fanguine to expect that the advantages which mull arife from a 

“ Heady perfeverance in die fame plan of management of the Ellates of the Crown, and a 
“ continued attention to the performance of Covenants, will not be confined to thofe Ellates 
“ only. Tliere are few parts of England in which die Land in ullage is brought to the 
“ higneft (Lite of cultivation. Great improvements require an advance of money, not to be 
“ expected from Tenants, without Leafes of fuch duration as to afford a reafonable profpecl 
“ of getting back that money with profit ; and perhaps no caufe has more contributed to 
“ retard the progrefs of Agriculture, than the unwillingnefs to grant Leafes, which too com- 
“ monly prevails.” 

He further dated in the fame Memorial, “ That fome great Plans of Improvement had 
“ already, (at that time,) been undertaken and executed on the Property of the Crown, fmee 
“ the introduction of the new lyftem of management, and that lie thought it not impoffible 
“ that, on feeing their fuccefs, the example might be followed by private Proprietors, and a 
“ fimilar fyftem adopted by them.’' 

This Jail view of the fubject, of the juftice of which, the more we weigh the matter, die 
more we arc convinced, tends to Ihew, diat the proper management, in point of Agriculture, 
of the Lands of the Crown, may he of infinitely greater importance to the Nation at large than 
it can derive from any increafc, however confiderable, of the Land Revenue of His Majelty, 
and makes it incumbent upon us not only to ufe every means which we {hall be authorifed to 
employ for rendering the plan for tlut management, progrelEvely, as perfe£t as the nature 
of fuch an Art as that of Agriculture will admit of, but alfo for enforcing the due ex- 
ecution of -dial Plan under the Leafes placed by die LegiflatUre more immediately under 
our direction. 

From the want of feme regular method of infpeclifig the demifed Ellates, and oPporiodically 
communicating to the Land Revenue Department information concerning die management 
thereof, it is next to impoffible for the perfon or perfons at the head of that Department to 
know whether the fevera! Covenants are complied with, till perhaps at or towards the end of 
llie term 5 when, in moll cafes, it would be impoffible, or thought extremely hard and fevere, 
to call die Leffees to account by Action of Covenant, or otherwife, for dieir non-compliance 
therewidi. 

It cannot be neceflary for us to reprefent to your Lordfliips the evil confequences of 
accultoming Parties who enter into Contra&s widi the Crown, whereby they arc to derive 
certain benefits, in confideration of certain duties or Conditions to be performed by them, 
to think that the expreffion of any conditions in fuch Contracts is mere furplufage, and 
that die performance of them is either not intended to be, or at leal! that it will not be, 
enforced. 

After giving the mod deliberate attention in our power to this very important part of the 
prefent fubjedf, We are mod drongly of opinion, 

1 d. — That no Covenants fhould be inferted, a compliance with which (hall not be thought 
as eompulfory on the part of the Tenant as the Payment of the Rent itfelf, unlefs in 
cafes where a previous difpenfarion, duly authorized, lhall have been applied for and 
obtained. 

2d. — That the tenant (hould, under the fanclion of a fpecial Covenant for that purpofe, be 
obliged to keep fuch a Regider of his conduct in die Management of his Land, as may fumifh 
adequate information and proof concerning his performance of the various other Covenants 
and Conditions in his Leafe. 

3d. — -That there fliould be on the part of this Board fome competent perfon fumilhed with 
a Copy, or the fubdance of the Leafe, employed, at lead annually, to infpect each landed 
Edate of the Crown under Leafe, and to report how far, in each particular, fuch Covenants 
and Conditions have been fulfilled. This lad requifitc, We are fatisfied, from the experience 
we have had, and the confideradon of what has palled in die Department of the Land Revenue 
for above a century, but efpecially fince the pafling of the Act of 34th George III. Cap. 75 . is by 
far the mod e Hernial improvement which the prefent fydem, as afted upon, is capable of 
receiving. 

I. — With refpett to the firji point, a proper underftanding of the eompulfory nature of the 
Covenants for the due management of the Land, will be very foon edablilhed, if the fecond 
and third requifites we have mentioned lhall be adopted. 

II. — On the fubject of the fecond requifite, we beg to obferve, diat in the prefent fet of 
printed Covenants, there is one by which the Lefiee is required — “ To keep a Field Book, or 
“ Field Books, according to a Plan or Form to be delivered to him by the Surveyor General 
** (or Commiffioners) ; Ihowing in what manner each Field or parcel of the Lands to be de- 
“ mifed lhall have been cropped or cultivated in every year of the faid term j and to permit the 
“ faid Surveyor General (or Commiffioners) or any perfon appointed by him (or them) from 
" time to time, and at all times during the term, to enter upon the premifes, and examine 
“ the Rate of the cultivation and management thereof, and produce fuch Field Book or Field 

Books 
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« Books for die infpe£tion of the faid Surveyor General (or Commiflioners) or fuch perfon N&. 1 3. 

** or perfons as fhall be appointed by him (or them) as often as fhall be required, and - 

« permit him or them to take Copies or Extracts thereof : And alfo, when thereunto re- 
“ quired, to deliver to the faid Surveyor General (or Gonmiiffioners) or any perfon appointed 
“ by him (or them) a true Duplicate or Extract: tliereof, and verify the fame upon 
* oath, if required.” 

It having been reprefented to us, when We firil opened otir Commillion, that one or more 
Leflees of the Crown who had applied for new Leafes, and had agreed to the terms of re- 
newal as propofed to them, had afterwards, upon feeing the Leafes with the different eftablifhed 
Covenants, and particularly this juft ftated, inferted in them, hefitated to execute their coun- 
terpart of the Leafe, on the ground that the Land had been anil was intended to be continued 
in the hands of Undertenants, We enufed to be introduced into the terms of this Covenant, 
as tranfmitted to the Land Surveyors, the alternative of the Lefl'ee canting fuch Field Book or 
Field Books to be kept by his Under Lejftts or Tenants. And here your Lordfhips will not fail 
to perceive how material it is that the perfons treating for new or renewed Leafes of Crown 
Lands, (houltl not only be apprized of die terms as to Rent, &c. but alfo, of the Covenants 
meant to be inferted in their Leafes ; and likewife to obferve, the advantage in this refpett, 
as well as in many others, of letting the Lands of the Crown, where that can be conveniently 
done (and we conceive it may be gradually done in almoft every cafe, if means fhall be dc- 
vifed for diminifhing the expenfe of Crown Leafes) to immediate Occupiers, perfons who will 
cultivate them thcmfelves, and not underlet them, where the middle man mult, of courfc, 
obtain profits which ought to be divided between the Landlord and the Occupier. 

The truth however is, that although die Covenant, even without that addition, has been 
inferred, as we underftand, in every Leafe of Crown Land fince the prefent fet of Covenaats 
was eftablifhed, and has, except in the few inftances to which we have referred, never been 
objefted to, no fuch Book has ever been delivered to any of the Tenants ; perhaps, becaufe 
die late Surveyor General had not completely made up his mind as to die mod ufeful plan 
of fuch Book i and the confequence has been, that die Tenants had juft reafon for confidering 
this part of their Contract with the Crown as having no operarion. 

But with the fcntiments We entertain on the fubjeCt, we requefted the particular attention 
of the Land Surveyors to this Covenant, and have found that all thofe able and experienced 
perfons concur in confidering the keeping of a Field Book as a mod important object. We Appendix B. 
tranfmit herewith die Form of fuch a Book, as referred to in the Covenant, chiefly fuch as 
it had been framed by Mr. Fordyce, but with fome modifications which have occurred or 
been fuggefted to us. 

III. — With refpeft to the third requifite, We take the liberty of reminding your Lordfhips, 
that Mr. Fordyce took every opportunity of prefling upon you that important maxim, that the 
belt examples of improvement in Agriculture and of good Hufbandry, ought to be found on the 
Lands under the care of Government ; and he obferved, in a Reprefentation dated 15th July. 

1806, and inferted in the Appendix, No. u. to his Fourth and laft Triennial Report, that the 
chief difficulty in the management of the Land Eftates of the Crown arifes from their dif- 
perfed fituation, the Crown having property in almoft every quarter of England, fo that the 
expenfe of local Agents or Stewards cannot be afforded. 

He then fays, “ What I have fuggefted and beg again to recommend to your Lordfhips, 

“ as the beft means of obtaining this protection of die improvement of the Crown’s Eftates 
u in an economical way, is as follows : — The Rents of thofe Eftates have been colleQed by 
“ Receivers, who befidcs their Salaries, have been allowed is. in the pound on the amount of 
“ their Receipts ; I have propofed that no fuch Officer fliould be appointed, but that certain 
“ Surveyors employed by this office, who, in the ufual courfe of their bufinefs, have frequent 
u occafions to travel through the country, fhall henceforward each have die charge of re- 
*• ceiving the Rents in the Dift riels in which his own bufinefs chiefly lies ; that he fhall 
“ once a year, or oftener, vifit each Eftate ; and as the Leflees are obliged, by a Covenant 
** in the new Leafes, to keep a Field Covenant Book, that the Surveyor fhall look over the 
“ Eftate, and that Bock, when he goes to receive the Rents, and make an annual Report 
“ to this Office refpeding the condition of the Eftate, and the attention paid to die Covenant* 

“ by the Leffee.” 

“ This Plan having been verbally agreed to, though not officially adopted, no fucceffor was 
“ named to the Receivers of die two following Divifions of Receipt when their Offices became 
“ vacant; viz. the Divifion of Lancafter, Weltmorland, Cumberland, York, Durham, and 
“ Northumberland, and the Divifion of Southampton, Wilts, and Gloucefter, the Land 
“ Revenue within which is now collecting by an Acting Receiver for each Divifion, and a 
“ fimilar vacancy has very lately occurred in the Divifion of Warwick and Lcicefter. It was 
“ the intention of the laft Chancellor of the Exchequer, that thofe offices fliould be gradually 
“ difeontinued at the death or removal of the prefenc officers, employing interim Receivers 
“ at reduced allowances until the plan of appointing Surveyors fliould be carried into cfFe<£l. 

“ The Rents will in this way be collected at lefs expenfe than formerly, and an effectual 
“ check will be put upon the conduct and management of the occupiers of the Crown's Eftates, 

(189.) Q q “ without 
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No. 13. “ without any charge whatever on that account. The Land Surveyors will not, I apprehend, 

. _ •« find it difficult to give adequate lecurity for the due fulfilment of their engagements.'' 

The wifilom and economy of the meafure thus recommended, and we may almofl fay the 
neceffity of adopting it, will be fufficiently apparent from the foregoing part of this Report, 
and dierefore we need not confume any more of your Lordlhips time with further arguments 
upon the fubject. We will only beg leave to date, that a fingle day has fcarcciy occurred 
fince we entered upon the duties of our office, in which we have not had occafion to obferve 
and lament the confequences of the prefent total want of the means which this method would 
afford, of knowing how far die important Covenants for the due cultivation of the landed 
property of the Crown arc complied with, and of enforcing that compliance. 

W e, therefore, beg leave to recommend to your Lordflilps, 

1 ft.. — That in all future cafes of the vacancy of the place of any Receiver of the Rents of 
the Crown, no new appointment of luch Receiver, for any general diftrict lhall be made •, 
hut that the duty of collecting the Rents of each particular Eftate within that diftrict, together 
with the other duties to be herinafter mentioned, (hall be entrufted to the Land Surveyor who 
lhall have been employed to eftimate and report the value thereof, and to advife concerning 
the proper mode of cultivating the fame, in cafe fuch Eftate (hall have been fo valued and 
reported upon at the time the lall; Leafe was granted, by any Surveyor then and ftill reGding 
in that part of the country, and, where no fuch Survey has been made, to the Land Surveyor 
generally employed in that diftrict, under the Department of Land Revenue. 

2dly. — That fuch Surveyors (hall refpeftively receive, as the confideration for performing 
the duty of collecting the Rents, and die other duties about to be mentioned, nothing 
farther than a correfponding apportionment of the emoluments formerly annexed to the 
Rcceiverfhip. 

3dly. — That the prefent Receivers who execute their duty by Deputy, (and we believe 
the majority of them do fo), lhall be directed, whenever it may become neceffary for them 
to make a new appointment of a Deputy, to employ in that capacity fuch Land Sur- 
veyor as before deferibed, if he (hall be willing to undertake die duties in future to be 
ynited with that of receiving the Rents, for l’ucli remuneration as they allow to their 
prefent Deputies. 

. 4thly. — That every Receiver or Deputy Receiver, as the cafe may be, appointed in the 

manner we have propofed, lhall in future be obliged to view the Ellate of which he (hall 
receive the Rents, once in the year, at leaft, at the time of receiving the Rent then to be 
colleSed} and, after examining the Field Book of the Leflee, or of his Undertenant or 
Undertenants, lhall report how far the fame has been kept in the manner direded, and how 
far the other Covenants in the Leafe have been performed ; in what particulars there has been 
a failure in any of diofe refpedts } and whether any, and what improvement upon the pre- 
feribed mode of cultivadon occurs to him which it might be advifable with the confeut of the 
Tenant to adopt, during the remainder of the Leafe ; and that he (hall accompany his Report 
with ExtraCls from fuch parts of the Tenant's Field Book as he may think neceffary for die 
better underftanding of fuch Report. 

We take this opportunity of ftating to your Lordlhips, that by the Warrants of your Board, 
diieded to the Clerk of the Pipe, and authorizing him to prepare the Leafes intended to pafs 
the Exchequer Seal, which Warrants are fubjoined to the Inftruments called Cot flats and Rates, 
prepared in the Land Revenue Department, and containing the defeription of the Premifes to 
be granted by, and die Covenants to be comprifed in thole Leafes, diat Officer is required to 
infert in fuch Leafes, not thofe Covenants only, but alfo, “ fuch others as he pall thinl neceffary 
“ for His Majcflfs / ervice , ami are ufual in Leafes of the lihe nature and it has been repre- 
fented to us, that the Clerk of the Pipe has confidered himfelf to be, by the laft-mentioned 
paffage in the Warrants, empowered to make additions to diofe Covenants, although they had 
been fettled in the Land Revenue Department, agreed to by the intended Lcffoes, and ap- 
proved by your Lordfiiip’s Board ; and has often cxercifed fuch power : But as die effect of 
the exercife of that power may be to throw the whole treaty loofe by the propofed Tenant 
refufing to execute the Counterpart with fuch addition, We think that the inconvenience of 
continuing it muft be fo obvious to your Lordlhips, that we perfuade ourfelves, that after you 
lhall have formed your decifion on the fcheme of Covenants which we have now prepared, 
you will caufe to be omitted in future Warrants, the words conveying the faid power to the 
Clerk of the Pipe, and direft that Officer, in preparing the Crown Leafes, to confine him- 
felf to die infertion of thofe Covenants only, which lhall appear in the Conftats and Rates 
from this Board.

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COVENANTS intended to be inferted in tbe Leafes of the Lands of the Crown. 

1. — To pay the Rent quarterly on each of the ufual quarter days of payment, viz. Chriftmas, 
Lady-Day, Midfummer. and Michaelmas, and alfo all Taxes and Afl'efl'mems charged and to 
be charged on the premifes during the term. 

2 . — To make fuch Subdiviiion Fences a? Audi be thought neceffary and proper, and fliall 
be required by the Commilfioners of the Woods, Forefts, and Land Revenues of the Crown 
(or the Surveyor General of the Land Revenue), or bv fuch Land Surveyor as they (or he) 
may appoint for that purpofe, and to plant Quickfets of Whitethorn of three years old Nurferv 
Plants in fuch Parts of the Hedges and Fences as (hall be deemed fit and proper for the fame, 
and be required by the faid Commilfioners (or Surveyor General) or fuch Laud Surveyor as 
they (or he) fhall appoint, and to weed aud preferve fuch Quickfets, and not to cut, plafh, 
or new-make any Hedges, except during the Winter feafon, and to make and plafli down in 
a workmanlike manner, at fuch feafon in each year, one-tenth part of all the Quick Hedges, 
and at fuch times to fet Whitethorn Plants of tfie age and quality above-mentioned, wherever 
there fhall be no fulficient Quick Fence. 

3. — To drain in a proper, fulficient and effectual manner all fuch parts of the Lands, by 
cutting and maintaining proper Drains, of fuch dimenfions and in fuch directions as the 
Commilfioners (or Surveyor General) or Land Surveyor appointed by them (or him) fhall 
require. To make and maintain proper Ditches to all-thc Hedges in a hufbandmanlike manner, 
and to open and fcour, in each year, one-tenth part of all the Ditches and Watercourfes, and 
to lay Soughs and Drains to carry off the furface Water in fuch places and at fuch times as 
the Commilfioners, (or Surveyor General) or Land Surveyor appointed by them (or him) Hull 
require. 

4. — To preferve all the Timber Trees and other Trees, Spires and Saplings likely to become 
Timber, from fpoil and deftrutVion, and not to cut down any Timber Trees, Pollards or other 
Trees, Spires or Saplings likely to become Timber, under a penalty of £ 20 for each Timber 
Tree, and j£io for each other Tree, Pollard, Spire or Sapling, over and above the value of 
fuch Timber or other Tree, Spire or Sapling, refpe&ively ; and not to top or lop any Trees 
whatfoever, except fuch Trees as had been pollarded and periodically lopped previoufly to the 
commencement of the Leafe, and not to lop any Pollards of the laft-mentioned defeription but 
at the times when the Fences are repairing, nor to lop any fuch Pollards oftener than once in 
every ten years. To permit the faid Commiflioners (or Surveyor General) or fuch perfon at 
they (or he) fhall appoint, to enter upon the Lands at any time and times, and to fell or cut, 
or caufe to be felled or cut, any Timber or other Trees, and if neceffary, to fell and difpofe 
of the fame upon the Lands, and to remove fuch Timber or other Trees therefrom without 
making any allowance to the Leffee for any damage which Hull or may be occafioned by fuch 
felling or cutting and removing, provided the fame fhall be done with due and proper attention 
and care, fo as not to caufe any unneceffary or avoidable injury to the faid Lands, and at 
the proper or ufual feafons of the year.

before mentioned ; and alfo to plant on all die Banks and Hedges where die fame fliall be 
required by the faid Commilfioners (or Surveyor General) or perfon appointed by diem (or 
him) an Oak, Elm, Alh, Beech, or Chefnut, to be provided by the Commiflioners, at every 
interval of ten yards, and to protect and make the lame good where any of diem fliall be 
found to have failed as above-mentioned, at his own expenfe ; and none of the Trees, (hoots

Surveyor General) or Land Surveyor appointed by them (or him) ; aud all fuch Trees or 
Plants, when cut under fuch authority, to belong to His Majefly. 

6. — Not to commit or fuller to be committed any walte, fpoil or deftruction, by digging or 
(inking in or upon the Iund any Pit or Pits, or taking from the demifed Lands, either by fuch 
Pit or Pits, or by and along any Drift or Level opened or to be opened on.the demifed Lands, 
or on Lands adjoining thereto* any Metal, Metallic Ore, Mine or Mineral, Coal, Marble* 
Limeftbne,- Slate or other Stone, Gravel, Sand, Brick Earth, Clay, Loam, Marl, or other 
foil whatfoever, without the licence or confenr in writing of the faid Commiflioners (or 
Surveyor General), except Pits for drinking-places for Cattle, and materials for making Roads 
on the Lands : not to break up or convert into tillage, without the previous licence and confent 
in writing of the Commiflioners (or Surveyor General) under their (or his) hands or hand, 
any of the Meadow or Failure Lands to be fpecified in the Lea fo* under the condition of

My Lords having fully confidered the faid Report, and the Covenants thereunto annexed, 
are pleafed to approve the faid Covenants, with the alteration following in the fifth ; namely, 
that inftead of requiring the Leflee to replace fuch of the 200 Trees to be referred on each 
acre of Woodland as may have failed, with Trees of the fame age and quality, My Lords 
wi(h to have the Covenant run.

•STATEMENT on the Subject of PLANTING in the ROYAL FORESTS ; 
Extracted from the MINUTES of a Meeting holden on the 14th of April 1808, of the 
Commiflioners appointed in purfuance of the Statute of 9th and 10th Wm. III. cap. 
36. by Letters Patent under the Exchequer Seal, for the purpofe of inclofing 1,02c 
Acres part of the Wafte Lands of The New Fore/l, for the growth and prefervation of 
Timber, for the fupply of His Majefty’s Navy Royal. 



'* | TIE Surveyor General, Lord Glenbervie, laid before the Commiflioners the following 
Statement, and Proposition, relative to the Enclofures to he made under this Com- 
miffion. 

“ ON being re*appointed to die office of Surveyor General of His Majefty’s 
“ Woods and Forefts, and finding thatl (hould have to a«fr as one of the Commiflioners under 
“ theprefentCommiffion, I circulated, with die privity of the Lords of theTreafury, as gene- 
« rally as I could throughout die Kingdom, and particularly to fuchperfons, whether in private 
« or official fituations, as were known to be moft converfant with and Jkilful in, the cultiva- 
“ tion and management of Timber, a fet of printed Queries relative to that important fubje£t, 
“ many of which were calculated to procure die bell refults of modem and recent experience, 
« as to the moft advifable Method of raifing Oaks in the New Enclofures about to be made in 
«< diisForeft. 

« It has been matter of more regret dian furprife, to find by die numerous anfwcrs I have re- 
“ ceived from a great variety of the moft refpe£lable quarters, that much diverfity of opinion 
“ prevails on fome of the moft important points ; a diverfity which, from the nature of the 
“ diing, there is, I fear, too great reafon to believe it may never be poflible entirely to remove 

or reconcile, fince it is to be confidered, that the fpace of nearly one hundred years mull 
« elapfe before the fuccefs or failure of any Plan adopted in the Cultivation and Management 
“ of Oak Timber for the Navy can be clearly afeertained ; that the contemporaneous execution 
*< of different Plans, and on a Scale of fufficient magnitude, would be requifite in order to 
« form a judgment of their comparative merits ; and diat a difference of foil, climate, and 
n expofure, may poffibly render the method which would be the moft eligible in one fituation 
« the leaft advantageous in another. Add to this, that a perfevering attention and uniformity 
“ of fyftem in the execution of the Plan or Plans to be adopted, would be equally requiGte 
“ during die courfe of fo long 11 period of time, through a fuccelliou of, perhaps, three or 
“ four generations. 

“ However, though thefe confideraticins muft naturally excite diffidence and caution, they 
« ought not to prevent us from endeavouring to proceed on the belt grounds on which it is 
“ now in our power to a cl ; arid thefe feem to be, ift. To follow the united opinion of 
« perfons of acknowledged judgment, experience, and obfervation, where they agree ; adly, 
“ Where they do not agree, after examining the different opinions which have been obtained, 
“ to adopt fuch Plan as fliall feem to have the weight of authority 011 its fide •, or, 3dly, To 
“ try feveral different Plans, where the opinions feem equally balanced, in the feveral Plan- 
“ tations about to be made. 

« With regard to permanent attention and uniformity of fyftem, let us entertain the hope 
“ that Government will feel daily more and more the urgent neceffity of forming fome Efta- 
“ blifliment, which may give the greateft chance, of which the nature of even the beft human 
“ inftitutions will admit, of au uninterrupted adherence to fuch uniformity of fyftem and per- 
** fevering attention. 

“ The 
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« The want of fuch an Eftablilhment, hitherto, will belt account for the long neglect of No. 1 6. 

« the 1,022 Acres of Plantations in lieu of which the new Enclofures are now to be fublti- ______ 

tuted ; Plantations which do fo much credit to the Government of King William. 

“ That negleft had produced, in our time, not only an almoft total defpair with regard to 
die profpeck of Navy Timber from thole Plantations, but alfo a perl'uafion that fireilnrPlan- 
“ tations to be made by Government muft be expected to meet with equal negledt, and could 
«* never be looked to as a fource of fupply in future times. Indeed the opinion, or, I would 
fain hope, prejudice, is bat too prevalent Hill ; yet I think I can venture to fay, from a 
“ good deal of information amt observation, refpe&ing even thofe Plantations of King William, 

“ that within the laft ten years, when for the nrfl time a regular plan for thinning them was 
« eftablifhed, and which fefems to me to have been judicioufly executed ever fince, die Oaks 
“ there which had been drawn up to (lender Shafts from their too great proximity, have even 
“ at fo great a diftance of time from dieir being planted, begun to fwell confiderably in cir- 
<( cumference, and may yet be expelled, at no very diftant period, to furniih a valuable 
** fupply of Timber for the Navy. 

** In order however to afeertain this intereftiiig 6 ft more precifely, I took the precaution, 
when laft in the Foreft, to have the girt of a certain number of Trees, in each of the eight 
«« Enclofures in queftion, meafured at a given diftance from the ground, and the Trees 
marked, and to have the circumference of each entered in a Book,fo that by a re-meafurement 
of the fame Trees at a fubfequent period,* whatever addition anay have been made to their *Inf:a.No. 23 . 
■“ circumference in die interval will correctly appear. P- '^ 9 - 

“ Having made this preliminary ftatement, I beg leave to fugged die propriety ofrequefting 
■** Mr. Widens, as one of the Commifiioners who is profeffior.ally Ikilled in die fubjeft, io 
*' confider maturely, and report at our next meeting his opinion, concerning the method or 
“ methods fit to be adopted in planting with Acorns, or Oak Plants from the Nurfery, the 
different Enclofures which have been already fet out under this Commiffion, fo as to afford 
“ the greateft probability of railing, under proper management, thegreateft quantity per Acre, 

“ of Oak Timber, fit for Naval purpofes, and in the lhorteft period of time. 

« With a view to this objeft, I (hall communicate to Mr. Widens, Copies of the various 
« Anfwers to fuch of the printed Queries as immediately bear on thole points which he will 
“ have to confider and report upon. 

“ I would farther propofe, diat Mr. Widens be requefted, in preparing this Report, to 
“ confer from time to time with Mr. Mortimer, one of the Commiffiouers, and Deputy Sur- 
veyor, whofe long experience in this Foreft has rendered him particularly acquainted with 
the nature of its different foils and expofirions, and the advantages and dffadvantages be- 
“ longing to different parts of it in refpedt to the growth of Navy Timber. 

It will alfo probably be convenient that Mr. Widens fliould from time to time commu- 
“ nicate with myfelf on the fubjeft of the different Anfwers to the faid Queries, as I lhall 
have the facility of obtaining from the feveral Writers of thofe Anfwers, any further in- 
“ formation or explanation which may feem defirable refpedrting the points moft immediately 
“ requiring attention ; and I have alfo reafon ftill to expetfl Anfwers from feveral other Gen- 
« tlemen from whom I have as yet not received any, and particularly from one * who is 
“ perhaps the perfon in the whole Kingdom who is the beft qualified, both from found theory, 

“ and long and accurate experience and observation, to form a correct and fafe judgment on 
“ fuch fubjects. 

“ AFTER the beft attention in my power, the following appear to me to be the 
“ moft material points;— firft, for Mr. Wickens’s confideration — and afterwards, for the 
“ Opinion of die Commifiioners, in regard to the reference which I have propofed to be made 
u to him:

“ where the Acorns, or young Oaks are planted ? 

5. — « Whether to plant, intermixed with the Acorns or young Oaks, any other forts of 

** Trees, fuch as Beech (which appears to be a natural, or at leatl a very favourable, 

“ production in moll of the Oak Woods in New Forell), Spanilh Chefiiuts, Scotdi 
“ or other Firs, Larch, Piueafters, &c. ? 

6. — ** Whether to plant near fuch of die exterior parts of the Enclofures as {ball be cx- 

“ poled to the Weft and South-weft winds, fome faft-growing hardy Trees, to 
“ fereen and protect the young Oaks adjoining thereto ? 

7. — “ Whether to try feveral of thofe different methods feparately in the different En- 

“ clofures ? 

8. — V What will be the proper Plants to be ufed, and beft method of planting them, in 

“ fuch places of the different Enclofures as are manifeftly unfit for the growth of 
« Oaks? 

9. — “ At what diftance from each other, the Acoms and Oak Plants when employed 

“ fliould be planted ? 

10. — “ In what manner the fpaces or holes where the Acorns or Plants are to be put» 

“ fliould be dug or prepared ? 

II* — “ Whether the Furze, Holly Bulhes, Stc. which are now growing in feveral parts 
“ of the intended Plantations, fhould be grubbed up, and removed, before the 
“ Plantations are made ? 

12. — “ Whether the large Trees, both Oak and Beech, which ftill remain in fome parts 

“ of the intended Enclofures, fliould not be cut down, and removed before the Plan- 
“ tations are made ? 

13. — “ Whether, in like manner, all the Moor Weed, or ftumps of Oak and Beech, re- 

“ maining in certain parts of the intended Enclofures, fliould not be grubbed up 
“ and removed ? ” 

“ HAVING propofed this reference to Mr. Wickens, I think it may be ufeful to throw 
“ out, for his confideration, die following Remarks, which have occurred to me as deferring 
41 liis attention : 

1 . — “ As to the comparative advantage of uGng Acorns, or Plants from the Nurfery ; the 
*« generality of opinions is, diat die firft is the preferable method, burl am inclined to believe 
“ that this notion is very much founded on this being the ordinary courfe of nature, in the 
“ produ£tion of Vegetables; an argument, however, which would tend to the rejection 
“ of all the improvements of Art, in the culdvation of Trees and Vegetables of all forts. 

•Infra.N0.19, “ The opinion of the Prefident of die Royal Society is, that either method may be prac. 

p. 167. “ tifed with equal fuccefs;* and die following well-authenticated cafe ftrongly confirms that 

“ opinion : 

« A Grove belonging to Mr. Marflinm, of Stratton near Norwich, whofe fadier’s accurate 
« obfervations on fuch fubje&s are well known, was fown with Acorns in 1719, a fmall part 
« of which, where the Acorns had failed, was filled up with Plants from the fame Grove, 
“ when diey were feven or eight years old, and at the prefent time, no one can tell which are 
“ the tranfplanted Trees. 

« But in the inftance I am going to mention, and of which I have received informadon 
« equally authentic, tranfplanted Oaks of the fame age, outgrew thofe which had never been 
« moved from the Seed Bed. In Herefordfliire, on the Eitate of R. P. Knight, Efquire, of 
<c Downton Caftle, there is a confiderable Oak Plantation in a high and afeending, but flieltered 
« fituation, partly taken in from a Common. The Trees of this Plantation were raifed from 
** Acorns, planted in 1 773, in a fpot rather lower and more flieltered than the reft of the ground ; 
“ the foil neaiiy of the fame quality. In 1776, a large proportion of the Seedings was tranf- 
“ planted farther up the afeent, but adjoining to the original Nurfery, leaving a fufficient 
“ quantity to remain there, of the largeft and kindlieft Plants. In 1779, and 1780, a certain 
“ proportion of diofe fo planted out was again tranfplanted yet higher up, and on the open 
“ Common, though ftill in fome degree flieltered, without any preparation but fetting them 
“ in holts of proper dimenfions ; a fufficient quantity being left, as in the original Nurfery. 

“ The 
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‘ The relative growth of thefe different clafles has been, that thofe on the open Common, 
“ which were twice tranfpianted, are manifeftly tire largeft, thofe once tranfplanted next in 
“ fize, and thofe left in the Seed Bed the fmalleil. 

“ But there is a particular reafon agalnll relying on Acorns alone (independent of any 
** difference of advantage in refpefl: of vegetation), namely, that they are extremely apt, in 
“ many places, to be deltroyed by Mice and other vermin of that fort, and it is known dial 
thefe abound very much in this Foreft. 

“ It fhould feem, therefore, upon the whole, that it might be belt not to trull entirely to 
** either method, but to intermix Acorns and Plants, and this method has been recommended 
“ by a perfon of very great experience in planting, with a view to die plantation of a confi- 
“ derable Enclofure in another of the Royal Forefts, which recommendation is about to be 
“ carried into effect. 



2. — “ It fee ms very defirable that the Plants to be ufed fliould be of fuch a height as to 
“ overtop the Weeds and Grafs, and the Furze, or Broom, if there is any left to grow among 
“ them ; for otherwife, undoubtedly, they will be in a manner ftifled by diem, and fome 
“ Weeds, as Fern particularly, when they decay in the Autumn, by falling upon the plants, 
“ and covering their tops, will do diem irreparable injury. 

3. — “ I am ftrongly inclined to think that found Navy Timber may be raifed from 
** Stools,* and at an earlier period than from the Acorn or young Plants, and I believe there 
“ actually exift numerous valuable Oaks, confiderably advanced in their progrefs to the Navy 
“ fize, which have grown up in Coppice Woods from Stools, in different parts of Great 
“ Britain. Mr. Wickens and Mr. Mortimer know that I have. had a great deal of dilcuflion 
“ with them on this fubjeft, and that I have not lightly formed the conclufion I have juft 
“ dated, and for which I particularly wifh to refer to the communications of Mr. Harvey, 
** Manager of Lord Bagot’s Woods in Suffordlhire, and to the experience of Mr. Mortimer 
“ liimfelf, and of Mr. Mumford, in North Bendey Jlnclofure, and in King’s Coppice, in 
“ tlxis Foreft. 

4. — “ There is on die queftion of mixing Trees of other forts with the Oaks, very con- 
“ fiderable audiority on each fide, but the balance of the opinions I have received, is clearly 
“ againll that practice ; and in Plantations whofe object is Oak Timber for the Navy, except 
“ where an immediate flicker againll the South-weft winds is required, or in fpot3 which have 
“ been unavoidably included in the intended Enciofures, but where there is reafonable ground 
« to believe diat Oaks will not grow, the llrong inclination of my opinion is, not to intermix 
« f other Trees with the Oaks. 

“ If, however, it fliould be defirable to give the practice of fuch intermixture a fair and 
“ accurate trial, in tome of the intended Plantations, I fliould diink the Scotch Fir and Larch 
“ die fitted for the purpofe ; becaufe from their conical growth, they do not overhang the 
“ Oaks, while, at the fame time, they flielter them, forming a fereen by their broad bafes, in 
“ places where the Plants are young and tender. They will alfo yield an earlier and more 
“ certain profit dian other Trees, when they arc thinned away, which may, perhaps, be 
“ properly done, in the fpace of 20 or 30 years. 

“ With regard to die planting or frnving Bullies among the Oaks, according to the beft 
“ opinion I can formj after weighing and comparing all thofe which have been communicated 
“ to me, either in writing or converfation, the principal ufe of Furze, Holly or Hawthorn 
“ Bufhes in Oak Plantations, is to prote£l them from injury, by being trodden down or 
,c browfed by Deer, Cattle, or other Animals. Now diis danger does not exift when the 
“ Plantations are enclofcd, and the Fences duly preferved. The common expreflions ufed 
“ on this fubjeft, that the Bullies ttourtp or nur/e the young Oaks, arc in their nature very 
** loofe and indefinite, efpecially the former. The only way in which i can underftand thole 
“ expreflions, confidently widi the nature of die thing, is dial they protect the Trees while 
“ young and tender, from the above-mentioned injuries, and from wind and cold ; for it is 
“ hardly poflible to conceive, that thofe Plants which draw their nourifliment on die fame 
“ fpot, from the fame earth, air, rain, &e. and therefore feem to interfere in a greater or 
“ lefs degree with the fupply neceffary for the Oaks, llioultl contribute to dieir nourilhment 
** and increafe ; and as at liril they in general outgrow die Oaks, they tend to fuffocate them 
** by excluding the air, and alfo the light, which is known to be effcntial to vegetation ; and, 

as to protection from the weather, the neighbouring Oak Plants themlelves aul'wer diat pur- 
“ pole equally well.”

THAT a copy of the above Statement, and Propofition, be delivered to Mr. Wickens ; and 
that he be requelled to take the fame into his confideration, and report, as fuggefted dierein, 
at a Meeting of the Commiffioncrs to be held for the purpofe of receiving fuch Report. 
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No. 16. Mr. Wickens having made his Report at the next Meeting of the Commiffioners (23d July 

1808), after a full difcuflion o ithat Report, and of various other methods recommended by 

perfons of great experience in planting, a fpeeific Plan was agreed on for the Plantations under 
that Commiilion ; partly experimental ; but die general principle was, to plant an intermixture 
of Acorns and Oak Plants with a very fmall proportion of Spanifh Chefnuts, fo that if either 
the Acorns or Plants fhould fucceed, a fufHcient Crop might be expected, and to plant no 
Trees of any other fort, except in fpots where it Ihould he thought that Oaks would not grow, 
and which it might be neceffary to include, in order to avoid die expenfc of circuitous fencing 
or for flielter, in high and expofed fituations. This method has been continued in all die fub- 
fequcnt Plantations under new Commiflions, both in New and Dean 1’orells, with certain de- 
viations, not material enough to be particularized here, which experience and obfervation, oi 
local circumftances, have fuggefted.

STATEMENT relative to the Number of full-grown OAKS which may be produced 
• Supra, p. 24. on an Acre.* 



A MONG the examples of confiderably more than 40 full-grown Oak Trees being produced 
on an acre, the following are fome of the moft remarkable which have come to the know- 
ledge of die late Surveyor General of Woods, See. 

In Lord Bagot’s Park in Staffordlhirc, according to informadon received from Mr. Harvey, 
his Lordthip’s Steward, and the perfon who has for many years had the care of his Woods, a 
Coppice, the Timber on which was cut down about 25 years ago, contained, on the average, 84 
Trees to an Acre, meafuring one with another 108 cubic feet each. 

There is on Lord Sheffield’s Eftate in Suffer, according to information received from hi* 
Lordlhip, a confiderable Wood in which the Trees contain from 80 to 200 feet, and are not 
more than from 9 to 22 feet diltant from each other. The diftancc of 22 feet gives '90 to 
the acre. 

In a W ood called Churchill in Dean Forefi., of the extent of between 200 and 300 acres, 72 
Treeslliil in full growth were counted by Mr. Davies the Deputy Surveyor, and Mr. Driver, on 
an acre, in the fummer of j 8 to, containing in their opinion on the average about 60 feet each ; 
and betides there were in die fame acre 40 Stumps of other Trees which had been long cut 
down, many of them of a large fize. 

From an e him ate, made under the direction of Mr. Sloane, of the value of fome of hi* 
Woods at Paultons near Romfey, and which he obligingly communicated to the Surveyor 
General in 1810, it appears that there were, at that time, icr growing and thriving Trees on 
one particular acre (which was fclf-fown from the neighbouring \V ood) computed to be worth 
£"1,292. 2s. This valuation was made at the rate of 6s. per foot, or £15. the load, making 
the quantity of Timber in thofe Trees 86 loads, or, on die average, above 40 feet each.

STATEMENT concerning the Growth of Timber from Stumps, Stubs, or Stools, of former 

OAK TREES. * *SupraNo.i6. 

p. 163. 



TN confidering how the intermediate fupply of Navy Timber is to be fumifhed till Plnnta- 

tions now undertaken (hall arrive at maturity, it becomes a matter of much confequencc to 
afcertain how far Timber of the proper fize, and found in all refpefls, may be raifed from 
Stools or the Stumps of Oak Trees. 

In the anfwers to the printed Query on this fubjefl, feveral perfons converfant with Woods 
and Plantations ftated an unqualified opinion, that Trees growing from Stools are fubjefl to 
decay near the bafe, long before they arrive at a fize fit for Naval purpofes. 

On the other hand, there was the poGtive teftimony of many perfons of great information 
and experience, who mentioned inftances, within their own knowledge, of large found 
Timber, fit in all refpefls for the ufe of the Navy, which had clearly grown from the 
Stumps of former Oaks. 

Mr. Harvey remembers three large falls of very fine, ftraight, and valuable Oaks, fit for 
the Navy, in a Wood of Lord Bagot’s, within the laft 25 years, many of which had clearly 
grown from old Stools. 

Mr. Capes, the Deputy Surveyor of Whittlewood and Salcey Forefts, Mr. Roper, Wood- 
ward to his Grace the Duke of Grafton, and Mr. Jones, the Purveyor of the Navy in Dean 
Foreft, have all concurred in Hating, that they know, from long experience and cbfervation 
in thofe Forefts, that many fine Trees, fit for the Navy, have been felled there, which were 
produced from old Stools. 

Mr. Wickens fays, there are many hundreds of fine Trees now in Lord Fitzwilliam’s Park, 
at Wentworth Caftle, which have grown from Stools. 

In a Treatife on Planting and die Management of Woods, by Samuel Hayes, Esq. a 
Member of the Committee of Agriculture of the Dublin Society, it is ftated, that it is now 
inconteftably proved, that fomc of the fineft Trees ever produced have rifen from old Stools, 
and feveral inftances are mentioned in his Work. 

Nothing, however, was more convincing to the Surveyor General, than die circumftances of 
a Wood in the New Foreft, called North Bentley Coppice, in which, on perfonal oblervation 
in the year 1810, he found that a large proportion of the Trees, of various fires, .with which 
that Wood is abundantly ftocked, had manifeftly and unquellionably fprung from Stools, and 
diat fuch Trees were in a ftnte of as great vigour and obvious increafe, as thofe near them 
which had grown from the Acorn. 

In the Autumn of 1808, when die Surveyor General laft vifited Sherwood Foreft, 
Mr. Clarke the Deputy Surveyor, and Mr. Thome die Purveyor of the Navy, pointed out 
to him feveral Trees lying on the ground, which had been felled in die Spring of the fame 
year, and which, in their opinion, had fprung from old Stools, and were fully as found as 
any of the other Trees felled that feafon. They both allured him, that many of the Trees 
both of that and the preceding Fall, had alfo in their opinion grown from Stools ; particu- 
larly in Gleadthorpe Hill, in Budby Quarter, and that thofe Trees had. In general, turned 
out as found as die others, though they had in the core, at the root, a fpougy fubftance, ge- 
nerally of a whitifh colour, but fometimeS black. This appearance was obferved by the 
Surveyor General m fome of thofe that lay on the ground, running up from the place where 
diey h.ul been fawed off for aboi t a foot, more or lefs, of fome inches diameter at firft, but 
contrafling gradually to a point, above which the wood appeared perfcfllv found through and 
through. Mr. Thorne mentioned an rnftance of four Trees lately felled, which had fprung 
from one Stool ; hefaid they all turned out found, and that one of them contained x6o feet of 
timber ; the other dtree about forty feet each. The Surveyor General obferved, that in fome 
of thofe lately felled, and then lying clofe to their flumps, there was lomething like a fhort 
pi g that had run up a little way from die root where the fpongy whitifh fluff was to be feenj 
this Mr. Thorne and Mr. Clarke fuppofed to be part of the old flump of the former Tree.

166 Appendix, Part II.— FIRST REPORT o» the COMMISSIONERS oe 

No. 1 8. Mr. Thorne has only a&ed as Pun’eyor in tliis and the Northamptonfhire Forefts for a 

few years, and Mr. Clarke had not then had much experience or acquaintance with growing 

Trees ; but both declared that the late Deputy Surveyor, Mr. Clarke’s Unde, who was but 
then lately dead, and had for a great many years held that fituation, was of opinion, that 
many of the large found Trees which had been felled in that Foreft in his time, particularly 
in Birkland, had grown from Stools. 

There is, in Sir George Cornewall’s Park, at Moccas Court, Herefordfhire, a Wood or 
Grove, of perhaps io or 12 acres, near the Church, and between that and the Upper Park, 
which is known to have been formerly a coppice, but the Underwood has been deftroyed for 
many years. In the Spring of 1809, there had been a confiderable fall of Oaks in this Wood, 
fome containing a load and a half of timber ; but when the Surveyor General faw it, in the 
Autumn of the fame year, there were ftill left Handing in it from 30 to 40 to the acre. 
Mr. Webfter, the perfon who has had the management of Sir George’s Woods for above -20 
years, thought that the Trees which have been left, and are growing fall, averaged about 40 
feet. It appeared manifeft to the Surveyor General, on a very attentive examination of this 
Wood, and was the decided opinion of Mr. Webfter who accompanied him, that almoft all 
the Trees in it had grown from Stubs or Stools ; but which probably had not been very old. 
In general, their trunks or Items, to tire height of from 1 to 2 or 23 feet from the ground, were 
nearly of uniform thicknefs, (not tapering like Maiden Trees), flattifh or not regularly circular, 
but of what may be defcribed as in fome degree a deformed furface, and growing fomewhat 
out of tire perpendicular •, whereas the reft of the trunk was round, and tapered upwards in 
the ufual manner. Mr. Webfter faid, almoft all that had been cut had tile fame fort of fub- 
ftance near the root, with that which the Surveyor General defcribed to hjm as obferved in 
Sherwood Foreft 5 but generally of a black colour ; but not farther up than from the root to 
the end of the irregular part ; all above that part, had proved uniformly found. Among 
thofe of the late Fall, one which had flood on the external verge of this wood, contained 
three loads of found timber ; and had, in Mr. Web tier’s opinion, and the Surveyor General's, 
clearly grown from a Stub. 

Some of the principal circumftances above mentioned were Hated to Mr. T. A. Knight, 
whofe opinion, by a former communication with which he had favoured the Surveyor General, 
had feemed to militate ngainft the inference drawn from them ; but that Gentleman afterwards 
favoured him with a full and clear explanation of his fentiments on the fubjedt, in which he 
obferved, that fcarcely any of the perfons who appeared to differ from him had diflinguifhed 
between a young, a middle-aged, and an old Stool; that he had no doubt Trees fpringing from 
young or middle-aged Stools would acquire a very confidenible, and, perhaps, a large fize, and 
be .;s good timber as if they had fprung from the Acorn ; but if they happened to fpring frdfn 
the flumps of Trees which had begun to decay before they were felled, or from the hollow 
flubs of an old Coppice, they might grow rapidly, and have the appearance of being found, but 
would internally decay before they arrived at any conitderabls fize. 

If, on the whole, from what is above detailed, it is a fair conclufion that found timber, 
and of a fiee fit for the Navy, may be raifed from the Stools of Oak Trees which had not begun 
to decay, or from healthy Stools or Stubs in Coppice Woods, the advantage of a&ing upon 
that principle in the cultivation of timber for the Navy, will appear unqueflionable from .the 
following confiderations : 

1. — In confequence of the acknowledged fuperior quicknefs of the growth of Shoots from 
Stools for the firft few years at lead, they fooner acquire a heightbeyond the reach of Deer 
and Cattle. 

2. — As Woods are moft frequently not cut down at once, but progreflively, either for the 
purpofe of thinning or to obtain for ufe fuch of the Timber as comes to maturity at different 
periods, by proper attention in removing all but the principal Shoot or Shoots, there mav be 
from Stools a conftant fuccefhoa of new Timber coming forward, of different ages and Gzes, 
in the fame Wood. 

3. — In Coppice Woods, particularly, which are kept under a regular fyftem of fucceffive 
cuttings at intervals of 20, or fome times more, fometimes fewer years ; and in which by law, 
by ufage, or by particular ftipulation with Leffees, a certain number of Tillers, or Standils, 
are or ought to be referved, it will be found that this condition can be much more eafily 
complied with, by leaving fuch Shoots from Stumps, Stubs, or Stools, as are above defcribed, 
than by waiting for Maiden Trees from Acorns, either accidentally dropped, or a&ually 
planted at the time of the cutting.

STATEMENT 

Concerning the Tranfplanting of OAKS of different Ages ; and the Tap-root of OAKS. 



f'vNE of the reafons which operates with many in fupport of the opinion, that tranfplanted 
Trees, of whatever age, mull be inferior to thofe which are left in die place where they 
fird fprung from the acorn, is of a theoretical nature. They conceive dial the prefervation of the 
main root entire, which in young Oak Plants generally ftrikes dire&lv down perpendicularly 
from the feed, and is called the Tap-root, mult be of material confequeuce to the growth 
of die Plant 5 and, as it mud be bruifed or broken, and is generally fhortened by die knife, on 
tranfplanting ihe Tree, it is thought the Tree itfelf can never recover from the effects of diac 
injury. 

But if we refort to a much more fatisfa&ory criterion, the very general objeryathp and expe- 
rience of much the greater number of the perfons who took the trouble to anfwer the Surveyor 
General’s printed (Queries, are in fupport of the contrary opinion. 

Befides many Nurfcrymcn, (fome of whom have fpoken from very estenfivc practice for 
more than 30 years,) the Prefident of die Royal Society*, and many of the mod conffderablc Supra,No.t6. 
planters and owners of Woods in various parts of die United Kingdom, have given their tef- P- 1 ^ J - 
timony on that fide of the quedion. 

Mr. T. A. Knight’s fentiments on this fubjeft were communicated to the Surveyor General 
in the following words : — “The tap-root is of confequence only during the firil year’s growth 
“ of the Tree, and I will venture to aflert (and 1 fpeak from the aclual examination of more 
“ than 20,000 Trees) that not a Angle indance can be adduced in which any thing correfpond- 
“ ing widi the idea of a Tap-root now exids under any one Tree of 20 years growth in Eng- 
“ land. 1 think I have fhown in a paper in the Phil. Trans a * of i8ori, (in which 1 have point- 
“ ed out the caufe why the Radicle or Root of germinating feeds defeends, and why their 
“ germ afeends,) that a Tap-root mud neceflarily languiih after the firft year, and become 
“ of no importance. And 1 fpeak from very extenfivc experiments, accurately and attentively 
“ made, when I aflert, that (hortening the l ap and lateral roots of young Trees, tends much 
“ to increafe their future growth, by increafing the number of their roots.” 

Very convincing proof of the total difappearance of any vedige of a Tap-root in Oaks of a 
large fize, fell accidentally under the Surveyor General’s particular obfervatidn in the year 
1809, in the cafe of three trees of that defeription at Moccas Court, and four or five in the 
Inclofure called Goldfinith's Hill in New Fored, which had been recently blown down by the 
violence of a fudden dorm, and exhibited the whole compafs of their roots in a circle of earth 
which had been torn up with them, and expofed in a direQion nearly vertical. In the three at 
Moccas Court there was not the flighted appearance of any thing like what could have been an 
original Tap-root. The principal and larged roots had diverged in various ways, moftly hori- 
zontal, owing, probably, to the hardnefs of the fubdratum, or beenufe ihe bed nouridiment 
was near the furface. The appearance of the four or five windfalls in New Fored was nearly 
the fame, except that the principal roots, though none of them were central like a Tap-roor, 
feemed to have defeended nearly in a draight direftion for three or four feet ; but they then 
fpread out all round, in a manner parallel with the general furface of the ground. 

Whether a tranfplanted Oak, or one which has never been moved, will ultimately , unde r 
exactly the fame circumllances, attain the greated perfection in fize and quality, is a fact which 
the obfervarion of no individual can ever be able to afeertain by aclual comparifon ; and it is 
believed that no regular regider has ever been kept through feveral generations, of fuch an un- 
interrupted attention to the point, as could at all tend to a fatisfa&ory decifion upoti it ; but 
it feems fair to conclude, from the evidence about to be dated, that tranfplanted Oaks will 
grow as fad (or fafter), and continue to thrive as long, as others not tranfplanted, rill they reach 
a fize diffident forthc UTes of the Navy ; which is the only practical part of the quedion with 
which we have any concern. 

In the Purlieu of Thomas Thidleth waite, Efquire, in die open part of Bere Forefl, there 
was a large Fall of Oak timber in the fpring of 1810. The Surveyor General faw many of the 
Trees lying on the ground in the month of Augud in that year, and was dieu informed that die 
plantation had been made about fifty or fixty years before. The Trees had licen planted in 
raifetl circular, mounds of earth, a yard or more in diameter, and about two feet front the 
red of the ground, which in that place is flat and wet. They mud have been of confiderable 
fize when planted. The workmen employed in hewing them informed the Surveyor General, 

that 
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No. 19. that one of them which had been then removed, had meafured a load and a half, and feveral of 

the others a load each; though on the average their contents were only from twenlyto 

thirty feet. 

In the fame fpring, there was a Fall of a confiderable number of Oaks, planted about fifty 
or fixty years ago, when of the circumference of feverj or eight inches, in an open watte belong- 
ing to Sir Henry Mild may. Baronet, near Hartford Bridge, and not defended from Cattle, 
but by mounds in which they were planted, fimilar to thofe in the before-mentioned in (la nee. 
Thefe Oaks, when felled, were found to contain near a Load of found timber, more or lefs. 
They have been ftnee replaced by other plants of the fame fort, and planted in the 
fame manner. The above information the Surveyor General received from the moft: 
unquestionable authority, and he underftands that planting in the fame mode is very ufual in 
that part of the country. 

In September 1 809, the Surveyor General faw many Oak Trees in the Park at Moccas Court 
and elfewhere in Sir George ComewalP* grounds, where deer, cattle, and (heep, were feed- 
ing, which had been drawn from plantations of his, of from 20 to 25 years handing, and 
planted in very large holes well dug, from 12 to 14 years before that time, being at the 
time of fuch planting from 12 to 14 feet high. A few years before, thofe planta- 
tions had been carefully thinned, by cutting down the word plants to grow up afterwards for 
coppice-wood, and leaving the moll: thrifty and promifing {hoots, either for tranfplanting, or 
to remain in that ground, being at that time carefully, but not over-much, pruned. When 
tranfplanted, feme of the lower branches were taken off, and others fhortened, fo as to leave 
none within reach of the deer. Their only protection again (l the bark being gnawed or 
rubbed againft by thofe and the other animals, has been the (ticking four or five withies, or fmall 
wands, in the ground, about fix feet high ; clofe to the Tree, and tied to it with bands of (len- 
der pliable twigs, which are renewed every year for the firft few years ; and this protection had 
been found to aui’wer completely. Thofe Trees were then, in general, very thriving, and appear 
from the bell authority to have continued fo down to this time. 

There is a fmall field near thr Speech Houfe, in Dean Foreft, called the Acorn Patch, con- 
fining of feveral acres, which was (own with acorns about twenty-nine years ago. Part of this 
field has been thinned repeatedly fince that time. About fifteen years ago, Mr. Blunt, then 
Deputy Surveyor, tranfplanted from it into the open Foreft about forty or fifty Trees. AH thefe, 
except two or three, have continued to grow and thrive from that time, though without any 
proteflion from cattle or other injury, except by feme loofe bufhes being laid round them. 
During the laft four or five years, others have alfo been taken from the fame plot of ground, and 
planted in the fame manner in the neighbouring open parts, to the number of feveral thoufands. 
On the 14th of September j 809, three of the Trees tranfplanted by Mr. Blunt, three tranf- 
planted in the year 1807, and fix which remained ist their 01 iginal place, (and where they 
were not fo clofe togetheras to be hampered in their growth) were carefully meafured under the 
direction, and in the prefence, of the Surveyor General, by taking tlieir curcumference at rite 
height offix feet from the ground. The fame Trees were again meafured on the 24th of 
Auguft in the following year ; when it appeared that thofe which had been tranfplanted by Mr. 
Blunt had incTeafed the moft, thofe tranfphmtcd in 1807 the next, and of thofe which remain- 
ed in their original place, two had not incrcafed at all, and the other four not fo much as any 
of thofe tranfplanted. It is intended to re-meafure them all again during theenfuing autumn. 

It cannot indeed be advifeable, in general pra&ice, to tranfplant Oaks, on a large fcale, 
after they have obtained a conGderable height, on account of the great expenfe which muft 
attend fuch a mode of planting, if executed in a proper manner ; yet as there arc cafes fimilar 
to thoie in the coppices of VV hittlcwood, Salccy, and Whkhwood Forcfts,- where, unlefsfuch 
Plants can be ufed, all idea of obtaining a fuecctfion of Timber muft be abandoned, it becomes 
extremely important to know, whctlrer, in fuch cafes, this Plan may be reforted to with a rca* 
foaabic profpeci of juccefs.

[THE Surveyor General in the year 1808, as mentioned inN"i6 of this Appendix*, had the 
girt of a certain number of Trees, in King William’s Inclofures, meafured with a view to afeertain 
what their inefeafe Ihould be, on a re-meafurement, in the interval of two years from that time. 
It afterwards occurred to him that it might be ufefui to extend this comparative obfervation of the 
progreflive growth of Oaks, under different circum fiances of age, lituation, and protection, in 
different parts, both of that and the other Royal Forefis ; and this he has fince had done by 
meafurement and re-meafurement of a certain number, in the following Forefis, viz. New Foreft, 
Dean, Alice Holt, Here, Whittlewood, and Salcev Forefis. This Table exhibits the particulars 
of thofe different operations ; and the exact faCts with regard to the Trees in and tranfplanted 
from the Acom Patch (fupra N*i 9.) will be found under the tide of Dean. Foreft, thofe tranfplanted 
by Mr. Blunt being marked with the letters A. B. C. ; thofe tranfplanted in 1 Soy, D. E. F. ; and 
thofe which remained in their original places, G. H. 1 . K. L. M. ; die Trees themfelves having 
been fo marked on their firft meafurement. 3

I N compliance with the directions contained in the A&s 34th Geo. III. cap. 75. 

and 50 Geo. III. cap. 65. it is now become our duty to certify and report, the 
Proceedings which have taken place in the Management of the Land Revenue of 
the Crown, l'ubfequent to our laft Report, dated the 4th of June 1812. We propofe 
on the prefent occafion, to follow a courfe fimilar to that which we then purfued, 
and which was adopted by the late Surveyor General of Crown Lands, Mr. Fordyce, 
in the four Reports which he made to His Majelly, and to Parliament, upon the fame 
fubjeft. 



PART I. 

ADHERING, therefore, to that order of Statement, We begin this part of our DEPARTMENT 
Second Report, by inferring an Account of the Leases of Land Estates, which OF LAND 
have received the Exchequer Seal lince the date of our Firft Report. 



Of thefe Leases of Land Eftates, the Particulars are given in a Schedule comprifed 
in the Appendix, from which it appears, that, fince that date, the Eftates fo granted 
are of the annual Value of £ 15,761. 10. io£. as certified by Surveyors on oath ; 
that the clear yearly Rents referved for the fame, amount to £ 13,471. 8» 10. ; and 
that there was paid, in refped of Buildings comprifed in one of thofe Eftates, a Fine 
of .§£2,567. ; that the annual Value of the fame Premifes, by the lateft preceding 
Surveys, or other Accounts, was .§£5,849. 8. 10J.; the Rents referved in the laft 
Leafes ^943. 19. 4I. reduced by allowances, in refpeft of Land Tax, to about 
j £755.

Gillingham, County Multon Lambard, Esq. and we think it right to notice, in regard to that Eftate, that 
Kent, referved for . ’ n ° ® 

Naval Timber. when we received the Surveyor s Report and Valuation, made by our direction, in 
confequence of the reference fent to us from the Treafury, on Mr. Lambard’s appli- 
cation for the renewal of his Leafe, we found that part of that Eftate conlifted of 
Woodlands, containing about 289 Acres, whereof much the greater portion was 
extremely well fuited for the growth of Oak Timber, and the more fit to be 
appropriated to that purpofe, from its lying within about three miles of the Dock 
Yard at Chatham: In furtherance, therefore, of the Plan before approved and 
a&ed upon, for the application of all fuch Lands belonging to the Crown, to the 
formation of Plantations for the fupply of Timber for the Navy, we propofed to 
the Treafury, that thefe Lands Ihould be referved out of any Leafe of this Eftate, 
and be put under the management of this Board, in the Department of Woods and 
Forefts. The Treafury approved of that propofal, and the Lands have been tranf- 
ferred to the fuperintendence of the Woods’ Department, Mr. Lambard’s intereft 
therein, of about three years, under his former Leafe, having been previoully 
Appendix, No. 2 . obtained by purchafe. Copies of our Report to the Treafury, and of the Treafury 
Letter of approbation, are inferted in the Appendix. 

Of the Eftates in Land, or Hereditaments, which had not been before in Leafe, 
the particulars are alfo given. The annual Values amount to £ 506. 17. 6. and the 
fixed Rents referved, to £ 226 . xo. 

The Property deferibed in this Schedule includes two Eftates, which may deferve 
particular notice, as being out of the ordinary courfe of proceeding : 

Firft. The Small Tithes of the Parifh of Stokeferry, in the County of Norfolk. 
Thefe Small Tithes became veiled in the Crown, by the furrender of the Priory of 
Shouldham, in the County aforefaid, on the 15th October, 30th Henry VIHth; and 
no grant thereof having at any time been made, they were affumed to belong to the 
Perpetual Curacy of Stokeferry. The Patronage of this Curacy became alfo veiled 
in the Crown, by the fame furrender ; but on the laft two vacancies, had been 
exercifed, without authority, by the family of Sir Charles Nightingale : However, 
after the death of the Reverend Richard Golding, the laft Incumbent prefented by 
that family, and before a new Prefentation had been made, the Reverend Hardy 
Robinfon, who had for many years ferved the Church as Under-Curate, difclofed, 
by Memorial to the Treafury, the intereft which the Crown had in the faid Church 
and Tithes ; and though the prefent Sir Charles Nightingale, after that difclofure, of 
which he was apprifed, did nominate to this living, yet he afterwards declined to 
defend his nomination ; and the right of Patronage has fince been eftablifhed in the 
Crown, by a Judgment of the Court of Common Pleas, bearing date 28th No- 
vember 1812. 

In reward for this difclofure, a Leafe of thefe Small Tithes, eftimated to be of the 
yearly Value of about ^250. has been granted for 31 years, to Mr. Robinfon j 
appropriating, however, to the Incumbent of Stokeferry, one moiety of the net pro- 
duce thereof, during the continuance of this Leafe. 

Leafe taken of Try’s The other Eftate to which we refer, confifts of a building called Try’s Lodge, 

formal a heId" a " dS ’ ^ tuate ^ on Great Common, within and belonging to the Crown’s Manor of 
right 0/ Office' 0 Chertfey, in the County of Surrey, and about 16 acres of Land, taken at different 

times from that Common, by the occupiers of the faid Houfe, and enjoyed therewith. 
About 50 years ago, when the late Earl of Onflow was appointed Out-Ranger of 
Windfor Foreft, this Houfe was a Cottage, inhabited by a Sleeper or Labourer, named 
Try, employed in the Department of that Officer. His Lordlhip, liking the fituadon 
of this Cottage, was induced to lay out a confiderable fum in repairs and improve- 
ments to the Premifes, fo as to convert them into a place fuitable for the occafional 

refidence 
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refidence of parts of his own family. In 1812, Lord Cranley (the prefent Earl of 
Onflow) having then fucceeded to the Out-Rangerfhip, under an appointment, by 
Letters Patent, dated igth February 1793, and being defirous of making additional 
Improvements to the Houfe and Out-buildings, he propofed to furrender the Intereft 
which he had in the Premifes, in virtue of his Office of Out-Ranger, and to take a 
Leafe of the Eftate for 3 1 years, at fuch Rent as it fhould be certified, by a Surveyor 
for the Crown, to be worth, deducting therefrom the value of his faid Intereft. It 
appearing to this Board to be more for the Crown’s advantage, that the Premifes 
fhould be held under Leafe, at an adequate Rent, for a term of years, than continue 
to beheld as an Appendage to the faid Office of Out-Ranger, and that it was reafon- 
able that a fuffident compenfation fhould be made for the Sums expended by the Earl 
of Onflow's Family, the Leafe has been granted, of which the particulars are ftated 
in the Schedule. The reverfionary Intereft of the Crown in this Eftate has fince 
been fold, with an adjoining allotment of Wafte Land, to Major General Herbert 
Taylor, for £ 3,457. ; as ftated in the Appendix, No. 7. 

The Particulars of the New Leafes of Houses, alfo given in a Schedule in the 
Appendix, fhow that the yearly Value of the Premiles, as eftimated by Surveyors on 
oath, was if 8,424. 10. 4. ; the clear yearly Rents referved if 6,260. 17. 4. ; and the 
Fines paid if 20,391. o. o. That the yearly Value of the fame Premifes, by the 
Iateft Surveys, &c. was if 6,762. to. 8£. the Rents referved in the laft Leafes 
if 998. 13. 7I. reduced by Allowances for Land Tax, to about af 798. 18. 1 1. ; and 
the Fines paid *£7,655. 7. 9f. 

The fame Schedule fhows, that the annual Value of Ground and Buildings, which 
had not been before in Leafe, but of which Leafes have been granted, is if 210. and 
the Rents referved if 140. part of thefe Premifes was before held, under a Sign 
Manual Warrant, during His Majefty’s Pleafure; the yearly Value of that part, at 
the time of granting the Warrant was, if 15. and the Rent thereby referved was £ 5. 
reduced by an allowance of Land Tax to if 4. 

Leafes are now in courfe of palling, under the authority of Warrants from the 
Treafury, of feveral Eftates, both in Land and Houfes, of which the particulars are 
alfo given in Schedules hereto annexed. 

The yearly Value of the Land Eftates, for which Leafes are now in the courfe of 
paffing, is ^9,497. 19. 3. and the clear yearly Rents to be referved *£8,366. 
The yearly Value of the fame Premifes, by the Iateft Surveys, &c. was *£3 ,3 29. o. 2I . ; 
the Rents referved in the laft Leafes *£690. 1. 9. reduced by the Land Tax to 
£552. t. 5; and the Fines paid *£ix, 844. 7. 7. 

The Property of the Second Clafs, in this Schedule, confifts of Mines and Quar- 
ries, the annual Value of the chief Part of which cannot be eafily afcertained ; but 
the fixed Rents to be referved are ftated, and amount to *£29. 

The yearly value of the Houfes about to be demifed, and which have been before 
in Leafe, is *£4,484. 11. 5. ; the clear yearly Rents to be referved *£3,149. 10. 94. 
and the Fines to be paid £1 1,295. The yearly Value of the fame Premifes, by the 
Iateft Surveys, &c. was *£2,184. 17. 9.; the Rents referved in the laft Leafes 
^£267. 19. 1. reduced by the Land Tax to about =£214. 7. 34.; and the Fines paid 
*£1,636. 15. o. ; and the yearly Value of the Premifes, which have not been before 
in Leafe, is *£90. 7. 6. ; and the Rents to be referved for the fame *£90. 7. 6. 
For a part of thefe Premifes an acknowledgement of £2. 2. o. per annum was 
before paid. 

A few Houfes, which occupy Ground that will be wanted for the purpofes of 
public Improvements now in Contemplation, have been let to Tenants at will, for 
the beft Rents which, under he circumftances of the tenure, could be obtained 
for them.

Terms for new Leafes, founded on Valuations on oath, and fubjeft to the appro- 
bation of the Treafury, have been propofed to various perfons, whofe applications 
for fuch Leafes have been referred to us from the Treafury. 

The annual Value of the Land Eftates, of which the Leafes have been thus pro- 
pofed, is *£2,915. 10. 5. and the clear Rents to be referved ^3,569. 1. 1. The 
annual Value of the fame Eftates, by the lateft Surveys, &c. was *£1,278. 6. 9. ; the 
Rents referved in the laft Leafes *£208.

In our Firft Report to the Legillature, we ftated, that Treaties were pending with 
the Marquis of Exeter and the Earl of Upper Offory, for the fale to them, refpeftively, 
under fpecial Afts of Parliament, of the remaining Interefts of the Crown in the 
feveral Diftrifts, in which they hold, in perpetuity. Offices and Rights, in Rockingham 
Foreft. 

Thefe Treaties have terminated in the fettlement of a Price to be paid for, and 
confequent Grants, under the Great Seal, of thofe remaining Interefts of the Crown ; 
and we have inferted in the Appendix, a Schedule of the particulars of thofe Grants. 

The Confiderations paid for them, were, by Lord Exeter, *£1,556. 4. 2. and by 
Lord Offory, *£1,968. 10. 1. Monies arifing from Sales of this defeription having 
been appropriated by the Aft 52 Geo. III. cap. 161. to the Purchafe of Lands, or 
Rights to or over Lands, fit and proper for the growth and cultivation of Wood and 
Timber for the ufe of the Navy ; thofe Sums have been placed in the Bank of Eng- 
land, to the Account called “ The Woods and Forefts Fund,” raffed under the Aft 
50 Geo. III. cap. 65. for that purpofe. 

The fame Schedule contains the particulars of a Grant, under the Great Seal, 
made under the fpecial Aft 44 Geo. III. cap. 25. to His Royal Highnefs the Duke 
of York, of certain Manors, Meffuages, Lands, and Hereditaments in Byfleet, Wey- 
bridge, Walton, Walton-Leigh, and Chertfey, in the County of Surrey. The whole 
Sum paid for this Grant, by His Royal Highnefs, was *£85,135. 5. 9. and has, 
under the authority of the Aft 54 Geo. IB. cap. 70. been appropriated to the pur- 
pofes of the Aft 53 Geo. IIL cap. 121. for making a new Street from Mary-le-bone 
Park to Charing Crofs. 

A Grant, in perpetuity, has been made, under the authority of the Aft 
52 Geo. III. cap. 161. by Treafury Warrant dated 22d Oftober 1812, to the Veftry- 
men of the Parifh of Saint Mary-le-bone, in the County of Middlefex, of a triangular 
Slip or Piece of Ground, containing 16 Perches, on the South Side of the New 
Road leading from Paddington to Iflington, in the laid County, for a curtilage or 
accefs to a Building (then) intended to be erefted, on Ground contiguous to the 
faid Slip, wherein the Liturgy and Rites of the United Church of England and 
Ireland are to be ufed and obferved. The value of the Ground was eftimated at 
*£304. but no confideration was required for this Grant.

3$. per annum, 
and in Fines ^16,292. xo. 5$. befides what may have arifen from Mineral and other 
Property of uncertain produce. 

This Augmentation is alfo exclufive of the fums of <^25,555. 9. o. and 
^87,321. 2. 3. in money, and ^193,148. 10. 8. and ^56,347. 19. 4. in Three 
per Cent. Stock ; which, under the feveral Ads and Authorities fpecified in this 
Report, have been applied to purpofes of public improvement; which, although un- 
produdive of any income at this moment, are likely, we txuft, to afford hereafter a 
confiderable permanent addition to the Revenue of the Crown Eftates. 



The annual Profits from Sales of Fee Farm Rents, made by the late Commiffioners 
of the Land Revenue, by the late Surveyor General, and by us, up to the time of 
making our Firfl Report, was, as therein ftated, ^452. 14. i£. and from that time 
to the prefent, £i-j.

IN regard to Profits of Mines and Quarries, we find, upon enquiry at the Offices 
of the Auditors, that one Sum only, as arifing from fuch Property, was accounted 
for in the Year ending at Michaelmas 1814; namely, the grofs fum of £ 1 74. 6. 9. 
being the Crown’s {hare of the produce of a Mine, called Wain Trelogan, in Flint- 
Ihire ; but that, under the defeription of Mesne Profits for that Year, of Lands out 
of Leafe in Rofedale, in the County of York, a Sum of ^410. 11. o. was alfo 
accounted for ; which Lands are to be held at will, under yearly Rents, amounting 
to that Sum, until after Michaelmas next, when the Refidue of the Crown’s Eftate 
in Rofedale will become out of Leafe, and a new and improved arrangement of 
Farms is to be made, previoufly to the granting of new Leafes of them. In the 
preceding year, however, ending at Michaelmas 1813, the following Sums were 
accounted for, as the Crown’s Share of the Profits of Mines and Quarries ; viz. the 
Sum of £ 2,600 . 16. 2. arifing from Lead Mines in Grinton, Whicufide, and Harka- 
fide, in Richmond, in the County of York, from the 23d July 1804, to the 10th 
Oftober 1812, being on the average, about jf 325. a Year; and the Sum of 
£ 130. 2. 5. arifing in that Year from Slate Quarries in Carnarvonffiire. 

WE 
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Several Buildings of an inferior defcription, which, in the further progrefs of this 
Plan, it will be neceflary to remove, in order to obtain the ground they occupy, are 
held under Leafes from the Crown. Thefe Leafes may be an obftacle, for fome 
years, to its final completion, unlels the Surrender of their feveral Terms can be 
obtained from the refpedtive Leffees, on fair and reafonable conditions ; but there is 
other Ground, forming part of the fite of the antient Palace of Whitehall, and not 
under Leafe, which may immediately be made available, without much difficulty, 
for the purpofes of improvement, connefted with this Plan. We hope to be enabled, 
in the courfe of a ffiort time, to fubmit to the Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury, 
a further Report on this fubjedl ; and, if our fuggeftions fhould receive the appro- 
bation of their Lordlhips, a confiderable progrefs may be made, in furtherance of 
the general arrangement, without waiting for the expiration or furrender of the 
exifting Leafes before-mentioned. 



The Plan which we had propofed at the period of our laft Report, for the im- 
provement of Whitehall Place, having been approved by the Treafury, fome progrefs 
has been already made towards carrying it into execution. 

The Plot of Ground adjoining to this Office has been let at a Ground Rent of 
£ 1 84. 14. Three Houfes of the Firft Clafe are built upon it, in a ftyic of elevation 
correfponding with that which had previoufly been adopted for this fite, and Two 
more are building, in continuation of the North fide of the Street. The Plan being 
to continue die Street to the River, and to widen it to the breadth of fifty feet, it 
may be expected, from the advantages of local fituation, and other alterations in the 
neighbourhood, now in contemplation, that this Street, when completed, will not 
only materially add to the accommodation, and improve the general appearance of 
Whitehall and its vicinity, but, by offering the means of a definable refidence for 
Members of either Houfe of Parliament, or for Perfons conne&ed with the Public 
Offices, or the Courts of Juftice in Weftminfter Hall, afford a valuable addition to 
the prefent Rental of the Crown Eftate. 



The negotiation with Mr. Holloway, for the proje&ed alteration of the Opera 
Houfe, which had been fufpended at the period of our laft Report, has been fince 
renewed with him ; and the terms of a new Leafe of the feveral Plots of Ground 
upon which that Building ftands, having been adjufted, he is now proceeding in the 
execution of the Works, which he has engaged to perform.

Firft 
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The old Houfes encroaching upon the eaftem entrance of Pall Mall have been 
removed, and an Archite&ural South Front to the Opera Houfe, with ornamental 
Colonnades, is erecting on a line with the reft of that Street. The fame defign of 
elevation is to be extended along the Eaft front, which faces the Haymarket, and 
the North front, which will form a part of the new opening into Charles Street. 



It is intended that the North and South Fronts fhould comprife fome private 
Dwelling Houfes, with Shops under the Colonnades, but that the whole ffiould be 
eredted with a unity of defign, which will give it the appearance of a fingle Building, 
and with a degree of ornament which, it is hoped, may add to the embellilhment of 
this part of the Metropolis. 



IT may be proper to mention an Alteration which has been made in one of the Alteration in 
Covenants in Crown Leafes, ftated in our laft Report to have been fendtioned by the ^°Crown*Le^« d 
Treafury, by fubftituting a pow-u of Re-entry upon the Premifes, in cafe of the non- 
(124.) D fulfilment 
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fulfilment of the other covenants, inftead of making the Leafe abfolutely void, by the 
breach of any of them ; it having been found more convenient to the Leflees, and 
equally fafe to the Crown, to referve the right of exercifing fuch a power at its 
difcrerion, rather than to vitiate or determine the Leafe at once, by any ad of non- 
compliance with the covenants on the part of the Tenant, however inadvertently done, 
or however difproportionate in its bad effeds upon theEftate, to fo ferious and fum- 
mary a penalty. 

We annex, in the Appendix, our Report to the Lords Commiffioners of the 
Treafurv upon this fubjed, together with their Minute approving of our fuggeftion. 



WE think it right to infert, in the Appendix, a Correfpondence which took place, 
in the courfe of laft year, with Meflrs. Leverton and Chawner, the Architeds for the 
Land Revenue Department, and fubfequently with the Lords of the Treafury, 
relative to the manner of valuing the Houfe Property belonging to His Majelly in 
London, upon the renewal of Leafes. 

It will be feen by this Correfpondence, that the change which was contemplated 
in the management of the Landed Property of the Crown, by the Act of 1794, 
could not, on account of the various difficulties which were oppofed to it, be at once 
fully effeded in that branch of the Revenue derived from Houfes in London ; but 
that the progrefs made in the new Syftem, during the period which has fince elapfed, 
will now enable His Majefty’s Government to fulfil the intentions of the Legiflature 
in this refped, by placing the Property of the Crown, as well in Houfes as in Land, 
upon the fame footing with that of a private individual, excepting only the advan- 
tage given to the old Tenants, upon a renewal of their Leafes, by deduding 5 per 
cent, from the eftimated Value of die new Rents charged upon them. 



Another Reguladon has been made with refped to the renewal of Crown 
Leafes, which we think it necefTary to notice. 

Much inconvenience had been found to arife, in many inftances, from allowing 
Leafes to expire, and the LeiTees to hold over, at the old Rent, without our having 
any other means of knowing the ftate of the Property, than its being brought before 
us, by an application for a renewal of the Leafe. No periodical infpedion of the 
Land Eftates of the Crown, or check upon the management being eftabliihed, many 
years have fometimes elapfed before fome accidental circumftance has brought it to 
the knowledge of this Office that a Leafe had expired ; and in former periods, cafes, 
we have reafon to apprehend have occurred, in which Property has been in this 
manner totally loft to the Crown. In order to apply as efFedual a remedy to this 
evil, as the prefent fyftem of management would permit, we propofed to the Lords 
of the Treafury, to authorize us to make it known, that unlefs application was made 
for the renewal of a leafe within a certain period of its expiration, the Leffees would 
no longer be confidered as entitled to a preference in the renewal, or to the benefit 
of a deduction of 5 per cent, from the Rent eftimated, according to the annual 
Value fworn to by our Surveyor. 

We annex in the Appendix, a Copy of our Report upon this fubjed, and of the 
Minute of the Treafury Board approving of our fuggeftion. Although its adoption 
will, in fome degree, prevent the inconvenience we have ftated, yet we cannot but 
anticipate with fatisfaftion, a more certain and efficient remedy for that evil, in the 
provifions of the Bill now before Parliament, for regulating the receipt of His Ma- 
jefty’s Land Revenue, and the annual infpedion of all the Property from which that 
Revenue is derived. 

~ IN 
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IN confequence of the depreciation which has taken place in the annual Value of 
Landed Property, and of the prefent preffure on the occupiers of arable Farms in 
particular, two inflances have recently occurred, at the expiration of Leafes of Crown 
Eftates, of the Tenants declining to renew them upon the terms which we were ad- 
vifed to propofe ; and we have hitherto been unfuccefsful in our endeavours to let 
the Eftates in queftion advantageoufly to other perfons. 

The firft difficulty of this fort, which we experienced, was with refpeft to the 
Eftate and Manor of Hampton-in- Arden, in the County of Warwick. This property 
having been let to Lord Calthorpe, for a term which expired on the 20th November 
1814, an application had been made to us, by his Lordlhip, in the year 1810, for a 
new Leafe thereof. We dire&ed a furvey and valuation to be made, and propofed 
terms to Lord Calthorpe founded upon fuch valuation, but he declined to accept 
them. We then offered this Property, on terms founded upon the fame valuation, 
to the Earl of Aylesford, who had applied for a Leafe of it, in cafe of its being re- 
linquiffied by the former Tenant ; but Lord Aylesford alfo declined it. In this 
fituation of things, and af ter the former Leafe had a&ually expired, Mr. James Weale 
having dated to us his readinefs to accept a Leafe upon the terms which had been 
thus reje&ed by the former Leffee and Lord Aylesford, we recommended it to the 
Treafury to grant a Warrant for giving effed to this offer; but circumftances having 
fince occurred to induce Mr. Weale to petition for a Redu&ion of the Rent which 
he had agreed to give, we have thought it right to fufpend the execution of the 
Leafe, until we Ihall be enabled to obtain the decifion of the Lords Commiffioners 
of the Treafury, .on the reprefentations which we have recently received from 
Mr. Weale. 

The other cafe to which we have referred, is that of an Eftate in Braydon Foreft, 
in the County of Wilts, held for a long feries of years, by the refpective Families of 
Mrs. Katherine Nott, and Mr. William Maskelyne. 

The Leafes expired at Michaelmas laft, and both thofe Tenants have felt it neceffary 
to decline accepting a renewal, upon the terms which our Surveyor, in his valuation, 
certified to be a proper Rent for this Property. 

We have fince offered it upon thofe terms, but without fuccefs, to two different 
Parties, poffeffing Eftates in the immediate neighbourhood, and who had refpedively 
fignified to us their defire to become the Tenants of this Eftate. It is, confequently, 
held over, until we lhall be enabled to make a more fuitable arrangement, either by 
directing a freffi Survey of the Eftate, with a view to fome reduction in the propofed 
new Rent, or by fuch a change in the circumftances of the times, as may bring the 
value of Landed Property nearer to the Eftimate on which the prelent Report of our 
Surveyor appears to have been formed. 

The fame depreciation has induced us to fufpend for the prefent, any proceedings 
with refpeft to feveral other cafes, which have come before us, of applications for 
renewal of Leafes which have not yet expired, the confideration of which may, 
therefore be deferred for a Ihort time, without any difadvantage or inconvenience. 



THE Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury having fignified to us the pleafure of 
His Royal Highnefs The Prince Regent, that the ancient Palace at Newmarket; ffiould 
be no longer upheld as a Royal Palace, but that it fhould be difpofed of, in the 
manner that may be confidered to be moft beneficial ; and their Lordffiips having, 
at the fame time, called upon the Surveyor General of Works, to give the neceffary 
orders for transferring to us the Buildings and Premifes appertaining to that Palace, 
in the charge of the officers of his department, for the purpofe of their being appro- 
priated, in conformity to His Royal Highnels’s commands; —

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We have inftruded one of our Architeds to furvey thofe Buildings, and when 
we fhall have received his Report of their actual ftate and condition, and the cir- 
cumftances attending them, we Ihall be enabled to ftate our opinion in what manner, 
either by fale or leafe, it may be moll advantageous for the Crown to difpofe of 
this property. 



IT is proper in this place to mention an arrangement which, though not in the 
ordinary nature of the buftnefs of this department, yet comes under our fuper- 
intendence, as belonging to a branch of His Majefty’s Land Revenue. A Leafe 
having been granted, in the year 1717, to the family of Major General Rebow, of 
the Light-Houfes at Harwich, which will expire at Chriftmas 1817, we thought it 
right, upon an application being made by the Major General for a renewal of his 
Leafe, to propofe the adoption of an improvement, which is reprefented to be both 
practicable and neceffary, in the Buildings containing thofe Lights, and in the method 
of exhibiting them. 

We inftruded Mr. Rennie, an experienced engineer, to furvey thePremifes, and 
to report his opinion upon the beft mode of effecting thofe objeCts ; and, after much 
difcullion, both with Major General Rebow and with the Corporation of the Trinity 
Houfe, upon the fubjeCt, we have, under the authority of the Lords of the Treafury, 
concluded an agreement with the Major General, whereby he engages to rebuild the 
Light-Houfes, according to fuch a plan as may be approved by The Trinity Houfe 
Corporation, and to exhibit lights in them in fuch an improved mode, and under 
fuch fuperintendence and direction, as the Corporation may advife and approve. 
His Leafe is to be extended to a term of 3 1 years, during which time he is to account 
to His Majefty for 3*5ths of the duties to be collected by him, after deducing from 
that produce all charges incurred in the maintenance and management of the pre- 
mifes, and allowing the amount expended by the Leffee in the ereCtion of the 
buildings, together with the intereft upon it, to be confidered in the nature of a fine 
for the renewal of the Leafe, and to be the firft charge upon the produce of the 
Duties. 

This meafure will, therefore, increafe His Majefty’s Land Revenue, while it will 
materially contribute to the public benefit, and to the fafety of navigation on the 
Eaftem coaft of the kingdom, by rafting and improving the lights, and placing the 
fuperintendence and management of them in the hands of a body of men, whofe 
peculiar concern it is to attend to matters of this nature. 

Major General Rebow has undertaken to commence the Work as foon as the 
nights are fuffidently fhortened to admit of the prefenr lights being par tiall y 
difcontinued, without danger to navigation. 



THE Appendix to our Firft Report contained a Schedule of Ads for Inclofures, &c. 
of which ACts one was intituled, “ An ACt for draining, inclofing, and improving the 
“ Lands called Borough Fen Common, and the Four Hundred Acre Common, in 
“ the county of Northampton, and for forming the feme into a Parifh, to be called 
“ Newborough, and for building and endowing a Church for fuch Parifh.” Thefe 
Commons, computed to contain upwards of 6,000 Acres, lie in the North level of 
the Fens, forming part of the Great Level, called Bedford Level. When the Bill , 
on which that Ad was founded, was communicated to us, it contained a cfe u fr pro- 
viding Compenfetions for the Tithes of the faid Lands, to which Tithes it recited 
Claims made refpeCtively by the Devifees in truft of the real Eftates of the late 
Marquis of Exeter, and by feveral Redors, Vicars, Impropriators, and other perfons ; 
and alfo a claufe providing Compenfation for the Right of Soil of the laid Lands, to 

which 
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which right it recited Claims made, refpeftively, by the faid Devifees, and alfo by 
feveral other perfons as Lords of Manors ; but it did not make any mention of His 
Majefty, as having an intereft therein. Conceiving, however, that the faid Lands 
were extra-parochial, and that, confequently, the Tithes thereof belonged to His 
Majefty, in right of His Crown, and knowing that, from the time of Charles the 
Second, fuccellive Leafes from the Crown had been granted of the extra-parochial 
Tithes in the faid Great Level, of which Leafes the laft expired in 1779; and 
thinking it probable that the faid Lands were extra-manerial alfo, and that His 
Majefty, in the like right, might be entitled to the Soil thereof ; we caufed to be 
inferted in the Bill, after reciting that His Majefty claimed to be interefted in, or 
enrided to the faid Tithes, a provifion that, in the event of the faid Devifees in 
truft not being able to make out a Tide to the Soil of the faid Lands, His Majefty 
claimed to be entided thereto. 

After the Act had palled, we directed our Solicitor in the Land Revenue De- 
partment to attend to the Proceedings under it, and to take all neceflary and proper 
fteps for afferting and eftablifhing the Claims of His Majefty. Thofe Claims were 
preferred before the Inclofure CommifEoners, and fupported by fuch evidence of 
the exerdfe of right, as it was in our power to fupply ; but the adjudications and 
determinations of the Commillioners thereon having been adverfe to the Crown’s 
rights, we directed our Solicitor to refort to an iffue at law, which the Aft autho- 
rized, in maintenance of thofe rights. The refult of the Trials refpefting thofe 
Claims, which were had at Northampton in July 1814, is detailed in the Solicitor’s 
Report, of which a Copy is given in the Appendix. 

In the Tithe Caufe, the Jury, without Hefitation, gave a Verdict: for the Crown ; 
but, in the Soil Caufe, the Judge did not feem to recognife the principle of Claim 
on behalf of the Crown, and therefore a juror was withdrawn. 

The fuccefs, however, of the Tithe Caufe will be highly advantageous to the 
intereft of the Crown. Its right to the Tithes of all the extra-parochial Lands in 
the Great Level, called Bedford Level, has been eftablilhed, and meafures are in 
progrefs for bringing the Owners of all the extra-parochial Lands in that Level, which 
are of great extent, to Compofitions for their Tithes ; and the Commiffioners for 
executing the Borough Fen Aft have, in refpeft of the Lands affefted by that Aft, 
fet out for the Crown, as Tithe Owner, the following Allotments of Land ; viz.

The Land on Peakirk Moor has been let, as a grazing farm, at ^300. a year ; 
and the Slipe Common and adjoining Land have been let, for one year from the 5th 
April 1816, at ^100. ; but under an engagement, that the Rent is to be more; 
viz. the Valuation fet thereon by the Inclofure Commiffioners (^140. 3'. o. as 
aforefaid) if the Land can be converted into an arable Farm. 



HIS Majefty, in right of His Crown, being Lord of the Manor of Egham, in the 
Comity of Surrey, and the largeft Proprietor of Land in the Parilh, application was 
(124.) E made 
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built for Egham 
Parifli, County of 
Surrey. 
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made to the Treafury in July 1814, by Letter from Lord Vifcount Bulkeley and 
William Henry Freemantle Efquire, as having been deputed for that purpofe, by 
the principal Landholders and Parifhioners of Egham, for the Bounty of the Crown 
in aid of a fubfcription then already commenced, for the building of a new Church 
for that Parifh : which Letter, — after reciting that the prefent Church was built in 
1327; that it does not contain fufficient room for one-third of the inhabitants j that 
the Pari fit contains no Chapel of Eafe ; that the number of its Inhabitants amounts 
to between 2 and 3,000 ; that the prefent Church is in fo ruinous a Rate, that it 
mult inevitably fall to the ground, unlefs repaired at an efiimated expence of nearly 
^4,000 ; and that a new Church has been planned and contracted for, to contain 
one thoufand perfons, if the Funds can be procured, for the Sum of ^6,400 
Rates, that the Inhabitants and Landholders have already fubfcribed for the new 
Church, to the amount of ^4,000. On thefe grounds, the before-named Appli- 
cants, in the name of the Parilh, exprefled their earneR and anxious hopes, that 
the Lords of the Treafury would affifi the Parifh, by a grant from the Crown of the 
fum required to make good the deficiency (^2,400) in the fubfcripdons, towards 
.raifing the efiimated amount required for building the new Church. 

That Letter having been referred to us, we felt it to be no more than reafonable, 
confidering the extent of the Crown’s ERate, amounting to upwards of One thcu- 
fand Acres in Egham Parifh, with a great number of Houfes built upon parts of the 
fame, that the Subfcribers fliould look to His MajeRy for confiderable a (finance, 
towards the expence of building a Church of fuch capacity as to encourage the 
Parifhioners to attend Divine Service there, by making it certain that they would 
generally find accommodation. We thought it right, however, before we recom- 
mended any fpecific fum, to confult the Surveyor by whom the Crown’s ERate 
in Egham had within a few years paR been furveyed, and its annual Value efiimated, 
and who is the Commiffioner nominated by us on behalf of His MajeRy, for exe- 
cuting the Egham Inclofure ACt now in operation. This Surveyor having Rated it 
to be his opinion, that ^1,500 mufi be confidtred a very liberal fum to be fub- 
fcribed by the Crown, and that he did not doubt that the Parifh would be perfectly 
fatisfied with it, we recommended to the Treafury to grant that Sum, for the 
purpofe for which it was foliated ; and it has fince been paid into the hands of the 
Treafurers appointed by the Parifh to receive the contributions towards the expence 
of the new building. In confideration of that liberal payment, we fhall expert that 
adequate and permanent accommodation will be provided in the new Church for all 
the Tenantry of His MajeRy’s ERate. Copies of the Letter of application, and our 
.Report thereon, will be found in the Appendix. 



A Lifi of the ACts for Inclofures, and for other purpofes, in which the interefi of 
the Crown was concerned, which have palled fince the period of our FirR Report, 
will be found in the Appendix: 



IN the Appendix to our lafi Report, we inferted a Letter which we had addreffed 
to the Lords of the Treafury, fubmitting to their confideration certain Alteration* 
which it appeared to us expedient to make in the Covenants to be contained in 
Leafes of the Land Efiates of the Crown ; and at the fame time we propofed to 
them a Plan for unitin g an Annual Perfonal InfpeCtion of thoi'e Efiates, with the 
Collection of the Rents payable for them. 

The Syfiem hitherto purfued of managing thofe Efiates, and of collecting the 
Revenue arifing from them, has appeared to us, as well as to our predeceffors, to be 

fo 
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fo defedive, that we felt it to be our duty again to call the attention of theTreafury 
to the fubjed, in a Report which we made to that Board on the 20th July 1815. 

In that Report, we ftated it to be decidedly our opinion, that the practice which 
is generally followed as we underftand in the management of other large Eftates, 
of employing the Surveyor or Agent at whofe Valuation the Eftate is let, to colled 
the Rent of it, fhould be extended to the Eftates of the Crown ; that fuch Surveyor 
fhould be required to make an annual infpedion of the feveral Eftates within his 
Survey, fo as to have under his perfonal examination the coudud of the Tenants 
with refped to the (late of the Repairs, the management and cultivation of the 
Lands, the prefervation of the Fences and Timber, and the fulfilment of the other 
Covenants of their refpedive Leafes ; and generally, to attend to every thing con- 
neded with the intereft of the Crown, as Landlord of the Property, in as full and 
ample a manner as might be expeded from a Surveyor ading in the fame capacity, 
upon any well-regulated eftate belonging to a private individual. 

We alfo recommended, that after fuch infpedion, a feparate Report on each 
Eftate, embracing all thofe particulars, and containing any further obfervations 
which might occur to the Surveyor refpeding the condition of the property, or with 
a view to its amelioration, fhould be made to this Board. 

For thefe fervices, including the annual infpedion, the colledion of the Rents, 
and the fpecial Survey and Valuation of the Eftate, as often as it might become 
necefiary to re-let the lame, we propofed that the Surveyor fhould receive a Cora- 
million of One Shilling in the Pound, upon the amount of the net Rents colleded 
and accounted for by him. 

We were the more induced to prefs the adoption of this courfe of proceeding 
upon the confideration of the Lords Commiflioners of the Treafury, as it appeared 
to us not only the beft pradicable plan confiftent with economy, by which a 
regular fyftem of infpedion, check, and control could be eftabliflied and enforced, 
with refped to the management of a Landed Property fo widely difperfed as that of 
the Crown ; but alfo as tending, in our judgment, to a more fimple and fafe mode 
than that which now exifts, of colleding and bringing to account the Rents due 
from thofe Eftates. 

From thefe confiderations, we were fo fully impreffed with the importance of 
eftablifhing this change in the management of the Landed Property of His Majefty, 
that we eameftly recommended that a Bill fhould be fubmitted to Parliament to 
carry it into effed. 

A Letter from Mr. Arbuthnot, dated 1 5th Auguft laft, communicated to us the 
diredions of the Lords of theTreafury to prepare fuch a Bill for their confideration; 
which we have accordingly done ; and this Bill has, fince the opening of the prefent 
Seffion, been fubmitted to Parliament. A Copy of Mr. Arbuthnot’s faid Letter is 
inferted in the Appendix. 

Since the date of that Letter, we have feen additional caufe to lament the uncer- 
tainty and complicated inefficiency of the prefent fyftem, not only with reference to 
the furvey and management of the Eftates under Leafe, but alfo, unfortunately, in 
refped to the imperfed check which it affords againft grofs abufe in the colledion 
and application of the Land Revenue of the Crown. 

It is here our painful duty to ftate, that, under this fyftem, an individual, Mr. 
William Henry White, of Parliament Place, intruded with a very large Colledion 
of the Rents of the Crown’s Eftate, has been enabled to omit, for feveral years, 

the 
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the charging of himfelf in his annual Accounts, rendered to the Acting and Deputy 
Auditor of the Land Revenue, with the Receipt of large fums of Money which 
had adlually been paid to him by Tenants of the Crown within his collection ; whillt, 
by a fraudulent contrivance in the ftatement of thofe Accounts, the ACting and 
Deputy Auditor, before whom they were paffed, was naturally led to infer, that no 
Money had been forthcoming from the Ellates, on account of the Rents of which 
the fums fo omitted had been received by Mr. White. 

The feveral Divifions of which Mr. White was the ACting Receiver were as 
follows ; viz. 

Stafford, Southampton, Suffolk, Somerfet, 

Hereford, Wilts, and Cambridge, Dorfet, 

Salop, and Gloucefter. Bedford, and Devon, and 
Worcefter. Bucks. Cornwall, 

and he was Deputy to Mr. Bafeley, the Receiver for the Divifion of Lincoln and 
Nottingham. 

We do not feel it neceffary or proper to detail, in this Report, the precife manner 
in which the Fraud committed by Mr. White was fo long fuccefsfully praftifed, and 
at lafl finally detected. Indeed, it is a tranfaCUon which could not be minutely 
explained, without exhibiting the Accounts themfelves ; and as neither the Receipt 
nor Audit are in any degree connected with, or under the controul of, this De- 
partment, it would not be in our power regularly and officially to furnifh thofe 
particulars ; but, in jullice to the ACting and Deputy Auditor, it appears fair to 
ftate, that, taking into confideration that Mr. White was regularly fworn, at the 
Exchequer, to the truth of the annual Accounts in which this deception was prac- 
tifed — that an Account of the Current Balances in Mr. White’s hands, and made 
out by himfelf, was annually returned to Parliament during the whole period of 
this fraud, and that, in that Account alfo, the Sums which were the objeCt of it 
were yearly omitted — that he had for many years enjoyed the mod unfullied reputa- 
tion for integrity, and had largely experienced the benefit of that reputation, in a 
very extenfive employment, as Receiver and Manager of the Rents and pecuniary 
concerns of many opulent Landholders, and fome Public Charities and Trufts — we 
are of opinion, that the impofition was of a nature which would not neceffarily have 
been deteCled by any ordinary degree of vigilance in theperfon whofe duty it was to 
audit Mr. White’s Accounts. 

On the fir ft fufpicion by Mr. White that the embezzlement and perjury, of which 
he had been guilty, were detected, he abfeonded from his houfe, and there is every 
reafon to believe that he has fince quitted the kingdom. 

The total of the Arrears of former Years, which he had thus withheld from the 
Public, appears to be about .*£27,000 ; to which is to be added the Rents which 
he had received within the current Year, amounting to *£14,000 ; and making 
together a balance of *£41,000, for which he flood indebted to the Crown on the 
9th of December lafl, when an Extent was iffued againft his Eflate and Effefls. 
How much of this large Balance may be recovered, under the operations of the 
Extent, cannot yet be afeertained ; but it is to be apprehended that the final lofs 
to the Crown will be confiderable. 

We have only further to ftate, that this default of Mr. White rendered unavoid- 
able the removal of Mr. Bal’eley from his Receiverfhip of the Counties of Lincoln 
and Nottingham. 

Tbefe were the Counties from which the principal part of the deficiency was 
due j and Mr.Bafeley, Mr. White’s principal, was, of courfe, refponfible for this 

deficiency. 
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deficiency. From this, and other drcumftances, which came to our knowledge, 
reipe&ing the ftate of Mr. Bafeley’s affairs, it became neceffary to iffixe an Extent 
againft his Property, as well to fecure a confiderable balance, which Mr. White had 
transferred to Mr. Bafeley, as to obtain, from his feparate Eftate, whatever could be 
recovered of the Debt for which he was unfortunately become liable, by the mrf- 
conduct and embezzlement of his Deputy. 

In confequence of this removal of Mr. Bafeley, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
has, upon our fuggeftion, authorized Mr. Pillar, the Secretary of this Board, in the 
Department of the Land Revenue, to coiled the Rents heretofore received by 
Mr. White, until the fenfe of Parliament can be obtained upon the Bill to which we 
have already referred. 

We feel confident, that, fliould the meafares therein propofed be adopted by ihe 
Legiflature, they will effe&ually remedy the evils which are now apparent ; by 
fecuring a due and conftant attention to the management of the Crown Eftates, by 
leffening the Expence attending that management, and by putting on a more fecure 
and economical footing the receipt and due appropriation to the Public Service of 
this branch of Ilis Majefty’s Revenue. 



IN our Firft Triennial Report, we ftated the feveral views, which, at different 
times, had been entertained refpeding the mod advantageous appropriation of the 
Eftate of the Crown in Marybone Park, and We explained the principles of id- 
creafed ornament to the Metropolis, and expe&ed augmentation of His Majefty’s 
Land Revenue, which had induced the Lords Comtniffioners of the Treafury W 
give a preference to the Plan, combining thofe obje&s, which had been fubmitted 
by Mr. Nafh. 

The decifion of their Lordfhips, in favour of Mr. Nafh’s Plan, waS communicated 
to us on the 22d October 1811. Since that period, the Roads, Fences and Plan- 
tations defigned thereon, have been completed ; the Bed of the intended orna- 
mental Water has been excavated, and the Regent’s Canal Company have finiflied 
that part of their main Line which paffes through this Eftate, and alfo the 
collateral Cut or Bafin, leading out of the main Line Southward towards Portland 
Road. 

In making thefe Roads, Fences, and Plantations, including the Inciofure, wifh a 
handfome Iron Railing, and the planting of the Circus at the North end of Portland 
Place, the Charges of forming new Sewers, and the payments to Labourers, Gate- 
keepers, and Watchmen, from Oftober 1811 to the end of October 1815, there 
has been expended ^53,650. 4. 2 ; but the principal Objects of Expence are now 
at an end, and, with the exception of two Bridges, which will be required over 
the ornamental Water, and for which we have not yet received the neceffary Efti- 
mates, the future Expenditure will be confined to the Eftablifhment of Gatekeepers, 
Labourers, and Watchmen required to keep the Roads in repair, and to preferve 
the Fences and Plantations. 

The Money received within the' fame period, cm account of the fale of old 
materials of Buildings pulled down ; for rent of Grafs Land ; for Land fold to and 
damage done by- the Regent’s Canal Company, amounts to ^14,843. 1. 2, and

The Building Speculation of Mr. Mayor is unfortunately fufpended, in confe- 
quence of the embarraffed ftate of his affairs, which fome time fince led to a Com- 
miffion of Bankruptcy being iffued againft him, under which, Affignees have been 
chofen by his Creditors, and in the hope of realizing and bringing to Account the 
Money expended by Mr. Mayor, on the South moiety of the Circus, thofe 
Affignees have lately made a propofal to us, with a view to the completion of that 
part of Mr. Mayor’s undertaking ; but no arrangement has yet been concluded for 
that purpofe. 

Befides the Land let as before mentioned, two Plots, containing together about 
30 Acres, which were defigned by Mr. Na(h for fites of Houfes, and planted in 
rows, with tall trees, at the diftance of 12 feet apart, in order to diftinguilh them 
from the permanent Plantations within the Park, have been let as Nurfery Ground, 
at a Rent of £ 6 . per Acre per annum, under fuch limitations and reftri&ions as 
were deemed neceffary, for preferving and maintaining the young Trees, and fubje£t 
to a condition, that the whole, or any part might be refumed, upon giving three 
months notice, in cafe the fame ffiould be required, on the part of the Crown, to be 
let for building or any other purpofe. 

Other parts of the Park, appropriated for Plantations, have been ufed for railing 
Potatoes between the Trees. The produce of the fale of the Potatoes has ex- 
ceeded, only in a fmall degree, the coft of their cultivation ; but the digging of the 
Ground has been found to be beneficial to the young Trees. 

In the Spring of the laid year, about Nine Acres and a half comprifed within one 
of the Plots, alfo ultimately defigned by Mr. Nalh for sites of Houfes, and in the 
meantime planted with Trees in the manner above mentioned, were prepared for a 
crop of Mungel Wurzel. As the cultivation of that Root has not yet become very 
general throughout the country, we fubjoin the following Account of the a&ual 
Expence and Produce of this Crop -.

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The Herbage of the open parts of the Park has been let annually, by public 
Tender, either for Hay or Paffurage. Hitherto the Grals has been much injured by 
the operations of the Regent’s Canal Company, and by the palling and repafling 
of the feveral horfes, carriages, and workmen employed in making the roads, 
fences, and plantations. Thefe Works are now nearly at an end, and confequently, 
in future, the produce of the Herbage may be expedited to be conliderably 
increafed. 

The amount of Expences incurred in forming, inclofing, and planting this 
Park, beyond the Revenue which has arifen from it, fince the year 1811, when 
the Plan of Mr. Nalh was fanctioned by the Lords Commiflioners of the Treafurv, 
has conliderably exceeded what was calculated upon at that time. 

It was then fully expedled that many of the principal Situations, intended for 
building fites, would have been immediately let, and that fuch Advances as are of 
a temporary nature, and as, in all cafes of improvement of this kind, mull be 
made, in the firft inffance, by the Proprietors, for Sewers, Roads, Fences, and 
Plantations, would have been refunded, in proportion to the extent to which 
Ground might have been difpofed of under Leafes, either for detached Villas, or in 
the propofed Streets or Squares. 

Having called upon Mr. Nalh to fumilh us with fuch explanation as he could 
give of the caufes which had retarded the Improvement of the Revenue calculated 
upon by him, and which had in confequence difappointed, to a confiderable extent, 
the expectation which we were led to entertain, he has in a Letter, of which we 
infert a Copy in the Appendix, Hated the circumltances which appear to him to have Appendix, No. 20. 
delayed that rapid progrefs towards fuch Improvement of the Revenue as he had 
anticipated, and has alligned his reafons for llill thinking that his original expec- 
tations will be ultimately realized. 



THE moH defirable mode of effecting a more convenient Communication, than The 

now ex^s, from the Northern entrance of the Metropolis to Charing Crofs, and Nsw St8eet - 

1 of improving, by fuch communication, the general means of accefs to the Royal 
Refxdence, the two Houfes of Parliament, the Courts of Law, and the principal 
Offices of Government, an objeCt which had, on various occalions, engaged the 
attention of the late Mr. Fordyce, and of this Board, having again been brought 
under the immediate confideration of the Lords of the Treafury, and of Parliament, 
by the Reports, Plans, and Effimates annexed to our firff Triennial Report, we 
were defired, foon after the date of that Report, to give Notice of our intention to 
apply to Parliament, in the then next Seffion, for leave to bring in a Bill for car- 
rying that important meafure into effect, by forming an entire new Street from 
Portland Place to the entrance of Pall Mall, oppoOte to Carlton Houfe, according 
to a Map or Plan which had been prepared by Mr. Naffi, and which was accom- 
panied by an Effimate of the Expence, amounting to ^399,803. 

We were further defired, with reference to the faid Plan, as fully as poffible. Appendix, No. 21 
to afeertain the utmoH amount of the Charge likely to be incurred, in the firff 
inffance, by the purchafe of Freehold and Leafehold Interefis, and Good Will in 
the Houfes, which, for the execution of that Plan, it would be neceffary to 
take down. This objeft, we conceived, would be beff attained by directing 
Mr. Naffi to re-confider his Efiimate, and further, by comparing fuch re-con- 
fidered Effimate with thofe of our other Surveyors, which might ferve to check his 
calculations. 

The 
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The original Eftimate of Mr. Nafh having been revrfed and examined, in pur- 
fuance of thofe di reft ions, we received from him, as the refult of this farther 
inveftigation, a detailed Report, according to which he calculated that the Expence 
of the Line firft propofed by him would, after dedufting the Value of the old 
Materials, amount to the fum of *£462,527. 3. 1-1. and that an annual Revenue 
would arife from the Sites for Buildings to be granted on Leafe, amounting to 
^36 831. 11. 10. He alfo furnilhed two other Plans and Eftimates, according 
to one of which, the Expenditure would have been ^330,754. 1. t. and the 
Revenue *£3 1,999. 1. 10.; and, according to the other, the Expenditure 
*£’337,637. 1. 1, and the Revenue *£'32,338. 1. 10. 

Meffrs. Leverton and Chawner, our Archhefts in the Department of the Land 
Revenue, eftimated the Expence which would attend the execution of Mr. Nalh’s 
firft Plan, including Compenfations for Good Will, and after dedufting the value 
of the old Materials, at ,^948,522. 

The Proportion of Mr. Nalh’s Eftimate for the Good Will of all the Houfes 
eomprifed in the line of the Street propofed by him was .§£143,770 ; that of 
Meffrs. Leverton and Chawner was calculated at an Average of §£130. for each 
Houfe, amounting to ^96,330. being about Two Years eftimated Rental of the 
Property. 

Thefe Reports and Eftimates, both of Mr. Nalh and of Meffrs. Leverton and 
Chawner, having been tranfmitted to the Lords of the Treafury, with our Reports 
of the 8th and 15th of March 1813 refpeftively (of which, and of various other 
Papers on the fame fubjeft, Copies are inferted in the Appendix,) we received a 
Minute of their Lordships’ Board, under date the 1 5th of April following, in 
which their Lordlhips ftate their reafons for not concurring in the view which 
Meffrs. Leverton and Chawner had taken of the fubjeft, and for thinking themfelvea 
juftified in fanftioning the Plan recommended by Mr. Nafli ; and, for carrying it 
into effeft, they direfted us to caufe a Bill to be prepared, in order that the fame 
might be fubmitted to Parliament without delay. 

The Bill was accordingly prepared, and, having paffed the Two Houfes, received 
the Royal Affent on the 10th of July 1813. The Commiffioners appointed by the 
Aft, for carrying the Provifions of it into execution, are the Commiffioners of this 
Board for the Time heing. A Copy of the Aft was, in confequence, tranfmitted 
to us b,y the Lords of the Treafury on the 1 9th of the fame month (July), with 
direction^ forthwith to confider the fame, and to report to their Lordlhips what 
ftiould appear to ns t-o be the belt mode of carrying into effeft the intentions of 
the Legiflature. 

It may be proper to notice, in this place, that, by the 53d feftion of this Aft, we 
are direfted to make an Annual Statement of our Proceedings under it to the Lords 
of the Treafury ; but that it contains no Regulation by which we are required to 
report the fame to Parliament. The fubjeft, however, appears to us fo intimately 
connected with the general Management of that confiderable part of the Land 
Revenue of the Crown, which, arifes from Houfes in London, that we think it will 
pot be deemed an improper ftep, on. our part, to infert, in the Appendix, 
Copies of our Firft and Second’ Reports to the Treafury, made in purfuance of that 
Seftion. 

In thofe Reports we have ftated'wftat appeared to us to be the courfe which it 
would be advifeble to adopt in executing a Work of this magnitude. We have 
alfo brought under the view of their Lordlhips the difficulries which we had at firft 
met with, in endeavouring to avail ourfelves of the Powers of the Aft to borrow 
Money from fome of the Infurance Companies, as had been fuggefted by Mr. Nalb, 

with 
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with a view of obviating the neceffity of any advance from the Exchequer, for the 
execution of his Plan ; the removal of thofe difficulties by a fubfequent Ad of 
Parliament ; the ulrimate Negociation and Agreement with the Royal Exchange 
Aflurance Company for a Loan of ..£300,000 in aid of the New Street Expen- 
diture ; the authority for appropriating to the fame purpofe certain Sums, in Con- 
folidated and Reduced Bank Annuities, anting from the Sale of Fee Farm Rents, 
and from different fources of Land Revenue ; and alfo the extent to which our 
Proceedings had been carried up to the date of the laft of thole two Reports : And 
we have now only to give fuch Statement as will (how what progrefs, in the whole, 
has been made up to the prefent time. 



It having been afcertained, by reference to the Plan authorized by the Ad of 
Parliament, that, in the progrefs of this Work, it would be neceffary to take down 
386 Houfes which belonged to the Crown previoufly to the palling of the Ad } — 
the interefts of immediate Leafeholders under the Crown, in 192 of thofe Houfes, 
and of Under-leffees or Occupiers in 60, have been purchafed ; and 46 having been 
held by Tenants at will, we are now in the adual Poffeffion of 106 Houfes in that 
part of the new Street which will pafs through the Eftate of the Crown. The 
interefts of immediate Lelfees, Sub-leffees, or Occupiers, in 148 Houfes, and of 
Sub-leffees or Occupiers only, in 86 Houfes, remain to be purchafed. 



The Houfes belonging to different Proprietors, which muft, in like manner, 
be taken down, amount to 355 : — Of this number, there have been purchafed or 
agreed for, the Interefts in Fee of 220, and the interefts of Leffees, Sub-leflees, 
or Occupiers, in 30; and there remain to be purchafed the Fee of 135 Freehold 
Houfes, and the various interefts of Leffees, Sub-leffees, and Occupiers, in 315 of 
the faid Houfes. 



For the purpofe of defraying the Expences of the Ad, we have received, up to 
the prefent time, the following Sums j viz.

As foon as thefe Sums were received, they were paid into the Bank of England, 
And placed to the Credit ef “ The New Street Account but, inftead of 
leaving the whole in the hands of the Bank, we have thought it our dury to referve

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The eftirnated Expence of this laft-mentioned undertaking was £ 54,000. It is 
now nearly completed, and we have reafon to believe that the work has been well 
executed, and that the above-mentioned Eltimate wilL not be exceeded. 



With refpeG to the New Street, it would be very difficult, either to form a com- 
parative Statement of the a&ual Coft of the Property purchafed, with the previous 
Eftimate made, or, from any other data which thofe Purchafes would furniih, to 
calculate what the probable ultimate Coft may be, until all the different Interefts 
throughout fome portion of the line shall be acquired. 



In the Purchafes made of Houfes and Ground, where the Owners were not alfo 
the Occupiers, we have, in general, had reafon to be fatisfied with the accuracy of 
Mr. Nafli’s Eftimates. In many cafes thofe Eftimates have very nearly correfponded 
with the demands made on behalf of the Claimants, by Surveyors of great experience 



and refpeGability ; and in others, where a material difference has been found to 
exift, fuch difference has been amicably fettled, either after difcuffion between 



Mr. Nafc and the Surveyor of the Party, or by reference to a third perfon. 



In the Compenfations demanded, and in the Awards made for Good Will of 
Trade, and compulfory removals from private dwellings, the previous Eftimates of 
Mr. Naffi, as well as the average of thofe of Meffrs. Leverton and Chawner, have 
been greatly exceeded. 



Compenfations of this nature, we have reafon to believe, have been awarded, upon 
a larger and more expenfive fcale, to the Occupiers of Houfes and Shops in the 
neighbourhood of Pall Mall, Saint Alban’s-ftreet, and Piccadilly (the greateft 
part of which have already been purchafed), than will probably be found applicable 
to the lefs valuable Property between Piccadilly and Portland Place. 



Hitherto only three inftances have occurred in which it has been found expedient 
to have recourfe to the meafure of afcertaining the amount of Comperrfation by 
the decifion of a Jury. The method generally adopted, under the fanGion of 
the Lords of the Treafury, has been, to refer the fettlement of fuch Compen- 
fations to Arbitrators mutually named by us and by the Claimants, with liberty 
to thofe Arbitrators to name an Umpire, whole foie dedlion, if neceffary to be 
reforted to, fiiould be binding upon both Parties, equally with that of the 
Arbitrators. 



PART II. 

ASSUMING that the continued obfervance of the courfe purfued under this 



head (though not required by the Statute) in our Firft Triennial Report might 
be acceptable to the Legiflature and the Public, we now proceed to give fome 
account of the progrefs made, fince the date of that Report, in the Execution of 
the meafures therein mentioned, and in the adoption of others, for providing 
and fecuring an increafed growth of Timber in the Royal Forefts, and for the 
general Improvement of this important part of the Crown Eftate. 



It was ftated in our Firft Report, that the fpecific number of Acres authorized 
to be inclofed and planted, under the AGs of 20th Charles II. cap. 3 ; and 9th and 
10th William IIL cap. 36 ; and the declaratory AG of 48th Geo. III. cap. 72 ; is, 
in Dean Foreft 1 1,000 Acres ; and in New Foreft 6,000 Acres j and that Inclofures 
and Plantations, to that extent, had been undertaken, and were in great progrefs in 
both thofe Forefts. 
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In Dean Foreft, the number of Acres aftually inclofed and planted, up to the 
prefent time, is 9,389. 

The remaining 1,61 1, to make up the 11,000, are partly fenced, and will be 
fliut in and planted in the courfe of the prefent Year. 

In addition to the above-mentioned quantity, a Freehold Farm belonging to 
the Crown, containing 240 Acres, and lying within the limits of this Foreft, was 
transferred, from the Department of the Land Revenue, to the Department of 
Woods, in the year 1807, and appropriated for the growth of Timber; and two 
other fmall trafts of inclofed Land, alfo within the Foreft, containing together 60 
Acres, and which were formerly occupied by two of the Keepers, as appendages 
to their Lodges, have been applied to the fame purpofe ; and it has been deter- 
mined, under the authority of the Lords of the Treafury, on the death or removal 
of the other four Keepers, to appropriate, in a like manner, certain further Tracis 
of inclofed Land now in their occupation, and containing together about 1 20 Acres. 
After thefe feveral Inclofures fhall have been completed, no further part of the 
Wafte of this Foreft (containing in the whole 22,791 Acres) can be fubtrafted- 
from the ufe of thofe who are entitled to Rights of Common thereupon, until the 
Trees growing on fomepart of the 11,000 Acres, now inclofed in thirty feparate- 
Plantations, {hall be in fuch a ftate that thofe Plantations may be thrown open, 
when it will be lawful, under the Afts of Parliament above referred to, to inclofe 
a quantity equal to what may be fo thrown open. 

From the number of Encroachments, however, which have been made from 
time to time, not only on the borders, but, in many cafes, in the interior of this 
Foreft j from the interfeftion of public Roads and Rail Roads, and the exiftence 
of numerous Coal Works, upon many of which very large futns of money have 
been expended ; it will be very difficult, if not impoffible, at the end of 20 or 30 
years from this time, when the firft 11,000 Acres may be thrown open, to find an 
equal quantity which could be inclofed in lieu thereof, fo as to keep up a fucceffion 
of young Plantations to the extent, and in the manner, contemplated by the Aft of 
Charles II. It becomes, therefore, very important that fuch meafures ffiould now 
be adopted, as may be beft calculated for increafing the quantity of Timber on 
the Land which remains open, and which it may not be poffible hereafter to inclofe 
for that purpofe. 

It was mentioned in the Appendix to our Firft Report, that feveral thoufand 
Trees, taken from a fmall Inclofure, which had been fown with Acorns about 29 
years before that time, had been tranfplanted into the open Foreft, without any 
protection from cattle, except by a few loofe bulhes thrown round them. This plan 
has been fince continued with great fuccefs, till all the Trees which could be fpared 
from the original Plantation, and were likely to be moved with advantage, have been 
planted out. They have abundantly flocked about 120 Acres of the open Foreft, 
and though many of them were of the height of from 25 to 30 feet when tranf- 
planted, and of correfponding thicknefs, they are now flourilhing as if they had 
fprung originally from the acorn, or had been planted out from a nurfery, at from 
3 to 5 years growth. 

With a view to the continuance and extenfion of the fame plan, we have dirqfted 
a Nurfery of about 20 Acres to be prepared and planted with Acorns, for the 
purpofe of raifing Saplings, to be afterwards tranfplanted in the fame manner in 
the open Foreft, when they fhall arrive at the proper fize, and the intermediate 
Thinnings we intend to apply, in making good fuch failures as may take place in 
any of the inclofed Plantations.

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Siiltfe the year 1813, when the full quantity of 6/300 Acres, authorized to he 
kept inclofed in the New Foreft by the Ad of William III. was for the ftrft rims; 
completed, it was found that the Trees in four Inclofures, making together 765 
Acreej arid forming part <jf the faid 6, 660 Acres, were paft daflgef from deer and 
cattle. Thefe Inclofures had been made in the year 1776, under the authority of a 
Commiffion iflued to die then Surveyor General and others ; and as the Fences 
which were then put up had fince gone to decay, it was thought expedient regularly 
to throw them opeh, and thereby to obtain the power to iftclofe a like number of 
Acres from the Wade ; a new Commiffion was, in corifequence, iflued for that 
pUfpofe, arid further Inclofures to that extent have bean fet out under fuch new 
Conifttiffion. 

In addition to thefe Iriclofur6s from the Wafte of the Fofeft, three Trafls of 
Freehold Land belonging to the Crown, two of them formerly held with Iroris-hill 
rind Burley Lodges, Which haT< been lately pulled down, and the other forming 
part of New Park Farm, and containing together 480 Acres, have been given up 
for the growth of Timber | and there is a further Traft of about 1 50 Acres of 
remarkably godd Woodland, now held, with other Freehold property belonging 
to the Crown, by Ifaac Pickering, Efquire, on a Leafe which will expire in the 
year 1821, and which, at the end of that period, it is ptopofed to referve out of 
any hew Leafe which may be granted of the other property included in the faid 
Leafe, ahd to apply it alfo to the Growth of Timber. 

When the Woods and Trees on any part of the 6,000 Acres, taken from 
the Wade of the Foreft, fhall be paft danger from deer and cattle, fuch part will 
be to be thrown open, and new Inclofures formed in lieu thereof. In a Wafte of 
fuch extent (63,845 Acres), and not prefenting the fame difficulties as in Dean 
Eoteft, it triay be fuppofed that it will be praflicable, at all times, to find tra&s 
fit for the growth of Oak, to keep up a fucceflion of Inclofures to the full amount 
authorized ; though, from the great diverfity of foil in this Fared, it may fame-* 
times happen, that a comparatively fmall number of Acres of good Land can be 
domprifed iri bne Inclofure. 



In Bere Foreft, the 1,400 Acres allotted to the Crown by the A (ft of 
50 Geo. III. cap. 218, have been inclofed, and a great part of what was not 
before covered with Timber has been planted, and the Whole will be completely 
filled up, as fooh as the young Trees, rioW growing in a Nurfery eftabliflied in thir 
Foreft, are fit to be planted out. 

A fmall Allotment of Land containing 17A. or. 2f>. and immediately adjoining 
to the Crown Allotment in this Foreft, has been purchafed, under the authority 
of the Lords of the Treafury, and thrown into the fame Inclofure with the 
Allotment to His Majefty ; and two other parcels of Land, fituated in the interior of 
the King’s Foreft, and which had originally been encroached therefrom, but had. 
been held, without interruption, for i'o long a period as that they could not be 
recovered by due courfe of law, have alfo been purchafed, and again laid to the 
adjoining Crown Property. 



Soon after the date of our laft Report, a Bill, which was then depending in Par- 
liament, for the better Cultivation of Navy Timber in the Foreft of Alice Holt,, 
received the Royal Aflent, (Aft 52 Geo. III. cap. 72.) by which 1,600 Acres out 
of the Wafte of that Foreft, containing 2,427 Acres, have been obtained, -iri 
* . 3 Severalty, 
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Severalty, for His Majefty, in Compenfation for all His Right of Soil, and other 
Rights, in and over the remaining 827 Acres; the faid 1,600 Acres having 
been fet out and allotted to His Majefty, under a Commiflion iffued in the manner 
authorized by the laid Aft, a confiderable part is already fenced, and the 
remainder of the Fences are contrafted for, and will be completed in the courfe of 
the prefent year. 

In addition to the above 1,600 Acres, feveral Trafts of inclofed Freehold Land 
adjoining to the different Lodges, and which were formerly either in the occupation 
of the Lieutenant of the Foreft, or let on Leafe by him, and containing together 
2.86 Acres, have been planted for Oak Timber. 



By an Aft paffed in the fame Seffion (cap. 71,) power was given to His Majefty 
to inclofe out of the Wafte Lands of Woolmer Foreft (computed to contain 5,276 
Acres) any quantity not exceeding in the whole 2,000 Acres, and to keep the fame 
inclofed until the Trees, which ftiould grow thereon, ftiould be paft danger, when 
the firft Inclofures might be thrown open, and further Inclofures made in lieu 
thereof, as in the cafe of Dean and New Forefts. 

After full confideration of the Claims of the Perfons having Rights on this Foreft, 
it was thought expedient, by the Commiffioners named in His Majefty’s Commiflion 
for fetting out thofe Inclofures, to limit their amount to 1,700 Acres; but, after 
they had been fet out, meafured, and mapped, it was intimated to us by the Parties 
whofe interefts would be affected by the meafure, that they were defirous of com- 
pletely feparating their Rights from thofe of the Crown, and of applying to Parlia- 
ment for an Aft to divide and inclofe the Foreft ; and finding that they had given 
the requifite Notices on the fubjeft, we have, at their requeft, fufpended our 
proceedings under the Aft of the 52d of the King until the refult of fuch application 
fliall be afcertained. 

If they fliall agree to allow fuch a portion to His Majefty, in Severalty, as we 
fliall think an Equivalent for all His Rights over the Foreft, which, though likely 
to produce other Timber, is not, in general, well adapted for the growth of Oak ; 
it .might probably be found advifable to fell the Crown Allotment, and to apply the 
produce of fuch fale to the purchafe of other Woodlands better calculated for the 
growth of Oak. 

There are in -this Foreft about 150 Acres of Freehold Land adjoining to the two 
Keepers’ Lodges, part of which has been already planted with fuch a mixture of 
Trees as were likely to fuit the quality of the foil. 



By another Aft paffed in the fame year, cap. 136, for inclofing the Foreft of 
Delamere, in the county of Chefter, computed to contain 8,000 Acres, the Com- 
miflioners therein named are required, after fetting out Roads, Highways, Watering 
Places for Cattle, &c. to divide the Foreft into Two moieties or equal half parts, 
quantity, quality, and fituation being confidered, and to allot One of fuch Moieties 
or half parts in Severalty to His Majefty, and, out of the remaining moiety, to 
make a further Allotment to His Majefty of fuch a portion as (hall, in the judgment 
of the Commiflioners, be of the yearly value of £ 200 . ; fuch laft-mentioned Allot- 
ment to be fenced, fubdivided, and drained, and to be appropriated, as an endow- 
ment for a Church to be erefted thereupon at the expence of the Crown, together 
with a Parfonage Houfe and fuitable Outbuildings. 

(124.) H By 
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By the above-mentioned Aft* the Cotnmiffioners were required to make their 
final Award within three years from the palling thereof ; but it having been found 
neceflary to try queflions at law refpefting Claims on the Foreft, and other difficul- 
ties having occurred to retard their proceedings, the time for making the final 
Award was, by a fubfequent Aft, extended to the 31ft of December in the prefent 
year. That Award has not yet been made. But the Church Allotment has been 
fet out ; and Plans and Eftimates for a Church and Parfonage Houfe, as well as for 
a Houfe to be erefted for the refideflce of a Deputy Surveyor for the faid Foreft, 
having been prepared and approved of by the Lords of the Treafury, advertifements 
have been ifiued for tenders to ereft the fame by contraft. There have alfo been 
fet out to His Majefty, by a preliminary Award, about 1,000 Acres in the interior 
of the Foreft, the fencing and planting of which have been commenced, and will be 
•completed during the prefent feafon. 



By the Aft for difafforefting the Foreft of Parkhurft, in the county of South- 
ampton, and for inclofing the open and commonable Lands within the faid Foreft, 
alfo palled in the C2d of the King, cap. 171. the Commiffioners were required, in 
the firft place, to allot to His Majefty 415 Acres which had been formerly inclofed, 
and were not fubjeft to rights of common ; and after making provifion for roads, 
and for the expences of carrying the Aft into execution, to allot to the King One- 
third part, in value, of the remainder of the open Foreft, out of which Allotment 
compenfation was required to be made, by Referees named in the Aft, to Vifcount 
Fitz-Harris, in refpeft of Rights to Which he was entitled over the Foreft, as Warden 
thereof, or as Governor of the Ille of Wight. It was alfo provided, that certain 
Pieces of Land, formerly part of the Wafte of the Foreft, containing 152 Acres, 
which had been ufed by the Barrack Department, and for the purpofes of a Military 
Depot, and a further Piece adjoining to the Barracks, which was deemed particu- 
larly convenient for His Majefty’s fervlce, and containing 250 Acres, Ihoiild form 
part of the Allotment to His Majefty. The Foreft was found to contain 2,508 
Acres, and, after deducting therefrom the 415 Acres above mentioned, belonging 
to the Crown in Severalty, and the Lands fold for defraying the expences of the 
Aft, the Allotment to His Majefty out of the Refidue amounted to 608 Acres ; 
of this quantity about 400 Acres are to be referved for Military purpofes, leaving the 
remaining 208 Acres of the Wafte, and the 415 Acres which were deemed Freehold, 
to be appropriated for the growth Of Timber. 

In addition to thefe Allotments, two adjoining Trafts of Land, one containing 
200 Acres, which had been allotted to the Lords of the Manor of Alvington, and 
the other containing 78 Acres, which had been allotted to the Guardians of the 
Poor of the lfle of Wight, have been purchafed under the authority vefted in thfe 
Lords of the Treafury by the 51ft feftion of the Aft, and laid to the Crown Allot- 
ment for Timber. The ereftion of the fences for the whole will be completed, and 
a confiderable part planted, during the prefent feafon. 

The Compenfation made to Lord Fitz-Harris has been fettled at £zoo a year, 
to which he will be entitled during his life ; but from and after his deceafe, or 
furrender of his office, the Allotment for which that compenfation is made becomes 
vefted in His Majefty. 



In all the Afts of Parliament above referred to, provifions have been introduced, 
that the Lands to be allotted to His Majefty by virtue thereof (except the Allot- 
ment for the Church in Delamere Foreft, and that for Military purpofes in Parkhurft 

Foreft) 
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Forefl) lhall bS fet apart as Nurferies for Wood and Timber only, and for 60 other 
ufe or purpofe. 



By a Glaofe introduced into an Aft, alfo pafled in the 53d of the King, cap. 16 1, 
power was given to lay out in the purehafe of Land fit for the growth of Timber, 
the Gonfideration received from the Earl of Wefhnoreland, for the Grant to his 
Lordlhip of the Intereit of the Crown over part of Rockingham Foreft, and which 
had been veiled in the purehafe of ^17,867. o. 8. Confolidated 3 per Cent. An- 
nuities, and alfo any Anns which fliould be received from the Truftees of the 
Marquis of Exeter, the Earl of Upper Oflory, and Mr. Finch Hatton, for fimilar 
Grants of the Rights of the Crown over other parts of that Foreft. 

The Grant to the Truftees ofLord Exeter has fince been made, and ^1,556. 4. 2. 
the fum ultimately fettled to be paid by them, as mentioned in our Firft Triennial 
Report, has been received. 

The decifion of the Arbitrators, mutually named between us and Lord Offory, 
was, that the fum to be paid by his Lordlhip fliould be ^1,968. 10. 1. j and the 
fame having been paid accordingly, that Grant has alfo been completed. 

Thefe feveral films of Money, together with certain other Sums arifen from the 
fale of Foreftal Rights belonging to His Majefty, and of finall parcels of Land ill 
fome of the Royal Forefts, or from Manorial Rights, Quit Rents, or Lands be- 
longing to the Crown, authorized to be fold under the Act of 48 Geo. III. cap. 72. 
have been carried to an Account raifed in die Books of the Governor and Company 
of the Bank of England, intituled “ The Account of the Commiflioners of Woods, 
“ Forefts, and Land Revenues, being the Navy Timber Nurfery Fund;” as pre- 
feribed by the Ad of the 54th of the King, cap. 70. The Money carried to this 
Account has been applied, under the authority of the Lords of the Treafury, in 
the purehafe of Lands, the property of individuals, fit for the growth of Timber, 
or in the purehafe of Rights of Individuals over Lands of that defeription already 
belonging to the Crown, and where the Reverfion of fuch Rights was veiled in 
His Majefty. 

A Schedule of the Purchafes which have been made, atid of the Prices paid fof 
the fame, is contained in the Appendix to this Report. 



In the year 1813, after a very long negotiation and much difeuflion, both 
perfonally and in writing, with the Proprietors of Land in and adjoining to Windfor 
Foreft, and with the Reprefentatives in Parliament for the County of Berks on their 
behalf, an Aft paffed (53d Geo. III. cap. 148,) for veiling in His Majefty, in 
■Severalty, certain parts of that Foreft, and for inclofing the fame ; by which the 
Commifiioners therein named on the part of His Majefty, and of the Owners and 
Proprietors of Eftates, are required to allot to His Majefty, in fatisfaftibn of His 
Foreftal Rights, Nine 3 2d parts of the Wafte Lands within the Foreft, and to 
inake a further Allotment of Two other 33d parts, within the Parilhes and Liberties 
in which His Majefty, either in right of His Crown, or in His individual capacity, 
is interefted as Lord of the Manor ; and alfo to allot to His Majefty fo much of 
the Wafte as fliould be a- fair compenfarion, in refpeft of any Freehold Property 
belonging to the Crown, having or exercifing a Right of Common in and over 
that Foreft.

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The Commiffioners have, we are informed, made confiderable progrefs in the 
execution of the Act ; but not having prepared their Award, we cannot yet Hate what 
number of Acres will be obtained in compenfation for each of the refpeffive Rights 
above mentioned. 

Sundry fmall Allotments have, however, been already fet out and fold, to raife 
Money for the purpofe of carrying the Ad into execution, and further Sales on 
that account to a very confiderable extent will be neceflary ; as, in addition to the 
ordinary Charges incident to moll Inclofure Ads for Commiffioners and Surveyors, 
and for making Roads and Fences, there have been in the prefent inftance very 
confiderable Compenfations awarded to the Lieutenant or Lord Warden, and other 
Officers of the Foreft, in confideration of their feveral Offices being abolilhed. 

After Provifion ffiall have been made for all thefe Charges, by further Sales, 
there mull dill remain a very extenfive Trad of Land, the abfolute property of the 
Crown. One part of this Property will be applicable, as was intended and is 
expreffed in the Ad of Parliament, to the extenfion of Windfor Great Park. 
There is another part adjoining to the Royal Military College at Sandhurll, and to 
the Allotment to which that Eftablilhment will be entitled, in virtue of the Ellate 
already belonging to the Trullees of the College, which has, on former occafions, 
been ufed for Camps of inllrudion and evolution in time of peace, and which, it 
has been Hated to us, it will be highly defirable to referve in its prefent Hate ; as 
■we have been informed, that its vicinity to the College, ffiould it hereafter be 
judged proper to form fuch Camps, will be highly ufeful to the fuccefsful profe- 
cution of the fyflem of Military (ludies eflabliffied there. The Ground, from its 
formation and local advantages, we are given to underftand, is particularly well 
adapted for the formation of fuch Camps ; whilll, from the quality of the foil, 
which is ill fuited either for tillage or the growth of oak timber, this mode of occa- 
fional appropriation will be attended with no detriment, either to its prefent value, 
as Paflure, in a Hate of Wade, or to the increafe of Navy Timber within the Royal 
•Forefts. But, after providing fot* this objed, as well as for the augmentation of 
the Great Park, we trull that there will ftill remain a large quantity of Land to be 
refervcd for the growth of Navy Timber, for which the parts of the Foreft neareft 
the Great Park are peculiarly calculated. 

The time limited for cutting down the Timber belonging to His Majefty, on thofe 
parts which may be allotted to private Proprietors, was two years from the paffing 
of the Ad ; but it having been found that the Allotments could not be afcertained 
within that period, the time for cutting down the Trees was extended by an Ad 
of the laft Seffion of Parliament, (55 Geo. III. cap. 122,) to 12 months after the 
making of the Award of the Commiffioners, which by the fame Ad was required 
to he .completed before the 28 th day of June in the prefent year. 

The Ad of the 53d provided for the trial by Iffues at Law of two very im- 
portant Queftions affeding the Intereft of the Crown in this Foreft ; namely, a 
Claim by the Marquis of Downlhire, that the Manor and Parilh of Eaft Hampftead, 
which are co-extenfive, are exempt from the Laws of the Foreft, and that His 
Majefty was not entitled to any Allotment within that Parilh in refped of His 
Foreftal Rights ; and a fimilar Claim by Mr. Heavifide, as to the Manor and Parilh 
of Sandhurll. Both thefe Queftions have been tried ; and, in the Cafe of that of 
the Marquis of Downlhire, a Verdid was found for the Crown, fubjed to the 
opinion of the Court of King’s Bench on the Documentary Evidence produced at 
the Trial. That opinion has not yet been obtained, and therefore no part of the 
Wafte of the Parilh of Eaft Hampftead, containing about 3,000 Acres, has hitherto 
been allotted by the Commiffioners. In the Cafe of the Manor of Sandhurll, the 
Wafte ol which contained 3,198 Acres, the decifion has alfo been in favour of the 

Crown, 
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Crown, fubje£t to a Compenfation out of the Crown Allotment to Mr. Heavifide, 
for a Right eftablifhed by him of cutting and felling Turves. The amount of this 
Compenfation has been fettled, by the Award of a Referee named by the Court, at 
Three fixty-fourth parts of the faid Wafte, or about 150 Acres. 



In Whichwood Foreft, three Coppices, containing together 302 Acres, have been 
filled up, fince the date of our laft Report, with Oak Plants, of fuch an age as are 
likely, from the fize at which they were put in, to become, by their fubfequent 
growth, before the expiration of the nine years, during which period the Coppice6 
remain inclofed, beyond the reach of deer or cattle, and confequently out of danger 
of being browfed by them ; and the fame courfe has been adopted in 1 1 Coppices, 
containing together 641 Acres, in Whittlewood andSalcey Forefls. 

In thefe cafes, as well as in that of Dean Foreft above mentioned, this Plan of 
tranfplanting Oaks of a confiderable height promifes to be attended with great 
fuccefs ; and though it would never be advifable to refort to fuch a method in 
making extenfive Plantations, which could be kept inclofed for an indefinite length 
of time, it is of great confequence to have afcertained that it will fucceed in cafes 
like the prefent, where no other method of railing a fucceffion of timber could be 
adopted. 



In our Firft Report we mentioned, that we had direfted a Survey to be made 
of the Foreft of Exmoor, in the Counties of Somerfet and Devon, and that we had 
particularly defired the Surveyors to report their opinion, whether there were any 
confiderable Tracis of Land within that extenfive Wafte (computed to contain 
22,400 Acres) which in their judgment might be fit for the growth of Oak Timber. 

The fubftance of the Opinions which' were received in anfwer to thofe Inftruftions 
will be found in our Report to the Lords of the Treafury upon the Memorials of 
Sir Thomas Dyke Acland, the former Leffee, praying that a further Grant or Leafe 
might be made to him of that Foreft ; or that he might be allowed to treat 
for the purchafe of the Inheritance in Fee : a Copy of which Report is inferred in 
the Appendix. 

Inftead of adopting either of thefe methods for the future difpofal of this Pro- 
perty, we were defired by their Lordfhips to negotiate with the Parties having or 
claiming Rights on the Foreft, with a view to procuring an Aft for the Divifion and 
Inclofure thereof, ftipulating for an adequate Allotment to the Crown in Severalty, 
in lieu of all His Majefty’s Rights and Interefts. 

We accordingly propofed terms to the feveral Noblemen and Gentlemen princi- 
pally interefted in the meafure, which were afterwards taken into confideration at 
a Meeting at South Molton ; when, after confiderable negotiation and difcutlion, it 
was agreed that a Bill fhould be brought into Parliament, appointing Commif- 
fioners to furvey and value the Foreft, and that fuch Commiffioners, after fetling 
out Lands for repair of Roads, and Watering Places for Cattle, fhould allot to His 
Majefty fuch portion of the Foreft as fhould be equal in value to Twelve 2 2d' parts 
of the whole ; and to Sir Thomas Acland (who had farisfaftorily made out his 
Claim to the Tithes) i-8th in lieu of Tithes, leaving the remainder to be allotted 
to the Owners of the Eftates having Rights over the Foreft. 

An Aft, to the above effeft, pafled in the laft Sefiion (cap. 138,) and, under the 
authority thereof, fuch progrefs has been made in the Survey of the Foreft as, we 
(124.) I are

are informed, will enable the Commiffioners to fet out the Allotments to His 
Majefty, and to the Tithe Owner, in the courfe of the enfuing Summer. 

According to the Reports of the different Surveyors who have viewed this Foreft, 
there are extenfive Trafts of Land therein, which, in their judgment, might be ad- 
vantageoufly planted with Oak and other Foreft Trees. If, after the Crown Allot- 
ment (hall be fet out, it fhall be found, on a more careful invefligation, to include 
any large Tracts of Land of this defcription, we fhall propofe that they fliould be 
referved for the growth of Timber, and planted and inclofed, in the fame manner 
as has been done with refpeft to other Lands acquired, in Severalty, from the 
Royal Forefls above mentioned. 



According to the intention mentioned in our Firfl Report, we were about to 
proceed, under the authority of the Aft of the 48th of the King, cap. 73, to take 
meafures for felling by auftion the entire lnterefl of the Crown over the Great 
Foreft of Brecknock ; and, with that view, we had caufed the fame to be divided 
into 7 Lots, which were fet out and meafured by Mr. Haffall, an eminent Land 
Surveyor in that part of the country ; but finding that a great impediment to the 
fale would arife in confequence of a Claim fet up by the Homagers to departure 
an unlimited number of Cattle on the Foreft, we thought it expedient to fufpend 
our proceedings until the queftion involved in that Claim could be determined by 
an Iffue at Law. 

An Information in the Court of Exchequer was accordingly filed, upon which 
the Parties very foon relinquifhed their Claim to the extent above mentioned, and 
agreed to confine it to the Right to departure fo many Cattle as they could maintain, 
in winter, on the lands in their refpeftive occupations. 

After this important point was fettled, it was deemed, on full confideration of all 
the circumftances of this Foreft, that inftead of felling the Rights of the Crown, 
fubjeft to the Claims of the Commoners, limited and defined as they were to the 
extent above mentioned, it would be more advifable to adopt the courfe followed 
with refpeft to Exmoor Foreft, and to feparate entirely, under the Authority of an 
Aft of Parliament, the Rights and Interefts of His Majefty from thofe of the Free- 
holders and Commoners. 

For this purpofe, an Aft was paffed in the laft Seffion (cap. 190,) by which fo 
much of the Aft of the 48 th of the King as related to the Sale of the Intereft of 
the Crown over this Foreft was repealed, and Commiffioners were appointed for 
dividing and allotting the Foreft, who are required, after fetting out Allotments for 
Repairs of Roads, Watering Places for Cattle, Places for public Limeftone Quarries, 
to be fold for Payment of Expences, and, in lieu of Tithes, to allot to His Majefty 
one full Moiety of all the refidue of the Foreft. In this Aft, and in that for the divi- 
fion and inclofure of Exmoor Foreft, provifions are contained for authorizing the 
Sale of the Allotments which, by virtue thereof, fhall be made to His Majefty, and 
to place the Produce of fuch Sale to the Account, at the Bank, Handing in the name 
of “ The Commiffioners of His Majefty's Woods, Forefts, and Land Revenues, 
being the Woods and Forefts Fund'.” If, therefore, it fhall be found inexpedient, 
after a due enquiry and invefligation, to retain any portions of either of thofe 
Forefts for the purpofes of planting, the produce of fuch Sales may be employed 
in the purchafe of Woodlands more conveniently fituated, and better calculated for 
that objeft. 



The 
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The above Enumeration comprifes all the Royal Forefts under our management, Waltham 
excepting Waltham, or Hainault Foreft, in the county of Effex, and Sherwood Suer D 
Foreft, in the county of Nottingham ; towards the improvement of which, though Forest^ 
both well calculated for the growth of Timber, no material arrangements have been 
made. 



In confequence of the fteps which have been taken in the other Forefts Cnee the 
palling of the Declaratory Aft of the 48th George III. above 25,000 Acres of Land 
then lying wafte, and yielding no other profit to His Majefty than what might arife 
from the growth of the few Trees which might naturally fpring up, have already 
been acquired for the cultivation of Navy Timber, exclufive of what may be ob- 
tained from Windfor Foreft, or from the two Forefts laft mentioned, and without 
reckoning upon any parts of Exmoor or Brecon Forefts. 



The whole quantity of Land now appropriated to the growth of Navy Timber, Vide Firft 

including the Purchafes made, the Freehold Woodlands of the Crown, and the Triennial Report, 

portion of Needwood Foreft referved, appears to be about 38,000 Acres ; to which 
there will be to be added what may be obtained from the Forefts above named, 
and fuch further portions of Dean and New Forefts as may be inclofed, when any 
of the prefent Plantations (hall be of a fufficient height and growth to be thrown 
open. 

According to the Statement contained in our former Report, 100,000 Acres 
would be required to fumilh fuch a fupply of Timber as would maintain the Navy 
upon its prefent fcale ; of which it was reckoned that about 60,000 Acres might 
be obtained from all the Royal Forefts. 



Towards making up the deficiency of 40,000 Acres, no method appears to us 
to be fo defirable as that of purchafing all fuch Woodlands, or Lands well adapted 
for the growth of Oak Timber, as may be offered for fale, adjoining to or fituated 
near any of the Royal Forefts ; provided fuch purchafes can be made on fair terms. 
Our reafon for recommending that thefe Purchafes fliould be limited to Lands lying 
very near or adjoining to the Royal Forefts, or to fuch other Plantations and Inclo- 
fures, appropriated for the cultivation and growth of Timber, as# may now belong 
to the Crown, is, that fuch Purchafes may be placed under the fuperintendence and 
management of our local Officers already in charge of thofe Plantations, without 
bringing upon the Public the expence of an increafed eftablifliment. If Purchafes 
can be made of Eftates fo fituated, and already containing Plantations of different 
fizes and ages, they will contribute to provide for the deficiency which mull arife 
in the fupply of the Navy from the prefent exhaufted ftate of nearly all the Royal 
Forefts, during the long period which muft elapfe before the rime when the new 
Plantations lately made under our directions (hall have arrived at maturity. 

To provide the Funds neceffary for making fuch Purchafes, we think that, in 
addition to the exifting powers of Sale under the different Foreft and Land Revenue 
A&s, authority ftiould be given to the Department of the Land Revenue, with 
the fanSion of the Lords of the Treafury, to fell other Property of the Crown, 
feletting for fuch Sales whatever Eftates may be found upon examination tq be 
detached and diftant from the more valuable portions of the Poffeffions of His 
Majefty, and from thefe or other circumftances to be leaft capable of improvement ; 
and alfo parcels of Eftates which may be divided by or intermixed with other 
Properties, fo as to be of inconvenient or expenfive management to the Tenants 
of the Crown. 



As 
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As the prefent condition of the Plantations hitherto executed is fuch as to 
enable us to Rate the Refuitsof the different Modes of Planting which have been 
adopted, we think it may be generally ufeful, and important for the information of 
thofe who may have to direct and fuperintend future Plantations, either for the 
Public or on account of individuals, if carried on upon a great fcale, to mention 
Ihortly the Heps which have been taken, and the different fuccefs which has 
attended them. 

It was ftated in the Appendix to our Firfc Report, that the general principle of 
the plan adopted for the Plantations firft fet out in Dean and New Forefts was, to 
plant an intermixture of Acorns and Oak Plants, with a very fmail proportion of 
Spanilh Chefnuts, fo that, if either the Acorns or Plants fhould fucceed; a fufficient 
number of young Oaks might be expected ; and to plant no Trees of any other 
fort, except in fpots where it fhould be thought that Oaks would not grow, and 
which it might be neceffary to include, in order to avoid the Expence of circuitous 
fencing, or for fhelter in high and expofed fituations. 

For the firft two feafons after the new Plantations were commenced, no material 
deviation from this plan took place ; but it was found, on frequent infpe&ion of the 
Inclofures planted in this manner, that either from the deftrufiion by birds and 
vermin, or from their being overgrown by the furrounding high grafs and fern, or 
other caufes, nearly the whole of the Acorns which were planted had failed ; 
although in many places they had fprung up and looked very favourable during 
the firft year. In the fecond, their general appearance was lefe healthy, and after 
that period very few were found to have furvived. Seedling Oaks of one or two 
years growth were afterwards fubftituted for the Acorns; and in thofe places 
where the foil confifts for the mod part of loam, this plan has been attended with 
much better fuccefs than the planting with Acorns ; but in the ftrong tenacious 
clay, a fpecies of foil well adapted to the growth of Oak, and of which the foil of 
a great part of our Plantations confifts, the Seedling Plants have alfo in many in- 
fiances failed. In all cafes, however, where Plants which had been previoufly trans- 
planted from the Seed Bed, and kept in the Nurfery from three to four years, 
have been made ufe of, a more complete fuccefs has attended our operations, and 
has fully juftified us in recommending this mode in preference to other methods 
which have hitherto been tried. 

In Plantations undertaken upon a fmaller fcale, where the Ground can be pro- 
perly prepared by trenching or ploughing, and the young Plants can be kept free 
from furze, grafs, and weeds, for the firft few years, there is no doubt that 
either Acorns or Seedling Plants may be advantageoufly planted, and that their 
growth will be more rapid than in Plantations not poffefiing thefe advantages. 
Without calling in queftion, therefore, the foundnefs or validity of the numerous 
opinions in favour of one or the other of thofe methods, which were communicated 
to Lord Glenbervie in the anfwers to his printed Queries, inferted in our Firft 
Report, we are perfuaded that thofe opinions had been formed upon a limited and 
partial experience, and where fuch a previous preparation of the Land had been re. 
forted to ; but in railing Plantations on fo extenfive a fcale as that which has been 
purfued, and is ftill in progrefs, in the Royal Forefts, where ploughing is in mod 
inftances impracticable, and the expence of trenching would be fo great as to ren. 
der it inexpedient, we are fatisfied that vigorous Plants, of from three to five years 
old, mull be looked to as the bell means of forming fuch Plantations. This opinion 
has been adopted, after the mod minute obfervation of various methods, tried in 
fome inftances, in the fame Inclofure, and in Soil as nearly as poflible of the tune 
quality ; and, in others, over extenfive tra&s of land, including a greater variety of 
foil, fituation, and expofure, than could generally fall under the obfervation of any 
private individual. 

With 
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With a view to the adoption of this fyftem of Planting in what remains to be 
done, extenfive Nurferies have been eftablifhed in the feveral Forefts, which are 
now abundantly provided with a fucceflion of Plants fufficient to finilh all the In- 
clofures hitherto fet out, and to furnifli a Stock for fupplying any vacancies which, 
in the courfe of our future annual infpe&ions, may appear to us to require to be 
filled up or replanted in confequence of any partial failure.

Itt the year 1813 our attention was called to the means of improving the 
durability of Oak Timber, by a reference to us. from the Lords of theTreafury, 
of a Communication from the Department of the Admiralty on that important 
fubjeft. 

It had been at all times a prevailing opinion that the quality of Timber felled in 
Winter is better than if cut during the fpring or fummer, when the lap is in motion ; 
and experiments, with a view to afcertain the truth of this opinion, in regard to Oak, 
appear to have been tried, on various occafions, under the dire&ion of the Naval 
Departments of Government ; but partly from the difficulty (incident to the nature 
of the enquiry) of afcertaining with any degree of accuracy the ultimate refult of 
fuch Experiments, and ftill more perhaps from the great lofs in the value of the 
Bark which would be occafioned by felling Oak in winter, the pradice had never 
prevailed to any extent. 

With the view of obviating this lols, it was propofed that the Bark Ihould be 
dripped in the fpring from the Trees Handing, leaving them to be felled in the 
enl'uing or fome fubfequent winter; and after a Correfpondence on the fubjed 
between this Board and the Boards of Trealury and Admiralty, Copies of which will 
be found in the Appendix, this Plan has been for the prefent adopted for all the Appendix, No, 
Timber to be felled in the Royal Forefts for the ufe of the Navy ; and an additional 
price of Five (hillings per Load has been ordered to be paid for all Timber fo ftripped 
and felled, in reimburfement to the Fuitds of this Department of the increaled 
expence which attends this method. 



According to the plan which had been If therto purfued, of providing for the 
Maintenance and Repairs of His Majefly’s Lodges and other Buildings in the feveral 
Parks and Forefts belonging to the Crown, this branch of the Public Service was 
carried on under our direction and management, and a regular Architect with a 
Salary was attached to our Office in the Department of Woods for that purpofe. 
(124.) K But 
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But it could not efcape our notice that there exifted in that Department no fuffident 
means, either of determining on the expediency or neceffity of the Works which 
we were frequently called upon to undertake, or of checking the Eflimates fubmitted 
to us under that head of Charge, and of determining on their fitnefs and amount ; 
and that we were alfo unprovided with any adequate a Qi fiance or eftablifhment for 
fuperintending the proper and economical application of the Funds which we 
were directed to lay out in purfuance of fuch Eflimates, or to check and audit the 
details of the Expenditure when it had been incurred. 

The Lords of the Treafury, therefore, thought it right, immediately on the efta- 
blifhment of the new Board of Works, to direct, by their Minute of the 10th 
February 1815, that the control and fuperintendence of fuch Alteradons and Re- 
pairs as may become neceffary in future to thofe Buildings fhould be undertaken 
by the Surveyor General of Works ; but that the Expence attending them fhould, 
neverthelefs, flill continue to be defrayed out of the Funds under our management. 
On the other hand, it was determined that the forming, maintaining, and keeping 
in repair of the Roads and Fences of the feveral Parks and Forefls, and all other 
matters connected with the foil and indofure of them, which had hitherto been 
under the Board of Works, lhould be transferred to our Department. 

By this arrangement, both the expediency of undertaking any Repairs or Altera- 
tions in the Buildings within His Majefly’s Parks and Forefls, and the Refponfibility 
of controlling the execution of Works of this defcription, have devolved to the 
fuperintendence of an Office poffeffing all the means of performing thofe duties, 
with an accuracy of detail, and vigilance of mvefligation, which their importance 
feems to require. 

As foon as this change was carried into effect, the Office of Architect to the 
Department of Woods, held jointly by Mr. Nafh and Mr. Morgan, was abolifhed j 
and the Salary annexed to it has been difcontinued.

REPORT of The Commissioners of Woods, &c. propofing the omiffion of the 
Provifo inferted in Crown Leases, for making the fame abfolntely void on 
breach or non-performance of the Covenants contained therein, in all future Leafes 
of Crown Lands; and Treafury Letter, approving thereof. 



Mv Lords, Office of Woods, nth July 1814. 

P REVIOUSLY to Mr. Fordyce’s appointment to the Olfice of Surveyor General of die 
Land Revenue, there were no fpccial Covenants refpecting the details of management 
inferted in die Leafes of die Crown Lands. 

The only Covenants in die old Leafes (befides common Covenants for repairs, and, where 
requifite, for protecting Timber Trees, and Trees likely to become Timber,) were — ift. 
For Payment of Rent : — 2d. For the Enrolment of the Leafe and Affignments with the 
Auditor, and entering Docquets thereof, and of all Affignments, in die Office of the Surveyor 
General : — 3. For making the Leafe void, on default oj compliance with any of the Covenants. 

But Mr. Fordvcc, who was well acquainted with the beft modern Improvements in Agri- 
culture, and pofiefled much practical experience in that refpect, fubmitted, and received the 
{auction of your Lordfhips Board to the heads of certain fpecial Covenants for fecuring the 
mofl approved inodes of cropping, manuring, fencing, draining, periodical cutting ot Cop- 
pice Woods, &c. during the period of the Leafe ; retaining at die fame time, as a matter of 
courfe, the former Covenants, without having required any new authority as to them. 

For the reafons mentioned in our Triennial Report, we thought it our duty to bring again 
under your I.ordffiips confideration, by our Letter dated 15th July 181 1, this Plan of Cove- 
nants, including diofe laft-mentioned, but modified, altered, and added to, under 18 dif- 
ferent Heads. 

Thcfe 18 Heads, but altered in die 5th, received your Lordfhips approbation by a Treafury 
Minute of 2 2d October following, iranfmitted to us in Mr. Wharton’s Letter of the 29th of 
the fame month. 

They were then printed, and communicated to all Parlies defiring New or Renewed Leafes ' 
from the Crown, at the fame time with the propofal of terms for the quantum of Rent, duration 1 
of the Leafe, &c. as containing the fubftance of the Covenants which would be to be inferted 
in fucli Leafes. 

It had been the efhblifhed pra&ice, in making out the Warrants for Crown Leafes, to ! 
authorize the Clerk of the Pipe to infert, not only fuch Covenants as were mentioned in the 
Particular or Confhit and Rate prepared by die Surveyor General, but alfo “ fuch others 
“ as he flioukl think necefi'ary for His Majefty’s Service,” See. and under diofe words, that , 
Officer had been accuftomed to make additions thereto, which, not having been previoully 
communicated to the Parties, were in fonie inltances obje&cd to by them. 

Having, in our before-mentioned Letter of 15th July 1S11, reprefen led the inconvenience l 
of giving the Clerk of the Pipe fuch a power, the words above-mentioned were directed by . 
your Lordfhips to be left out in all future Warrants. 

On the other hand, having obferved in our faid Triennial Report, that any fuch fcheme of 
Covenants, framed upon general principles, could only ferve as a fort of land marks to guide 
the Surveyors in die firit inltance in recommending, and diofe who are entrufted with the 
management of the Crown’s Eftatcs, afterwards, in deciding which of fuch Covenants, and 
what others, might be applicable to the particular F.ilate under confideration, we have con- 
tinued to confider ourfeives as warranted in making fuch Alterations therein, as the courfe of 
farming, or other local circumltances of the Country, feemed to render expedient. 

Sometime after the above-mentioned 18 Heads had been printed and circulated, and, having 
been fubmitted to various applicants, had been acceded to by feveraT, and fuch Covenants 
actually inferted in fome Leafes, and fpecified in the Conftats for others (varied only in certain 
inftances by the advice of the Surveyors as to the courfe of hufbandry,} without any objeclion 
being made to the x 8th, which was, 41 to make the Leafe and all Affignments thereof void, on 
“ default of the performance of any of the Covenants therein contained a Propofal of 
Terms having been fent to the Duke of Ncwcaflle, for a new Leafe of the Newark Eftate, 
that Covenant was objected to on the part of his Grace ; and the arguments in fupport of fuch 
obje£lion appearing to us to have confiderable weight, we had a 1 9th Article prepared in the 
following words: — •* And a Claufei-tobs inferted in the faid Leafe, for enabling His Majefty, 

“ FI's Heirs and Succeflbrs, or the faid Commifiioners (or Surveyor General of Land 
“ Revenue,) on behalf of His faid Majelly, His Heirs and Succeflbrs, in cafe of die non- 
“ payment of the faid Rents, or the non-fulfilment of all or any of the Covenants before re- 
“ cited, to re-enter into and upon the faid Prcmifes, or upon any part or parts thereof, and to 
“ expel, put out, and remove dierefrom die faid Leflee, or his Executors, Admiuiftrators or 

“ Affigns, 
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“ Affigns, and from thenceforth to retain, repoflefs and enjoy the fame, as fully and effec- 
“ tually as if the faid Leafe had never been granted j" in other words, to make the Leafe for - 
any fuch Breach only voidable, but not ipfo facto void, which was the cafe in all the Crown 
Leafes for above a century, and, indeed, as far back as there are any documents or entries on 
that fubjeft in the books of the Land Revenue. 

But, as we conceived it probable that the Covenant fo objefted to had been introduced 
upon due confideration, in order to give the Crown, if it chofe to exercife it, that higher 
fecurity, we alfo retained the 18th Article, and had the Scheme, then conGfting of 19 Heads, 
reprinted, and circulated in the manner before mentioned ; confidering that it would be in 
the option of the Servants of the Crown, in cafe of any breach of any of the other Stipulations, 
to avail themfelves of the former (fritter Claufe, or, waving that, to proceed only under the 
new power of re-entry. 

It has, however, been fince reprefented to us, on the part of Lord Grantham, “ That in 
“ cafe the Tenant of the Crown fliould have to refort to a Court of Law for redrefs on 
“ account of any Injury he might fudain in his character of Lefiee, the fmalled failure on 
“ his part in the performance of any of the Stipulations in the Leafe would, in confequence of 
“ the 1 8th Covenant, lay him open to eafy proof that his Title was entirely gone, and that in 
“ fuch cafe all his Under Leffees would be fubjedt to the fame failure, as well as to other 
“ great difad vantages And his Lordlhip has prayed, that only a power of re-entry may 
be inferted, whereby he would be fubject to the controul of the Officers of the Crown, who, 
in cafe of any failure in the performance of the Covenants, would of courfe attend to a fair 
reprefentation of the (late of the cafe. 

How far a Stranger, not privy to the Leafe and Covenants, could avail himfelf, by virtue 
of the xSth Covenant, of any forfeiture incurred, to the effeft fuggeded on the part of Lord 
Grantham, in confequence of a breach of any of the others, the Crown not having noticed 
fuch breach, is a queftion which we are not competent to decide j but, on further confidera- 
tion of the whole fubjeft, it has occurred to us that there is a feverity in the application of 
the 1 8th Covenant to the new Special Stipulations for cropping, manuring, 8tc. fo as abfo- 
lutely to render the Leafe null on the flighted deviation, however unintentional or accidental, 
which could not be in contemplation or forefeen when that Covenant was fird introduced, 
and which had probably not been confidercd by Mr. Fordvce when he continued it, as it cer- 
tainly was not by us, and therefore not fuggeded to your Lordffiips when we laid before you 
the new Scheme above-mentioned. 

On this account, therefore, added to the Reafons fuggeded on the part of the Duke of 
Newcadle and Lord Grantham, we have fufpended proceeding on the Leafe to Lord Grant- 
ham, till we fliould fubmit to your Lordfliips the propriety of entirely omitting the 18th 
Covenant, and reding the Security of the Crown, for the performance of the others, on the 
Claufe for re-entry. 

In the meantime, however, fcveral perfons had agreed to accept Leafes with both the 18th 
and 19th Covenants ; and even fince we have been deliberating on this Reprefentation to your 
Lordfliips, having been urged in two or three indances, where a fimilar acquiefcence had been 
fignified, to allow the proceedings to go on, we have complied with fuch Applications, Catis- 
fied there could be no obje£lion to this on the part of the Crown. But, fliould your Lord- 
fliips be pleafed to approve of the fubditution of the 19th for the 18th Covenant, we beg 
leave to recommend that your Inftruflions be forthwith given to the Clerk of the Pipe, or 
his Deputy, to omit the faid 18th Covenant, and to infert the faid 19th Covenant only, in 
all Leafes for the preparation of which Warrants from your Board are now before thofe 
Officers, or either of them.

REPORT of the Commissioners of Woods, &c. relative to the Principles obferved 
by the Architects in the Land Revenue Department, in making their Valuations 
of Houfes belonging to the Crown ; and Treafury Letter of Inftructions thereon. 



Mr Lords, The New Street Office, 25th July 1815. 

I N the courfe of our negotiations for the Purchafe of Property in the line of the intended 
New Street from Portland Place to Pall Mall, a confiderable part of which pafles through 
the Eftate of His Majefty, our attention has been drawn to the great difference exifting, in 
many inllances, between the terms of the Leafes granted within a few years pad by the 
Crown, upon the valuation of the Architects belonging to the Land Revenue Department, 
and the amount we have been obliged to pay for die Surrender of the fame Leafes, for the 
purpofes of the New Street. 

We have alfo had occafion to advert, in the progrefs of this bufinefs, to the high Valua- 
tion made by thofe Architects of the whole of the Property in queftion (which Valuation was 
tranfmitted with our Report to your Lordlhips of the 8th March 1813*) as compared with 
the Terms propofed by themfelves, from time to time, as New Leafes were granted for 
detached portions of it; we therefore thought itnecefl'ary, in the firft inftance, to call upon 
them for fuch a divifion and detail of their former Eftimate as might enable us to fee the 
difference which, in their judgment, ought to be made in each individual cafe between the 
Terms granted by the Crown to its Tenants, and thofe on which the fame Interefts are to 
be repurchafed by the Public. 

Finding, however, from their Anfwer, that the Architefts were not prepared, for the reafons 
they have Rated, to give us the detaileil information we required, we felefted a few of the 
ftrongeft cafes which had come under our obfervation, and defired them to explain to us, not 
only the grounds upon which their Valuations had been made in thofe particular cafes, but 
alfo to add fuch Information as they might deem ncceffary on their general courfe of 
proceeding. 



In reply to this communication, we have received a Letter from Meflrs. Levcrton and 
Chawner, containing a Statement of the manner in which they had eftimnted the value of the 
particular Premifes we had pointed out, and fetting forth the general principles which have 
regulated their conduft in valuing the Property of the Crown. 

As thefe principles fo materially affeft the important branch of the Land Revenue arifing 
from Houfes belonging to His Majefty in London, we feel it our duty to lay the Correfpond- 
ence which has paffed upon this fubjeft before your Lordlhips, and to fubmit the whole to 
your confideration and decifion. 



The practical difficulties attending the execution of the Aft of 1794, for regulating the 
management of the Land Revenue, and particularly the earlier endeavours to break through 
the praftice pfevioufly eftablifhed, of granting beneficial Leafes of the Property of the 
Cfown, appear to have rendered it neceffary, in the opinion of thofe to whom the bufinefs 
was entrufted, to proceed gradually, and with caution, in raffing the Rents of His Majefty 
tO a level with thofe of private Proprietors, as contemplated by the Legiflature : for although 
the Aft direfts that an Eftimate Ihall be made by Surveyors afting on oath of the true and 
fair improved Annual Worth or Value of the Property to be furveyed, which rule, it was 
Surveyor General’s °bferved by the late Surveyor General, “would ferve to afeertain the Value at which fuch 
Firft Triennial Eftates fhould be let, if they were private Property •” and although your Lordlhips Minute 
of the 4th November 1794, founded upon Mr. Fordyce’s detailed and able Report of the 5th 
Auguft in the fame Year, ftates, that the deduftion of One-twentieth of the Net Rent afeer- 
tained by the Surveyors will be fufficient to allow to the old Tenants upon the Renewal of 
their Leafes ; yet it appears from the Statement we enclofe, that the Surveyors have hitherto 
been guided by a more vague and diferetionary Rule of Valuation, and that they have fet the 
Rents “ lower than the general market-price of the day foe deduftion of One-twentieth, as 
direfted by your Lordlhips, being ftill made from fuch lowered Rents, in favour of thofe 
Tenants to whom renewed Leafes are granted.

Cotifidering foe difficulties to which we have referred, of overturning a long eftablilhed 
fyftem, and refilling, foe claims and expectations of a large body of powerful individuals who 
had been accuftomed to regard the Leafehold Property of His Majefty, held by themfelves and 
their Families, nearly in the light of a Freehold Tenure, we are confident your Lordlhips will 
not withhold your fanftion from the Management by which thofe difficulties have been over- 
come. But now that a perfeverance of more than Twenty Years has confirmed and efta- 
blilhed the general Syftem laid down by foe Legiflature in this refpeft, we fubmit to your 
Lordlhips, whether foe principles upon which our Surveyors ftate that they have hitherto 
afted Ihould ftill be the ground-work of their Valuations ; or whether they Ihould be inftruct- 
ed, in all future Surveys, to make their Eftimate of the Property, after calculating all the 

neceffary 
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neeeflary dedu&ions detailed in their Letter, at the general market-price of the day, exa&ly 
as they would do for any private individual ; fo that whatever encouragement it is your - 
pleafure to hold out to the Tenants of the Crown may be given, not at the difcretion of 
die Surveyors, and without the knowledge and exprefs fandion of your Lordlhips or of this 
Board, but under your or our dire£tion and authority ; and that you may at lead have tire 
means of knowing to whom and in what degree the Royal favour is extended. 

With a reference to the large pecuniary facrifices which the Public is now called upon to 
make for the purchafe of Leafes recently granted by tire Crown, we have felt fome regret, 
that in confideration of the favourable Terms which our Surveyors, in the exercife of their 
own difcretion had thought proper to recommend, it did not occur to them to fuggeft, that 
all fuch Leafes fhould contain a power of refumption, in cafe of the property being wanted 
for public purpofes ; and more particularly as the project of a New Street and other public 
Improvements, which were likely to affeft a part of the Property in queftion, was known to 
be in contemplation at the time the Leafes were renewed. How far it may be proper to re- 
ferve fuch a power of refumption in future Leafes, is a queftion which we wifli to fubmit 
to your Lordlhips conGderatiou. 

We think it right to add, that we are not aware that any Leafe has been granted of any 
Land Eftate of His Majefty on other Terms than thofe which would be required by a private 
Proprietor, except the allowance of the Bonus of 5 per Cent, to old Tenants : in feveral 
inftances, indeed, the old Tenants have refufed to accept renewed Leafes on the Terms pro- 
pofed to them ; and we have in thofe cafes recommended other Tenants to your Lordlhips 
upon the full Rents eftimated by the Surveyors, without any deduction.

defired — And I am directed by the Board to acquaint you, that they cannot confider the 
reafons you have given for declining to furnilh them with tliofe details to be fatisfaftory ; and 
as the information they require appears to them materially to affeft the public Interefts 
intrufled to their charge, in the formation of the New Street, they feel themfelves called upon 
to repeat their defire, to be fumiffied with it, in as much detail as the materials you poffefs 
will enable you to make it out : — They are quite aware, that the Ihortnefs of the period allow- 
ed you for making this extenfive Survey, as well as the Inllruftions from themfelves, in 
confequcnce of which it was undertaken, could not admit of its being performed with fuch 
a degree of accuracy and minutenefs, as to commit your profeffional judgments to the 
correftnefs of all its details ; and they are accordingly prepared to receive your further expla- 
nation of it, with any qualifications and refervations which it may feem to you, under thefe 
circumftances, to require. Your original Report upon this Survey, of the ill February 1813, 
having been confidered as too general, the Board called upon you, on the 15th of that month, 
for a Statement of the aggregate Sums contained in your general Ellimate, according to the 
feveral divifions of the Ground which they pointed out ; and this Statement you gave them on 
the 4th of the following month. They are now defirous of receiving from you a Hill more 
minute fubdivifion of the items which compofed that general Ellimate; and particularly your 
Valuation ;rough and conjeftural as it mull neceffarily have been in many inftances, on fo 
large and curfory a Survey) of the feveral outftanding Interefts in each Houfe, and of the 
value of the old materials. The other columns of the blank Schedule, inclofed in my Letter of 
the 19th ultimo, can be filled up without difficulty even from the materials you have already 
fupplied ; more efpecially as you appear to have ellimated the compenfation for good-will at 
an average of ^£130 for each Houfe to be purchafed. 

I am further direfted toobferve, in anfwer to your objeftion founded upon die Minute of 
the Lords of the Treafury of 30th November 1813, that that Minute was made a confiderable 
time fubfequent to your Survey, and in fome meafure in confequence of it ; as their Lord- 
fhips Hate the important difference between vour calculation and thofe of the Perfon whofe 
Plan for the New Street had been fanftioned by His Majefty’s Government, and Parliament, 
to be their motive for direftingthat an indifferent Perfon (hould be employed, inftead of your- 
felves, in thofe cafes where it might be defirable to have the opinion of fome other Surveyor, 
befidcs that of Mr. Nalh, upon die value at which the Crown is to ellimate the Property to be 
purchafed. You will perceive, therefore, that their Lordlhips affumed your Survey to have 
been as complete as the time in which it was made would allow ; and that the Board do not 
require you to undertake any new Work connefted widi the New Street, as the expreffions in 
your Letter would imply ; but only to give fuch further information growing out of the Sur- 
vey you have already made, as appears to them to be neceffary for their information and 
guidance.

Leverton 
the purpofes of that A Gt, which was called for by my Letter of the 19th January ; and in the a »d Chawner, dated 
latter Rate, for reafons therein mentioned, that you lament exceedingly that you cannot fup- Nay 1815. 
ply thofe particulars, even in the qualified way in which you were informed, by my fubfequent 
Letter of the 23th February, that the Board were prepared to receive them : — I am now di- 
rected to acquaint you, that the information thus called for had been deemed by the Board 
moll eflential towards enabling them to judge how far the principles upon which you pro- 
ceeded in valuing the outflanding Interefts in Leafeholds under the Crown correfponded with 
the Valuations of the fame Properties alfo made by you, upon which new Leafes have been 
granted of late years. To thefe loft-mentioned Valuations the attention of the Board has been 
particularly directed, from the very great difference which they find exills between them, and 
the Rents at which the fame Property has been repurchafed, upon Valuations made by Pcr- 
fons, many of them of acknowledged great experience and refpeCtability in that branch of the 
profeflion ; — and this, in cafes where little or no money has been laid out by the Leffees in 
i'ubftantial repairs or improvements. 

In all the purchafes yet made of Leafes granted within the laft ten years, this difference 
appears to have been very great ; but in fome inftances fo linking, that the Board feel it to be 
their duty (without waiting to form any calculation of the general refult of the Valuations of 
others, as compared wilh yours) to tranfmil to you the following particulars, which in the 
courfe of the Negociations have come to their knowledge, viz. 

The Black Bear Inn, in Piccadilly, with Coachhoufes for Carriages, and Stabling for 

feventeen Horfes, which was valued by you in 1805 at the yearly Rent of *£108, has 
been revalued on the part of the Crown and the Leflee by three different Architects and 
Surveyors, and eftimated, according to the lowell of thofe Valuations, to be worth 
^300 a year. — The Leffee’s intereft in thefe Premifes, including the Good-will of his 
Bufinefs, and lofs or removal of Fixtures, has coft ;o, of which above .*£3,000 
has been eftimated to be the value of the Rent of the Premifes ; and as the Fine paid 
(114.) Dd was 
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No. 14. (B.) was <£475, that fum, with Intereft thereon from the year 1809, has been the confider- 

ation received on the part of the Crown for what has now been repurchafed, as before- 

mentioned, at a fum exceeding ^3,000. 

The Houfc No. 17, in Charles Street, late in the occupation of Mr. Dennifon, which 
was let in 1809, for 46 i years, at a Rent and Fine, calculated on your Valuation of 
s£i to per annum, appears to have been re-let within a month from the dale of the 
Crown Leafe, before any money was expended, and fubjeft to the Covenants of the 
original Leafe, for ,-£230 a year. 

The Leafe of No. 13, in the fame Street, let to Mr. Hodgfon for 533 years from 1803, 
upon a Valuation of ^40 a year, and reduced by a Fine of £1 40 to £22. 13.?. has 
coll j£' 3 ,oco, betides granting him a 31 years Leafe of a fmall Houfc in Vine Street 
at *£20 lefs than the Rent at which it was valued. 

The Houfe No. 5, in St. Alban’s Street, was let to Edward Gordon, Efquire, for 41 
years from December 1 808 ; and was underlet by him to Meffrs. Hopkinfon, at a Rent 

of 26, fubject to all the Covenants of the Crown Leafe, respecting repairs, &c 

For the furrender of that Leafe the Board have offered the fum of ^1,739, which has 
been refufed. 

No. 13, Market Street, let to Mr. F. Watkinfon, for forty-feven years from December, 
1809, upon a valuation of ,£50 per annum, was immediately re-let for a part of the 
term, fubjedl to all the Covenants in the Crown Leafe, forc’d© a year; and a Fine of 
£600 was offered, if Mr. Watkinfon would extend the term of the Uuder-leafe to the 
expiration of his own Leafe. 

Nos. 4, 6, and to, in Orange Street, and No. 54, in Swallow Street, were let to Mr. 
George Troffel, in June 18 to, upon a Valuation of j^'98. 10/. per annum; and it 
appears that Mr. Troffel fold a Leafe of the Houfe in Swallow Street, fubjedt to 3 
Rent of £3 1 . tor. for j£20o, and that he lets the three Houfes in Orange Street for 
Remsamounling to £115. 

No. 27, in Market Row, \va3 valued at £30. a year, and let accordingly m 1803 ; was 
re-let to Wyatt, for years, for £jo. 

Laftly, the Property conGfting of a Cooperage, and five Houfes in Caltle Street, with 
Stables and various back Buildings, valued by you at £ij8, and let for forty-feven 
years from 1810, appears to have been immediately re-let as under, viz.:

nions fubfequently given by other profeflional men, recently employed in purcliafes to make Particulars of the 
way for the New Street, as to the Annual Value of the fame Property, and other obfervations Valuations therein 
detailed in your faid Letter; and as we are called on to give the Board information, in reply- mentioned, 
ing to thefe points, relative to the general fyftem adopted by us in our Valuations, we (hall 
proceed to refer to that fyftem, and to the function it met with by the late Surveyor General, 
before we attempt to enter upon the particulars of thefe Valuations fpecially named. 

In October 1796, in confequence of an application from the Surveyor General to die Archi- 
tects, to ftate, for his information, in what manner they (Mr. Marquand and Mr. Leverton) 
proceeded to afeertain the Value of Houfes furveyed by them, belonging to the Crown, and 
what Allowances or Deductions (hould be made from the Rack Value in fixing the net Rent 
to be paid by die Leffec ; they informed him, — 



lit. That they endeavoured to afeertain the Rack Rent actually paid for the Houfe where 
it was let ; and that they fet fuch a Rent as they thought die fame, when 
in good condition, ought to let for, as the ground ol their Eftimate : 

2d. That they took intoconfideration the Expence of immediate Repairs requifile, if any, 
to put the Premifes into good and tenantable condition ; and the proper Allow- 
ance for fuch ordinary Repairs as would afterwards become necefl'ary, from time 
to time, during the term of the Leafe : 

3d. That they endeavoured to afeertain the Land Tax actually paid, annually : 

4th. That they took into their confideration the neccffarv Infurance of the Premifes, and 
die Annual Premium and Duty payable for fuch Infurance : 

3th. That they confidered an Allowance necefl'ary to meet the cafual lofs by Sub-tenants, 
and other contingencies, to which Houfe Property is liable ; and that after 
making Allowances for diefe outgoings, certain and cafual, they reported the 
Rent which they confidered to be the true and fair Annual Value of the Pre- 
mifes, clear of all Taxes, Repairs, or other Deductions, for the term propofed 
to be granted, as required by the ACt of 1 794. 



They then entered further into detail, as to the Rate of the Allowances alluded to, as 
follows : — 

For immediate Repairs, on a Leafe for 40 years, not lefs dian 7 per cent, on the 
amount to be expended : 

For fubfequent ordinary Repairs during the Term, an Allowance, depending on the 
quality and age of the Building, taken into confideration at the time of the Survey; 
therefore it was not defined : 

For Land Tax ; the Allowance of the aCtual Affcffmcnt, as nearly as it could 
be afeertained : 

For Infurance ; the full Premium upon the flipulated Amount to be infured: 

For Contingencies of cafual lofs by Tenants, or Iloufes (lauding empty, and for col- 
lecting Rents, &c. obferving that the granting of long Leafes placed all the burthen upon 
the Lefl'ee, who thereby would become a kind of intermediate Landlord, (for though lie 
might be the aCtual occupier at the time of granting the Leafe, he could nor be 
expeCted to continue fo for forty years), they conGdered the Allowance on this account 
might be varied according to the Clafs and Annual Value of the Houfe, thus ; — 

On Houfes of ^25 per annum, and under, they allowed jL 1 o per cent. 

On Houfes from .£ 25 to ^50 8 per cent. 

On Houfes from ^50 to jt ioo 7 per cent. 

On Houfes exceeding ^C'loo per annum - - 5 per cent. 

And upon this general fyftem they proceeded, having the fan Ct ion of the Surveyor Gene- 
ral therein. 

It may here be noticed, that it was not confidered that the Rack Rent, forming the 
ground-work of the calculations, fliould be an overftrained Rent ; but, on the contrary, fuch 
a one as might not have any tendency to keep the Houfes on the Crown’s Eftate unoccupied 
and ihut up, to the .detriment of the Lefl'ee, while endeavouring to obtain it ; or to damp the 

ardour 
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ardour for improvement, which has been fo much needed on the Crown’s Eftate generally ; 
and confcqueutly, a Rent lower than the general market-price of the day, fo as to enable 
a preference being given to Holdings under the Crown, from any other Holdings in thofe 
parts of the Metropolis where the Crown’s Properly lies. 

With this method of procedure we always confidered the late Surveyor General to have 
been perfectly well finish 'd ; but what the fentiinents of the Iv; flees were, concerning it, will 
perhaps bell appear from a Memorial preferred to the Treafury in June 1802. 

That Memorial was entitled, “Tire Memorial of the feveral Perfons whofe- names were 
«* thereunto fubferibsd, being Tenants of certain Eflatcs held tinder the Crown, whereon 
« Mefluagcs or other Buildings had been erected and it was fubferibed by the Dukes of 
Marlborough, Richmond, Buccleuch, Leeds, and Queeniherry ; the Earls of Fife, Cadogan, 
Gower, Eflex, Balcarres, and other Peers ; and by Sir W. Pulteney, Sir William Dolbcn, 
Mr. Keene, and other Members of Parliament ; and a great many private Gentlemen, 
among whom were Mr* Drummond Smith, Mr. Lubbock, Mr. Moody, Mr. Holloway, Mr. 
Bauifter, Mr. Huddlcftone, Mr. Nairn, &c. &c. 

The Memorialifts flatdJ, that they were Tenants of divers Premifes under Leafes from the 
Crown, and that thofe Leafes were theretofore taken or purchafed by them or their anceftors, 
under an expectation and a confidence that the fame would be renewed by the Crown upon 
the payment of a moderate fine, or a finall and rcafonable increafe of rent •, that if they 
could, by poflibility, have had in contemplation a fyilem of renewal on terms fuch as were 
then propofed, or a certain rejection of their offer to renew as theretofore, they would have 
been wanting in juftice to themfelves and their families, and deftitute of common prudence, 
to have laid out fuch fums upon their refpeflive Leafeholds ; — that it never could be the wifh 
of a mild and beneficent Legiflature, that the Tenants of the Church, of the City of London, 
of all the other Public Bodies in HisMajefty’s Dominions, fliouldbe treated with more liber- 
ality and more attention to their Tenant Right, than the Tenants of the Crown ;- they called 
to the recollection of the Treafury the obfervations of the Surveyor General, as fet forth in his 
1 Memorial, dated 5th Auguft 1794; and more cfpecially that part where he ftates, that “it 
“ would feem to be defirable that die Rent, diough near to the value, fliould be fo renfonable as 
“ that the obtaining a Crown Leafe may dill be reckoned a favour; that Government may not, 
“ after a Leafe has been granted, be difturbed with applications for new allowances or deduc- 
“ tions ; or if fuch application fliould be made, may deem it unneceflary to attend to them; that 
“ the regular payment of Rent and the performance of Covenants may be enforced without 
u any juft ground of complaint ; and that, notwithftandiug that uniform regularity, the 
“ King may ftill be reckoned a more defirable Landlord, than a Subject attentive to the 
“ management of his property — They referred to the ftate of the renewals of Crown 
Leafes after the palling of die A 61 of 1 794, whereby it would be found that few renewals 
had taken place ; and that thofe few had been obtained principally by perfons of fortune ; 
and they obferved, that the terms then preferibed, although they might come within the 
reach of fome perfons of property, would entirely annihilate the inferior clafs of Crown 
Tenants; they obferved, that great difference of opinion had frequently prevailed between 
the Valuation of the Crown Surveyor and that of die Tenant’s Surveyor ; and that there being 
110 appeal from the Valuation of the former, the grievance complained of was greatly increafed ; 
more particularly as the Report which the Surveyors of die Crown were direfled by the faid 
A& to make, was of the true and fair improved annual worth or value of the refpe£live Eftates, 
whereby, they fubmitted, the fituation of the Property and of the Tenant were intended to be 
confidered; but that they apprehended that the Surveyors hail mifeonftrued the intention of 
the Legiflature and the words of the A 61 , and had reported the “ full ” inftead of the “ fair ” 
improved annual worth or value of the refpedtive Premifes : — And they prayed, that the 
provifions of die Acl might be taken into confideration, and fuch meafures adopted as 
might feem expedient, for the purpofc of relieving them from the hardiliips of the fame. 
s 'Hie Surveyor General, in his Report on that Memorial, dated 20th Novemlier 1802, ad- 
verted to the Rules of proceeding eltablillieil fubfequent to the Acl of 1794; and he ftated, 
that, in conformity with thofe Rules, the management of the Crown’s Eftate had been 
conduQed; and that diough il might be true that in fome inftances the Surveyor of the 
Leffee had thought the Value put on die propcity by the Surveyors of die Crown, acting on 
oath, too high, no example could be given, where, on complaint thereof being made, and 
circumftanccs ftated which were unknown to the Office Surveyors, but which were of a 
nature that ought to be confidered in eftimating the true anti fair Annnal Value of the 
Premifes, the Crown Surveyors had not been called upon to reconfider the Valuation they 
had before made. 

And that the Surveyor General was aware, that the Leffces derived much benefit from the 
Leafes paffed under the new regulations, and did not difnpprovc thereof, feems to us to appear 
from a paffagein the fame Report; as well as diat the Surveyor General was anxious that 
the fyltem which the Memorialifts deprecated, as not affording them fufficient advantage, 
lhould be thought moderate, and that their averments in that regard were groundlefs : The 
paflage is as follows ; vis. — “ There arc, indeed, inilances of more having been offered by 

“ others 
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others for Leafes, “which the Leflees had declined to renew, than had been required from No. 14. (B.) 

** them ; and feveral cafes have occurred of new Lcafes being brought to public Sale ; and . 

“ on every one of diem which has come within my knowledge a confiderable profit has been 
“ obtained by the feller.” 

We have entered thus particularly into this Memorial preferred to the Trcafury in t8o2, to 
(hew to the Board the difappointment of the Crown Leflees, and the difficulty at an early 
period, indeed for many years after die new fyftcm of management, in confequence of the 
nature of the Valuation for Renewals, to induce Leflees to come forward at all, and accept 
terms thereon •, neverthelefs, in die whole period of fervice of the Architects, very few 
abatements have been made from their Eftimates; and by the moderation and firmnefs exhi- 
bited, the Leflees have been gradually brought to dofe upon the terms originally propofed to 
them. 

We next advert to an Inquiry of the late Surveyor General in December 1805, and our 
Explanation, in reference to a Renewal propofed to be granted of Dorfet Houfe, Whitehall, 
founded oil Meflrs. Marquand and Levercon’s Report, and in reference to a fubfequent 
Valuation by us for the purchafe of the unrenewed exifting Intereft. In our Report for the 
purchafe of thofe Premifes, dated the 15th November 1805, we Hated die utmoft Rent it 
was worth was, in our opinion, -£ 6 ^o per annum ; and in die furvey of the fame Houfe, 
made in Augull 1804, by Mr. Marquand and Mr. Leverton, they had rated it at a net Rent 
of only <(£320 per annum, clear of all deductions, to be granted on a repairing Leafe, from 
the end of the then fubfifting term of feventeen years and a half, to make up that term to 
forty years. And we ventured to exprefs to the Surveyor General, that the two Eftimates 
would not be found irreconcileable with each other, when the different views of the fubjeCt 
under which dicy were made were explained ; and when it was confidered that one was a 
Valuation of the Tenant’s Intercft, and the qther the Landlord’s, between which there was, 
as we may now add there is, in moll cafes, an effential difference, and in i’ome a very wide 
one ; and among other obfervations we mentioned one to which we would again with to 
call the attention of the Board, namely, that we did not conceive the duty of Surveyors for 
the Crown acting upon oath required, or would warrant them in the valuing of Houfes to 
be granted on Repairing Leafes, to ftretch the value of the property to a point to which it 
might be doubtful whether it would reach or not: fuch a practice, by difeouraging and 
almoft prohibiting the taking of Repairing Leafes, could not fail but to be very detrimental 
to the Eftate of the Crown. 

We may here add, that the explanation given by us to the Surveyor General met his 
approbation ; and that according to the allowances confidered proper to be made, and as fet 
forth in the Architect’s Obfervations in October 1796, tliecaufe of difference was exemplified ; 
the Rack Rent being taken at one-fixth lefs than the utmoft Rack Rent expected for the 
Premifes, immediately after being repaired, and the interior fitted up. 

ITpon this principle of Valuation we have uniformly proceeded ; being governed, in efta- 
blithing our Rack Rent, by the particular circumftances of the Property, and the dates of the 
applications ; and it will be found, by comparifon of the early Surveys upon which terms were 
propofed and not accepted, with Re-furvoys of the fame Properly in confequence of renewed 
applications, that the Rents fet upon the fame have fcarcely ever been lowered* but latterly 
have been generally confiderably raifed above fuch firll Eftimates, arifing from the general 
increafe of Value in Houfe Property (but which may.be again depreciated), and the ftrong 
feeling which at firft operated on the minds of Crown Leflees, refpecting rheTerms of Renewal, 
abating as time was developing the moderation of the fyftem of management of the Crown’s 
Eftate, and the fteadinefs and perfcverance in it. 

And it may not lie improper to remark, that moft of the Crown Leflees have not been 
themfelves the Occupiers of the Premifes they applied to renew, even where Jingle Houfes 
were the fubjefts of Survey ; and in perhaps more than an equal number of applications 
there have been two, three, or more Houfes comprized in the fame Leafe. Thus it will 
appear, that an Occupation Rent, or in other words, the higheft Rack Rem upon each Houfe, 
could hot be confiftently taken as a balls of our Valuation, unlefs further deductions than have 
been ufuaily made by the Architects in the Land Revenue Department were to be admitted. 

We may have fallen into error in judgment in fomeof the numerous Surveys in which we 
have been engaged ; and the opinions of different profeflional men, it is well known, vary con- 
fiderably ; but we are fatisfied in one fact, as regards ourfelves individually, that neither 
favour nor prejudice have been ftiewn by us to any particular Leffee; and Mr. Marquand, who 
had been employed as Surveyor in the Office for about thirty years before the A£t of Parlia- 
ment took place, was confidered a man of integrity, and of judgment from his long experience ; 
and who alfo would feem to have been influenced, could it appear that fuch favour or preju- 
dice had been ftiewn towards the Crown Leflees: We perhaps have the more realon to be fatis- 
fieil in the apparent contrail, inafmuch as a difference is found to exift in the Surveys alluded 
to, not in any particular year, but in Surveys made in fucceffion of time, commencing in 1799, 
and going on to 1806; and wc may notice to you, for the information of the Board, that 
vith the exceptiop of the Survey of Dorfet Houfe, no Valuation made by the Architects was 
(124.) E e looked 
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No. 14. (B.) looked upon as too low by the Surveyor General ; and that they therefore concluded they were 
— proceeding in a way quite anfwerable ro his views, and to the views of the Treafury. 

The length of time that has elapfed Cnee the Surveys alluded to (from 9 to 16 years) may 
prevent our making at this moment tome obfervations that could have been made immediately 
afterwards j but we hope, in our following explanations, we (hall acquit ourfelves to the fatis- 
faftion of the Board, and (hew that ourValuations have been made upon a uniform fcale, without 
favour to auy one, and with a due regard to the intereft of the Crown as Landlord of a very 
large Eflate, capable of and requiring improvements by its tenants, as the refpeftive Renewals 
fliould take place : at the fame tune we hope, that if the Board (hould confider a different 
mode ought to be adopted, as the Renewals of Crown Leafes have become more familiar with 
the Public, that they will favour us with their Inftrdftions upon the fubjeft, in order that we 
may henceforward proceed upon fuck new principles as they Qiall be pleafed to preferibe, to 
form the ground-work of our future Valuations. 

In our ftipulations for Repairs, we (hould obferve, that we have not ufually bound the Lef- 
fees to larger fums than were adequate to common fubftantial Repairs ; but it is well known 
that Tenants lay out great fums afterwards in interior fittings and decorations, fuited to the 
fafliion of the day, hut of little importance to the Crown in its reverGonary intereft, and which 
more or lefs will affeft the utmoft Rack Rent of Premifes for occupation, and confequently 
affeft a purchafe of the Premifes for immediate ten:mcy, beGdes the good-'iuill of trade, which 
we never have deemed warrantable to fet up as a part of our Valuation •, and in fome inftances 
we have found the Property rebuilt within a period where we might have thought it right to fug- 
ged the Crown’s taking only a Ground Rent, to make up to the Leflee an adequate Term for 
rebuilding, and have on that account propofed and fet a moderate Rent. 

Again, the Valuations for Renewals of Leal'es have mod frequently been made when there 
have been Terms unexpired from Ten to nearly Twenty Years (the earlieft period that applica- 
tions are admitted by the Aft) ; whereas, in cafe the Leafes had been fullered in general to run 
out, inftead of moderate Rents having been eftablillied for die ReverGonary Terms (with 
profpeft, and in many inftances a certainty, of great improvements being made at the Leflee 's 
expence, beyond the fums they have been bound to lay out), many of the Houfes would have 
then been found in a (late of ruin comparatively with their (late at die time of renewal, and 
muft have then been relet at Ground Rents only, with a fmall fum as an equivalent for the 
B ld materials of them. 

We may further add, that in purchaGng Houfes (or any other Property indeed) there is’ a 
difference in Terms when treating with a ’willing Seller and an unwilling Seller. In die inftances 
of purchaGng for the New Street, we fear there are and will be very few cafes of willing 
Sellers, and confequently dieir demands are in proportion to their inclinations ; and which it 
may be very difficult to meet upon any other Terms than a full Rate of Value of all the intereft 
to which he can fet up a fair claim ; and die Arbitrator, or a Jury, would be difpofed rather 
to lean towards the individual fo neceffitated to part with his Property, than to the Crown as a 
public Body, known to be capable of making reftitution for the lofs that individual might fuf- 
tain by his removal. This, indeed, has been exemplified in the two Cafes brought before a 
Jury, refpefting the intereft of Mr. Moody, in No.t 6, Pall Mall, and Meflrs. Tucker and 
Davij, in the next adjoining Houfe, No. 17, wherein they have gone far beyond the Sums 
diat Government thought proper to offer to them, though thofe offers appeared to us to be 
extremely liberal ; and had it not been for our attendance, under Subpoenas, by order of 
the Board, in thefe cafes, this reply to your Letter would have been more fpeedily made. 

We now lav before you, for the information of the Board, a Statement refpefting the 
Valuation? of the Property mentioned in your Letter, taking the Cafes according to the dates 
of delivery of the Reports thereon.

The Affeffment of the Premifes in 1799, as before dated, was £36 per annum; in 1809, 
it was £jo per annum ; and in x8to, £ico per annum. 

Mr. Hodgfon has, on our inquiry, informed us that he laid out upon his Premifes no 
lefs a fum than £1,500 in building an entire new front, making an entire new attic dory, 
putting on a new roof upon a different principle to the former roof, laying new floors, put- 
ting up two water-clofets with force-pump, new area, kirb and iron-railing to front, and bal- 
cony to drawing-room windows, with a variety of other improvements; and that during the 
time of fuch an extenlive refitting, he was obliged to put his family into another houfe : And 
we obferve, that the compenfation paid to Mr. Hodgfon, as fet forth in your Letter to us, has 
included, as we have reafon to believe, a Leafe of his buck Offices, wherein there are now 
about 15 years unexpired, at a low Rent, and which were not included in the Property 
valued by Mr. Marquand and Mr. Leverton in April 1799. 



(No. 2.) — Houfe, No. 27, Market Row, let to Mr. Faulkner. 

Meffrs. Marquand and Leverton’s Report was delivered in Augufl 1801, at a Rent of £50 
per annum ; the Leffce to expend in Repairs £100, aud to infure from Fire in ^500. 

Tliis Houfe was then out of Leafe. 

We extract from die Notes, made at the time of the Survey, die following Obfervations : — 

“ James Faulkrter has lived here four years ; has an Agreement to March next ; paid 
the late Tenant £30 for his Repairs done ; has laid out himfelf £70 more ; pays £50 
per annum, and the Land Tax; the Bafement is a Cellar Story ; Net Rent £30 -, Re- 
pairs £ 1 00 ; Infurance £500.” 

Upon inquiry, we find the reletting of die Houfe to John Wyatt was a fecond letting ; the 
firfl; change of Tenancy was to one Warrall, about Midfummer 1 808, /even years after the 
above-mentioned Survey ; and Mr. Faulkner informs us, that, before he did fo let the Houfe, 
he laid out (as a Builder) near £'400 in Repairs and Improvements, which if he had himfelf 
had to pay the cuftomary charges of Work, would of eourfe have much exceeded that fum. 
And we concur in his Statement, that within thofe feven years the property in that Gtuation 
was improving in value. 

We have not been able to afeertain what the Affeffment of the Houfe was in 1801 ; but in 
j8ii it was ^50 per annum, and at that fum the Houfe is dill rated. 



(No. 3.) — Four Houfes in Cattle Street, with back Buildings, let to Mr. Font. 

Meffrs. Marquand and Leverton’s Report was delivered in February 1803, at a Rent of £9% 
per annum ; the Leffee to expend in Repairs £520, and to infure from Fire in <£2,400. 

There were fourteen years unexpired of the Leafe in March 1803.

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No. 14. (B.) We extra£t from the Notes, made at the time of the Survey, the following Obfervations 
. and Calculators of Value : — 

” No. 13. Alexander Cowley, Tenant, rents the whole Houfe ; has lived here four 
years ; does all Repairs ; pays jl 2,1, Land Tax deducted ; has a Leafe, three years 
unexpired. 

“Yard and Cooperage behind Nos. 13 and 14, in occupation of John Darbon of 
Marybonc Street ; 1 1 years unexpired ; tire Cooperage is Timber-built. 

“No. 14. Robert Pratt, Tenant at Will, at £28 per annum, Land Tax allowed. 

“No. 15. Henry Pride; lived years; has 11 years unexpired, at 22 Guineas 
per annum ; has laid out £$00 in Repairs. 

“No. 16. Richard Child, Under-tenant to Mr. Taylor. 

“ No. 1 7. 

“The Building in the Yard occupied by Mr. Taylor, Timber-built, connects with 
the Street through No. 16.

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It may be noticed, that in thefe Calculations nothing has been fet down for die fubfeqdent No. 14. (B.) 

ordinary Repairs of thefe Premifes, and confequently the Rents from which the above de- — 

duftions have been made have been proportionably kept down ; the ordinary Repairs, from 
the flight conftru&ion of the major part of the Buildings, would be confiderable during a 
Leafe of Forty years, if the Leflec performed his duty towards them. 

We have not been able to afcertain the Afleflments in 1803 ; but die Premifes in the hands 
of Mofelyand Co. were aflefied at ^’36 per annum in 1811 ; the Houfe, No. 14, was affeffed 
at ^30 per annum in i8ix ; and the Houfe, No. 13, was aflefied at jfcaa per annum in 1811 ; 
and they are fo continued to be rated. 

The lituation of diis property was a very inferior one, without traffic, or a thoroughfare, 
except for foot paflengers ; and the Premifes were only confidered in tenantable repair. 

The fums Hated to us in your Letter, at which the Premifes were re-let, as is obferved, 
immediately after' die renewal, we fuppofe not to have taken place until the year i8o8,^Sre 
years after the delivery of the Report ; and at about the time when Hawkes, Mofely, lie Co. 
had large orders for army accoutrements. They had built extenfive Premifes in Piccadilly, 
for the purpofe of carrying on dicir trade, fome years before; which were immediately 
oppofite to, and afforded great facility of communication with the parts of the premifes 
afterwards let to them by Mr. Font ; and which additional premifes, we believe, were very 
neceffary at about that period for their accommodation. At all events, it might have been 
wife for the Firm to fecure a Leafe in them at a great price, looking to the large contracts 
that circumftances made it neceffary for Government to enter into for the fupply of the 
Army, and their capacity to execute fuch contracts. 

The Cooperage alfo, being an old eltablilhed place, and near to the Tenant’s rcfidence, 
he was doubtlefs glad to continue upon higher terms than could have been obtained from 
another applicant in any other line of bufinefs, had they been vacated, as it feems to be in 
connexion with his good-will. 

(No. 4.) — The Black Bear Inn, Piccadilly, with Stabling, let to Mr. Smith. 

Meffrs. Leverton and Chawner’s Report was delivered in November 1805, at a Rent of 
^108 per annum; — die Leffee to expend in Repairs ^250, and to infure from Fire in 
£i,$oq. 

There were eight years and a half unexpired on 10th October 1805. 

We extract from the Notes, made at the time of die Survey, the following Obfervations 
and Calculation of Value : — 

“ Mr. Richard Buttrey, Occupier, holds under Mr. Smith, who purchafed the Pre- 
mifes at Garraway’s about half a year ago, for ^1,045, fubjedl to a Ground Rent of 
per annum ; the Tenant having then about eight years and a half unexpired, at 
Ninety Guineas per annum, and all Taxes. The Laud Tax is A'5. 11. 6. per annum. 

The prefent Tenant has laid out confiderable funis in liepair.

We have not been able to afcertain the Affeffment of the Premifes in 1805 ; but in 1811 
it was^xoo per annum on the Inn. This Affeffment was continued the fame tiU the Houfe 
was pulled down. 

Mr. Buttrey has informed us, that Mr. Willock advifed him to go as far as ^500 only, but 
that he bade at the fale above mentioned £ioo. He had been in the Houfe betwen two and 
threeyears when our Survey was made, and wiflied, no doubt, to fecure to himfelf that advan- 
tage which by his affiduity, and from his connexion, he had already derived ; and he was in 
hopes of ftill extending his bufinefs. 

In order to make Premifes of this defeription attrafling to travellers, it is efpecially requifite, 
in the prefent times, to expend more money than commonly was heretofore done in fitting up 
the interior. Mr. Buttrey fays that he actually painted and papered the whole Houfe twice 
during the term that he had it, and generally painted the front every other year,

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14. (B.) It appears alfo that the Houfe, prior to Mr. Buttrey’s occupation of it, was in the hands 

of one Baxter, who was only there twelve months ; and that the previous Tenant to him 

became a Bankrupt in it; from which it is evident, the improved Bale of the Property was 
through Buttrey’s attention in part ; and it muH be admitted, that a coufiderable rife has 
taken place in Property in Piccadilly fince 1805, generally, as a fituation more in fajbkn than 
formerly for Shops of Trade ; and many of the Houfes in that Street (more particularly the 
Eafternmoft part of it) having been rebuilt, has tended further to improve the Property 
there. 

We have alfo to notice, that the Rent Hated, and theCompenfation paid, as mentioned by 
Mr. Milne, to the parties interefted in the Property of the Black Bear Inn, included, as we

The Houfe at the time of our Survey was empty, and Hood fo a coufiderable time ; the 
underletting to Mefirs. Hopkinfon was, as we believe, near two years after ; there was one 
great objection to its fituation as a private Houfe, notwithftanding its contiguity to Pall Mall, 
the door of it being next to die door into the Public Houfe. The prefent Tenants, Mefirs. 
Hopkinfon, Bankers, took it as a Banking Houfe, having removed there from a Houfe in 
Suffolk Street, Charing Crofs. For a Houfe of diis defeription, the objection of the door 
being clofe to the Public Houfe entry was not fo great as for a private Family Houfe, and 
it might have been a matter of very great importance to thefe Bankers to obtain a Houfe fo 
near to their former one ; the Rent therefore, which they are Handing at, we cannot confider 
as a criterion of fair Annual Value at the time of its being let to them ; but Property there- 
abouts has fubfcquently improved in value. The Crown’s interefi was remote, nearly 20 years 
to the expiration of the exiftingterm. Another remark may be made; namely, it was to be 
apprehended, from the age and Hate of the next adjoining Houfes, particularly the Houfe fouth- 
wards, that one or both Houfes would require rebuilding widi a few years, and that a party- 
wall might fuller condemnation on one fide or the other, whenever that event fliould happen ; 
or at leaH an unexpected expence would be incurred, according as the cafe might require. 
In confirmation of this remark, in July 1808, upon a Survey for renewal of the Houfe 
adjoining fouthwards, it was confidered neceffary to rebuild it, and terms were propofed 
accordingly; the expences attending the ftioring up and rebuilding a moiety of a party wall, 
would be a great drawback from the Rental, on account of which no allowance was made. 

We have not been able to afeertain the Afieffment in 1805, but in 1809 it was £ioo per 
annum ; and was raifed in 1810 to £126 per annum. 

(No. 6.) — Houfe, No. 13, Market Street, with back Tenement, let to Mrs. Watkinfon. 

Mefirs. Leverton and Chawner’s Report was delivered in AuguH i 8 o 5 , at a Rent of 
£50 per annum ; — the Leflee to expend iu Repairs £60, and to infure from Fire in £8 gq. 

There were then near 15 years of the Leafe unexpired.

The confideration paid al the 'coming-in of Batchelder, no doubt, was chiefly for good-will 
of the Liquor Trade, which M'Kenzie had carried on there; that Trade was very probably 
unproved by Batchelder ; but it appears that there have been two Tenants Once Batchelder ; 
firll, Davies, who was in the Houfe about four years ; and then Samuel Collins, the prefent 
Tenant, who fays the Trade is increafed. Liquor Shops and Public Houfes are often 
parted with for gTeat premiums ; but there is no certainty of an adequate return to the 
Publican, as the Licence is dependent on his conduct in his concern ; it frequently happens 
they pay dearly for their fpeculations, and become Bankrupts, or the mere fervants only of 
Victuallers and Brewers. 

We have not been able to afeertain the Afleflment of the Premifes in 1806, but they have 
been aflefled fince the Year 18 1 1 at *£'55 per annum. 



(No. 7.) — Houfe, No. 17, Charles Street, St. James’s, let to Mr. Beard. 

Meflrs. Leverton and Chawner’s Report Was delivered in November 1806, at a Rent of 
£1 to per annum; and the Leffee to iufure from Fire in £ 1 ,500. 

There were then 13 years of the Leafe unexpired. 

We extract from the Notes, made at the Time of the Survey, the following ObfervationS 
BOtJ Calculation of Value : — 



“ Mr. Beard had originally a Joint Intereft only in the Leafe; but between three and 
four years ago, he bought the other portion by Private Contracl : he laid out fince £fOO 
on the Houfe, and it is now let furniflied to Lord Abercom for 300 Guineas per annum.

We are told by the Executor of Mr. Beard, that the Houfe was taken by Mr. Dennifon, 
upon Leafe, in the year 1809 or 1810, three or four years after our Survey ; he was a 
Gentleman of very large Property, and concerned in a Banking Houfe ; probably the fituatiou 
was an important one for him to pofiefs, and it would feem that he did nor ctmfider Expen- 
diture an objcQ, as he immediately fet to work to modernize the greater part of the Houfe ; 
and having reviewed the Premifes, we are fatisfied that in thofe improvements he mud have 
laid out at leaft £joo, and probably more, including painting, and papering : a very larg$ 
window has been thrown out to the back drawing-room j both the drawing-rooms have been 

fitted 
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No. 14. (B.) fitted up with folding-floors, modern chimney-pieces, dado architraves, and cornices to the 

ceilings ; the walls have been lluccoed ; the paflage and front room have been made into a 

hall, the fides of which have been modernized ; a new cornice put up in it ; and a variety of 
other works done about the Houfe in the other Hones of it, befides new pointing the front. 

This Houfe was erefled by die Crown’s Leflee as late as the year 1739, and was one of a 
very fubftantial character ; at the end of the lad Leafe, about 80 years enjoyment would have 
been had of it ; but we do not think it would have been equitable to rate fuch Premifes at the 
highed pitch immediately on the Expiration of fuch a Term ; it is one, which, if now built, 
would entitle the Leflee to 99 years; nor would it have been fair to take advantage of the 
^500 recently laid out by the Leflee. 

We have not been able to afcertain what the Afleflmcnt was in 1806; but in 1809 it was 
aflfefled at *£140 per annum, and in December 1813 was raifed to 3^230 per annum. 



(No. 8.) — Houfes, Nos. 4 and 10, Orange Street, offered to and declined by 
Mr. Allardice, but let to Mr. George Troflell. 

Meflrs. Leverton and Chawner’s Report was delivered in June 1807, at Rents of £22 and 
£2^, together .£45 P er annum. The Leflee to expend on No. 4. £60, and on No. 10. 
*£40, in Repairs ; and to infure each Houfe from Fire in £500. 

There were then nearly 15 years of the Leafe unexpired. 

We extract from the Notes, made at the time of the Survey, the following Obfervations 
“ As to No. 4 : — George Owen, Tenant at will to Mr. Allardice, and has been fo for 
14 years. The Tenant repairs, and pays *£28 per annum, Land Tax deducted. 

“ As to No. xo : — William Walters has lived here about 5 years ; it was left to his 
Wife by her Uncle, Mr. Allardice, deceafed ; is aflefled at about £28 per annum. 

Mr. Allardice objected to the terms of the renewal. We have a copy of a Note written 
by Mr. Allardice to Mr. Jameson die fubjcCl, in January 1809 ; upon which we were 
directed to re-furvey the Premifes, which we accordingly did in March 1809 ; and we 
Rated that “ We had reviewed the above-mentioned Premifes, and re-conlidered our 
"Valuation, and faw no caufe to make any abatement from the Rents dierein Hated. — 
“ March 1809.” 

We have not been able to afcertain the Aflefiments in 1807 ; but in x8n, No. 4. was 
aflefled at .£'25 per annum, and No. xo. at £26 per annum, and have been fo rated fince. 



(No. 9.) — Houfes, No. 54, Swallow Street, and No. 6, Orange Street, let to Mr. Troflell. 

Meflrs. Leverton and Cliawner’ s Reports were delivered in November 1 S08, at Rents of 
£31 • 10s. and £19 per annum. The Leflee to expend in Repairs £60 and £30-, and to 
infure from Fire in £500 and £’300. 

There were then rather more than 13 years unexpired of the Leafe. 

We extra£t from the Notes, made at the Time of the Survey, the following Obfervations 
and Calculations of Value : — 

“ As to No. 54, Swallow Street : — Thomas Moore, cutler, is the Occupier; has a 
term of 12 years unexpired in March 1809. Has been here about 9 years, upon a ai 
years Leafe. The Houfe was in good condition when he took it. The Rent is 30 Guineas 
per annum, and he pays all Taxes ; he paid £100 at coming in.

The prefent Tenant, James Emmerfon, went in at March 1S13, on a Leafc at £%$ per 
annum, and paid between ^30 and £ 40 for Fine and Expence of Leafe. He quarterly. 
He looks upon his letting out every ream by the week or month, except the two rooms on the 
fird floor, which he occupies, in order to the difeharge of his own Rent. Thus, it is 
uncertain how long his Rent will be realifed. 



We have not been able to afeertain what the Afleffinents of the Houfes were in 1808 ; 
but in 1811 the Houfe in Swallow Street was afl'effed at ^30, and the Houfe in Orange 
Street at ^25, at which Sums they are Hill rated.

TREASURY LETTER, dated nthAugud 1815. in reply to the preceding 
Report of The Commiffioners of Woods, &c. 

Gentlemen, 

I HAVE laid before the Lords Commiflioners of His Majefly’s Treafury your Reprefen ta- 
tion of the 25th ultimo, upon tile fubjedt of the difference which appears between the 
terms of the Leaies granted by the Crown, within a few years pail, upon the Valuation of 
the Architects belonging to the Land Revenue Department, and the amount you have been 
obliged to pay for the Surrender of the fame Leafes for the purpofes of the New Street. 
Upon an attentive confideration of this Report, and of the Papers and Correfpondence with 
which it is accompanied, my Lords cannot but ccmGder the conduct of the Surveyors who 
have been employed by the Crown, in the courfe which they have adopted in the Valuation 
of the Crown's Eftates, for the purpofe of granting or renewing Leafes of Houfes belonging 
to the Crown, very irregular ; but they fee no grounds for imputing to them any improper 
motives for fuch conduct ; and they cannot but regret, that their courfe and rule in this 
refpedt had not been duLinclly dated to the late Surveyor General, and to the prefent Com- 
miffioners, in order that the fame might have been brought under the conflderation of this 
Board. From the length of time, however, which has elapfed fmee the paffing of the Act 
of 1794 for the better Management of the Crown’s Edates, and from the progrefs which 
has been made in raffing the Rents of HisMajedy to a level with thofeof private Proprietors, 
it does not appear to my Lords to be neccflary that the principles upon which the Survey- 
ors have hitherto aSed fhould dill be the ground-work of their Valuations ; but that they 
fhould be indruSed, in all future Surveys, to make their Ultimate of the Property, after 
calculating all the neceffiiry Deductions detailed in tlicir Letter, at die general market-price 
of the day, exactly as they would do for any private individual. 

With refpe£t to your fuggedion, that all Crown Leafes fliould in future contain a power 
of refumption in cafe of the Property being wanted for public purpofes, my Lords cannot 
but entertain doubts of the propriety of this fuggedion as a general meafure •, as they are of 
opinion, that the introdudtion of fuch a claufe in all Crown Leafes will diminilh the value 
of the property conGderably more dian any benefit which might be derived from the claufe in 
the comparatively few cafes where the Crown might he defnous of availing itfelf of it ; in all 
cafes, however, when it may appear probable that any improvements will be undertaken, 
my Lords are of opinion diat fuch a claufe fhould be inferted.

REPORT of the Commiflioners of Woods, &c. propofing the iflae of Notices to 
all Crown Leflees to apply for Renewals of their Leafes : — And Treafury Letter, 
tranfmitting Copy of Minute of the Treafury Board on the faid Report. 

My Lords, Office of Woods, & c. 21ft Auguft 1813. 

I N our Letter or Report to your Lordfhips Board, dated 18th February laft, we Hated, that 
we had daily occafion to obferve, and lament, the inconvenience and detriment arifing to 
the Land Revenue of the Crown, from allowing Crown Leafes to expire, and the Le flees to 
hold over for an indefinite tune, fometimes for a confiderable number of years, of which 
many inftances had come before us; the confequence being, that the old Leflee is apt to 
flatter himfelf with the hopes of being Differed to continue, while he fo held over, at the 
former Rent, which, in the cafe of Leafes granted prior to the A £1 34 Geo. III. cap 75. is 
generally very much under their fair value ; and that when we had been obliged to let fuch 
Leflees right in that refpect, the utmoft we had thought it juft to demand had been the 
aSual income the Tenant had derived from the Eftate, verified by his oath, after deducting 
the per cent, bonus, this falling much fhort of what the Eftate would have produced, if 
lie had, by a new Leafe for a term certain, been encouraged to improve the Land, and been 
compelled to do fo by efficient Covenants fecuring the payment of the advanced Rent ; and 
that we therefore had refolved, if approved of by your Lordfhips, to give notice in future 
to all the Leflees of the Crown, immediately before the commencement of the laft two years 
of their refpeGive Leafes, if they lhall not have applied for a renewal before that time, that 
if they do not apply within a period to be fpecified (fay three months from the date of fuch 
notice), they will forfeit their claim to the bonus of £5 per cent., and to any preference over 
ftrangers in regard to a new Leafe, fo that mcafures will be taken for letting the Property to 
any other perfon who may be willing to agree to the terms which we dial I propofe. 

Since the dale of that Letter, other inftances of the fame inconvenience and lofs have 
occurred ; and, in particular, in the cafe of the Manor and Royalties of Rofedale, parcel of 
the Crown’s Eftate at Rofedale, in the County of York, where it appears, by an account 
rendered by the Truftees of Mifs Harrifon, the Crown’s Leflee, (and which account the faid 
Truftees have expreffed their willingnefs to verify upon oath), that the Rents and Profits 
accruing therefrom fince Ladyday 1809, when the laft Leafe expired, to Michaelmas laft 
(1813), amounted in the whole only to ^'76. 2. I.; whereas the Surveyor employed by us 
to value the Eftate eftimated the mefne profits of the fame PremifeS for that period at die 
fum of *£243. 5. being a difference of £ 167. 2. it.} and the Surveyor in his Report upon 
this fubjedt adds, that although the fum received falls very much fliort of what the Premifes 
would have let for, it may probably be confidcred to be fevere, if the Parties (hould be 
required to pay more than what they have actually received from the occupiers of the 
Premifes. 

We have therefore again to fubmit to your Lordfhips our opinion, that it is highly expedient 
that we fhould be authorized to diredl letters to be written to all perfons whole Leafes have 
already expired, or will expire within two years, that if they do not apply within three months 
from the date of fuch Letters refpe&ively, they will forfeit the preference in the renewal, and 
the benefit of the dedU&ion of j£"jj per cent, from the Rent eftimated according to the annual 
Value fworn to by our Surveyors, and that meafures will be taken for letting the Property 
to other perfons ; and further, that general intimation of this new regulation fliould be given 
to all Leflees of the Crown, by public Advert ifement, and by Notices rtuck up in different 
parts of our Office, to the effect above mentioned.

the date of fuch Letters refpeftively, they will forfeit the preference in the renewal, and the 
benefit of thededuftion of ^5 per cent, from the Rent eftimatrd according to the annual 
Value fworn to by their Surveyor, and that meafures will be taken for letting the Property to 
other perfons ; and further, that general intimation of this new regulation be given to all 
Leffeesof the Crown, by public Advertifements, and by Notices ftuck up in different parts 
of their office, to the effeft above mentioned. 

My Lords refume the confederation of the Report of the Commiflioners of Woods, &c. of 
18th February 1813, as far as relates to this fubjeft. 

My Lords concur with the faid Commiflioners in thinking the propofed meafure very 
important, and are pleafed to function the adoption thereof.

LETTER from Gilbert Jones, Efq. to the Commiflioners ofHis Majefly’s Woods, &c. 
reporting the Proceedings at Northampton Aflizes, on the Trial of certain Caufes 
relative to His Majefty’s Rights to the Tithes and Soil of Borough Fen, Bedford Level. 

Mr Lord, and Gentlemen. Salifhury Square, 39th July 1814. 

"T BEG leave to acquaint your Lordfhip and the other Commiflioners, that I attended at 
^ Northampton Aflizes laft week, upon the Trial of the two Caufes refpefting the Claim of 
the Crown to the Allotments to be fet out by the Commiflioners for inclofing Borough Fen 
to the Owners of the Tithes, and to the Owners of the Soil, in lieu of their refpeftive Rights. 
The Commiflioners for the Inclofure had decided that the Allotment to be fet out in lieu of 
Tithes did not belong to the Crown, and had determined that the Lands were exempt and 
free from all Tillies : And with refpeft to the Soil, that the Right thereto is in the Devifees 
of the Marquis of Exeter. To over-rule thefe decifions, and to eftablifh the Right of the 
Crown, was the objeft of the Suits above alluded to. The C.iufe refpefting the Tithes was 
firft tried ; and I have the pleafure to ftate dial, after a very long and interefting Trial, a moft 
decifive and complete Verdift was obtained for die Crown. Our opponents took down Mr. 
Serjeant Lens, as their leading Advocate, upon a fpecial retainer ; and after hearing part only 
of die evidence on the behalf of the Crown, to eftablifh the fact of die extra-parochi.ility of 
the Lands in queftion, the Serjeant admitted, that he felt himfelf unable to refill the evidence 
adduced to eftablifh that faft ; and he therefore proceeded to refill the Claim upon the ground 
that die Crown had loft its Right, and was barred of its remedy by the operation of the 
Nullum Tempus Aft. To repel this part of die cafe, we gave in evidence die feveral Leafes 
which had been granted of the extra-parochial Tidies, the Accounts which had been rendered 
thereof by the Leflees, and the Accounts made up by the Auditor, and declared from time to 
time before die Chancellor of the Exchequer : And Mr. Baron Graham held that thefe docu- 
ments demonftrated that the Tidies had been duly kept in charge, and that die Aft therefore 
did not operate upon them ; and recommended die Jury to give a Verdift for the Crown, which 
they did immediately without hefitation. 

With refpeft to die odier Caufe, we were under great- difficulty in getting on. The Right 
having been determined by the Commiflioners to be in the Marquis of Exeter’s Truftees, it 
became ncceffary to give fome Evidence on the part of the Crown, to fliew that Borough Fen 
xvas extra-manerial ; and wc could only find one Witncfs who would fpeak to it at all, and he 
an involuntary one. And although he gave fome general evidence diat die Lands were reputed 
to be extra-manerial, yet he ftated that the Commoners had been in the habit of exercifing, 
for a long time pall, afts of ownerlhip, by inebfing and letdng off parts of the Land occafion- 

ally 
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ally from 3 years to 3 years. The Right of the Crown was grounded upon an affumption that 
all extra-manerial YVade Lands of Right belong to the King by virtue of his prerogative, and 
mull remain in the Crown, unlefs proved to have been granted out to any fubjedt. This 
principle the Judge did not feem prepared to recognize; but he faid, that at all events, in the 
prefent cafe, where the Commoners appear to have exercifed fitch ads of ownerfhip, and the 
Crown did not appear to have ever exercifed any, he thought the Right of the Crown, if any it 
ever had, was barred by tire Nullum Temptts Act ; and that the Grants which the Crown had 
made from time to time of the Tidies (as proved in the other Caufe) afforded to his mind 
irrefragable proof that it did not poffefs the Right to the Soil at the time thofe Grants were 
made. Upon thefe grounds, he thought the Right of the Crown could not be edablilhed, 
and a Juror was therefore withdrawn. When the Gentlemen who were concerned in the 
Caufe lhall return from die Circuit, it may perhaps deferve confideration, whether it will be 
advifable to fubmit to this Decifion, or to take the opinion of the Court thereon. However, diis 
Caufe is of much lefs importance than the one in which we did fucceed ; lince the Allotment 
recovered will not only be of much greater value in itfelf than the Allotment in Right of Soil 
would have been, but the Verdidl will in all probability have a con fide ruble operation and 
cffedl in facilitating the Recovery of the Tithes of the other extra-parochial Lands in die Great 
Level of the Fens.

LETTER from Lord Vifcount Bulleley , and William Henry Fremantle , Efq. apply- 
ing for pecuniary Aid from The Crown, towards building a new Church in the 
Pari fli of Egham, in the County of Surrey ; and Report thereon by The Commit. 
{Joners of His Majelly’s Woods, & c. 

My Lords, Egham, iothJuly, 1814. 

H AVING been deputed by die principal Landholders and Parilliioners of Egham, in the 
County of Surrey, to make application to your Lordfliips for the Bounty of the Crown, 
in aid of a Contribution already commenced, for the building a new Church, we beg leave to 
Rate to your Lordfliips the Grounds 011 which fuch Aid is humbly requelled. 

The Crown is Lord of the Manor, and Proprietor of the larged portion of Land within the 
Parifli of Egham. The number of Houfes within the Town of Egham, and the Farms belonging 
to the Crown, are very confiderable. 

The cultivation of the Great Park of Windfor, part of which is within the Parifli of Egham, 
has greatly added to the number of inhabitants of the Parifh. Thefe circumdances naturally 
give to the Crown a very great inten d in the Patifli of Egham, which His Majedy's long reli- 
dence at Windfor has increafed, by perfonal knowledge and intimacy with its concerns. 

The improvements which His Maiedy aud His Predeceffors have made in the Great Park of 
Windfor, have not been effefled without conGderable facrifices of the Parifli of Egham. Some 
years lince, William Duke of Cumberland made a very large Inclofure from the Wade Land 
of the Parifli of Eghani, which he added to the Park, without making any compenfation what- 
ever to the Parifli * and Cnee His Majelly has refided at Windfor, a further addition was made 
to the Park by an Inclofure of the Parifli Land, without affording any return to the Parifli for 
the lofs of Land fo inclofed. 

For many years pad, the Grown has been very anxious that a general Inclofure of the Parifh 
of Eghani Ihould take place, by which great perfonal accommodation would be afforded to 
His Majedy, in the improvement and addition to the Great Park ; but, from the variety of 
intcrells and the numerous fmali Proprietors of Land, this object could never receive the 
fandtions of four-fifths of the Landholders until the lad year ; when a Bill for this Inclofure, fo 
advantageous and beneficial to the Intereds and Revenue of the Crown, received the unanimous 
confent of the Proprietors of Land in the Parilh. 

By an Edimate lately made, it appears that the general extent of Wade Ground contained 
in the Parilh is about 2,000 Acres, of which the fuppofed quantity and proportion to be 
allotted to the Crown amounts to nearly one-fourth, viz. 500 Acres. The quantity of Land 
in the Parilh of Egham, including Old Inclofures, Open Fields, Meadows, and Wade Grounds, 
contain altogether about 5,540 Acres, the proportion of which, held by Edgell Wyatt, Efq. as 
Leffee under the Crown, amounts to about 1,059 Acres.

We do not ftate to your Lordfliips die eflimated Value of the Property of the Crown in No. 

the Parifli of Egham, which is of conGderable magnitude ; but we have great confidence in - 

ftating to your Lord (hips the intereft which His MajeRy annexed to this pofieffion, fo near 
to His Royal Refidence, and His perfonal concerns in its improvement. In confirmation of 
thefe Statements, we have fubmitted the Opinions expreffed on the fubje£t by the late 
Mr. Fordyce, Surveyor of Crown Lands, at the time of the renewal of the Leafe to the late 
R d Wyatt, Efq. 

In a Letter from that Gendeman to Mr. Wyatt, dated Land Revenue Office, December 
17th, 1804, he fays — ** I have, however, to acquaint you, that I fent the paper to Mr. Driver 
“ for his confideration, and diat his remark upon it is : — As it is uncertain when a new Church 
« or Work-houfe may be built, he thinks it would be quite inconfiflent for him to make any 
“ abatement of the Rent on that account ; but that as the Crown has fo large an Eftate in the 
“ Parifli, he thinks it would be proper for the Crown to fubfcribe towards the Expenfe at the 
“ time of the rebuilding, and that it would then be proper for the Leflee to make an application 
“ for that purpofe, when, he has no doubt, it would be confented to." 

We beg to refer your Lordfliips to the whole of diis Letter, which is lodged at the Land 
Revenue Office. In a Letter from Mr. John Seeker, Reward of the Manor of Egham, dated 
Windfor, 30th April 1814, he Rates — “ I always underltood that His MajeRy had a favour- 
“ able difpofition towards the Parifli of Egham, die manifeflation of which, upon more 
« occafions than one, came within my perfonal knowledge ; and I am confident that the 
“ projected Inclofure would, if His Majefiy was fo far in the enjoyment of his health as to 
“ be able to exprefs his opinion on the fubject, now be honoured with his warmeR approbation. 

“ The benefit to be derived by the Crown from the Inclofure will, I truR, be of confiderable 
“ importance, and fully juRify the exercife of its moR liberal attention to the wiflies of the 
“ Inhabitants of the Parifli of Egham, in the contribution of a handfome Subfcription towards 
“ the propofed building of a Parifli Church.” 

We fliould be wanting in jufiice to the Parifli, if we did not further exprefs our perfonal 
knowledge of His Majefly’s favourable difpofition towards the Parifli, having at various times 
had die opportunity of hearing His MajeRy exprefs himfelf to this purpofe ; and we have no 
difficulty in expreffing our confidence, that if His MajeRy was enabled to exercife His judgment, 
he would, as an Occupier of Land within the Parifli, and alfo in compenfation for die WaRe 
Lands which have been inclofed, by confent of the Parifli, within the Great Park, contribute 
to the propofed building of a new Church. 

Wc have only to fubmit the Efiimates of the Expenfe of building the new Church, and the 
grounds on which it is thought necefiary to undertake it : — 

The Parifli Church was built in 1327. 

It does not contain fufficient room for one-third of its inhabitants. 

It has only one eflabliflied pew for any farms, or to the number of houfes, which are 
very confiderable, belonging to the Crown. 

It contains no Chapel of Eafe. 

The number of its inhabitants amount to between two and three thoufand perfons. 

The prefent Church is in fo ruinous a Rate, it muR inevitably fall to the ground, unlefs 
repaired at an eRimated Expenfe of nearly .^4,000. 

A new Church has been planned and contra&ed for, to contain 1,000 perfons, if the 
funds can be procured, for the fum of g£6 t 400. 

The Inhabitants and Landholders have already fubferibed for the new Church, to the 
amount of ^4,000. At prefent there is no Diffenters Chapel or Meeting Houfe ; but from 
the want of accommodation in the Eflabliflied Church, there is great apprehenfion that a 
Building is now proje£ted. 

Under thefe circumflances, we humbly fubmit to your Lordfliips, in the name of the Parifli, 
our earneR and anxious hopes that you will be pleafed to take into confideration die Prayer 
of this Memorial, and affifl the Parifli by a Grant from the Crown of the Sum required to 
make good the deficiency in the Eflimate now prefented to your Lordfliips.

PURSUANT to your Lordfhips reference to us, we have confidered the annexed Letter 
from Lord Vifcount Bulkeley and William Henry Fretnanile, Efq. wherein they exprefs 
that, h.tving been deputed by the principal Landholders and Parilhioners of Egbam, in the 
County of Surrey, to make application to your Lordfhips for the Bounty of the Crown, in 
aid of a Contribution already commenced for the building of a new Church, they beg leave 
to ftate to your Lordfhips the grounds on which fuch aid is humbly requefted : They then 
proceed to fet forth thofe grounds, among which are the following ; namely, That the Crown 
is Lord of the Manor, and Proprietor of the largeft portion of Land in Egham Parifh : That the 
Improvements which His Majefty and His predeceffors have made in the Great Park of 
Wtodfor, have not been effected without conGderable facrifices of the Parifh of Egham; 
William Duke of Cumberland having, fome years fince, made a very large Inclofure from 
the "Wafte Land of the Parifh, which he added to the faid Park, without making any Compen- 
fation whatever to the Parifh ; and, fince His Majefty has refided at Windfor, a further 
addition having been made to the Park by an Inclofure of the Parifh Land, without affording 
any return to the Parifh for the lofs of the Land fo inclofed : That, by an Ellimate lately made, 
it appears that the general extent of Wafte Ground contained in the Parifh is about 2,000 
Acres, of which the fuppofed quantity and proportion to be allotted to the Crown, under the 
Inclofure AS now in execution, amounts to nearly one-fourth, viz. 500 Acres: That the 
quantity of Land in the faid Parifh, including Old Inclofures, Open Fields, Meadows, and 
Wafte Grounds, is altogether about 5,540 Acres, the proportion of which held by Edgell 
Wyatt Edgell, Efq. as Leflee under the Crown, amounts to about 1,059 Acres. They then 
(how the grounds on which it is thought neceffary to undertake the building of a new Church, 
as follows: — That the prefent Church, built in 1327, does not contain fufficient room for 
one-third of the inhabitants of the Parifh, and has only one eftablifhed pew for any farms, 
or to the number of houfes, which is conftderable, belonging to the Crown; that the Parifh 
contains no Chapel of Eafe ; that the number of inhabitants amount' to between two and three 
thoufand perfons ; that the prefent Church is in fo ruinous a ftate, that it mull inevitably fall 
to the ground, unlefs repaired at an eftimated expenfe of nearly *£4,000 ; that a new Church 
has been planned and contradled for. to contain 1,000 Perfons, if the Funds can be procured, 
for the fum of ^6,400 ; that then Iiiabitants and Landholders have already fubferibed for the 
new Church, to the amount of *£4,000 ; and that at prefent there is no Diffenters Chapel or 
Meeting Houfe ; but, from the want of accommodation in the Eftablifhed Church, there is great 
appreltenfion that a building is now in projection : And Lord Bulkeley and Mr. Fremantle 
fubmit to your Lordfhips, in the name of the Parifh, their eameft and anxious hopes that 
you wi 1 be pleafed to take into confideration the prayer of their Letter, and affift the Parifh 
by a Grant from the Crown of the fum required to make good the deficiency of the laid 
fum of .£6,400. 

The Manor of Egliarn, with its Royalties, is now held by the Earl of Harcourt (as a Truftec 
for His Majefty ) under a Crown Leafe, fora term which will expire on the 31ft December 1 835, 
at the dear yearly Rent of <£123. 16. 6 ; and the Farms and Lands, and alfo feveral Houfes in 
Egham, are now held by Edgell Wyatt Edgell, Efq. under a like Leafe, for a term which will 
expire on the 10th Odtober 1835, as to the Farms and Lands, at the clear yearly Rent of 
*£940. 18s. ; and for a term which will expire on the toth OQober 1865, as to the Houfes, at 
the clear yearly Rent of *£242. 9. 6 ; and in refpeft of the Houfes, a Fine of <£2,301 was paid 
to the Crown. 

We think it quite natural that Egham Parifh fhould look to His Majefty, as Lord of the 
Manor, and Proprietor of a large Eftate, for conGderable affiftance towards the Expenfe of 
building a Church of fuch capacity as to encourage the Parilhioners to attend Divine Service, 
by making it certain that they will generally find accommodation therein. But as we felt a 
doubt whether fo large a fum as <£2.400 could reafonably be expected from His Majefty, 
that being above a third of the whole eftimated expenfe, while the proportion of die Crown 
Land is below a fifth of the quantity in the Parifh ; and there being alfo many noble, refpe£t- 
able, and opulent Proprietors and Inhabitants there ; we thought it right to take, on the fubjedt, 
the Opinion of Mr. A. P. Driver, who, a few years ago, furveyed and valued the Crown Eflate 
in Egham, and who is, by our nomination, one of the Commiffioners for the Egham Inclofure ; 

and 
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and he has Hated to us, that he (hould think that the fum of s'? 1,500 mud be confidered very 
liberal to be fubfcribed by the Crown for the Purpofe afoTefaid, and that he does not doubt 
the Parifli would be perfettly fatisfied with it. That fum of .£1,500, it appears to us, would 
be a very ample contribution from the Crown, and we do not hefitate to recommend to your 
Lordlhips the grant thereof towards the building of the faid new Church.

On the former of thofe fubje£ls, your fentiments were exprefied in your Minute of the 22<l No. 13. 
October 1811, of which a Copy was lent to us, in Mr. Wharton’s Letter of the 29th of the 
fame month ; but, on the latter, no communication has been made to us, and it is to that 
fubjett we now beg leave particularly to folicit your early attention. 

In that Report we dated That, “ from the want of fomc regular method of infpecling the 
“ demifed Ellates, and of periodically communicating to the Land Revenue Department 
“ information concerning the Management thereof, it was next to impofiible for the perfon. or 
“ perfons at the head of that Department to know whether the fcvcral Covenants were com- 
tc plied with, till perhaps at or toward the end of the Term, when in mod cafes it would be 
* impoflibie, or thought extremely hard and fevere, to call the LefTces to account, by Action 
“ of Covenant, or otherwife, for their non-compliance therewith.” 

We alfo dated, “ That wc were mod ftrongly of opinion that Uiere fliould he, on the part 
“ of this Board fome competent perfon, furnilhed with a Copy, or the Subdance of the Leafe, 

“ employed at lead annually to infpecl each Land Edate of the Crown under Leafe, and to 
“ report how far, in each particular, fuch Covenants and Conditions had been fulfillcl ; and 
f* that this lad requifite, wc were fatisfied, from the experience we had had, and the conlidera- 
** tion of what had palled in the Department of the Land Revenue for above a century, but

“ mentof fuch Receiver for any general Diltrict lliould be made ; hut that the duty of col- 
« lefting the Rents of each particular Eftate within that Dirt rid, together with the other 
duties thereinafter mentioned, fliould be entrufted to the Land Surveyor, who fliould have 
been employed to eftimate and report the value thereof, and lo advife concerning the pro- 
“ per mode of cultivating the fame, in cafe fuch Eftate fliould have been fo valued and 
“ reported upon at the time the laft Leafe was granted, by any Surveyor then and ftill reliding 
«< in that part of the Country; and, where no fuch Survey had been made, to the Land Sur- 
<< vcyor generally employed in that Diftridl under the Department of Land Revenue.” 

“ sdlv, That fuch Surveyors fliould refpedively receive, as the confideration for performing 
“ the duty of collefting the Rents, and the other duties about to be mentioned, nothing fur- 
“ thcr than a correfponding apportionment of the Emoluments formerly annexed to the 
«* R.cceiverQiip.”

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“ gdly. That the prefent Receivers, who execute their duty by Deputy,” (and we believe 
the majority of them did fo,) “ (hould be directed, whenever it might become necelTary for 
“ them to' make a new Appointment of a Deputy, to employ in that capacity fuch Land 
t< Surveyor as before deferibed, if he fhould be willing to undertake the duties, in future to 
« be united with that of receiving the Rents, for fuch reuumeration as they allow to their 
« prefent Deputies.” 

“ 4th, That any Receiver, or Deputy Receiver, as the cafe might be, appointed in the 
« manner we hr.il propofed, (hould in future be obliged to view the Eitate, of which he 
« (hould receive rhe Rents, once in the year at lead, at the time of receiving the Rent then 
* to be collected ; and after examining the Field Book of the Leflee, or of his Under 
“ Tenant or Under Tenants, fhould report how far the fame had been kept in the manner 
“ direfted, and how far the other Covenants in the Leafe had been performed } in what pai- 
b ticular there had been a failure in any of thofe refpe&s •, and whether any, and what im- 
i‘ provement, upon the preferibed mode of Cultivation, occurred to him, which it might be 
«• advifeable, with the Confent of the Tenant, to adopt during the remainder of the Leafe; 

»« and that he (hould accompany his Report with Extra&s from fuch parts of the Tenants 
t‘ Field Book as he might think neceflary for the better underftanding of fuch Report.” 

Mr. Fordyce, in his Report above mentioned, dated, “That the Rents of thofe Edates had 
« been col levied by Receivers, who, befides their Salaries, had been allowed one (lulling in 
“ the pound on the amount of their Receipts j” but fome change has fince taken place. We 
annex a Lid of the prefent Receivers, (hewing the Counties within their Receipts refpedively; 
and it is thofe only who are appointed by Letters Patent, or Conditution, that take the Allow- 
ance of one dulling in the pound, and that only on fuch Sums as are drawn out of their hands 
by Debenture ; but, on the Balances paid by them into the Exchequer on the annual making 
up of their Accounts, a Poundage of three-pence only is allowed. The Salaries of thefe 
Receivers are thofe antieutly allowed by the Exchequer. The atting Receivers have no 
Poundage ; but fuch Salaries only as the Auditor, with the fanclion of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, thinks to be a moderate reward for the Services performed. 

We utiderdand that the general practice of Proprietors of large Edates in Land is to employ 
a Land Surveyor, or Land Agent, wbofe duty it is to attend to ihe lettings of the Edate, the 
management of the Tenants, the colleflion of the Rents, the fetting out and allowing for 
Repairs, and the frequent infpection of the Lands and Buildings ; and that the ufual Allow- 
ance to fuch Surveyor, or Agent, for the whole of his fervice, is a Commiflion of one (hilling 
in the pound on the Rents collected ; and we are decidedly of opinion, that this plan cannot 
be too foon extended to the Edates of the Crown, by which, not only the advantages before 
fet forth will be derived, but the additional one of a prefent diminution of the very heavy 
expence the Crown has of late years fudained from Surveys and Valuations on New Lettings, 
and ultimately a total faving of that expence. 

Very little difficulty will, as we apprehend, attend the carrying of fuch a plan intoeffefl; 
hut your Lordflups will perceive, from the Lid before mentioned, that one Receiver only holds 
his fituation by grant for life; and as the by far greater part of his Receipt is from Houfes ip 
London and Weftminfter, he may retain that part, and relinquifh only the receipt of the Rents 
of the Country Edates, for. which he may have a compenfation. — The Receivers, appointed by 
Conditution from tire Chancellor of the Exchequer, hold only during pleafure. — The Afting 
Receivers are appointed by rhe Auditor, with the fan£tion of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and can prefent no interruption whatever to this arrangement ; but where a fair claim to com 
penfation may be clearly (hown, reafonable compenfation may be allowed. 

For edabliffiing this highly requifite and advantageous change in tire management of the 
Crown’s Edate, we earnedly recommend that, at die commencement of die next Seffion, a 
Bill be fubmitred to Parliament, audiorizing and empowering this Board, with your Lord(hips 
fanction, to appoint fuch Receivers of the Crown Rents as (hall be competent to the perform- 
ance of the Services before detailed ; to allow them, in reward for their fervice, a Commiflion 
of one (hilling in the Pound on the Rents they (hall colled!, or fuch other reward as your 
Lordfliips may approve ; to require from diem fecurities for the due performance of the trud 
repofed in them, and alfo Annual Reports of the condition and mode of management of the 
Edates under their care, and Annual Accounts of die Revenue collected by them ; and to 
adminider to them oadis as to the verity of their Reports and Accounts. 

The Accounts, when their accuracy (hall have been afeertained, may. be trandnitted to the 
Auditor, to be made up and pafled as at prefent, according to the Exchequer forms ; and the 
Monies and Balances may be paid and applied in the manner provided by the exiding Statutes 
relating to the Land Revenue. 

If the Accounts (hall betaken out of the jurifdi&ion of the Auditors, we apprehend that 
they will be entitled to Compenfation for the lofsofthe Profits of Office they will thereby fuf- 
tain, which Compenfadon, as well as all others this arrangement may call for, this Board, with 
the fan&ion of your Lorddiips, may he by the propofed Bill empowered to fettle ; and in this 
cafe, the Bill may abolilh die antient Fees and Allowances of the Auditors in this regard ; the 
antient Salaries and Allowances of die Receivers (hould be alfo aboli&ed. 

The 
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The Bill fliould alfo empower us to authorize the Receivers to diftrain for Rent, and to 
inftitute any legal proccts to recover Rems, Penalties, and CompenLtions for Waite or 
Damage, and to iniorcc Covenants.

— — HAVING laid before the Lords Com midi oners of His Majefty’s Treafury your Report of 

the 20th ultimo, in which you recommended, for the reafons fubmitted in your faid Report, 
the appointment of Land Surveyors for collecting the Crown Kents, and for other Purpofes 
therein mentioned, I am commanded by their Lordlhips to acquaint you, that the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, having communicated with the Bilhop of Rochefter, the prefent Receiver, 
by Patent, for his Life, of the Rents upon the Crown’s Eflates within the Counties of Efie.V, 
Hertford. Middlefex, London, Norfolk, and Huntingdon, with a view of afcertaining whether 
he would be difpofed to relinquilh that part of his office which relates to the Receipt of the 
Rents ariCng within the counties of Efiex, Hertford, Norfolk, and Huntingdon, and, if fo, 
upon what conditions and compenfatiou ; the Bi fhop has exprefled his readinefs to comply 
with the wifhes of His Majefty’s Government, by refigning thofe parts of the receipts above 
fpecilied, upon an equivalent compenfation being fccurcd to him, but has ft a ted, that, as the 
Crown’s Rents have been progreffively increafed, it will be necefiary that he fliould make 
enquiry into the prefent condition of the Crown’s Eftates in thofe Counties, and lias requefted 
to be informed what time may be allowed him for that purpofe ; in anfwer to which the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has recommended his Lordlhip to communicate with you, or 
your Secretary, with a view of arranging the amount of compenfation for that part of his office 
thus to be relinquifiied. 

From an attentive confideration of this important fubjcCt, my Lords are fatisfied that much 
benefit to the Crown’s Eftates might be reafonably expetted from the adoption of the Plan now 
fubmitted by you and I am therefore to direct you to confer with the Bifliop of Rochefter, as 
to the amount of compenfation which it may be proper to grant to him for the relinquiffiment 
of the portion of his office before fpecilied, and to report to their Lordlhips the refult of fuch 
communication. My Lords are alfo pleafed to dirt-61 you immediately to prepare and tranfmit, 
for their confideration, the Draft of a Bill to be fubmitted to Parliament early in the enfuing 
Seffion, authoriling tile appointment of Receivers of Crown Rems of the defeription fuggefted, 
together with fuch other provifions as you may think necefiary or proper for the management 
of thofe Eftates ; but my Lords do not fee any advantages likely to arife from the removal of 
the Audit and final palling of the Accounts of thofe Receivers from the Auditors of the Land 
Revenue, after they lliall have undergone the previous infpeftiou of yaur Board ; particularly 
as compenfation mult be granted to thofe Auditors for the Iofs they will fuftain by the abo- 
lition of the Fees now paid, which Fees will ceafe upon the death of the Perfons holding 
thefe offices.

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LETTER from Mr. Najb, Hating the Circumftances which, in his Opinion, have delayed the 
Progrefs of the Improvements in Maky-le-boxe Park. 

Gentlemen, 29, Dover-ftreet, 4th February 1816. 

JN anfwer to Mr. Milne’s Letter, of the 21ft ultimo, defiring me to report to you whal 
caufes have led to the difappointment of the expectations held out by me of a great Im- 
provement in the Revcuue, to arife from the adoption of the Scheme fuggefted by me, and 
adopted by the Treafury, for the appropriation of the Eftate in Mary-le-bone Park ; and whether 
I am ftill of opinion that fuch expectations will ultimately be realized, and, if fo, the grounds 
of that opinion : 

I beg leave to ftate, that the only difappointment I have felt is in my expectations that the 
Improvement to the Revenue would have had a more rapid progrefs. The numerous appli- 
cations I had from men of rank and fortune, when the defign was in agitation, to fet down 
their names for Sites for Villas within the Pale of the Park, juftified the expectation of that 
part of the Improvement immediately commencing ; but before the Roads were completed 
and the Park inclofed, the difpofition to building fuddenly became paralyfed. So far from 
regretting, however, that the Villas have not yet been begun, I am in your recolleCtion, 
Gentlemen, that it ever was my opinion, the Revenue would not fuffer on that account j for 
as the Trees advance in growth the Park would improve in beauty, and confequently in value, 
and this reafon applies equally to the Houfes which are to furround and overlook the Park. 
At the fame time, therefore, that I confels the expectation of more rapid progrefs, yet I mull 
take leave to revert to my advice of planting Trees to form a boundary round the Park where 

Houfes 
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Houfes are ultimately to dand, as evidence that I looked to a remote period for a full confum- 
mation of the hopes I held out as to Revenue, and that I even guarded againd difappointment 
in that refpect, by fubftituting a Plantation of Trees, either to be preferved for beauty or fold 
for profit. 

I have further to obferve, that many of the Houfes which are to furround the Park will 
be objects of fpeculation to builders ; but for the lad five years the great intereft which the 
public Funds have afforded, has diverted the capital formerly employed in fuch fpeculations ; 
as the Funds rife in price, the floating capital in the country will flow into other Channels, 
and Ihould thofe of building not be dammed up, a part of that capital will mod certainly find 
its way into Mary-le-bone Park, in preference to every other fituation in the Metropolis, 
becaufe of the open fpace of the Park, of which thofe who build are not likely ever to be deprived, 
as is the cafe in the environs of every other part of the Metropolis; and all'o becaufe the New 
Street, when it fhall be completed, will be the nearejl fituation in which perfons connected 
with the Public Offices, and others having bufinefs which requires their daily refort to town, 
can enjoy, together with the Country air, and fuch open fcenery as will be continually increafing 
In beauty as the plantations advance to perfection ; and with this commanding advantage, when 
the noble communication with the Court and Parliament, which the New Street will afford, 
is confidered, I trud, Gentlemen, I am not too fanguine when I fee a certainty, that my fcheme 
will not only ultimately but rapidly fucceed, and Mary-le-bone Park become an object of fuch 
preference, as to draw away many who inhabit fituations in other environs of the Town. So 
fully am I perfuaded of this refult, that 1 recommend to redrain the anxiety for immediate 
Revenue, to give opportunity of feleding a higher clafs of tenants, remembering, that as the 
Park inereafes in beauty it will increafe in value, and that the fird occupiers will damp the 
character of the neighbourhood. I look, therefore, to the completion of the Street, and par- 
ticularly to the Circus at the end of Portland Place (which I confideras the key to Mary-le- 
bone Park) as the period when the value of that fituation will be duly appreciated. From the 
unfortunate oppofition to the Affignees of Mr. Mayor, in the commiffion at fird fued out 
againd him, the whole of lad year was lod ; otherwife the Credent, forming one-half of the 
Circus, would have been completed, and may be fo this year, fhould the Affignees of theprefent 
commiffion be enabled to go on with the building in the courfe of the next month. 

Hitherto I have alluded only to that part of my Plan connected with Mary-le-bone Park ; 
the expedation of a Revenue to be derived from the other part of Mary-le-bone Park, to be 
appropriated for commercial Purpofes, was founded principally on the advantages likely to 
refult from the Regent’s Canal, which is to join the Grand Jundion Canal with the Thames. 
The Regent’s Canal is now completed through the Crown Edate, as far as to the Hampdead 
Road, and a collateral Cut made along the middle of that Edate towards the New Road, and 
terminated in a commercial Bafin ; both thefe branches are immediately to be opened for the ufe 
of the Public. Already feveral applications have been made to me for wharfs round the bafin, 
and for the edablidiment of trades in the neighbourhood. There cannot, therefore, be any 
doubt of the fuccefs of this part of the fcheme ; but encouragement mud be given to the fird 
fettlers, by letting the Wharfs for a Jbort term at low Rents, and when trade (hall be edabliffied 
on the (hores of the Canal, the Revenue will not only be permanent but continually increafing, 
and the neceffity of Houfes in the vicinity a confequent refult. 

The enormous extra expenfe which the Regent’s Canal Company have incurred, beyond their 
original Edimate, by the Crown altering the courfe of the Canal through Mary le-bone Park, 
and compelling them to go through very high ground, protracted the excavation of the Canal, 
and very much injured their finances ; and the oppofition of an individual, through whofe land 
the Canal is to pafs, retarded the progrefs of the Canal during the greater part of the lad year, 
otherwife there were well founded expectations of its being completed to the Thames bv the 
prefent time, and that the profpeCts held out to the Regent's Canal Company, and to the Com- 
miffioners of His Majedy’s Land Revenues, would have begun to be realized. The Regent’s 
Canal Company, however, are taking meafures in the prefent Seffion of Parliament to be 
reieafed from the oppofition of the individual alluded to, and to recover the depreffion of their 
funds, which have unfortunately differed in public opinion by thefe circumdances ; in the 
meantime, fo much of the Canal is completed as will mod certainly put in motion that part of 
my fcheme which relates to the Crown Property in this quarter, appropriated to commercial 
purpofes ; but here again I look to the jundion of the Canal with the Thames for the great refults, 
in refpeft of Revenue, and am not anxious to let too great a portion of the ground, till that 
work is completed. 

You will pleafe, Gentlemen, to recoiled, that the Circus at the end of Portland Place was 
let as foon as the Plan was fettled ; that the meafure of The Regent’s Canal was carried as 
foon as it was propofed ; that applications were made for Sites for Villas as foon as the Scheme 
of Mary-le-bone Park was known ; fo far the public expedation was in unifon with mine, and 
it cannot be expeded I Ihould have forefeen the interruptions which the Circus and Canal have 
met with, nor the caufes which have induced thofe Gentlemen who had put down their names 
for Villas to decline following up their fird intentions. The failure of Mr. Mayor in the 
middle of his progrefs was certainly owing folely to the fudden ffoppage of thofe refources of 
credit which Builders look up to for the fuccefs of their fpeculations. The Circus and the 
(124.) Kk Canal, 
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Canal, though hitherto retarded, are likely again to proceed, and, I truft, we may look forward, 
with hope, to the removal of the prefent public pecuniary preffure. I truft, alfo, that in this 
relation of fads, His Majefty’s Coniiniffioners will fee the caufes of the difappointmenr of 
which they enquire, and that they will admit that I have reafon to believe, that the hopes l 
have held out of the great Improvement of Revenue from the adoption of my fcheme for 
appropriating the Eftate of Mary-le-bone Park, will ultimately be realized, and that whilft a 
great part of the c.spenfe of die Roads, Plantations and lnclofures, will be refunded by thofe 
who (hall build on the ground, a Revenue will arifc from fuch Buildings to meet the cxpenfe 
of making and planting the Circus, and of the other ornaments of Mary-le-bone Park.

I N purfuance of your Lordfliips defire, fignified to us by Mr. Wharton’s Letter of the 9th 
November laft, that, with reference to Mr. Nafli ’s Plan of the propofed New Street of com- 
munication between Pall Mall and Portland Place, we (hould molt fully afcertain the utmoft 
amount of the charge to arife, in the firft inftance, from the purchafe of Sites, Terms, and 
Good-will, by checking the calculations of Mr. Nafli with thofe of our other Surveyors, or 
of fuch other experienced Surveyors as we might think fit to employ for that purpofe 5 we 
caufed a Statement to be prepared, (hewing the duration of all the exifting Leafehold Interefts 
in the Crown Property, which would be affe&ed according to Mr.Nafli’s faid Plan of fuch 
New Street, and the Rents under which they are now held from the Crown ; and having 
tranfmitted Copies of this Statement to Mr. Nafli, and to Mcffrs. Leverton and Chawner, our 
Surveyors for die Land Revenue Department, we diretted them refpe£tively by inftruftions 
(*Copy whereof, marked B, is hereto annexed) to prepare, with reference to fuch Statement, 
and the bed information which they could obtain relative to the property belonging to indivi- 
duals in the line of the faid Street, Eftimates of the utmoft amount of the charge, which, 
according to the bed of their judgment, would be incurred in purchafing the ourftanding 
Interefts in the parts belonging to die Crown, and the abfolute Fee of thofe parts which do not 
belong to the Crown, together with the Compenfation which, in their opinion, would probably 
be awarded to the Holders or Occupiers of any Houfes or Buildings thereon, by way of recom- 
pence for the lofs of bufinefs, Good-will, or inconvenience, which they might refpecfively 
fuffer by being removed from fuch Houfes or Buildings i and alfo to report to us their opinion, 
as to the extent and manner in which the expeufe to be incurred may be expe&ed to be 
ultimately refunded, by letting, mortgaging, or the abfolute difpofal of the fites in the line of 
the New Street, together with the materials of the Houfes to be pulled down.

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In confequence of thefe inftru&ions, we have received from Mr. Nafh three Plans and No. 32. (A.) 
Efti mates ; the firft Plan is & copy of that which we laid before your Lordlhips, with our Report ~ . — — — 

of the 7th Auguft i8ti, and printed in the Appendix to our Triennial Report, the Eftimates r 
for which, Mr. Na(h Rates, that he has very carefully examined, and he has given the refults of Cotnmiffioners of 
that examination in minute detail. By thefe amended Eftimates, it appears, that Mr. Nafh Woods 8tc. 
calculates the grofs and net Expences of carrying his original Plan of die New Street mto Appendix, 
execution, and the amount of the Revenue to accrue therefrom, as follows, viz. : — No. 1 2 . (B.) 




Your Lordfhips will obferve, that this fum of <£36,831. ij. 10. for annual Ground Rents, 
exceeds Mr. Nafli’s former Eftimate of fuch Ground Rents, in the fum of <£8,097. 1. to. 

It is alfo to be obferved, that Mr. Nafh does not here reckon upon any Revenue arifing 
from the Plan of a New Sewer, which, m that former Efthnate, was calculated at <£19,105 
upon an Expenditure of <£112,330, exclufive of the Revenue to arife from the Building Sites.

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No. 22. (A.) Mr. Nafh fuggefts, that it may not be neceffary, in the firft inftance, to purchafe the Build- 

. ings on the Eaft fide of Sherrard Street, and on the Weft fide of Market Street, Saint James’s, 

abutting on the propofed line of the New Street, and that, probably, when the improvements 
on the adjacent parts of the line fhall have been carried info effect, the Proprietors of the Ground 
would complete the improvements of thofc parts themfelves, which he thinks, would produce 
a faving in the coft of the undertaking to the amount of .£28,243. 2. to. He alfo calculates, 
that a turther faving, for the prefent, of ,£*34, 825, might be made by the fufpenfion of thar 
part of the Plan which runs through the back Premifes of the Houfes on the Eaft fide of 
Cavendifh Square. 

Having obferved to Mr. Na(h, that he had not, in the Eftimate of Good-will, fpecified any 
Compenfation to the Tenants of private Houfes, for the Ioffes and inconvenience which they 
may fuffer by being compelled to remove from their dwellings ; and having further noticed to 
him, that nothing appeared to be allowed in his Eftimate for Ioffes to tradefmen, who hold 
their Premifes at the will of their refpcftive Landlords, he has in a Letter to us, dated the 2d 
inftanl, dated, that he has valued thofe Houfes, not at what the aftual Leffees pay, but at what 
they could let their Houfes for at Rack Rents, and that, as thofe Rack Rents are put at the 
extreme, the purchafe money would afford an ample Compenfation in thofe refpeft s ; and he 
has given it as his opinion, that the general allowance he has made for Good-will, will be 
found to exceed what will actually be required for that purpofe, efpecially, if the courfe of 
proceeding which he has fuggefted fhall be obferved in carrying his Plan into execution. 

The total number of Houfes to be purchafedand taken down, according to this firft Plan of 
Mr. Na(h, is 752 ; of which 441 belong to the Crown, 94 to Sir Richard Sutton, 34 to the 
Truftees of the Pollen Eftate, 48 to the Duke of Portland, 9 to the City of London, and 126 
to different individuals; the greater part Mr. Nafh reprefents to be decayed and worn out, 
and fome of them in a ruinous ftate. 

And the aggregate frontage of the Building Sites in the new Street, &c. according to this 
Plan of Mr. Nafh, is 10,370 feet, being fulficient for 500 Houfes at 24 feet to each Houfe, 
exclufive of Sites for three large Public Buildings. 

To obviate the objections which have been made to the above-mentioned Plan, on account 
of the number of Houfes required to be taken down between Piccadilly and Goiden Square, 
for the purpofe of forming a Square, Mr. Nath has fubmitted two other Plans, numbered II. 
and III. In the Plan numbered II. and which, on the whole, appears to us to deferve the 
preference, he propofes the omiffion of the Square on the North Side of Picadilly, and fubfti- 
tutes a bending Street, refembling, in that refpeft, the High-ftreet at Oxford, to unite the 
North end of the Street from Pall Mall to Piccadilly with die South end of that part of the 
Street which leads to Oxford Street, and preferving the prefent communication from die 
Haymarket along Tichbome and Mary-le-bone Streets, into Warwick and Swallow Streets. 
The adoption of this Plan, Mr. Nafh fays, will decreafe the amount of purcbafes and Good-will 
,£68,705, and the Revenue *£1,924, making the net Coft of the undertaking, including the 
items of propofed favings above-mentioned, ^£330, 754. I. 1. but at the fame time reducing 
the Annual Revenue to ^£3 1,999. 1. 10. ; viz . : —

According to the aforegoing Statement, the Plan No. II. befides being, in our opinion, 
preferable in other refpe£ts, will yield the largeft Revenue in proportion to the Expenditure, 
exceeding that of No. I. in the fum of £\,j^fi. 3. 2. and that of No. III. in the fum of 
£$, 3. o Surplus Revenue or Annual Profit. 

We have likewife received a Report and Eftimates from Meffrs. Leverton and Chawner,

we have not had an opportunity of comparing them with thofe of Mr. Nafh, io as to fhew in 

what particulars the difference confifts ; but, with the view of afcertaining whether fuch differ- 
ence relates to any particular divifions of the line of Street, or generally to every part thereof, 
we have directed them to fumifh us with further particulars of their Survey and Valuation, 
and, as foon as we (hall receive fuch further particulars, we will tranfmit them to your 
Lordfhips. 

WE beg further to ftate, that we received Mr. Wharton’s Letter of the 20th ultimo, tranf- 
mitting to us a Reprefentation of certain Inhabitants of the Parilh of Saint James, in which 
they fet forth various obje&ions to Mr. Nafh’s Plan, and efpecialiy, that it contemplates, 
unneceffarily, the definition of a number of exifting Buildings, and the blocking up accuftomed 
Highways ; and that Mr. Thompfon, of Argyll Street, who had given much attention to the 
fubjecl, and had great local knowledge of die Property, had formed a Plan, which obviated 
mofl of their objections, and having, purfuant to your Lordfhips defire, applied to Mr. Thomp- 
fon for his Plan, he has communicated the fame to us, together with a Report explanatory 
thereof, and containing Calculations of the Expenfe of carrying his Plan into execution. 

Mr. Thompfon’s Plan embraces the line of a New Street from Pall Mall to Pordand Place; 
but his Eftimates relate only to the part of it which falls between Pall Mall and Oxford Street; 
and for this part he calculates, that the fum of ^98,435 would be required for the purchafe 
of the outftanding Interefts in the Crown Property, and the Fee Simple and outftanding Interefts 
of the Private Property affetted by it; and he eftimates the total Annual Revenue to accrue 
from Leafes of the Sites for new Buildings at <£’19,066. 

Mr. Nafh, in his Eftimates for fo much of the line of the New Steeet as lies between Pall 
Mall and Oxford Street, according to his Plan, No. II. (which does not materially differ from 
the Plan of Mr- Thompfon, and which we have above more particularly recommended to your 
Lordfhips attention), calculates the coft of that part of the Improvement at .§£272,036, and 
the Revenue to arife therefrom at ^30,240. 6. 10. per annum. 

Mr. Wharton's Letter of the 7th December laft, having tranfmitted to us Copy of a Refo- 
lution then lately paffed at a Meeting of the Veftry of the Parifh of Saint James, refpeSing 
the propofed New Street, and defired that we would communicate with the faid Parties, and 
report the refult of our conference to your Lordfhips Board ; we have to acquaint your Lord- 
fhips, that having been attended by a Deputation from the faid Veftry, they reprefented to us 
the great injury which would arife to the Inhabitants of the Parifh, as well by an increafe of the 
Poor Rates upon the a&ual refidents, during the period in which the Improvement would be 
in procefs of execution, as by the lofs of bufinefs which would be brought on many induftrious 
perfons carrying on thriving Trades in the prefent accuftomed thoroughfares in the Vicinity of 
the propofed New Street, but fituated out of its direft line, whereby they might be precluded 
from a Compenfation, in the way of purchafe, for the Property and Good-will of their Houfes 
and Shops, although their Trade would be deftroyed by the thoroughfares being withdrawn 
from them to the New Street. 

With refpeft to their firft allegation, relating to the Poor Rates, we beg leave to notice to 
your Lordfhips, that both Mr. Nafh’s Plan No. II. and Mr. Thompfon’s Plan, obviate, in a 
great degree, the grounds upon which it is founded ; the Houfes and Buildings which are 
affected by thefe Plans, on the parts alluded to, being of a very inferior defeription and value, 
and it prefent contributing comparatively little towards thofe Rates ; whereas the Houfes and 
Buildings propofed to form the New Street, being of a higher clafs, will at leaf! coropenfate 
the diminution to be caufed by the deft ruction of the prefent mean and ruinous Buildings; 
and further, it appears to us, that if the gradual courfe of proceeding in the execution of the 
Improvement fuggefted by Mr. Nafh be adopted, there can fcarcely occur even a temporary 
reduction in the Poor Rates, and certainly not to any confiderable amount. 

And, in regard to their fecctnd allegation, relating to the injuries which will be fuftained by 
Tradefmen eftablifhed in the prefent leading Streets in the Vicinity of the propofed New 
Street, we have to obferve, that if either Mr. Nafh’s Plan No. II. or Mr. Thompfon’s, fhall be 
adopted, there will be no accuftomed thoroughfare interrupted, and the Claims for Compen- 
fation ought, we apprehend, to be limited to the perfons whofe Property will be dire&Iy 
affe&ed ; and we have no doubt, that Parliament would think it right, by proper Claufes in the 
Bill, to provide for every cafe of this kind, according to what has been ufual in inftances of 
analogous Improvements in other parts of the Town. 

IN purfuanee of your Lordfhips defire, that we would afeertain how far the expectation 
held out by Mr. Nafh, that the neceffary advance of Money for carrying his Plan of a New 
Street into execution might be provided by arrangements with the Infurance Companies, was 
likely to be realized, and to what extent they would be willing to make fuch advance, we in- 
flru£ted him to apply to fuch of thofe Companies as he thought would be likely to engage m 
the Undertaking, and to furaifh them with whatever details, relative to his Plan, they might 
require, fo that we might receive a diretft propofition, explaining the Terms on which the 
Money would be advanced, and the nature of the Security which would be required. 

In 
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In confequence of thefe indrucKons, we hare received from him the Copy of a Letter 
which he addreffed to Sir Theophilus Metcalfe, Chairman of the Globe Infurance Company, 
and of the anfwer from that gentleman ; in which anfwer, Sir Theophilus Metcalfe dates 
on behalf of the Company, that he is ready to treat for an advance of Money, for the purpofes 
above mentioned, provided the ultimate repayment of the Principal, and the punctual pay- 
ment of legal Intered, can be effeftually fecured ; and he adds, that though die Company do 
not propofe to Jlipu late for any advantage beyond legal Intered, they would think it reafonabie, 
in confideration of the great amount of the Loan which will probably be required, to expe£l 
a preference in the Infurance to be effefted upon the Buildings to be ere&ed on the line of the 
Street. 

Your Lordlhips will fee, by the Podfcript to Sir Theophilus Metcalfe’s Letter, that 
^300,000 was the fum in contemplation when that Letter was written ; but we have the 
dronged reafon to think, that to the extent of double that amount might be procured in the 
fame manner, as there is no doubt that the Property which may be mortgaged in the line of 
the Street would lie ample fecurity, even to that extent. 

We underhand that arrangements of the nature thus fuggeded, are not uncommon between 
the Infurance Companies and individual Proprietors, who let their Edates for the Purpofes of 
Building, and that claufes are inferred in the Leafes for giving effect to fuch arrangements; or, 
in the prefent cafe, and which we think would be the better way, the Premium of Infurance 
might be charged, by way of additional Rent, and the Infurance effected by us.

In anfwer to your Enquiry relating to the annual Value of the Ground per foot lineal, to be 
granted on Building Lcafes, we remark, that we appreciated it according to its depths, which 
vary confiderably upon different parts of the lines ; the average is 30s. $d. per foot. It is to 
beobferved, that in many parts of the Plan, the depth of tire Ground Plots is infullicient for 
the reception of appropriate Buildings ; other parts wc have confidered to bear a price of 
from 40/. to 60s. per foot. 

Reflecting the general Principles upon which we have calculated the Fee Simple of the 
Ground to be purehafed ; the Value of the outftanding Intcrefts in the parts belonging to the 
Crown; and the amount of Compenfation for lofs of bufinefs, &c. refpectively ; we further 
ftate, that we have taken the Freehold Premifes, Ground and Buildings, at 18 years purchafe, 
upon the eftimated Rental thereof, excepting the fuperior parts, which are at 20 years purchafe. 
The outftanding Interells in the parts belonging to the Crown at .€5 per Cent. Compound 
Intereft, and the Compenfations for lofs of Bufinefs, &c. on the Freehold and Crown Pro- 
perty in Leafe, we did not venture to appreciate at more than £130 per Houfe, upon the 
average, being not quite equal to two years eftimated rental of the Property. And we appre- 
hend, this allowance will fall fhort of, rather than exceed, the actual Sum that will be requi- 
fite under this head of Expenditure.

Mr. NASH's LETTER, tranfmitted to the Treasury, with the preceding Report. 



To the Commiflioners of His Majefty’s "Woods, Forefts, anil Land Revenues. 

Mr Lord, and Gentlemen. 

I N obedience to your Commands of the 23d inftant, I have taken into confideration die 
Copy of a Statement of Meflrs. Leverton and Chawner, relative to. die ;propofed Street 
between Weftminfter and Mary-le-bone Park. 

The Statement confifts only of grofs .fums -«s purchafc morn^y, without any details "by 
which it can be alcertained, whether more or lefs Property has been valued than necef&ry to 
purchafe ; nor is the amount of the rental ftated. The only Obfervations I have the power of 
making, -arc on the principles of Valuation adopted. 

The 
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The Principle of Valuation is totally different from mine ; in which, it appears to me, they No. 2J. (B.) 

have altogether miftaken the object of the Crown ; they have fuppofed the Crown to referve 

no Eftate in the Property ; that they are to repurchafe the outftanding Xnterefts in their owtt 
Property, and the Fee of others, not belonging to the Crown, at exorbitant prices, then 
facrifice the greater part of that Property to make a public Street, and fell the reft for what 
they can get, as if the whole and folc object of the Crown was to make a Street magnificent 
and convenient to the Public. 

The main object of the Crown, I conceive to be, the Improvement of their own Eilate, to 
augment and not diminifh it, and not to fell any part of it •, a magnificent and convenient 
Street for the Public will be the refult, not the caufe. The Crown Property in Mary-le T bone 
Park, in extent of ground, is greater than all their London Property befides ; and to make it 
more productive, in proportion as it is more extenfive, only requires the Street in quell ion ; 
time will do the reft ; and Mary-le-bone Park one day become a very prominent feature in 
the lift of Crown Revenue. To accomplifii this purpofe, however tielirable, if the whole 
Street had paffed through property not belonging to the Crown, it might become a nicer 
queftion, whether the object in view was commenfurate with the expenfe, and whether the 
public convenience of the Street would juftify the nrreft of fo much private freeholds ; but it 
fortunately happens, that four parts out of five, of the property through which the Street will 
pafs, belong to the Crown, and the greater part of the reft to the Duke of Portland, who will 
be as much benefited as the Crown itfelf j feeing that it leads into the very heart of his beft 
property, Portland Place, to which there is, at prefent, no appropriate accefs. Fhe Crown 
Property confifts, principally, of old ruinous Houfes laid out in narrow Streets, the greater 
part not worth repair, many of them in ruins, the Leafes of which are continually falling in j 
independently, therefore, of confiderations belonging to Marybane Park, it would be the 
intereit of the Crown, inftead of renewing the Leafes of thofe old Floufes, to take them down, 
form a better arrangement of wider Streets, and let the Ground on Building Leafes On thefe 
principles arc my Valuations formed ; without waiting the flow progrefs of Leafes falling in, 

I have fuppofed the Crown Leafes bought up ; the old and ruinous Houfes taken down ; and a 
wide Street formed, fufceptible of high Ground Rents, well fecured, and with an ihuhenfe 
reverfionary Intereft at the end of 6 1 years. 

I have thought it right to fet forth this difference in the principle of Meffrs. Lcverton artd 
Chawner's Valuation and mine, before I proceed to make fuch Obfervations on the Valuation 
itfelf, as its undetailed conflrudtion will admit. 

Meffrs. Leverton and Chawner (late, that “ they have taken the Freehold Premifes, Ground 
“ and Materials, at twenty years Purchafe upon the ejlimated Rental thereof. The outftanding 
* f interefts in the parts belonging to the Crown, at ■£$ per cent, compound intereft.” The 
impropriety of fuch a Valuation is manifeft on the face of it. Buildings are every hour de- 
caying, and require continual reparation ; the perfon who {hall buy a Houfe on the eftimatd 
rent, and give for it twenty years purchafe, will find the jt'5 per cent. Intereft, which he Ihould 
receive for his money, fwallowed up in Repairs, and that he is without any Intereft at all ; on 
this account, when perfons build Houfes, they calculate on receiving a Rent of £8 per cent, 
knowing by experience, that Repairs, Lofs of Rent, Infurancc, Lund-Tax, &c. will coft £3 

{ ier cent. ; if this is the calculation on new Houfes, what Intereft (hould a man receive?, who 
ays out his money in the purchafe of Houfes already worn out ? which is the cafe with the 
greater part of the Houfes to be purchafed by the Crown. In valuing Houfes by the number 
of years purchafe, the folidity of the Building, and ftate of Repair, are the principal confider- 
ations. Building (rationally confidered) is not, in its nature, Freehold ; nothing is properly 
Freehold but die Ground, which, in valuing a Houfe, (hould be fepar.ited from die Building ; 
the Ground valued as Freehold, and the Building according to its (lability and ftate of Repair. 

A new Houfe, after 40 or 50 years, will require to have its roof, gutters, window frames, and 
many of the effential parts of the Building made entirely new From the very beginning, the 
purcliafer muft encounter the expenfe of ordinary Repairs, and every five, fix or feven years, 
the brick-work and roof muft be pointed, and the Houfe painted and white-waflied } and yet 
Meffrs. Leverton and Chawner have allowed the purcliafer only £5 per cent. Intereft, for his 
money, as if no fuch charges would occur ; and that too calculated on an ejlimated Rental, 
dr, in other words, on what the Tenant ought to pay. 

All calculators agree that a Builder, in order to realize £t ) per cent, for his money, (hould 
receive a Rental of j£ J 8 per cent, on the capital expended, the prefent Value of which, in fee, 
would be 125 years purchafe ; but for Houfes nearly worn out (as the greater number of 
thofe to be purchafed by the Crown are) the Rent to be referved (hould be £10 per cent, on 
the purchafe money, making the prefent Value of die fee 10 years purchafe, inftead of r8 and 
20, dated by Meffrs. Leverton and Chawner to be their Valuadon. This confideration alone 
would reduce their Valuaiion of the Property to be purchafed nearly one-half. They ftate the 
“ Annual Value of the Ground to be let for building, at an average of 30s. 5</. per foot.” 

Now the lead valuable part of the Street will be North of Oxford Road, from the back of the 
prepofed Circus there, to Foley Garden, becaufe it will not be fuited for Shops, but muft be 
(114.) N n let 
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No. 25. (B.) let for private Houfes ; and yet the Valuation of the Street from Portland Place, through Foley 

Garden, was made by three of the mod eminent and experienced Architects at Two Guineas 

per foot, at which Rate I bought the Freehold, for the foie purpofe of making fo much of the 
propofed Street, and have already refold a confidcrable part at that rate. 

The Street from Oxford Road to Piccadilly will run parallel with Bond Street ; will be more 
frequented becaufe it will afford a better, handfomer, and nearer communication with the 
Houfes of Parliament, the Public Offices at Weftminfter, the Opera Houfe, and the Theatres, 
and be lefs interrupted on account of its great breadth ; and the ground in Bond Street lets 
for building at from Three to Four Guineas per foot ; from Piccadilly to Carlton Houfe, the 
Ground is ftill more valuable. If thefe fa£ts are admitted as demonllrable of the value of the 
Ground, it is evident Meflrs.Leverton and Chawner at the fame time that, on the one hand, 
they eftimate the Property to be bought by the Crown at nearly twice as much as it is worth, 
they value the Property, which the Crown would have to fell, at lefs than half its value. 

It does not appear by the Statement of thofe Gentlemen, what Houfes are comprehended in 
the Valuation of the Property to be purchafed ; but by the number of feet of frontage on the 
New Street dated, it would appear, that the Houfes for the widening of .Termyn-ftreet, and 
continuation of it into the Haymarket are included, which makes no part of the New Street; 
and that the Houfes on the Ealt fide of Sherrard-ltreet, and Well fide of Market-ftreet are 
alfo included ; which Houfes, being exa&ly in a line with the New Street, need not be taken 
down, but for the purpofe of budding better Houfes, which the Proprietors of them would 
find it their intereft to do, without any other incitement 

“ The compenfations forLofs ofBufinefs,” they fay, “ they appreciated at 130 per Houfe 
they alfo add, “being not quite equal to two years eftimated Rental of the Property.” It is a 
novel and extraordinary method, to afcertain the Good-will of a Bufinefs by die Rent of the 
Houfe. Very lately, a vinegar-maker was paid £34,000 good-will, for having his Preraifes 
taken from him, the Rent of which was only £150. per annum. In the New Street, fome 
of the Compenfations would be valued as high as £ 1,600. others as low as £50, and there 
are many Houfes to which no good-will at all would attach. It is not very eafy to conceive 
what is meant by the Statement, that the good-will is not quite equal to two years eftimated 
Rental ; one can hardly conceive, that the Rents of the Houfes, like the good-will, have been 
averaged, and yet it mull have that meaning, or is an odd and ufelefsobfervation. 

In valuing the Crown Property, the Rents veferved by the Crown are valued at .£61,932, 
the Premifes out of Leafe at *£50,509, making together .£’112,441 ; the oulftanding interells, 
calculated on an eftimated Rental, are valued at £395,532. When thofe interefts lhall have 
been bought up, the fee of the whole exifting Rents, as paid by the Tenants, would belong to 
the Crown ; and the Crown might pull down the Houfes, and let the Ground for building as 
propofed, or they might let the Houfes at Rack Rents, as their Statement fuppofes; for the 
value is formed on the Rental paid by the Tenants, and it cannot be fuppofed, that the Rental 
would increafe by re-letting; on the contrary, the probability is, that as they grow older, they 
would let for lefs money ; and yet a farther reverfionary Intereft is fuppofed and calculated at 
^187,144. 

I cannot refrain from referring you to the Report of Meffrs. Leverton and Chawner. on the 
fubjed of a Street, which they themfelves propofed and advifed to be made from Charing 
Crofc to Oxford Road, wherein they ftate the purchafes required as amounting to 290,000, 
but dedu£tii g from that Sum the value of the areas to be let for building, and the old materials, 
the actual colt would not exceed £54,000. Very little of the Street propofed by them would 
have pafled through Crown Property, but the fee of the greater part mult have been purchafed. 
The Street which they now value from ( haring Crofs to Oxford Road, except a very fmall 
part, pafles entirely through Crown Property, a confiderable part of which is in hand ; and 
yet they value the property to be purchafed at £’1,206,575, and the actual coft, after deduct- 
ing the areas to be let for building, and the old Materials, at £667,740.

TREASURY MINUTE of 15th April 1813. tranfmitted to the Commiflioners of 
His Majefly’s Woods, &c. with the preceding Letter. 

READ Report of the Commiflioners of Woods, dated the 8th ultimo, wherein they refer 
to their Lordffiips Letter of the 9th November lad, directing them to afcertain the u tin oft amount 
of charge to arife in the purchafe of Sites, &c. with a view to carry ing into execution Mr. Nadi’s 
Plan of the propofed New Street of communication between Pall Mali and Portland Place, by 
checking the calculations of Mr. Naflt with thofe of other Surveyors ; and tranfmitting a Report, 
with three Plans and Eftimates, from Mr. Nalh ; alfo, Ellimatcs from Meflrs. I overtoil and 
Chawner, made in confequence of thofe inftructions ; together with their Obfervations and 
Opinion on thofe different Statements : They alfo tranfmit Copies of a Correfpondence, which 
has been carried on between Mr. Nafli and Sir Theophilus Metcalfe, Chairman of the Globe 
Iufurance Company, relative to an advance of Money, to be made by that Company, for carrying 
die propofed Plan of the New Street into execution. 

Read alfo Letter from Mr.Nafh of the 3d inftant (tranfmitted from the Commiflioners of 
Woods) enclofing a Plan for remedying the difficulty in the neighbourhood of Cavcndilh Square, 
which occurred in the original Plan, by avoiding the Houfes in that Square. 

Read alfo a Letter from the Commiflioners of Woods, fve. dated the 3d inftant, encloflng 
a Report from Mr. Nafli, in anfwer to die Statement of Meflrs. Leverton and Chawner, which 
was tranfmitted to him by dieir Lordfliips direftions, for his Obfervations thereon. 

It appears to my Lords, that the Remarks of Mr. Nafli, on the Obfervations fubmitted by 
Meflrs. Lcverton and Chawner, are fuch as very much to invalidate the authority which would 
otherwile have attached to them ; inafinuch as it is quite evident, that the price of the Premifes 
to be purchafed cannot amount to fo large a fum, by near one half, as it is eftimated nt by the 
latter Gentlemen ; and at the time time, there is good caufe to expect, that the Ground Rents 
referred on die new Leafes will approach nearer to the calculation of Mr. Nafh, than to that 
of Meflrs. Leverton and Chawner. To this conlideration is to be added, the remarkable 
variance between the fums eftimated by thofe Architects as the probable ultimate lois to the 
Public in carrying a line of Street through Property, for the molt part Freehold, and that which, 
according to them, would be fuftained by adopting the Plan of Mr. Nalh, which embraces a 
much fmaller number of Freehold Sites in the fame extent of Street. 

Upon the whole, my Lords cannot bring themfelves to concur in the view which Meflrs. 
Leverton and Chawner take of this fubjedt ; but on the contrary, think themfelves fo fully 
juftified in functioning the meafure, as recommended by Mr. Nalh, under the approbation of 
tke Commiflioners of Woods, 8 tc. that they are pleafed to direct the faid Commiflioners to 
caufe a Bill to be prepared for carrying it into effcet with the lead poffible delay, in order 
that the fame may be fubmitted to Parliament immediately after the recefs. With refpect to 
the line itfelf to be adopted, my Lords prefer that marked as No. 3. in Mr. Nalh’s book of 
Valuations, modified by his fubfequent fuggeflion, as (hewn by the Plaii accompanying his 
Letter of die 3d inftant, to his two other Plans, and to tliofe of Mr. Thompfon and 
Mr. Rhodes j but my Lords are of opinion, that fuch Plan may be ftill furdier modified very 
advantageoufly, both with refpeft to expence, and as to effefl, by carrying die ftraight line 
further to the North, and fixing the curve in fuch a Gtuation as wholly to avoid Ear! 
St. Vincent’s premifes. By this alteration, the ftraight vifta down to Pordund Place will be 
fliortened, and all coft connected with the purchafe of his Lordfliip’s property avoided. And 

my 
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my Lords are alfo of opinion, that the broad fpace, in front of Carlton Houfe, may be 
conveniently Ibortened, and a better proportion obtained by contracting the width, and 
beginning the Street fifty or fixty feet South of Charles Street, inftead of carrying the greater 
breadth as high as the North fide thereof ; and they are pleafed to direft, that in finally 
arranging the meafure, the faid Commiffioners do keep the faid laft-mentioned alterations 
in view. 

With regard to the mode of fupplying a fund adequate to the Purchafe of all Freeholds, and 
outftanding terms in the line, my Lords entirely approve of the treaty negociated by the faid 
Commiffioners with Sir T. Metcalfe 5 and my Lords defire they will come to a diftinct agree- 
ment with the Globe Infurance Company on the fubject, taking care that if that Company 
fhoulil decline engaging for the advance of any fum which may be wanted beyond ^300,000, 
to keep in referve fome bonus, by way of inducement to any other Infurance Com- 
pany which may be difpofed to fupply fuch poffible deficiency. My Lords, however, are 
oy no means inclined to apprehend that the total expence will aftually exceed the Eftimate of 
Mr. Nalh ; on the contrary, they think, for the reafons urged by that Gentleman, that the 
immediate outlay may be likely to fall much within his calculation. But in order to obviate 
any chance of a demand on the Public, my Lords think it right to fecure, provifionally, any 
advance that may, even by the moll remote poflibility, be wanted. 

Upon this occafion, my Lords think it right to call the attention of the faid Commitfioners 
to the iron gates in Portland Place ; and to fuggeft, for their confideration in any difculfion 
which may be neceflary with his Grace the Duke of Portland, whether fuch gates ought 
wholly to be removed, for the free paflage of all forts of carriages, or whether the fame 
fhould be retained for the exclufion of heavy drafts, and of hackney coaches and chnifes : but 
be this as it may, my Lords think it of great importance, that a conclufive arrangement fhould 
be made on this fubjeft with his Grace before the Bill in queltion is introduced, or at any 
rate before any eflential progrefs is made towards palling the fame into a law. 

My Lords are of opinion, that the obje&ions of the Parifh of St. James, fo far as the fame 
relate to the Poor Rates, are wholly untenable, inafmuch as it is obvious that the value of the 
property to be rated will be increafed, and the burthenfome population reduced, by the mea- 
fure propofed. If any weight is to be attached to the reprefeulations of perfons interefled in 
preperty near the line, but not in it, fo as to induce the Crown to refrain from improving its 
property in this mode, the fame motive lhould have operated againft every Improvement, 
againft every new Street ; and would, if relied upon, have prevented, not only the augmented 
accommodation, but even the extenfion of the Metropolis, which views of private interell have 
led individuals to effeft at various periods. 

My Lords, therefore, fee no reafonablc objection to the Plan, except that it does affeft the 
Eftates and Interefts of many perfons ; but as this is the cafe, particularly in the Dock Bills, 
which have proved fo beneficial in their effefts, my Lords do not think, that fuch an objeftion 
ought to impede the Improvement of CrownProperty, any more than it has impeded the progrefs 
of improvement in other cafes.

B Y the 53d Section of the Aft palled in the laft Seffion of Parliament (cap. 121. for making 
a more convenient Communication from Mary-le-bone Park to Charing Crofs, ixc. and for 
making a more convenient Sewage for the lame ; it is Enabled, 



‘ That the Commiffioners for executing the laid Act ffiall, on or before the firft day 
“ of July in every year, make a Report, in writing, to the Lord High Treafurer, or 
« the Commiffioners for executing the faid Office of Lord High Treafurer, of the 
£t Progrefs made in the repairing, altering, pulling down, and rebuilding of any 
“ Houles, Buildings, and Places, or in the laying out any vacant Ground, or the 
** forming or making any other Improvements under or by virtue of the faid Aft ; 
“ together with fuch Obfervations and Suggeftioas for the better effefting the pur- 
* pofes of the faid Aft, as the faid Commiffioners for executing the lame lhall 
** from time to time think requifite and neceflary. ”

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In proceeding to execute a work of this magnitude, die various preliminary deps which it No. 27. 

became neceflary to take, and the difficulties which have occurred in our endeavours to avail 

ourfelves of the powers veiled in us by the 44th Se£lion of the faid Aft, to borrow Money 
for the Purpofes thereof, have hitherto prevented any mate'rial progrefs being made in the 
matters on which we are fpecially required to report to your Lordlhips. 

One of the fird fteps taken by us after the palling of the faid Aft, was, to apply to the 
Globe Infurancc Company, to bring to a conclufion a Treaty which, as your Lordfhips know, 
had been for fome time pending with them, when, after various communications with their 
Chairman, we received from him a Refolution of the Direftors, by which he was authorized 
to treat with us for a Loan of £■$ per cent. Stock, inftead of Money, which had been firft Treafury Min 
agreed to. This propofition was by your Lordlhips conceived to be fo much at variance with 10 Dec 1813* 
what had been originally propofed, and fo inadmiffible, that you conGdered the Treaty with 
that Company as at an end, and fignified to us, diat you would adopt other meafures for fup- 
plying the fums which may be requilite in carrying the New Street Aft into effeft. 

Soon after the termination of the faid Treaty with the Globe Infurance Company, there was 
tranfmitted to us, by your Lordlhips orders, a Correfpondence which had taken place between 
your Board and the Governor and Secretary of the Royal Exchange Affurance Company, from 
which it appeared, that that Company would be ready to advance the fum of ^300,000. for the 
purpofes of the New Street, provided they lliould approve of the Security to be offered to them 
for the fame; but, on infpefting that Company’s Charter, it was found to contain a Claufe by 
which they were prohibited from advancing or lending to His Majelly, His Heirs or Succef- 
fors, any Sum or Sums of Money, by way of Loan or anticipation, on any part of the Reve- 
nues then belonging or thereafter to belong to His Majelly, His Heirs or Succeffors, other 
than fuch Fund or part of the faid Revenues only on which a credit of Loan was or lliould be 
granted by Parliament; and it was doubted, whether the Company were not precluded by fuch 
Claufe from making any fuch Advance or Loan upon the Securities provided by the New Street 
Aft. In confequence of this doubt, a cafe having been prepared and laid before their Coun- 
fel, they gave it as their opinion, that it was not within the meaning of their Charter for , q co m 

the Company to advance Money on thofe Securities. A Claufe, however, was, under your 5 cap- 

Lordfhips authority, fubmitted to Parliament, and inferted in the Aft recently paffed relating Sec. 29. 
to the Land Revenue of the Crown ; by which Claufe, any Perfon or Perfons, Bodies Politic 
or Corporate, or Companies (except the Bank of England, the South Sea Company, and the 
Eall India Company) are enabled to advance Monies, under the New Street Aft, for the pur- 
pofes thereof ; any provifions contained in the Statutes of Mortmain, or in any other Statute, 

Charter, Bye-law, or Ordinance to the contrary notwithllanding. 



The Aft lall above referred to, in addition to the powers thereby given for railing Money 
upon the credit of the Land Revenue of the Crown, provides, that certain Sums of Money See. I. 
now veiled in .£193,148. 10. 8. Three per Cent. Confolidated Bank Annuities, and 
^55,347. 19. 4. Three per Cent. Reduced Annuities, now Handing in the Name of the Lord 
High Treafurer, or in the Names of the Commiffioners of the Treafury, may be applied 
towards carrying into execution the Provifions of the Aft of Fall Seffion, together with all 
balances of Rents due, or to become due, to His Majelly, on the periodical making up of the 
Accounts of the Receivers of the Land Revenues, and the monies arifing from Fines on Sec. III. 
renewals of Leafes, Sales of Fee-farm Rents, or Sales, Enfranchifements, or Equality of 
Exchange of any Manors, Meffuages, Lands, Tenements, Rights, or Hereditaments of or 
belonging to His Majelly, and authorized to be fold, cnfranchifed, or exchanged by any exid- 
ing Statute relating to the Land Revenues of the Crown. 

From thefe feveral fources we lhallhave no difficulty in procuring Funds fufficient to defray 
the expence of the various purchafes to be made ; and, we trull, that we {hall now be enabled 
to proceed, with effeft, in the various meafures which have hitherto been delayed from the 
caufes above mentioned. 



I11 order to enable us to judge what would be the moll advifable courfe to be adopted in 
making thofe Purchafes, and how far it would be neceflary or expedient (triftly to adhere to 
the lines delineated on the Plan referred to by the fird-mentioncd Aft, or to deviate therefrom 
in part, or in the whole, to the extent thereby authorized, and what Heps it would be gene- 
rally fit to take, with the view of carrying the feveral Provifions thereof into execution, with 
as much expedition and economy as their nature and extent would admit, we gave Inftruc- 
tions to Mr. Nalh to confider maturely the faid Aft and Plan, and the powers of deviation 
from the lines marked thereon, and to report any Cafe in which he would propofe fuch 
deviation, with the reafons of greater convenience, economy, or ornament, which might 
induce him to fugged the fame ; to deferibe the exaft lines which he Ihould think, in all 
refpefts, mod advantageous ; and generally to date hii 'opinion upon the feveral matters 
above mentioned. 

(114.) O o Having 
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No. 27. Haying received Mr. Nadi’s Report, we tranfmitted a Copy of it to your Lordfhips in our 

— — Letter of nth of November laft, and were afterwards acquainted by Mr. Harrifon’s Let- 
ter of the 1 xth of May laft, that you were pleafed to authorize us to proceed in afcertaining 
the Compenfations to be paid to Perfons whofe Property would be required for the purpofes 
of the Aft, in the following manner: — 

I. — After giving Notice to the Parties of our determination to purchafe their Interefts, to 

propofe that the Price or Compenfation to be paid to them fiiould be referred to 
the arbitration of two Perfons mutually named, with liberty, if they (hould dif- 
fer in opinion, to choofe an Umpire, whofe decifion {hould be conclufive as to 
the Value of the Property. 

II. — In cafes where the Parties (hould decline fubmitting to fuch arbitration, to offer 

them a Price computed according to Mr.Nafh’s Valuation. 

III. — If that (hould not be agreed to, to call upon them for a Statement of their Title to, 

or Interell in the Premifes, and (as authorized by the 22d fee. of the Aft) to pro- 
ceed to have the Price afeertained by the decifion of a Jury. 

This mode of proceeding having thus received your Lordfhips fanftion, we have now to 
ftate the Progrefs we have (ince made in purfuance of your authority. 

By the Minute of your Lordfhips Board of the 30th of November laft, and tranfmitted to 
us by Mr. Wharton's Letter of the 15th of the following month, your Lordfhips decided, 
that the Houfes Weft of St. Alban’s -ftreet (hould be taken down as early as poftible, and the 
whole Plan contiguous to Carlton Houfe put in progrefs ; and having finee received from 
Mr. Nafh, and tranfmitted to your Lordfhips, with our letter of the 26th of April laft, a lift 
of the Houfes which he confidered it ncceffary to obtain pofleffion of for the purpofe of car- 
rying that part of the Plan into effeft, we have, under the authority of your Warrant, dated 
the 18th of May, caufed notices of our intention to purchafe their refpeftive Interefts to be 
given to the feveral Proprietors, Leffees, Sub-Leffees, Tenants, and Occupiers of the Houfes 
and Buildings comprized in that lift ; and thofe notices having been accompanied by propofals 
to refer the Value of fuch Interefts to arbitration, feveral of them have already affented to that 
mode of fettlement, and we have reafon to believe that their example will very fpeedily be 
followed by many of their neighbours. 

After a very protrafted negotiation with Mr. Holloway, we have at length arranged the 
terms for a new Leafe to be granted to him of the Opera Houfe, and for completing the fame, 
and continuing Charles Street into the Haymarket, according to the Plans which have been 
fanftioned by your Lordfhips ; and having given him poffedton of the houfes at the Eaft end 
of Pall Mall, he has, according to his Agreement, taken down and cleared away nearly all the 
materials thereof, and has engaged to proceed, forthwith, in executing that long expected and 
important improvement. 

To enable him to do fo, we have, under the provifions of the New Street Aft, caufed the 
neceffary notices to be given to the Leffees and Occupiers of the old houfes in Market Lane, 
intended to be included in the Leafe to Mr. Holloway, of our intention to purchafe their 
Interefts therein, as authorized by your Lordfhips Warrant of the 25th of March laft ; and we 
fhall take fuch farther fleps, forthwith, as may be neceffary towards putting Mr. Holloway in 
poffeflion of the fites of thofe houfes at the earlieft period poftible. 

We have alfo given direftions for advertizing and felling, by Auftion, the materials of the 
old Buildings north of the Opera Houfe, the Crown Leafe whereof expired at Lady-day laft, 
and which muft be taken down in order to form the propofed continuation of Charles Street. 

Your determination to purchafe Lord Gallowav’s Intereft in the Houfe lately occupied by 
him, in Charles Street, St. James's Square, having been communicated to us, we have caufed 
his Lordlhip to be made acquainted therewith ; and he has been requefted to fumifh our 
Solicitor with an Abftraft of his Title, and fuch other information as may be neceffary for 
completing that bufinefs. 

We alfo, in purfuance of the direftions contained in your faid Miuute of the 30th of No- 
vember laft, entered into a Treaty with Mr. Nafh for the purchafe of the Ground belonging 
to him in Foley Garden, the price to be paid for which Mr. Nafh had confented fhould be 
fettled by Mr. Cockerell, who has reported the fame to be worth the fum of ^’10,184. And 
we have given direftions to our Solicitor to inveftigate Mr. Nalh’s title to the Premiles, and 
to take meafures for completing that purchafe. 

Under the authority of a Warrant of your Lordfhips, dated the 18th of May laft, we have 
agreed with Lord Somers for the purchafe of the Fee Simple of the four Houfes in Edward 
Street and Margaret Street, deferibed in the lift tranfmitted to your Lordfhips with our Report 
of the 26th of April, and annexed to the faid Warrant, fubjeft to the exifting Leafes thereof 
refpeftively, for a period of which 57 years are unexpired, for the price of ^800, according to 
the award of Mr. Nafh and Mr. Price (a perfon appointed by Lord Somers), and direftions 
have been given to our Solicitor to have this purchafe completed. 

A Treaty 
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A Treaty has been opened with the Duke of Portland, for acquiring the Property belonging 
to his Grace, in the line of the new Street, between Oxford Street and Foley Garden, under - 
the authority of the lad mentioned Warrant; but his Grace has declined giving his confent, 
for the prefent, to fettle, by Arbitration, the Amount of the compenfation to be made to him. 
He has, however, authorized his Surveyor to meet Mr. Nafli, and endeavour to make fuch 
arrangements as lhall be thought fatisfaftory by both Parties. 

The Conveyance of the two Freehold Houfes in Oxford Street, purchafed at a public auction 
on the 33d of March laft, and of which purchafe your Lordfhips fanftion was communicated 
to us by Mr. Harrifon’s Letter of the 23d of April following, has been prepared, and we expeft, 
in the courfe of a few days, to be called upon to complete that purchafe. 

We have received, and had under our confideration, a very confiderable number of appli- 
cations from perfons defirous of taking Building Sites in the line of the intended new improve- 
ments. 

That of Mr. Charles Beazley, who had propofed to take the whole of the Ground on the 
Eaft fide of the South Mews, was communicated to your Lordlhips with our Report dated 
24th of March laft, and is now depending for yotir decifion thereon, together with Mr. Nafti’s 
Plan for the new Mews, to which that part of the Eftablifhment of the Mafter of the Horfe 
now occupying the Ground which Mr. Beazley wifties to take, mull be removed, before he can 
be put in poffeflion of that ground. 

We have negotiations depending with Lord Caledon for the Site of a very confiderable 
Manfion. which his Lordfhip has it in contemplation to ereft in the new Street, on the Weft 
fide of Saint Alban’s Street, and North of Charles Street ; — with his Grace die Duke of 
Norfolk, for Ground correfponding in extent to the frontage of his Grace’s refidence in Saint 
James’s Square, and lying immediately behind that houfe ; — with Mr Farlar, for the Sites of 
eight Houfes, at the propofed crofting of Oxford ftreet ; — and with various other perfons for 
Sites of fingle houfes in different parts of the line which has been now adopted. In propor- 
tion as we (hall complete thefe negotiations, it is our intention to give Notices to die prefent 
Leffees and Occupiers of the Ground thus under negotiation, in order that the parties, who are 
to become the new Leffees thereof, may be put in pofteflion as foon as poflible. 

The only new meafure which we have, at prefent, to mention to your Lordfhips, “ for the 
“ better effecting the purpofes of the New Street Aft,” is dial of veiling in this Board powers 
for paving the Streets, &c. to be formed and made under the authority of that Aft, analogous 
to thofe veiled in the Commiffioners under the Mary-le-bone Park Paving Aft. The expe- 
diency of this meafure was already fubmitted to your Lordfhips in our Letter of the 17th 
of February laft ; and by Mr. Harrifon’s Letter of the 12th of March following, your concur- 
rence therein fignified to us, together with your direftions to prepare the Draft of die neceffary 
Claufe for dffefting the fame, to be propofed to Parliament, for infertion in the Bill relating 
to the Land Revenue, then depending. In purfuance of which, we direfted our Solicitor to 
prepare the Draft of fuch a Claufe, with a view to its being added to the Bill ; but the mea- 
fure not having been determined on in fufficient time to give the notices in fuch cafes required 
by the Handing orders of the Houfe of Commons, the farther proceedings therein have been 
neceffarily poftponed till the next Seffion of Parliament.

Die SECOND ANNUAL REPORT of the Commiflioners of His Majefty’s Woods, 
Forefts, and Land Revenues to the Lords Commiflioners of the Treafury, Hating 
the progrefsmadein the execution of the New Street Act. — 53 Geo. III. c. 1 21 .')

I N purfuance of the Provifion contained in the 53d Seftion of the Aft 53 Geo. III. cap. i»l. 

for making a more convenient Communication from Marv-le-bone Park to Charing Crofs, 
&c. and a more convenient Sewage for the fame, we proceed tolay before your Lordlhips our 
Second Annual Report of the progrefs made in the execution of the faid Aft, and which Report 
muft neceffarily conGft of a recapitulation of various matters which have either been dfieftly 
reprefented to your Lordlhips, or incidentally brought under your confideration in (he com- 
munications which we have had occsfion to make to you Gnce the date of opr Frit Annual 
Report, (30th June 1814.)

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In that Report, we dated the difficulties we had met with in endeavouring to avail ourfelvo6 
of the powers to raife Money for the purpofes of this undertaking, given by the A ft of the 
53d of the King, (cap. t2i.) and the removal of thofe difficulties by the additional powers 
contained in the Act which received the Royal Aflent on the 17th of June 1814. 

Soon after the paffing of the lad-mentioned Aft, we concluded the negotiation which had 
been pending with the Royal Exchange Aflurance Company for a Loan of *£300,000, to be 
charged upon the Land Revenues of the Crown under the 28th Section of the faid Aft ; and 
the turn of *£140,000, on account of this Loan, was paid into the Bank of England to “ The 
“ New Street Account,” on the 1 d of September following: a. Certificate of Contraft having 
previoully been executed by us, under the authority of a Warrant from your Lordlhips, dated 
the 17 th of Augud 1814. Of the faid fumof *£140,000, the fum of *£120,000 was, by your 
Lordlhips authority, fignified by Mr. Lulhington’s Letter of 22d November 1814, inveded 
in the purchafe of Exchequer Bills, to be fold from time to time, as occafion Ihould require. 

In purfuance ofthe6thSeft. of the faidAft, the fums of *£151,672. 5.4.2nd *£36,390. 13.5. 
Three per Cent. Confolidated Bank Annuities, and *£56,347. 19- 4- Three per Cent. Reduced 
Bank Annuities, then danding in the names of the Lord High Treafurer of England, and 
the Commiffioners of His Majedy’sTreafury refpeftively, in the Books of the Governor and 
Company of the Bank of England, have been, under . your Lordlhips authority, transferred 
to us for the purpofes of the New Street Aft, and the Intered and Dividends arifing therefrom, 
amounting to ,*£4,115. 7. 11. have been fince received and applied by us in aid of “ The New 
“ Street Fund,” leaving the Principal untouched until thepurchafes lhall be fo far completed, 
and our other refources fo exhauded, as to render the Sale of this Stock neceflary. 

There have been farther received, and paid into the Bank to the fame Account, and under 
the authority of the fame Aft, for a Fine on the renewal of a Crown Leafe, *£‘417 ; on the fale 
of old materials, *£1,050 ; and the fum of *£’85,135. 5. 9. being the amount of the money 
paid for the purchafe, by His Royal Highnefs the Duke of York, of certain Manors, MelTuages, 
&c. in Byfleet, Weybridge, &c. in the County of Surrey, by virtue of the Aft 44 Geo. III. 
cap. 25. including intered on the amount of the purchafe money agreed upon up to the day 
of payment, as direfted by your Lordlhips Warrant of the 24th of Augud lad. Thefe 
feveral fums, together with ,£30,000 received of Mcflrs. Manning and Anderdon, under 
the authority of a Letter from your Lordlhips, dated the 23d of April 1814, and the fum of 
^773. 11. 8. profit arifing on the purchafe and fale of Exchequer Bills, make in the whole, 
the fum of *£261,491. 5. 4. received by us, and carried to the credit of “The New Street 
“ Account,” at the Bank, up to the date of this Report. 

Having thus procured funds for making the purchafes more immediately required, and 
made arrangements to the farther extent before mentioned, we fignified to Mr.Nalh, that it 
was our intention to recommend to your Lordlhips, that we Ihould be authorized, in the firft 
inftance, to purchafe the Fee of all the Property neceffiiry to be acquired in the line of the 
Street, and afterwards to purchafe the various fub-interefts, in proportion as the Plan could 
be advantageoufly proceeded on; and with this view, we defired him to make out and 
tranfmit to us a detailed Report and Plan of all the Houfes and Buildings between Pall Mall 
and Oxford Street which it would be neceflary to purchafe in order to form that part of 
the Street (he having previoully furnilhed a fimilar Plan of the part between Oxford Street 
and Portland Place), according to the line fanftioned by your Lordlhips Minute of the 30th 
of November 18x35 and having received fuch Plan, accompanied by a lift of the proprietors 
of the Freehold Property therein deferibed, we tranfmitted the fame to your Lordlhips on. the 
22d of November, 3ml fubmitted our opinion, that we Ihould be authorized .by your Warrant 
to give notice, in the manner required by the New Street Aft, to the feveral Freeholders, 
Leafeholders, Occupiers, and others interefted in the property, of our intention to . purchafe 
their refpeftive interefts, and to treat and agree for the fame; and we farther fignified, that 
we would propofe to proceed only, in the firft inftance, in acquiring the fee fimple of all 
fuch property as was not previoully veiled in the Grown, and to avail ourfelves afterwards of 
fuch favourable opportunities as might from time to time occur, for purchafing the various 
fub-interells, our view in thefe fuggeftions having been to put a Hop to the granting of ex- 
tended Leafes in any part of the line, and the confequent increqfe of the compenfations 
for good-will; a conlideration, the value of which it has been found the moll difficult to 
afeertain, and which, experience (hews, is the moll expenGve and moft likely to exceed the 
eftimate for this undertaking ; and to enable us to judge, how far fuch of the fub-interefts 
as were within a few years of their expiration might be fuffered to. run .out, by which means 
thofe compenfations would be faved, and the rents receivable in the intermediate time would 
be applicable to the general purpofes of the Aft. 

By your Lordlhips Warrant of the 9th of December 1814, the meafures recommended in 
that Report were authorized to be adopted ; and in purfuance thereof, we proceeded to give 
the requiGte notices of our intention to purchafe all the Freehold Property comprized in the 
Plans before mentioned, as well as the Interefts of the immediate Leflees under the Crown, 
of that part of which the Freehold belonged to the Crown. 

According 
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According to thofe Plans, the whole number of houfes required to be taken down appear 
to be 741, of which the Fee of 386 belonged to die Crown previoufly to the palling of the - 
A£t, and 355 to different odier proprietors. Of thofe which belonged to the Crown, 340 
were held on Leafe for periods of greater or lefs duration, of which 47 have been purchafed. 

Of the Interefts of Sub-Leifees or Occupiers, 35 have been purchafed, and 46 having been 
occupied by Tenants at Will, we are now in poffetfion of 81 Houfes in that part of the line 
of the New Street which will pafs through the Eftate of die Crown; leaving to be purchafed 
the Interefts of original LefTees, Sub -LefTees, or occupiers in 393 of thofe Houfes, and of 
Sub-Leffeesor Occupiers only in 305 Houfes. 

Of the 355 Freehold Houfes belonging to private Proprietors, or to the Corporation of the 
City of London, we have purchafed or agreed to purchafe the Fee of 41, and the Interefts 
of LefTees, Sub-Lefl'ees, or Occupiers in 15. — 314 Freehold Houfes and other Buildings ftill 
remain to be purchafed, and the various Interefts of LefTees, Sub-Leffees, and Occupiers in 
34 °- 

Though thefe are the only purchafes at prefent aft u ally agreed upon, yet the Treaty with the 
Duke of Portland, for the purchafe of his Grace’s Freehold Intereft in upwards of too Houfes 
and other Buildings, is fo far advanced, that we liave reafon to believe it will be concluded in 
die courfe of a few days ; and there are feveral other negotiations for purchafes, both of Free- 
hold and Leafehold Interefts, in fuch a ftateof forwardnefs, as to render it probable that they 
will very fpeedily be agreed upon. 

In the courfe of our proceedings, two propofals were made to us by LefTees of the Crown* 
pofTelTmg Interefts in Houfes required to be pulled down ; that they fhould furrender thofe 
Interefts, and mftead of being paid for the fame in money, that they fhould accept new Leafes 
of other Property in the line of the New Street, on conditions to be fettled between the 
parties. 

The firft, from Colonel Stanley, was, that inftead of his Houfe in Pall Mall, a Leafe for 
the fame period as remained unexpired of that Houfe, and on the fame terms, fhould be granted 
to him of a Houfe to be built at the expence of the Crown, as near as poflible to the South 
end of Portland Place ; that, on removing to fuch new houfe, which he did not wifh in any 
refpect. to be fuperior to the former, he would give up poflefEon of his houfe in Pall Mall 
without any further remuneration. 

The Propofal having been fanrtioned by your Lordfhips, a Houfe for the refidence of 
Colonel Stanley has under your Lordfhips authority been erected in the fituation defired by 
him, and according to a Plan and Eftimare prepared by Mr. Nafh, amounting to £ 4,590 ; and 
Colonel Stanley having taken poffeffion thereof, and given up his former houfe, which has 
fince been pulled down, will be entitled to a Leafe for a term of years to expire on he 5th of 
April 1834, at his former Ground Rent, viz. ^12. 10. On the expiration of that Leafe, the 
houfe will become the property of the Crown, and according to the prefent value of property 
of that defeription, would probably let for ^400 per annum. 

Though this propofal mult be confidered as having been extremely fair, and even liberal, on 
the part of Colonel Stanley, yet we fhould not in future, in cafes like his, where a mere remo- 
val from one private refidence to another is required, think it advifeable, cither with reference 
to the ftate of the funds applicable to the purpofes of the New Street, or on more general 
grounds, to recommend that new buildings fhould be ere£Ted at the expence of Government. 

In fome cafes, where a great part of the compenfation demanded confifts in “ good-will ” 
for the lofs of trade, or buftnefs, and when the parties have not the means of rebuilding, but 
would be willing to pay a ground and building rent, calculated according to the fair value of 
the fite, and a per-cenlage on the expenditure equal to what is required by builders, and to 
forego their claims for “ good-will,” it may be a meafure of obvious economy to rebuild at the 
expence of the Crown ; but if we fhall have occafion to fuhmil any cafes of this fort to your 
Lordfhips confideration, we will not recommend them, except under contrails and fecurity 
that the original eftimate fhall on no account be exceeded. 

The other cafe of a furrender and new leafe to which we have referred, is of a different 
nature. 

Mr. William Tyler, who had a few years ago ere&ed two new houfes on part of the eftate 
of the Crown in Piccadilly, which he held for a term of which 55 years were unexpired in 
April laft, and had let the fame for rents amounting to 5^323. 10. propofed to furrender the 
Crown Leafe of thofe houfes, and to accept, in lieu thereof, a building leafe of the ground on 
the north Gde of the continuation of Charles Street into the Haymarket, allowing the value of 
thehoufes in Piccadilly to be funk by way of fine in reduction of the rent put upon the Premifes 
in Charles Street. As the adoption of this plan faved the necellity of an immediate advance of 
a confiderable fum which would have been required for the purchafe of the houfes in Picca- 
dilly, and forwarded a part of the general improvement, we had no hefitation in recommend- 
ing it to your Lordfliips ; and having received your approbation thereof, meafures have been 
taken towards completing the neceffary furrender and new leafe.

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As far as we have hitherto proceeded, the negotiations for purchafes have been concluded 
amicably, either by the profeffional perfons, mutually named, agreeing as to the value of the 
property purchafed, or by reference to an umpire, according to the plan mentioned in our 
Firft Annual Report, and fanftioned by your Lordlhips. 

In the courfe of thefe negotiations we have, in general, found the opinions and eftimates of 
Mr. Nath, fo far a they related to the mere value of houfes , buildings , and ground, confirmed 
by the judgment of other profeffional perfons of great experience and refpeftability ; but in 
the compenfations demanded, and in the fums awarded, for “ good-will,” as well as for com- 
pulfory removals from private dwellings, Mr. Naffi’s eftimates nave, in many cafes, been very 
much exceeded. 

It is, however, right to obferve, that die purchafes hitherto made have been, for the moft 
part, confined to Pall Mall, St. Alban’s Street, and Piccadilly, where (with the exception of 
the few houfes to be purchafed in Oxford Street) compenfations of the nature above referred 
to were expefted to have attached more heavily than in any other part of the line. 

The only files actually let, or agreed to be let, for new building, are thofe of a houfe in 
Foley Garden, adjoining to the houfe built for Colonel Stanley ; of the whole of the ground 
on the north fide of the continuation of Charles Street to the Haymarket ; and of 437 feet in 
Pall Mall and Charles Street, and in the quadrangle oppoGte to Carlton Houfe. 

In thefe feveral cafes the rents were fixed according to the previous eftimate of Mr. Nafli, 
and at rates equal to thofe which were put upon the fites in queftion in his original report. 

There are various applications now depending from perfons defirous of taking other fites, 
feveral of whom, we have reafon to believe, will be ready to agree to the terms required, as 
foon as the ground can lie cleared for the commencement of their operations. 

The propofal of Mr. Charles Beazley for taking ground on the Eaft fide of the South Mew* 
at Charing Crofs, referred to in our Firft Annual Report, is ftill depending before your 
Lordfhips ; no general decifion having been come to with ref p eft to that part of the projefted 
improvement. 

In the cafes of the refpeftive applications of the Earl of Caledon and Mr. Farlar, alfo men- 
tioned in that Report, terms, founded on Valuations and Plans prepared by Mr Nalh, have 
been propofed by us to thofe Parties. From Lord Caledon no anfwer has been received, but 
we have reafon to believe that it is his Lord (hip s intention to decline accepting thofe terms. 
As to Mr. Farlar, it did not appear to us. after a very protracted difeuffion, both perfonally 
and by letter, that he was at all likely to carry into execution the building fcheme to which hi* 
propofal referred, and therefore that negotiation may beconfidered at an end. 

Some time fince we received a Letter from Mr. William Young Knight, refiding in Great 
Marlborough Street, enclofing a Copy of Refolutions entered into at a meeting of feveral of 
the Inhabitants of that Street, Argyll Street, and the Streets adjacent, which reprefented the 
utility^ public and private, of an opening into the intended New Street from the lower end of 
Argyll Street, in the line of Great Marlborough Street ; and dating, with reference to the powers 
veiled in us by the 17th Seftion of the New Street Aft, that the inhabitants of the above 
mentioned neighbourhood entertained a well-grounded hope that we would, on confideration 
of the matter, be difpofed to give every facility to the improvement in queftion, and afford 
them affiftmee towards carrying it into execution. 

In reply to this communication we acquainted the Parties, that we would recommend to 
your Lordlhips that every facility (hould be given towards effefting the objefts of the Meet- 
ing j but that as it did not feem to us that the Property in the line of the New Street would 
derive any additional value in coniequence of the propofed communication, we conceived that 
no part of the expence could be reafonably expefted to be borne by the Crown ; but that, on 
the contrary, His Majefty would be entitled to be paid for fo much of the frontage of the New 
Street as would be facnficed by the propofed meafure, and for every other expence which 
might be incurred in exercifing, for the accommodation of the parties concerned, the powers of 
the New Street Aft before referred to. 

We underftand that farther proceedings on this propofal depend upon the encouragement 
and fupport the parties may receive from the Owner of the Property on the Weft Gde of 
Argyle Street, to whom they have applied, but have not yet been made acquainted with his 
determination. 

By the 79th Seftion of the New Street Aft, power is 'given to perfons, to be named and 
appointed by us in the manner authorifed by the faid Seftion, to make a new Sewer from 
Mary-le bone Park to Charing Crofs, and thence to the River Thames, for the Drainage of the 
faid Park, and the Streets, Squares, &c. authorized to be made, formed, and erefted in pur- 
fuanceuf the faid Aft. Under the authority of the before-mentioned Seftion, the Appoint- 
ment, of which a Copy is hereto annexed, was iffued by this Board ; and the perfons therein 
named having met, and received the Plans, Seftion and Eftimate for fuch new Sewer, which 
had been previoufly prepared by Mr. Nalh, they proceeded in the execution of the power? 
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and authorities vefted in them ; and having occafion frequently to communicate with us 
refpefting the progrefs of the Work, and the payments to be made on account thereof, we are 
enabled to ftate, for your Lordlhips information, that this important work has proceeded 
rapidly and fuccefsfully. and with lefs public inconvenience than might have been expected 
from an undertaking of fuch magnitude ; and that there is every reafon to think the Eitimate 
of the Expence which was formed by Mr. Nafh, amounting to ^54,000, and annexed to our 
Firft Triennial Report to His Majefty and Parliament, will not be exceeded.

APPOINTMENT of Commiflioners for fuperintending the Formation of the intended 
New Sewer, under the Authority of the New Street Aft, (53 Geo. III. cap. 131.) 

f T , 0 all to whom thefe Prefents (hall come; the Right Honourable Sylvefter Lord 
Glenbervie, William Dacres Adams, and Henry Dawkins, Efquires, Commiflioners of 
His Majefty’s Woods, Forefts, and Land Revenues, Send Greeting: — Whereas by an Aft 
of Parliament made and palled in the Fifty-third year of the Reign of His prefent Majefty, 
intituled “ An Aft for making a more convenient communication from Mary-le-bone Park, 
(t and the Northern Parts of the Metropolis, in the Parilh of Saint Mary-le-bone, to Charing 
“ Crofs, within the Liberty of Weftminfter, and for making a more convenient Sewage for 
“ the fame;” it was (amongft other things) enafted, That the the Commiflioners for the 
time being of His Majefty’s Woods, Forefts, and Land Revenues thould be, and they were 
thereby appointed Commiflioners for carrying the purpofes of the faid Aft into execution ; 
and after reciting (amongft other things) that the Houfes, Streets; Squares, Paffages, and 
Places through which the propofed Alterations and Improvements were to be made and 
carried by virtue of the now reciting Aft, were drained by means of a Sewer, called the 
King’s Scholars Pond Sewer ; and that fuch Sewer was incapable of fupplying a proper 
Drainage for any additional Buildings ; and that a great increafe of Houfes, Streets, and 
Buildings was then making, and was about to be made, upon the Ellate of the Crown called 
Mary-le-bone Park, all which would have no other Drainage than fuch infuflicient Sewer, 
unlefs a New Sewer was conftrufted and made to receive fuch additional Drainage ; and 
that the principal Street to be made in purfuance of the faid Aft would communicate with 
the faid Park, and would afford facility for the making a Sewer, to extend from the faid Park 
to Charing Crofs, and from thence to the River Thames ; and that it would tend to relieve 
the faid infuflicient Drain, and be of great public utility, if a New Sewer fhould be made, to 
drain the faid Park, and the Houfes and Buildings erefting and to be erefted therein ; and 
alfo the Streets, Squares, Paffiges, and Places deferibed in the Map or Plan therein men ■ 
tioned, and intended to be made, formed, erefted, and improved, in purfuance of the faid 
Aft ; but inafmuch as fuch New Drain could not be made without great Expence, and 
would principally be appropriated to the draining of the Eftate of the Crown, it was expe- 
dient that the Expence of making and repairing fuch New Sewer fhould be defrayed in 
manner thereinafter mentioned ; and that the fame fhould be put under the Survey, Direction, 
and Management of perfons to be authorized and appointed in manner thereinafter mentioned ; 
It was therefore enafted, That a New Sewer, Drain, or Watercourfe, to extend from the South 
end of Mary-le-bone Park, at or near Portland Place, under the Street called Portland Place, 
along the whole Line of the principal New Street to be made and formed in purfuance of the 
now reciting Aft, unto Charing Crofs, and from thence along the public Street to Scotland 
Yard, into the River Thames, at a place at or near the Lime Wharf, fhould be formed, by fuch 
Perfon or Perfons as the Commiflioners for executing the faid Aft fhould from time to time 
authorize and appoint, by any Writing or Writings under their Hands and Seals; which faid 
perfons fo to be authorized and appointed as aforefaid, or any three or more of them, ihould 
have full Power and Authority to make and form any Drains, Watercourfes, or Communica- 
tions from any part or parts of the faid Park, called Mary-le-bone Park, or from any Houfes 
or Buildings erefted or to be erefted therein ; and alfo from any of the Streets, Squares, 
Ways, Paffages, and Places through which any of the propofed Alterations and Improve- 
ments were intended to be made in purfuance of the faid Aft, and which were mentioned-

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No. 29. and defcribed in the faid Map or Plan, or from any Houfes or Buildings eredted or to be 

ere&ed within the Limits mentioned and defcribed in the faid Map or Plan, or of the devia- 
tion therefrom thereby allowed, to carry off or drain the Water from all or any of the faid 
Houfes, Buildings, Streets, or Places, into the faid principal or common Sewer to be made 
as aforefaid ; and for thofe purpofes, or any of them, to flop up, divert, or alter any 
Sewers, Drains, Tunnels or Watercourfes which might be found in making die faid New 
Sewer, and which might crofs the Line of fuch New Sewer, or which might (in the judg- 
ment of the perfons To to be authorized and appointed as aforefaid, or any three or more of 
them) be neceflary or expedient to be (topped up, diverted, or altered for the purpofes aforefaid, 
or any of them ; and it was thereby provided, that all Damage which might be done by means 
of (lopping up, diverting, or altering any fuch Drains, Tunnels, or Watercourfes, (hould be 
made good by the Commiffioners under the faid Att, out of the Monies raifed by virtue 
thereof : — And in order to enable the faid perfons fo to be authorized and appointed as afore- 
faid, or any three or more of them, to form and make fuch New Sewers, Watercourfes, and 
Drains, and to keep the fame in repair, it was further enabled, That it (hould and might be 
lawful for the faid Commiffioners for executing the faid A£t, by and with the confent and 
approbation of the Lord High Treafurer, or of the Commilhoners for executing the faid Office 
of Lord High Treafurer, or any three or more of them, and notwithftanding any provifions,

in any of the Sireets, Squares, Ways, Paflages, or Places within the limits mentioned and 
defcribed in the faid Map or Plan and Book of Reference, or any fuch deviation therefrom as 
aforefaid. who (hould ufe the faid intended new Sewers, Drains, or Wydraughts ; and by any 
Precepts or Warrants under their hands, to authorize or empower any perfon or perfons to 
collect the fame from time to time, and to make or allow to every fuch Collector a reafonable 
Compenfation or Salary for his trouble out of fuch Kates or AiTeffments; and that all Sewers, 
Drains, and Watercourfes to be thereafter made within the faid Park called Mary-le-bone Park 
(Cave and except the faid Sewer called King’s Scholars Pond Sewer) or within any of the limits 
defcribed in the faid intended Map or Plan and Book of Reference, or fuch deviation therefrom 
as aforefaid, (hould be under the foie management, furvey, controul, and direction of the faid 
perfons to be authorized and appointed as aforefaid, or any three or more of them, and of no

REPORT of the Commiflioners on Two Memorials of Sir Thomas Dyke Aciand, Bart, 
for a new Grant of Exmoor Forest, in the Counties of Somerfet and Devon. 



Mr Lords, Office of Woods, &c. 30th June 1814. 

TT7E have confidered the two annexed Memorials of Sir Thomas Dyke Aciand, Baronet ; 

W the former referred to the late afling Surveyor General by Mr. Harrifon's Letter of 
x 4th May 1810, and die latter to us by a like Letter, dated 26th May 1813 > in the firft of 
which the Memorialift prays, that a grant of a further or reverfionary intereft in the Foreft 
and Chafe of Exmoor, in the Counties of Somerfet and Devon, may be made to him ; and by 
the latter Memorial (in addition to a renewal of the Memorialift’s application for fuch new 
Leafe i it is fubmitted to your Lordfhips conGderation, whether it may not be more advantageous 
to His Majefty to difpofe of the inheritance in fee, than to renew the fubfifting Leafe thereof; 
and exprelfing his (the Memorialift’s) hopes, that ihould your Lordfhips determine upon fuch 
difpofal, he may be allowed to become the purchaser. 



We find, from the entries in the Books of the Land Revenue Department, that His prefent 
Majefty. by Letters Patent under the Exchequer Seal, bearing date the 4th March 1784, did 
grant the faid Foreft and Chafe of Exmoor, with its appurtenances, unto Sir Thomas Dyke 
Aciand, Baronet, (Grandfather of ihe Memorialift, and fince doceafed) to hold for a reverfionary 
term of ten years from ift Auguft 1804, at the yearly Rent of 6. 13. 4. and for a Fine of 
46(500 ; which Leafe will expire on the ift of Auguft next (1814.) 



And in the Report of the Surveyor General to your Lordfhips Board, under date the ift 
July 1783, on the Application for that Leafe, it is ftated that “ the Foreft or Chafe of Exmoor 
“ confifts of a large Tra£t of heathy, uninclofed Ground, computed at about 18,927.1 an. 24P. 
“ the profits whereof arife chiefly from depafturing Sheep, with feme little addition from 
“ Horned Cattle and Colts, and a fmall Farm taken out of the Foreft, and let, with the liberty 
of working a Slate Quarry, cutting Heath and Turf for faie, and depafturing Sheep : that the

Having caufed inftru6tions to be given to Mr. Richard Hawkins of Kingfbridge (who had 
been'recommended to us as a proper perfon to be employed on this occafion) to make a Survey 
and Valuation of this Eftate, we have received his Report thereon ; from which it appears, 
that the fmall Farm mentioned in the Surveyor General’s faid Report of ift July 1783, and 
called Simon’s Bath Farm, is fituated nearly in the center of the Foreft, and contains about 
108 acres, and that the Farm-houfe is licenfed and frequented as an Inn ; that the remainder 
of the Foreft is uninclofed, and ufed for depafturing Sheep and Cattle ; that there is no Timber 
or other Trees on the Foreft, except four Afh Trees, two of them of confiderable fize and length, 
three large Beech Trees, twenty-three Sycamores, and feven Lime Pollards ; in all, thirty-feven 
Trees and Pollards, which are growing around the faid Farm-houfe : that, from the belt infor- 
mation he could obtain, he eftimates the quantity of Stock paftured on the Foreft, and the 
annual Profits derived from the Eftate, to be as follow ; viz.

At which fum of ^£403. 8. 3*. Mr. Hawkins eftimates the net improved annual Value of the 
Eftate in its prefent condition, to be granted on Leafe for a term of years. 

But Mr Hawkins having Hated in his faid Report, that there are very conGdcrable tra£ts of 
the Foreft which might be moll advantageoufly planted with various kinds of Foreft Trees, 
particularly Oak, A(h, Beech, Birch, Larch, and Fir, and having exprefled his opinion that it 
will be infinitely more beneficial, both to the Eftate of the Crown, and to the interefts of the 
Public, to inclofe and divide the Foreft, with a view to the appropriation of fuch parts of it as 
are beft adapted for that purpofe, to the growth of Timber, and to an improved cultivation of 
the remainder of it, than to grant it again on Leafe ; we dire&ed him to make further enquiries 
concerning the prafticabilicy of procuring an Inclofure of the Foreft, and the advantages 
which would remit from fuch a meafure. We alfo directed fimilar enquiries to be made by 
Mr. Wafb rough, a Surveyor, whoreGdes in the neighbourhood of the Foreft, and who in a 
communication which we received from him, ftated that he had acquired much practical 
knowledge of its local circumftances, and of the adjacent country, in the courfe of his pro- 
feflional engagements, and offered to fumifh us with fuch information as he pofleffed, or 
might be able to procure, refpedting this property ; and we have received from him two 
Reports on the fubjedt. And having had much correfpondence both with Mr. Hawkins and 
Mr. Waibrough on various parts of their Reports which appeared to require explanation, we 
fhall proceed to lay before your Lordfhips a fhort Statement of fuch particulars as feem to be 
material for your confideration, in deciding upon the meafures to be adopted with refpedt to 
this extenfive, but hitherto comparatively unprofitable, trail of country. 

Exmoor Foreft is fituated in the North-weft angle of the County of Somerfet, adjoining 
Devonftiire on that fide, and the Ports of Linton and Porlock on the Briftol Channel, on the 
North and Eaft. The diftance from the neareft of thofe Sea Ports to the centre of the Foreft 
is about nine miles, and from Watchet and Minehead about thirteen miles ; it extends from 
North-weft 10 South-eaft about ten miles, and from North-eaft to South-weft about feven 
miles ; and it contains about 22,000 Acres of Land. 

Befides numerous Rivulets which interfefl the Foreft in various dire&ions, and which, as 
is ftated in the Reports of Meffrs. Hawkins and Waibrough, might be eafily converted to pur- 
pofesof irrigation; two Rivers, the Barle and theExe, rife nearly in its centre and flow from 
Eaft to Weft, about two miles apart, in a direction nearly parallel.

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Both the Surveyors agree in reporting the general character of the Forcft to be mountainous j No. 31. 

that the hills rife very high towards the boundaries, Hoping in the interior into deep ravines ; 

that there is little extent of level ground in the valleys, but confiderable plains oil the fummit of AfpcCt and Soil. 

the hills ; that the foil confifts, for the moll part, of a hazle loamy mould, frequently with a 

gravelly fubfoil; that on the hills is a black peaty earth, of good depth, but on a rocky bottom : 

that there are many tr.ifls of fuperior land, containing from one to four hundred acres: that 

there are alfo large tracts of fwampy land in the plains, but which are capable of being eafil y 

drained, and made found and ufeful. 



Mr. Wafb rough has furnifhed us with the following Statement of the different qualities and 
quantities of the Land comprifed within the Foreit, and of the eftimated extent of each par- 
ticular fort :

tons each, and of a fuperior quality, have been raffed in Woods expofed to the North and 
North-eaft, and nlmoft reaching to the verge of the tide, and where the Soil was even inferior 
to that of Exmoor Foreft ; that, in the neighbouring Parilh of Brindon, he found the fame 
circumftances on a larger fcale, the Woods, in both inftances, being planted on very deep 
declivities; and that in all the Parifhes in the interior, adjoining the Foreft on its Eifl, South, 
and Weftem Giles, Oak Timber, Gt for Naval purpofes, is grown in Gtuations equally elevated, 
according to his obfeivation, and where the Soil is Gmilar, and not diftant more than eight or 
ten miles from the centre of the Foreft. Sir Thomas Aeland, however, the prefent Leffee, 
has Hated to us, that he believes this reprefentation, as to the Gmilarity of elevation, mull be 
founded in error, for that in the adjoining parts where the large Timber has grown, the level 
is much lower, or the Gtuation more iheltered than that of the general furface of the Foreft. 

In regard to the means of conveying the Timber, and other future produce of the Foreft, it 
is dated by Mr. Wafb rough, that the gradual and eafy declination of the Lands towards the 
fhore of Briftol Channel, and the abundance of good materials to be found on die fpot, afford 
great facilities to the formation of Roads communicating with the adjacent Sea Ports, from 
whence the Timber might be tranfported to any of the great Naval Arfenals. 

The foil of Exmoor Foreft is the Property of the King, and, as Lord of the Foreft, His Rights claimed by 
Majefty has the right of depafturing on it an unlimited number of Deer and other Bealls of Individuals. 

Chafe. The exercife of this right, in ancient times, has given rife to two kinds of Claims on 
this Royal Foreft; the Grft is founded upon a fuit or fervicedone to the King, by driving the 
faid Foreft. There are 52 fuch Suitors, who are termed Free Suitors ; they are bound to Free Suitors, 
drive the Forcft, by thcnffelves or Servants, nine times in every year, and duly and annually 
to attend at the Foreft Courts ; and to perambulate the bounds of the Foreft, with the Stew- 
ard and other Officers, at the end of every feven years. For thefe Services, they claim to 
keep on the Foreft, for each fuit, 140 Sheep, 5 Mares, and their Foals until one year old, 
and as many Kine or Cattle as their Farms can winter; alfo to cut as much Turf, Heath, and 
Fern, as they can confume on their own Tenements. But the Free Suitors have not of late 
years flocked the Foreft with any wintered Kine or Cattle, according to their ancient Claims. 

The number of thefe Suitors does not appear to have varied. 



The fecond defeription of Claims is founded on the damage done to the neighbouring 
country by the Red Deer kept in the Foreft. 

There are 57 Manors or reputed Manors bordering on the Foreft, and compoiing what is 
called the Chafe, the Proprietors of which are bound to attend the Swinemote Court of 
Exmoor Foreft, and by virtue of fuch attendance, and the payment of an annual Fine or Quit 
Rent, claim the privilege of Half Bight, by which term it is underftood, that the ftockage of 
a Sheep being rated at five-pence, they fliall be entitled to paflure their Sheep at the rate of 
two-pence halfpenny. According to the prefent ftate of the Court Roll, 15 of thefe Manors 
appear to have made default, and to have thereby relinquifhed their claims. From the afore -

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going Eftimate of Mr. Hawkins it would feem, that about 4,700 Sheep and 60 Ilorfes are 

annually depaftured in die Foreft in virtue of . this cuftom : It alfo appears, that perfons 

having 110 rights in the Foreft may or may not be allowed to departure their Sheep, at double 
the price paid by perfons having a Half Right; but whether the rates now paid by thofe 
having tire Half Rights have been immemorially fixed, we have no certain evidence. 

The full Tithes of the Foreft, to be taken if he pleafes in kind, are confidered by Sir 
Thomas Dyke Acland ns verted in him in fee-fimple, under Letters Patent ; whereas both 
Mr. Hawkins and Mr. Walbrotigh have exprefled a doubt, whether the whole Tithes of the 
Foreit have been alienated by the Crown ; and Mr. Hawkins has fubmitted to us the grounds 
of his opinion on that point, in a Letter, of which the following is an Extradk:— 

“ Mr. VVeech, Sir T. D. A eland’s Reward, exprefsly Rates, that the Tithes have been inime- 
“ mortally taken at four (hillings in the pound on the fums collected for the agillmeut of 
“ Sheep; confequendy, jR, The fum paid for Tithes by the Public at large, is one penny 
t: for each Sheep. 2dly, The fum paid for the Tithes of each Sheep of the Borderers (Half 
“ Rights) is only a halfpenny ; the Borderer pays only half price for agiRment. 3d^ The 
“ Free Suitors paying nothing for the agiRment of their Rock, it follows, that they pay no 
“ Tithes at all ; it being Hated that Tithes are paid only on die fums collected for the agift- 
“ meet. This payment of Tidies holds good in the fame rale with all odier kinds of Itock as 
“ well as Sheep, a fixed principle being laid down that thefe fums for Tithes are colle£ted 
only on die i'ums received for agirtment. How is it poflible, therefore, that different fums 
“ per head, can be demanded amt collected for the fame kind of flock, widiout a modus ? or 
“ why Ihould one part of the fame kind of Itock pay one fum in lieu of Tidies, another part 
a different fum, and a third part nothing at all, although the whole are depaftured on the 
“ fame Land ? That Sir Thomas Acland, who purchafed the Tithes of a Gentleman called 
u Darch, holds w'hat he did purchafe in fee, I do not doubt; but I do doubt, whether he purchafed 
“ the luholc Tithes of die Forell, and for the aforegoing reafons ; nor can I help thinking that the 
*« original Grant from the Crown, conveyed only a fpecific fum out of the Rents iffuing from 
«* the Foreft in lieu of all Tithes, which Grant was in fee; otherwife, there could never have 
«* been fuch a variation in the payments, and in many inftances, no payments at all, for 
“ Tithes. On the other hand, if the whole Tithes had been granted, the Owner would be 
“ entided to the fame fum from every perfon depafturing Cattle, whether Free Suitor, 
“ Borderer, or Stranger.” And in another Letter, Mr. Hawkins ftates, Uiat he has enquired 
of many of the Foreft Shepherds, and other perfons, refpetting the Tithes, and that he found 
it to be the generally received opinion, that the Foreft is Tithe-free, as they had never paid 
any Tidies for depafturing Stock thereon ; but, that he conceives it to be very poflible, that 
there may be a modus or prefcripdve right in lieu of Tithes, and that Sir Thomas Acland pur- 
chafed fuch modus. 

Having communicated thefe doubts of the two Surveyors to Sir Thomas Acland, he has 
fumiflied us with a paper drawn up by his Steward, which ftntes, that the original Grant 
under which his tide to die Tithes is derived was by Letters Patent of Charles 1 . dated 3 ft 
July iit the pth year of his reign, whereby, in confideration of the Sum of 200 Marks, he gave 
and granted unto George Coltington, Efq. his heirs and afligns : — 

“ Omncs illas decimas nras renovan infra Foreftam nram dc Exmore in feparal Com 
“ nris Somerfet et Devon, in locis extra Paroch, ct locis decimabil Paroch et 
“ Ecclefiar ad nos Jure regio pertinent necnon Revercon et Revercones Reman et 
“ Remanen et adeo plene libere & integre, ac in tarn ampl modo & forma ut nos 
“ jure nro regio ea liabuimus vel habere debemus.” 

To hold and enjoy the afortfaid Tidies, with their appurtenances, unto the faid George Cot- 
tingto.-i, his heirs aiid afligns, for ever, paying yearly the fum of ^13. 6. 8. ta the faid 
King, his heirs and fucceffors, at Michaelmas oiily, in full of all Payments, Rents, and Ser- 
vices, with power to diftrain, &c. 

Not having yet feen the Letters Patent above mentioned, nor any Inro'ment thereof, we 
are unable to Rate how far the comprelienfive words we have quoted may be qualified by any 
fubfequent exceptions or refervation ; but in confideration of the doubts which have been fug- 
gefted, it teems to be proper Uiat the extent of Sir Thomas’s rights fliould be inveftigated, and 
that a Cafe Ihould be Rated on the fubjett, for the Opinion of His Majefty’s Law Officers, 
after which it will remain for Government and Sir Thomas Acland to agree either to refer the 
matter to arbitration, or to the dccifion of a Court of Law, on an amicable fuit to be inftituted 
for the purpofe. 

Having thus flicrtlv Hated the moft material fails and opinions to be collected from the 
Reports of Meflrs. Hawkins and Wafbrough, it will remain for your Lordfiups to decide on 
the flops to be taken for the future difpofal of this Property ; namely, — 

ift, Whether to grant a new Leafe of it to Sir Thomas Acland, upon terms founded on the 
above-mentioned valuation of Mr. Hawkins, the effect of which would probably be, to con- 
tinue the Foreft in its prefent un.mproved ftatc, to be ufed for depafturing Sheep, Cattle* 
hud Horfes thereon, as heretofore.

^TTIE attention of my Lords Commiflioners of the Admiralty having been of late much 
A- directed to the means of improving the Durability of the Timber to be ufed in His Ma- 
jefty’s Ship , and their I ordfliips having received fever d reprefentations from weli-infomjed 
individuals on the fubjcQ, fuggefting that one principal caufe of decay is the cutting the Tim- 
ber during the feafon when the fap is up ; my Lords are of opinion, that it would be proper 
jo sfeertain, by actual experience on an extended fcale, the truth of' this theory.

It has been fa id, that if a Tree be barked after the faphasrifen, that the fap (its natural 
channel being interrupted by dripping the bark) will not again defcend, and that in fa& the 
Timber will not be, at lead, at all the better for this proceeding. 

If the truth of this fuppofition were to be adnvttcd (which, however, it is not) it would 
yet feem at lead to follow, that if care be taken to drip the bark when the fap begins to rife, as 
much will not afeeud as if the barking was podponed to a later period ; and it cannot reafonably 
be doubted, that the differing the Tree to Hand upright till the fall of the year mud in fome 
degree, at lead, tend to dry the Timber. 

On the whole, however, as thofe even who doubt the beneficial efficacy of ihe fydem, have 
never fuppofed that it can at all injure the Timber, mv Lords, with a deep conviction of the 
expediency of making every reafonable experiment on this important fubjeft, command me to 
exprefs their defire that the Lords Commilfioners of the Treafury will be pleafed to give orders 
to the Pcrfons entrullcd with the management of the Royal Foreds, that all Trees intended 
for Naval ufe (hall, till further orders, be barked at the earlied polfible feafon of the year, 
and cut down at the lated ; and my Lords further requed, that the Lords of the Treafury 
will direfl you to communicate to me, for their information, Copies of any Reports that may 
be made to them on this point, or on any other connected with the important fubject of the 
Durability of Timber.

/"\N the 12th of April lad we received a Letter from Mr. Wharton, then one of the Secr»- 
taries to your Lordfliips Board, dated theiothof the fame month, tranfmitting to us, 
by command of your Lordfliips, a Letter from one of die Secretaries to the Board of Admi- 
ralty, which recommended, on behalf of that Board, that you would be pleafed “ to give 
“ orders to the perfons entruded with the management of the Royal Foreds, that all Trees 
“ intended for Naval ufe (liould, till further orders, be barked at the earlied poffible feafon 
“ of the year, and cut down at ihe lated; and that you would caufe to be communicated to 
“ the find Secretary, for their information, Copies of any Reports that might be made 
“ to your Lordfliips on this point, or on any other connected with die important fubject 
*' of the Durability of Timber.” 

Having given our earlied attention to the tenor of the communication from the Secretary 
to the Admiralty, and of Mr. Wharton’s faid Letter, it was fatisfadiory to us to find, diat as 
the recommendation ot defire, conveyed to your Lordfliips from the Admiralty, appeared to 
be founded on matter partly argumentative, and relative to a fubject with which it might be 
fuppofed we were not unacquainted, nor without the means of forming an adequate opinion 
upon it, you did not iffue immediate Orders to our local Officers in the different Royal Foreds, 
whom we prefume were meant to be deferibed as the Perfons eniriifteJ with the management 
thereof, but referred the Qnedion to this Board (through whom thofe Officers are aecultomed to 
receive their Orders) for fucli Obfervations as might occur to us, how far it may be expedient 
that the requed, »« that, for the rcafon dated in the faid Inclofure in Mr. Wharton’s Letter, all 
“ Trees intended for Naval ufes ihould be barked at the earliefl poffible feafon of the year, 
“ and cut down at the lated,” Ihould be complied with. 

Confidering the importance of this quedion, the difficulties obvioufly incident to it, the imper- 
feft experience which, according to any information there hitherto e rifts refpe£ting it, and the 
uncertain refult which might be found to be deducible from fuch experiments as we might find it 
poffible and think it our duty to inditute, and particularly the advanced feafon at which the 
communication was made from the Treafury, we thought it our duty to concur in a Letter 
from our Chairman to Mr. Wharton, dated the 13th of April 1813, “ reprefenting the 
“ impracticability of even beginning the experiment, which the Admiralty were defirous the 
“ Treafury would order to be made, on all the Navy Timber to be felled in the Foreds that 
“ feafon, without the certain lofs of many thoufand pounds (in one Foreft only of between

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Sufficiently warranted, as we apprehend, in believing that ihe reafons thus fet forth were No. 3a. (C.) 

approved of by your Lordfhips, we thought we could heft employ the interval of time which 

mud intervene between what remained of the month of April lad, and the approaching feafon 
for the rife of the fap in the timber of the feveral Royal Foreds, in preparations for the bed 
courfe of fuch extenfive, accurate, and well-confidered experiments, and the colleflion of fuch

Tn the latter part of the invedigation we thus engaged in, we have made a cot, Adorable pro- 
grefs ; and it was for fome time our intention to convey, in this preliminary Report, to your 
Lordfhips, a Statement of what we had already collected ; but, upon further confideration, it 
appeared to us that fuch a partial anticipation could not furnifh grounds for any adlive meafures, 
nor admit of that clearnefs and precifion which we hope to bedow upon'the fubject after our 
inquiries (hall have been brought more near to a concluGon. 

We have, therefore, upon the whole, thought it would be more confident with our refpeft 
to your Lordfhips, and more convenient towards a completion of the object (fo often in con-: 
templation, but hitherto fo ill followed up or perfevered in) merely to trouble you, at prefent, 
with this pledge, that we have not, and lhall not differ any interruption, not unavoidable, to 
be given to the execution of the duty which your Lordfhips have been pleafed to require of 
us, by your faid Reference in April lad.

T T AVING laid before my Lords Commiflioners of the Admiralty your Letter of the 23d 
A A inflant, tranfmitting Copy of a Report of the Commiflioners of Woods, kc. dated the 
4th indant, on my Letter to you of the 7th April 1813, recommending that all Trees intended 
for Naval ufe fhouid be barked at the earlieG poffible feafon of the year, and cut down at the 
lated ; I have it in command to obferve, that their Lordfhips do not perfcdtly underdand, from 
the faid Report, whether the experiment is to be made or not, as recommended by them, and 
directed by the Lords of His Majedv’s Treafury lad year; but their Lordfliips hope, that the 
Lords of the Treafury will have the goodnefs to have their former directions carried into effect 
immediately, as they are in poffeflion of abundant Reports on the fubjedt, and are now only 
anxious for an experiment.

W E have received and petufed the Letter of Mr. Croker to Mr. Ilarrifon, dated the 27th 
April, and tranfmitted to us by your Lord (hips commands, in one from Mr. Harmon 
of the 17th ult. for our information. 

Upon the fubje£t of Mr. Croker’sfaid Letter we can only fay, that we did not conceive 
ourfelves to have received any directions from your Lordlhips to carry into execution the meafure 
recommended in his of the 7 th April 1813 ; namely, « the barking at the earliejf feafon of the year , 
“ and cutting down at the lateft, all Trees intended for Naval ufes in the Royal Forefts.’’ But, 
as we imagined from thofe words, that the Board of Admiralty might expect that the experi- 
ment would commence with the fall of that feafon, we wrote to our feveral Deputies, in the 
principal Forefts, on the very day when Mr. Croker’s laft-mentioned Letter was tranfmitted 
to us, from whofe Anfwers it appeared, that the fap had already begun to rife ; and as no prepa- 
rations had been made for introducing a new mode of dripping, with which the drippers, 
ufually employed, were entirely unaccuftomed, we thought ourfelves warranted in poftponing 
the adoption of that method till another feafon, employing the interval in colledting materials 
for fuch obfervations as might occur to us to be fit to be fubmitted to your Lordlhips, and 
fully intending to have as much of the fupply of this prefent year dripped ftanding, as we 
hoped might fubftantially anfwcr the purpofe of the experiment which the Board of Admiralty 
feemed to have in contemplation, but leaving alfo a part to be dripped in the ufual way, for 
the following reafons ; viz. : — 

id, That it appeared doubtful whether, from the inexperience of the hands we mud 
employ, the whole quantity could be dripped during the run of the fap in the new 
method 5 and, 

2d, That there might be an opportunity of comparing the cods of the two methods. 

The average quantity of Timber which all the Royal Forefts have furnifhed for the lad 
{even years, has been 4,247 loads. That of lad year was 4,110 loads. 

The ordinary calculation has been, that it requires 3,000 loads to build a 74-gun (hip. 

Suppofing, therefore, all or the greated part of the 4,110 loads to have been applicable to 
and fufficient for that purpofe, and that it had all been dripped Handing, fcarcely more than one 
74 could have been conftru&ed with the Timber of that fall ; and having reafon to believe 
that a fmall velTel would be a better object for obferving, through a courfe of years, tire quality 
and durability of her timbers than one of that fize, we have thought it might be fufficient, for 
tills year at lead, to provide as much dripped, in the manner propofed, as might be fully ade- 
quate to build fuch a veflel : — fay a frigate of 36 guns. 

We find that about 650 loads are fufficient for fuch a veflel ; and we have now to date to 
your Lordlhips, that we have in fad had no lefs than a,/ 13 trees, which it has been computed 
will yield 2,548 loads, dripped in that way in the feveral Forefts. I11 that quantity there can 
be little doubt, that more than enough of all the different forts of pieces which are neceffarv 
in the conftrudion of a veflel of that defeription will be found. 

If, however, it is the object of Government that, till farther orders, all Timber felled in the 
Royal Forefts fliould be dripped ftanding, according to the recommendation conveyed from 
the Lords of the Admiralty lad year, we truft that the poftponement of the literal execution 
of that Plan, this and lad year, will not be conGdercd as of any material confequence to the 
public fervice. 

The refult of the inveftigation which wc thought it our duty to undertake, in confequence 
of the tenor of your Lordlhips reference to us, is, we are forry to fay, much lefs fatisfa&ory 
than we could have wilhed. 

Three different methods have been pradrifed or recommended for the felling of Oak, with 
a view to the quality of the Timber, but alfo, particularly in latter times, to the value of the 
bark. 

1 . What is called “ Winter-felling,” or felling it at the latter end of the year, without 
being dripped of the bark. 

a. Felling it in the Spring, when the fap is riGng, and dripping off the bark immediately 
after it is felled. 

3. Stripping it in the Spring from the Tree ftanding, and leaving it ftanding till the end of 
that, or one or more fubfequent years. 

We 
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We believe that, with regard to moll other forts of Timber, except Oak, it has been the 
immemorial practice to fell them in the Winter. This may partly have arifen from that being . 
the mod convenient time in the diftribution of agricultural labour, and becaufe large Trees, 
felled in the Spring or Summer, would, in many cafes, do more injury to the adjoining land 
or crops ; but it alfo appears to have been, at all times, a prevailing opinion, that the quality of 
the Timber felled in Winter, when the motion of the fap or juice is fufpended, is better; and 
this general opinion, with regard to Oak, is traceable to the molt early Writers among the 
Ancients upon this fubjeft, Theophraftus, Vctruvius, Pliny, Columella, &c. To often referred 
to by modem Authors, and to whofe Writings we have ourfelves reforted on this occafion. 
When thofe Authors wrote, we believe there is no evidence or reafon to think that the ufe of 
bark was known in die preparation of leather, or for any other valuable purpofe. We have 
not found it mentioned in Pliny, and no term or exprelfion correfponding to tan and tanning 
has been found till many centuries after the commencement of the Chriflian A5ra. At an early 
period, however, in our Hiftory, and probably about the fame time, or fooner, in fomc other 
countries, the employment of bark in that way appears to have been ellablifhed ; and as Timber 
was long fo abundant in this country as to be of comparatively little value, it feems probable, 
that any inferiority in the quality of what might be felled at what is called, in the Aft of James 
the Fir ft, concerning Tanners, &c. “ the barking time,” was confidered as often more than 
counterbalanced by the value of the bark. 

There is accordingly a Claufe in that Aft prohibiting the felling any Oaken Trees meet to 
be barked, when the bark was at a given price, except between the firfl day oi April and the 
laft day of June, with, however, the remarkable exception of Timber to be employed “ in the 
“ needful and neceffary reparation of houfes, ihips, ormills.’' 

This feems to (hew that, for thofe important purpofes, it was then thought that Timber felled 
in Winter was fo much better, that any lofs on the bark was amply compenfated in that way. 

Even now, though die felling of Oak in Winter (». e. unftripped) is fo generally difufed, we 
have found it to be nearly the unanimous opinion of all thofe Perfons converfant in Timber, 
whom we have been able to confult, that its quality is harder and better in all refpefts when 
£0 felled. 

It would appear, that upon this ground fome experiments had been made by the Navy Board, 
with Timber felled in Winter about 30 or 40 years ago. The Montague, a 74-gun {hip, was 
built with Winter-felled Timber in 1779. In 1789, the CommilConers of die Navy, in return 
to a Precept of the Commiflioners of Land Revenue, Hated, that this Veflel had not dicu 
undergone fuch Repair as to require a complete examination of her condition, fo diat they 
could not, with certainty, fpeak to the effeft. The fame Veflel, we believe, is Hill in ferviee, 
blit has now undergone feveral Repairs. How far the Hate of her original timbers was par- 
ticularly examined, or what condition they were in during any of thofe Repairs, we are not 
informed. 

There are feveral Strippers now in the ordinary employment of this Department, in Dean 
ForeH, who remember three different falls of Navy Timber in Winter, unff ripped, in that 
Foreff, and who have been recently examined concerning the cirou in fiances of thofe falls, 
one of which took place, according to their recollection, about 37, and the others 30 and 29 
years ago. 

That, about 30 years ago, thofe Men think, was under a Contract with Mr. Mills, a 
confiderable timber-merchant, who refided at Rorherhithe •, they underltood that the Contrac- 
tor was bound, by his engagement with the Navy Board, to have the Timber feiled in Winter : 
and one of them Hated, that Mr. Mills had alfo a great fall in Winter, in one of thofe years, 
on fome private eHate in Herefordlhire ; but none of them can tell what became of this 
Timber, nor why the praftice of Winter-felling was afterwards difeontinued. Thefe were 
probably diHinft trials from the cafe of the Montague, which was built at Chatham ; the 
Timber from Dean ForeH being, we believe, rarely if ever fent to that Dock. 

A very eminent Timber Merchant, whofe houfe has had, probably, more extenfive 
tranfaftions with Government than any other in that Trade, has informed us, that about 
30 years ago, a Ship was built entirely of Winter-felled Timber, which he had fupplied. 

We are not able to Hate the name of this Ship. It may, perhaps, have been the 
Montague. 

If, from what we have mentioned, there fliould appear to be already fuflicient ground for 
confidering it as an eHabliflied truth, that Timber felled in the Winter, with the bark on, is 
of a better quality for Naval purpofes than when felled and Hripped in the ufual way, the only 
confidcration with Government with regard to thofe two methods, we imagine, muH be, 
whether that advantage would counterbalance the lofs in refpeft of the bark, which, according 
to the underHanding of our local Officers, and, we believe, the general opinion, would be 
entirely facriliced in that cafe. 

We cannot, however, omit mentioning here a circumftance which, if correft, would 
render that opinion, at leaft to its full extent, fomewhat doubtful. 

The 
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No. i 2 . (F I The Strippers we have mentioned, as having been employed in the falls which took place 
3 ' * ' in Winter, in Dean Foreft, concur in Hating, that in fquaring the Winter-felled Timber in 
the enfuing Spring, when the fap was rifing in the Trees of the Foreft, they found the bark 
to run and feparace from the Trees which had been fo felled, much in the fame manner, and 
as eafily, as from Trees (tripped after they are felled in the Spring. This feems fo incon- 
fiftent with the eftablithed opinion, and the general difufe of Winter-felling, that it is 
impoflible not to queftion the accuracy of the recollection of thefe illiterate though 
apparently (one of them particularly) fhrewd perfons, and, according to their ftation, of 
refpeCtable characters. 

That there remains, for fome time after a Tree has been felled, fome degree of vital or 
vegetable power, is evinced by a circumftancc of almoft daily obfervation. There are few 
perfons who have not had an opportunity of remarking that Elm Trees, or Logs of Elm, felled 
in Winter and left by the Road fide, with the bark on, will fend out leaves and fmall twigs 
or fpray in the Spring, along the whole furface of the bark. How far the Tree is at that 
time in fuch a Hate, as that the bark could be Hripped with any and what degree of facility, 
from the wood, may be very eafdy afccrtained ; and the fame experiment may, with equal 
eafe, be made at the fame feafon of the year, with the bark of an Oak Tree felled in Winter ; 
and this facility will, we trull, render it unneceffary for us to make any apology for Hating 
a matter founded on fuch flight tcflimony, and fo contrary to the notions of thofe whofe intereft 
would have led them, one would think, fully to fatisfy themfelves on fuch a point. 

As to the queflion between the two other methods, the fubject feems hitherto to be involved 
in very great uncertainty ; and unlefs that can be removed, it would hardly be thought advis- 
able to change the ufage fo univerfally eflablilhed in the greatefl part of the Country, and 
efpecially in thofe parts where more and better Timber is fuppofed to grow than in any other, 
and where there is therefore more reafon to conclude that long experience may have led to 
the moH profitable and befl practice. 

The firfl time that the plan of flripping Timber Handing, and leaving it to be felled in Winter, 
appears to have attracted the attention of the Naval Department of this Country, was on the 
publication of Dr. Plott’s Natural HiHory of Staffordfliire, about the year 1686. 

That Author having obferved the praCtice to prevail in Staffordfliire* of flripping, or as he 
calls ir, “ flawing” Oak (landing, about the beginning or middle of May, and not felling it till 
Michaelmas following, or perhaps not till Mid-winter, was led to examine what was to be found 
in ancient writers on the fubjeCt ; but, as we have faid before, in none of thofe writers is any 
mention made of the diftinguilhing part of that method. 

He ftates, however, in that HiHory, and in a fubfequent difcourfe, written at the inftance 
of Mr. Pepys, then Secretary of the Admiralty, various fpeculalive reafons for thinking, that it 
would be advifablc to adopt it in the cafe of Timber felled for the Navy ; and the perufal of thofe 
Writings made fuch an impreflion on Mr. Pepys, that James the Second, on his recommendation, 
iffued his Royal Warrant to the Commiflioncrs of the Navy for flripping in the Spring, and 
felling in the following Winter, j 50 Trees fit for the fervice of the Navy, in Bufliy Park. 
How far, or in what manner, this trial was carried into execution, does not appear. 

In Mr. Pepys* Letter juft mentioned, lie ftates, that the principal Timbers that made up the 
Frame of the Royal Sovereign, had been fetched out of Yorijhne anti other Northern Counties j 
and he and Dr. Plott leem to have inferred from thence, that thofe Timbers had been from 
Trees {tripped Handing. It is clear, however, from the tenor of his Letter, that Mr. Pepys 
had no direCt information upon that point; and the Parliamentary Commiflioners of Land 
Revenue only fay, that Mr. Pepys fuppofed the Timber to have been (tripped of its bark, and 
felled afterwards in the Winter. They add, that that Ship had been flowly built in 1635-6 & 7 j 
and obferve that, according to Dr. Plott, at the rime he wrote, which was 50 years afterwards, 
the Timbers were (till found, and fo hard that a nail could hardly be driven into them. This 
is all the documentary Evidence we have met with, with regard to the Timbers of that Ship. 

There are only two other inftances of the fame kind, concerning which we have met with 
any information. 

The Achilles was a 60-gun Ship, built at Harwich in 1757, and according to the reftimony 
of Mr. Barnard, before a Committee of the Houfe of Commons in 1771, of which the late Mr. 
Edmund Burke was Chairman, that Ship was built of Timber barked in the Spring, and not 
felled till the fucceeding Winter ; and Mr. Barnard added, “ that upon a late Trial the Timber 
was found to be Hill very good." But it appears by a Return of the Commiflioners of the Navy 
to a Precept of the Parliamentary Commiflioners of Land Revenue in 1791, that (he had nos 
been on fervice from 1763 till 1771, when (he was refitted at an expence of £ 5,192, and fenc 
to the Weft Indies ; that (he returned from thence in 1773, and was not employed afterwards, 
being found to be in want of confiderable repa : ' c . 

In 



* We are inform- 
ed that this is not 
now the practice in 
that County. 
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Tn that Return, the C.ommiffioners of the Navy, after Rating that Mr. Barnard reprefented 
the Ship to have been built with Timber felled after the bark had been dripped, add, “ but it - 
«* is not known to us, as we cannot trace any correfpondence with him on the fubject, 

«* whether that was the cafe or not.” 

The concluding Paragraph of that Report of the Commiffioners of the Navy, very drongly 
{hews the uncertain Rate of the queftion down to that time. Their words are, “ we cannot 
“ find from the Books of this Office, or from any information we can colie£k from the 
“ Officers of the Yards, that any trial has been made, fo as to afcertain which Timber has 
« the preference in point of durability, that felled after being itripped of the bark, or what 
“ is felled in the common way ; but an experiment is about to be made on a Sloop intended 
“ to be built at Deptford ; one-half with the Timber dripped in the mode recommended, 

** and the other half with Timber felled in the ordinary way, and both cut from the fame 
“ ERate ; from which we hope to be enabled to form tome well-founded judgment of the 
“ matter.” 

The Sloop of War, mentioned in the Paragraph jud quoted, was called The Hawk, (being 
the remaining indance) and was built in 1793, and broken up at the end of 10 years, when 
we are fully warranted in mentioning, that there was no material difference in the Rate of the 
two forts of Timber of which flic was compofed. 

About the year 1733, M. deBuffon, who appears to have been engaged, together with 
M. du Hamel, under the direflion of the French Government, in a courie of enquiry and 
experiments relative to Oak Timber, feems, in confequence of Itaving read the account of 
Dr. Plott’s writings in “ Evelyn's Syha,” to have formed a very fanguine opinion in favour 
of that writer’s Plan, and, in confirmation of it, details a great number of ingenious 
experiments and obfervations which he had made on the fpecific gravity and denfity of Timber 
dripped and felled in that method, and the weight it will bear before it breaks, compared 
with Timber which had been felled with the bark on ; but it is very remarkable that, if we 
have not inifunderRood his account of the matter, he did not leave the lad-mentioned Timber 
to Rand till the Winter, but felled it with die bark on at the time that he had dripped the 
other, and left the bark on till the time when he was about to make his experiments, when 
he cut out pieces of equal bulk and dimenfions of each fort, and found the fpecific gravity, 
and alfo the power of refiltance, much greater in the Timber which had been dripped 
{landing, than in the other fort. 

Giving full credit to the] accuracy of thofe experiments, it is obvious that they do not bear 
upon die qucltiou, whether Timber Itripped in the Spring, and left unfelled till Winter, is 
Of a better quality than Timber felled in the Spring, and then immediately Jlripped ; nor indeed 
at all tend to fettle the queRion between Spring dripping in either way, and felling in Winter, 
with the bark on. 

From diefe experiments, however, Buffon concludes that it is quite certain, that the Timber 
of Trees dripped and dried d.tnding is harder, more folid, heavier, and Rronger, than that 
of Trees felled and barked ; and thence, lays he, “ 1 think we may alfo conclude it is more 

durable.” 

He proceeds afterwards to explain what he takes to be the phyGcal caufe of thofe 
effects. 

We have perufed all the valuable Pipers in the Philofopliical Tranfaflions, of 
Mr.T. A. Knight, on the fubjedl of Vegetation and Timber ; and alfo thofe of Sir Humphrey 
Davy, in his work on the Chemidry of Agriculture. 

Mr. Knight, in No. 8. Part I. of the Philofopliical Tranfactions for 1804, fays, “ Few 
“ perfons, at all converfant with Timber, are ignorant that the alburnum or fapwood of 
“ Trees, which are felled in Autumn or Winter, is much fuperior in quality to that of other 
“ Trees of the fame fpecies which are fudered to Rand till the Spring or Summer ; that it is 
“ at once more firm and tenacious in its texture, and more durable but we havenot obferved, 
that he makes any didinclion in this refpetl between Timber dripped in the Spring, and left 
{landing till Winter, and Timber fird felled in the Spring, and then immediately dripped. 

Sir Humphrey Davy, however, fays, “ Ship-builders prefer for their purpofes that kind of 
“ Oak Timber afforded by Trees that have had their bark dripped off in the Spring, and which 
“ have been cut in the Autumn or Winter following.” 

We have no doubt that he had good grounds for Rating this general preference ; but we have 
found thofe to whom we have applied for information on the fubjedl, very far from unanimous. 

Independent of arguments drawn from the theory of vegetation, on which the experiments 
and difeoveries of the two lad-mentioned writers are of the highed authority, one of the moil 
obvious advantages which has been thought to be derived from it, is, that the Trees, by Hand- 
ing without their bark, are better ventilated or dried, according to the expreffiou of Buffon, 
in their natural perpendicular pofition. 

(124.) Tt Yet, 
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No. 3a. (F.) Yet, as it is a fact which we believe has been well known, from the earlieft times, that Oak 

anil other Timber will produce leaves, and Fruit Trees even fruit, for feveral feafons, when 

left flan ding, after their bark has been entirely removed, (except from the flender extremities 
of the higheft branches, which teems impracticable) ; there mu ft, we fhould imagine, remain 
more jnoifturc in them during that time, than if they hail been cut down and properly feafoned 
for the fame period ; and the fenGble and fagactous Evelyn particularly recommends, that 
Timber, to be properly feafoned, fhould be placed horizontally. 

Whether the fapwood becomes harder and more tenacious, or tougher, when the Trees are 
left to Hand after being dripped, is of fuch eafy experiment by the hatchet, tire plane, the chilel, 
&c. in the practice of carpenters and fhipwrights, that we fuppofe the fad, one way or the other, 
cannot be matter of much uncertainty ; but whether it can ever acquire, till its interior pa't is 
progreflively and annually converted into heart, in the natural progrefs of vegetation, thofe 
qualities, and nlfo fuch a fuperior degree of durability, as may render it fit to be worked up 
in the conftruClion of Ships, feems Hill a matter of very great uncertainty; and though we 
have been informed that of late it has not been uuufual to leave part of the fapwood, blca, flab, 
or alburnum (all fynonimous terms) in fquaring Navy Timber, we cannot but think it would 
be fafeft Hill to adhere to the advice of Evelyn, which, in fubdance, is to cutoff every thing 
which is not real heart. 

Befides the 2,548 loads which have been dripped Handing, and the 2,104 loads which have 
• Loads, been felled, and then dripped in the ufual way*, as the fupply of this year, we have had 

New Forelt - 502 Trees marked and fet apart in each of the two principal ForeHs of Dean and New ForeH, 
Whittlewood 450 an 4 a lfo in Whittlewood, Salcey, Holt, and Whichwood Foreds, and growing in each feveral 
Alice^Holt 1 o° 3 Fored, as nearly as poffible, in the fame foil and expofure, and of the fame age and general 
* 49 appearance ; and we have divided thofe Trees into fix liiftincl claffcs, of five Trees in each, 
2 l0 ^ that, if it fliall be thought advifable, experiments may be made upon the fame plan with 

_! I thefe of M. M. de Buffon and Du Hamel, and alfo trials by intelligent Carpenters, Shipbuilders, 

&c. on die comparative fpecific gravity, hardnefs, drength, tenacity, &c. of each ; diree of 
the clafles having been dripped Handing, but with fomc variety in the method, and left to be 
felled in Winter ; one not dripped, intended to be felled in Winter ; one felled but left with 
the bark on ; and one felled, and theu immediately afterwards dripped in the ufual way ; all 
which Trees we have had fo clafled and regiftered, with a feparate didinSive mark on each 
individual Tree, as that they may at any time be delivered to the Navy Board, if required, 
without the danger of any miftake or confufion as to the identity or circumdances of each, for 
the purpofe of fuch experiments. 

We have not been yet able to afeertain the comparative expence of dripping Timber Hand- 
ing, and after it is felled ; as foon as we (hull have received fatitfaQory information on that 
fubjefl, we (ball take an opportunity of communicating it to your Lordthips.

TN our Letter to your Lord fliips, dated the 10th June lad on the fubjeid of dripping the 
A Navy Timber in the Royal Foreds before it is felled, v. e Hated, that we had not at that 
time been able to afeertain what the expence of {tripping l imber in that manner would be, 
as compared with that of the ufual method, hut that as foon as we ffiould receive fatisfaclory 
information on that fubjcct, we would take an opportunity of communicating it to your 
Lordffiips. 

Since the date of our faid Letter, we have made particular enquiries on this head, of our 
Deputy Surveyors in Dean, New, and Alice Holt Foreds, in which this method of dripping the 
Timber Handing was adopted lad feafon to a confiderable extent, and we find by the Statements 
of thofe Officers, that the additional expencc then incurred in dripping as many Trees as are 
computed to contain 2,548 Loads of Timber, was about ^837. 5. or at the rate of 6s. 6J. per 
Load of limber; but that, from the unufual nature of the fervice, and the inexperience of 
the workmen employed, the expence lad feafon confiderably exceeded what it may be expe&ed 
to be done for in future, and that in their judgment an additional payment of Five Shillings per 
Load would be fufficient toreimburfe the Funds of this Department for the increafed expence

which the adoption of this method will occafion ; and, if it is the deGre of the Naval Depart- 
ments of Government, that the Timber in the Royal Forefls (hould in future be Gripped Hand- 
ing, it is material that we (hould forthwith be apprized of fuch deGre, as the feafon for bark- 
ing is faft approaching ; and, in the event of their deeming it advifable to continue that 
method, we fubmit to your Lordfhips, that it is reafonable the additional expence already 
incurred, (hould be repaid to the Funds of the Department of Woods, and that Five Shillings 
a Load for all Timber fo Gripped (landing (hould be added to the price now paid by the Navy 
Board for the fame, and we beg to receive your Lordfhips directions on this fubje£t.

T HE Period being now arrived when, under the Directions contained in 
the above-recited Acts, it becomes necessary for us to submit to the 
King’s most Excellent Majesty, and the two Houses of Parliament, a Statement 
of the Transactions which have taken place in the management of the Land 
Revenue of the Crown since our last Triennial Report, we proceed to fulfil the 
duty imposed upon us, according to the Plan which has been followed by 
the late Surveyor General of Crown Lands, and by ourselves, on former 
occasions. 



PART I. 

WE begin with a Statement of the Leases of Land Estates, and other Here- 
ditaments, passed under the Seal of the Court of Exchequer since the Date 
of our last Report.

Estates, by the last preceding Surveys, or other Accounts existing in this 
Office, was £ 94 : 7 . 13. 8. ; the Rents reserved in the last Leases, €234. 10. l£.

In addition to these Estates, of which the Leases have been renewed, three 
Leases have been granted of Property never before let ; the particulars and 
conditions of which will also be found in the Appendix. 

The Schedule of Houses of which New Leases have been granted is next 
given.

In that Schedule are also inserted the particulars of Ground occupied by 
Buildings which had not before been held on Lease.

Under the Authority of Warrants from the Lords Commissioners of the 
Treasury, Leases , of various Estates, in Land and in Houses, are now in 
progress, the particulars of which will be found in separate Schedules in the 
Appendix.

“ Claremont Estate, and for settling the same as a Residence for Her Royal 
“ Highness the Princess Charlotte Augusta, and His Serene Highness Leopold 
“ George Frederick Prince of Cobourg of Saalfield authorized the Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury from time to time, as the Instalments of the purchase 
Money for the said Estate, amounting to .=£ 66,000, and the Interest thereon, 
should respectively become due, to sell so much of the Three per Cent.

This Abstract shows, that the actual Augmentation of Land Revenue which 
has arisen from the part of the Property of the Crown let or disposed of, under 
the new system of management, is, in Rents and Dividends i 75,787- 16. 10£ 
per annum, and in Fines .s£l6,812. 12. 3^. besides what may have arisen from 
Mineral and other Property of uncertain produce. 



The improvements stated in our last Report to have been projected in White- improvements at 
hall Place are still in progress. The two Houses which were then building, Whitehall Place, 
together with a third adjoining to them, have been completed, and a spice of 
Ground has been cleared sufficient for the erection of more Houses towards 
the river on the North side. 

(176.) C The 
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The Leases formerly granted by the Crown of a part of the Land contiguous 
to the River, are likely for some time to oppose an obstacle to the entire com- 
pletion of the ultimate design of this improvement ; — that of terminating White- 
hall Place by a suitable Terrace, and opening the View of the River, as well as 
of those grand Monuments of Art, the Waterloo Bridge, and Saint Paid’s Church, 
not only to the Occupiers of the New Buildings, but to all persons passing be- 
tween Charing Cross and the Horse Guards, in a line nearly facing the Admi- 
ralty. Although this part of the Plan must, for the present, be postponed, we 
hope to be enabled very shortly to remove some of the inferior Buildings near 
the Water side, and to erect a low Wall across that end of Whitehall Place, as 
well for the purpose of concealing whatever may remain unsightly in the Wharfs 
behind it, as of turning the Road for the Coal Waggons, and other heavy 
Carriages, which now pass through Whitehall Place, to a more convenient pas- 
sage through Scotland Yard ; the Archway from which to the Street of 
Whitehall has been sufficiently enlarged and heightened to admit them 
through it. 

We have likewise been employed in negotiating with the Occupiers of the Houses 
on the South side of Whitehall Place, for the Removal of those Houses, in order 
to increase the Width of the Street to 50 feet, and to make that side of it, as to 
its elevation, uniform with the other. From the progress made in this negotia- 
tion, we have every reason to expect that in the course of the present Year, we 
shall be enabled to obtain possession of a great part of those Houses ; and the 
offers which we have already received from respectable Builders, leave us no 
doubt that they will be ready to take the Ground upon which the present old 
Buildings stand, and to erect upon the site of them, as soon as they can be re- 
moved, Houses of the First Class, paying Rent at the same rate per foot at the 
least as we have procured for that portion of the Ground which has been already 
let on the North side of the Street. 

Connected with this Improvement, it may be right to mention, that we have 
made arrangements for the removal of a number of unsubstantial Buildings in 
Scotland Yard, standing within the precincts of the Ancient Palace of Whitehall, 
the Occupiers of some of which, or their Predecessors, having held possesion of 
them by virtue of certain Offices in the Royal Household, or by sufferance, for 
a long series of years, without the payment of any Rent, had begun to consider 
those Buildings as their Freehold Property j and we have found a difficulty in 
some instances in recovering them for the Crown. That object however being 
now accomplished, we propose to appropriate a part of the Ground on which 
they stand, to the building of Stables, which are much wanted in the neighbour- 
hood of Whitehall ; and another part will be thrown open for the purpose of 
enlarging the new passage for the heavy Waggons from the Wharfs. 



Newmarket Palace. In obedience to the commands of His Royal Highness the Prince Regent, that 
measures should be taken for the disposal of the Palace at Newmarket, and in 
pursuance of the powers vested in us by the Act of 57 Geo. 3. cap. 97, we have 
divided the Buildings and Ground belonging to that Palace, into Six Lots, four 
of which have been sold, at prices approved of by the Lords Commissioners of 
the Treasury, and the two remaining Lots are agreed for, so that no further 
delay is likely to take place in carrying into effect His Royal Highness’s pleasure 

for 
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for discontinuing the expense incurred in upholding that Palace; and the 
proceeds of the Sale will be appropriated in the manner directed by the 
said Act. 



The New Light Houses at Harwich, which, as stated in our last Report, 
Major General Rebow had undertaken to erect, upon a renewal of his Lease 
for 31 years, have been completed in a substantial manner, and according to a 
Plan satisfactory to the Trinity House. 

By this arrangement, the advantages which we expected from our agreement 
with General Rebow have been attained ; on the one hand, the very brilliant 
and improved Lights, which are now exhibited, cannot fail, we are assured, to 
contribute to the Security of Navigation on that part of the Coast ; whilst on 
the other, the Revenue of the Crown is improved by the terms of the Lease, 
under which those Light Houses have been erected. 



In our last Report, we mentioned two instances of Tenants having declined 
to renew their Crown Leases on the Terms proposed to them, in consequence 
of the depreciation which had at that time taken place in Landed Property, 
and that we had been unsuccessful in our endeavours to let advantageously to 
other persons the Property comprised in those Leases. 

That Property has since been disposed of. It consists of the Manor and Es- 
tate of Hampton in Arden in the County of Warwick, and of two farms in 
Braydon Forest in the County of Wilts ; of the Hampton in Arden Estate, a 
Lease has been agreed to be granted to Lord Calthorpe, on the terms stated in 
a Treasury Warrant, of whicli the particulars are given in a Schedule in the 
Appendix ; and the Braydon Forest Farms have been sold, by Public Auction, 
for the prices inserted in another Schedule in the Appendix. 

We also mentioned in our last Report the proceedings by which we had 
established the Crown’s Right to the Extra-parochial Tithes of Bedford Level, 
and that in consequence of those proceedings, we had obtained for the Crown, 
in Peterborough Fen, in lieu of a part of the Tithes of that Fen, two Allot- 
ments of Land containing about 215 acres of the estimated annual value of 
^429. 17- 7- 

Since that period, in further satisfaction of the Right to the said Tithes in 
respect of Peterborough Fen, other Allotments therein have been set out for 
the Crown, making the whole quantity so set out about 485 Acres, whieb, when 
the requisite Farm Buildings shall be erected, and the drainage completed, will, 
according to the estimate of an experienced Surveyor, be of the annual value 
of about -^660. 

By the Act of Parliament for dividing and inclosing the Lands contained in 
that Fen, it was provided, that in the event of the Proprietors of Estates, 
who possessed Rights of Common in the said Fen, being enabled to establish 
their Title to exemption from Tithes over any Land to be awarded to them in 
severalty, in compensation for such Rights, an Allotment should, in that case, be 
made before the Remainder of the said Fen should be so divided in severalty 
among the respective Proprietors, of a site for the erection of a Church, and of 
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a sufficient quantity of Land, of the annual Value of €250, to endow the same ; 
but the Right of the Crown to the Tithes in question having been established, 
we should be disposed to recommend, in the event of its being found necessary 
to erect a Church in the said Fen, that the site for the building, and the land 
requisite for the endowment of the same, to the amount above mentioned, should 
be granted out of the Estate allotted to the Crown in lieu of those Tithes, 
although the Act contains no provision imposing upon the Crown the obligation 
of contributing at all to any such purpose. 

Measures have been taken by us for the collection of Tithes accruing to the 
Crown from other Estates in the Bedford Level. For the recovery of these 
dues from one Estate of great extent a suit is now pending in the Court of Ex- 
chequer. We have little doubt, that at no distant period, the Tithes of this 
Level may be made productive of considerable addition to the Land Revenue. 



We also insert in the Appendix a List of Acts for inclosing Wastes and other 
purposes, by which the Interest of the Crown was affected, and which have 
passed subsequently to the date of our last Report. 



For the establishment of the new System which we had recommended in our 
former Reports, for securing the proper management and due collection of the 
Rents of the Crown Estates, an Act has been passed, intituled, “ An Act for 
better regulating the Offices of Receivers of Crown Rents.” 

By that Act we were authorized, with the consent of the Treasury, to ap- 
point such and so many persons, being by profession Surveyors of Land, or 
Land Stewards, as we should think requisite to be Receivers of the Rents of 
the Crown’s Estates witlfin the ordering, government, and survey of the Court 
of Exchequer. The Act prescribes the duties of the Receivers, the periods 
for making up their Accounts, the Allowances to be granted to them, and the 
Securities to be required from them. It charges them with Interest on any Sums 
exceeding in the whole £500, which they shall retain in hand, without giving 
notice to this Board within one calendar month after the Suras received shall 
exceed that Amount ; and it empowers them to distrain for Rents in arrear. 
It also charges with Interest the Lessees and Tenants of any Estates or Posses- 
sions of the Crown, the annual Rent or Value whereof shall exceed the Sum 
of €100, if such Rent or Value, or the mesne Profits arising from such Estates 
or Possessions shall not be paid within three calendar months after the same 
shall have become due, and those Lessees and Tenants shall have been applied 
to, either personally or by letter from the Receiver for payment thereof. 

In pursuance of that Act, we submitted, in a Report to the Lords of the 
Treasury, for their consent and approbation, the names of the persons whom we 
proposed to appoint to be Receivers, the Counties to be comprised in their re- 
spective Receipts, the Allowances to be made to them, the Penalties to be in- 
serted in their Bonds, and the Sureties which they had offered : and the Trea- 
sury having approved of those persons, and of the other particulars set forth, 
the appointments were made accordingly. One of the persons so appointed 
has since died, namely Mr. Armiabaw, receiver for the County of Warwick, 
and we have, with the approbation of the Treasury, appointed Messrs. Driver 

to 
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to be Receivers of the Land Revenue in that County, and also of the Revenue, 
consisting almost wholly of Fee Farm Rents, in the Counties of Leicester, 

Stafford, Hereford, Salop, and Gloucester. Copies of our Reports, and of the Appendix, No. 10. 
Treasury Letters of approbation, are given in the Appendix. 



Bt virtue of the Extents issued under the circumstances detailed in our last Extents against 
Report, against the Estates and Effects of Mr. White and Mr. Baseley, various Mr. White and 
Monies, amounting together to the net Sum of ^19,582. 17. 10. after deduct- r ‘ asety ‘ 
ing Sheriff’s Poundage and other charges, have been paid into our hands for 
the benefit of the Crown ; and some farther payments may yet be expected, 
though, as we apprehend, to no considerable amount. 

Mr. White, at the time when the Extent against him was taken out, was pos- 
sessed of a great number of small Fee Farm Rents, of the annual amount 
together of ^208. 15. 9., issuing out of Estates dispersed in different Counties 
in England and Wales. The expense attending a sale of those Rents, in the 
ordinary course of proceeding by Extent, would nearly exhaust the estimated 
produce. It therefore became expedient to make a different appropriation of 
them; in consequence we recommended that a Clause should be inserted in Sec. 14. 
the Act of the 57 Geo. 3. cap. 97. whereby those Rents were vested in this 
Board, in trust, to be sold towards the payment of the debt due to the Crown 
from Mr. White. It may be some time before we shall be able to effect the 
Sale of the whole of these Rents, but estimating their Value at 25 years pur- 
chase, they may be expected ultimately to produce about £ 5 , 000. 

Mr. Baseley, under the peculiarly hard circumstances of his case, made ap- 
plication to the Treasury by Memorial, praying that “ no proceedings should 
“ take place against his Sureties ; and that, in consequence of the total ruin in 
“ which he had been blamelessly involved, he might be deemed a suitable 
“ object of favour and bounty, and that relief might be afforded to him.” 

That Memorial having been referred to us, we stated in our Report thereon, 
that all that Mr. Baseley possessed of Monies, Money-securities, and Stock in 
the Public Funds, arising from his Receivership, had been seized into the hands 
of the Crown ; that whatever might be obtainable from his private property 
either immediately, or in reversion, had been also secured for the Crown ; that, 
with the Crown Claim pending over him, no one could be found to engage 
with him in any concern, so that he was precluded from acquiring a livelihood 
for himself, his wife, and large family of children ; and that if the Bonds of his 
Sureties should be enforced, the greatest distress would be brought upon them, 
without their having any prospect of recovering any thing from the Principal. 

From these considerations, joined to the peculiar circumstances by which Mr. 

Baseley was involved in this misfortune, as detailed in our last Report, we were 
induced to recommend that he should be released from all further liability to 
the Crown for any debt due by Mr. White, and unsatisfied under the Extent. 

The Treasury concurred in this recommendation, and in consequence 

Mr. Baseley’s final Account lias been passed, and he has obtained liis 

Quietus. — Copies of our Report and of the Treasury Letter are inserted in Appendix, No. 11. 

the Appendix. 
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Since the date of our last Report, little progress has beeu made towards let- 
ting, for building, further portions of the Crown Estate of Mary-le-boue Park. 
We then stated that the building speculation of Mr. Charles Mayor, who had 
agreed to take two plots of Ground, being the Circus at the North end of Port- 
land Place, and the continuation of Harley-street on the East side, at Rents, 
amounting together to 41, 587- 18. 0. was unfortunately suspended, in conse- 
quence of the embarrassed state of his affairs ; — that a Commission of Bank- 
ruptcy had been issued against him, and that we were then in Negotiation with 
his Assignees, who had made proposals to us for completing part of the Build- 
ings which he had undertaken to erect As we ascertained, in the progress of 
this Negotiation, that the Assignees would not agree to give any other Security 
for fulfilling their proposed engagements, than that of the Funds which the ef- 
fects of Mr. Mayor might produce, and as it appeared to us that those Funds 
would be very inadequate to the purpose, it became our duty, instead of ac- 
ceding to their proposal, to take legal measures for repossessing ourselves, on 
behalf of the Crown, of the Ground and unfinished Buildings of which no Leases 
had been granted. The necessary steps were resorted to for this Purpose ; and 
we have since agreed with another Builder for letting to him one-fourth of the 
Circus, and the continuation of Harley-street, on the same terms which had 
been assented to by Mr. Mayor. Under this Agreement, Six of the Houses 
left unfinished by Mr. Mayor, have been covered in, and Four others are in pro- 
gress. We have also proposals depending from two other Builders, for the op- 
posite quarter of the Circus, which, if agreed to, will complete the letting of 
all that part of the Estate which lies to the South of the New Road. 

Three of the Sites originally designed for Villas within the Park have been 
let (two of which are now occupied) on the following terms ; viz. for one Acre, 
on which the House and Offices are built .4100 per annum, and for the further 
quantity agreed to be let, which in no instance exceeds two Acres more, at the 
rate of 420 per Acre per annum. And twelve Houses of the second rate or 
class of Building, have been erected on a plot of Ground agreed to be let to 
the late Mr. John Tasker, on the East side of the intended continuation of 
Portland-street, for rents calculated at the rate of 13$. per foot on the frontage 
towards the street. 

The other parts of this Estate agreed to be let on lease, subsequently to the 
date of our last Report, consist of a Plot of Ground near the Basin of the Re- 
gent’s Canal, intended for the Site of an Opthalmia Hospital for the Army, at 
a Rent of 4185 per annum ; and three other Plots abutting on the South end 
and two sides of that Basin, which by the general Plan were designed for 
Wharfs and Warehouses, and of which the Canal Company signified their desire, 
by Memorial to' the Lords of the Treasury, to become the Lessees, for the pur- 
pose of underletting the same to persons desirous of erecting such Wharfs and 
Warehouses thereon. 

According to the Estimate which accompanied our first Triennial Report, of 
the Revenue expected to arise from Mary-le-bone Park, by laying it out in the 
manner therein proposed, the last-mentioned Plots, forming the Banks of the 
Canal Basin, were supposed to be of the yearly value of 10s. Qd. per foot, cal- 
culated on the frontage to the Canal. But as the realizing of this Rent neces- 
sarily depended in a great degree upon the completion of the Canal, and the 
extent of the traffic thereon, and as it was deemed likely to encourage and faci- 
litate the letting for building of the adjoining parts of the Estate that such 
Wharfs and Warehouses should be ready for use as soon as the Canal could be 

opened. 
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opened, the Lords of the Treasury were pleased to sanction the granting of a 
Lease to the Canal Company of the Plots of Ground they had applied for, and 
which contained about four Acres, upon the following terms; viz. — That the 
Lease be granted for 61 years, at the rate of .§£10 per Acre per annum for the 
lirst 14 years ; .§£15 per Acre per annum for the next seven years ; ten shillings 
per foot measured on the Banks of the Canal, for the next 14 years ; and for 
the remainder of the term twenty shillings per foot, on the like frontage ; the 
Lessees agreeing to erect upon the Ground proper and substantial Buildings 
to be used as Wharfs and Warehouses, and to conform to the other usual 
Covenants for keeping them in Repair, and delivering them up in good condi- 
tion at the end of( their Lease. 

A further application from the Canal Company to obtain a Lease of an addi- 
tional portion of Ground, and of nearly the same extent, for the purpose of en- 
larging the Basin of the Canal, and for additional Wharfs and Warehouses, has 
been acceded to upon similar terms ; some of the Wharfs have been formed, 
and are ready to be occupied as soon as the main line of the Canal shall be 
completed to its junction with the River Thames at Limehouse, and opened for 
trade, which, we are informed, is likely to take place in the course of the 
present year. 

The Bridges over the Canal, which the Company were required to erect, 
being completed, convenient access is thereby afforded from the Public Road 
round the Northern Boundary, and from the Hampstead Road to the roads and 
drives in the Park, which are open to persons on Horseback, and in Carriages, 
under Regulations similar to those established for Hyde Park. 

The Herbage of Mary-le-bone Park continues to be let for the Pasturage of 
Horses and Cattle in the Summer, and for that of Sheep in the Winter, and 
produces upon an average, about £J per Acre. The Land occupied by the 
temporary plantations, is still used as Nursery Ground, at the annual rent of 
£6 per Acre, subject to the condition, of the whole or any part being resumed, 
if wanted, on three months notice. 

The following is an Abstract of the whole Receipt and Expenditure on ac- 
count of this Park, from October 1815, (the period to which the Account stated 
in our last Triennial Report was made up) to Christmas last.

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There still remain to be erected, Lodges for Gatekeepers, at the entrances 
into the Park from Baker-street, Harley-street, and the Bridge near Primrose 
Hill, and a Bridge is intended to be built over the ornamental Water, from the 
Road leading out of Baker-street to that round the Circus. When these Works, 
the expence of which may be estimated at *£4,000, shall be completed, 'the 
future expenses of the Park will be confined to the ordinary repairs of the 
Roads and Fences, and to the payment of the necessary Gatekeepers and 
Workmen, to which the annual produce of the Herbage will be more than 
adequate. 



The perpetual Advowson of the Rectory of Saint Mary-le-bone, belonging 
to the Duke of Portland, having been advertized for Sale, it was thought expe- 
dient by His Majesty’s Government, that a Negotiation should be opened with 
his Grace, for the purchase of it on the part of the Crown. 

From the great extent of that Parish, and from its large and rapidly increasing 
population, compared with the very scanty and inadequate means of religious 
Worship afforded by the parish Church, even with the addition of the New 
Church lately erected, it had long been felt as a matter of great importance, 
that some effectual steps should be taken for supplying this deficiency. It was 
conceived, that the purchase of the Advowson by the Crown would remove 
many obstacles which might otherwise occur to impede the execution of the 
necessary measures for that purpose. 

From the peculiar tenure of this Living, it is understood to be exempt from 
the jurisdiction of any Diocese, and to possess many other inconvenient privi- 
leges, which, had it become the property of Sectaries, might materially have 
Act 58 Geo. 3. interfered with the execution of whatever Plans the Commission now appointed 
ca P' 4a - for building and promoting the building of additional Churches may think most 

advisable, either for dividing the Parish, or for affording to its Inhabitants, in 
some other mode, the accommodation necessary for enabling them to perform 
their Religious Duties according to the Established Service of the Church of 
England. 

After making every necessary inquiry into the circumstances of the Advow- 
son, we concluded an Agreement with the Duke of Portland for its purchase at 
the price of *£40,000, which we have every reason to believe is its fair value. 
In order to provide for the payment of that sum, without materially diminishing 
the Income of the Crown Estate, we offered to transfer to his Grace, by way 
of Exchange, at a fair Valuation, the Rights of the Crown over a Waste called 
The Hays of Birkland and Bilhagh, in the Forest of Sherwood, including the 
trees standing thereon, none of which are fit for naval purposes. 

In making this proposal, we contemplated the probability that the Duke of 
Portland, and other Individuals having rights of Common over this Waste, 
would consent to its being inclosed and divided in Severalty, and that the 
Allotment to be made to the Crown in respect of its rights, (the Value of 
which in their present state is merely nominal) as well as the Timber upon 
such Allotment, might be a desirable acquisition to the Duke of Portland. 

From local circumstances connected with this property, the Duke of Portland 
was induced readily to acquiesce in this addition to the Agreement for the pur- 
chase of the Advowson j it being understood at the time, that the whole 
transaction was to be subject to the ratification of Parliament.

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Bills have since been submitted to the House of Commons, ancl passed into 
Laws, for sanctioning both parts of this Contract. The valuation and division 
in severalty of the Waste included in the Hays of Birkland and Billuigh, as 
directed by one of those Acts, are nearly completed, and we have reason to 
hope that the whole arrangement will be concluded in the course of a few 
months. 



We have now to report our proceedings in carrying into Execution the 
Powers and Provisions of the Act of the 53d Geo. 3. cap. 121, “ for making 
“ a more convenient Communication from the Northern parts of the Metropolis 
“ to Charing Cross and the progress which has been made in that work up 
to the present time. 

By that Act, we were authorized to borrow, for the purposes thereof, a Sum 
not exceeding in the whole *£600,000, and by a subsequent Act, the said Sum 
or any part thereof then remaining to be raised, was authorized to be borrowed 
and taken up upon the Credit of the Land Revenues of the Crown. Soon after 
the passing of this last-mentioned Act, a Contract was entered into with the 
Royal Exchange Assurance Company, as stated in our former Report, for a 
Loan of *£300,000, on Interest at £5 per Cent, payable half yearly. In 
December 1816, upon finding it requisite to avail ourselves to the full extent of 
the power given by the before-mentioned Acts, we applied to the Governor and 
Directors of the said Company, to know whether it would be convenient for 
the Company to make a further Loan of the *£300,000, remaining to be raised, 
upon the Security aforesaid, and were informed that the Company had made 
such an appropriation of their Funds, that they did not deem it expedient to 
add to the advances they had already made on Account of the New Street. 

We then communicated with the Governor and Company of the Bank of 
England, in order to ascertain whether they would be inclined to advance the 
amount required ; when, after considerable discussion, they signified their 
readiness to accommodate the Public Service. On a reference, however, of the 
proposed arrangement to their legal Advisers, they were of opinion, that the 
Bank were restrained from making such Loan on the security of the Act by 
which we were empowered to borrow ; and His Majesty’s Law Officers con- 
curring in that opinion, a Bill was proposed to Parliament, and passed into a 
Law, by which any Person or Persons, or any Bodies Politic or Corporate, or 
Companies whatsoever, were empowered to lend any part of the Sum of *£600,000 
remaining to be raised on the Security and for the Purposes aforesaid, without 
prejudice to the security before given to the Royal Exchange Assurance Com- 
pany, for the Sum previously raised. Soon after the passing of that Act, we 
concluded our arrangements with the Bank, and received from them the fur- 
ther Loan of *£300,000, making up the whole of what we were authorized to 
borrow under the Acts before mentioned. From those Loans, and from 
other Funds applicable to the expences of the New Street, we have received in 
the whole, on account of that Undertaking, the several Sums of which the 
following is an Abstract :

According to the Plan ultimately settled for forming the Street from Pall 
Mall to Portland-place, for continuing Charles-street and Jermyn-street to the 
Haymarket, for widening Jermyn-street at its communication with Saint 
James’s-street, and for erecting a new Market in lieu of the old Saint James’s 
Market, the tfhole number of Houses which it will be requisite either to take 
down, or so to alter as to make it necessary to obtain possession of them, 
is 785. 

Of these, 430 belonged in Fee to the Crown, previously to the passing of the 
New Street Act, and 355 to other Proprietors. 

Of the 430 which belonged to the Crown, 340 were held on Leases of 
different durations, and 90 by Persons who had continued to occupy them as 
Tenants at Will after the expiration of former Leases. 

In addition to the Interests of the immediate Lessees under the Crown, and 
those of the Freeholders in the before-mentioned 7S5 Houses, we had to 
negotiate for the Purchase of the Interests of Lessees, Sub-lessees or Occupiers, 
in 520 of those Houses ; and we have proceeded in those negotiations as 
follows : 

1. The Leasehold Interests under the Crown in 302 Houses, have been 
purchased or agreed for, subject in some cases to Sub-leases ; and 38 are still to 
be acquired. 

2. Of the Freehold Interests of other Proprietors, those in 342 Houses have 
been purchased or agreed for, subject also to the subsisting Leases ; and those 
in 13 Houses remain to be purchased. 

3. The entire Interests of Lessees, Sub-lessees or Occupiers, in 438 of the 
Houses referred to under the 1st and 2d heads before mentioned, have been 
purchased or agreed for, and there are certain Interests still unbought up in 
257 of those Houses ; but the purchase of several of these Interests may be 
dispensed with, by postponing the intended Alterations until the expiration of 
the existing Leases. 



The 
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The 79th section of the New Street Act, authorized the formation of an 
entire new Sewer from the North end of Portland-place, under and along the 
line of that Street, and of the New Street, to the River Thames at Scotland- 
yard. 

In our last Report we stated that Work to be then nearly completed, that 
we had reason to believe it had been well executed ; and that the Estimate, 
amounting to £54>,000, would not be exceeded. 

On the completion of this New Sewer, it was proposed, as had been originally 
intended, to make use of it for relieving the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, and 
Hartshorn-lane Sewer', of a part of their drainage by means of a Collateral Cut, 
from King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, along the lines of Brook-street and Hanover- 
street, into the New Sewer in Swallow-street, and by receiving the Hartshom- 
lane Sewer at Cockspur-Street. We accordingly caused a Bill to be proposed 
to Parliament in the year 1816, for effecting these purposes, and for giving 
powers to make rates upon the Districts which would be benefited by such new 
drainage, in proportion to the extent to which they should make use of the 
same. But doubts having been expressed how far the New Sewer might be in 
its form, dimensions and mode of construction, capable of receiving the addi- 
tional drainage proposed to be brought into it ; and it having been also alleged 
that the Work was, in many parts, very imperfectly executed, we thought it right 
to postpone the proceedings towards extending the use of the New Sewer, until 
it could be ascertained by a careful inspection and examination, how far the 
doubts and allegations which had been brought forward concerning it, were 
well founded. We accordingly applied to Mr. Rennie, to undertake the 
enquiry and investigation necessary for this purpose ; and Mr. Nash, who 
superintended the execution of the Sewer, being anxious to remove such of the 
imputations as might apply tq him, had recourse to Mr. Telford to survey the 
whole line of the Sewer, and to report concerning the same ; and the Con- 
tractors, on their part, had the Work inspected and reported upon by persons 
who had been employed in constructing similar Works. 

From all the reports which we have received in consequence of these refer- 
ences, we are satisfied that very erroneous impressions have been entertained 
concerning the New Sewer, so far as regards its form, mode of construction, 
materials and workmansliip ; and although its dimensions do not appear to be 
such as to render it capable of receiving all the drainage proposed to be brought 
into it by Mr. Nash, yet it is the opinion of Mr. Rennie, as well as of 
Mr. Chapman, and Mr. Jessop, who assisted him in the Survey, and whose Re- 
ports, together with that oT Mr. Telford, are inserted in the Appendix, — that it 
may be advantageously made use of to relieve the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer of 
any proportion of its drainage North of Brook-street, by means of the proposed 
Collateral Cut, which would give an improved current to the drainage North 
of that Street. They have also given it as their opinion, after minute exami- 
nation both of the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, and the New Sewer, that both 
together are not of a greater capacity than is necessary for the efficient drainage 
of the Western part of the Metropolis, heretofore drained by means of the 
King’s Scholars Pond Sewer alone ; and that the proposed line of the Collateral 
Cut, for connecting that Sewer with the New Sewer, from Brook-street, through 
Hanover-street, is the best which could be adopted. 

It is therefore our intention to venew our application to Parliament in the 
next Session, for making this proposed communication from the King’s Scholars

Pond Sewer in Brook-street, along that Street, and through Hanover-square 
and Hanover-street, into the Regent’s Park Sewer in Swallow-street, without 
interfering with the Hartshorn-lane Sewer, which, on the suggestion of 
Mr. Rennie, has been returned to its former course. 



The expense of making this communication, according to an Estimate with 
which we have been furnished, would be ^ 8, 000 ; and that of the Sewer 
already formed, including all charges of superintendance, has amounted to 
j£54,888. 17- 2. 

If Parliament shall think fit to sanction this measure, and to grant the neces- 
sary powers (in addition to those which already exist) for rating the Property 
proposed to be drained by means of the intended collateral Sewer, and the 
Regent’s Park Sewer, the annual Sum which it would be necessary to raise in 
order to afford a fair return on the Capital expended in forming the Sewer, and 
for keeping it in repair, would not exceed i 5,500 ; and if a fair apportionment 
of this sum should be made over all the Property to be chained by these 
Sewers, the Rate to be paid on account of each House would be so inconsi- 
derable as to afford no just ground for objecting to a measure, which, in the 
judgment of the able and experienced Engineers above named, will benefit the 
general Drainage of the Western parts of the Metropolis. 



The same Bill which contained the before-mentioned Clauses with respect 
to the Sewer, contained also provisions for Paving, Lighting, and Watching the 
New Street. — That part of it which related to these objects, having passed into 
a Law, we have, under the authority thereof, agreed with the Commissioners of 
Pavement for the Parish of Saint James Westminster, for the purchase of the 
Materials of all the old Pavement on so much of the Line of the New Street as 
is within the bounds of that Parish, and the pavement of that part of the New 
Street is now placed under the jurisdiction of the Special Commissioners of 
Pavement appointed under the said Act. But with respect to the Parish of 
Saint Mary-le-bone, it was agreed between us and the Vestrymen of that Parish, 
and provided for by the said Act, that the Paving, Lighting, and Watching of 
the New Street, within the bounds of that Parish, should remain under the 
jurisdiction and controul of the said Vestrymen, they undertaking to execute 
the same to the satisfaction of the Commissioners having the direction and 
management of the Paving, Lighting, and Watching of other parts of the 
New Street. 

The New Street Act provided, that whatever deficiency might arise, during 
the progress of the Work, in the Assessments for Land Tax, for the Relief of 
the Poor, and for Paving, Cleansing, and Lighting, should be made good to 
the several Parishes, but tliat the sums, so to be made good, should be re- 
funded whenever the Houses to be built should be rated upon higher rentals 
than those upon which the Houses to be pulled down were previously 
rated. 

Under the several Heads— of Purchases of Freehold and Leasehold Property, 
including Compensations for the Good Will of Occupiers ; — of the expense of 
forming the New Sewer of Paving, and of Indemnity to the Parishes for the 
loss of Poor and other Rates payable by the Commissioners during the progress

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of the Work, under the provisions of the New Street Act j— of Interest of

- and other contingent Charges ; — the Expenditure, up to the present time, has 
been as follows ; viz.

The return for this heavy Expenditure has hitherto been inconsiderable, as, 
in letting Ground for New Buildings, it is, we believe, an invariable practice 
to allow one, two or more years at a pepper com rent, in proportion to the 
extent of the undertaking. We have, however, made considerable progress in 
letting the Ground for New Buildings ; and from the enquiries or applications 
made, in the course of the last year, by persons desirous of taking other Ground, 
we have reason to believe that the whole Line will be let for building, whenever 
we shall have so far completed our negotiations with the present Occupiers, as 
to give the intended New Lessees unincumbered possession. The Sites actually 
let are those forming the whole Line of the Street from Pall Mall to Vigo-lane, 
and thence on the East side of the New Street as far as Chapel-court, the con- 
tinuation of Charles-street and of Jermyn-street into the Haymarket, the site of 
a new Market, and of several Plots of Ground in Market-lane and the Hay- 
market, the Ground forming the Circus in Oxford-street extending South to 
Princes-street and North about 29 feet, and part of the Ground in Langham- 
place. 

The Rents agreed to be given are, at the rates of three and four Guineas 
per foot for the Ground forming the Quadrangle opposite Carlton House, called 
Waterloo-place, according to its depth ; two Guineas per foot for that in con- 
tinuation of Charles-street and Jermyn-street into the Haymarket ; half a 
Guinea per foot for the Ground in Market-lane ; and a gross sum of £64fl 
for the new Market and the Ground in the Haymarket from Jermyn-street, 
South for about one hundred and forty feet ; three Guineas per foot for that 
from Charles-street to the North side of Piccadilly, including the Circus, and 
a considerable Building erecting for the County Fire Office ; two Guineas and 
a half per foot for that forming the Quadrant from the North of the said last- 
mentioned Circus to the junction of Swallow-street and Vigo-lane ; three pounds 
four shillings per foot for that from Vigo-lane on the East side of the New 
(176.) F Street, 
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Street* and extending North to Chapel-court ; and one pound eleven shillings 
per foot for the frontage towards Warwick-street and Beak-street ; three 
Guineas per foot for the Ground forming the Circus in Oxford-street; two 
Guineas and a half per foot for a Plot of Ground extending North from that 
Circus to Castle Street, Cavendish -square ; and two Guineas per foot for 
the Ground in Langliam-place. 

In some of these lettings the rents exceed what were calculated upon, on the 
original formation of the Plan, and in none of them do they fall short of those 
then estimated. In some instances, where parties have taken large Plots of 
Ground, and have applied for permission, after the erection of the buildings, to 
lay additional Ground Rents thereon, not exceeding in any case One Guinea 
per foot, we have agreed to buy up such additional Ground Rents, on behalf 
of the Crown, at sixteen years purchase, being at the rate of per cent. 
Interest for the purchase money for the period of the Leases, which in all such 
cases have been for 99 years. In some instances, in which parties have desired 
to purchase, according to a Valuation, the old Materials upon the Sites which 
they have agreed for, and to pay for such materials by additional rents, calcu- 
lated at the rate of five per cent, on the Value thereof, we have agreed to that 
mode of disposing of such old Materials. 

In all cases we have stipulated, that the Land Tax charged upon the 
property in the line of the Street should be redeemed, the new Lessees 
agreeing to pay an additional rent, equivalent to the dividends of the Stock 
transferred by us for such redemption. 

The only Improvements which are so far completed as to give the Public 
the benefit of the convenience connected with them, are those adjoining the 
Opera House, and the continuation of Charles-street and Jermyn-street into 
the II ay market. 

The whole of the Street between Piccadilly and Pall Mall will, however, be 
opened in the course of the present Summer, and the further Improvement 
which will arise from the widening of Jermyn-street, at the West end, we hope 
will be completed before the end of the year. With a view to that object, we 
have already purchased the Interest of the Crown Lessee in the whole of the 
property which will be affected by the proposed improvement, and have also 
made arrangements with the occupiers for obtaining possession of their houses, 
imder the pow r ers given us by the 19th section of the New Street Act. 

Sales of Property For the purpose of the alterations in the neighbourhood of Charles-street, it 
Ne^Strce't ^ ^ became necessary that we should purchase the Interest of the Earl of Galloway 
in a house then occupied by his Lordship in that Street, which though not 
required to be taken dowm, would be deprived of the Stable Yard and Office 
Buildings connected therewith, in order to make way for the Buildings 
fronting the New Street. In this state of the Property we took measures for 
disposing of the Dwelling-house, either by letting it on Lease, or by the Sale 
of the Fee, and ultimately agreed, with the approbation of the Lords of the 
Treasury, and under the authority of the 21th section of the New Street Act, 
to convey the same in Fee to Pascoe Grenfell, Esq. for the sum of Eleven 
thousand pounds, subject to a Condition of our providing a Site for Stable 
Offices on the Crown Land, as near to the House as could conveniently be 
found, and conveying the same to Mr. Grenfell in fee, at a price to be settled 
by two persons mutually to be named, or an Umpire in case such two persons 
should disagree. 

The 
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The only other instance in which we have hitherto exercised the powers of 
the said Section, in absolutely disposing of the Fee of any Property not wanted 
for the New Street, has been in agreeing to sell to the Earl of St. German’s, a 
Site for Stable Buildings, on which we have also erected Stables and Coach 
Houses of equal extent, and containing equal accommodation with the Free- 
hold Stables immediately adjoining his Lordship’s House in St. James’s-square, 
which were required for the Purposes of the Act. 

From what we have stated as to the progress made, and the expences 
incurred, up to the present time, there can be no doubt that the ultimate cost 
will greatly exceed the originally estimated expense of the Undertaking. That 
excess is principally to be ascribed to the compensations which have been 
awarded for the Good Will of trade, and for the loss on furniture and fixtures, 
and the inconvenience created by the removal from private Dwelling-houses. 
These compensations, whether settled by a reference to arbitration, or by the 
decisions of Juries, have, in all cases, considerably exceeded the previous 
estimates of our Architect. 

The difficulty of ascertaining by previous estimate the Amount of what 
might be awarded for Claims of this nature, was stated by Mr. Nash in the 
Report which accompanied the Plans and Estimates submitted to Parliament, 
in the following Words : 

“ Good Will, which, if it has any precise meaning, must be the value of 
“ established Trade, is of such a fleeting and fluctuating nature, so unsteady in 
“ locality ; — in this street to-day, in another to-morrow, as fashions and 
“ caprice direct ; often depending on personal conduct, and ability in Iodi- 
“ viduals, lasting no longer than they last ; frequently on Capital employed ; 
“ and always, in some degree, influenced by National prosperity, that no 
“ Valuation however well considered can be applicable beyond the present 
“ day. Good Will, therefore, makes no part of these Estimates ; but a 
“ Schedule* is annexed of what the probable Goodwill would be, were it 
“ demanded by every Tradesman or Shopkeeper having any permanent 
“ Interest in the premises. And though this has been considered in detail, 
“ and formed by comparison with the several instances where Good Will 
“ actually paid could be ascertained, yet no reliance can be placed upon it as 
“ an accurate Estimate.” 

In the purchase of Freehold or Leasehold Property, not in the occupation of 
the immediate Owner, we have in general had reason to be satisfied with the 
correctness of Mr. Nash’s Estimates. The accuracy of his calculations, in 
determining the expense of forming the new Sewer, and also of the paving of 
the Regent’s Street, have been fully borne out by the prices at which those 
Works have been contracted for respectively. 

The greatest part of the Purchases have been effected by private treaty, or 
by reference to arbitration ; only nineteen instances having occurred out of all 
the negotiations in which we have been engaged, wherein it has been necessary 
to have recourse to the decisions of Juries ; and jn five of those instances ver- 
dicts were taken by consent, for Sums agreed to by the parties upon further 
negotiation in the interval between the issuing of the precepts for summoning 
a Jury, and their being actually impannelled.

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That part of the Improvement authorized by the New Street Act, which 
relates to the intended continuation of Pall Mall, eastwards to Saint Martin’s- 
lane, is not yet commenced. 

Nearly the whole of the Property which will be affected by that improvement 
belongs in fee to the Crown, but the greatest part of it, comprising all the 
Houses on the east side of the Haymarket, from the Theatre, southward to 
Cockspur-street, and also those on the North side of that Street, and in Suffolk- 
street, and Whitcoinb-street, being held on Lease which will expire at 
Michaelmas next, we have thought it right to postpone taking any steps for 
proceeding with the intended Improvements till after that period, when the 
Property in question will revert to the Crown, unincumbered by any claims for 
the interests, or good will, of Lessees, Sub-lessees or Occupiers. 

In the mean time we have given directions to our Architect to prepare such 
an Estimate of the Value of the said Property to be relet in its present form, 
compared with the rental which would arise from the projected improvement, 
as may enable us to submit to the Lords of the Treasury our opinion con- 
cerning the extent to which the Land Revenue of the Crown on the one hand, 
and the public convenience and ornament of the Metropolis on the other, 
would be relatively affected by laying out this Property in the manner autho- 
rized by the New Street Act, or by reletting it on repairing Leases. 



The Schedule of Land Estates (Appendix, No. 3.) of which Leases are 
directed to be granted by Treasury Warrants, comprises, as we have before 
stated, the Manor and Estate of Hampton in Arden in the Comity of Warwick. 
A part of that Estate consisting of Woodlands and some adjoining Lands well 
adapted to the growth of Timber, containing together 163a. 1r. 10p. In 
further prosecution of the Plan which was sanctioned in 1805, and which, as 
opportunities occurred, has been carried into effect, as stated in the preceding 
Reports to Parliament, for the application of all Lands of the nature above- 
mentioned, belonging to the Crown, to the formation of Plantations for Navy 
Timber, — this part of the Estate in question has been reserved and put under 
the management of this board, in the department of Woods and Forests. And 
among the Estates for which treaties for new Leases are now pending, are the 
Eckington Estate, in the County of Derby, and an Estate in the New Forest, 
called Cox Leaze and Pond Head Farm. Of the Eckington Estate 
216a. 2r. 23p. consisting of Woods, with 21a. Sr. 20p. of adjoining Land, 
together 238a. 2r. 3p. have been reserved for Plantations of Navy Timber ; 
and when the present Lease of Cox Leaze and Pond Head Farm shall expire 
in 1821, about 494< acres which are now comprised in the existing Lease of 
that Property, will be appropriated to the same Purpose. 

In the Schedule which formed the Fourth Number of the Appendix to our 
last Report to Parliament, and which contained the particulars of Land 
Estates, directed by Treasury Warrants, to be granted on Lease, there was 
comprized an Estate in the County of Durham, consisting of divers parcels of 
Land, in the Manor of Chopwell. This Estate contained in the whole 
896a. 2r. 24p. whereof three farms, together 421a. Or. 12p. were authorized 
to be granted to Sir Henry Vane Tempest, Baronet, since deceased, for a term 

ol 
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of 30 Years and 143 days, from 20th March 1812, at a net Annual Rent of 
j£26l. 19 . The remainder of the Estate, 475a. 2r. 12p. consisting of Wood- 
lands and Lands adjoining, fit for the Growth of Timber, was reserved for 
Plantations ; and that part which was agreed to be granted on Lease, is now 
about to be resumed, and planted ; the Representatives of Sir Henry Vane 
Tempest having, very recently, by Memorial to the Lords of the Treasury, 
prayed that they might be at liberty to surrender the Agreement, and that the 
Lands might be taken possession of by or on the part of the Crown. 

Having referred that Memorial to the Land Surveyor employed by us, for 
the County of Durham, he has reported, that, in his opinion, these Lands are 
of more value for growing Timber, than for any other purpose to which they 
could be appropriated ; that the part of the country in which they lie is parti- 
cularly favourable to the Growth of Timber, as he had had an opportunity of 
seeing in the adjoining Grounds lately planted under our directions, which he 
considered to be the most flourishing Plantations of the same age in the North 
of England ; and that he was clearly of opinion that it would be very 
advisable to comply with the request of the Memorialists, and to take the 
whole Estate into possession for planting. The Lords of the Treasury, on our 
Report to them of these circumstances, were pleased to authorize us to release 
the Memorialists from the Agreement entered into by Sir Henry Vane 
Tempest, to take possession of the Lands which were the subject of it, and to 
appropriate the same in future to the Growth of Navy Timber. 

A further extensive and valuable addition to the Nurseries of Navy Timber, 
has been acquired since the date of our last Report, by the purchase from Lord 
Viscount Gage, of the finely wooded Estate called High Meadow, in the 
County of Gloucester, immediately adjoining to the Forest of Dean, and lying 
between that Forest and the River Wye. It was stated in that Report, that 
for reasons therein mentioned, it appeared to 11s to be desirable, that any 
future Purchases to be made by the Crown, of Woodlands, or Lands adapted for 
the Growth of Timber, should be limited to Lands lying near, or adjoining to 
the Royal Forests, or to other Plantations of Timber already belonging to the 
Crown, and that the Funds necessary for making such Purchases, should be 
provided by the Sale of the most detached and least productive of the present 
possessions of the Crown. 

Soon after the date of that Report, our attention was particularly called to 
this Estate, as one completely uniting all the objects which appeared to us 
most desirable; and our first care was to ascertain whether there was a prospect 
of the purchase being attainable on fair and reasonable terms. 

After some communication with Lord Gage, we came so far to a satisfactory 
understanding on this point, as to feel ourselves authorized, with his Lordship’s 
consent, and as a preliminary to our entering into any further negotiation, to 
have the whole Estate surveyed, and a Report made to us, of the extent and 
state of the existing Oak Woods and Plantations, and the general quality and 
fituess of the Land for farther plantations. 

Having employed Mr. Robert Harvey, who is Agent to Lord Bagot, and 
several other Proprietors of large Timber Estates in Staffordshire, Shropshire, 
and Wales, to make this inspection, and to report the result, he stated to us, 
that, “ If the present Woods, containing 2,229 Acres, had been under proper 
“ care and management, they would have contained tire finest, and most valuable 
(I76.) G “ stock 
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Page 35, 
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“ stock of Oak Timber that could be produced on the same §pace of Ground ; 

“ that, if now preserved, they would very soon be stocked with a succession of 
“ trees of the first quality ; that the trees which had been properly preserved, 

“ were of the most thriving description; and that the whole property waspecu- 
** liarly calculated for furnishing a constant succession of the best Navy Timber, 
“ from the time that the oldest of the present trees (many of which are now of 
“ from 60 to 80 years growth) shall have arrived at maturity.” 

After receiving this Report, which was confirmed on our personal view of 
these Woods, it was agreed between Lord Gage and us, that we should pur- 
chase the Estate at a fair valuation by two competent Surveyors, one to be 
chosen on each side, with the usual powers to the two persons so to be selected, 
to name a third as Umpire, upon any point respecting which they might differ. 
Under this Agreement, Mr. Harvey was appointed by us, on behalf of the 
Public, to meet the Surveyor acting for Lord Gage. 

The whole Property containing 4,2.57a. Or. 15 p. and including all the Tim- 
ber and Underwood, and also certain Forges, Mills, Lime Kilns, and Iron and 
Tin Works, was valued by the referees and umpire at £1 55,868. 3. 2. of which 
the Timber alone amounted to .£’61,624. 4. 0. Articles of Agreement, for the 
purchase at that price, were signed by Lord Gage and us, on the 15th May 
1817, and it was stipulated that the Purchase Money should be paid by five 
equal yearly Instalments, together with Interest at £5 per cent, on so much 
as should remain unpaid, until the whole should be discharged. 

This Agreement was ratified and confirmed by the Act of 57 Geo. S. cap. 97- 
under which Sales have been made towards raising the said Purchase Money, 
of parts of the possessions of the Crown, within the Survey of the Exchequer, 
to the amount of .£101,945. 6. 3. as mentioned in a former part of this 
Report 

We have also resold certain parts of what was included in our purchase of 
High Meadow, comprising a Com Mill, two Forge Houses, and Appendages 
thereto, the Tolls of the Market House at Coleford, and about 423 Acres of 
Arable or Meadow Land, which either from their being detached and distant 
from the Woods and Lands intended to be planted, or from their high value 
as Farms, it would not have been advisable to retain for Timber ; and there 
are about 908 Acres of other Lands of the like description, which, for the 
same reasons, it is our intention to offer for Sale, leaving 2,925 Acres to be 
entirely appropriated for the growth of Navy Timber. 

In the resale of the Land, and that of the Mill, Forges, and Market Tolls, 
we have obtained higher prices than those at which they were valued on the 
purchase by the Crown ; and as the value of Land has somewhat increased 
since that purchase was made, and the prices of Timber and Bark are now 
considerably higher than they were at that period, we are satisfied that, 
independently of the local situation of this Property in immediate connection 
with the Forest of Dean, and of its contiguity to Water Carriage (the Wye 
River forming the boundary of the principal Woods), the whole transaction 
will be found to have been beneficial to the Public. 

In addition to this purchase of High Meadow, we have bought for planting, 
a Freehold Farm, called Eliwood, of about 1 10 Acres, immediately adjoining 
one of the Inclosures in Dean Forest, and nearly surrounded by Forest Land, 
for the Sum of £?2,000 ; and a Cottage and 29 Acres of Land, which was 

inter- 
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intermixed with the High Meadow' Woods, called Blanch’s Farm, for the sum 
of jif840 : And we have very recently been authorized by the Lords of the 
Treasury to purchase for a price not exceeding - 22 per Acre, about 114 
Acres of Land fit for the growth of Oak Timber, which intersects two Woods 
already belonging to the Crown, and reserved for the same purpose, part of 
the Estate of Gillingham in Kent, formerly in Lease to Multon Lambard, 
Esquire. 



The Freehold Lands, part of the former possessions of the Crown, which 
have been appropriated for the Growth of Naval Timber, within the period 
of this Report, in addition to those before reserved, and the Lands purchased 
and already in Timber, or about to be planted for Nurseries, contain in the

DEPARTMENT HAVING, in our two last Triennial Reports, given some account of the 
OF WOODS proceedings for the Improvement of the Royal Forests, we shall continue to 
AND FORESTS. f Q jj ow t h at course, and to state as shortly as possible, the measures depending 
at the date of our last Report, which have been since completed, those which 
are still depending, and some others, which appear to us to be expedient to be 
undertaken. 



Dean Forest. The whole of the 11,000 Acres authorized by the Acts of 20 Charles 2. and 

48 Geo. 3. to be severed from the Waste, and to be appropriated to the growth 
of Navy Timber, in Dean Forest, have been inclosed and planted, and the 
Plantations in general, are now in a very flourishing state. These, together 
with the SOO Acres of Freehold Land belonging to the Crown, mentioned in 
our last Report, and the Lands lately purchased, and intended for Timber, as 
above stated, will make 14,335 Acres of inclosed Land in and adjoining to this 
Forest, entirely given up to the growth of Naval Timber ; the whole of which 
Lands are, from the nature of the soil, and the convenience of water carriage, 
probably better adapted for that purpose than any other tract of Land in the 
Kingdom, lying together, and of equal extent. 

It was stated, in our Second Report, that a number of Encroachments had 
' from time to time been made, not only on the borders, but in many cases in the 
interior of this Forest. 

By an Act of the 52d of the King, we were authorized to grant Leases, for 
a Term of 31 Years, of all such Encroachments as had been taken in within a 
period not exceeding 20 Years before the passing of that Act, and for such 
Rents as, according to the circumstances of each case, we should think reason- 
able and proper. 

According to a Return, which has been made to us since the passing of the 
said Act, it appears that there are, in Dean Forest, 780 Houses and 2,243 par- 
cels of Land, containing above 1,600 Acres, which have at different times 
been encroached, and which have been occupied for periods of greater or less 
duration, without the Occupiers paying any Rents, or acknowledgment for the 
Rights of the Crown over the same. It became our duty to take measures for 
restoring or maintaining those Rights over the numerous possessions in ques- 
tion, which had been unlawfully acquired. But as many of the Encroachers 
had incurred considerable expense in erecting their Dwellings, and bringing 
the Lands into cultivation, and as they had been in a great measure encou- 
raged, or at least never effectually interrupted in doing so, till after the regular 
annual Inspections of the Forests, which were first undertaken by Lord Glen- 
bervie, the late Surveyor General of Woods, and have since been continued by 
us, it would have been deemed a measure of severity, if not of injustice, to 
have attempted to resume possession of the Encroachments, or even to require 
the Occupiers to pay the full value of the spots which they had improved, and 
had been long accustomed to look upon as their own. We therefore proposed 
to them, that they should have Leases granted for 31 Years, at rents which 
were nearly nominal, being in no case more than one-fourth of the value of the 
property, and that they should conform to certain conditions to be prescribed 

by 
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by us, one of which was, that they should plant and preserve, for the use of 
the Crown, a certain number of Oak Trees in their Hedge rows ; but we 
are sorry to add that, with very few exceptions, these terms have been 
refused. 

As we should not be justified in permitting the uninterrupted occupation of 
those Encroachments, till the lapse of time shall render the recovery of the 
rights of the Crown still more difficult than at present, we have, under the 
advice of His Majesty’s Law Officers, directed informations to be filed against 
some of the persons who, from their circumstances, or from their being most 
active in rejecting the offers of Leases, appeal ed to us the fittest to be proceeded 
against in the first instance. 

We trust that this course will only be necessary to a small extent, as the 
expenses incident to such legal proceedings would be ruinous to most of the 
parties, and in general very disproportioned to the value of that which 
they so unadvisedly contend for. 



The new Inclosures of 765 Acres, mentioned in our last Report as having New Forest, 
been set out in lieu of the same quantity (part of the 6,000 Acres authorized 
to be kept inclosed at one time), which had been thrown open, have been 
fenced and drained, and the whole will be planted in the course of the next 
planting season, so that the full quantity of 6,000 Acres of inclosed Forest 
Land continues to be appropriated to the growth of Timber. These, together 
with 480 Acres of Freehold Land belonging to the Crown, wliich were stated 
in our last Report to have been planted, and the 494 Acres mentioned in a 
former part of this Report as being to be applied to the same purpose, 
will make in the whole 6,974 Acres of inclosed Plantations in this 
Forest. 

Since the passing of the Act of the 39th and 40th Geo. 3d. which gave 
power to the Verderors to enquire of unlawful Enclosures, Purprestures, and 
Encroachments in New Forest, to impose Fines upon persons so offending, and 
to cause the Encroachments to be abated ; the unlawful practices which had 
formerly prevailed in this Forest to nearly as great an extent as in Dean Forest, 
have been completely checked ; but many Encroachments, which had existed 
previously to the passing of that Act, liaving become valuable additions to the 
possessions with wliich they were held, have not been taken away. In every 
such case, an option has been given to the Occupier, either to purchase the 
Fee of the Encroachment, or to take a Lease of the same, under the authority 
of the said Act, and of that of the 52d of the King above referred to. 

We have, in pursuance of such authority, sold various small Encroachments, 
which had been long previously occupied without, any Rent or Acknow- 
ledgment being paid for the same. Several applications to purchase other 
Encroachments are now depending, so that we trust we shall receive the Value 
of His Majesty’s Rights over the whole of the encroached Land in this Forest, 
which could now be reclaimed. 

We have also, under the same authority, sold several other small parcels of 
Land on the borders of the Forest, which were of little value to the Crown, 
but were convenient for the Occupation of adjoining Estates, by the owners of 
which they have been purchased. 

(176.) H A par- 
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A particular Schedule of the Sales so made, and of the Purchase Monies, is 
inserted in the Appendix. 

By the Act of 9th and 10th William 3d. certain accustomed Rights to Fuel 
Wood, which belonged to different Estates in and bordering upon the Forest, 
were declared to be saved to the Proprietors of those Estates ; and certain 
persons holding Offices in the Forest, also received allowances of Fuel. 

Previously to the year 1809, when the subject of the Claims of Fuel was 
first brought under the consideration of the Lords of the Treasury by Lord 
Glenbervie, the quantity of Beech Timber annually assigned to satisfy these 
Claims amounted to 841 Loads. 

The practice had been, to assign Timber of considerable value, very little of 
which was consumed as Fuel, and to allow the Claimants, or those to whom it 
was sold, to cut it down, and convert it in the Forest, without any restriction 
as to the time or mode of their doing so ; and though several beneficial regu- 
lations had been established when Lord Robert Spencer was Surveyor General- 
of Woods, whereby the abuses which had long prevailed with regard to the 
Fuel wood were materially checked, still the annual drain of so large a 
quantity was found to be extremely detrimental to the Forest. The Lords of 
the Treasury in consequence authorized the Surveyor General to treat for 
commuting the Fuel Rights, either by annual Money Payments, or by the 
purchase in gross of the whole interests of the respective Claimants. Under 
this authority, annual Assignments to the amount of 266 Loads have been 
extinguished, of which, according to a Schedule inserted in the Appendix, 
160 Loads had been assigned to persons holding Offices in the Forest, 
and 106 Loads have been purchased from those entitled in respect of private 
property. 

Another great evil has long prevailed in this Forest, by reason of the num- 
ber of Horses remaining in the Forest at all seasons of the year ; these Horses, 
which in general are of the most miserable description, have been reckoned to 
amount to between 2,000 and 3,000 ; and a great portion of them belong to 
persons having no right whatever upon the Forest. 

During the last two years, measures have been taken by His Royal Highness 
the Duke of York, the present Lord Warden, in conjunction with us and the 
Verderors, to enforce the Law of driving the Forest, and to exclude all Cattle 
therefrom during the time of the Winter Hayning. Notice of these intended 
Drifts having been given by Public Advertisements, a great number of Horses 
were removed from the Forest in the course of the last Summer. 

It was intended to have followed up these Notices, and to have impounded 
all Horses and Cattle found in the Forest during the period of the Winter 
Hayning ; but doubts having arisen by whom and in what manner this Service 
ought to be performed, and what Penalty could lawfully be imposed upon the 
Owners of the Cattle taken and impounded within that time, it was deemed 
advisable to postpone the intended Drift till the opinion of His Majesty’s 
Law Officers could be obtained on the questions, — how far the Law, as it now 
stands, is sufficient for protecting the Forest from the depasturing of Horses 
and Cattle in the Winter ? or if not, in what manner and to what extent new 
provisions should be made for that purpose ? 



His 
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His Royal Highness the Lord Warden having directed a Case to be laid 
before the Attorney and Solicitor General, submitting these questions for their 
consideration and opinion, he has communicated to us a copy of the opinion 
given by those Law Officers, from which it appears that, according to the 
Statute of 9th and 10th William the 3d, cap. 36, it is expressly established that 
the Winter Hayning should commence on the 30th of October in each year, 
and be continued to the 1 2th of April in the following year ; and that all Per- 
sons having Rights of Common are excluded from the exercise of those 
Rights during that time ; that the Drifts of the Forest may be made by any of 
tlie Officers of the Forest appointed for that purpose, either at the time fixed 
by the Statute above mentioned, or at other periods of the year if thought 
necessary ; that the Cattle of Persons haviug no Rights of Common may be 
impounded at any time, and those of Persons having Rights during the 
Hayning time ; that the demands upon the Owners of Cattle trespassing 
must be regulated by the extent of the damage done by the Beast impounded 
and the necessary expense of impounding ; and that Actions of Trespass may 
be maintained against those who have no Rights of Common, and that the 
same powers of Drift and impounding may be enforced against Persons having 
Rights of Common during the Fence Month, which is for fifteen days before 
and fifteen days after Midsummer Day. 

As any Penalty to be regulated by the extent of the damage and the 
expense of impounding must be of such uncertain amount as to lead to tedious 
discussion, and perhaps expensive litigation ; and as the remedy by Action of 
Trespass must also be attended with great Expense, it is suggested in the said 
opinion, that it might be very desirable that a fixed pecuniary Penalty should 
be inflicted on the Owner of each Beast found trespassing during the prohi- 
bited Seasons, to be recovered in the Court of Attachment ; and that in 
default of payment within a given time, the Beast should become forfeited to 
the King, and be liable to be sold under the authority of the Verderors, by 
their own Officer. 

His Royal Highness the Lord Warden concurring with us in thinking it 
desirable that application should be made to Parliament for such Powers as are 
above suggested, it is our intention forthwith to cause a Bill to be prepared 
and proposed for that purpose. 



In Bere Forest, the planting of the different parts of the 1,417 Acres forming Bere Forest 
the Crown Property there, not before covered with Timber, has been con- 
tinued in succession, as the young Trees in the Nursery were of a proper size 
to be planted out, and the parts which were covered with Timber have been 
regularly thinned where necessary. 



In Alice Holt Forest, the Fences of the 1,600 Acres, allotted to His Alice Holt Forest 
Majesty, have been completed, and 512 Acres, part thereof, have been planted, 
besides the 292 Acres of old inclosed Freehold Land formerly occupied with 
the different Lodges. 



We 
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Woolmer Forest. We stated in our former Report, that we had suspended our proceedings 
under the Act of the 52d of the K i n g, for authorizing Inclosures in Woolmer 
Forest, in consequence of an intimation made to us from Parties having 
Interests in that Forest, that it was their intention to apply to Parliament for 
an Act to divide and inclose the same ; but, as they did not follow up the 
Notices which they had given of such intended application, we have proceeded 
in fencing the 1,700 Acres, which, as we stated in that Report, had been set 
out for Inclosure ; of which about 150 Acres have been planted during the 
present Winter, besides about 40 Acres of inclosed Land, formerly occupied 
with some of the Lodges. 



Delamere Forest. By the Award of the Commissioners under the Act of the 52d of the King, 
cap. 136, for inclosing the Forest of Delamere, 4,096 Acres were ultimately 
allotted to the Crown ; of which 191 Acres have been appropriated for the 
Endowment of a Church, directed by the said Act to be built in that Forest. 
That Church, together with a Parsonage House and Outbuildings, have been 
erected according to Plans approved of by the Lords of the Treasury ; the 
Church was consecrated on the 27th of November 1817, and has been since 
regularly opened for the performance of public Worship. 

Two small Parcels containing together 58 a. 2n. 26 p. which formed part of 
the Crown’s proportion of this Forest, but were detached from the other Allot- 
ments, and inconveniently situated for planting, have been sold, and the pro- 
duce, amounting to *£l,528. 18. together with <£638. 12. 7. the Crown’s share 
of the Surplus Money received on account of Lands sold to defray Expenses, 
and directed to be divided by the Act of last Session of Parliament, will be 
to be received by us, and carried to the General Fund of the Woods and 
Forests. 

Of the other Allotments to the Crown, 2,313 Acres have been inclosed and 
planted, and the Fencing of the remainder is now in progress. 



The quantity of Land appropriated to the Growth of Timber in Parkhurst 
Forest, including 278 Acres purchased of the Lords of the Manor of Alving- 
ton, and the Guardians of the Poor of the Isle of Wight, as mentioned in our 
last Report, is 900 Acres. There are besides 400 Acres, belonging in severalty 
to the Crown, which, having been used by the Barrack Department for the 
purposes of the Military Dep6t, are reserved unplanted for Encampments and 
other Military purposes. 

The whole has been fenced, and a considerable portion of the 900 Acres 
allotted for Timber has been planted. Of the remaining 400 Acres, there are 
about 250 which have not hitherto been required for any of the Military 
purposes for which they were reserved, but being properly fenced, the Herbage 
has been annually let by us, and the produce applied in aid of the General 
Funds of our Department. 



Lv 
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Lv the month of April 1817, we received the Award of the Commissioners, Windsor Forest, 
appointed under the Act of 53 Geo. 3. cap. 148, for vesting in His Majesty 
certain parts of Windsor Forest. 

According to that Award, there were allotted to His Majesty, in respect of 
His several Rights as Lord of the Forest, and of sundry Manors within the 
Boundaries thereof, as well as of certain Freehold Lands entitled to Rights of 
Common, 6,665 a. 3 b. 9p-, which included 121a. Or. 8p. part of certain spe- 
cific portions of the Forest, which by the Act were required to form part of 
the Crown Allotment, but which exceeded the proportion to which His Majesty 
was entitled within the Parishes in which those specific Allotments were situated, 
and which were on that account to be paid for according to valuations fixed 
by the Commissioners. 

By that Act, all the expenses of the Commissioners, Surveyors, and others, 
employed in carrying the same into execution, and of compensating His Royal 
Highness the Lord Warden, and other Officers of the Forest, on the cessation 
of their offices, which were thereby abolished, and of the necessary Fences for 
inclosing the Crown Allotments, and of the Roads in and over the same, were 
directed to be provided for by the Sale of such part of the Waste allotted to 
His Majesty, as should be sufficient for those purposes. The expenses actually 
incurred under these several heads, up to the present time, including the 
Value of Allotments exceeding the Crown’s proportion, and also the difference 
in some Exchanges of Land made with adjoining Proprietors, which are to be 
provided for in the same way, amount to about ^’43,000. 

Towards making provision for tliis expense, there have been sold out of 
the Waste so allotted to His Majesty, 1,886a. 2r. 82p. for the Sum of 
j£ 25,917- l.O.j and we have received for the Timber on those Allotments, 
which has generally been sold to the Purchasers of the Land, and for what has 
been cut on Allotments still retained by the Crown, £25,563. 14. 11 j but, as 
by the terms of the Act, the former of these Sums only will be applicable to 
the expenses before-mentioned, further Sales of Land must take place to raise 
about 10. 0., which is still required to defray the whole of the 

expenses so incurred ; and we have accordingly called upon the Commissioner 
named in the Act, on behalf of the Crown, to mark and set out such other part 
of the Waste as may be most fit to be sold, for raising a Sum sufficient to 
defray this charge and any other incident to the Crown Allotments. 

In our last Report, we mentioned that we had not then obtained the ulti- 
mate decision on the Claim of the Marquis of Downshire, — that the Manor 
aad Parish of Easthampstead were without the Boundaries of the Forest, and 
that His Majesty was not entitled to any Allotment in respect of Forestal 
Rights over the Waste of that Parish. In that case, a special Verdict in 
favour of the Claim of the Crown, was given on the trial of the question at the 
Assizes at Abingdon, subject to the decision of the Court of Exchequer 
thereon. That decision has since been obtained, and is, that His Majesty was 
entitled to Forestal Rights within the Manor and Parish of Easthampstead ; 
but some doubts having afterwards arisen, whether those Rights were not 
restricted or diminished, by reason of its having been found on the Trial, that 
the Park of Easthampstead, though situated within the Manor and Parish, was 
exempt from the Laws of the Forest, it was agreed and provided, by an Act of 
the 56th of the King, cap. 132, that it should be referred to the present 
Solicitor General, whether, and to what extent, the said Rights of His Majesty 
were so restricted or diminished ? His Award and Determination was, that 
(I 76 .) I one 
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one fourteenth of what should be allotted to His Majesty, for the Forestal Right 
over the whole Parish, should be deducted. After allowing for such deduc- 
tion, there were awarded to the Crown, 981 a. 2h. 22 p. which are included 
in our general Statement of the whole Allotment. 

The parts allotted to the Crown immediately adjoining Windsor Great Park, 
contaiu about 1,450 Acres ; a great portion of which are of a quality pecu- 
liarly well suited to the Growth of Naval Timber. And it appearing to us 
that the objects of adding a valuable tract of Land to that already appropriated 
to the cultivation of Oak in other Forests, might be combined with the exten- 
sion of the Great Park, and the enjoyment of the adjoining Royal Residence, 
we proposed to the Lords of the Treasury, that the present Fence between 
those new Allotments and the Park, should be kept up ; and that (preserving 
all such of the present old Trees as should be deemed ornamental) the Allot- 
ments should be laid out in Plantations of Navy Timber, having convenient 
Rides or Drives through them ; and the Lords of the Treasury having signi- 
fied to us The Prince Regent’s approbation of these suggestions, we liave 
received their Lordships authority and directions to carry the same into execu- 
tion ; and we have taken measures accordingly. 



Whichwood, We have continued the Plan mentioned in our last two Reports, of filling up 

^c^Forests 3 '' 41 t ^ ie Coppices in Whichwood, Whittlewood, and Salcey Forests, in the Seasons 
following the cutting of the Underwood, with Oaks of a size and age likely to 
be past the browsing of Deer, before the subsequent laying open of those 
Coppices ; but the success of this Plan has been by no means equal to that 
which has attended the transplanting Trees of a similar size in the Forest of 
Dean. In some of the Coppices, part of the Trees planted, promise to suc- 
ceed ; but it docs not seem to us, that the measure can be depended upon for 
raising a proper succession of Timber, nor that any effectual means can be 
taken for that purpose, except by an entire separation of the Rights of the 
Crown from those of the Wardens, Lords of Manors, and others, having 
rights over the Forests, allotting to each, such portions in perpetuity as might 
be deemed equivalent to their respective rights, or by some arrangement for 
keeping the Coppices inclosed, till the young Plantations could be fairly 
beyond the reach of Deer and Cattle. 



Exmoor Forest. The Act of 55 Geo. 3. cap. 138, for vesting in His Majesty, certain parts of 
Exmoor Forest, directed that twelve twenty-second parts of the whole Waste, 
quantity and value considered, should be allotted to His Majesty. In pur- 
suance of that provision, the Commissioners by their Award, bearing date the. 
20th October 1817, allotted to the Crown, sundry portions of the Forest, con- 
taining together 10,262 Acres ; and there belonged to His Majesty a Freehold 
Farm, situated within the bounds of the Forest, which contained 108 Acres. 

Upon a full consideration of all the circumstances connected with this Pro- 
perty, and particularly its great distance from any other Estate of the Crown ; 
the difference of opinion which prevailed, as to any considerable portion of it 
being adapted for the cultivation of Naval Timber, and the necessity of an 
entire new local Establishment, if it had been retained for that purpose, it 

appeared 
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appeared to us, that it would be most beneficial to the Interests of the Crown, 
to dispose of the whole ; and being authorized to make such Sale, by the 67th 
section of the Inclosure Act, we caused public Advertisements and Hand Bills 
to be circulated, offering the whole Allotment, and the Freehold Farm above 
mentioned, in one Lot, to the person who should tender the highest price for 
the same, above a certain sum to be previously named by us, and deposited 
under a sealed cover, to be opened at the same time with the tenders, in the 
presence of the parties making such tenders, or of their Agents ; we accord- 
ingly received seven different tenders, and that of John Knight, Esquire, of 
Portland-place, being the highest above the price settled by us, the same was 
accepted, and a memorandum of Agreement entered into on the 23d of July 
last, for the Sale to him of the property in question, for the sum of ^50,122. 
Of this sum we received £2 5 per cent, at the time of Sale, and the remainder 
is to be paid on the completion of the conveyance, which we expect will very 
soon take place. 

The purchase Money, in pursuance of the directions of the Act, will be 
carried to the general Account of the Woods and Forests Fund, at the Bank 
of England, and will be applicable, and accounted for in the same manner as 
the other Revenues of that Department. 

Since Mr. Knight agreed for this purchase, he has represented to us, that he 
had also purchased a considerable Allotment of the same Waste, which had 
been made to Sir Charles Bampfylde ; and that he was desirous of treating with 
us for the rights of the Crown to any Mines or Minerals which might be 
under that Allotment, and which were in this, as they are in all similar cases, 
reserved to His Majesty. 

It does not appear from the enquiries which we have made, that there is any 
reason to suppose that there are ^fines or Minerals of any value under the 
property in question ; considering the rights of the Crown therefore in the pre- 
sent instance to be merely nominal, we have offered them to Mr. Knight for 
one year’s rent of the Land, which has been reported to us to be about 3s. per 
Acre. 



During the proceedings of the Commissioners under the Act of the 55th of 
the King, cap. 190, for vesting in His Majesty certain parts of Brecknock 
Forest, and for inchsing the said Forest, it was represented to us, on behalf of 
many of the persons entitled to rights of Common over that Forest, that the 
Expense of executing so much of the Act as related to the dividing, allotting 
and inclosing, the portions of the Waste to which they might be respectively 
entitled, would in many cases be so great, as to exceed the value of their 
Allotments ; that though they had concurred in this provision in the first 
instance, and which indeed had been adopted at their request, they had not 
foreseen that the expenses attending it would have been so great, nor had they 
calculated upon the depreciation in the value of Waste Land which had since 
taken place, and that under these circumstances, they requested our concur- 
rence in stopping all further proceeding in execution of the Act. 

Being clearly of opinion that it would not be expedient entirely to suspend 
the execution of the Act, but that it was material to the Interests of the Crown, 
that it should be proceeded in to the extent of allotting and awarding to His 
Majesty, the Moiety of what should remain after sufficient had been sold to 

defray

defray the expenses, we acquainted the Parties who had applied to us, that 
provided this was accomplished, we saw no objection to its being left to the 
option of those who were interested in the remainder, either to divide it in 
severalty, according to their respective Rights and Interests, or to hold it in 
common. It was therefore agreed to propose a Bill to Parliament for repealing 
so much of the Act of the 55th of the King, cap. 190, as related to the Divi- 
sion and Inclosure of the Moiety to be allotted to those having rights of Com- 
mon, for authorising a separate Award to be made of the Crown Allotment, 
and for providing that the residue should remain open and undivided. That 
Bill having passed in the last Session of Parliament (58 Geo. 3. cap. 99,) the 
Commissioners for the Inclosure of this Forest have since confined their 
operations to making such a Survey and Valuation of the Waste, as may enable 
them to set out the Crown Allotment, which we propose to dispose of, in the 
same manner as Exmoor, as soon as the Commissioners shall have made 
their Award, which they expect to be able to complete in the course of this 
month. 



Within the Forest of Sherwood in the County of Nottingham, and in the 
Township of Edwinstowe, there are two tracts of Waste Land, called the 
Hayes of Birkland and Bilhagh, containing 1,487 Acres; of which, the Soil, 
together with all the Timber and Wood growing thereon, belong to the 
Crown ; and there are other open and waste Lands within the said Township, 
over which His Majesty has only Forestal Rights. There are within the Hayes 
of Birkland and Bilhagh many large and picturesque old Oak Trees, which are of 
little value except for the Bark, or for Firewood ; but there being no young 
or growing Timber, the property of the Crown in this Forest has for many 
years past been wholly unproductive. We therefore gave Notice of our inten- 
tion to apply to Parliament in the last Session, with the view of obtaining an 
Act for vesting in His Majesty, in severalty, such portion of the Forest as 
should be a fair compensation for His Majesty’s Rights and Interests therein ; 
and having fully considered the nature and extent of those Rights, with 
reference to what has been obtained on the Division and Inclosure of other 
Royal Forests, we transmitted the heads of our intended Bill to His Grace the 
Duke of Portland, Earl Manvers, and others, principally interested as Propri- 
etors within the Manor of Edwinstowe, and having right of Common over the 
said Hayes of Birkland and Bilhagh. After considerable investigation and 
discussion, it was agreed, that one moiety or half part of this Waste, the Soil 
whereof is vested in His Majesty, should be allotted in consideration of such 
Right of Soil, and of all other His Majesty’s Interests in the Forest, and that 
one thirty-second part of the other Wastes over which the Crown had some 
ancient, but long unexercised right, should be given in compensation for such 
right; that the residue should be divided among the Lords of Manors and 
others having rights of Common ; that those to whom the other Moiety of 
Birkland and Bilhagh should be allotted, should have the pre-emption of the 
Timber at a valuation, or if they should decline to purchase the same, that it 
should be cut down and disposed of on behalf of the Crown, within two Years 
after the Allotments should be set out. 

In conformity with these arrangements, the Bill was proposed to Parliament, 
and having passed on the 10th of June last, the Commissioners appointed 
thereby have proceeded in surveying and valuing the Hayes of Birkland and 

Bilhagh, 
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Billiagh, and will be prepared to set out the Crown Allotment at their next 
meeting, winch will be held in the present month. 

As this Allotment, though the Soil is well adapted for the growth of Oak 
Timber, would not be of sufficient extent to form a proper Nursery, and as it 
is remote from any other possession of the Crown, and would, if retained, have 
required a New Establishment of Officers for its protection and management, 
it appeared to us that it would be advisable to dispose thereof; and we have 
accordingly agreed with the Duke of Portland, to sell the same to his Grace, 
together with the Timber growing thereon, at such price as shall be ascer- 
tained by Referees mutually named, or an Umpire, if the Referees do not 
agree, and that the Sum which shall be ascertained to be its Value, shall be 
taken in part of the purchase money of the Rectory and Advowson of the 
Palish of Saint Mary-le-boue, agreed to be purchased of his Grace, as herein- 
before mentioned. 



In the last Session of Parliament, we also proposed a Bill for vesting in 
His Majesty, certain parts of Waltham or Hainault Forest, in the County of 
Essex. 

The Interest of the Crown in that Forest, consists of the Soil of about 3,000 
Acres of uninclosed Land, partly stocked with Timber of different ages, and 
called “ The King’s Forest,” or “ King’s Wood,” and of all the Timber 
and Wood growing thereon ; and of all Forestal Rights over about 9,000 
Acres of other uninclosed Lands, the Soil whereof, together with the Timber 
and Wood, belong to different Lords of Manors and Proprietors of Estates 
surrounding the Forest. 

Our first proposals were, that the whole should be disafforested ; that two- 
thirds of the King's Forest or King's Wood , of which the Soil and Timber 
belonged to His Majesty, should be allotted to the Crown in severalty ; and 
that the remaining third, discharged from the Depasturing of Deer, and all 
other Forestal Rights, should remain for the benefit of those entitled to Rights 
of Common ; and that, of the remaining Waste, ten thirty-seconds should be 
allotted to His Majesty, leaving the remainder to be enjoyed as a Common, 
or to be hereafter divided and inclosed, as the Parties entitled to the benefit 
thereof, might afterwards agree amongst themselves. 

To these proposals, so far as regarded the Jnclosure of the Forest of Epping, 
over which the Crown only possessed the Forestal Rights, great objections were 
made ; and a Deputation from the 21 Parishes which would have been affected 
by the measure, having been appointed to confer with us concerning the same, 
it was proposed by them, that the Crown should receive in severalty two-thirds 
of the King’s Woods for the growth of Timber, and give up the plan of disaf- 
foresting the remainder. 

These proposals were accepted by us, and a Bill, founded thereon, passed 
the House of Commons ; but in consequence of Petitions which were pre- 
sented during its progress through the House qf Lords, setting forth that great 
injury was already done to the adjoining properties by the Deer, and that if 
they were suffered to remain in the King’s Woods after the two-thirds to be 
allotted to His Majesty should be inclosed, the remaining third part would be 
(176.) K so 
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so overstocked, that it would be impossible to prevent their depasturing over 
the adjoining Lands, and that the injury would thus be greatly increased, it 
was agreed to withdraw the Bill, and that the subject should be reconsidered 
previous to the present Session of Parliament. 

Having fully considered these Petitions, and the representations which have 
been since made to us, we have determined on renewing our application to 
Parliament, to propose that the Deer shall be entirely removed from Hainault 
Forest ; and, though there are still some Parties, having considerable property 
and interest in that Forest, who object to the plan thus modified, we trust that 
their objections may be obviated, and that a measure, by which about 2,000 
Acres of excellent Timber Land, most advantageously situated for the con- 
venience of Water Carriage to the Dock Yards in the River Thames, may be 
added to the Nurseries for Navy Timber, will receive the sanction of Parlia- 
ment, as no grounds of objection have been stated to us, which, in our judg- 
ment ought to avail against such objects of public utility. 

Having inserted in the Appendix to our First Report, a Table showing the 
circumference of certain Oak Trees in the Forests and Woods therein men- 
tioned, measured at six feet from the ground, at the different dates stated, and 
similar measurements having been subsequently taken at intervals of about 
two years, we think it may not be uninteresting to show the progressive growth 
of these Oaks, under the different circumstances of their age, situation, and 
shelter, in different parts of the Forests ; we have therefore inserted in the 
Appendix, No. 19 . Appendix to this Report, a Table of the circumferences of the same Trees, 
when they were first measured, and at each of the subsequent measurements, 
down to the present time.

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Of the Persons so proposed to be appointed Receivers, all but one are, by profession, Land 
Surveyors, and that one is Mr. Kendall, who is Land Steward in the service of His Royal 
Highness the Duke of York, and well acquainted with the Crown Lands in Surrey ; and all 
these Surveyors, with the exception of Mr. Armishaw, have been long employed in the Land 
Revenue Department, in making surveys and valuations of Crown Lands in the Counties above 
set opposite to their names ; and they having, in that employ, acquired a local knowledge of 
the Property, are, for that reason alone, deemed by us most eligible to fill these new appoint- 
ments. Mr. Armishaw is a respectable Land Surveyor, and well knows the Crown’s Estates 
in Warwickshire. 

The penal Sums are, as nearly as can be ascertained, about one half of the annual Amount 
of the Revenue to be entrusted to the collection of each Receiver ; and these sums appear to 
us to be sufficiently great to secure the Crown against loss from failures or defaults ; as 
the 1 2th section of the Act directs, That in case any Receiver shall have received, or got 
into his hands any Sum or Sums exceeding ^500, and shall not, within one calendar month 
after the receipt thereof, give Notice thereof to this Board, to the intent that the same may be 
drawn out or applied as occasion may require ; in such case, every such Receiver shall be 
charged with interest for every such Sum after the rate of per cent, per annum, from the 
days or times at which it shall have been so received, until it shall be drawn out of his hands 
or paid over by him to the proper Officer, Commissioners or other persons by Law entitled to 
receive the same.

BY Letter of the 28th April 1817, Mr. Lushington signified to us your Lordships appro- 
bation of the appointment under the Act 56th Geo. 3d, cap. 16th, of Mr. Joseph Armishaw 
to be Receiver of the Land Revenue in the County of Warwick. 

We have now to report to your Lordships the decease of Mr. Armishaw; and we beg 
leave to submit, for your consent and approbation, that Abraham PurShouse Driver, of Kent 
Road, County of Surrey, and Edward Driver, of the Paragon, in the same County, Esquires, 
Surveyors and Land Agents, shall be appointed by us, under the said Act, to be Receivers of 
the Land Revenue in the said County of Warwick. 

The County of Leicester heretofore formed with Warwick one division of Receipt, but as 
there is no Land Estate of any importance in Leicestershire, it seemed to us unnecessary to 
make an appointment of a Land Surveyor in respect of that County. Finding, however, that 
the ancient perpetual Pensions, charged on the Revenue thereof, much exceed in amount the 
Revenue itself, which consists chiefly of fee farm rents, not making together a total of 4^20 
per annum, we now propose, that Messrs. Driver shall be appointed Receivers for Leices- 
tershire also, that the deficiency of the Revenue of that County may be supplied from the 
surplus Revenue of Warwickshire as heretofore, when the two Counties were in one 
receipt. 

For the same reason, we also propose to include in this new appointment of Messrs. Driver, 
the Counties of Stafford, Hereford, Salop and Gloucester, the Revenue of which consists of 
fee farm rents, amounting to scarcely 4^ 150 per annum, while the ancient perpetual Pensions 
exceed 4^340 per annum ; and under this arrangement, the deficiency in these four Counties 
may be supplied from the Revenue of the other Counties within Messrs. Drivers Receipt. 
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The rate of Allowance to Messrs. Driver we propose to be the same, namely, one twenty- No. 10 . 

fifth part of the monies they shall receive, as granted in respect of the Revenue in the other 

Counties within their Receipt ; the Penalty to be inserted in their Bond to be ^900 ; and 
the Sureties they have offered are, Thomas Farncomb, of Griffin’s Wharf, Tooley-street, 

Southwark, Esquire, and Abraham Pursliouse Driver, the younger, of Queen-street, South- 
wark, Oil Crusher ; and we request your Lordships authority to dispense with the residence 
of Messrs. Driver in either of the Counties before named.

P URSUANT to your Lordships reference to us, we have considered the Memorial of Mr. Baseley. 

Mr. Thomas Warriner Baseley, late Receiver General of the Crown Rents and Revenues 
in the Counties of Lincoln and Nottingham ; which Memorial is herewith returned. 

Mr. William Henry White, late of Parliament-Place, Westminster, who absconded at the 
close of the year 1815, and is a great Defaulter to the Crown, was Agent to Mr. Baseley in 
the Collection of the Land Revenue within his charge ; and Mr. Baseley has, in this Memorial, 
given a Statement, much in detail, of his connection with Mr.Whiie, and of the causes which pre- 
cluded, as he conceives, the possibility of any suspicion, on his part, of the unjustifiable practices 
of Mr. White, as his Agent, and of Mr. White’s concealments and embezzlement of large 
sums of Land Revenue, which came to his hands, but for which Mr. Baseley is answerable to 
the Crown; whilst Mr. Baseley, as he concluded, held in his own hands indubitable proofs 
that all the Monies collected within his Division had been actually and duly accounted for by 
Mr. White to the Crown ; and Mr. Baseley expresses his hopes, that the facts, which he has 
stated, will induce your Lordships to consider his case favourably, and that you will be pleased, 
in the first instance, to direct that no proceedings shall take place against his Sureties, for whose 
protection he feels it his most urgent duty to intercede ; and he prays that, in consequence 
of the total ruin in which he has been blamelessly involved, he may be deemed a suitable 
object of your Lordships favour and bounty, either by your extending to him such compen- 
sation as your Lordships may be induced to grant to other retired Receivers of the Land 
Revenue, under the recent Act of Parliament «• for better regulating the offices of Receivers 56 G. 3 .C. 16 . 
« of Crown Rents,” had he continued to hold his Office up to the period when that Act took 
effect ; or, if that mode of relief should appear impracticable, by affording him some employ- 
ment either in this Country, or in the Colonies, which may enable him to provide for the 
maintenance of a Wife and Six Children, the innocent sharers in his misfortune and ruin. 

The Memorial is supported by many Noblemen and Gentlemen, who have subscribed to 
it their names, and “ from their knowledge of the unblemished character of the Memorialist, 

“ and from a consideration of the extreme hardship of his case, are induced to recommend 
“ him as, in every respect, a deserving object of indulgence and relief.”

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No. 11 . The particulars of the Proceedings of Mr. White, and of the effect of those Proceedings on 

— Mr. Baseley, were stated to Parliament in our Second Triennial Report, dated j 8th March 

1816, and to it we beg leave to refer your Lordships. It must be acknowledged, we think, 
that in the case of Mr. Baseley, there is great hardship; but his supersession in office became 
indispensable. 

All the Estate, Property, Monies and Effects whatsoever and wheresoever, of Mr. White and 
Mr. Baseley respectively, as far as we have been able to gain any knowledge of them, have 
been seized for the Crown, under Extents issued out on Applications from us. The produce 
in our hands amounts to .£14,890. 7. 10.; and we fully expect that it will ultimately be aug- 
mented to about £20,000, being less than half of the debt due from Mr. White to the Crown. 

Mr. Baseley having had a share in a Brewing Trade at Newport Pagnell, an Extent was 
sent into Buckinghamshire for the Purpose of seizing his property and effects there; but a 
Commission of Bankruptcy having been sued out against him and his Partner in trade, and it 
appearing to us unjust that the joint Creditors of the Partnership should suffer for Mr. Baseley’s 
misfortune, which they had no means of foreseeing, and could not guard against, we deemed 
it expedient to relinquish the Property there to the Assignees, under the Bankruptcy of tire 
Partnership ; subject, nevertheless, to an Order from the Court of Exchequer, that if, after 
liquidating the Debts of the Partnership, any surplus shall remain, Mr. Baseley s share of 
it shall, by those Assignees, be accounted for and paid for the benefit of the Crown. 

By means of these Extents, every thing that could be obtained from Mr. Baseley, has been 
or will be obtained; excepting only the sum which, on his appointment to office, was secured 
by the Bonds of his two Sureties, namely £’3,000. One of these Sureties is iiis brother-in- 
law ; and both, as we are informed, have large Families, and would be altogerhcr ruined if the 
Bonds w re put in suit against them. It is tc be regretted that Mr Baseley, c 1 giving Security 
himself to the Crown, did not insist on receiving security from Mr. White, before he consented 
to leave the Collection in his hands. However, under the peculiarly hard circumstances of 
Mr. Baseley’s case, and in consideration that all he possessed of Monies, Money Securities, 
and Stock in the Public Funds, arising from his Receivership, have been seized into the hands 
of the Crown ; and that whatever may be obtainable from his private property, either imme- 
diately or in reversion, has beeii secured for the Crown; and as Mr. Baseley feelingly urges 
that with the Crown Debt pending over him, no one can be found to engage with him in any 
concern, so that he is thereby precluded from acquiring a livelihood for himself, his wife, ancl 
large family of children ; and also considering that if the Bonds shall be enforced against the 
Sureties, the greatest distress will be brought upon them, without their having any prospect 
of recovering any thing from die Principal; we are induced to recommend to your Lordships, 
that Mr. Baseley shall now be released from all farther responsibility to rhe Crown ; and, with 
that view, we request to have a signification of your sanction, to our giving authority for the 
Crown Lawyers to move the Court of Exchequer that his Quietus might be granted to him. 

With regard to the prayer of Mr. Baseley’s Memorial, in relation to a compensation of some 
kind for his deprivation of Office as your Lordships are fully possessed of all the facts and 
circumstances of the case, we must beg leave to submit that point for your determination.

LETTER to John Rennie, Esquire, with Queries. 

Sib, The New Street Office, 20th July 1816. 

T AM directed, by the Commissioners for carrying the New Street Act into Execution, to 
transmit to you herewith, a Plan, Section, and Specification of the construction of the 
New Sewer (called the Regent’s Park Sewer) lately formed from the New Road at the north 
end of Portland Place, along the line of die intended New Street, to the River Thames in 
Middle Scotland Yard ; and to acquaint you that it has been proposed to make use of such 
new Sewer for the purpose of relieving the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, and Hartshnm-lane 
Sewer, of a part of their drainage, by means of a collateral Cut from Brook-street into the 
New Sewei in Swallow-street, and by receiving die Hartshorn-lane .Sewer at Cockspur-street 
(as shown in a Plan also sent herewith) ; and thereupon to take powers, under an Act of 
Parliament for making a rate upon the districts which would be benefited by such new 
drainage, in proportion to the extent to which they should make use of the same, for the 
purpose of repaying the expenses incurred, and die interest thereon, widiin a period of 
forty years : But that doubts having been expressed how far the New Sewer is in its form, 
dimensions, and mode of construction, capable of performing die new drainage proposed to 
be brought into it ; and the measure having attracted great attention in Parliament, and 
throughout the districts which would be affected by its operation, it has been determined to 
postpone further proceedings upon the subject, until full inquiry can be made into the points 
upon which those doubts have been expressed. 

The Commissioners are extremely desirous diat you should undertake the investigation 
and inquiry necessary for this purpose, as soon as your various important professional avo- 
cations will admit 5 and diat, after having the New Sewer, and the several Sewers proposed 
to be connected therewith, carefully examined by proper persons to be employed under your 
directions, you should report your opinion upon the several questions herein-after men- 
tioned. 

1. — Whether the said new Sewer is, in its form and levels, calculated to perform the 
proposed drainage ; also, if the materials of which it has been constructed are 
of good quality, and die workmanship properly performed; or whether any 
setdements or appearances of defects have manifested themselves therein ? 

a. — .Whether, from the present state and appearance of that Sewer, it is likely to require 
any expensive alterations or repairs during the next twenty years ; and in case of 
any temporary stoppage of the drainage, whether in consequence of its being 
a Tunnel Sewer, the interruption could be obviated without greater difficulty or 
public inconvenience than in die case of a Sewer formed by opening the ground 
from the surface ? 

3. — Whether the new Sewer is of a capacity sufficient to perform the drainage pro- 

posed to be brought into it, the extent of which drainage is shown on the Plan 
sent herewith ; viz. the drainage of the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, north of 
Brook-street; the drainage of the New-street; the drainage of the Pall Mall 
Sewer ; and that of the Hartshorn-lane Sewer, north of Cockspur-street ? 

In considering this part of the subject, you will be pleased to observe, that the surface 
water flowing into the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, from the North of the Crown Bridge, 
may either be received into the Regent’s Canal, or into the ornamental water formed in Mary- 
le-bone Park, in the whole or in part ; or turned into the Sewer at any season, as may appear 
most desirable. 

4. — Whether the proposed Collateral Cut from Brook-street can be so constructed, in 

respect of its levels, as to give an increased and improved current to the drainage 
from the north of diat Street ; and what would be the operation and effect of 
that Collateral Cut in relieving the defects of the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer 

from 
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from Brook-street to the River Thames ; and in saving expenses which might be 
required for remedying the present defects of that Sewer, if such Collateral Cut 
should not be formed ? 

c. Whether, by the drainage of the Pall Mall Sewer being received into the Regent’s 

Park Sewer, at the end of Saint Alban's-street, any improvement can be afforded 
to that drainage by increasing its current ; and whether the returning the Harts- 
horn-lane Sewer to its former course would, in your judgment, be prejudicial to, 
or otherwise endanger that Sewer between Cockspur-street and Saint Martin’s- 
lane, where the Saint Martin’s-lane Sewer joins it? 

Lastly. You are requested to have the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, the Hartshom-lane 

Sewer, and the New Sewer examined ; and to report how far in your judgment 
the New Sewer is calculated and can be connected with all or any of those 
Sewers, so as to be made available for the relief of those Sewers, and lessening 
the future expense of them, and for improving generally the drainage of the 
western parts of the Metropolis.

Gentlemen, 

THE following are the Queries which you have done us the honour to submit to our 
consideration ; and we have minutely investigated the necessary facts upon which we ground 
our opinions. 

ist. — “ Whether the said New Sewer is, in its form and levels, calculated to perform the 
« proposed Drainage ; also if the materials of which it has been constructed are of good 
“ quality, and the Workmanship properly performed; or whether any settlements or appear- 
“ ances of defects have manifested themselves therein ?” 

2d. — “ Whether, from the present state and appearance of that Sewer, it is likely to require 
“ any expensive alterations or repairs during the next 20 years; and, in case of any temporary „ 
“ stoppage of the drainage, whether, in consequence of its being a Tunnel Sewer, the inter - 
“ ruption could be obviated without greater difficulty or public inconvenience, than in case 
“ of a Sewer formed by opening the Ground from the surface ?” 

3d. — “ Whether the New Sewer is of a capacity sufficient to perform the drainage 
“ proposed to be brought into it, the extent of which drainage is shown on the Plan sent 
« herewith ; viz. the drainage of the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, north of Brook-street, the 
“ drainage of the New Street, the drainage of the Pall Mall Sewer, and that of Hartshom- 
** lane Sewer, north of Cockspur-street ?” 

“ In considering this part of the subject, you will be pleased to observe, that the surface 
“ water flowing into the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, from the north of the Crown Bridge, 

“ may either be received into the Regent’s Canal, or into the ornamental water formed in 
“ Mary-le-bone Park, in the whole or in part, or turned into the Sewer at any season, as may 
“ appear most desirable.” 

4th. — “ Whether the proposed Collateral Cut from Brook-street can be so constructed, in 
“ respect of its levels, as to give an increased and improved current to the drainage from the 
“ north of that Street ; and what would be the operation and effect of that Collateral Cut in 
“ relieving the defects of the Kings Scholars Pond Sewer from Brook-street to the River 
** Thames ; and in saving expenses which might be required for remedying die present defects 
te of that Sewer, if such Collateral Cut should not be formed ?” 

5th. — “ Whether, by the drainage of the Pall Mall Sewer being received into the Regent’s 
“ Park Sewer, at the end of Saint Alban’s-street, any Improvement can be afforded to that 
“ drainage, by increasing its current ; and whether die returning the Hartshorn-lane Sewer 
“ to its former course, would, in your judgment, be prejudicial to, or otherwise endanger that 
“ Sewer between Cockspur-street and Saint Martin’s-lane, where the Saint Martin’s-lane 
4£ Sewer joins it ?” 

Lastly. 
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Lastly. — “ You are requested to have the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, the Hartshorn-lane No 12 
“ Sewer, and the New Sewer, examined, and to report how far, in your judgment, the New 1 

“ Sewer is calculated and can be connected with all or any part of those Sewers, so as to be 
“ made available for the relief of those Seweis, and lessening the future expense of them, and 
“ for improving generally the drainage of the western parts of the Metropolis ?" 

Answer to the ist. The form of the New Sewer is well calculated for stability, and (from 
having a circular bottom) to keep itself free from the deposition of heavy matter ; but as it is 
only equal in the area of its section to the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, and has a less decli- 
vity, it is not more calculated to perform the proposed drainage than the Old Sewer would 
be, if a few slight obstructions were removed ; as the number of acres above Brook-street, 
taken conjointly with the drainage of the New Street and Pall Mall Sewer, are nearly equal 
to 2,000 acres, which is much the same as the present drainage of the King’s Scholars Pond 
Sewer: and although the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer has on the average a greater declivity, 
we consider it to lose this advantage from the many sudden contractions of width and other 
causes of obstruction. 

2d. — The Materials of the New Sewer appear to be of a good quality, and though the 
workmanship is not uniformly very good, and there are apparent defects, some of which 
slightly contract its passage, yet its elliptical form, and great thickness of the arch, render it 
sufficiently strong to remove any apprehension of an accident which would occasion any serious 
expense or public inconvenience ; but it would be adviseable to have the defective parts 
repaired, and the whole repointed with cement. Without doubt, an open Sewer is more 
easily repaired than a Tunnel Sewer, but we do not apprehend any great difficulty in reme- 
dying the accidents of a Tunnel Sewer. 

3d. — We do not think the New Sewer, any more than the old, of a capacity to perform 
the proposed Drainage in a manner which we consider efficient; nor do we think that any 
advantage should be calculated on by diverting the surplus water from the north of Crown 
Bridge into the Regent’s Canal, or the ornamental water of Mary-le-bone Park, as in times 
of great winter floods, they also would probably be overcharged. 

4th. — The proposed Collateral Cut from Brook-street, in consequence of the great fall from 
the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer at this part, to the New Sewer, might be made in respect of its 
levels to carry off any determinate portion of the water coming down the former Sewer, and 
would certainly give an improved current to the Drainage from the north of that Street, and 
relieve the lower part of that Sewer from thence to the River Thames ; but if the whole quan- 
tity proposed were diverted, it would occasion to the lower part of the New Sewer from above 
Carlton House, the same inconvenience from which the other would be exonerated. 

5th. — It would have been better that the Pall Mall and Hartshorn-lane Sewers had not been 
connected with the New Sewer, as their outlets were equally good with what has been now 
given them, and not liable to the influx of water from above ; the Hartshorn-lane Sewer may 
be retnmed to its old course ; and if it shall be deemed advisable to direct a large portion of 
the higher district of the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer into the New Sewer, we should recom- 
mend an excluding Gate to be affixed to the mouth of the Pall Mall Sewer, to prevent the flood 
waters of the upper district from reverting into it. 

As we deemed it advisable to keep the Hartshorn-lane Sewer distinct from the New Sewer, 
we did not make any examination of it ; but we have minutely examined the King's Scholars 
Pond Sewer and the New Sewer, and are of opinion, that both together are not of a greater 
capacity than is necessary for an efficient Drainage, as it sometimes occurs that more water 
falls in one hour than both Sewers would discharge in three. We think that from Brook-street 
through Hanover-street, as proposed, is the best line of communication, and that the connecting 
Sewer should be so constructed as to carry off one half the water that comes down the King’s 
Scholars Pond Sewer, to the proposed point of separation; and it would be advisable to 
adopt Stopgates to both of them, so that one alone might be used during the occasional repairs 
of the other.

HAVING received and laid before the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Woods, 8tc. your 
Report upon the Regent’s Park Sewer, in which you state, in answer to their second Question 
to you on that subject, that the workmanship is not uniformly very good, and that there are 
apparent defects, some of which slightly contract the passage through the Sewer ; I am 
directed to request of you to mention the particular situations and nature of such defects, and 
the means which occur to you as best calculated for remedying the same.

SECOND REPORT of Messrs. Rennie, Chapman, and Jessop, respecting 
The Regent’s Park Sewer. 



To the Honourable Commissioners of Woods, Forests, and Land Revenue. 



Gentlemen, 

HAVING carefully examined the Regent’s Park Sewer, from one extremity to the other, 
we are of opinion that its general form is good, but that there are some defects in the execution 
of the work ; several parts of it are a few inches deficient in the height and width contracted 
for ; and, in consequence of the badness of the foundation near Charing Cross, the bottom of 
the Sewer has risen in that part, by which the regular elliptical form in which it was origi- 
nally built is lost ; but as in the course of the last tv/o or three years no very great defects 
have appeared, as the brickwork is of considerable thickness, and the bricks are of good quality, 
it is better to leave these parts untouched than to attempt to rebuild them. 

To the north of Oxford-street there is a length of 470 feet, which, owing to the difficulty 
the workmen met with in tunnelling, was built only four feet high, and three feet six inches 
wide j we think, however, that these dimensions are sufficient for carrying off all the sewage 
at present arising to the north of that point but if the proposed communication between the 
Regent’s Park Sewer and the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer be made above this narrow part, it 
must be pulled down and enlarged. 

For the extent of about 100 feet to the north of the Hanover-street Shaft, the mortar is in 
a great measure washed out ; this also will require rebuilding if the communication between 
the Sewers be made to the northward ; but if the junction takes place at the end of Hanover- 
street, (below both these parts) which appears to us the most eligible plan, we should advise 
this defect to be repaired by building an inner ring of 4^ inches thick, with bricks set in 
Roman cement. 



The junctions of some of the shafts and side drains with the Sewer have been very negligently 
finished, and must be thoroughly repaired j and about two-thirds of the whole length of the 
Sewer should be newly pointed with Roman cement, as the mortar has not become hard, and 
is not calculated to resist, for any length of time, the action of a rapid current. 

In some parts, the land springs have found their way through the brickwork ; in these 
places, for the security of the cement, frequent holes, from an inch to an inch and a half in 
diameter, should be drilled through the centre of the bricks themselves, to afford a free passage 
for water into the Sewer. 



We apprehend that if die junction of the Sewers is made below the Hanover-street Shaft, 
the repairs and alterations consequent thereon, as before suggested, will amount to aboiu 
<££* 2 , 200 .

to the state, &c. of the Regent’s Park Sewer, and other Sewers in the north-west part of the 
Metropolis.

Mr. Nash’s REPORT on The Regent’s Park Sewer, King’s Scholars Pond and 
other Sewers. 

Sir, 29, Dover Street, January 28th, 1819. 

The Commissioners for carrying into execution the New Street Act, having directed that 
the two Reports of Messrs. Rennie, Chapman, and Jessop, relative to the state, &c. of the 
Regent’s Park Sewer, should be transmitted to me for any suggestions or observations which 
I might deem proper to make thereon for the Board’s consideration ; I take the opportunity 
thus afforded me, to quote such parts of the Reports as appear necessary to be noticed by me, 
either by way of explanation, or in contradiction, as die case may require. 

The First Report is made in answer to the queries sent by the Commissioners ; and it would 
appear by the circumstance of the Second Report having been almost distinctly made upon the 
construction and durability of the works, that the First Report did not sufficiently and satisfac- 
torily answer the queries given on those heads. I shall therefore consider the First Report as 
relating to the capacity only of the New Sewer ; and the Second Report with reference only 
to the construction of it. 

My opinion, that the New Sewer is of sufficient capacity to relieve the King’s Scholars 
Pond Sewer of the higher drainage, is admitted by the Engineers appointed by the Board to 
consider this point ; as they say, in answer to the 4th query, “ the proposed Collateral Cut 
“ from Brook-street to the New Sewer might be made to carry off any determinate portion of the 
“ water coming down the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, and would give an improved current 
“ to the drainage from the north of that Street, and relieve the lower part of the King’s 
“ Scholars Pond Sewer, from thence to the Thames.” 

The next question is, as to the propriety of taking in the Pall Mall Sewage, and the Harts- 
horn-lane Sewer. The Pall Mall Sewer, which was found to have a very small current, and 
thereby subject to silt up, has been materially relieved by a considerable fall being given to it 
where it now unites with the New Sewer, and it may be considerably improved by lowering 
the bottom. That part of it which was taken up in forming the New Sewer proved to be in a 
very ruinous state, and the bottom higher than the bottom of the New Sewer. The circum- 
stance of taking in the water from the Hartshorn-lane Sewer not being attended with the same 
beneficial result, that water has been turned into its old course, and no longer flows into the New 
Sewer. 

The Second Report, touching the construction and workmanship of the New Sewer, requires 
to be particularly noticed. 

Sir James Graham, in the Committee of the House of Commons, stated the New 
Sewer to be badly constructed, and propped up to prevent its falling. This circumstance 
gave rise to the inspection afterwards made by the Surveyor employed on behalf of the Com- 
missioners of Sewers for the Liberty of Westminster, 8cc. ; and this inspection was carried on 
in a manner quite unprecedented. The Sewer was cut into in every instance where this 
person, together with Mr. Jessop, conceived, by the appearance of the work, that is was de- 
fective ; more than 100 holes were made in the sides, roof, and bottom; but in only three 
instances did any insufficiency in its thickness appear, and these were only where a portion of 
the inner of the three rings had been cut away to assist the current ; a circumstance in 
itself admitted by Mr. Jessop to be of no consequence whatever, the brickwork of the Sewer 
being of so great a substance. 

The Contractors, observing the manner in which this inspection was conducted, became 
alarmed for the result ; they therefore, to justify their work, employed several persons 
conversant in similar works, to examine the Sewer, and report their opinion thereon. Copies 
of these Reports were sent to me, and I hereby enclose them ; they are lettered (A.) Nos. I, 
2, and a. 

After 
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12 . After the first report of the Engineers, I felt that it would be improper to settle the 

Contractors’ accounts finally, until I was satisfied by the opinion and report of a respectable 

and indifferent person, as to the due performance of their contract ; and therefore requested 
the favour of Mr. Telford to survey the Sewer as between the Contractor and myself 5 the 
former agreeing to perform all such repairs and alterations as Mr. Telford should direct. 
A copy of Mr. Telford’s report (Letter B.) is also enclosed ; and I beg to say, that all the 
works pointed out by Mr. Telford have been carefully performed, except as to the pointing 
in cement those joints where the mortar was out. Mr. Morgan, having subsequently examined 
the Sewer, reports, that that part of the work will be unnecessary, unless a greater influx of 
water is admitted into the new Sewer, as proposed, from the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer, 
those joints being principally in the higher parts of the sides of the Sewer ; and if no greater 
drainage is to be brought into the new Sewer than that of the houses in the New Street, and 
the side streets, the water will never rise so high as to touch them ; but should the King’s 
Scholars Pond Sewer be relieved by the New Sewer, it will then be a fit time to point the jo'uits, 
if it should be thought necessary ; but the mortar having (as I knew it would) already become 
hard, I deem it unnecessary. 

The Engineers report, that “ the Sewer in its general form is good ; but that there are some 
“ defects in the work, being in some parts a few inches deficient in the height and width 
“ contracted for ; and that the bottom, owing to the badness of the foundation near Charing 
* £ Cross, has risen ; by which the elliptical form in which it was originally built, is lost ; but as 
££ in the course of the last two or three years no very great defects have appeared, as the brick- 
“ work is of considerable thickness, and the bricks of good quality, it is better to leave these 
“ parts untouched, than to rebuild them.” 

This is a part of the alteration alluded to in Mr. Telford’s Report. The bottom has been 
taken up and a new bottom put in, in a sound and satisfactory manner, and the waterway 
thereby increased. 

The Sewer for a length of 470 feet north of Oxford-street was reduced, owing to the 
bursting in of a powerful spring ; the bricks have been set in cement, and the work is 
perfectly sound ; and as it is so near the summit, it is of sufficient size to carry oft' all 
the drainage it may have to perform. 

Their Report further states, that “ the junction of some of the shafts and side 
££ drains with the Sewer, have been very negligently finished, and must be thoroughly re- 
“ paired ; and about two-thirds of the whole length of the sewer should be newly 
££ pointed with Roman cement, as the mortar has not become hard, and is not calculated 
<’ to resist, for any length of time, the action of a rapid current.” 

Now with respect to the junction of the side drains, they have been principally made 
with bricks set in cement •, and where the shafts intersect the Sewer, the bottoms have been 
formed with stone, the top part having a regular cut arch. As to pointing two-thirds of the 
sewer with Parker’s cement, I see no necessity for so expensive an operation, because the 
bottom and half way up the sides of the sewer are laid in cement ; and in several parts, the 
whole of the inner ring of brickwork has been set in cement, and the mortar in the top 
part has become quite hard, except in those places described above, where, by die oozing 
of the springs, the particles of unslacked lime have undergonea solution ; but this is only par- 
tially, and for the depth of about half an inch of die joint ; the inner part of the mortar 
possessing its proper degree of induration, and which is daily increasing. 

The engineers further observe, diat “ in some parts the land springs have found their way 
tl through the brick work ; and in these places for the security of die cement, frequent holes 
££ from an inch to an inch and a half in diameter should be drilled through the centre of the 
“ bricks themselves, to afford a free passage for water into the Sewer.” 

In all cases of this sort, where water intervenes, it is desirable to stop it back, for if vent 
is given, and it flows with force, the sand and small particles of gravel in which, in the 
neighbourhood of London, water is found, will come in with it, whereby cavides will be 
formed on either side, which will affect the due equilibrium of the superincumbent weight, 
a circumstance likely to cause the destruction of the Sewer ; besides which, the tapping of 
the springs, as so advised, might cause a considerable diminution in them, to the great 
injury of the wells in the neighbourhood ; but in no instance have the land springs found their 
way through the brickwork in any force ; what is alluded to by these gentlemen, is only 
the oozing of water through the pores of the bricks. This is no injury to the work 
whatever ; and if it does not shortly stop of its own accord, will make the brickwork more 
firm, by being water bound ; the lime, being of a nature to harden in water, is calculated to 
produce that meet. 

With respect to the Cost of repairing this Sewer, amounting to ^2,200, as stated by 
the Engineers, I hope I have shewn that all the alterations or repairs necessary have already 
been performed, and that no further sum will be required to be expended upon it. 
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The new Sewer has been constructed in a sound and substantial manner, though attended No. 12 . 
with difficulties and great risque in carrying it under houses, through quicksands and springs, . - — 

and the greater part of it under ground ; the work stands well, and preserves its original form; 
not a brick is cracked throughout the work, although the earth lies heavy upon it, 
particularly where the springs axe. The defects in the bottom and in the levels having 
now been remedied, I consider it to be as perfect a work of its kind, as has ever 
been performed.

(A. No. 1.) 

Messrs. Richardson & Want, 21, Mortimer-street, 3d February 1817. 

Agreeably to your request of January 25th, I have looked over the Brickwork of the 
Sewer built by you, under the intended New Street from Garlton House, and carefully 
examined it in separate lengths of fifty feet each, from the North end at the Regent’s Park, 
downwards to its outfall into the Thames at Scotland-yard. I find it throughout to be a firm 
piece of Work t and such in my opinion as would be approved of by any person experienced in 
work done in similar situations. There are some deviations from the line and level, which I 
think but of trifling or no impediment to the Sewer. From the great difficulty of ascertain- 
ing a direct line under so many obstructions on the surface, I think it would have been nearly 
impossible to avoid some little irregularities in the branch of management. The deviation 
from the level, or regular declivity of tire bottom, between Spring Garden and Charing 
Cross, appears to have been occasioned by the quicksand at that place in which the bottom of 
the Sewer was built. The Bricks when first put in, 1 have no doubt, have risen as much as 
from four to five inches ; in other respects, the building here is as sound and good as at other 
parts of the Sewer.

1 in. wide ; but the work is sound 
and good, and I understand by you it is only meant as temporary. 



(A. No. 2.) 

New Sewer from the Regent’s Park to the River Thames. 



Mr. Braham’s Report of the State of the Sewer, as regards the Execution 
or Workmanship. 

The Sewer commences at the Northern extremity under the center of the New Road ; 
from thence it is continued in a direct line down Portland -place, along the line of the intended 
New Street leading to Carlton House, along Pall Mall and Cockspur-street by Charing 
Cross, and into the River Thames at Great Scotland-yard. 

Having on the 27th of January 1817, surveyed and examined every part of the Sewer, from 
the Northern extremity to the entrance into the River Thames, I am of opinion that the 
Workmansnip throughout, together with the Shafts, is executed in a good, sound, and 
workmanlike manner. 

The size of the Sewer taken at equal distances, every 50 feet, is hereunto annexed ; by 
which it appears to average full 6 ft. 6 in. high, and 6 feet wide, except a length of about 200 
feet under Bolfover-street, which part of the Sewer is smaller, and varies from 4 ft. 1 in. to 
6 ft. in height, and from 3 ft. 55 in. to 5 ft. 7 inches in width.

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The bottom of the Sewer is an inverted semicircular Arch, and built throughout in 3 half 
bricks in thickness ; the upper part of the Sewer forms an arch rising six inches higher than a 
semicircle, and is built in like manner throughout, in three half bricks in thickness, which 
I have proved on examining the various places which are open for ihspection ; and have no he- 
sitation in declaring it to be as complete a Sewer, the whole length, as can be executed by the 
hands of man, which 1 am willing to verify on oath if required.

Having been for many years accustomed to mining, and contracting for Tunnels in many 
parts of the Country, I hereby acquaint you that agreeably to your request, I have minutely 
examined the brick work in the New Sewer from Scotland Yard to the Regent’s Park, and 
find the size of the same on an average to be full six feet six inches high, and six feet wide in 
the clear, and am of an opinion, that the materials are of the best description for the 
purpose ; and the brick work, though some part of it is a little irregular, is built in a 
sound and substantial manner, and likely to answer every purpose for which it was 
intended.

Mr. Telford’s Survey of die Great Sewer from the Regent’s Park to the Thames. 

After having traversed the whole of this great Sewer from the Southern extremity of the 
Regent’s Park to the River Thames at Scotland Yard, with a view of examining its shape and 
dimensions, and how far it is substantially constructed, I beg leave to state, that its shape seems 
to be well calculated to resist the pressure to which it is exposed ; that the materials are 
good, and the workmanship quite as perfect as can be expected in a work of this 
nature. 

Having been called upon to examine some of the most extensive Tunnels which have of late 
years been constructed in England (viz. on the Grand Junction and Huddersfield Canals) and 
had the sole direction of several on the Shrewsbury and Ellesmere Canals ; I do not consider 
the Sewer in question (though smaller in dimensions) to be under less difficult circumstances 
than the before-mentioned works ; and, of course, bears a sufficient relation to them. 



Considering that it was not unfrequently carried through quicksands, and sometimes inter- 
rupted by springs, and all this under streets composed of valuable buildings, and in part 
exposed to sewage water from them, it cannot be expected that either the Line of Inclination, 
the dimensions of the Tunnel, or the joints of the Brickwork, can, in all cases, be preserved 
quite as correctly as in works above ground, and free of the aforesaid obstacles; I was 
therefore prepared to meet with some few slight irregularities, which, without at all im- 
peaching the substantial performance of the work, require to be noticed, and, in some 
instances, remedied. 

In what I have to recommend, I shall not notice the contractions in the upper part of the 
Tunnel, which are to the Northward of Hanover-9tret, which were unavoidably occasioned by 
springs, and were authorized by the Architect. 

1st. — In consequence of the frequency of forming junctions at.the meeting of the different 
lengths of brickwork, and also on account of the oozings of water, and continual dampness, 
the joints at sundry places in the upper half of the Tunnel (the lower half being already laid in 
cement) require to be raked out and fresh pointed. This, in order to prove effectual, should 
be done with Parker’s Cement ; and as the contractors and also Mr. Morgan were present at 
the inspection, and are quite aware of the parts alluded to, instead of attempting to enumerate 
them, I must refer to Mr. Morgan, who is well qualified to point them out, particularly 
between Hanover-street and Vine-street. 

2dly 
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2dly. — Immediately below Glasshouse-street, in order to acquire the proper inclination, and No. 1 2. 

take off the water, it will be necessary to lower a part of the Sewer bottom. In two other 

places, where the Tunnel is under the specified height of 6 feet 6 inches in the clear, and also 
laid too low, and the whole Waterway required, it will be necessary to raise the top or archway. 

These places are, ist, Opposite Spring Garden and Charing Cross, about 6o yards in length ; 

2d, In Charing Cross Street, about 25 yards in length. 

From the numerous instances in which I had opportunities of seeing where the body of the 
Work [viz. the roof, sides, and bottom), had been cut into, and the whole being now free from 
crack or flaw, I am of opinion, that if the above-mentioned defects were remedied, the Con- 
tractors will have rendered the Work as perfect as can be required of them; and it having 
already received all the pressure which can be expected, is likely long to remain so ; as I con- 
sider the Sewer to be, upon the whole, very substantially constructed.

LETTER to John Rennie, Esquire, requesting him to re-examine the New Sewer, 
&c. ; and to make a further Report thereon. 

Sir, The New Street Office, 3d March 1819. 

THE Commissioners for carrying the New Street Act into Execution, having, upon the 
receipt of the Two Reports made by yourself, Mr. Chapman, and Mr. Jessop, dated respec- 
tively the 6th of August 1817, and ist of May last, respecting the form and workmanship of 
the Regent’s Park Sewer, in its whole extent, referred those Reports to Mr. Nash, for 3ny 
suggestions or observations he might think proper to offer thereon ; and having received from 
Mr. Nash a letter in reply ; I have their commands to request your consideration of the follow- 
ing Observations contained in that letter. 

With reference to that part of your First Report which relates to the taking into the. New 
Sewer, of the Pall Mall and Hartshorn-lane Sewers, Mr. Nash states, that the Pall-Mall Sewer, 
which had been found to have a very small current, and to be thereby liable to silt up, has been 
materially relieved by a considerable fall being given to it where it unites with the Regent's 
Park Sewer ; and that the circumstance of taking in the Hartshorn-lane Sewer, not having 
been attended with a result equally beneficial, the Water has been turned into its old 
course, and no longer flows into the New Sewer. 

In consequence of the observation contained in the beginning of your Second Report, viz. 
“ That the general form of the New Sewer is good, but that there are defects in the execution 
“ of the work, several parts being a few inches deficient in the height and width contracted for,” 
Mr. Nash states, that he felt it would be improper finally to settle the Contractor’s accounts, 
until he should be satisfied, by the opinion and report of a respectable and indifferent person, 
as to the due performance of their contract ; and that he therefore employed such a person to 
survey the Sewer, as between the Contractor anil himself : and Mr. Nash states, that all the 
Works pointed out as necessary to be done (being in general those which formed the subject of 
your Reports) have been carefully executed, except the pointing in cement of those joints where 
the mortar was out ; it being the opinion of Mr. Nash, upon a subsequent examination of 
the Sewer, that that partof theworkwouldbeunnecessary, unless agrealer body of water should 
be admitted into the Sewer, as is proposed, from the King's Scholars Pond Sewer, those joints 
being principally in the higher parts of the sides of the Sewer ; and that if no greater drainage 
is effected by the New Sewer than that of the New Street, and the side Streets, the Water 
will never rise so high as to touch them ; but that should the King’s Scholars Pond Sewer be 
relieved by the New Sewer, it would then be a fit time to point the joints, if it should be 
thought necessary ; but the mortar having become hard, Mr. Nash submits that such a measure 
is not at present necessary. 

In the same Report it is observed that, “ The bottom of the Regent’s Park Sewer has, in 
“ consequence of die badness of the foundation near Charing Cross, risen j by which the 
“ elliptical form in which it was originally built, is lost.” And Mr. Nash states, that the old 
bottom has been taken up, and a new bottom laid down, in a sound and satisfactory manner, 
and the Waterway thereby increased. 

With reference to that part of the same Report in which it is stated, that “ the junctions of 
“some of the Shafts and side drains with the New Sewer have been very negligently finished, 
“ and must be thoroughly repaired, and that about two-thirds of the whole length of the 

“ Sewer 
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No. 12. tc Sewer should be newly pointed with Roman cement, as the mortar has not become hard, and 
“ is not calculated to resist for any length of time the action of a rapid current;” Mr. Nash ob- 
serves, that the Side Drains are principally made of bricks set in cement ; and that where the 
Shafts intersect the Sewer, the bottoms are formed with Stones, the upper part having a 
regular cut arch ; and he submits, that the pointing of two-thirds of the sewer with Parker’s 
cement, would be productive of an expense more than proportionate to the necessity for such 
an undertaking ; the bottom and the sides of the Sewer half way up, and in several parts even the 
whole of the inner ring, being set in cement ; and the mortar in the upper part becoming quite 
hard, except in particular places, where by the oozing of the springs, the particles of the 
unslacked lime have been washed out ; and that this is only partial, and for the depth of about 
half an inch of the joint, while the inner portion of the mortar is becoming harder. 

Having taken these circumstances into your consideration, I have the Board’s commands to 
request that you will, in conjunction with the Gentlemen by whom you were assisted in your 
former Surveys, if you shall think their assistance necessary, examine the Sewer, and report 
to the Board how far, in your opinion, the imperfections alluded to in your Reports, have 
been remedied.
